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DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE. 

When,  in  the  course  of  human  erents,  it  becomes  necessary  for 
one  people  to  dlBsolve  the  poli^cal  bands  which  have  connected 
them  with  another,  and  to  assume,  among  the  powers  of  the  earth, 
the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  nature  and  of 
nature's  Gk>d  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  man- 
kind requires  that  they  should  declare  we  causes  wmch  impel  then^ 
to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident :  that  all  men  are  created 
equal :  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalien- 
able rights ;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness.  That,  to  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted 
among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
erned: and  thai,  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  de- 
ftmctive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  abol- 
ish it,  and  to  institute  new  government,  laying  its  foundations  on 
such  principles,  and  organising  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them 
shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and  happiness.  Pru- 
dence, indeed,  will  dictate  that  governments,  long  estabushed,  should 
not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes ;  and,  accordingly,  all 
experience  hath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer, 
wmle  evils  are  sufforable,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing 
the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But,  when  a  long  train 
of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariablv  the  same  object, 
evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  despotism,  it  is  weir 
right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide 
new  guards  for  their  future  security.  Such  has  been  the  patient 
sufferance  of  the  colonies,  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  con- 
strains them  to  alter  their  former  systems  of  ffovemment  The 
history  of  the  present  king  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated 
injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having,  in  direct  ol^ect,  the  establish- 
ment of  an  absolute  tyrannv  over  these  states.  To  prove  this,  let 
fiiets  be  submitted  to  a  candid  world : 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws  the  most  wholesome  and  neees- 
aaiy  fbr  the  publio  good. 
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He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and 
pressing  importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operations  till  his 
assent  should  be  obtained ;  and,  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly 
neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large 
districts  of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of 
representatmn  m  tbe  legblatore — a  right  inesdmable  to  them,  and 
formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislatiye  bodies  at  places  unuBoal,  un- 
oomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  repository  of  their  public  records, 
for  the  sole  purpose  -of  fiktiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his 
measures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing 
with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused,  for  a  long  time  alter  such  dissolutions,  to  cause 
others  to  be  elected ;  whereliy  the. legislative  powers,  incapable  of 
annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exercise; 
the  state  remaining,  in  the  meantime,  exposed  to  all  the  dangers 
of  invasion  from  without,  and  oonvulsiont  within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  states ;  for 
that  purpose,  obstructing  the  laws  of  naturalization  of  foreigners,  re- 
fdsinff  to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migration  thither,  and  rais- 
ingthe  conditions  of  new  appropriations  of  lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  aaministration  of  justice,  by  refiiatiig  his 
aaseni  to  laws  for  establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judces  dependent  on  his  will  alone  for  the  tenure 
of  their  offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swirms 
of  officers  to  harass  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us  in  time  of  peace,  standing  armies,  without 
the  consent  of  our  legislatures. 

He  has  affected  to  >ender  the  military  independent  o^  and  supe- 
rior to.  the  civil  power. 

He  nas  combined,  with  others,  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  for- 
eign to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws ;  giving 
his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended  legislation. 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us. 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  fbr  any 
murders  which  wey  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these  statea 

For  outtine  off  oilr  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world. 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent 

For  depriring  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefit  of  trial  by  juij. 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas,  to  be  tried  for  pretended  of- 
fbnces. 

For  abolishing  the  free  svstem  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring 
province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlarg- 
ing its  boundaries  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  in- 
strument for  introducing  the  same  abaolute  rule  into  tiiese  colonies. 
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For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  lawa, 
mud  altering,  fundamentally,  the  forms  of  our  governments. 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves 
invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  oases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his 
protection,  and  waging  war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  towns, 
and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is,  at  this  time,  transportinff  large  armies  of  foreign  merce- 
naries to  complete  the  works  of  death,  desolation,  and  tyranny,  al- 
abeffun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy  scarcely 
ieled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  Uie 
of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citixens,  taken  captive  on  the  high 
seas,  to  bear  arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners 
of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fidl  themselves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  amongst  us,  and  has  en- 
deavored to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless 
Indian  savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished 
destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditiona 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions,  we  have  petitioned  for  redress 
in  the  most  humble  terms.  Our  repeated  petitions  have  been  an* 
swered  only  by  repeated  injuries.  A  prince,  whose  character  is  thus 
marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the 
ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  British  brethren. 
We  have  warned  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  attempts  by  their 
legislature,  to  extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We 
have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration  and  set- 
tlement here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  mag- 
nanimity, and  we  have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  common 
kindred,  to  disavow  these  usurpations,  wmch  would  inevitablv  in- 
terrupt our  connections  and  correspondence.  They,  too,  have  oeen 
deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore, 
acquiesce  in  the  necessity  which  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold 
them  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peaice,  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, in  Gkneral  Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge 
of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the  name  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  goodpeople  of  these  colonies,  solemnly  pub- 
lish and  declare  that  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  riffht  ought 
to  be,  free  and  independent  States ;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all 
allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  and  that  all  political  connection  be- 
tween them  and  the  state  of  Oreat  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  to- 
tally dissolved ;  and  that,  as  free  and  independent  States,  they  have 
full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliaaoes,  estaUiah 
commerce,  and  to  do  idl  other  acts  and  things  which  indejpendent 
Stales  may  of  right  do.    And,  for  the  support  of  this  deelaralaoB, 
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with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providenc 
mutoallj  pledge  to  each  other  oar  lives,  oar  fortanes,  and  01 
ered  honor.

Art.  2.  Each  siaie  r»:ia.:is  :i3  ?overei^niy.  freedom  aiid 

^deoendenre.   and   everv   D«v.ver.    i'jnsdiciion    and    hi^ht, 

^hich  18  ni'i  by  'his  «:or.>jfdeniL:on  exprvssly  delegated  to 

Uie  United  Stares  in  con  cress  assembled. 

Art.  3,  The  said  states  hereby  sever.illy  enter  into  a 
firm  league  of  fnendship  with  each  other  for  their  com moa 
detenci^,  the  security  i:i(  their  liberties,  and  their  mutual  and 
general  welfare  ;  binding  themselves  to  assist  each  other 
against  ail  force  ofered  to,  or  attacks  made  upon  them,  or 
iny  of  them,  on  account  of  religion,  sovereignty,  trade*  or 
toy  other  pretext  whatever. 

Art.  4.  T^e  better  to  secure  and  perpetuate  mutual 
friendship  and  intercourse  amonu:  the  people  of  the  ditferent 
Hares  in  this  urion.  the  free  inhabitants  of  each  o(  these 
states*  paupers,  vagabonds,  and  fugitives  from  justit.'e  ex* 
cepted,  shall  be  entided  to  ail  privileges  and  immunities  of 
fireie  citizens  in  tl^e  several  states  ;  atid  the  peoolo  of  each 
state  shall  have  free  ingress  and  regress  to  ana  ftxxu  any 
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Other  state,  and  shall  enjoy  therein  all  the  privileges  of 
trade  and  commerce,  subject  to  the  same  duties,  imposi- 
tions, and  restrictions,  as  the  inhabitants  thereof  respect- 
ively, provided  that  such  restrictions  shall  not  extend  so 
far  as  to  prevent  the  removal  of  property  imported  into  any 
state  to  any  other  state,  of  which  the  owner  is  an  inhabitant; 
provided,  also,  that  no  imposition,  duties,  or  restriction, 
shall  be  laid  by  any  state  on  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  or  either  of  them. 

If  any  person  guilty  of  or  charged  with  treason,  felony, 
or  other  nigh  misdemeanor,  in  any  state,  shall  flee  from 
justice,  and  be  found  in  any  of  the  United  States,  he  shall, 
upon  demand  of  the  governor,  or  executive  power  of  ibe 
state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  and  removed  to 
the  state  having  jurisdiction  of  his  oflence. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  of  these  states 
to  the  records,  acts,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  the  courts 
and  magisfates  of  every  other  state. 

Art.  6.  1  r  the  more  convenient  management  of  the 
general  inte.  ts  of  the  United  States,  delegates  shall  be 
annually  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of 
each  state  shall  direct,  to  meet  in  congress  on  the  flrst 
Monday  in  November,  in  every  year,  with  a  power  reserved 
to  each  state  to  recall  its  delegates  or  any  of  them,  at  any 
time  within  the  year,  and  to  send  others  in  their  stead  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

No  state  shall  be  represented  in  congress  by  less  than 
two  nor  more  than  seven  members ;  and  no  person  shall  be 
capable  of  being  a  delegate  for  more  than  three  years  in 
any  term  of  six  years ;  nor  shall  any  person,  being  a  dete- 
ffate,  be  capable  of  holding  an  office  under  the  United 
States,  for  which  he,  or  another  for  his  beneflt,  receives 
any  salary,  fees,  or  emolument  of  any  kind. 

Each  state  shall  maintain  its  own  aelegates  in  a  meeting 
of  the  states,  and  while  they  act  as  members  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  states. 

In  determining  questions  in  the  United  States  in  conr 
gress  assembled,  each  state  shall  have  one  vote. 

Freedom  of  speech  and  debate  in  congress  shall  not  be 
impeached  or  questioned  in  any  court  or  place  out  of  con- 
gress ;  and  the  members  of  congress  shall  be^rotected  in 
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their  persons  from  arrests  and  imprisonments,  during  the 
time  of  their  going  to  and  from  and  attendance  on  congress, 
except  for  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace. 

Art.  6.  No  state,  without  the  consent  of  the  United 
States  in  congress  assembled,  shall  send  an  embassy  to» 
or  receive  any  embassy  from,  or  enter  into  any  conference, 
agreement,  alliance,  or  treaty,  with  any  king,  prince,  or 
Slate  ;  nor  shall  any  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust  under  the  United  States  or  any  of  them,  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  state ;  nor  shall  the 
United  States  in  congress  assembled,  or  any  of  them,  grant 
any  title  of  nobility. 

No  two  or  more  states  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  con- 
federation, or  alliance  whatever  between  them,  without 
the  consent  of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled, 
specifying  accurately  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  i 
to  be  entered  into,  and  how  long  it  shall  contt>*«e. 

No  state  shall  lay  any  imposts  or  duties,  ^ich  may  in-  \ 
tcrfere  with  any  stipulations  in  treaties  entered  into  by    / 
the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  with  any  king,  / 
prince,  or  state,  in  pursuance  of  any  treaties  already  proy 
posed  by  congress  to  the  courts  of  France  and' Spain.  '^ 

"^o  vessels  of  war  shall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace,  by 
any  state,  except  such  number  as  shall  be  deemed  necessa- 
ry by  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  for  the  de- 
fence of  such  state  or  its  trade;  nor  shall  any  body  of 
forces  be  kept  up  by  any  state  in  time  of  peace,  except 
such  number  only  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  United  States 
in  congress  assembled,  shall  be  deemed  requisite  to  gar- 
rison the  forts  necessary  for  the  defence  of  such  state ;  but 
every  state  shall  always  keep  up  a  well-regulated  and 
disciplined  militia,  sufficiently  armed  and  accoutred,  and 
shall  provide  and  have  constantly  ready  for  use,  in  public 
stores,  a  number  of  field  pieces  and  tents,  and  a  proper 
quantity  of  arms,  ammunition,  and  camp  equipage. 

No  state  shall  engage  in  any  war  without  the  consent 
of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  unless  such 
stale  be  actually  invaded  by  enemies,  or  shall  have  re- 
ceived certain  advice  of  a  resolution  being  formed  by  some 
nation  of  Indians  to  invade  such  state,  and  the  danger  is 
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80  imminent  as  not  to  admit  of  a  delay  till  the  United  States 
in  congress  assembled  can  be  consulted;  nor  shall  any 
state  grant  commissions  to  any  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  or 
letters  of  marque  or  reprisal,  except  it  be  after  a  declaration 
of  war  by  the  United  States  in  'congress  assembled,  and 
then  only  against  the  kingdom  or  state,  and  the  subjects 
thereof,  against  which  war  has  been  so  declared,  and  un- 
der such  regulations  as  shall  be  established  by  the  United 
States  in  congress  assembled,  unless  such  state  be  infested 
by  pirates,  in  which  case  vessels  of  war  may  be  fitted  out 
for  that  occasion,  and  kept  so  long  as  the  danger  shall 
continue,  or  until  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled 
shall  determine  otherwise. 

Aet.  7.  When  land  forces  are  raised  by  any  state  for 
the  common  defence,  all  officers  of  or  under  Ine  rank  of 
colonel,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  legislature  of  each  state 
respectively,  by  whom  such  forces  shall  be  raised,  or  in 
sucn  manner  as  such  state  shall  direct;  and  all  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  up  by  the  state  which  first  made  the  ap- 
pointment. 

Art.  8.  All  charges  of  war,  and  all  other  expenses  that 
shall  be  incurred  for  the  commoa  defence  or  general  wel- 
fare, and  allowed  by  the  United  States  in  congress  as- 
sembled, shall  be  defrayed  out  of  a  common  treasury, 
which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  several  states  in  proportion 
to  the  value  of  all  land  within  each  state  granted  to  or  sur- 
veyed for  any  person,  as  such  land  and  the  buildings  and 
improvements  tnereon  shall  be  estimated,  according  to  such 
mode  as  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

The  taxes  for  paying  that  proportion  shall  be  laid  and 
levied  by  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  legislatures  of 
the  several  states,  within  the  time  agreed  upon  by  the 
United  States  in  congress  assembled. 

Art.  9.  The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall 
have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  and  power  of  determining 
on  peace  and  war,  except  in  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  sixth 
article :  of  sending  and  receiving  ambassadors :  entering  into 
treaties  and  alliances ;  provided  that  no  treaty  of  commerce 
shall  be  made  whereby  the  legislative  power  of  the  respec- 
tive states  shall  be  restrained  from  imposing  such  imposts 
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and  duties  on  foreigners  as  their  own  people  are  subjected 
to,  or  from  prohibiting  the  exportation  or  importation  of  any 
species  of  goods  or  commodities  whatsoever:  of  establish- 
ing rules  for  deciding  in  all  cases,  what  captures  on  land 
or  water  shall  be  legal,  and  in  what  manner  prizes  taken 
by  land'^or  naval  forces  in  the  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  divided  or  appropriated :  of  granting  letters  of 
marque  and  reprisal,  in  times  of  peace:  appointing  courts 
for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high 
seas,  and  establishing  courts  for  receiving  and  determining 
finally  appeals  in  all  cases  of  captures ;  provided,  that  no 
member  of  congress  shall  be  appointed  a  judge  of  any  of 
the  said  courts. 

The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  also  be 
the  last  resort  on  appeal  in  aU  disputes  and  differences  now 
subsisting,  or  that  hereafter  may  arise  between  two  or 
more  states  concerning  boundary,  jurisdiction,  or  any 
other  cause  whatever ;  which  authority  shall  always  be  ex- 
ercised in  the  manner  following :  whenever  the  legislative 
or  executive  authority  or  lawful  agent  of  any  state  in  con- 
troversy with  another  shall  present  a  petition  to  congress, 
stating  the  matter  in  question,  and  praying  for  a  hearing, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  order  of  congress  to  the 
legislative  or  executive  authority  of  the  other  state  in  con- 
troversy, and  a  day  assigned  for  the  appearance  of  the 
parties,  by  their  lawful  agents,  who  shall  then  be  directed 
to  appoint  by  joint  consent  commissioners  or  judges  to  con- 
stitute a  court  for  hearing  and  determining  the  matter  in 
question  ;  but  if  they  cannot  agree,  congress  shall  name 
t}iree  persons  out  of  each  of  the  United  States,  and  from 
the  list  of  such  persons  each  party  shall  alternately  strike 
out  one,  the  petitioners  beginning,  until  the  number  shall 
be  reduced  to  thirteen  ;  and  from  that  number  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  nine  names,  as  congress  shall  direct, 
shall,  in  the  presence  of  congress,  be  drawn  out  by  lot ; 
and  the  persons  whose  names  shall  be  so  drawn,  or  amy 
five  of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  or  judges,  to  hear  and 
finally  determine  the  controversy,  so  always  as  a  major 
part  of  the  judges,  who  shall  hear  the  cause,  shall  agree 
in  the  determination ;  and  if  either  party  shall  neglect  to 
attend  at  the  day  appointed,  without  showing  reasons 
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which  congress  shall  judge  sufficient,  or  being  present  shall 
refuse  to  strike,  the  congress  shall  proceed  to  nominate 
three  persons  out  of  each  state,  and  the  secretary  of  con- 
gress shall  strike  in  behalf  of  such  party  absent  or  refusing; 
and  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the  court  to  be  appointed 
in  the  manner  before  prescribed,  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive; and  if  any  of  the  parties  shall  refuse  ta  submit  to 
the  authority  of  such  court,  or  to  appear,  or  defend  tfadr 
claim  or  cause,  the  court  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to 
pronounce  sentence  or  judgment,  which  shall  in  like  man- 
ner be  final  and  decisive,  the  judgment  or  sentence,  and 
other  proceedings,  being  in  either  case  transmitted  to  con- 
gress, and  lodged  among  the  acts  of  congress  for  the  secu- 
rity of  the  parties  concerned  :  provided,  that  every  com- 
missioner, before  he  sits  in  judgment,  shall  take  an  oath, 
to  be  administered  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  or 
superior  court  of  the  state,  where  the  cause  shall  be  tried, 
••well  and  truly  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  ques- 
tion, according  to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  without  favor, 
affection,  or  hope  of  reward :''  provided  also,  that  no  state 
shall  be  deprived  of  territory  for  the  benefit  of  the  United 
States. 

All  controversies  concerning  the  private  right  of  soil, 
claimed  under  different  grants  of  two  or  more  states,  whose 
jurisdiction  as  they  may  respect  such  lands  and  the  states 
which  passed  such  grants  are  adjusted,  the  said  grants  or 
either  of  them  being  at  the  same  time  claimed  to  have 
originated  antecedent  to  such  setdement  of  jurisdiction, 
shall,  on  the  petition  of  either  party  to  the  congress  of  the 
United  States,  be  finally  determined,  as  near  as  may  be, 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  before  prescribed  for  decnding 
disputes  respecting  territorial  jurisdiction  between  different 
states. 

The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  also  have 
the  sole  and  exclusive  right  and  power  of  regulating  the 
alloy  and  value  of  coin  struck  by  tneir  own  authority,  or  by 
that  of  the  respective  states;  fixmg  the  standard  of  weights 
and  measures  throughout  the  United  States :  regulating 
the  trade  and  managing  all  affairs  with  Indians  not  mem- 
bers of  any  of  the  states;  provided,  that  the  legislative 
right  of  any  state  within  its  own  limits  be  not  infringed  or 
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violated  :  establishing  and  regulating  post-offices  from  one 
state  to  another,  throughout  all  the  United  States,  and  ex- 
acting such  postage  on  the  papers  passing  through  the 
same  as  may  be  requisite  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
said  office:  appointing  all  officers  of  the  land  forces  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  excepting  regimental  officers: 
appointing  all  the  officers  of  the  naval  forces,  and  com- 
missioning all  officers  whatever  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States:  makins  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation 
of  the  said  lana  and  naval  forces,  and  directing  their  ope- 
rations. 

The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  a  committee  to  sit  in  the  recess  of 
congress,  to  be  denominated  ^*  a  committee  of  the  states  ;'* 
and  to  consist  of  one  delegate  from  each  state,  and  to  ap- 
point such  other  committees  and  civil  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  for 'managing  the  general  affairs  of  the  United 
States,  under  their  direction :  to  appoin.t  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  preside,  provided  that  no  person  be  allowed  to  serve 
in  the  office  of  president  more  than  one  year  in  any  term 
of  three  vears  :  to  ascertain  the  necessary  sums  of  money 
to  be  raised  for  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
appropriate  and  apply  the  same  for  defraying  the  public 
expenses:  to  borrow  money  or  emit  bills  on  the  credit  of 
the  United  States,  transmitting  every  half  year  to  the  re- 
spective states  an  account  of  the  sums  of  money  so  bor- 
rowed or  emitted :  to  build  and  eauip  a  navy:  to  agree 
upon  the  number  of  land  forces,  ana  to  make  requisitions 
from  each  state  for  its  quota,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  white  inhabitants  in  each  state  ;  which  requisition  shall 
be  bindinfi[,  and  thereupon  the  legislature  of  each  state 
shall  appomt  the  regimental  officers,  raise  the  men,  and 
clothe,  arm,  and  equip  them  in  a  soldier-like  manner,  at 
the  expense  of  the  U  nited  States ;  and  the  officers  and  men 
so  clothed,  armed  and  equipped,  shall  march  to  the  place 
appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the  United 
States  in  congress  assembled  :  but  if  the  United  States  in 
congress  assembled,  shall,  on  consideration  of  circum- 
stances, judge  proper  that  any  state  should  not  raise  men,  or 
should  raise  a  smaller  number  than  its  quota,  and  that  any 
other  state  should  raise  a  greater  number  of  meif  than  the 
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quota  thereof,  such  extra  number  shall  be  raised,  officered, 
clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
quota  of  such  state,  unless  the  legislature  of  such  state 
shall  judge  ihat  such  extranumber  cannot  safely  be  spared 
out  of  the  same ;  in  which  case  they  shall  raise,  officer, 
clothe,  arm,  and  equip,  as  many  of  such  extra  number  aa 
they  judge  can  safely  be  spared.  And  the  officers  and 
men  so  clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  shall  march  to  the 

e'ace  appointed,  and  within  the  time  agreed  on  by  the 
nited  States  in  congress  assembled. 

The  United  States  in  congress  assembled  shall  never 
engage  in  a  war,  nor  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal 
in  time  of  peace,  nor  enter  into  any  treaties  or  alliances, 
nor  coin  money,  nor  regulate  the  value  thereof,  nor  ascer- 
tain the  sums  and  expenses  necessary  for  the  defence  and 
welfare  of  the  United  States  or  any  of  them,  nor  emit  bills, 
nor  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  Slates,  nor 
appropriate  money,  nor  agree  upon  the  number  of  vessels 
of  war  to  be  built  or  purchased,  or  the  number  of  land  or 
sea  forces  to  be  raised,  nor  appoint  a  commander  in  chief 
of  the  army  or  navy,  unless  nine  stales  assent  to  the  same; 
nor  shall  a  question  on  any  other  point,  except  for  adjourn- 
ing from  day  to  day,  be  determined,  unless  by  the  votes 
of  a  majority  of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled. 

The  congress  of  the  United  States  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  to  any  time  within  the  year,  and  to  any  place 
within  the  United  States,  so  that  no  period  of  adjournment 
be  for  a  longer  duration  than  the  space  of  six  months ;  and 
shall  publish  the  journal  of  their  proceedings  monthly,  ex- 
cept such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances,  or 
military  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require  secresy; 
and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  delegates  of  each  state  on 
any  question  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  when  it  is  de- 
sired by  any  delegate ;  and  the  delegates  of  a  stale,  or  any 
uf  them,  at  his  or  their  request,  shall  be  furnished  with  a 
irunscript  of  the  said  journal,  except  such  parts  as  are 
above  excepted,  to  lay  before  the  legislatures  of  the  several 
states. 

Art.  10,  The  commilte«  of  the  states,  or  any  nine  of 
ihem,  shall  be  authorized  to  execute  in  the  recess  of  con- 
gress, such  of  the  powers  of  congress  as  the  United  Stales 
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in  ooogress  assembled,  by  the  conseqt  of  nine  states,  shall* 
from  time  to  time,  think  expedient  to  vest  them  with ;  pro- 
vided that  no  power  be  delegated  to  the  said  committee, 
for  the  exercise  of  which,  by  the  articles  of  confederation, 
the  voice  of  nine  states  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States 
assembled  is  requisite. 

Art.  11.  Canada,  acceding  to  this  confederation,  and 
joining  in  the  measures  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted into,  and  entitled  to,  all  the  advantages  of  this  union : 
but  no  other  colony  shall  be  admitted  into  the  same  unless 
such  admission  be  agreed  to  by  nine  states. 

Art.  12.  All  bills  of  credit  emitted,  moneys  borrowed, 
debts  contracted,  by  or  under  the  authority  of  congress,  be- 
fore the  assembling  of  the  United  States,  in  pursuance  of  the 
present  confederation,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as 
a  charge  against  the  United  States,  for  payment  and  satis- 
faction whereof  the  said  United  States  and  the  public  faith 
are  hereby  solemnly  pledged. 

Art.  13.  Every  state  shall  abide  by  the  determination 
of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  on  all  ques- 
tions which,  by  this  confederation,  are  submitted  to  them. 
And  the  articles  of  this  confederation  shall  be  inviolably 
observed  by  every  state,  and  the  union  shall  be  perpetual; 
nor  shall  any  alteration  at  any  time  hereafter  bo  made-  iiK 
any  of  them,  unless  such  alteration  be  agreed  to  in  a  con-\ 
ffress  of  the  United  Stales,  and  be  afterwards  confirmed  I 
by  the  legislature  of  every  state.  *  J 

And  whereas  it  haTpteased  the  Great  (Sovemor  of  the 
world  to  incline  the  hearts  of  the  legislatures  we  respec- 
tively represent  in  congress,  to  approve  of  and  to  authorize 
us  to  ratify  the  said  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual 
union:  Know  te.  That  we,  the  undersigned  aeleigatesi 
by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  to  us  given  for  that 
purpose,  do,  by  tnese  presents,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf 
of  our  respective  constituents,  fully  and  entirely  ratify  and 
confirm  each  and  every  of  the  said  articles  of  confederation 
and  perpetual  union,  and  all  and  singular  the  matters  and 
tilings  therein  contained ;  and  we  do  further  solemnly  plight 
and  engae;e  the  fistith  of  our  respective  constituents,  that  they 
shall  abide  by  the  determinations  of  the  United  States  in 
congress  assembled,  on  all  questions  which,  by  the  said  con* 
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rRtleration,  arc  suhmtllccl  to  them  ;  and  that  the  aniciee 
(hereof  shall  be  inviolabLy  observed  by  the  states  we  re-

CONflTITUTION   OF 


BEcnon  II. 

1.  The  House  of  Rcpreaentatives  shall  be  composed  of  memben 
ctiosea  every  Bccond  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  etatea;  and 
the  electors  in  etch  slate  bdbII  have  the  qi^ifications  requisite  for 
electors  of  the  moat  numerous  branch  of  the  st&te  legislature. 

2.  No  person  Ehall  be  a  representative  who  ehall  not  have  attain- 
ed to  the  age  of  twenty-fiTC  years,  and  been  seven  years  a  citisen  d 
the  United  States,  and  irho  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant 
of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

3.  Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  states  which  may  be  incloded  within  Inis  union,  aooonl' 
ing  to  thoir  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by  add- 
ing to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excloding  Indiana  not  taxed,  three- 
fifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  miule 
within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  t«n  years,  in 
such  manner  as  they  shall  by  lav  direct.  The  number  of  represeo' 
tativcs  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each 
slate  shall  have  at  least  one  representative;  and  until  such  enume- 
ration shall  be  made,  the  state  of  Nev)  Hanpskm  shall  be  entitled 
to  choose  three ;  Massachuxlts  eight ;  Rhode  Island  and  PTocidentt 
PlaiUaUons  one  ;  Connecticut  five ;  New  York  six ;  Neur  Jcney  four  i 
/■nwiyfeaftin  eight ;  DelavaTf  one  ;  Maryland  six;  Virginia  ten; 
North  Carolina  five ;  South  Carolina  five  ;  and  Gtorgia.  three. 

4.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the  reprcsentatioD  from  any  state, 
the  executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  up 
such  vacancies. 

5  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker  and 
other  officers,  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

SECTION   Ul. 

1.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof,  for  six 
years,  and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote 

%  Immediately  after  they  ehall  be  assembled  in  conseqnenee  of 
the  first  eleotioD,  they  shall  be  divided,  as  equally  as  may  bo,  into 
three  olasses.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  b« 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second  class  at 
the  expiration  of  the  fourth,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration 
of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one-third  may  bo  chosen  every  senond  year; 
and  if  vacancies  happen,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  during  the 
reecss  of  the  legislature  of  any  state,  the  execntive  thereof  may  make 
temporary  appointments  until  tbc  next  meeting  of  the  legislature, 
whioh  eball  then  fill  such  vacaneies. 

3  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United 
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States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that 
state  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

4.  The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

5.  The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  presi- 
dent pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he 
shall  exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation. 
When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  chief  justice 
shall  preside ;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

7.  Judgment  in  case  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  remoral  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enioj 
any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  the  United  States ;  but 
the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject  to  in- 
dictment, trial,  judgment,  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

SECTION   IV. 

1 .  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  sena- 
tors and  representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state  by  the 
legislature  tnereof ;  but  the  Congress  may  at  any  time,  by  law,  make 
or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  place  of  choosing  senators. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year;  and 
such  meeting  uiall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they 
shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

SECTION   V. 

1.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members ;  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties 
as  each  House  may  provide. 

2.  Each  House  may  determine  the  rule  of  its  proceedings,  punish 
its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and,  with  the  oonourronoe  of 
two-thirds,  expel  a  member. 

3.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their 
jud^ent  require  secrecy  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members 
of  either  House,  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of 
those  present,  be  enterea  on  the  journal 

4.  Neither  House  durinff  the  session  of  Congress  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  acgoum  for  more  than  three  davs,  nor  to 
any  other  pUoe  than  that  in  whieh  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting.

SECTION   1 

I.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  n

felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
their  att«aitaoce  at  the  session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in 
going  to  or  returning  from  the  same  ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate 
IQ  either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

2.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
be  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  sny  civil  office  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States,  irhich  sball  have  been  created,  or  the  cinola- 
mcnts  whereof  shall  have  been  increased,  during  such  time  ; 
person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a 
ber  of  either  Soose  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

SECTIOM    VII. 

1.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  Hooso  of 
Representatives  ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amend- 
ments, as  on  other  bills. 

2.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Repreaenla- 
tives  and  the  Senate  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  present«d  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  ;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ; 
but  if  not,  be  shall  return  it,  with  bis  objections,  to  that  House  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  ofcjectiou  at  large 
on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  oner  such  reeon- 
sideration,  two-thirds  of  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it 
shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  House,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  recon  aide  red,  and  if  upproTcd  by  two-thirds 
of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the 
votes  of  both  Hoases  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  agaitiBt  the  bill  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after 
it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  ualess  the  Congress  by  their  adjourn- 
ment prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  )t  shallnot  be  a  law. 

3.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprenentatives  may  be  necessary,  {except 
a  question  of  adjourument.)  shall  bo  presented  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States  ;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be 
approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him.  shall  be  re-passod 
by  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  and  Honse  of  Representatives,  accord-

ing  the  obligation  of  contracts ;  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

2.  No  state  shall,  without  the  oonscnt  of  Congress,  lay  any  im- 
posts or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws ;  and  the  net  prodnn 
of  all  duties  and  imposts  laid  by  any  state  on  imports  or  export* 
ihall  be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  all 
■uoh  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  Congreas. 
No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  on 
tonnage,  keep  troops  or  ships  of  war  in  time  (k  peace,  enter  into  any 
agreement  or  compact  with  another  state,  or  with  a  foreign  power, 
or  engage  in  war.  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  dan- 
ger as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ABTTCLE   IL 
Of  the  Extzulive. 

SECTtOR   L 

1.  The  etecn^ve  power  shall  bo  vested  in  a  President  of  the 
Vnit«d  States  of  America.     He  shall  hold  bis  office  during  the 
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tarm  of  fonr  jeara,  and^  together  with  the  Vice  President,  chosen 
for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows : — 

2.  Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
there<^  may  direct,  a  niunber  of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole  number 
of  senators  and  representatives  to  which  the  state  may  be  entitled 
in  Congress ;  but  no  senator  or  representative,  or  person  holding 
anv  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  ap* 
pointed  an  elector. 

3.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by 
ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an  inhab- 
itant of  the  same  state  with  themselves.  And  they  shall  make  a 
list  of  all  the  persons  ^oted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for 
each ;  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to 
the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the 
certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  hav- 
ing  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such 
number  DC  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed ; 
and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  a  majority,  and  have 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
immediately  choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  President ;  and  if  no 
person  have  a  majority,  then,  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list,  the 
■aid  House  shall  in  like  manner  choose  the  President  But  in 
ehoosing  the  Pfesident,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states ;  the  re- 
presentation from  each  state  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this 
purpoae  ahall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of 
the  stales,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
dioioe.  In  every  case,  lUfter  the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person 
havinff  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  Vice 
Preaideni  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal 
votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from  them  by  ballot  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent 

4.  The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors 
and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes,  which  day  shall  be 
the  same  toroughout  the  United  States. 

5.  No  person  ezoept  a  natural-born  citizen,  or  a  citisen  of  the 
United  States  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall 
be  eliffiUe  to  the  office  of  President ;  neither  shall  any  perjson  be 
eligible  to  that  offioe  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty- 
five  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United 
SUtes. 

6.  In  ease  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his 
death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President ;  and 
the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death 
resignation,  or  inabQity,  botn  of  the  President  and  Vice  President, 
declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as  President :  and  such  officer 


elull  act  accordiDglj,  until  the  disability  be  remoTed  or  a  FreBideat 
shall  be  elected. 

7.  The  President  ehftU,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  bia  services  a 
oompensatioD,  vhich  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  dimiaiahed  dur- 
ing the  period  for  which  be  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not 
receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  them. 

8,  Before  he  cuter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the 
fbllowing  oath  or  affirmation : 

"  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execate  die 
office  of  PrcBident  of  the  United  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  aliaj 
ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitntion  of  tbe  UtuUia 
SUtes." 


1.  The  President  shall  be  comm an der-in -chief  of  the  army  and 
navy  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  etstes, 
when  called  into  the  actual  servioe  of  the  United  States ;  he  may 
require  the  opinion  in  writing  of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the 
eseontive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices ;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and 
pardons  for  offences  against  tbe  United  States,  cscept  in  cases  of 
impeachment, 

2.  He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
tbe  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  seoatort 
present  concur  :  and  he  shalt  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public 
ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other 
officers  of  the  United  Stat«s,  whose  oppoiotments  are  not  berein 
otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  But 
the  Congress  may  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  offi- 
cers as  they  think  proper  in  the  President  aloue,  in  the  courts  of 
law,  or  in  tbe  heads  of  departments. 

3.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  np  all  vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commis 
sions,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  gf  their  next  session. 


1.  He  shall,  from  lime  to  lime,  give  to  Con^ss  information  of 
the  state  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  shall  judge  neecssary  and  expedient ;  be  may,  on 
extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  Houses,  or  either  of  them ; 
and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time 
of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  thom  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think 
proper ;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers ; 
oe  shall  take  oare  that  the  laws  be  fiiithfully  exucuted  ;  and  shall 
'   '  B  all  tlie  officers  of  the  United  8t«tes. 
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SECTION  rv. 

1.  The  President,  Yioo  President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for  and 
conviction  of  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Of  the  Judicliry, 

SECTION   L 

1.  The  jadicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  Congress  may,  from 
time  to  time  order  and  establish.  The  judges,  both  of  the  Supreme 
and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour ; 
and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation, 
which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

SECTION   II. 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and  equity 
arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their  authority  ;  to  all 
cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers,  and  consuls ;  to 
all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  to  controversies 
to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  controversies  between 
two  or  more  states ;  between  a  state  and  citizens  of  another  state ; 
between  citiiens  of  different  states ;  between  citizens  of  the  same 
state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states  ;  and  between 
a  state,  or  the  citizens  thereof  and  foreign  states,  citizens  or  subjects. 

2.  In  all  cases  affectmg  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers,  and 
consols,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  cases  before 
mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both 
as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  Congress  shall  make. 

3.  The  trial  of  aU  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall 
bo  by  jury,  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state  where  the  said 
crimes  shidl  have  been  committed  ;  but  when  not  committed  within 
any  state,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  Congress  may 
by  law  have  directed. 

SECTION   HL 

1.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on 
the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  confession 
in  open  court. 

2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  trea- 
son ;  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or 
forfeitore,  except  daring  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 
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ARTICLE   IV, 


1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  giveu  in  each  state  to  the  ^A- 
lio  acts,  records,  aod  judicial  proceedings  of  ererj  other  state.  And 
CoDgreas  may,  by  general  laws,  prescribe  the  maimer  in  wbich  ncli 
acts,  records,  and  proceedings  ahall  be  proved,  and  the  effect  lber««£ 

SECTION  IL 

1.  The  citizens  of  each  state  ehall  be  entitled  to  all  Uieprink^ 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  sevoral  states. 

2.  A  person  charged  in  anj  state  with  trenaou,  felony,  or  other 
crime,  who  sbatl  See  from  justice  and  be  found  in  another  stale, 
shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  state  from  whicb 
he  fled,  l>c  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  state  having  j^riadi^ 
tion  of  the  crime. 

3.  No  person  held  toscrvica  or  labor  in  one  state,  under  theltwi 
thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or 
reflation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor ;  bnt 
shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or 
labor  may  bo  doe. 

SECTTON  m. 

1.  New  states  may  be  admitted  by  Congress  into  tliis  union ;  bat 
ao  new  state  slioll  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdicUon  of 
any  other  state,  nor  any  state  bo  formed  by\he  junction  of  two  or 
more  stotes,  or  parts  of  states,  without  the  consent  of  the  legisla- 
tures of  the  states  conoerned,  as  well  as  of  Congress. 

2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of,  and  make  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory,  or  other  property  be- 
longing to  the  United  States  ;  and  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall 
be  BO  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United  States  or 
of  any  particular  stBt«. 

BECxion  IV. 
1.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  state  in  tlua  nnion 
a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  nrntect  each  of  diem 
against  invasion ;  and,  on  application  of  the  legislature,  or  of  the 
executive  (when  the  legialatoro  cannot  be  convened),  against  domes- 
tie  violence. 

ABTICLE    V. 

Of  Antfiulmehti. 

I.  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  shall  deem  il 

necessary,  shall  prupose  amendments  to  this  Constitnlion;  or,  on  tha 
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application  of  the  legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  several  states, 
BDall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments,  which,  in  either 
case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  Con- 
stitution, when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  thd 
several  states,  or  bj  conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one 
or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  Congress ; 
provided,  that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eiffht,  shall  in  any  manner  aflect 
the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  article ; 
and  that  no  state,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal 
suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

Miscellaneous. 

1.  All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into,  before  tho 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United 
States  under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the  confederation. 

2.  This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which 
shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
the  supreme  law  of  the  land ;  and  the  judges  in  every  state  shall  bo 
bound  thereby,  anything  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  state  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

3.  The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
members  of  the  several  state  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judi- 
eial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  states, 
shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  this  Constitution ; 
but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any 
office,  or  public  trust,  under  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE    Vn. 

Of  the  Ratification, 

1.  The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  states  shall  be  suffi- 
eient  for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  states' 
so  ratifying  the  same. 

Bone  in  Convention,  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  states  pre- 
sent, the  seventeenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  of  the  Inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States  of  America  the  twelfth.  In  wit- 
ness whereoi^  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  1.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establish- 
ment of  reliffion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridg- 
ing the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press ;  or  the  right  of  the 
people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a 
redress  of  grievances. 

Art.  2.  A  well-regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security 
of  a  free  state,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall 
not  be  infringed. 

Art  3.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in 
a  manner  to  be  proscribed  by  law. 
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.  Art  4.  The  right  ot  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
koosesj  papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seii- 
area,  snail  not  be  yiolated ;  and  no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon 

Srobable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly 
escribing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  bo 
seised. 

Art  5.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  other- 
wise  infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a 
grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in 
ibe  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war,  or  public  danger ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  o£fence,  to  be  put  twice 
in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb ;  nor  shall  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal 
ease,  to  be  witness  against  himself;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty, 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law ;  nor  shall  private  property 
be  taken  for  public  use  without  just  compensation. 

Art  6.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the 
right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  state 
and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  which 
district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be 
informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  ;  to  be  confronted 
with  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for 
obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  and  to  have  the  assistance  of 
counsel  K>r  his  defense. 

Art  7.  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy 
shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  pre- 
served ;  and  no  fact  tried  by  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in 
any  court  of  the  United  States  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
common  law. 

Art  8.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

Art  9.  The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution  of  certain  rights, 
shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the 
pecmle. 

Art  10.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  states,  are  reserved  to  the 
states  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

Art  11.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be 
construed  to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity  commenced  or  pro- 
secuted against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citisens  of  another 
state,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  another  state,  or  by  citisens  or 
subjects  of  any  foreign  state. 

Art  12.  ^  1.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states, 
and  vote  by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice  President,  one  of  whom, 
at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves  ; 
they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President, 
and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice  President ;  and 
tbev  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  President, 
and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Vice  President,  and  of  the  number 
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of  votes  for  each,  wliich  list  thej  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  tnnsmh 
sealed  to  the  seat  of  govemment  of  the  United  States,  directed  to 
the  President  of  the  Senate :  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  is 
the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatiyes,  open  lU 
the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  ooonted ;  the  person 
having  the  greatest  nnmbcr  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  the  Pres- 
ident, if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors 
appointed ;  and  if  no  person  have  such  a  majoritj,  then  firom  the 
persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three,  on  the  list 
of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  RepresentatiTes 
shall  choose  immediately  by  ballot  the  President  But  in  ohoosing 
the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation 
from  each  state  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall 
consist  of  a  member  or  members  firom  two  thirds  of  the  states,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  neoessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  th« 
House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President  whenever  the 
right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of 
March  next  following,  then  the  Vice  President  shall  act  as  Presi- 
dent, as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of 
the  President. 

2.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice  Presi- 
dent, shall  be  the  Vice  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed ;  and  if  no  person  have  a 
majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate 
shall  choose  the  Vice  President:  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall 
consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  senators,  and  a  major 
ity  of  the  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

3.  But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

Note. — At  the  fourth  presidential  election,  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Aaron 
Burr  were  the  democratic  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  President  By 
tlie  electoral  returns  thev  had  an  even  number  of  votes.  In  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives, Burr,  by  intrirae,  got  up  a  party  to  vote  for  him  for  President ; 
and  the  House  was  so  divided  that  there  was  a  tie.  A  contest  was  carried 
on  for  several  days,  and  so  warmly,  that  even  sick  members  were  brought 
to  the  House  on  their  beds.  Finally  one  of  Blur's  adherents  withdrew,  and 
Jefferson  was  elected  by  ontf  majority— whidi  was  the  occasion  of  this  twelfth 
article.

finroraUe  to  the  dengn ;  and  imploring  hia  aid  and  direction  in  ita 
neoonpUahment.  do  agree  to  form  onriielTee  into  a  free  and  indepen- 
dent Slate;  by  the  at^e  and  title  of  the  State  of  Maine,  and  do  or- 
dain and  ertabliah  the  fitUoving  Ccmstitatimi  for  the  goremntcnt  of 
the  mm: 
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ARTICLE  L 

Ihxlaraium  ef  Rights. 

fir/'..  \,  AH  men  are  bom  eqaJly  free  and  independent,  and  hare 
eertain  naioral,  inherent,  and  unalienable  rights,  among  whidi  are 
ih//9e  of  enjojing  and  ddfending  life  and  liberty,  aequrin^.  poseas- 
ing.  and  proleeitng  propertj,  and  of  pnzraing  and  obtaining  a&ij 
anJ  bappineaa. 

2  All  pcnrer  i«  inhervnt  in  the  people:  all  free  gOTemoienta  aze 
fminded  in  tbeir  antboritj,  and  inatitnted  for  their  benefit :  ikcr 
bare,  therefore,  an  inalienable  and  indefeaaiUe  right  to  institiiie 
g//vprnmerjt^  and  to  alter,  reform,  or  totallj  change  the  same,  when 
th^ir  nXfiij  and  faappineea  require  it 

3.  All  men  bare  a  natural  and  inalienable  right  to  worship  Al- 
mighij  0<kJ  aooording  to  the  dictates  of  tbeir  own  eonaeienees.  and 
no  one  fthall  be  hurt,  molested,  or  restrained  in  his  person,  liberty, 
iff  /"Rtate,  for  worshiping  Gh>d  in  the  manner  and  season  moat  agree- 
able to  thf!  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  nor  for  his  religious  pro- 
teuMtmn  or  sentiments,  provided  he  does  not  disturb  the  public 
p^ftr'O,  nor  obRtmct  others  in  tbeir  religious  worship ; — and  au  per- 
t^mn  /Jifrfieaiiing  tbemsolres  peaceably,  as  eood  members  of  the  State, 
shall  )tfi  e/|fjal]y  under  the  protection  of  the  laws,  and  no  subordina- 
tion nor  jirefererico,  of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another, 
shftll  pyvr  Ik!  established  wf  law,  nor  shall  any  reli^ous  test  be  re- 
rjfiirH  ns  a  f|fia]ifleation  for  any  office  or  trust  under  this  State ;  and 
all  rflfgfoiis  iim'ietios  in  this  Htate,  whether  incorporate  or  unincor- 
p/rrsif-,  shsll  at  all  times  hare  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  their 
publio  i4tnv}\nrn^  and  contracting  with  them  for  their  support  and 
mainf/fnnn'^. 

4  ViJ/PTj  c*itiK/>n  may  freely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  senti- 
m*:uin  nil  anv  subject,  feeing  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  this  liberty. 
No  laws  shall  In*  passed  regulating  or  restraining  the  freedom  of  the 
prf'pn  ;  snd,  in  prrisecutions  for  any  publication  respecting  the  offi- 
(f|nl  eondfifi  ttf  men  in  public  capacity,  or  the  qualifications  of  those 
who  nr#*  (fsndfdaics  for  the  suffrages  of  the  people,  or  where  the  mat- 
U»r  pnhWnhtft]  in  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth  thereof  may 
In*  tfivori  in  vrulhucn ;  and  in  all  indictments  for  libels,  the  jury,  after 
having  rfiPi'irofl  the  direction  of  the  court,  shall  have  a  right  to  de- 
it*rm\ut*,  at  fhf*ir  discretion,  the  law  and  the  fact. 

Tr  Tlif*  pfHiple  shall  bo  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and 
fMiMMMHHions  from  unroasonabte  searches  and  seizures ;  and  no  war- 
rant (o  Ht'nn^U  any  place,  or  seise  any  person  or  thing,  shall  issue 
witlfoiii  n  MiKM'ifll  di'ffi^nntion  of  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the 

(HirNon  nr  (liinf{  fo  Iw  soixed,  nor  without  probable  cause,  supported 
>y  ofith  nr  nflirnifttion. 

0  In  nil  t'riininnl  pn»s<*cu lions,  the  accused  shall  have  a  right  to 
tif  liofirrl  hy  liimrndf  and  his  counsel,  or  cither,  at  his  election:  to 
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demand  the  nature  and  caoae  of  the  acenaation,  and  hare  a  eopj 
thereof: 

To  be  confronted  by  the  witnesses  against  him : 
To  hare  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  faTor : 
To  hare  a  speedy,  public,  and  impartial  trial ;  and^  except  in  trials 
by  martial  law  or  impeachment,  by  a  jury  of  the  vicinity.  He  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  furnish  or  give  evidenoe  against  himself^  nor  be 
deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  property,  or  privileges,  but  by  judgment 
of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of  the  Und. 

7.  ^10  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  infamous 
crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except 
in  cases  of  impeachment  or  in  such  cases  of  offences  as  are  usually 
eognixable  bv  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  in  cases  arising  in  the  army 
or  navy,  or  m  the  militia  when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war  or 
public  danger.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  a  suitable  and 
impartial  mode  of  selecting  jorics ;  and  their  usual  number  and 
unanimity,  in  indictments  and  convictions,  shall  be  held  indispen- 
sable.

9.  Sanguinary  laws  shall  not  be  passed ;  all  penalties  and  punish- 
ments shall  be  proportioned  to  the  offence ;  excessive  bail  shall  not 
be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  nor  unusual  pun- 
ishments inflicted. 

to.  All  persons,  before  conviction,  shall  be  bailable  except  for 
capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presumption 
great ;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public 
safety  may  require  it 

11.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  bill  of  attainder,  ex  past  {ado 
law,  nor  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  and  no  attainder 
shall  work  corruption  of  blood  nor  forfeiture  of  estate. 

12.  Treason  against  this  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
against  it,  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort 
No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  imless  on  the  tnstijTinny  of 
two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  confession  in  open  eourl> 

13.  The  laws  shall  not  be  suspended,  but  by  the  L^islature  or  its 
anthority. 

14.  No  person  shall  be  subject  to  corporeal  punishment  under 
military  law.  except  such  as  are  employed  in  the  army  or  navy,  or  in 
tlie  ndlitia  when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war,  or  public  danger. 

15.  The  people  have  a  right,  at  all  times,  in  an  orderly  and  peace- 
able manner,  to  assemUe  and  consult  upon  the  common  good,  to  give 
instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  to  request  oc  either  de- 
partment of  the  govemmenti  by  petition  or  remonstrance,  redress 
of  their  wrongs  and  grievances. 

16.  Every  eidaen  has  a  right  to  ke^  and  bear  arms  fcnr  the  oom- 
BMm  defense ;  and  this  rioht  shall  never  be  questioned.

19.  KTery  person^  for  an  injnry  done  him  in  his  p^emu  repatar 
tiott^  pruueriy,  or  iiumtinitiea*  shail  haTe  remedy  by  due  oourse  of 
Uw  i  tuiu  rtKht  aud  jui^ttctf  »hall  be  adminiatered  freely  and  witfaomfc 
Hale,  ouiupletttly  aud  without  denial,  promptly  and  without  delay. 

*40.  lu  nil  uivil  Huita,  and  in  all  controTersiee  conoeming  property, 
the  pariien  Hhall  have  a  rt|^ht  to  a  trial  by  jury,  except  in  cases, 
where  it  hai»  Iwrttiofore  been  otherwise  practised :  the  party  daimr 
iug  ihv  riKbt  may  be  heard  by  himself  and  his  counsel,  or  either,  at 
bin  ulegttou.

ARTICLE    IV. 
Part  first. — Legislative  Power — House  (f  Representatives. 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  two  distinct 
branches :  a  House  of  Representatives  and  a  Senate ;  each  to  have  a 
negative  on  the  other,  and  both  to  be  styled  the  Legislature  cf 
Maine :  and  the  style  of  their  acts  and  laws  shall  he,  ^^  Beit  enacted^ 
hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Legislature  assemUed.^* 

2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  members,  to  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors  for  one  year  from  the  next  day  preceding  the 
mnniud  meeting  of  the  Legislature — ^which  shall  first  be  convened 
under  this  Constitution,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  and  the  Legislature  within  every  subsequent  period  of 
at  most  ten  years,  and  at  least  five,  cause  the  number  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  State  to  be  ascertained,  exclusive  of  foreigners  not 
naturalized,  and  Indians  not  taxed.  The  number  of  representatives 
shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  malting  such  enumeration,  be  fixed 
and  apportioned  among  the  several  counties,  as  near  as  may  be,  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  having  regard  to  the  relative 
increase  of  population.  The  number  of  representatives  shall,  on 
said  first  apportionment,  be  not  less  than  one  nundred  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty ;  and  whenever  the  number  of  representatives 
shall  be  two  hundred,  at  the  next  annual  meetings  of  elections, 
which  shall  thereafter  be  had,  and  at  every  subsequent  period  of 
ten  years,  the  people  shall  give  in  their  votes  whether  the  number 
of  representatives  shall  be  increased  or  diminished ;  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  votes  are  in  favor  thereof^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  next 
Legislature  thereafter  to  increase  or  diminish  the  number  by  the 
rule  hereinafter  prescribed. 

3.  Each  town  having  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  may  elect  one 
representative;  each  town  having  three  thousand  seven  hundred

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•on  and  clerks  of  pUnUtions  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  which  selectmen  and  town  clerks  hare,  and 
are  snbject  to,  by  this  Constitation.     And  the  selectmen  of  such 
towns,  and  the  assessors  of  snch  plantations  so  classed,  shall,  within 
(bar  days  next  after  sack  meeting,  meet  at  some  plaoe,  to  be  pre- 
scribed and  notified  by  the  selectmen  or  assessors  of  the  eldest  town 
or  plantation  in  sach  class,  and  the  copies  of  said  lists  shall  be  then 
examined  and  compared ;  and,  in  case  any  person  shall  be  elected 
by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes,  the  selectmen  or  assessors  shall  deliv- 
er the  certified  copies  of  such  lists  to  the  person  so  dected,  within 
ten  days  next  after  such  election ;  and  the  clerks  of  towns  and  plan- 
tations, respectively,  shall  seal  up  copies  of  all  such  lists,  and  cause 
them  to  be  delivered  into  the  secretary's  office  twenty  days  at  least 
before  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  annually ;  but,  in  case  no 
person  shall  have  a  majority  of  votes,  the  selectmen  and  assessors 
shall  as  soon  as  may  be,  notify  another  meeting,  and  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  at  every  future  meeting  until  an  election  shall  have 
been  effected,  provided,  that  the  Legislature  may,  bv  law,  prescribe  a 
different  mode  of  returning,  examining,  and  ascertaining  tne  election 
of  the  representatives  in  such  classes. 

6.  Whenever  the  seat  of  a  member  shall  be  vacated,  by  death| 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  new  election. 

7.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker,  clerk| 
and  other  officers. 

8.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
impeachment 

Part  second. — Senale, 

^  I.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more 
than  thir^-one  members ;  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same 
term,  as  the  representatives,  by  the  quiJified  electors  of  the  districts 
into  which  the  State  shall  fh>m  time  to  time  be  divided. 

2.  The  Lenslature  which  shall  be  first  convened  under  this  Con- 
stitution shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  the 
Legislature  at  every  subsequent  period  of  ten  years,  cause  the  State 
to  be  divided  into  districts  for  the  choice  of  senators.  The  district 
flhall  conform,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  county  lines,  and  be  apportioned 
according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants.  The  number  of  Senators 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  at  the  first  apportionment,  and  shall,  at  each 
apportionment,  be  increased,  until  they  shall  amount  to  thirty-one, 
according  to  the  increase  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

3.  The  meetings  for  the  election  of  senators  shall  be  notified, 
held,  and  reffulated,  and  the  votes  received,  sorted,  coonted,  declared, 
and  recorded,  in  the  same  manner  as  those  for  representativos ;  and 
fidr  conies  of  the  lists  of  votes  shall  be  attested  by  the  selectmen  and 
town  clerks  of  towns,  and  the  assessors  and  clerks  of  plantaiionS| 
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and  sealed  wp  in  open  town  and  plantation  meetings,  and  the  tovn 
and  plantation  clerks,  respeetiyelj,  sludl  cause  the  same  to  be  delir- 
ered  into  the  secretary's  office  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January.  All  other  qualified  electors,  living  in  pla- 
ces unincorporated,  who  shall  be  assessed  to  the  support  of  govern- 
ment  by  the  assessors  of  an  adjacent  town,  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  voting  for  senators,  representatives,  and  governor,  in  such  town, 
and  shall  be  notified  by  the  selectmen  thereof,  for  the  purpose  ao- 
eordingly. 

4.  The  governor  and  council  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  examine  re- 
turned copies  of  such  lists,  and,  twenty  days  before  the  said  first 
Wednesday  of  January,  issue  a  summons  -o  such  persons  as  shall 
appear  to  be  elected  bs  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  district,  to 
attend  that  day  and  take  their  seats. 

5.  The  Senate  shall,  on  the  said  first  Weduiesday  of  January,  an- 
nually, determine  who  are  elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  to  be  sena- 
tors in  each  district ;  and,  in  case  the  fall  number  of  senators  to  be 
elected  from  each  district  shall  not  have  been  so  elected,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  such  senators  as  shall 
have  been  elected,  shall,  from  the  highest  number  of  the  persons 
voted  for,  on  said  lists,  equal  to  twice  the  number  of  senators  defi- 
cient, in  every  district  if  there  be  so  many  voted  for,  elect,  by  joint 
ballot,  the  number  of  senators  required ;  and  in  Uiis  manner  aE 
vacancies  in  the  Senate  shall  be  supplied,  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
such  vacancies  happen. 

6.  The  senators  shall  be  twenty-five  years  of  age  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  in  all  other  respects 
their  qualifications  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  representatives. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments ; 
and,  when  sitting  for  that  puipose,  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation ; 
and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  Their  judgment,  however,  shall  not 
extend  farther  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to 
hold  or  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  State ; 
but  the  party,  whether  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall,  nevertheless, 
be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according 
to  law. 

8.  The  Senate  shall  choose  their  president,  secretary,  and  other 
officers. 

Paet  thied. — Legidaiivt  Power. 

Sic.  1.  The  Legislature  shall  convene  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  annually,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  establish 
all  reasonable  laws  and  regulations  for  the  defense  and  benefit  of 
llie  people  of  this  State,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  nor  to 
that  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Svery  bill  or  residution,  having  the  force  of  law,  to  which  the 
conoorre&oe  of  both  hooaes  may  be  neoesaary,  except  on  a  question 
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of  adjonmment,  which  ihall  haye  passed  both  hooaes,  shall  be  pre* 
■ented  to  the  Governor,  and  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  if  noL 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objeetions,  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall 
have  orimnated,  who  shall  enter  the  objeetions  at  large  on  its  jour- 
nals, and  proc^^  to  reconsider  it  If^  after  snch  reconsideration, 
two-thirds  pf  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  it,  it  shall  be  sent,  to- 
gether with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  bj  which  it  shall  be 
reconsidered ;  and,  if  approved  bj  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  been  signed  by  the  Gkivemor ;  but, 
in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  najB,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the 
bill  or  resolution,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  both  houses 
respectively.  If  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  returned  by  the 
Governor  within  five  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
he  had  signed  it ;  unless  the  Leg^lature  by  their  adjournment  pre- 
Tent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  have  sueh  force  and  eflfect, 
unless  returned  within  three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

3.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections  and  qualifica- 
tions of  its  o?m  members,  and  a  minority  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  may  eompel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  shall  provide. 

4.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pun- 
ish its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and,  with  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same 
cause. 

5.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  from  time  to  time  pub- 
Juh  its  proceedings,  except  such  parts  as,  in  their  judgment,  may 
require  secrecy ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 
house,  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  pre- 
sent, be  entered  on  the  journals. 

6.  Each  house,  during  its  session,  may  punish,  by  imprisonment, 
any  person,  not  a  member,  for  disrespectful  or  diisorderly  behaviour 
in  its  presence ;  for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceeding ;  threatening, 
assaulting,  or  abusing  any  of  its  members  for  anyUiing  said,  done. 
or  doing,  in  cither  house :  Provided,  that  no  imprisonment  shall 
extend  oeyond  ihe  period  of  the  same  session. 

7.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  shall  be  established  by  law ;  but  no  law  increasin|^  thmr 
compensation  shall  take  effect  during  the  existence  of  the  L^slatnre 
which  enacted  it  The  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  House  cf 
Bepresentatives  in  traveling  to  the  Legislature  and  returning  there- 
from, once  in  each  session,  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Stale, 
out  of  the  public  treasury,  to  every  member  who  shall  seasonably 
attend,  in  tne  judgment  of  the  House,  and  does  not  depart  the^ 
from  without  leave. 

8.  The  senators  and  representativea  shall,  in  all  eases,  eiiaept

and  puUUh  the  same.  But  if  no  pencui  ahall  hare*  a  majontj  of 
Tote«K  th<»  HiHiM  ^  RepreaoutatiYea  ahalU  hj  ballot,  from  the  per- 
aon«  haviug  the  four  highest  numbers  of  rotes  on  the  list,  ii  so 
Bunjr  there  be,  elect  two  persona,  and  make  return  of  their  names 
lo  the  Senate,  itf  whom  the  Senate  shall,  bj  ballot,  elect  <»ie,  who 
ihall  be  deolared  the  GoTemor. 
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4.  The  Goremor  shall,  at  the  oommencement  of  his  term,  be  not 
kflt  than  thirty  years  of  age ;  a  natoral  bom  citisen  of  the  United 
Stales ;  have  been  five  years,  or  from  the  adoption  of  this  Gonstitn- 
tion,  a  resident  of  the  State  ;  and  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and 
dorinff  the  term  for  which  he  is  elected,  be  a  resident  of  said  State. 

5.  No  person  holding  any  office  or  place  nnder  the  United  States, 
this  State,  or  any  other  power,  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Oovemor. 

6.  The  GoTernor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receiye  for  hb  serrices  a 
eompensation,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  daring  his 
continuance  in  office. 

7.  He  shall  bo  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  na^  of  the 
State,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  called  into  the  actn^  serrice 
of  the  United  States ;  bat  he  shall  not  march  nor  convey  any  of  the 
citixens  oat  of  the  State  withoat  their  consent,  or  that  of  the  L^isla- 
tare,  unless  it  shall  become  necessary,  in  order  to  march  or  transport 
them  from  one  part  of  the  State  to  another,  for  the  defense  thereof 

8.  He  shall  nominate,  and,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
eoanciL  appoint,  all  jadicial  officers,  the  attorney -general,  the  sherilT, 
coroners,  registers  of  probate,  and  notaries  public;  and  he  shall 
also  nominate,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  ap- 
point, all  other  civil  and  military  officers  whose  appointment  is  not, 
by  this  Constitution  or  shall  not  by  law,  be  otherwise  provided  for ; 
and  every  such  nomination  shall  be  made  seven  days  at  least  prior 
to  ffueh  ^pointment 

9L  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the  Legislature  information  of 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration 
such  measures  as  he  may  judge  expedient 

10.  He  may  require  information  from  any  military  officer,  or  any 
officer  in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

1 1.  He  shall  have  power,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
CounciL  to  remit,  after  conviction,  all  forfeitures  and  penalties,  and 
grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment 

I'Z  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

13.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture ;  and.  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as 
he  shall  think  proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing :  and  if,  since  their  last  adjournment,  the  place  where  the  Legis- 
lature  were  next  to  convene,  shall  have  become  dangerous  from  an 
enemy,  or  contagious  sickness,  may  direct  the  session  to  be  held  at 
some  other  convenient  place  within  the  State. 

1 4.  Whenever  the  office  of  Governor  shall  become  vacant  by  death, 
resignation,  removal  from  office,  or  otherwise,  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Governor  until  another  Governor 
shall  be  duly  qualified :  and.  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  re- 
moval from  office,  or  other  disqualification  of  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  so  exercising  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Speaker  of  the 
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House  of  Representativcfl  shall  ezerase  the  office,  tintil  a  Prendent 
of  the  Scoate  shall  have  been  chosen  ;  and  when  the  office  of  Goyernor, 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  become 
Taeant,  in  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  the  person  acting  as  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  time  being  shall,  by  proclamation,  convene  the  Senate, 
that  a  President  maybe  chosen  to  exercise  the  office  of  Groremor.  And 
whenever  either  the  President  of  the  Senate  or  Speaker  of  the 
House  shall  so  exercise  said  office,  he  shall  receive  only  the  compen- 
sation of  Governor,  bat  his  duties  as  President  or  Speaker  shall  be 
suspended ;  and  the  Senate  or  House  shall  fill  the  vacancy,  until  his 
duties  as  Governor  shall  cease. 

Part  second. — Council 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Council,  to  consist  of  seven  persons,  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  residents  of  this  State,  to  advise  the  Gor- 
ernor  in  the  executive  part  of  the  government,  whom  the  Governor 
shall  have  full  power,  at  his  diacretion,  to  assemble ;  and  he,  with 
the  couns^elora,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  from  time  to  time,  hold 
and  keep  a  council,  for  ordering  and  directing  the  affairs  of  State  ac- 
cording to  law. 

2.  The  counselors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  January,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  reprcsenta- 
tiw's  in  convention ;  and  vacancies  which  shall  afterwards  happen, 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner ;  but  not  more  than  one  counsel- 
or shall  be  elected  from  any  district  prescribed  for  the  election  of 
senators  ;  and  they  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  senators  and  representatives. 

3.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  council  shall  be  recorded  in  a 
register,-  and  signed  by  the  members  agreeing  thereto,  which  may  be 
coiled  for  by  either  house  of  the  Legislature  ;  and  any  counselor 
may  enter  his  dissent  to  the  resoliltion  of  the  majority. 

4.  No  member  of  Oongress,  or  of  the  L^slature  of  this  State, 
nor  any  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States,  (post  of- 
ficers excepted,)  nor  any  civil  officers  under  this  State,  (justices  of 
the  peace  and  notaries  public  excepted,)  shall  be  counselors.  And 
no  counselor  shall  be  appointed  to  any  office  during  the  time  for 
which  ho  shall  have  been  elected. 

Part  third. — Secretary, 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  chosen  annually,  at  the 
flrnt  session  of  the  Legislature,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and 
representatives  in  convention. 

2.  The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Se- 
cretary, who  may  appoint  his  deputieSi  for  whose  conduct  he  shall 
be  accountable. 

3.  He  shall  attend  the  Governor  and  Council,  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  in  person,  or  by  his  deputies,  as  they  shall  re- 
spectively require. 
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4.  He  shall  carefully  keep  and  preserve  the  records  of  all  the 
official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Ooremor  and  Coancil,  Senate, 
and  House  of  Representatives,  and,  when  required,  lay  the  same 
before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
■8  are  enjoined  by  this  Constitution,  or  shall  be  aequired  by  law. 

Part  fourth. — Trtasurtr. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  annually,  at  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  represen- 
tatives in  convention,  but  shall  not  bo  eligible  more  than  five  years 
snooeasively. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 

£'vo  bond  to  the  State,  with  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Legis- 
ture,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  not,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  en- 
glige  in  any  business  of  trade  or  commerce,  or  as  a  broker,  nor  aif  an 
agent  or  factor  for  any  merchant  or  trader. 

4.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  by  warrant 
from  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  in  consequence  of  appropria- 
tions made  by  law ;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be  published  at 
the  commencement  of  the  annual  session  of  the  Legislature. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Judicial  Patcer. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court,  and  such  other  courts  as  the  Legislature 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  establish. 

2.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  shall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during 
their  continuance  in  office,  but  they  shall  receive  no  other  fee  or 
reward. 

3.  They  shall  be  obliged^to  give  their  opinion  upon  important 
Questions  of  law,  and  u|&n  solemn  occasions,  when  required  by  the  f 
Qovemor,  Council,  Senate,  or  House  of  Representatives. 

4.  All  judicial  officers,  except  justices  of  tne  peace,  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  good  behavior,  but  not  beyond  the  age  of  seventy 

5.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public  shall  hold  their  offices 
daring  seven  years,  £f  they  so  long  behave  themselves  well,  at  the 
expiration  of  which  term,  they  may  be  re-appointed,  or  others  ap- 
pointed, as  the  public  interest  may  re<|uire. 

6.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  shall  hold  no  office 
under  the  United  States,  nor  any  state,  nor  any  other  office  under 

Stale,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 
3Iiliiary, 

Sec.  1.  The  captains  and  subalterns  of  tlie  militia  shall  be  elected 
by  the  written  votes  of  the  members  of  their  respective  companies ; 
the  field-officers  of  regiments,  by  the  written  votes  of  the  cap- 
tains and  subalterns  of  their  respective  regiments ;  the  brigadier- 
generals,  in  like  manner,  bj  the  field  officers  of  their  respective  bri- 
gades. 

2.  The  Legislature  shall,  by  law,  direct  the  manner  of  notifying 
the  electors,  conducting  the  elections,  and  making  the  returns  to  the 
Governor  of  the  officers  elected ;  and  if  the  electors  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  make  such  elections,  ajfter  being  duly  notified  according  to 
law,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill  such  offices. 

3.  The  major-general  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  each  having  a  negative  on  the  other.  The  adju- 
tant-general and  quartermaster-general  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council ;  but  the  adjutant-general  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  quartermaster-general,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law. 
The  major-generals  and  brigadier-generals,'  and  the  commanding 
officers  of  regiments  and  battalions,  shall  appoint  their  respective 
staff-officers ;  and  all  military  officers  shall  he  commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

4.  The  militia,  as  divided  into  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  bat- 
talions, and  companies,  pursuant  to  the  laws  now  in  force,  shall 
remain  so  organized,  until  the  same  shall  be  altered  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

5.  Persons  of  the  denomination  of  Quakers  and  Shakers,  justices 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and  ministers  of  the  gospel,  may  be 
ex(^mpted  from  military  duty  ;  but  no  other  person,  of  the  age  of 
eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fortv-five  vears,  excepting  officers  of 
the  militia  who  have  been  honorably  discharged,  shall  be  so  exempt* 
ed,  unless  he  shall  pay  an  equivalent,  to  bo  fixed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

IMeratwre, 

A  general  diffusion  of  the  advantages  of  education  being  essen- 
tial to  the  preservation  of  the'rights  and  liberties  of  the  people:  to 
promote  this  important  object,  the  Legislature  are  authorized,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  require  the  several  towns  to  make  suitable 
provision,  at  their  o?ni  expense,  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  public  schools ;  and  it  shall  further  be  their  duty  to  encourage 
and  suitably  endow,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  circumstances  of 
the  people  may  authorize,  all  academies,  colleges,  and  seminaries  of 
learning,  within  the  State :  provided,  that  no  donation,  grant,  or  en- 
dowment, shall  at  any  time  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  to  any  lite- 
rary institution  now  established,  or  woich  may  hereafter  be  cstab-

liflhed,  nnleBs  at  the  time  of  making  such  endowment,  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  shall  have  the  right  to  grant  any  farther  powers 
to  alter,  limit,  or  restrain  any  of  the  powers  Tested  in  any  such 
literary  institution,  aa  shall  be  judged  necessary  to  promote  the 
beat  interests  thereof 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Gentral  Provisions, 

Sec.  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  either  of  the  places 
or  offiees  provided  in  this  Constitution,  and  every  person  elected, 
appointed,  or  commissioned,  to  any  judicial,  executive,  military,  or 
other  office  under  this  State,  shall,  before  he  enter  on  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  place  or  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  following 

oath  or  affirmation :  "  I, ^  do  swear,  that  I  will  support  the 

Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  so  long  as  I 
shall  continue  a  citizen  thereof     So  help  me  God." 

"  I, ,  do  swear,  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge,  to  the  best 

of  my  abilities,  the  duties  incumbent  on  me  as ,  according  to 

the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State :  so  help  me  God :"  pro- 
vided, that  an  affirmation  in  the  above  forms  may  be  substituted, 
when  the  persons  shall  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  and 
Bubscribine  an  oath. 

The  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  by  the 
Governor  and  counselors  before  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate, 
in  the  presence  of  both  bouses  of  the  Legislature,  and  by  the  sena- 
tors  and  representatives  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  by 
the  residue  of  said  officers  before  such  person  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  th^  Legislature ;  and,  whenever  the  Governor  or  any  counsellor 
shall  not  be  able  to  attend,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  to 
take  and  subscribe  said  oaths  or  affirmations,  such  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions may  be  taken  and  subscribed,  in  the  recess  of  the  Legislature, 
before  any  justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court :  provided,  that 
the  senators  and  representatives  first  elected  under  this  Constitu- 
tion shall  take  and  subscribe  such  oaths  or  affirmations,  before  the 
President  of  the  Convention. 

2.  No  person  holding  the  office  of  justice  of  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court,  or  of  any  inferior  court,  attorney-general,  county  attor- 
ney, treasurer  of  the  State,  adjutant-general,  judge  of  probate,  regis- 
ter of  probate,  register  of  deeds,  sheriffs  or  their  deputies,  clerks  of 
the  judicial  courts,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Legislature ;  and  any 
person  holding  either  of  the  foregoing  offices,  elected  to  and  accept- 
ing m  seat  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall  thereby  vacate 
said  office  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  holding  or  exercising, 
at  the  tame  time,  within  this  State,  more  than  one  of  the  offices  be- 
fore meoUoned. 

3.  All  commiBaions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  State,  signed  by 
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the  Goremor.  attested  bj  the  Secretvj  or  bis  deputy,  and  haTe  the 
seal  of  the  State  thereto  affixed. 

4.  And  in  case  the  elections  reqoired  bj  this  Constitation  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  Jannarj,  annually,  by  the  two  houses  of  the 
Legittlatore.  shall  not  be  completed  on  that  day,  the  same  may  be 
adjoomed  from  day  to  day  nntil  completed,  in  the  following  order : 
the  vacancies  in  the  Senate  shall  first  be  filled :  the  Goremor  shall 
then  be  elected,  if  there  be  no  chcMoe  by  the  people ;  and,  afte^ 
wards,  the  two  hooses  shall  elect  the  ConndL 

5.  Everr  person  holding  anj  ciril  office  nnder  this  State  may  be 
remored,  by  impeachment,  for  misdemeanor  in  office ;  and  every 
person  holding  any  office  may  be  removed  bv  the  Governor,  with  the 
advice  of  the  Council,  on  the  address  of  both  branches  of  the  Legis- 
lature. Bat,  before  snch  address  shall  pass  either  house,  the  causes 
of  removal  shall  be  stated  and  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  house 
in  which  it  originated,  and  a  copy  thereof  served  on  the  person  in 
office,  that  he  may  be  admitted  to  a  hearing  in  his  defense. 

6.  The  tenure  of  all  offices,  which  are  not  or  shall  not  be  other 
wise  provided  for,  shall  be  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  and 
Council 

7.  While  the  public  expenses  shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and 
estates,  a  general  valuation  shall  be  taken  at  least  once  in  ten  years. 

8.  All  taxes  upon  real  estate,  assessed  by  authority  of  this  Sute. 
shall  be  apportioned  and  assessed  equally,  according  to  the  just 
value  thereof 

ARTICLE  X. 

Schedule, 

Sec.  1.  The  first  Legislature  shall  meet  on  the  last  Wednesday 
in  May  next.  The  elections  on  the  second  Monday  in  September, 
annually,  shall  not  commence  until  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  and,  in  the  meantime,  the  election  for 
Governor,  senators  and  representatives,  shall  be  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty ;  and  at  this  election  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had 
as  are  required  at  the  elections  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  September,  annually,  and  the  lists  of  the 
votes  for  the  Governor  and  senators  shall  be  transmitted  by  the 
town  and  plantation  clerks,  respectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
pro  tempore^  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  last  Wednesday  in 
May  next;  and  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall,  in  presence 
of  the  Socrctnry  of  State,  pro  tempore^  open  and  examine  the  attested 
eopioH  of  said  lists,  so  returned  for  senators,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  and  \>o.  sabject  to  all  the  duties  in  ascertaining,  notifying, 
nnd  Hummoning  the  senators  who  appear  to  be  elected,  as  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  have,  and  are  suojcct  to,  by  this  Constitution : 
provided,  he  shall  notify  said  senators  fourteen  days  at  least  before 
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the  lust  Wednesday  in  May,  and  Tacancies  shall  be  ascertained  and 
filled  in  the  manner  herein  provided ;  and  the  senators  to  be  elected 
on  the  said  first  Monday  of  April  shall  be  apportioned  as  follows : 

The  county  of  York  shall  elect  three ;  the  county  of  Cumberland 
shall  elect  three ;  the  county  of  Lincoln  shall  elect  three ;  the  county 
of  Hancock  shall  elect  two ;  the  county  of  Washington  shall  elect 
one ;  the  county  of  Kennebec  shall  elect  three ;  the  county  of  Ox- 
ford shall  elect  two ;  the  county  of  Somerset  shall  elect  two ;  the 
county  of  Penobscot  shall  elect  one. 

And  the  members  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  shall  be  elect- 
ed, ascertained,  and  returned  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  provided 
mt  elections  on  the  second  Monday  of  September:  and  the  first 
House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  the  following  number,  to 
be  elected  as  follows :

And  the  Rcoretory  of  State,  pro  icmpoff,  shall  have  tho  (tame  powers 
and  be  aubjeet  to  the  eaine  duties,  in  relation  to  the  votes  for  Gov- 
ernor, as  the  SecretarT  of  State  has,  and  is  subject  to,  by  this  Con- 
stitution :  and  the  cleetion  nf  Governor  shall,  on  the  said  last 
Wednesday  in  May,  bo  dctennined  and  deelared  in  the  same  tnan- 
ner  as  other  elections  of  Governor  are  by  this  Constitution  ;  and,  in 
oaae  of  vncaney  in  said  office,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall  exercise  the  offieo  as 
herein  otherwiac  provided,  and  the  counselors,  Secretary,  nnd  Trea- 
surer, shall  also  lie  elected  on  the  said  day,  and  have  the  same 
powcnt.  and  bo  subject  to  the  same  duties,  as  is  provided  in  this 
Constitution;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  other  diBiiualifioation  of 
thu  President  of  this  Convention,  or  of  the  Secretary  of  St&te  pro 
tmipore,  before  t!io  cleetion  and  (qualification  of  tho  (JoTcmor,  or  Se- 
cretitrv  of  State,  under  this  Constitution,  the  persons  to  be  ile&ignated 
by  th's  Convention,  nt  ihcir  wMsion  iu  January  ucxt,  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  and  pcrforra  ell  the  duties,  which  the  President  of  this 
Oonvootiun,  or  tho  Secretary  pre  tempore,  to  be  by  them  appointed, 
flball  have  aod  jicrfurm. 
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2.  The  period  for  which  the  governors,  senators  and  representa-  - 
tiyes,  counselors,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  first  elected,  or  appoint* 
edy  are  to  serve  in  their  respective  offices  and  places,  shall  commence 
on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eiffht  hundred  and  twenty,  and  continue  until  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
mnd  twenty-two. 

3.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  this  State,  and  not  repugnant  to  this 
Constitution,  shall  remain  and  he  in  force  until  altered  or  repealed 
by  the  Legislature,  or  shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation. 

4.  The  Legislature,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  may  propose  amendments  to  this  Constitution ; 
and  when  any  amendment  shall  be  so  agreed  upon,  a  resolution 
shall  be  passed  and  sent  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  and 
the  assessors  of  the  several  plantations,  empowering  and  directing 
them  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns  and  planta- 
tions, in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  at  their  next  annual  meet- 
ings in  the  month  of  September,  to  give  in  their  votes  on  the  ques- 
tion whether  such  amendment  shall  be  made  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  voting  on  the  question  are  in  fa- 
Tor  of  such  amendment,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 

5.  All  officers  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  an  act  of  tho 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  passed  on  the  nineteenth  day  of 
Jane,  in  the  vear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine- 
teen, entitled,  ^  An  act  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  District  of 
Maine  from  Massachusetts  proper,  and  forming  the  same  into  a 
separate  and  independent  State,"  shall  continue  in  office,  as  therein 
provided ;  and  the  following  provisions  of  said  act  shall  be  a  part  of 
this  Constitution :  subject,  however,  to  be  modified,  or  annulled,  as 
therein  is  prescribed,  and  not  otherwise,  to  wit : 

^  Sect.  1.  Whereas  it  has  been  represented  in  this  Legislature^ 
that  a  majority  of  the  people  of  the  District  of  Maine  are  desirous 
of  establishing  a  separate  and  independent  government  within  said 
district:  Therefore, 

^  Be  U  enaded,  by  the  Senate  and  House  cf  Representatives  in  Cren- 
eral  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  if  the  same^  That  the  con- 
sent of  this  commonwealth  bo,  and  the  same  is  hereby  given,  that 
the  district  of  Maine  may  be  formed  and  erected  into  a  separate  and 
independent  State,  if  the  people  of  the  said  district  shall,  in  the 
manner  and  by  the  majority  hereinafter  mentioned,  express  their 
consent  and  agreement  thereto,  upon  the  following  terms  and  condi- 
tions :  and,  provided  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  ffive 
its  consent  thereto  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next ;  which 
terms  and  conditions  are  as  follows,  vis. : 

^  First.  All  the  lands  and  buildings  belon^ng  to  the  common- 
wealth within  Massachusetts  proper,  Miall  continue  to  belong  to  said 
eommonwealth ;  and  all  the  lands  belonging  to  the  commonwealth 
within  the  district  of  Maine  shall  belong,  the  one  half  thereof  to  the 
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said  commOTirecaltli,  and  the  other  half  thereof  to  the  State  to  ba 
formed  within  the  said  district,  to  be  divided  as  is  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  and  the  land^  within  the  said  district,  which  shall  beloag 
to  the  said  common  wealth,  shall  be  free  from  taxation  while  tic 
title  of  the  said  lands  remains  m  the  con  m  on  wealth  ;  and  the  ngbtt 
of  the  eonuDODwealth  to  their  lands  within  said  district,  and  the 
remedies  for  the  recovery  thereof^  Khali  continne  the  same  within 
the  proposed  State  and  in  the  courts  thereof,  as  thej  now  are  within 
the  said  commonwealth  and  in  the  coorts  thereof;  for  nhioh  pur- 
poses, and  for  the  maintenance  of  its  rights  and  recovery  of  iu 
Uods,  the  said  commonwealth  shall  be  entitled  to  all  other  proper 
and  legal  remedies,  and  may  appear  in  the  courts  of  the  proposed 
State,  and  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  bolden  therein ;  and 
all  rights  of  action  for,  or  entry  into  lands,  and  of  action  opoa 
bonds,  for  the  broach  of  the  perforraance  of  the  condition  of  set- 
tling duties,  so  called,  which  have  accrued,  or  may  accrae.  shall  re- 
main in  tliis  commonwealth,  to  be  enforced,  commuted,  released,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  iu  such  taanncr  as  this  commonwealth  may 
hereafter  determine :  provided,  Lowever,  that  whatever  this  com- 
monvrcalth  may  hereafter  receive  or  obtain  on  Bceount  thereof,  if 
any  thing  shall,  after  deducting  nil  reasonable  charges  relating  there- 
to, be  divided,  one-third  part  thereof  to  the  new  State,  and  two- 
third  parts  thereof  to  this  commonwealth. 

"  Sraiiut.  All  the  arms  which  have  been  received  by  this  common- 
wealth from  the  Unitod  States,  under  the  hivr  of  Congress,  entitled, 
'  An  act  making  provision  for  arming  and  equipping  the  whole  body 
of  militia  of  the  United  States,  passed  April  the  twenty-third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,'  shall,  as  soon  as  the  said  district 
shall  become  a  separate  State,  be  divided  between  the  two  States,  in 
proportion  to  the  returns  of  the  militia,  according  to  which  the  said 
arms  hare  been  received  from  the  United  States,  as  aforesaid, 

"  Third.  All  money,  stock  or  other  proceeds,  hereafter  derived 
from  the  United  States,  on  account  of  the  claim  of  this  common- 
wealth, for  diaburscmcnts  made,  and  oxpenBes  incurred,  for  the  defence 
of  the  State  during  the  late  w&r  with  Great  Britain,  shall  be  re- 
oeived  by  this  commonwealth  ;  and  when  received,  shall  be  divided 
between  the  two  States,  in  the  proportion  of  two  thirds  to  this  oom- 
ironwealth,  and  one  third  to  tho  new  Stale. 

"  Fourth.  jVll  other  property^  of  every  dcseriptlon,  belonging  to 
the  oommonwculth,  shall  be  holden  and  rcoeivahle  by  the  same,  as  a 
fund  and  security  for  all  debts,  annuities,  and  Indian  subsidies,  or 
claims,  due  by  said  commonwealth  ;  and  within  two  years  after  the 
Mud  district  shall  have  become  a  separate  State,  the  commissioners 
to  bo  appointed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  if  the  stud  States  cannot 
Otherwise  agree,  shall  assign  a  jnst  portion  of  the  productive  pro  per- 
tjr  so  held  by  said  commonwealth,  a*  an  equivalent  and  indemnifica- 
tion to  said  commonwealth  for  all  such  debts,  oanoities,  or  Indian 
mbsidtet,  or  oUinu,  which  may  remain  due,  or  unsatisfied ;  and  all 
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the  rarplos  of  the  sud  property,  so  Mden,  m  afbraaid,  sliftll  be  di- 
Tided  between  tbe  said  commonweadtb  and  the  sud  distml  of  Maine, 
IB  the  proportion  of  two-tbirds  to  tbe  said  commonweaitb  and  one^ 
tbird  to  tbe  said  district ;  and  it  in  tbe  jadgment  of  tbe  said  com- 
miasioners,  tbe  wbole  of  said  property,  so  beld«  as  a  fdnd  and  teca- 
rity,  sball  not  be  sufficient  indemnification  for  tbe  purpose,  tbe  said 
disKricI  sball  be  liable  for,  and  sball  pay  to  said  commonweaitb,  one- 
tbird  of  tbe  deficiencr. 

-  Fifik.  The  new  State  sbalL  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arranse- 
menta  can  be  made  for  that  purpose,  assnme  and  perform  all  Um 
daties  and  obligations  of  this  commonweaitb  towards  tbe  Indiana 
within  said  district  of  Maine,  whether  the  same  arise  from  treaties, 
or  otherwise :  and  for  this  purpose  shall  obtain  Ihe  assent  of  said 
Tpili^na,  and  their  release  to  this  commonwealth  of  claims  and  stip- 
ulations arising  under  the  treaty  at  present  existing  between  the 
said  commonwealth  and  said  Indians :  and,  as  indemnification  to 
snch  new  Sute  therefor,  this  commonwealth,  when  such  arrange- 
ments shall  be  completed,  and  the  said  duties  and  obligations  as- 
sumed, shall  pay  to  said  new  State  the  value  of  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  manner  following,  vis. :  The  said  commissioners  sball  set  o% 
by  metes  and  bounds,  so  much  of  any  part  of  tbe  land,  within  tbe 
said  district  fidling  to  this  commonwealth,  in  tbe  division  of  the 
public  lands  hereinafter  provided  for,  a&,  in  their  estimation,  sball 
be  of  the  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars :  and  this  commonweaitb 
sbalL  thereupon,  assign  the  same  to  the  said  new  State,  or,  in  lieu 
thereof  may  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  at  its  election ; 
which  election  of  tbe  said  commonwealth  shall  be  made  within  one 
year  from  tbe  time  that  notice  of  the  doings  of  the  commissioners, 
on  this  subject,  shall  be  made  known  to  the  (Governor  and  Council ; 
and  if  not  made  within  that  time,  the  election  shall  bo  with  the  new 
Bute. 

^  Sirtk  Commissioners,  with  the  powers  and  for  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  this  act,  shall  be  appoinied  in  manner  following :  The  exe- 
cutive authontv  of  each  State  shall  appoint  two ;  and  the  four  so 
appointed,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  appoint  two  more  ;  but, 
if  they  cannot  agree  in  the  appointment,  the  executive  of  each  State 
shall  appoint  one  in  addition ;  not,  however,  in  that  case,  to  be  a  oit- 
isen  of  its  own  State.  And  any  vacancy  happening  with  respect  to 
the  commissioners,  shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner  provided  for 
their  original  appointment ;  and,  in  addition  to  the  powers  herein- 
before given  to  said  commissioners,  they  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  divide  all  the  public  lands  within  the  district  between 
tbe  respective  States,  in  equal  shares,  or  moieties,  in  severalty, 
having  regard  to  quantity,  situation,  and  quality ;  they  shall  de- 
termine what  lands  shall  be  surveyed  and  divided,  from  time  to  time, 
the  expenses  of  which  surveys,  and  of  the  commissioners,  shall  be 
borne  equally  by  the  two  States.  They  shall  keep  hit  records  of  their 
doings,  and  of  tbe  surveys  made  by  &eir  direction,  copies  of  which

*  •  I'Airhth.  No  laws  shall  be  passed  iu  the  proposed  State,  with  re- 
cnnl  ti»  tnxc!»,  notions,  or  remedies  at  law,  or  bars,  or  limitations 
tlu»roof.  or  otherwise  making  any  distinction  between  the  lands  and 
rights  of  propt»rty  of  pn>prietors  not  resident  in,  or  not  citiiens  ot 
said  pft^posod  State,  and  the  lands  and  rights  of  property  of  the  cit^ 
izen?  of  tho  proposed  State,  resident  therein :  and  the  rights  and

making  attachments,  arresting  and  detaming  persons,  or  otherwise, 
where  execution  remains  to  be  done ;  and  in  such  suits,  the  courts 
within  Massachusetts  proper,  and  within  the  proposed  State,  shall 
continue  to  hare  the  same  jurisdiction  as  if  the  said  district  had 
still  remained  a  part  of  the  commonwealth.  And  this  common- 
wealth shall  have  the  same  remedies  within  the  proposed  State  as  it 
now  has,  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes,  bonds,,  or  debts,  which  may 
be  assessed,  due,  made,  or  contracted,  by,  to,  or  with  the  common- 
wealth, on  or  before  the  said  fifteenth  day  of  March,  within  the  said 
district  of  Maine ;  and  all  officers  within  Massachusetts  proper  and 
the  district  of  Maine  shall  conduct  themselves  accordingly. 

'^  NiiUh.  These  terms  and  conditions,  as  here  set  fortn,  when  the 
said  district  shall  become  a  separate  and  independent  State,  shall, 
ipsofado,  be  incorporated  into,  and  become,  and  be  a  part  of,  any 
constitution,  provisional  or  other,  under  which  the  government  of 
the  said  proposed  State  shall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  administered ; 
subject,  however,  to  bo  modified  or  annulled  by  the  agreement  of 
the  Legislature  of  both  the  said  States ;  but  by  no  other  power  or 
body  whatsoever." 

Sec.  6.  This  Constitution  shall  be  enrolled  on  parchment,  de- 
posited in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  be  the  supreme  law  of  the 
State ;  and  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  books 
containing  the  laws  of  this  State.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION, 

Adopted  in  pursuance  cf  the  Bmrth  SuHon  cfihe  Tenth  Article  ofthA

ARTICLE  L 

The  electors  resident  in  any  city,  may,  at  any  meeting  duly  noti- 
fied for  the  choice  of  representatives,  vote  for  such  representatives 
in  their  respective  wara  meetings ;  and  the  wardens  in  said  wards 
shall  preside  impartially  at  such  meetinffs,  receive  votes  of  all  quali- 
fied electors  present,  sort,  count,  and  oeclare  them  in  open  ward 
mectin^f4,  i[na,  in  the  presence  of  the  ward  clerk,  who  shall  form  a 
list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each  per- 
son against  bis  name ;  shall  make  a  fair  record  thereof  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  wardens,  and  in  open  ward  meeting ;  and  a  fair  copy  of 
this  list  shall  be  attested  by  the  warden  and  ward  clerk,  sealed  up 
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in  open  ward  meeting,  and  delirered  to  the  chj  defk  'V7SAz&  rreLt 
four  hours  aAer  the  close  of  the  poUa.  And  the  aldense^  ^  v

ARTICLE  n. 

No  person,  before  conviction,  shall  be  bailable  for  any  of  tl 
crimes  which  now  are  or  have  been  denominated  capital  offene 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  when  the  proof  is-  evide 
or  the  presumption  great,  whatever  the  punishment  of  the  crii 
may  be. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

All  judicial  officers  now  in  office,  or  who  may  be  hereafter  appoii 
od,  shall,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  March  in  the  year  1840,  ho 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  seven  years  from  the  time  of  their  i 
spcctivc  appointments,  (unless  sooner  removed  by  impeachment  < 
by  address  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  to  the  Executive 
and  no  longer,  unless  re-appointed  thereto. 

Note.— The  first  article  of  the  amended  Constitution  was  adopted  March 
1834;  the  second,  on  the  30th  of  March,  1837;  and  the  third,  on  the  14th  < 
March,  1839.

CONSTITUTION. 

PART  I. 

BUI  tf  Rights. 
AxT  1.  AU  men  ar«  born  «qiuUj  tr^t  and  indepeitd«nt :  Tbera- 
fore,  bU  gCTernment,  of  right,  onginntM  from  the  people^  i>  fouided 
n  oovMot,  aoi  inatitnted  lor  the  gsnenl  good. 
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2.  All  men  have  certain  nataral,  essential,  and  inherent  rights— 
among  which  arc.  the  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty,  a^ 
quiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property ;  and,  in  a  word,  of 
seeking  and  obtaining  happiness. 

3.  When  men  enter  into  a  state  of  society,  they  surrender  up 
some  of  their  natural  rights  to  that  society,  in  order  to  ensure  the 
protection  of  others ;  and  without  such  an  equivalent  the  surrender 
is  void. 

4.  Among  the  natural  rights,  some  are  in  their  very  nature  un- 
alienable, because  no  equivalent  can  be  given  or  received  for  them. 
Of  this  kind  are  the  rights  of  conscience. 

5.  Every  individual  has  a  natural  and  unalienable  right  to  wor- 
ship God,  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience  and  rea- 
son :  and  no  person  shall  be  hurt,  molested,  or  restrained  in  his  per 
son,  liberty,  or  estate,  for  worshiping  Grod  in  the  manner  most  agree- 
able to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  or  for  his  religious  pro- 
fession, sentiments,  or  persuasion;  provided  he  doth  not  disturb 
the  public  peace,  or  disturb  others  in  their  rcHgious  worship. 

6.  As  morality  and  piety,  rightly  grounded  on  evangelical  prin- 
ciples, will  give  the  best  and  greatest  security  to  government,  and 
will  lay,  in  the  hearts  of  men,  tne  strongest  obli^itions  to  due  sub- 
jection ;  and  as  the  knowledge  of  these  is  most  likely  to  bo  propa- 
gated til  rough  a  society  by  we  institution  of  the  public  worship  of 
the  Deity,  and  of  public  instruction,  in  morality  and  religion  ;  there- 
fore, to  promote  these  important  purposes,  the  people  of  this  State 
have  a  right  to  empower,  and  do  nereby  fully  empower,  the  Legis- 
lature, to  authorize,  from  time  to  time,  the  several  towns,  parishes, 
bodies  corporate,  or  religious  societies,  within  this  State,  to  make 
adequate  provision,  at  their  own  expense,  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  public  Protestant  teachers  of  piety,  religion,  and  moral- 
ity: 

Provided,  notwithstanding^  That  the  several  towns,  parishes,  bodies 
corporate,  or  religious  societies,  shall  at  all  times  have  the  exclusive 
right  of  electing  their  own  public  teachers,  and  of  contracting  with 
them  for  their  support  and  maintenance :  And  no  person,  of  any  one 
particular  religious  sect  or  denomination,  shall  ever  be  compelled  to 
pay  towards  the  support  of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  another  per- 
suasion, sect,  or  denomination. 

And  every  denomination  of  Christians,  demeaning  themselves 
quietly,  and  as  good  citizens  of  the  State,  shall  be  equally  under  the 
protection  of  the  law  :  and  no  subordination  of  any  one  sect  or  de- 
nomination  to  another,  shall  ever  be  established  by  law. 

And  nothing  herein  shall  be  understood  to  affect  any  former  con- 
tracts made  for  the  support  of  the  ministry  ;  but  all  such  contracts  • 
shall  remain,  and  be  m  the  same  state,  as  if  this  Constitution  had 
not  boon  made. 

7.  The  people  of  this  State  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of 
governing  themselves  as  a  free,  sovereign,  and  independent  State ; 
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ud  do,  and  forever  hereafter  shall,  exercise  and  enjoy  every  power, 
jurisdiction,  and  right,  pertaining  thereto,  which  is  not  and  may 
not  hereafter  be,  by  them  expressly  delegated  to  the  United 'States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled 

8.  All  power  residing  originally  in,  and  being  derived  from  the 
people,  all  the  magistrates  and  officers  of  government  arc  their  sub- 
stitntes  and  agents,  and  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 

9.  No  office  or  place  whatsover,  in  government,  shall  be  hcrcdi- 
tmiy — the  ability  and  integrity  requisite  in  all  not  being  transmis- 
sible to  posterity  or  relations. 

10.  Government  being  instituted  for  the  common  benefit,  protec- 
tion, and  security  of  the  whole  community,  and  not  for  the  private 
interest  or  emolument  of  any  one  man,  family,  or  class  of  men : 
therefore,  whenever  the  ends  of  the  government*  are  perverted,  or 
public  liberty  manifestly  endangered,  and  all  other  means  of  redress 
mre  ineffectual,  the  people  may,  and  of  right  ought  to,  reform  the  old, 
or  establish  a  new  government  The  doctrine  of  non-resistance 
against  arbitrary  power  and  oppression,  is  absurd,  slavish,  and  de- 
structive of  the  good  and  happiness  of  mankind. 

11.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free,  and  every  inhabitant  of  the 
State,  having  the  proper  qualifications,  has  an  equal  right  to  elect, 
and  be  elected,  into  office. 

12.  Every  member  of  the  community  has  a  right  to  be  protected 
by  it,  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and  property ;  he  is  there- 
fore bound  to  contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  such  protection. 
and  to  yield  his  personal  service  when  necessary,  or  an  equivalent. 
But  no  part  of  a  man's  property  shall  be  taken  from  him,  or  applied 
to  publie  uses,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  representative 
body  of  the  people.  Nor  are  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  control- 
able  by  any  other  laws  than  those  to  which  they,  or  their  represen- 
tative body,  have  given  their  consent 

13.  No  person  who  is  conscientiously  scrupulous  about  the  law* 
fulness  of  bearing  arms,  shall  be  compelled  thereto,  provided  ho  will 
pay  an  equivalent 

14.  Every  citisen  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remedy,  by 
having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  all  injuries  ho  may  receive  in  his 
person,  property,  or  character ;  to  obtain  right  and  justice  ft*eely> 
without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it;  completely,  and  without  denial, 
promptly,  and  without  delay,  conformable  to  the  laws. 

15.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crime  or  offence, 
nntil  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially  and  formally,  de- 
scribed to  him :  nor  be  compelled  to  accuse  or  furnish  evidence 
uniost  himself.  And  every  person  shall  have  a  right  to  produce 
sfi  proofo  that  may  be  favorable  to  himself;  to  meet  the  witnesses 
against  him  face  to  face ;  and  to  be  fally  heard  in  his  defense, 
bj  himself  and  counsel.  And  no  person  shall  be  arrested,  impri- 
soned, despoiled,  or  deprived  of  his  property,  immunities,  or  privi- 
leges, pat  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exUed,  or  deprived  of  his 
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life,  liberty,  or  estate,  but  by  the  jndgnient  of  Iiib  peers,  or  the  law 
of  the  land. 

16.  -No  person  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried,  after  an  aci^aittiil,  for 
the  same  crime  or  offcccc.  Nor  shall  the  Legislature  make  Kay 
law  that  shall  subject  any  person  to  a  capital  punishnient  (excepting 
for  the  government  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  the  militia  in  actnd 
service),  without  trial  by  jury 

17.  In  criminal  proaeeutinnB,  the  trial  of  facts,  in  the  vicinity 
where  they  happen,  is  eo  essential  to  the  security  of  the  life,  liberty, 
and  estate,  of  the  eitiEeng,  that  no  crime  or  offenee  oaght  lo  be  tried 
in  aoy  other  county  than  that  in  which  it  is  committed,  except  in 
cases  of  general  insurrection  in  any  particular  county,  when  it  shall 
Hppear  to  the  judges  of  the  superior  courts  that  an  impartial  trial 
eaiioot  be  had  im  the  conn^  where  the  offence  may  be  committed, 
and  upon  their  report  the  Legislature  shall  think  proper  to  direct 
the  trial  in  the  nearest  county  in  which  an  impartial  trial  can  be 
obtained. 

IS.  All  penalties  ought  to  be  proportioned  to  the  nature  of  the 
offence.  No  wise  legislature  will  affix  the  same  punishment  to  the 
crimes  of  theft,  forgery,  and  the  like,  which  they  do  to  those  of  mnr- 
der  and  treason.  Where  the  same  undistinguished  severity  is  ei- 
orted  against  all  offences,  the  people  are  led  to  forget  the  real  dis- 
tinction in  the  crimes  themselves,  and  to  commit  the  most  flugmnt 
with  as  little  compunction  as  they  do  the  lightest  offences.  Fortlio 
same  reason,  a  multitude  of  sanguinary  laws  is  both  impolitic  and 
unjnst :  the  true  design  of  all  punishments  being  to  reform,  not  to 
exterminate  mankind. 

ly.  Every  person  hath  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all  unreasonable 
searches  and  seizures  of  his  |)otso]i,  his  houses,  his  papers,  and  alt 
bis  possessions.  Therefore,  alt  warrants  to  search  suspected  places, 
or  arrest  a  person  for  exarainHtion  or  trial,  in  prosecution  for  crimi- 
nal matters,  are  contrary  to  thts  right,  if  the  cause  or  foundation  of 
them  be  not  previously  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  if  the 
order  in  a  warrant  of  a  civil  officer,  to  make  search  in  snspeotcd 
places,  or  to  arrest  one  or  more  suspected  persons,  or  to  selio  their 
property,  be  not  accompanied  with  a  special  designation  of  the  per- 
dons  or  objects  of  searon,  arrest,  or  seizure  ;  and  no  warrant  ought 
lo  be  issued,  but  in  cases,  and  with  the  formalities,  presurlbod  by  law. 

'20.  In  all  controversies  conoeming  property,  and  in  all  suits  be- 
tween two  or  more  persons,  excepting  in  cases  wherein  it  bath  been 
heretofore  otherwise  used  and  practised,  the  parties  have  a  right  to 
n  trial  by  jury  ;  and  this  right  sball  be  deemed  sacred  and  inviola- 
ble; but  the  Legislature  may,  by  the  Constitution,  be  empowered  to 
make  such  regulations  as  will  prevent  parties  from  having  as  many 
trials  by  jury,  in  the  same  suit  or  aetwn,  as  hath  been  heretofore 
allowed  and  proetiscd,  and  to  extend  the  rivil  jurisdiction  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  to  the  trials  of  suits  where  the  sum  demanded  in 
damages  doth  not  exceed  fuur  pounds,  saving  the  right  of  appeal  to 
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either  party.  But  no  such  regulations  sliall  take  away  the  right  of 
trial  by  jury,  in  any  case  not  in  this  article  before  excepted,  unless 
in  cases  respecting  mariners*  wages. 

21.  In  order  to  reap  the  fullest  adyantaffe  of  the  inestimable  pri- 
vilege of  the  trial  by  jury,  rreat  care  ought  to  be  taken  that  none 
but  qualified  persons  should  he  appointed  to  serve ;  and  such  ought 
to  be  fully  compensated  for  their  travel,  time,  and  attendance. 

22.  The  liberty  of  ike  press  is  essential  to  the  security  of  freedom 
in  a  State ;  it  ought,  therefore,  to  be  inviolably  preserved. 

23.  Retrospective  laws  are  highly  injurious,  oppressive,  and  un- 
just No  such  laws,  therefore,  should  be  made,  either  for  the  de- 
cision of  civil  causes,  or  the  punishment  of  offences. 

24.  A  well  regulated  militia  is  the  proper,  natural,  and  sure  de- 
fense of  a  State. 

25.  Standing  armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought  not  to 
be  raised,  or  kept  up,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature. 

26.  In  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  the  military  ought  to  be  under 
strict  subordination  to,  and  governed  by  the  civil  power. 

27.  Xo  soldier,  in  time  of  peace,  shall  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  and  in  time  of  war,  such  quarters 
ought  not  to  be  made  but  by  the  civil  magistrate,  in  a  manner  or- 
dained by  the  Legislature. 

28.  No  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost,  or  duty  shall  be  established, 
fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  people,  or  their  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  or 
authority  derived  from  that  body. 

29.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execution  of  them, 
ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  authority 
derived  therefrom,  to  be  exercised  in  such  particular  cases  only  as 
the  Legislature  shall  expressly  provide  for. 

30.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech,  and  debate,  in  either 
house  of  the  Legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the  rights  of  the  people, 
that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of  any  action,  complaint,  or  prose- 
cution, in  any  other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

31.  The  Legislature  shall  assemble  for  the  redress  of  public  griev- 
ances, and  for  making  such  laws  as  the  public  good  may  require. 

32.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peaceable  manner, 
to  assemble  and  consult  upon  the  public  good,  eive  instructions  to 
their  representatives,  and  to  renuest  of  the  legislative  body,  by  way 
of  petition  or  remonstrance,  redress  of  the  wrongs  done  them,  and 
of  the  grievances  they  suffer. 

33.  No  magistrate  or  court  of  law  shall  demand  excessive  bail  or 
sureties,  impose  excessive  fines,  or  inflict  cruel  or  unusual  punish- 
ments. 

34.  No  person  can,  in  any  case,  be  subjected  to  law  martial,  or  to 
may  pains  or  penalties  by  virtue  of  that  law,  exoept  those  employed 
in  the  army  or  navy,  and  except  the  militia  in  aetnal  service,  but  by 
anthorit J  of  the  L^islature. 
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35.  It  iB  essential  to  tbe  preserration  of  the  rights  of  ewerj  in- 
dividnal,  his  life,  liberty,  property,  and  character,  that  there  be  an 
impartial  interpretation  of  the  laws  and  administration  ti  jnstiee. 
It  is  the  ri^ht  of  every  citizen  to  be  tried  by  judges  as  impartial  as 
the  lot  of  humanity  will  admit  It  is  therefore  not  only  the  best 
policy,  bnt  for  the  secarity  of  the  rights  of  the  people,  that  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  should  hold  their  offices  so 
long  as  they  behave  well ;  sulijcct)  however,  to  such  limitations,  on 
account  of  age,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State : 
and  that  they  should  have  honorable  salaries,  ascertained  and  estab- 
lished by  standing  laws. 

36.  Economy  being  a  most  essential  virtue  in  all  states,  especially 
in  a  young  one,  no  pension  shall  be  granted  but  in  consideration  <^ 
actual  services ;  and  such  pensions  ought  to  be  granted  with  great 
caution  by  the  Legislature,  and  never  for  more  than  one  year  at  a 
time. 

37.  In  the  government  of  this  State,  the  three  essential  powers 
thereof,  to  wit,  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial,  ought  to  be 
kept  as  separate  from,  and  independent  of  each  other,  as  the  nature 
of  a  free  government  will  admit,  or  as  is  consistent  with  that  chain 
of  connection  that  binds  the  whole  fabric  of  the  Constitution  in  one 
indissoluble  bond  of  unity  and  amity. 

38.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence  to  justice,  moderation,  tem- 
perance, industry,  frugality,  and  all  the  social  virtues,  are  indispen- 
sably necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of  liberty  and  good  gov- 
ernment ;  the  people  ought,  therefore,  to  have  a  particular  regard  to 
all  those  principles  in  the  choice  of  their  officers  and  representatives : 
And  they  have  a  right  to  require  of  their  lawgivers  and  magistrates 
an  exact  and  constant  observance  of  them  in  the  formation  and 
execution  of  the  laws  necessary  for  the  good  administration  of  the 
government 

PART  II. 

Form  of  Government, 

The  people  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the  province 
of  New  Hampshire,  do  hereby  solemnly  and  mutually  agree  with 
each  other  to  form  themselves  into  a  free,  sovereign,  and  indepen- 
dent body  politic,  or  State,  by  the  name  of  the  iS^  of  New  Hamp- 
ihire. 

Oeneral  Court, 

The  supreme  legislative  power,  within  this  State,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives,  each  of  which  shall 
have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  Senate  and  House  shall  assemble  every  year  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June— and  at  such  other  times  as  ti^ey  may  judge 
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neressirj :  aod  shall  dissolTe,  and  be  dissdlved,  Kven  days  next 
preceding  the  sud  first  Wednesday  in  June ;  and  shall  be  styled 
TV  G^itral  Court  ef  AVir  Hamptkire. 

The  General  Court  shall  forerer  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
erect  and  eonstitute  jndicatories  and  courts  of  record,  or  other 
courts,  to  be  holden  in  the  name  of  the  State,  for  the  hearing,  trying, 
and  determining  all  manner  of  crimes,  offences,  pleas,  processes, 

E'nts.  actions,  caoses,  matters,  and  things  whatsocTcr,  arising  or 
pening  within  this  State,  or  between  or  concerning  persons  in* 
iting  or  residing,  or  brought  within  the  same,  whether  the  same 
be  criminal  or  civil,  or  whether  the  crimes  be  capital  or  not  capital, 
and  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal,  or  mixed ;  and  for 
awarding  and  issuing  execution  thereon.  To  which  courts  and  judi- 
catories, are  hereby  giren  and  granted,  fall  power  and  authority, 
from  time  to  time,  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations,  for  the  better 
discorery  of  truth  in  any  matter  in  controyersy,  or  depending  befbro 
them. 

And  fiulher,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  ciyen  and 
granted  to  the  said  General  Court,  from  time  to  time,  to  mi£e,  ordain, 
and  establish  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  orders,  laws, 
statutes,  ordinances,  directions,  and  instructions,  either  with  penal- 
ties, or  without,  so  as  the  same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to  this 
Constitution,  as  they  may  judge  for  the  benefit  and  welfare  of  this 
State,  and  for  the  goyeming  and  ordering  thereof;  and  of  the 
citizens  of  the  same,  for  the  necessary  support  and  defense  of  the 
goremment  thereof ;  and  to  name  and  settle  annuaUy,  or  provide 
by  fixed  laws  for  the  naming  and  settling  all  civil  officers  within 
this  State ;  such  officers  excepted,  the  election  and  appointment  of 
whom  are  hereafter  in  this  form  of  government  otherwise  provided 
for;  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties,  powers,  and  limits >of  the 
several  civil  and  military  officers  of  this  State,  and  the  forms  of 
such  oaths  or  affirmations  as  shall  be  respectively  administered  unto 
them,  for  the  execution  of  their  several  offices  and  places,  so  as  the 
same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to  this  Constitution  ;  and  also 
to  impose  fines,  mulcts,  imprisonments,  and  other  punishments ; 
and  to  impose  and  levy  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments, 
rates,  and  taxes  upon  all  the  inhabitants  ot^  and  residents  within,  the 
said  State ;  and  upon  all  estates  within  the  same ;  to  be  issued  and 
disposed  of  by  warrant,  under  the  hand  of  the  Governor  of  this 
State  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
for  the  public  service,  in  the  necessary  defense  and  support  of  the 
Government  of  this  State,  and  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  citizens  thereof,  according  to  such  acts  as  are,  or  shall  be,  in 
force  within  the  same. 

And  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates  in  the  manner  that  has  been 
heroCoforepractised,  in  order  Uiat  such  assessments  may  bo  made 
with  equality,  there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  the  estates,  within  the 


State,  taken  anew  onoe  in  evory  five  years  at  lenst,  ond  us  much 
oftenor  aa  the  Oenernl  Court  enall  order. 

No  member  of  the  General  Court  shall  take  fees,  be  of  coutiBcl  or 
act  OS  advocate,  in  any  eause  before  either  brsnuh  of  the  LegislatiuY ; 
and  upon  due  proof  thereof,  such  member  shall  forfeit  tia  seat  in 
tho  Logisloture. 

The  doors  of  the  galleries  of  each  house  of  the  Legislature  shnll 
he  kept  open  to  all  persona  who  liehavc  decently,  except  when  ihu 
irclGkre  of  the  State,  in  the  opinion  of  cither  branch,  shall  rcqulru 
Bocreey. 

The  Senate  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  from  the  first  Wednesday  in  June  nest  ensuing 
thi^ir  election. 

And  that  the  State  may  he  equally  represented  in  the  Senate,  the 
TjCgislatnro  shall,  from  time  to  time,  divide  the  State  int^  tweWe 
districts,  as  nearly  equal  as  may  he  without  dividing  towns  and  nn- 
incorporated  places  ;  and  in  makiog  this  division,  they  shall  govern 
themselves  hy  the  proportion  of  public  taxes  paid  by  tho  said  dis- 
tricts, and  timely  make  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  the 
limits  of  each  district. 

The  freeholders  and  other  inhabitants  of  each  district,  qualified 
ns  in  this  Constitution  is  provided,  shall  annually  give  in  their  rote* 
for  a  senator,  at  some  meeting  holden  in  the  month  of  March. 

The  Senate  shall  be  the  first  branch  of  the  Legislature :  and  the 
conators  shall  he  chosen  in  the  following  manner,  vii. :  Every  male 
inhabitant  of  each  town,  and  parish  with  town  privileges,  and  places 
uninoorp orated,  in  this  State,  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  up- 
wards, excepting  paupers,  and  persons  excused  from  payinc  taxes  at 
their  own  request,  shall  have  a  right  at  the  annual  or  other  meet* 
ing5  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  towns  and  parishes,  to  be  duly  warn- 
ed and  holden  annually  forever  in  the  mouth  of  March,  to  vote  in 
the  town  or  parish  whereiu  be  dwells,  fur  the  senators  of  the  county 
or  district  whereof  he  is  a  member. 

Prodded,  nevertheUM,  That  no  person  shall  ho  capable  of  being 
olectcd  a  senator,  who  is  not  seix«d  of  a  freehold  estate,  in  his  own 
right,  of  the  voloo  of  two  hundred  pounds,  lying  within  this  State, 
who  IS  not  of  the  age  of  thirty  yoars,  and  who  shaU  not  have  been 
an  inhabitant  of  this  State  for  seven  years  immediatclv  preceding 
his  election,  and  at  tho  lime  thereof  he  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
district  for  which  he  shall  he  chosen. 

And  every  person,  qualified  as  the  Constitutiw  provides,  shall  be 
A^nsidorod  an  inhabitant  for  tbc  purpose  of  sleeting  oud  being 
elected  into  any  office  or  place  within  this  Slate,  in  the  town,  parish, 
Dud  planltttion  whore  he  dwelletli  and  hath  bis  home. 

And  the  inhabitants  of  plantations  and  places  unincorporated, 
qualified  OS  thia  ConsUtudon  provides,  who  are  or  shall  be  required 
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to  assess  taxes  upon  themselves  towards  the  support  of  goyernmcnt, 
or  shall  be  taxed  therefor,  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  voting 
for  senators  in  the  plantations  and  places  wherein  they  reside,  as 
the  inhabitants  of  the  respective  towns  and  parishes  aforesaid  have. 
And  the  meeting  of  such  plantations  and  places  for  that  purposu 
shall  be  holdcn  annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  at  such  places  re- 
spectively therein  as  the  assessors  thereof  shall  direct ;  which  as- 
sessors shall  have  like  authority  for  notifying  the  electors,  collecting 
and  returning  the  votes,  as  the  selectmen  and  town  clerks  have  in 
their  several  towns  by  this  Constitution.  <• 

The  meetings  for  the  choice  of  Governor,  Council  and  senators 
shall  be  warned,  by  warrant,  from  the  selectmen,  and  governed  by 
ft  moderator,  who  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  selectmen,  (whoso 
duty  it  shall  be  to  attend,)  in  open  meeting,  receive  the  votes  of  all 
the  inhabitants  of  such  towns  and  parishes  present,  and  qualified  to 
vote  for  senators ;  and  shall,  in  said  meetings,  in  presence  of  the 
said  selectmen  and  of  the  town  clerk,  in  said  meeting,  sort  and  count 
the  said  votes,  and  make  a  public  declaration  thereof^  with  the  name 
of  every  person  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  for  each  person  : 
ftnd  the  town  clerk  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  same  at  large,  in 
the  town  book,  and  shall  make  out  a  fair  attested  copy  thereof,  to  be 
by  him  sealed  up  and  directed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  with  a 
superscription  expressing  the  purport  thereof:  and  the  said  town 
clerk  shall  cause  such  attested  copy  to  be  delivered  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  in  which  such  town  or  parish  shall  lie,  forty  days  at 
least  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  June ;  or  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  said  first  Wednesday  in 
June  ;  and  the  sheriff  of  each  county,  or  his  deputy,  shall  deliver 
all  such  certificates  by  him  received,  into  the  Secretary's  office,  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  June. 

^  And  that  there  may  be  a  due  meeting  of  senators  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June  annually,  the  Governor  and  the  majority  of  the 
Council  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  examine  the 
returned  copies  of  such  records,  and,  fourteen  days  before  the  said 
first  Wednesday  in  June,  he  shall  issue  his  summons  to  such  per- 
sons as  appear  to  be  chosen  senators  by  a  majority  of  votes,  to  at- 
tend and  take  their  seats  on  that  day. 

Provided,  nevertheless^  That  for  the  first  year,  the  said  returned 
copies  shall  be  examined  by  the  President  and  a  majority  of  the 
Council  then  in  office :  and  the  said  President  shall,  in  l^e  man- 
ner, notify  the  persons  elected,  to  attend  and  take  Uieir  seats  ae- 
eordingly. 

And  m  case  there  shall  not  appear  to  be  a  senator  elected  by  a 
majority  of  vote8,%r  any  district,  the  deficiency  shall  be  applied  in 
the  following  manner,  viz. :  The  members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  such  senators  as  shall  be  declared  elected,  shall  take 
the  names  of  the  two  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  in 
the  district,  and  out  of  them  shall  elect  by  joint  ballot  the  senator 
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wanted  for  such  district ;  and  in  this  manner  all  such  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  up  in  every  district  of  the  State ;  and  in  like  manner 
all  vacancies  in  the  Senate,  arising  by  death,  removal  out  of  the 
State,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  as  soon  as  mar  be  after  such 
vacancies  happen. 

The  Senate  shall  be  final  judges  of  the  elections,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  their  own  members,  as  pointed  out  in  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  Senate  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves,  provided 
such  adjournment  domot  exceed  two  days  at  a  time. 

Provided,  rutverihdtss^  That  whenever  they  shall  sit  on  the  trial  of 
any  impeachment,  they  may  adjourn  to  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  think  proper,  although  the  Legislature  be  not  assembled  on 
such  day  or  at  such  place. 

The  Senate  shall  appoint  their  President  and  other  officers,  and 
determine  their  own  rules  of  proceedings :  and  not  less  than  seven 
members  of  this  Senate  shall  make  a  Quorum  for  doing  business ; 
and  when  less  than  eight  senators  shall  oe  present,  the  assent  of  fivo 
at  least  shall  be  necessary  to  render  their  acts  and  proceedings  valid. 

The  Senate  shall  be  a  court,  with  full  power  and  authority  to 
hear,  try,  and  determine,  all  impeachments  made  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  against  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  State,  for  bribery, 
corruption,  malpractice,  or  maladministration  in  office;  with  fcdl 
power  to  issue  summons,  or  compulsory  process,  for  convening  wit- 
nesses before  them,  with  all  necessary  powers  incident  to  a  court  of 
trials ;  but,  previous  to  the  trial  of  any  such  impeachment,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  shall  be  respectively  sworn  truly  and  impartially 
to  try  and  determine  the  charge  and  ouestion,  according  to  evidence. 
And  every  officer,  impeached  fojr  bribery,  corruption,  malpractice, 
or  maladministration  in  office,  shall  bo  served  with  an  attested  copy 
of  the  impeachment  and  order  of  the  Senate  thereon,  with  such  cita- 
tion as  the  Senate  may  direct,  setting  forth  the  time  and  place  of 
their  sitting  to  try  the  impeachment ;  which  service  shall  be  made 
by  the  sheriff,  or  such  other  sworn  officer  as  the  Senate  may  appoint, 
at  least  fourteen  days  previous  to  the  time  of  trial ;  and  such  cita* 
tion  being  duly  served  and  returned,  the  Senate  may  proceed  in 
hearing  of  the  impeachment,  giving  the  person  irapeacned,  if  he 
shall  appear,  full  liberty  of  producing  witnesses  and  proofs,  and  of 
making  his  defense,  by  himself  and  counsel ;  and  may,  also,  upon 
his  refusing  or  neglecting  to  appear,  hear  the  proofs  in  support  of 
the  impeachment,  and  render  judgment  thereon,  his  non-appearance 
notwithstanding ;  and  such  judgment  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  person  impeached  had  appeared  ^d  pleaded  in  the 
trial.  Their  judgment,  however,  shall  not  extena  further  than  re- 
moval from  office,  disqualification  to  hold  or  enjoy  any  place  of 
honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  State ;  but  the  party  so  convicted 
Bhall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  pun- 
ishment according  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 
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Whenever  the  Gt)vernor  shall  be  impeached,  the  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  shall,  during  the  trial,  preside  in  the 
Senate,  but  have  no  vote  therein. 

House  of  Represeniaiives, 

There  shall  be,  in  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  a  representation 
of  the  people,  annually  elected,  and  founded  upon  principles  of 
equality  ;  and  in  order  that  such  representation  may  be  as  equal  as 
circumstances  Trill  admit,  every  town,  parish,  or  place,  entitled  to 
town  privileges,  having  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  male  polls,  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  upwards,  may  elect  one  representative : 
if  four  hundred  and  Mtj  ratable  male  polls,  may  elect  two  represen- 
tatives ;  and  so  proceeding,  in  that  proportion,  make  three  hundred 
such  ratable  polls  the  mean  of  increasing  number,  for  every  addi- 
tional representative. 

Such  towns,  parishes,  or  places,  as  have  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  ratable  polls,  shall  be  classed  by  the  general  assembly,  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  a  representative,  and  seasonably  notified  thereof 
And  in  every  class  formed  for  the  above-mentioned  purpose,  the 
first  annual  meeting  shall  be  hold  in  the  town,  parish,  or  place 
wherein  most  of  the  ratable  polls  reside ;  and  afterwards  in  that 
which  has  the  next  highest  number ;  and  so  on,  annually,  by  rota- 
tion, through  the  several  towns,  parishes,  or  places  forming  the 
dbtrict 

Whenever  any  town,  parish,  or  place  entitled  to  town  privileges, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  not  have  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  and 
be  so  situated  as  to  render  the  classing  thereof  with  any  otner  town, 
parish,  or  place  verv  inconvenient ;  the  general  assembly  may,  upon 
application  of  a  majoritv  of  the  votes  of  such  town,  parish,  or  place, 
issue  a  writ  for  their  selecting  and  sending  a  representative  to  the 
General  Court 

The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  chosen 
annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  and  shall  be  the  second  branch  of 
the  Legislature. 

All  persons  qualified  to  vote  in  the  election  of  senators  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote,  within  the  district  where  they  dwell,  in  the  choice 
of  representatives.  Every  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  and  for  two  years  at  least  next  preceding 
his  election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State ;  shall  have 
an  estate  within  the  district  which  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent, 
of  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds,  one-half  of  which  to  be  a  free- 
hold, whereof  he  is  seized  in  nis  own  right ;  shall  be,  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  he  may  be  chosen  to  repre- 
sent, and  shall  cease  to  represent  such  district  immediately  on  his 
(.^easing  to  be  qualified  as  aforesaid. 

The  members  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  compen- 
sated for  their  services  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State,  by  a  law 
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made  for  that  purpose :  such  members  attending  seasonably,  arnd 
not  departing  without  license.  All  intermediate  vacancies  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  mav  be  filled  up  from  time  to  time,  in 
the  same  manner  as  annual  elections  are  made. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  grand  inquest  of  the 
State ;  and  all  impeachments  made  bj  them  shall  be  heard  and  tried 
by  the  Senate. 

All  money-bills  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  RepresentatiTes ; 
but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments,  as  on  other 
ImUs. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  power  to  adjoom 
themselves,  but  no  longer  than  two  days  at  a  time. 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  doing  business ;  but  when  less  than  two-thirds  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  elected  shall  be  present,  the  assent  of 
two-thirds  of  those  members  shall  be  necessary  to  render  their  acts 
and  proceedings  valid. 

No  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  or  Senate  shall  be 
arrested  or  held  to  bail,  on  mesne  process,  during  his  going  to,  re- 
turn from,  or  attendance  upon  the  court 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  own  Speaker, 
appoint  their  own  officers,  and  settle  the  rules  of  proceedings  in 
their  own  house  ;  and  shall  be  judge  of  the  return,  elections,  and 
qualifications  of  its  members,  as  pointed  out  in  this  Constitution. 
They  shall  have  authority  to  punish,  by  imprisonment,  every  person 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  House  in  its  presence,  by 
any  disorderly  and  contemptuous  behaviour,  or  by  threatening  or 
ill  treating  any  of  its  members ;  or  by  obstructing  its  deliberations ; 
every  person  guilty  of  a  breach  of  its  privileges,  in  making  arrests 
for  debt,  or  by  assaulting  any  member  during  his  attendance  at 
any  session  ;  in  assaulting  or  disturbing  any  one  of  its  officers  in 
the  execution  of  any  order  or  procedure  of  the  House  :  in  assault 
ing  any  witness  or  other  person  ordered  to  attend  by,  and  during 
his  attendance  on,  the  House,  or  in  rescuing  any  person  arrested  by 
order  of  the  House,  knowing  them  to  be  such.  The  Senate,  Got- 
emor,  and  Council  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  like  cases :  pro- 
-  vided  that  no  imprisonment  by  either  for  any  offiance  exceed  ten 
days. 

The  journal  of  the  proceedings,  and  all  the  public  acts  of  both 
houses  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  printed  and  published  immedi- 
ately after  every  adjournment  or  prorogation ;  and  upon  motion 
maae  by  any  one  member,  the  yeas  and  nays  upon  any  question 
shall  be  entered  in  the  journals :  and  any  member  of  the  Senate  or 
House  of  Representatives  shall  have  a  right,  on  motion  made  at  the 
time  for  that  purpose,  to  have  his  protest  or  dissent,  with  the  rea- 
sons, against  any  vote,  resolve,  or  bill  passed,  entered  on  the  jour- 
nals. 
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Executive  pou-eh. —  Gowrmor. 

Tbe  Goremor  shall  be  chosen  anniudlT.  in  the  month  of  March : 
and  the  rotes  for  GoTemor  shall  be  receiTed*  counted*  certified,  and 
returned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  rotes  for  senators :  and  the 
Secretary  shall  lav  the  same  before  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatires  on  the  first  Wednesdar  in  June,  to  be  by  them  examined : 
and  in  case  of  an  election  by  a  majority  of  votes  through  the  State, 
the  choice  shall  be  by  them  declared  %nd  published. 

And  the  4ualifications  of  electors  of  the  CrOTemor  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  for  senators  :  and  if  no  person  shall  hafe  a  majority 
of  rotes,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall,  bv  joint 
ballot,  elect  one  of  the  two  persons  having  the  highest  number  of 
rotes,  who  shall  be  declared  Governor. 

And  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  this  office  unless,  at  the  time 
of  his  election,  he  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  for 
seven  years  next  preceding,  and  unless  he  shall  be  of  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  and  unless  he  shall,  at  the  same  time,  have  an  estate 
of  the  value  of  five  hundred  pounds.  one<half  of  which  shall  consist 
of  a  freehold,  in  his  own  right,  within  the  State. 

In  eases  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  with  regard  to 
the  time  or  place  of  adjournment  or  prorogation,  the  Governor,  with 
advise  of  Council,  shall  have  a  right  to  adjourn  or  prorogue  the  Ge- 
neral Court,  not  exceeding  ninety  days  at  any  one  time,  as  he  may 
determine  the  public  good  may  require,  to  meet  at  the  place  where 
the  General  Court  shall  be  at  that  time  sitting ;  and  he  shall  dis- 
solve the  same  seven  days  before  the  said  first  Wednesday  in  June. 

And.*  in  case  of  any  infections  distemper  prevailing  in  the  place 
where  the  said  Court  at  any  time  is  to  convene,  or  any  other  cause 
whereby  danger  may  arise  to  the  health  or  lives  of  the  mcml)er8 
from  their  attendance^  the  Governor  may  direct  the  session  to  bo 
holden  at  some  other,  the  most  convenient  place  within  the  State. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the  General 
Court  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor : 
if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with 
his  objections,  to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to 
reconsider  it ;  if,  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that  house 
shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  such  objec- 
tions, to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered, 
and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house,  shall  become  a  law.  Rut 
in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  bo  determined  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  or  against 
the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively. 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  five  days 
(Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the 
same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the

Legislature  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case 
it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  resolve  shall  be  presented  to  the  Grovemor,  and  before  the 
same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disap- 
proved by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  the  Senate  and  Honse  of  Rcpre* 
sentatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the 
case  of  a  bill.- 

All  judicial  officers,  the  Attorney-general,  solicitors,  all  sherifii, 
coroners,  registers  of  probate,  and  all  officers  of  the  navy,  and  gene- 
ral and  field-officers  of  the  miKtia,  shall  be  nominated  and  appoint- 
ed by  the  Governor  and  Council ;  and  every  such  nt»mination 
shall  be  made  at  least  three  days  prior  to  such  appointment :  and 
no  appointment  shall  take  pla(^  unless  a  majority  of  the  Coun- 
cil agree  thereto.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall  nave  a  negative 
on  each  other,  both  in  the  nominations  and  appointments.  Everv 
nomination  and  appointment  shall  be  signed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council,  and  every  negative  shall  also  be  signed  by  the  Governor  or 
Council  who  made  the  same. 

The  captains  and  subalterns,  in  the  respective  regiments,  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  field-officers,  and,  if  approved  by  the  Gk>vernor, 
shall  be  appointed  by  him. 

Whenever  the  chair  of  the  Governor  shall  become  vacant,  by  rea- 
son of  his  death,  absence  from  the  State,  or  otherwise,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shall,  during  such  vacancy,  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  authorities  which,  by  this  Constitution,  the  Governor  is 
vested  with,  when  personally  present ;  but  when  thie  President  of 
the  Senate  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Governor,  he  shall  not  hold 
his  office  in  the  Senate. 

The  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  Council,  shall  have  ful>  power 
and  authority,  in  the  recess  of  the  Gi}neral  Court,  to  prorogue  the 
same  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  in  any  one  re- 
cess of  said  Court ;  and  during  the  session  of  said  Court,  to  adjourn 
or  prorogue  it  to  any  time  the  two  houses  may  desire,  and  to  call  it 
together  sooner  than  the  time  to  which  it  may  be  adjourned  or  pro- 
rogued, if  the  welfare  of  the  State  should  require  the  same. 

The  Governor  of  this  State  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  command- 
er-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  all  the  military  forces  of  this 
State,  by  sea  and  land;  and  shiul  have  full  power,  by  himself  or  by 
any  chief  commander,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  from  time  to  time, 
to  train,  instruct,  exercise,  and  govern  the  militia  and  navy ;  and 
for  the  special  defense  and  safety  of  this  State,  to  assemble  in  mar- 
tial array,  and  put  in  warlike  posture,  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
to  lead  and  conduct  them,  and  with  them  encounter,  repulse,  repel, 
resist,  and  pursue,  by  force  of  arms,  as  well  by  sea  as  by  land,  with- 
in and  without  the  limits  of  this  State ;  and  also  to  kill,  slay,  de* 
stroy  if  necessary,  and  conquer  by  all  fitting  ways,  enterprise,  and 
means,  all  and  every  such  person  and  persons  as  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  in  a  hostife  manner  attempt  or  enterprise  the  destruction, 
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inrarion,  detriment,  or  umoyaiice  of  this  State ;  and  to  use  and 
ttereise  over  the  anny  and  naTy,  and  over  the  militia  in  actual  scr- 
TioOy  the  law  martial,  in  time  of  war,  iuTasion,  and  also  in  rebellion, 
dedarod  by  the  Legialatara  to  exist,  as  occasion  shall  necessarily 
reqvire.  And  surprise,  by  all  ways  and  means  whatsoever,  all  and 
erory  such  person  or  persons,  with  tiieir  ships,  arms,  ammunition, 
and  other  goods,  as  shall  in  a  hostile  manner  invade,  or  attempt  the 
invading,  conquering,  or  annoying  this  State:  And,  in  fine,  the 
Governor  is  hereby  entrusted  with  all  other  powers  incident  to  the 
office  of  captain-general  and  commander-in-chief,  and  admiral,  to  bo 
exercised  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Constitution, 
and  the  laws  of  the  land :  Provided,  that  the  €U)vernor  shall  not  at 
any  time  hereafter,  by  virtue  of  any  power  by  this  Constitution 
granted,  or  hereafter  to  be  granted  to  him  by  the  Legislature,  trans- 
port anv  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State,  or  oblige  them  to  march 
out  of  the  limits  of  the  same,  without  their  free  and  voluntary  con- 
sent, or  the  consent  of  the  General  Court,  nor  grant  commissions 
for  exercising  the  law  martial  in  any  case,  without  the  advice  and 
oonsent  of  the  Council 

/  The  power  of  pardoning  offences,  except  such  persons  as  may  bo 
/convicted  of  before  the  Senate,  by  impeachment  of  the  House,  shall 
/  be  in  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council :  but  no 
I  charter  of  pardon  granted  by  the  Governor,  with  advice  of  Council, 
{  before  conviction,  snail  avail  the  party  pleading  the  same,  notwith- 
'.  standing  any  general  and  particular  expressions  contained  therein, 
\  descriptive  5f  the  offence  or  offences  intended  to  be  pardoned. 

No  officer  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the  militia  shall  bo 
removed  firom  his  office,  but  by  the  address  of  both  houses  to  the 
Governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of 
the  State  for  the  time  being. 

The  commanding  officers  of  the  regiments  shall  appoint  their  ad- 
jutants and  quartermasters ;  the  brigadiers,  their  brigade-major ; 
Uie  major-generals,  their  aids ;  the  captains  and  subaltems,  their 
non-commissioned  officers. 

Tho  Governor  and  Council  shall  appoint  all  officers  of  the  conti- 
nental army,  whom,  by  the  confederation  of  the  United  States,  it  is 
provided  that  this  State  shall  appoint ;  as  also  all  officers  of  forts 
and  garrisons. 

The  division  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments,  and  compa- 
nies, made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in  force,  shall  bo 
considered  as  the  proper  division  of  the  militia  of  this  State,  until 
the  same  shall  be  altered  by  some  future  law. 

No  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State,  and 
disposed  ofl  except  such  sums  as  may  be  appropriated  for  the  re- 
demption of  bills  of  credit,  or  treasurer's  notes,  or  for  the  payment 
of  interest  arising  thereon,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council,  for  the  necessary  support  and  defense  of  this  State,  and 
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for  the  necessary  protection  and  preserration  of  the  inhabitmts 
thereof,  agreeably  to  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the  General  Court 

All  pablic  bcMrds,  the  comniissary-gencraL  all  superintending 
officers  of  public  magazines  and  stores  belonging  to  this  State, 
and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons  within  the  same, 
shalL  once  in  every  three  months,  officially  and  without  requisition, 
and  at  other  times  when  required  by  the  Goremor,  deliver  to  him 
an  account  of  all  goods,  stores,  provisions,  ammunition,  eannon,  with 
their  appendages,  and  small  arms,  with  their  accoutrements,  and  o£ 
all  other  public  property  under  their  care  respectively  ;  distinguish- 
ing the  quantity  and  kind  of  each,  as  particularly  as  may  be :  to- 
gether with  the  condition  of  such  forts  and  garrisons  ;  and  the  com- 
manding officer  shall  exhibit  to  the  Crovemor,  when  required  by 
him,  true  and  exact  plans  of  such  forts,  and  of  the  land  and  sea,  or 
harbor  or  harbors  adjacent 

The  Governor  and  Council  shall  be  compensated  for  their  serri- 
ees,  from  time  to  time,  by  such  grants  as  the  General  Court  shall 
think  reasonable. 

Permanent  and  honorable  salaries  shall  be  established  by  law  for 
the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 

CouncU. 

There  shall  be  annually  elected,  by  ballot,  five  counselors,  for  ad- 
vising the  Governor  in  the  executive  part  of  the  government  The 
freeholders  and  other  inhabitants,  in  each  county,  qualified  to  vote 
for  senators,  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  March,  give  in  their 
votes  for  one  counselor ;  which  votes  shall  be  received,  sorted,  counted, 
certified,  and  returned  to  the  secretary's  office,  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  votes  for  senators,  to  be  by  the  Secretary  laid  before  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  June. 

And  the  person  having  a  majority  of  votes  in  any  county  shall  be 
considered  as  duly  elected  a  counselor  ;  but  if  no  person  shall  have 
a  majority  of  votes  in  any  county,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  take  the  names  of  the  two  persons  who  have  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  each  county  and  not  elected,  and  out  of 
those  two  shall  elect,  by  joint  ballot,  the  counselor  wanted  for  such 
eounty. 

Prorided^  nevertheless^  That  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being 
elected  a  counselor  who  has  not  an  estate  of  the  value  of  five  hun- 
dred pounds  within  this  State,  three  hundred  pounds  of  which  (or 
more)  shall  be  a  freehold  in  his  own  right,  and  who  is  not  thirty 
years  of  age ;  and  who  shall  not  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State  for  seven  years  immediately  preceding  his  election  ;  and  at  the 
time  of  his  election  an  inhabitant  of  the  county  in  which  he  is  elected. 

The  Secretary  shall,  annually,  seventeen  days  before  the  first 
Wednesday  in  tJune,  give  notice  of  the  choice  of  persons  elected. 

If  any  person  shall  be  elected  Governor,  or  member  of  either 
>ranch  of  the  Legislatae,  and  shall  not  accept  the  trust ;  or  if  any

The  Legi^Iitare  may.  if  the  pnblie  good  shall  hereafter  Twiuire  it* 
divide  the  State  into  fire  di>tnot5  as  nearly  eoual  as  may  K\  ^^>v* 
emia^  themselve?  by  the  cumber  of  ratable  p^m*.  and  pr\>|vrtivm  of 
pablio  taxes :  eaeh  district  to  eleet  a  coanselor :  and  in  case  of  such 
diTifion.  the  manner  of  the  choice  shall  be  conformable  to  the  pret^« 
ent  mode  of  election  in  conntie^s 

And  whereas  the  elections  appointed  to  be  made  by  this  roustitu- 
tion  CO  the  first  Wednesday  of  Jnne  annually «  by  the  twohoii^^\>f 
the  Legislature,  maj^nol  be  completed  on  that  dav,  the  said  eUv* 
tions  may  be  adjonnied  firom  day  to  day,  until  tLe  same  may  U> 
completed  ;  and  the  order  of  the  elections  shall  be  as  follows ;  the 
racancies  in  the  Senate,  if  any,  shall  be  first  filled  up ;  the  iiowruor 
■hall  then  be  elected,  provided  there  shall  be  no  choice  of  him  by 
the  people :  and  afterwards  the  two  houses  shall  proceed  to  fill  up 
the  vacancy,  if  any.  in  the  Council 

Secrdary^  Treasurer^  ComMUMfy-Gtntral,  ifc. 

The  Secretary.  Treasurer,  and  Commissary-General  shall  bo  chosen 
by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representatives  assembled  in  one 
room. 

The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  in  the  offict^  of  the  Socro* 
tary,  and  he  shall  attend  the  Governor  and  Council,  the  SiMiato  and 
representatives,  in  person,  or  by  deputy,  as  they  may  nsjuiro. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall^  at  all  times,  have  a  deputy,  to  Ih>  by 
him  appointed ;  for  whose  conduct  in  office  he  shall  l>e  n'S|K>nsililo. 
And  in  case  of  the  death,  removal,  or  inability  of  the  Stvretarv,  his 
deputy  shall  exercise  all  the  duties  of  the  office  of  S(H*n*tary  of  this 
State,  until  another  shall  be  appointed.  The  Secreturv,  U^foro  ha 
enters  upon  the  business  of  his  offioe,  shall  give  bond,  with  suffioiont 
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Gnrotii'R,  ill  a  ri-'U£Diiablo  Bom,  fur  the  use  of  tlie  Stat«,  for  the  pooo- 

tutkl  p«rfornuiiico  of  his  trast. 

Coardy  Treafurer,  t^. 

The  county  treasurers,  and  registers  of  deeds,  shall  be  elected  bj 
the  inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  in  the  several  conntics  tn  tbe 
State,  according  to  the  method  now  practised,  nnd  the  lawi  of  the 
State. 

Provided,  neverthdess,  The  Legislature  shall  have  authority  to  »ltCT 
tbe  manner  of  certifying  the  votes,  and  the  mode  of  electing  thow 
officers  ;  but  not  so  as  to  deprive  the  people  of  tbe  right  they  nqw 
have  of  electing  them. 

And  the  Legislature,  on  the  application  of  tbe  major  part  of  tho 
inhabitants  of  any  county,  shall  have  authority  to  divide  the  t«m« 
into  two  districts  fur  registering  deeds,  if  to  them  it  shall  appnr 
necessary,  each  district  to  elect  a  register  of  deeds ;  and  before  they 
enter  upon  the  business  of  their  office,  shall  be  roKpectively  sworn 
faithfully  to  discbarge  the  duties  thereof,  and  shall  severally  givs 
bonds,  with  sufficient  sureties,  in  n  reasonable  soiu,  for  the  use  of 
tho  county,  for  the  pnnctual  performance  of  their  respective  trusU 

Judiciary  Power, 

The  tenure  that  all  commissioned  officers  shall  have  by  law  in 
their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective  eommissions — all 
judicial  olficerB,  dulyAppointed,  commissioned,  and  sworn,  shall  hold 
their  ofEcGs  dnring  good  behaviour,  excepting  those  concerning 
whom  there  is  a  different  provision  made  in  this  Constitution  ;  Pr«- 
vided,  Hr.vertMcM,  the  Governor,  with  consent  of  Council,  may  re- 
move Ihera  upon  the  address  of  both  houses  of  tho  Lcgislatore. 

Each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  the  Governor  and 
Council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  tho  opinions  of  tho  justicos 
of  tho  Superior  Court,  upon  important  questions  of  law,  and  upon 
solemn  occasions, 

In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the  long  conlinuanoo 
in  place  of  any  justice  of  tho  peace,  who  shall  fail  in  discharging  the 
important  duties  of  his  office  with  ability  and  fidelity,  all  commis- 
dlons  of  justices  of  the  peace  eball  become  void  at  the  expiration  of 
five  years  from  their  respectl^^e  dates ;  and  upon  the  expiration  of 
any  commission,  the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be  renewed,  or  another 

Ecrson  appointod,  as  shall  most  oonduee  to  the  well  being  of  tbe 
tato. 

All  causes  of  marriage,  divorce,  and  alimony,  and  all  appeals  from 
the  respective  judges  of  probate,  shall  be  heard  and  tried  by  the 
Superior  Court  until  tbe  Legislature  shall  by  law  make  other  pro- 
Ttsions. 

The  Qeneral  Court  is  empowered  to  give  to  justices  of  the  peaoe 
Joriadiotion  in  civil  canses,  when  the  damages  demanded  shall  not 
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exceed  foMT  pounds^  and  the  title  of  real  estate  is  not  concerned ;  bat 
with  right  of  appeal  to  either  party  to  some  other  court,  so  that  a 
trial  by  jury  in  the  last  resort  may  be  had. 

No  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  a  judge  in  any  court  or  judge 
of  probate,  or  sheriff  of  any  county,  after  he  has  attained  tlie  age  of 
aeventy  years. 

No  judge  of  any  court,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  act  as  an 
attorney,  or  be  of  counsel  to  any  party,  or  originate  any  civil  suit, 
in  matters  which  shall  come  or  be  brought  before  him  as  judge,  or 
justice  of  the  peace. 

All  matters  relating  to  the  probate  of  wills,  and  granting  letters 
of  administration,  shall  be  exercised  by  the  judges  of  probate,  in 
such  manner  as  the  Legislature  have  directed,  or  may  hereafter 
direct ;  and  the  judges  of  probate  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such 
place  or  places,  on  such  fixed  days  as  the  conveniency  of  the  people 
may  require,  and  the  Legislature  from  time  to  time  appoint 

No  judge  or  register  of  probate  shall  be  of  counsel,  act  as  advo- 
cate, or  receive  anv  fees  as  advocate  or  counsel,  in  any  probate  busi- 
ness which  is  pending,  or  may  be  brought  into  any  court  of  probate 
in  the  county  of  which  he  is  judge  or  register. 

Clerks  of  Courts.  * 

The  judges  of  the  courts  (those  of  the  probate  excepted,)  shall 
appoint  their  respective  clerks,  to  hold  their  office  during  pleasure ; 
and  no  such  clerks  shall  act  as  an  attorney,  or  be  of  counsel,  in  any 
cause  in  the  court  of  which  he  is  clerk,  nor  shall  he  draw  any  wnt 
originating  a  civil  action. 

Encouragement  of  Liierature^  4^. 

Knowledge  and  learning,  generally  di£fused  through  a  community, 
being  essential  to  the  preservation  of  a  free  government ;  and  spread- 
ing the  opportunities  and  advantages  of  education  through  the  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  country,  being  highly  conducive  to  promote  this 
end :  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislators  and  magistrates,  in  all 
future  periods  of  this  government,  to  cherish  the  interests  of  litera- 
ture and  the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  and  public  schools,  to  en- 
courage private  and  public  institutions,  rewards,  and  immunities  for 
the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades,  man- 
ufactures, and  natural  history  of  the  country ;  to  countenance  and 
inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  general  benevolence,  pub- 
lic and  private  charity,  industry  and  economy,  honesty  and  punctu- 
ality, sincerity,  sobriety,  and  all  social  affections  and  generous  sen- 
timents among  the  people. 

Oaik  and  subscriptions ;  exclusion  from  offices ;  commissions ;  writs  ; 
confirmation  of  lates;  habeas  corpus;  the  enacting  style;  continu- 
ance of  officers  ;  provision  for  a  future  revision  of  the  Constitution^  4*^. 

Any  peraon  choflen  Governor,  joounselor,  senator,  or  representa- 
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tiye,  military  or  civil  officer  (town  officers  excepted),  accepting  the 
trust,  shall,  before  he  proceeds  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  office, 
make  and  subscribe  the  following  declaration,  yiz. : 

I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear,  that  I  will  bear  feith  and  true  alle- 
giance to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  will  support  the  Con- 
stitution thereof.     So  help  me  God. 

I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  swear  and  affirm,  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties 

incumbent  on  mo  as accprding  to  the  best  of  my 

abilities,  a^eeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  So  help  me 
God. 

Any  person  having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  allegiance, 
and  the  same  being  filed  in  the  Secretary's  office,  he  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  take  said  oath  again. 

Provided  always,  When  any  person  chosen  or  appointed  as  afore- 
said, shall  bo  of  the  denomination  called  Quakers,  or  shall  be  scru- 
pulous of  swearing,  and  shall  decline  taking  the  said  oaths,  such 
shall  take  and  subscribe  them,  omitting  the  word  suoear,  and  like- 
wise the  words  so  help  me  God,  subjoining,  instead  thereof,  this  I  do 
utider  the  pains  and  perudties  of  perjury. 

And  the  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  by 
the  Governor,  before  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  presence  of 
both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  by  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives first  elected  under  this  Constitution,  as  altered  and  amended, 
before  the  President  of  the  State,  and  a  majority  of  the  Council 
then  in  office,  and  forever  afterwards  before  the  Governor  and 
Council  for  the  time  being ;  and  by  all  other  officers,  before  such 
persons,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  shall  from  time  to 
time  appoint 

All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, signed  by  the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  or  his 
deputy,  and  shall  have  the  great  seal  of  the  State  affixed  thereto. 

All  writs  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire ;  shall  be 
under  the  seal  of  the  court  whence  they  issue,  and  bear  test  of  the 
chief,  first,  or  senior  justice  of  the  court ;  but  when  such  justice 
shall  be  interested,  then  the  writ  shall  bear  test  of  some  other  jus- 
tice of  the  court,  to  which  the  same  shall  be  returnable ;  and  shall 
bo  siffncd  by  the  clerk  of  such  court. 

All  indictments,  presentments,  and  informations  shall  conclude 
against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State. 

The  estate  of  such  persons  as  may  destroy  their  own  lives  shall 
not  for  that  offence  be  forfeited,  but  descend  or  ascend  in  the  same 
manner  aa  if  such  persona  had  died  in  a  natural  way.    Nor  shall 
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any  article  whieli  shall  aocidentallj  occasion  the  death  of  any  per- 
son, be  henceforth  deemed  a  deodand,  or  in  any  wise  forfeited  on 
account  of  such  misfortune. 

All  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted,  used,  and  ap- 
proved in  the  Province,  Colony,  or  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
usually  practised  on  in  courts  of  law,  shall  remain  and  be  in  full 
force  until  altered  and  repealed  by  the  Legidature:  such  parts 
thereof  only  excepted  as  are  repugnant  to  the  rights  and  liberties 
contained  in  this  Constitution :  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained, when  compared  with  the  twenty-third  article  m  the  bill  of 
rights,  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  laws  already  made  respecting 
the  persons  or  estates  of  absentees. 

The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  habeas  corpus  shall  be  enjoyed 
in  this  State,  in  the  most  free,  easy,  cheap,  expeditious,  and  ample 
manner,  and  shall  not  be  suspended  by  the  Legislature,  except  upon 
the  most  urgent  and  pressing  occasions,  and  for  a  time  not  exceed- 
ing three  months. 

The  enacting  style,  in  making  and  passing  acts,  statutes,  and  laws, 
shall  be — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  <jf  Representatites^  in 
General  Court  conrtned. 

No  governor,  or  judge  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  shall  hold 
any  office  or  place  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  except  such  as 
by  this  Constitution  they  are  admitted  to  hold,  saving  that  the 
judges  of  the  said  Court  may  hold  the  offices  of  iustice  of  the  peace 
throughout  the  State ;  nor  shall  they  hold  any  place  or  office,  or  re^ 
ccive  any  pension  or  salary,  from  any  other  State,  government,  or 
power  whatever. 

No  person  shall  be  capable  of  exercising,  at  the  same  time,  more 
than  one  of  the  following  offices  within  this  State,  vis.,  judge  of  pro- 
bate, sheriff,  register  of  deeds ;  and  never  more  than  two  offices  of 
profit,  which  may  be  held  by  appointment  of  the  Governor,  or  Qov- 
emor  and  Council,  or  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  or  supe- 
rior and  inferior  courts,  military  offices  and  offices  of  justices  of  the 
peace  excepted. 

No  person  holding  the  office  of  judge  of  any  court  (except  special 
judges).  Secretary,  Treasurer  of  the  State,  Attorney-General,  Com- 
missary-General, military  officers  receiving  pay  from  the  continent 
or  this  State  (excepting  officers  of  the  militia  occasionally  called 
forth  on  an  emergency),  r^i^ister  of  deeds,  sheriff,  or  officers  of  the 
customs,  including  naval  officers,  collectors  of  excise,  ynd  State  and 
continental  taxes,  hereafter  appointed,  and  not  having  settled  their 
accounts  with  the  respective  officers  with  whom  it  is  their  duty  to 
settle  such  accounts,  members  of  Congress,  or  any  person  holding 
anj  office  under  the  United  States,  shall,  at  the  same  time,  hold  the 
office  of  Governor,  or  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  or  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, or  Council ;  but  his  being  chosen,  or  appointed  to,  and 
accepting  the  same,  shall  operate  as  a  resignation  of  his  scat  in  tht* 
chair,  Senate,  or  House  ox  Representatives,  or  Council ;   and  the 
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placo8  80  vacated  shall  be  filled  up.     No  member  of  the  Council 
shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives. 

No  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in  the  Legislature, 
or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under  this  government,  who,  in 
the  duo  course  of  law,  has  been  convicted  of  bribery  or  corruption 
in  obtaining  an  election  or  appointment. 

In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned  in  this  Consti- 
tution, the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed  in  silver,  at  six  shillings 
and  eight  pence  per  ounce. 

To  the  end  that  there  may  be  no  failure  of  justice,  or  danger  to 
the  State,  by  the  alterations  and  amendments  made  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  General  Court  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  directed  to 
fix  the  time  when  the  alterations  and  amendments  shall  take  eficct, 
and  make  the  necessary  arrangements  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  and  assessors  of  the  several 
towns  and  places  in  this  State,  in  warning  the  first  annual  meeting 
for  the  choice  of  senators,  after  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  as  amended,  to  assert  expressly  in 
the  warrant,  this  purpose,  among  the  others  for  the  meeting,  to  wit : 
to  take  the  sense  of  tne  qualified  voters  on  the  subject  of  a  revision 
of  the  Constitution  ;  and  the  meeting  being  warned  accordingly,  and 
not  otherwise,  the  moderator  shall  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified 
voters  present^  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  revision ;  and  a  return  of  the 
number  of  votes  for  and  against  such  necessity,  shall  be  made  by  the 
clerk,  sealed  up,  and  directed  to  the  General  Court,  at  their  next 
session  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  General  Court,  by  such  return, 
that  the  sense  of  the  people  of  the  State  has  been  taken,  and  that, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  Qualified  voters  in  this  State, 
present  and  voting  at  said  meetings,  there  is  a  necessity  for  a  revi- 
sion of  the  Constitution,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Court 
to  call  a  convention  for  that  purpose ;  otherwise  the  General  Court 
shall  direct  the  sense  of  the  people  to  be  taken,  and  then  proceed  in 
the  manner  before  mentioned.  The  delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the 
same  manner,  and  proportioned  as  the  representatives  to  the  Gene- 
ral Court ;  provided  that  no  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  Con- 
stitution, before  the  same  shall  be  laid  before  the  towns  and  unin- 
corporated places,  and  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  voters 
pn'sent  and  voting  on  the  subject. 

And  the  same  method  of  t^ing  the  sense  of  the  people  as  to  a 
revi.sion  of  th^  Constitution,  and  calling  a  Convention  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  be  observed  afterwards,  at  the  expiration  of  every  seven 
years. 

This  form  of  government  shall  be  enrolled  on  parchment,  and  de- 
i)08itod  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  be  a  part  of  the  laws  of  the 
land  ;  and  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  books  con- 
taining the  laws  of  this  State,  in  all  future  editions  thereof 


.0  tbe  Urritorj  till  17S4,  when  N.  Y.  obtaiDcd  a  frraat  from  the  British  ParliB- 
toent,  which  pot  an  rnd  to  the  claim  ofN.  H.  N.  Y.  thereupon  attemptral  lo 
eaToKc  her  jnrtvliclioQ,  which  wan  resisted  by  the  inhabilaols.   They  claimed 


o  be  independent  both  of  N.  H,  and  N.  Y.,  and  organized  themselves  in  armed 
hands,  with  Ethan  Allen  at  Ihelr  head,  under  ibc  celebrated  name  at  the 
Green  Moaotain  Boys.    The  contest  continued  and  increased  till  the  break- 

S:  out  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Owinf-  to  this  claim  of  N.  Y.,  Connesa 
used  to  admit  Vermont  into  the  confederation.  Vermont,  in  1790,  paid  to 
N.  Y.  S30,000  to  withdraw  her  claim  and  in  1791  was  admitted  lo  the  unioo. 
NntwithstandinK  this  fourleenlh  State  was  not  admitted  into  the  anion 
until  after  the  RevolDiionar)'  contest  was  over,  yet  she  bore  an  important  part 
in  that  DUisaction,  and  her  hanlr  sons  ^ve  ample  proof  of  their  braTcry.  A 
ranp  of  monntains,  curcrcd  with  evergreens,  nearly  divides  this  Stale  In  it* 
e«Dtre  from  north  to  south.  Hence  its  name,  and  hence  the  appellation  {free* 
Jlfeamton  Oayi.  The  finiCunstiiuilon  of  this  State  was  formed  in  1777;  the 
pcescDl  one  was  adopted  July  i,  1793.  Area,  9,700  sq.  m.  Population,  tn 
I8W,  »1,948.

CHAPTER  I 

A  Dedaratumif  Rights  if  t/uInMabitatttsif  the  Slate  tfTenwnl. 

Art.  1.  That  all  meD  are  born  eqnalljr  f^^  *°<^  independent,  and 

hsn  certain  natonl,  inherent,  and  inalionabta  righti,  amongat  which

br.'Ofciit  tc^.^m  ovvr  4e&.  oogiic  so  be  holden  bj  law  to  serve  any  per- 
n^a  AS  :k  jerranc  slare.  or  apprestiee,  after  he  arrives  at  the  age  of 
tvvaCT-oae  jears^  nor  feaale,  m  like  manner,  after  she  arrives  to 
the  3^  of  eighteen  vears^  onles  tker  «re  bound  bj  their  own  con- 
tftfuc  after  thev  arrive  to  such  age.  or  bound  bj  the  law  for  the  pay- 
ci^&t  of  debbk  dAmige:k  finetfw  cosfek  or  the  like. 

'i  That  private  pr^pertr  ovgkl  to  be  subservient  to  pablic  u$e,s 
wbon  necewitv  rei^uire:!  it :  ne^rertkcksa.  when  any  person's  prop- 
ertv  t»  taken  &r  the  ue  of  t^  pdbfie;the  owno*  onght  to  receive  an 
e^oirilca:  in  uoaev. 

;;  Thac  all  men  liave  a  natural  and  inalienable  right  to  worship 
Alniuchtv  tnid  according  to  the  dictates  of  tbdr  own  eonsoience.^ 
and  uadervcandiacf^  a^  in  their  opinkm  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
wvrvl  ot  iv<.Hl :  «nJ[  that  no  man  ovitght  ta  or  of  right  can,  be  com- 
pelled to  attend  anv  religions  worship^  or  erect  or  support  any  place 
t^  w\ir<htp.  or  maintain  any  minister,  contrary  to  the  dictates  of  hid 
ev«a<cteav*e :  nor  can  any  man  be  justly  deprived  or  abridged  of  any 
ctT\l  ri^c  as  a  cltiaHL  o«  aceovnt  of  his  n^igions  sentiments  or  pe- 
culiar nivxle  of  reli^oa*  worship :  and  that  no  authority  can  or 
ou^hc  to  K:  TV5ted  ia  or  assumed  by  any  power  whatever,  that  shall 
in  anv  v'^a5e  in;^ri[<'r*  with,  or  in  any  manner  control,  the  rights  of 
^^*n<cwnce  in  the  free  eicerciM?  of  religious  worship.  Nevertheless, 
every  jieei  or  denomination  of  Christians  ought  to  observe  the  Sab- 
bath, or  L^^rd's  day,  and  keep  up  some  sort  of  religious  worship, 
whieh  to  them  shall  seem  most  agreeable  to  the  revealed  will  of 
«o*l 

4  Every  penk^n  within  this  State  ought  to  find  a  certain  remedy, 
by  having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  all  mjuri^  or  wrongs  which  he 
may  rveeive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character ;  he  ought  to  ob- 
tain right  and  justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase 
il ;  completely,  and  without  any  denial ;  promptly,  and  without  de- 
lay ;  ctmformably  to  the  law. 

5.  That  the  people  of  this  State,  by  their  legal  representatives, 
hsve  the  sole,  inherent,  and  exclusive  right  of  governing  and  regu- 
lating the  internal  police  of  the  same. 

()  That  all  power  being  ormnallv  inherent  in,  and  consequently 
derived  from  tnc  people,  therefore,  all  officers  of  government,  wheth- 
er legislative  or  executive,  arc  their  trustees  and  servants,  and  at 
all  times,  in  a  legal  way,  accountable  to  them. 

7.  That  government  is,  or  ought  to  be,  instituted  for  the  common 
l»enefit,  protection,  and  security  of  the  people,  nation,  or  community, 
and  nt)t  for  the  particular  emolument  or  advanta^  of  any  single 
man,  family,  or  set  of  men,  who  are  a  part  only  of  that  community ; 
and  that  the  community  hath  an  indubitable,  inalienablo,  and  indc- 
feasiblo  right  to  reform  or  alter  govcrnmenti  in  such  manner  as 
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sball  be,  by  tbat  community,  jadged  most  conducive  to  tbe  public 
weal 

8.  Tbat  all  elections  ougbt  to  be  free  and  witbout  corruption,  and 
tbat  all  freemen,  baring  a  sufficient  eyidence,  common  interest  witb, 
and  attachment  to  the  community,  have  a  right  to  elect  officer^,  and 
be  elected  into  office,  agreeably  to  the  regulations  made  in  this  Con- 
stitution. 

9.  That  every  member  of  society  hath  a  right  to  be  protected  in 
the  enjoyment  of  life,  Rberty,  and  property,  and  therefore  is  bound 
to  contribute  his  proportion  towards  the  expense  of  that  protection, 
and  yield  his  personal  service,  when  necessary,  or  an  equivalent 
thereto ;  but  no  part  of  any  person's  property  can  be  justly  taken' 
from  him,  or  applied  to  pubuc  uses,  without  his  consent,  or  that  of 
the  representative  body  of  freemen ;  nor  can  any  man,  who  is  con- 
scientiously scrupulous  of  bearing  arms,  be  justly  compelled  thereto, 
if  he  will  pay  such  equivalent ;  nor  are  the  people  bound  by  any  law 
but  such  as  they  have  in  like  manner  assented  to,  for  their  common 
good ;  and  previous  to  any  law  being  made  to  raise  a  tax,  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  to  be  raised  ought  to  appear  evident  to  the  Legis- 
lature to  be  of  more  service  to  the  community  than  the  money  would 
be  if  not  collected. 

10.  That,  iu  all  prosecutions  for  criminal  offences,  a  person  hath 
a  right  to  bo  heard  by  himself  and  his  counsel ;  to  demand  the 
cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation  ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  wit- 
nesses ;  to  call  for  evidence  in  his  favor,  and  a  speedy  public  trial, 
by  an  impartial  jury  of  his  country ;  without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  wnich  jury,  he  cannot  be  found  guilty ;  nor  can  he  bo  com- 

Selled  to  give  evidence  against  himself;  nor  can  any  person  bo  justly 
cprived  of  his  liberty,  except  by  th^  laws  of  the  land,  or  the  judg- 
ment of  his  peers. 

11.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  hold  themselves,  their  houses, 
papers,  and  possessions,  free  from  search  or  seizure  ;  and,  therefore, 
warrants  without  oath  or  affirmation  first  made,  affording  sufficient 
foundation  for  them,  and  whereby  an  officer  or  messenger  may  bo 
commanded  or  required  to  search  such  suspected  places ;  or  to  seixe 
any  person  or  persons,  his,  her,  or  their  property,  not  particularly 
described,  are  contrary  to  that  right,  and  ought  not  to  bo  granted. 

12.  That  when  an  issue  in  fact,  proper  for  the  coffuizance  of  a 
jury,  is  joined  in  a  court  of  law,  the  parties  have  a  right  to  trial  by 
jury,  which  ought  to  be  held  sacred. 

13.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  a  freedom  of  speech,  and  of 
writing  and  publishing  their  sentiments  concerning  the  transactions 
of  government,  and  therefore  the  freedom  of  the  press  ought  not  to 
be  restrained. 

14.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech,  and  debate,  in  the 
Legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the  rights  of  the  people,  that  it  cannot 
be  tbe  foundation  of  any  accusation,  or  prosecution,  action,  or  com- 
plaint, in  any  other  court  or  pboe  wbaAsoever.

15.  The  power  of  auspendlng  laws,  or  the  execation  of  lawf, 
ought  never  to  be  cserciaed  but  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  anihority 
derived  from  it,  to  be  exercised  io  Kueh  particular  cases  as  this  Con- 
Btitution,  or  the  Legialature  sball  provide  for. 

16:  That  the  people  ha\e  a  ri^Lt  to  bear  arms  for  tbc  defence  of 
theinaetves  and  the  State  ;  and,  a^  etauding  armies  in  time  of  peace 
arc  dangeruus  to  liberty,  tliey  oaglit  not  to  be  kept  up  ;  and  that  the 
military  should  be  kept  under  strict  sabordination  to,  and  governed 
by,  the  civil  power,  ' 

17.  That  uo  person  in  this  State  can.  in  any  case,  bo  subjected  to 
law  martial,  or  to  any  penalties  or  pains  by  virtue  of  that  law,  ox- 
oept  those  employed  in  the  urmy,  and  the  militia  in  actual  sorrice 

18.  The  frequent  recurrence  to  fundainontal  principles,  and  firm 
adherence  to  jostioe,  moderation,  temperance,  industry,  and  frugality, 
are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of  liberty,  and 
keep  government  free  ;  the  people  ought,  therefore,  to  pay  purticulir 
attention  to  these  points,  in  tho  choice  of  officers  aud  representa- 
tives, and  havo  a  right,  in  a  legal  way,  to  eiaet  a  due  and  constant 
regard  to  them,  from  their  legislators  and  magistrates,  in  making 
and  executing  such  laws  as  are  necessary  for  the  good  govenunenl 
of  the  State. 

19.  That  all  people  have  a  natural  and  Inherent  right  to  emigrate 
from  one  State  to  another  that  will  receive  them. 

20.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  oBscmblc  together  to  consult 
for  their  common  good ;  to  instruet  their  representatives .  and  apply 
to  the  LcgisUturo  for  redress  of  grievances  by  address,  petition,  or 
remonatranec. 

21.  That  no  person  shall  be  liable  to  be  transported  out 
State  for  tri.it  of  any  offence  cbmuiitted  within  the  same 


CHAPTER  a. 
Plan  or  Form  of  Gwcmtnenl. 


Sec.  1.  The  Commonwealth  or  State  of  Vermont  shall  be  gov- 
erned hereafter  hy  a  Rovcrnor  ar  Lieutenant-Governor,  Council,  and 
an  assembly  of  representatives  of  the  freemen  of  tlie  same,  in 
manner  and  form  following  : 

•i  Tho  supreme  legislative  power  shall  bo  vested  in  a  House 
of  Iteprcsontativcs  of  the  freemen  of  the  Commonwealth  or  State  of 
Vermont. 

3.  Tho  supreme  cxeontive  power  shall  be  vostod  in  a  Governor, 
or,  in  his  absence,  a  Lieutcnant^Qovernor.  and  Council. 

4.  Courts  of  iuatico  abatl  be  mtuntainod  in  every  county  in 
this  State,  and  also  in  new  counties,  when  formed  ;  which  courts 
shall  be  open  for  the  trial  [>f  all  oauaes  proner  for  their  cognizance; 
and  justice  shall  be  therein  iuipartially  admiDistored,  without  cor- 
ruption or  unoceetsary  delay.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
shall  be  justices  of  ihe  peace  thiooghout  tho  State  ;  and  tbc  several 
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judges  of  the  county  courts,  in  tbeir  respective  counties,  by  virtue 
of  their  office,  except  in  the  trial  of  such  causes  as  may  be  appealed 
to  the  county  court. 

5.  A  future  Legislature  may,  when  they  shall  conceive  the  same 
te  be  expedient  and  necessary,  erect  a  Court  of  Chancery,  with  such 
powers  as  are  usuallv  exercised  by  that  Court,  or  as  shall  appear 
for  the  interest  of  the  commonwealth :  Provided  they  do  not  con- 
stitute themselves  the  judges  of  the  said  Court. 

6.  The  legislative,  executive,  and  judiciary  departments  shall  bo 
separate  and  distinct,  so  that  neither  exercise  the  powers  properly 
belonging  to  the  other. 

7.  In  order  that  the  freemen  of  this  State  may  enjoy  the  benefit 
of  election  as  equally  as  may  be,  each  town  within  this  State  that 
consists  or  may  consist  of  eighty  taxable  inhabitants  within  one 
septenary,  or  seven  years  next  after  the  establishing  this  Constitu- 
tion, may  hold  elections  therein,  and  choose  each  two  representa- 
tives ;  and  each  other  inhabited  town  in  this  State  may,  in  like 
manner,  choose  each  one  rcprcsent^itive  to  represent  them  m  General 
Assembly,  during  the  said  septenary,  or  seven  years ;  and  after  that, 
each  inhabited  town  may,  in  like  manner,  hold  such  election,  and 
choose  each  one  representative,  forever  thereafter. 

8.  The  House  of  Representatives  of  the  freemen  of  this  State 
shall  consist  of  persons  most  noted  for  wisdom  and  virtue,  to  bo 
chosen  by  ballot,  by  the  freemen  of  every  town  in  this  State,  ro- 
spectively,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  annually  forever. 

?.  The  representatives  so  chosen,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  con- 
ate  a  quorum  for  transacting  any  other  business  than  raising  a 
State  tax,  for  which  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  shall  be  pre- 
sent, shall  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  succeeding  October, 
and  shall  be  styled  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont : 
they  shall  have  power  to  choose  their  Speaker,  Secretary  of  State, 
their  clerk,  and  other  necessary  officers  of  the  House — sit  on  their 
own  adjournments — prepare  bills,  and  enact  them  into  laws — judge 
of  the  elections  and  qualifications  of  their  own  members :  they  may 
expel  members,  but  not  for  causes  known  to  their  own  constituents 
antecedent  to  their  own  elections :  they  may  administer  oaths  and 
affirmations  in  matters  depending  before  them,  redress  grievances, 
impeach  State  criminals,  grant  charters  of  incorporation,  constitute 
towns,  boroughs,  cities,  and  counties :  they  may,  annually,  on  their 
first  session  after  their  election,  in  conjunction  with  the  Council,  or 
oftener  if  need  be,  elect  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  several  county 
and  probate  courts,  sheriffs,  and  justices  of  the  peace ;  and  also  with 
the  Council  may  elect  major-generals  and  brigadier-generals,  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  there  shall  be  occasion ;  and  they  shall 
have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  the  Legislature  of  a  free  and 
sovereign  State :  but  they  shul  have  no  power  to  add  to,  alter, 
abolish,  or  infringe  any  part  of  this  Constitution. 

10.  The  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  thia  State  shall  consist 
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of  ■  Ooremor,  Li«ut«tiai)t-GArernor,  and  twelve  persons,  chosen  in 
the  foUowiug  msnDer,  vit. :  The  freemen  of  each  town  sbftll,  on  the 
dajr  of  the  election  for  choosing  represenlKtirea  to  attend  the  Gen- 
ttil  Assembly,  briog  in  ifaeir  rotei  for  Governor,  with  his  nunc 
&irlT  written,  to  (he  canet»b1e,  who  shall  seal  them  up,  and  write 
on  them,  eatetfor  ihe  Gerrntor,  and  delirer  them  to  the  rcprcsenta- 
tiTesi  chosen  to  attend  the  Geueral  Assemblv ;  and  at  the  opening 
of  the  Genoral  Assembly,  there  shall  be  a  committee  appointed  ont 
of  the  Council  and  As^mbly,  who,  after  being  duly  sworn  to  tb« 
faithful  discharge  nf  their  trust,  shall  proceed  to  receive,  sort,  and 
count  the  votes  fur  the  Governor,  and  dectarc  the  person  who  bu 
the  major  part  of  the  rotes,  to  be  Governor  for  the  year  ensiling 
And  if  there  bo  no  choice  made,  then  the  Council  and  General  Ai- 
Haml)lv,  by  iheir  joint  ballut,  eholl  make  choice  of  a  Governor 
The  Lieuteii ant-Governor  ami  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  in  the 
uanDer  above  directed  And  each  freeman  shall  give  in  twelve 
votes,  for  twelve  counselors,  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  twelve 
highest  in  nomination  shall  serve  for  the  ensuing  year  as  connselor?. 

11.  The  Governor,  and,  in  bis  absence,  the  Lie o tenant-Governor, 
with  the  Council,  a  major  part  of  whom,  iactuding  the  Governor,  or 
Iiioutc  nan  I- Governor,  shall  be  a  quoram  to  transact  buainesa,  shall 
have  power  to  commission  all  officers,  and  also  to  appmnt  cheers, 
except  where  provision  is,  or  shall  be  otherwise  made  oy  law,  or  this 
f^me  of  govornutent ;  and  shall  sapply  every  vacancy  in  any  office, 
oceasionod  by  death,  or  otherwise,  until  the  office  can  be  filled  in  the 
nuuiner  directed  by  law  or  thid  Constitution,

BefreMntstrvM.  Thejr  ma,^  also  lay  embargoes,  or  prohibit  the 
aportalioM  of  any  eovmodily,  for  any  lime  not  axoeeding  thirty 
d•]n^  in  the  reeea  of  the  HaneeBBlv  They  my  grant  such  tiocnace 
■■  tiaXl  he  directed  by  law ;  Mid  ehaD  hare  pepwcr  to  call  tocethcr 
the  QvBnal  AiMenblr,  when  tisfiary,  before  the  day  towhi^  they 
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in  person,  except  advised  thereto  bj  the  Council,  and  then  only  so 
long  as  thej  shall  approve  thereof.  And  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
shall,  bj  virtue  of  his  office,  be  Licutenant-General  of  all  the  forces 
of  the  State.  The  Grovernor,  or  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  the 
Council,  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  with  the  General  Assem- 
bly :  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  during  the  presence  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chiefi  vote  and  act  as  one  of  the  Council :  and  the  Gkyv- 
crnor,  and*  in  his  absence,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  shall,  by  virtue 
of  their  offices,  preside  in  Council,  and  have  a  casting,  but  no  other 
vote.  Every  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
for  the  whole  State,  by  virtue  of  his  office.  The  Governor  and 
Council  shall  have  a  Secretary,  and  keep  fair  books  of  their  proceed- 
ings, wherein  any  counselor  may  enter  his  dissent,  with  his  reason 
to  support  it ;  and  the  Governor  may  appoint  a  Secretary  for  him- 
self and  his  Council. 

1*2.  The  representatives,  having  met  and  chosen  their  Speaker 
and  Clerk,  shiilL  each  of  them,  before  they  proceed  to  business,  take 
and  subscribe,  as  well  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  hereinaf- 
ter directed,  except  where  they  shall  produce  certificates  of  their 
having  heretofore  taken  and  subscribed  the  same,  as  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation,  vii. 

"  You, ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that,  as  a  member 

of  this  Assembly,  you  will  not  propose  or  assent  to  any  bill,  vote,  or 
resolution,  which  shall  appear  to  you  injurious  to  the  people,  nor  do 
or  consent  to  any  act  or  thing  whatsoever  that  shall  have  a  ten- 
dency to  lessen  or  abridge  their  rights  and  privileges,  as  declared  by 
the  Constitution  of  this  State ;  but  will,  in  all  things,  conduct  your- 
self as  a  fiuthfnl,  honest  representative,  and  guardian  of  the  people, 
according  to  the  best  of  your  judgment  and  abilities :  (in  case  cf  an 
oaik)  so  help  you  God.  {And  in  case  cf  an  ajfirmaiion)  under  the 
pains  and  penalties  of  perjury.'' 

13.  The  doors  of  the  house  in  which  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  commonwealth  shall  sit,  shall  be  open  for  the  admission  of  all 
persons  who  behave  decently,  except  only  when  the  wcl£irc  of  the 
State  may  require  them  to  he  shut. 

1 4.  The  votes  and  proceedings  of  the  Gi^neral  Assembly  shall  be 
printed,  when  one-third  of  the  members  think  it  necessary,  as  soon 
as  convenient  after  the  end  of  each  session,  with  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  any  question,  when  required  by  any  member,  except  where  the 
votes  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  in  which  case  every  member  shall 
have  a  right  to  insert  the  reasons  of  his  vote  upon  the  minutes. 

15.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  in  future  to  be  passed, 
shall  he:  B  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  cf  the  State  (f 

Verwtoni, 

16.  To  the  end  that  laws,  before  they  are  enacted,  may  bo  more 
maturely  considered,  and  the  inconvenience  of  hasty  determinations, 
as  much  as  poasible,  prevented,  all  bills  which  originate  in  the  As< 
samblj  ahalf  be  laid  oefore  the  Governor  and  Council  for  their  revi- 
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sion  and  cODCurrence,  or  proposals  of  amendment ;  wbo  bIirII  return 
the  s&mo  to  the  Assembly,  with  their  proposals  of  BiueDtlmcnt,  if 
any,  in  writing ;  and  if  the  same  are  not  agreed  to  by  the  Assembly, 
it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  euspend  tbe 
paMtng  of  HQch  bill  notil  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  :  Pti>- 
vidod,  tbat  if  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
return  any  such  bill  to  tlic  Assembly,  with  written  proposals  of 
amendment,  within  five  days,  or  before  the  rising  of  the  LegiiJstUK, 
the  same  shall  become  a  law. 

17.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  ont  of  the  treasury,  unless  firft  ap- 
propriated  by  act  of  legislation, 

18.  No  person  shall  bo  elected  a  representative  until  be  has  re- 
sided two  years  in  tliisState  ;  tlie  last  of  which  shall  be  in  the  town 
for  which  ho  is  elected. 

19.  No  member  of  the  Council  or  House  of  Representatives  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  receive  any  fee  or  reward  to  bring  forward  or 
advocate  any  bill,  petition,  or  other  business  to  be  transacted  in  the 
Legislature ;  or  advocate  any  cause,  as  coansel,  in  either  house  of 
legislation,  except  wbcu  employed  in  behalf  of  the  State. 

'20.  Nu  person  ought,  in  any  case,  or  at  any  time,  to  be  declared 
guilty  of  treason  or  felony  by  the  Legislature. 

21.  Every  man  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  having  rcatded 
iu  this  State  for  the  space  of  one  whole  year  next  before  the  election 
of  representatives,  and  is  of  a  quiet  and  peaceable  behavior,  and  will 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  a  freeman  of  this  State. 

"  You  soleinnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  whenever  you  give  your 
vot«  of  sufii-Mo,  touehiug  any  matter  that  concerns  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont, you  wlU  do  it  so  as  in  your  conscienoe  you  shall  judge  will 
most  conduce  to  the  best  good  of  the  same,  as  established  by  the 
Constitution,  without  fear  or  favor  of  any  man." 

'2i.  The  inhabitants  of  this  State  shall  be  trained  and  armed  for 
its  defense,  under  such  regulations,  restrictions,  and  exceptions  as 
Congress,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Suites,  and 
the  Legislature  of  this  State,  aliall  direct  The  several  companies 
of  militia  shall,  as  often  as  vaeancies  happen,  elect  their  captain  and 
otlier  officers,  and  the  captains  and  subalterns  shall  nommato  and 
recommend  the  field-officers  of  their  respective  regiments,  who  shall 
appoint  their  staflf-officera. 

23..  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  freemen  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,  sealed  with  the  State  seal,  signed  by  the  Govor- 
nor,  and  in  his  absence  the  Lleutenant-Govcmor,  and  attested  by 
the  Secretory  ;  whicb  seal  shall  bo  kept  fay  the  Governor, 

24.  Every  officer  of  State,  whether  judicial  or  executive,  shall  be 
liable  to  be  impeached  by  tho  General  Assembly,  either  whea  in 
office  or  after  his  resignation  or  removal,  for  maladministration. '  All 
impeachments  shall  be  before  the  Governor,  or  Lientenanl-Govemor, 
and  Council,  who  shall  hear  and  determine  the  some,  and  may  award 
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costs  ;  and  no  trial  or  impeachment  shall  be  a  bar  to  a  prosecution 
at  law. 

25.  As  every  freeman,  to  preserve  his  in  dependence,  if  without  a 
enfficicnt  3state,  ought  to  have  some  profession,  calling,  trade,  or 
farm,  whereby  he  may  honestly  subsist,  there  can  be  no  necessity 
for,  nor  use  in,  establishing  offices  of  profit,  the  usual  eficcts  of  which 
are  dependence  and  servility,  unbecoming  freemen,  in  the  possessors 
or  expectants,  and  faction,  contention,  and  discord  among  the  people. 
But,  if  any  man  is  called  into  public  service,  to  the  prejudice  cf  his 
private  afiairs,  he  has  a  right  to  a  reasonable  compensation ;  and 
whenever  an  office,  through  increase  of  fees  or  otherwise,  becomes  so 

{>rofitable  as  to  occasion  many  to  apply  for  it,  the  profits  ought  to  be 
essened  by  the  Legislature.  And  if  any  officer  shall  wittiugly  and 
wilfully  take  greater  fees  than  the  law  allows  him,  it  shall  ever 
after  disqualify  him  from  holding  any  office  in  this  State,  imtil  he 
shall  be  restored  by  act  of  legislation. 

26.  No  person  in  this  State  shall  be  capable  of  holding  or  exer- 
cising more  than  one  of  the  following  offices  at  the  same  time.  viz. : 
Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Judge  of  the  Supreme  .Court,  Trea- 
surer of  the  State,  member  of  the  Council,  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Surveyor-general,  or  shcrifi*.  Nor  shall  any  person,  hold- 
ing any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  under  the  authority  of  Congress,  be  ' 
eligible  to  any  appointment  in  the  Legislature,  or  of  holding  any 
executive  or  judiciary  office  under  this  State. 

27.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  shall,  before  the  Governor  and 
Council,  give  sufficient  security  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  in  be- 
half of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  each  high  sherifi*,  before  the  first 
judge  of  the  county  court  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties, previous  to  their  respectively  entering  upon  the  execution  of 
their  offices,  in  such  manner,  and  in  sums,  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Legislature. 

2^.  The  Treasurer's  accounts  shall  be  annually  audited,  and  a 
fair  statement  thereof  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  at  their 
session  in  October. 

•29.  Every  officer,  whether  judicial,  executive,  or  military,  in  au- 
thority under  this  State,  before  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his 
office,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  of 
all<*giance  to  this  State,  unless  he  shall  produce  evidence  that  he  has 
before  taken  the  same ;  and  also  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  of 
office,  except  military  officers,  and  such  as  shall  be  exempted  by  the 
Legislature. 

The  Oaih  or  Affirmation  of  Office. 

"  You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  will  be  true  and 
faithful  to  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  that  you  will  not,  directlv  or 
indirectly,  do  any  act  or  thing  injurious  to  the  Constitution  or  Gov- 
ernment'thercof,  as  establish^  by  convention  :  {ff  an  oa^h)  so  help 
Toa  Ood.     (^  an  affirmation)  under  the  pains  ana  penalties  of  per- 
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The  Oath  or  Affirmaiion  cf  Office. 

"  You, ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  will  fiuth- 

fully  execute  the  office  of for  the of ;  and  will 

therein  do  equal  right  and  justice  to  all  men,  to  the  best  of  your 
judgment  and  abUities,  according  to  law :  (If  an  oath)  so  help  you 
God.  (If  an  affirmation)  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  per- 
jury." 

30.  No  person  shall  bo  eligible  to  the  office  of  €h>yemor  or  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, until  he  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  four  years 
next  preceding  the  day  of  his  election. 

31.  Trials  of  issue,  proper  for  the  cognizance  of  a  jury,  in  the 
Supreme  and  county  courts,  shall  be  by  jury,  except  where  parties 
otherwise  agree  ,  and  great  care  ought  to  be  taken  to  prevent  cor- 
ruption or  partiality  in  the  choice  and  return  or  appointment  (A 
juries. 

32.  All  prosecutions  shall  commence,  By  the  authority  of  the  State 
cf  Vermont ;  all  indictments  shall  conclude  with  these  words : 
against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State.  And  all  fines  shall  be 
proportioned  to  the  offences. 

33.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  presump- 
tion or  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison  after  deliyering  up 
and  assigning  pver,  bonafidt,  all  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  in  pos- 
session, reversion,  or  remainder,  for  the  use  of  his  creditors,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  hereafter  regulated  by  law.  And  all  prisoners, 
unless  in  execution  or  committed  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof 
is  evident  or  presumption  great,  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sure- 
ties ;  nor  shall  excessive  bail  be  exacted  for  bailable  offences. 

34.  All  elections,  whether  by  the  people  or  the  Legislature,  shall 
be  free  and  voluntary ;  and  any  elector,  who  shall  receive  any  gift 
or  reward  for  his  vote,  in  meat,  drink,  monies,  or  otherwise,  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  elect  at  that  time,  and  suffer  such  other  penalty 
as  the  law  shall  direct ;  and  any  person  who  shall,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, give,  promise,  or  bestow,  any  such  rewards,  to  be  elected,  shall 
thereby  bo  rendered  incapable  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  be 
subject  to  such  further  punishment  as  a  future  Legislature  shall 
direct 

35.  All  deeds  and  conveyances  of  land  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
town  clerk's  office,  in  their  respective  towns  ;  and  for  want  thereof^ 
in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  same  county. 

36.  The  Legislature  shall  regulate  entails  in  such  manner  as  to 
prevent  perpetuities. 

37.  To  deter  more  effectually  from  the  commission  of  crimes,  by 
coutinued  visible  punishments  of  long  duration,  and  to  make  sangui- 
nary punishments  less  necessary,  means  ought  to  be  provided  for  pun- 
ishing by  hard  labor  those  who  shall  be  convicted  of  crimes  not  cap- 
ital, whereby  the  criminal  shall  be  en]q}loyed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  or  for  the  reparation  of  injuries  done  to  private  persons :  and 
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all  persons,  at  proper  times,  ought  to  be  permitted  to  see  them  at 
their  laboi^. 

38.  The  estate  of  such  persons  as  may  destroy  their  own  lives 
ahall  not  for  that  offence  be  forfeited,  but  descend  or  ascend  in  the 
same  manner,  as  if  such  persons  had  died  in  a  natural  way.  Nor 
shall  any  article,  which  shall  accidentally  occasion  the  death  of  any 
person,  be  henceforth  deemed  a  deodand,  or  in  any  wise  forfeited,  on 
account  of  such  misfortune. 

39.  Every  person  of  good  character,  who  comes  to  settle  in  this 
State,  having  first  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  to  the 
same,  may  purcha&e,  or  by  other  just  means  acquire,  hold,  and  trans- 
fer land  or  other  real  estate ;  and,  after  one  year's  residence,  shall 
be  deemed  a  free  denizen  thereof,  and  entitled  to  all  rights  of  a  nat- 
ural bom  subject  of  this  State,  except  that  he  shall  not  be  capable 
of  being  elected  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Treasurer,  counsel- 
or, or  representative  in  Assembly  until  after  two  years'  residence. 

40.  The  inhabitants  of  this  State  shall  have  liberty,  in  seasonable 
times,  to  hunt  and  fowl  on  the  lands  they  hold,  and  on  other  lands 
not  enclosed ;  and  in  like  manner  to  fish  in  all  beatable  and  other 
waters,  not  private  property,  under  proper  regulations,  to  be  here- 
after made  and  provided  by  the  General  Assembly. 

41.  Laws  for  the  encouragement  of  virtue  and  prevention  of 
vice  and  immorality  ought  to  be  constantly  kept  in  force,  and  duly 
executed ;  and  a  competent  number  of  schools  ought  to  be  main- 
tained in  each  town,  for  the  convenient  instruction  of  youth ;  and 
one  or  more  grammar  schools  be  incorporated,  and  properly  sup- 
ported in  each  county  in  this  State.  And  all  religious  societies  or 
bodies  of  men,  that  may  be  hereafter  united  or  incorporated  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  religion  and  learning,  or  for  other  charitable  purposes, 
shall  be  encouraged  and  protected  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  privileges, 
immunities,  and  estates,  which  they  in  justice  ought  to  enjoy,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  shall  direct 

42.  The  declaration  of  the  political  rights  and  privileges  of  the  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  commonwealth,  and  ought. not  to  be  violated  on 
any  pretence  whatsoever. 

43.  In  order  that  the  freedom  of  this  commonwealth  may  be  pre- 
served inviolate  forever,  there  shall  be  chosen,  by  ballot,  by  the 
freemen  of  this  State,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  March,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  March,  in  6very  seven  years  thereafter,  thirteen  per- 
sons, who  shall  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  the  Council  is  chosen, 
except  they  shall  not  be  out  of  the  Council  or  General  Assembly, 
to  he  called  the  Council  of  Censors :  who  shall  meet  together  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  June  next  ensuing  their  election,  the 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  in  every  case,  except  as  to 
cmllinff  a  Convention,  in  which  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number 
olectod  shall  agree,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire,  whether 
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the  OonBtitntion  has  been  preserved  inviolate  in  every  part  dur- 
ing the  la^t  septenary,  inclading  the  year  of  tbcir  servioe,  knd 
wltetlier  the  legislative  and  executivo  branches  of  GoverDment  hive 
performed  their  duty,  as  guardians  of  the  people,  or  a.'i.'^med  to 
thetnaclves,  or  exereised  other  or  greater  powers  than  tfaey  are  en- 
titled to  by  the  Conetitution  :  They  are  also  to  inquire,  whether  the 
public  taxes  haire  been  justly  laid  and  collected  in  all  parts  of  thb  com- 
monwealth  :  in  what  manner  the  public  moneys  have  been  disposed 
of:  and  whether  the  laws  have  been  duly  executed.'  For  these  pnr- 
posea  they  shall  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  and  reoonJs- 
they  shall  have  authority  to  paas  public  censures,  to  order  iropeaefa 
ments.  and  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  repealing  such  lair" 
as  shall  appear  to  them  to  have  been  passed  contrary  to  the  prind- 
ples  of  the  Constitution :  These  powers  they  shall  continue  to  haTe 
for  and  during  the  space  of  one  year  from  the  day  of  their  election, 
and  no  longer  The  said  Council  of  Censors  shall  also  havepoirei 
to  call  a  Convention,  to  meet  within  two  years  after  their  sitting, 
if  there  appears  to  tbein  an  absolute  necessity  of  amending  any  ar- 
ticle of  this  Constitution,  which  may  be  defective  :  explaining  snch 
,  as  may  be  thought  not  clearly  Expressed:  and  of  adding  such  as  vn 
necessary  for  tie  preservation  of  the  rights  and  happiness  of  the 
people*  but  the  articles  to  be  amended,  and  the  ameudmentB  pro- 
posed, and  such  articles  as  are  proposed  to  be  added  or  aboliBned, 
shall  be  promulgated  at  least  bix  months  before  the  day  appointed 
for  the  election  of  such  Convention,  for  the  previous  consideration 
at  the  people,  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  of  mslructlng 
their  dolegatee  on  the  subject.

3,  The  supremo  legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  hereafter  be 
exercised  by  a  Senate  and  the  House  of  Rcpreseiilutives,  which 
shall  be  styled  Tht  Gtneral  Asirmbly  oflhe  fHatr  of  VereionI  Each 
shall  have  and  exercise  the  like  powers  in  all  nets  of  legislation,  and 
no  bill,  resolution,  or  other  thing,  which  shall  have  been  passed  by 
the  one.  shall  have  the  effect  of,  or  bo  declared  to  be,  a  law,  without 
th«  concurrence  of  the  other.  Prorided,  Uuit  all  revenue  bills  shall 
ori^nate  in  the  House  of  B^presentativca ;  hot  the  Senate  may  pro-

pose  or  concur  with  ftmendments,  as  on  other  bills.  Neither  house, 
during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
pbbce  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting,  and  in  case 
of  disaffrcenient  between  the  two  houses,  with  respect  to  adjourn- 
iqent,  the  Governor  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper. 

4.  The  Senate  shall  be  composed  of  thirty  senators,  to  be  of  the 
freemen  of  the  county  for  which  they  are  elected  respectively,  who 
are  thirty  years  of  age  or  upwards,  and  to  be  annually  elected  by 
the  freemen  of  each  county  respectively.  Each  county  shall  be  en* 
titled  to  one  senator  at  least,  and  the  remainder  of  the  senators  shall 
be  apportioned  to  tlio  several  counties,  according  to  their  population, 
MB  the  same  was  ascertained  by  the  last  census,  taken  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  United  States,  regard  being  always  had  in  such  ap- 
portionment, to  the  counties  having  the  greatest  fraction.  But  the 
several  counties  shall,  until  after  the  next  census  of  the  United 
States,  be  entitled  to  elect,  and  have  their  senators  in  the  following 
proportion .  to  wit,  Bennington  county,  two ;  Windham  county, 
three ;  Rutland  county,  three ;  Windsor  county,  four ;  Addison 
county,  three ;  Orange  county,  three ;  Washington  county,  two ; 
Chittenden- county,  two;  Caledonia  county,  two;  Franklin  county, 
three ;  Orleans  county,  one ;  Essex  county,  one ;  Grand  Isle  county, 
one.  The  Legislature  shall  make  a  new  apportionment  of  the  se- 
nators to  the  several  counties,  after  the  taking  of  each  census  of  the 
United  States,  or  census  taken  for  the  purpose  of  such  apportion- 
ment by  order  of  the  Government  of  this  State,  regarding  the  above 
provisions  in  this  article. 

5.  The  freemen  of  the  several  towns  in  each  county  shall  annually 
give  their  votes  for  the  senators  apportioned  to  such  county,  at  the 
same  time,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  are  now  provided  for 
the  election  of  counselors.  And  the  person  or  persons,  equal  in 
number  to  the  number  of  senators,  apportioned  to  such  county,  hav^ 
ing  the  greatest  number  of  legal  votes  in  such  county  respectively, 
shall  be  the  senator  or  senators  of  such  county. 

At  every  election  of  senators,  after  the  votes  shall  have  been 
taken,  the  constable,  or  presiding  officer,  assisted  by  the  selectmen 
and  civil  authority  present,  shall  sort  and  count  the  said  votes,  and 
make  two  lists  of  the  names  of  each  person,  with  the  number  of  votes 
given  for  each,  annexed  to  his  name,  a  record  of  which  shall  bo  made 
in  the  town  clerk's  office  and  shall  seal  up  said  lists  separately,  and 
write,  on  each,  the  name  of  the  town,  and  these  words :  Votes  for  Se- 
naior.  or  Voies  for  SrnaiorSj  as  the  case  may  be ;  one  of  which  lists 
shall  be  delivered,  by  the  presiding  officer,  to  the  representative  of 
said  town  (if  any),  and  if  none  be  chosen,  to  the  representative  of  an 

adjoining  town,  to  be  transmitte<l  to  the of  the  Senate ;  the 

other  list,  the  said  presiding  officer  shall,  within  ten  days,  deliver 
to  the  clerk  c^  the  eounty  for  the  same  county ;  and  the  clerk  of  each 
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Mumty  court  reapeotively,  or  in  ease  iif  his  absence  or  disabilitj, 
the  sheriff  of  aucn  oouoty,  or  iu  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of 
both,  the  high  bailiff  of  Bucb  county,  on  the  tenth  day  after  such  elec- 
tion, ahall  publicly  open,  sort,  and  count  said  to Ivs,  and  make  a  record 
of  the  same,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such  county  court,  a  copy 
of  which  he  shall  transmit  to  the  Senate ;  and  sball  also,  within  t«n 
days  thereafter,  transmit  to  the  person  or  persona  elected,  a  certifi- 
cate of  his  or  their  election:  Provided,  however,  that  the  General 
Assembly  Ehall  have  power  to  regnlate,  by  law,  tbe  mode  of  ballot- 
ing for  Benatora  within  the  severai  counties,  and  to  prCKcribo  the 
means  and  the  manner,  by  whiob  the  result  of  the  balloting  shall  be 
aBOcrtained,  and  through  which  the  senators  chosen  shall  be  certi- 
fied of  their  election,  and  fur  filling  all  raeaneies  in  tbe  Senate, 
whioh  shall  happen  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise.  But  they 
shall  not  bare  power  to  apportion  the  senators  to  the  several  couq- 
ties,  otherwise  than  according  to  the  popnlation  thereof,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  herein  before  ordained. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  like  powers  to  decide  on  the  election 
and  qualifications  of,  and  to  expel  any  of  its  members,  make  its  own 
rules,  and  appoint  its  own  officers,  as  are  incident  to,  or  are  possessed 
by,  the  Uouso  of  BcprcsentativcB,  A  majority  shall  constttntc  a 
quorum.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  he  President  of  the  Sen- 
ale,  except  when  he  shall  esereise  the  office  of  Governor,  or  when 
bis  office  shall  be  vacant,  or  in  his  absence,  in  which  cases  the  Sen- 
ate shall  appoint  one  of  its  own  members  to  be  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate, pro  tempore,  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  Mhall  have  a  cast- 
ing vote,  but  no  other 

7.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  trying  and  deciding 
upon  all  impeachments :  when  sitting  for  that  purpose  they  sball  be 
on  oath  or  affirmation,  and  no  person  sball  be  conviuted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  Judgment,  in 
cases  of  impeachment, shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from 
office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  or  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  or 
profit,  or  tmst,  under  this  StAte.  But  the  party  convicted  shall, 
nevertheless,  he  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment, 
and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

S.  The  supremo  executive  jMwor  of  the  Stale  shall  he  cierdsed 
by  the  Governor,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  by  tbe 
Lieu  ten  aot-Govemor,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  vested  in  and  enjoined  upon  the  Governor  and  Council 
by  the  eleventh  and  twenty-scTcnth  sections  of  the  second  chapter 
[port  the  second,]  of  the  Constitution  as  at  present  established,  ex- 
cepting that  he  shall  not  sit  aa  a  judge  in  ease  of  impeachment,  nor 
n«nt  reprieve  or  pardon  in  any  such  case  ;  nor  shall  he  command 
the  forces  of  the  State  in  person,  in  time  of  war  or  insurrection,  un- 
lass  hy  tbe  advice  and  consent  of  tbp  Senate,  and  no  longer  than 
llicy  ahall  approve  thereof  The  Governor  may  have  a  Secretary 
of  civil  and  mUitary  aflaira,  to  be  by  him  appcHOted^uring  pleasure, 
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whose  services  he  may  at  all  times  command ;  and  for  whose  com- 
pensation provision  shall  bo  made  by  law. 

9.  The  votes  for  Grovernor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  State  shall  be  sorted  and  counted,  and  the  result  declared  by 
a  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives. If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  no  election  by  the  freemen,  of 
Governor  or  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  Treasurer  of  the  State,  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall,  by  a  joint  ballot,  elect 
to  fill  the  office,  not  filled  by  the  freemen  as  aforesaid,  one  of  the 
three  candidates  for  such  office  (if  there  be  so  many)  for  whom  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall»  have  been  returned. 

10.  The  Secretarv  of  State,  and  all  officers  whose  elections  are 
not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  who,  under  the  existing  provisions 
of  the  Constitution,  are  elected  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  in  joint  Assembly,  at  which  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  Senate  shall  preside,  and  such  presiding  officer  in  such  joint 
Assembly,  shall  have  a  casting  vote,  and.no  other. 

1 1.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  piussed  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the 
Governor ;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  if  not,  he  shall  return  it, 
with  his  objections  in  writing,  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  whiqh  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  it  If,  upon  such  re- 
oonsideration,  a  majority  of  the  house  shall  pass  the  bill,  it  shall, 
together  with  the  objections,  be  sent  to  the  otaer  house,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  of 
that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  oases  the  votes 
of  both  houses  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of 
the  persons  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the 
iournal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
by  the  Governor,  as  aforesaid,  within  five  days  (Sundays  excepted,) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  become  a 
law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless*  the  two  houses,  bv 
their  adjournment  within  three  days  after  the  presentment  of  such 
bill,  shall  prevent  its  return ;  in  which  case  it  shall  not  become  a  law. 

12.  The  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  in  no  case  be  suspended.  It 
shall  be  a  writ  issuable  of  right ;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall 
make  provision  to  render  it  a  speedy  and  effidetual  remedy  in  all 
cases  proper  therefor. 

13.  Such  parts  and  provisions,  onW,  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
State,  established  by  Convention  on  tfae  9ih  of  July,  1793,  as  are 
altered  or  suspended  by  any  of  the  foregmng  amendments,  or  are 
repugnant  Uiereto,  shall  hereafter  oease  to  have  effect 
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CONSTITUTION. 

PREAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenanoe,  and  administration  of 
government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body  politic,  to  protect 
it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  compose  it  with  the  power  of 
enjoying,  in  safety  and  tranquillity,  their  natural  rights  and  the 
blessings  of  life :  and  whenever  these  great  objects  are  not  obtained, 
the  people  have  a  right  to  alter  the  government,  and  to  take  meas- 
ures necessary  for  their  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness. 

The  body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  o^  individ- 
uals. It  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  people  covenants 
with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with  the  whole  people,  that  all 
shall  be  governed  by  certain  laws  for  the  common  good.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  people,  therefore,  in  firaming  a  Constitution  of  govern- 
ment, to  provide  for  an  equitable  mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as 
for  an  impartial  interpretation  and  a  futhful  execution  of  them ; 
that  every  man  may,  at  all  times,  find  his  security  in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  aoknowledginff  with 
grateful  hearts  the  goodness  of  the  Great  Legislator  of  the  Universe, 
in  affording  us,  in  the  course  of  his  Providence,  an  opportunity,  de- 
liberately and  peaceablv,  without  firaud,  violenoe,  or  surprise,  of  en- 
tering into  an  original,  explicit,  and  solemn  compact  wiUi  each 
other ;  and  of  forming  a  new  Constitution  of  civil  government,  for 
ourselves  and  posteritv ;  and  devoutly  imploring  his  direction  in  so 
interesting  a  design,  do  agree  upon,  ordain,  and  establish,  the  fol- 
lowing declaration  of  rights  and  frame  of  government,  as  the  'Con- 
stitution of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

PART  I. 

A  Dedaration  cf  Rights  cf  the  InkabitafUs  cf  the  ComnumweaUh  cf 

MassachuMdis. 

Art,  1.  All  men  are  bom  free  and  equal,  and  have  certain  natu- 
ral, essential,  and  inalienable  rights :  among  which  may  be  reckon- 
ed the  right  of  enjoying  and  defending  their  lives  and  liberties ; 
that  of  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property ;  in  fine,  that 
of  seeking  and  obtaining  their  safety  and  lutppiness. 

2.  It  is  the  right,  as  well  as  the  duty,  of  all  men  in  society,  pub- 
licly, and  at  stated  reasons,  to  worship  the  Supreme  Being,  the 
Great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe.  And  no  subject 
shall  be  hurt,  molested,  or  restrained  in  his  person,  liberty,  or  es- 
tate, for  worshiping  God  in  the  manner  and  seasons  most  agreeable 
to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience ;  or  for  his  religious  profession 
or  sentiments ;  provided  he  doth  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  or 
obstmet  others  in  their  religions  worship. 
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consideration  of  services  rendered  to  the  pnblic.  And  this  title 
being,  in  nature,  neither  hereditarj  nor  transmissible  to  children  or 
descendants,  or  relations  of  blood,  the  idea  of  a  man  bom  a  magis- 
trate, lawgiver,  or  jndge,  is  absurd  and  unnatural. 

7.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good :  far  the  pro- 
lection,  safety,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people :  and  not  for 
the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest  of  any  one  man,  family,  or  any 
one  class  of  men.  Therefore,  the  people  alone  have  an  incontesta- 
ble, inalienable,  and  indefeasible  right  to  institute  government,  and 
to  reform,  alter,  or  totally  change  the  same,  when  their  protection, 
Sftfety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  require  it. 

8.  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with  authority  from 
becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a  risht,  at  such  periods  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  shall  establish  by  the  frame  of  government, 
to  cause  their  public  officers  to  return  to  private  life,  and  to  fill  up 
Tacant  places  by  certain  and  regular  elections  and  appointments.   * 

9.  All  elections  ought  to  be  &ee :  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  this 
commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as  they  shall  establish  by 
their  frame  of  government,  have  an  equal  right  to  elect  officers,  and 
to  be  elected  for  public  employments. 

10.  Each  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  bo  protected  by 
it,  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and  property,  according  to 
the  standing  laws.  Ue  is  obliged,  consequently,  to  contribute  his 
share  to  the  expense  of  this  protection  ;  to  give  his  personal  service, 
or  an  equivalent,  when  necessary.  But  no  part  of  the  property  of 
any  individual  can,  with  justice,  be  taken  m>m  him,  or  applied  to 
the  public  use,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  representa- 
tive body  of  the  people.  In  fine,  the  people  of  this  commonwealth 
are  not  controllable  by  any  other  laws  than  those  to  which  their 
constitutional  representative  body  have  given  their  consent  And 
whenever  the  public  exigencies  require  that  the  property  of  any  in- 
dividual shall  DC  appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive  a  roa- 
flonable  compensation  tnerefor. 

11.  Every  subject  of  the  Commonwealth  ouffht  to  find  a  certain 
remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  afl  injuries  or  wronn 
which  he  may  receive,  in  his  person,  property,  or  character.  He 
ought  to  obtain  right  and  justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged 
to  purchase  it— completely,  and  without  any  denial — ^promptly,  and 
witnout  delay — conformably  to  the  laws. 

12.  No  person  shall  be  hold  to  answer  for  any  crime  or  offence, 
until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially  and  formally,  des- 
cribed to  him ;  or  be  compelled  to  accuse  or  furnish  evidence  against 
himself.  And  every  person  shall  have  a  right  to  produce  all  proofs 
that  may  be  favorable  to  him  ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  against  him, 
face  to  face,  and  be  fully  heard  in  his  defense,  by  himself,  or  his 
counsel,  at  his  election.  And  no  person  shall  be  arrested,  imprisoned, 
or  despoiled  or  deprived  of  his  property,  immunities,  or  privileecs, 
put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exiled  or  depriyed  of  his  life»

PraiHt  t>f  Govtrnmtnt, 
Tlie  people  inhabiting  the  territory  formerlj  called  the  Province 
of  Maasachusetts  Bay,  do  hereby  solemnly  and  tnutanlly  agree  with 
each  other  to  form  themselvcB  into  a  free,  sovereign,  and  indepen- 
dent body  politic,  or  State,  bj  t)ie  name  of  The  CommonteeaJlh  if 
Massachusetts. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Section  i. 
Tie  Li-g-Uhtim  Pover.^The  General  Court. 

Art.  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be  formed  by  two 
bnuobea,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives :  each  of  which 
shall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  every  year,  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day of  May,  aud  at  such  otlier  times  as  thoy  shall  judge  ncceseary  ; 
and  ahall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved  on  the  day  next  preceding  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May ;  and  shall  be  styled,  Tht  Genrral  Covrt  of 
MansachusetU. 

2.  No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  Senate  or  House  of  Represi^ntativea 
shall  beeomo  a  law,  and  have  force  as  snch,  until  it  shall  have  been 
lud  before  the  Gnrenior  for  his  rensal :  and  if  he,  upon  such  revi- 
eioti,  approve  thereof,  he  shall  signify  hia  approbation  by  signing 
the  8)imc.  But,  if  ho  have  any  objection  to  the  passing  of  such  bill 
or  resolve,  ho  shall  return  the  same,  together  with  his  objections 
thereto,  io  writing,  to  the  Seoate  or  House  of  Representatives,  in 
wliicbsoover  the  sane  shall  have  originated  ;  who  shall  enter  the  ob- 
jections sent  down  by  the  tiovernor,  at  large,  on  their  records,  and 
jiroceed  to  rccODsider  the  said  hill  or  resolve  ;  but  if.  after  such  ro- 
uonsidcratlon,  two-thirds  of  tbe  said  Senate  or  House  of  Represeu- 
tstives  shall,  notwithstanding  the  eaid  objections,  agree  to  pass  the 
same,  it  shaJl,  together  with  the  objections,  bo  sent  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  Legislature,  where  it  shall  also  be  reconsidered,  and 
if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  have  the 
force  of  a  law ;  but  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall 
be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays:  and  the  names  of  the  persons  vot- 
iug  for  or  against  the  said  bill  or  resolve,  shall  bo  entered  upon  the 
pulilic  records  of  the  commonwealth. 

And,  in  order,  to  prevent  unueoessary  delays,  if  any  bill  or  resolTo 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  five  days  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented,  the  sumo  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law. 

'A.  The  General  Court  shall  forever  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  ereot  and  constitute  judioatoriea,  and  courts  of  record,  or  other 
oonrtB,  to  be  held  in  tbe  name  of  the  oonunonwcallh,  for  the  hear- 
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ing,  tryiDg,  and  determining  of  all  manner  of  crimes,  offences,  pleas, 
processes,  plaints,  actions,  matters,  causes,  and  things  whatsoever, 
arising  or  happening  within  the  commonwealth,  or  between  or  con- 
eeming  persons  inhabiting,  or  residing,  or  brought  within  the  same ; 
whether  the  same  be  criminal  or  civil;  or  whether  the  said  crimes 
be  capital  or  not  capital,  or  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal, 
or  mixed ;  and  for  the  awarding  and  making  out  of  execution  there- 
UDon ;  to  which  courts  and  judicatories  are  hereby  given  and  grant- 
ed full  power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  administer  oaths 
or  affirmations,  for  the  better  discovery  of  truth  in  any  matter  in 
controversy  or  depending  before  theuL 

4.  And  further,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  General  Court,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  or- 
dain, and  establish  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  orders, 
laws,  statutes,  and  ordinances,  directions,  and  instructions,  either 
with  penalties  or  without  (so  as  the  same  bo  not  repugnant  or  con- 
trary to  this  Constitution),  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  for  the  good 
and  welfare  of  this  commonwealth,  and  for  the  government  and  order- 
ing thereof,  and  of  the  citizens  of  the  same,  and  for  the  necessary 
support  and  defense  of  the  government  thereof;  and  to  name  and 
settle  annually,  or  provide  by  fixed  laws  for  the  naming  and  set- 
tling all  civil  officers,  within  the  said  commonwealth,  the  election 
and  constitution  of  whom  are  not  hereafter,  in  this  form  of  govern- 
ment, otherwise  provided  for :  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties, 
powers,  and  limits  of  the  several  civil  and  military  officers  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  the  forms  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be 
respectively  administered  unto  them  for  the  execution  of  their  seve- 
ral offices  and  places,  so  as  the  same  be  not  rcpiiy^ant  or  contrary  to 
this  Constitution ;  and  to  impose  and  levy  proportionable  and  rea- 
sonable assessments,  rates,  and  taxes  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of, 
and  persons  resident,  and  estates  lying  within  the  said  common- 
wealtn ;  and  also  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises 
upon  any  produce,  goods,  wares,  merchandises,  and  commodities 
whatsoever,  broueht  into,  produced,  manufactured,  or  beinff  with- 
in the  same ;  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by  warrant  under  the 
hand  of  the  Governor  of  this  commonwealth  for  the  time  being,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  for  the  public  service,  in  the 
necessary  defense  and  support  of  the  government  of  the  said  com- 
monwealth, and  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  citizens  there- 
of^ according  to  such  acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force  within  the 
same. 

And  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates  in  the  manner  that  has  hitherto 
been  practised ;  in  order  that  such  assessments  may  be  made  with 
equality,  there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  estates  within  the  common- 
wealth taken  anew  once  in  every  ten  years,  at  the  least,  and  as  much 
dtener  as  the  General  Court  shall  order. 
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Section  n. — Senate, 

Art.  1.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  bj  the  freeholders  and 
other  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  qualified  as  in  this  Consti- 
tution is  provided,  forty  persons  to  be  counselors  and  senators  for 
the  year  ensuing  their  election ;  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  ci 
the  districts  into  which  the  commonweaRh  may  from  time  to  time 
be  divided  by  the  General  Court  for  that  purpose.     And  the  Qtne- 
ral  Court,  in  assiffning  the  numbers  to  be  elected  by  the  representa- 
tive districts,  shall  govern  themselves  by  the  proportion  of  the  pub- 
lic taxes  paid  by  the  said  districts  ;  and  timely  make  known  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  commonwealth,  the  limits  of  each  district,  and  the 
numbers  of  counselors  and  senators  to  be  chosen  therein :  provided 
that  the  number  of  such  districts  shall  never  be  less  than  thirteen ; 
and  that  no  district  be  so  large  as  to  entitle  the  same  to  choose  more 
than  six  senators. 

And  the  several  counties  in  this  commonwealth  shall,  until  the 
Creneral  Court  shall  determine  it  necessary  to  alter  the  said  dis- 
tricts, be  districts  for  choice  of  counselors  and  senators,  (except  that 
the  counties  of  Duke's  county  and  Nantucket  shall  form  one  dis- 
trict for  that  purpose,)  and  shall  elect  the  following  number  for 
counselors  and  senators,  viz. :

2.  The  Senate  shall  be  the  first  branch  of  the  Legislature :  and 
the  senators  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner,  viz. :  There 
shall  be  a  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  annually  forever, 
of  the  inhabitants  of  each  town  in  the  several  oounties  of  this  com- 
monwealth ;  to  be  called  by  the  selectmen,  and  warned  in  due 
course  of  law,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  first  Monday  in  April, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  persons  to  be  senators  and  counselors. 
And  at  such  meetings  every  male  inhabitant,  of  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  upwards,  having  a  freehold  estate  within  the  common- 
wealth of  the  annual  income  of  three  pounds,  or  any  estate  of  the 
value  of  sixty  pounds,  shall  have  a  right  to  give  in  his  vote  for  the 
senators  for  the  district  of  which  he  is  an  inhabitant ;  and  to  re- 
move all  doubts  concerning  the  word  "  inhabitant"  in  this  Constitu* 
tion,  every  person  shall  be  considered  as  an  inhabitant  (for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  and  being  elected  into  an^  office  or  place  within  this 
State)  in  that  town,  district,  or  plantation,  where  he  dwelleth  or 
hath  nis  home. 

The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  shall  preside  at  such  meetings 
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imfNirtimllj.  and  shall  reoeive  the  votes  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  such 
towns,  present  and  qualified  to  vote  for  senators  ;  and  shall  sort  and 
xmni  them  in  open  town  meeting,  and  in  presence  of  the  town  clerk, 
iriio  shall  make  a  fiur  record,  in  presence  of  the  selectmen,  and  in 

ri  town  meeting,  of  the  name  of  every  person  voted  for,  and  of 
number  of  votes  against  his  name ;  and  a  fair  copy  of  this  reoord 
dudl  be  attested  by  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk,  and  shall  be 
sealed  up,  directed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
fciine  being,  with  a  superscription  expressing  the  purports  of  the 
oonlents  thereof,  and  aelivered  by  the  town  clerk  of  such  town  to 
tbe  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  such  town  lies,  thirty  days  at 
least  before  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  annually ;  or  it  shall  be 
delivered  into  the  Secretary's  office  seventeen  days  at  least  before 
Ibe  said  last  Wednesday  in  May ;  and  the  sheriff  of  each  county 
shall  deliver  all  such  certificates  by  him  received  into  the  Secre- 
taty's  office,  seventeen  days  before  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May. 
And  the  inhabitants  of  plantations  unincorporated,  (qualified  as 
this  Constitution  provides.)  who  are  or  shall  be  empowered  and  re- 
q[iiired  to  assess  taxes  upon  themselves,  toward  the  support  of  gov- 
ernment, shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  voting  for  counselors  and 
senators  in  the  plantations  where  they  reside,  as  town  inhalHtants 
have  in  their  respective  towns ;  and  the  plantation  meetings  for 
that  purpose  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  same  first  Monday  in 
April,  at  such  place  in  the  plantations  respectively  as  the  assessors 
thereof  shall  direct ;  which  assessors  shall  have  like  authority  for 
notifying  the  electors,  collecting  and  returning  the  votes,  as  the 
selectmen  and  town  clerks  have  in  their  several  towns,  by  this  Con- 
stitution ;  and  all  other  persons,  living  in  places  unincorporated 
(qualified  as  aforesaid),  who  shall  be  assessed  to  the  support  of  gov- 
ernment by  the  assessors  of  an  adjacent  town,  shall  have  the  privi- 
Se  c^  givinff  in  their  votes  for  counselors  and  senators  in  the  town 
ere  they  shall  be  assessed,  and  be  notified  of  the  place  of  meeting 
bj  the  selectmen  of  the  town  where  they  shall  be  assessed,  for  that 
porpose,  accordingly. 

3.  And  that  there  may  be  a  due  Convention  of  senators  on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May  annually,  the  Governor  and  five  of  the 
Council,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  examine  the 
returned  copies  of  such  records ;  and,  fourteen  days  before  the  said 
day,  he  shall  issue  his  summons  to  such  persons  as  shall  appear  to 
be  chosen  by  the  majority  of  votes,  to  attend  on  that  day  and  take 
their  seats  accordingly ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that,  for  the  first 
year,  the  said  returned  copies  shall  be  examined  by  the  President 
and  five  of  the  Council  of  the  former  constitution  of  government ; 
and  the  said  President  shall,  in  like  manner,  issue  his  summons  to 
the  persons  so  elected,  that  they  may  take  their  seats  as  aforesaid. 

4.  The  Senate  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  elections,  returns, 
and  qualifications  of  their  own  members,  as  pointed  out  in  the  Con- 
stitution ;  and  shall,  on  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May,  annoallji 
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detormine  and  declare  who  are  elected  by  each  district,  to  be  aeoA- 
tors,  by  a  majority  of  votes :  and  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to 
bo  the  full  number  of  senators  returned,  elected  by  a  majority  of 
votes  for  any  district,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  viz. :  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  such  senators  as  shall  be  declared  elected,  shall  ti^e  the  names 
of  such  persons  as  shall  bo  found  to  have  the  highest  number  of 
votes  in  such  district,  and  not  elected,  amounting  to  twice  the  niuii- 
ber  of  senators  wanting,  if  there  be  so  many  voted  for  ;  and  out  of 
these  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  number  of  senators  sufficient  to  fill  up 
the  vacancies  in  such  district ;  and  in  this  manner  all  such  vacan- 
cies shall  be  filled  in  every  district  of  the  commonwealth  :  and,  in 
like  manner,  all  vacancies  in  the  Senate,  arising  by  death,  removal 
out  of  the  State,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  as  soon  as  may  be 
after  such  vacancies  shall  happen : 

5.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  beinff 
elected  a  senator,  who  is  not  seized  in  his  own  right  of  a  freehold 
within  this  commonwealth  of  the  value  of  three  hundred  pounds  at 
least,  or  possessed  of  personal  estate  to  the  value  of  six  hundred 
pounds  at  least,  or  of  both  to  the  amount  of  the  same  sum ;  and 
who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  commonwealth  for  the  space 
of  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  election  ;  and  at  the  time  of 
his  election  he  shall  be  an  inhabitant  in  the  district  for  which  he 
shall  be  chosen. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves,  provided 
such  adjournments  do  not  exceed  two  di^s  at  a  time. 

7.  The  Senate  shall  choose  its  own  President,  appoint  its  own 
officers,  and  determine  its  own  rules  of  proceedings. 

8.  The  Senate  shall  be  a  court,  with  full  authority  to  hear  and  de- 
termine all  impeachments  made  by  the  House  of  Representatives, 
against  auv  officer  or  officers  of  the  commonwealth,  for  misconduct  and 
maladministration  in  their  offices.  But,  previous  to  the  trial  of  every 
impeachment,  the  members  of  the  Senate  shall  respectively  be  sworn, 
truly  and  impartially  to  try  and  determine  the  cnargc  in  question, 
according  to  evidence.  Their  judgment,  however,  shall  not  extend 
further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  or 
enjoy  any  place  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  this  commonwealth; 
but  the  party  so  convicted  shall  be,  nevertheless,  liable  to  impeach- 
ment, trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
land. 

9.  Not  less  than  sixteen  members  of  the  Senate  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  doing  business. 

Section  III. — House  of  Representatives. 

Art.  1.  There  shall  be,  in  the  Legislature  of  this  commonwealth, 
a  representation  of  the  people,  anniially  eleoted,  and  founded  apon 
tlie  prino^les  of  equality. 
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2.  And  in  order  to  proride  for  a  representation  of  the  citiiens  of 
tliis  commonwealth,  founded  on  the  principles  of  eooalitj,  every 
corporate  town  containing  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  may 
deet  one  representative;  every  corporate  town  containing  three 
hundred  and  seventy-five  ratable  polls  may  elect  two  representatives: 
every  corporate  town  containing  six  hundred  ratable  polls,  may  elect 
three  representatives,  and  proceeding  in  that  manner,  making  two 
hundred  and  twentv-five  ratable  polls  the  mean  increasing  number 
tofr  every  additional  representative : 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  each  town  now  incorporated,  not 
having  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  may  elect  one  represent- 
ative. But  no  place  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated  with  the  privi- 
lege of  electing  a  representative,  unless  there  are,  within  the  same, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls. 

And  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  power,  from  time 
to  time,  to  impose  fines  upon  such  towns  as  shall  neglect  to  chooee 
and  return  members  to  the  same,  agreeably  to  this  Constitution. 

The  expense  of  traveling  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  returning 
home  once  in  every  session,  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  by  the  gov- 
ernment, out  of  the  public  treasury,  to  every  member  who  shall  at- 
tend as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  and 
does  not  depart  without  leave. 

3.  Every  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  chosen 
\yr  written  votes ;  and  for  one  year  at  least  next  preceding  his  elec- 
tion shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of.  and  have  been  seized  in  his 
own  right  of  a  freehold  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  within 
the  town  he  shall  bo  chosen  to  represent,  or  any  ratable  es- 
tate, to  the  value  of  two  hundred  pounds ;  and  he  shall  cease  to 
represent  the  said  town  immediately  on  his  ceasing  to  be  qualified 
wM  aforesud. 

4.  Every  male  person  (being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  resi- 
dent of  any  particular  town  in  this  commonwealth,  for  the  space  of 
one  year  next  preceding)  having  a  freehold  estate  within  the  same 
town,  of  the  annual  income  of  three  pounds,  or  any  estate  of  the 
value  of  sixty  pounds,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  a 
representative,  or  representatives,  for  the  said  town. 

5.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  chosen 
annually,  in  the  month  of  May,  ten  days,  at  least,  before  the  last 
Wednesday  of-  that  month. 

6.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  the  grand  inquest  of 
this  commonwealth ;  and  all  impeachments,  made  by  them,  shall  be 
heard  and  tried  bv  the  Senate. 

7.  All  money  bills  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tivea :  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as 
on  other  bill?. 

8.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
thf  mselves ;  provided  such  adjournment  shall  not  exceed  two  days 
alatime. 
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leeteen,  who  shftil  preside  at  snch  meetingB ;  and  the  town  clerk,  in 
(iw  presence  mnd  with  the  tssistanoo  of  the  selectmen,  shall,  in  open 
town  meeting,  sort  and  count  the  votes,  and  form  a  list  of  the  per- 
sons TOted  for,  with  the  nnmber  of  Totes  for  each  person,  against 
his  name :  and  shall  make  a  iair  record  of  the  same  in  the  town 
hooks,  and  a  public  declaration  thereof  in  the  said  meeting ;  and 
shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  inhabitants,  seal  up  copies  of  the  said 
lists,  attested  bj  him  and  the  selectmen,  and  transmit  the  same  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county,  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  last  Wednes- 
day in  May :  and  the  sheriff  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  Secre- 
ta^s  office  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  said  last  Wednesday  in 
May ;  or  the  selectmen  may  cause  returns  of  the  same  to  be  made 
lo  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  seventeen  days 
at  least  before  the  said  day ;  and  the  Secretary  shall  lay  the  same 
before  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day in  May,  to  be  by  them  examined :  and  in  case  of  an  election  by 
a  majority  of  all  the  votes  returned,  the  choice  shall  be  by  them  de- 
eUred  and  published.  But  if  no  person  shall  have  a  migority  of 
votes,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  two  oul 
of  four  persons,  who  had  the  highest  number  of  votes,  if  so  many 
shall  have  been  voted  for :  but,  if  otherwise,  out  of  the  number  voted 
for ;  and  make  return  to  the  Senate  of  the  persons  so  elected ;  on 
whieh  the  Senate  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  one  who  shall  be  declared 
Governor. 

4.  The  Governor  shall  have  authority  from  time  to  time,  at  his 
discretion,  to  assemble  and  call  together  the  counselors  of  this  com- 
monwealth  for  the  time  being ;  and  the  Governor,  with  the  said 
eonnselors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall,  and  mav  from  time  to  time, 
hold  and  keep  a  council,  for  the  ordering  and  directing  the  affairs 
of  the  commonwealth,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the 
land. 

5.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  Council,  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  during  the  session  of  the  General  Court,  to 
adjourn  or  prorogue  the  same,  to  anv  time  the  two  houses  shall  de- 
sire ;  and  to  dissolve  the  same  on  the  day  next  preceding  the  last 
Wednesday  in  May,  and  in  the  recess  of  Uie  said  Court  to  prorogue 
the  same,  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  ninety  days  in  any  one 
recess ;  and  to  call  it  together  sooner  than  the  time  to  which  it  mar 
be  adjourned  or  prorogued,  if  the  welfare  of  the  commnnwcalth  shau 
require  the  same.  And  in  case  of  any  infectious  distemper  prevail- 
ing in  the  place  where  the  said  Court  is  next,  at  any  time,  to  con- 
vene, or  any  cause  happening,  whereby  danger  may  arise  to^  the 
health  or  lives  of  the  members  from  their  attendance,  he  may  direct 
the  session  to  be  held  at  some  other  of  the  most  convenient  places 
within  the  State. 

And  the  Governor  shall  dissolve  the  said  General  Court  on  the 
day  next  preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in  May. 

6.  In  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  with  regard 
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to  the  neceBsity,  expediency,  or  time  of  adjournmeat,  or  prorogation, 
the  Ooyernor,  with  advice  of  the  Counci],  shall  have  &  right  t«  kd- 
journ  or  prorogue  the  General  Court,  not  exceeding  ninety  (lays,i> 
he  Bhall  determine  and  the  public  good  shall  reonire. 

7.  The  6oTernor  of  thia  uommonweallh,  for  we  time  being,  «b*U 
bocommaiider-iD-chief  of  thearmy  and  navy,  and  of  all  the  military 
forces  of  the  State,  by  sea  and  land  ;  and  shall  have  fall  power,  by 
bimsclf,  or  by  any  commander,  or  other  ofiGuer  or  officers,  fr«m  tim« 
to  time,  t<i  train,  instruct,  exercise,  and  govern  the  militia  and  navy ; 
and,  for  the  special  defense  and  safety  of  the  commonwealth,  to  as- 
semble in  martial  array,  and  put  in  warlike  postnrc,  the  inhabitanta 
thereof;  and  to  lead  and  conduct  them,  and  with  them  to  encoun- 
ter, repel,  resist,  expel,  and  pursue,  by  force  of  arms,  as  well  by  sea 
as  by  land,  within  or  without  the  limits  of  this  coramonwcatth ;  and 
also  to  kill,  slay,  and  destroy,  if  noeeasary,  and  conquer,  by  all  fit- 
ting ways,  enterprises,  and  means  what^ever.  all  and  every  aueh 
person  or  persons,  as  shall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  in  a  hostile  man- 
ner, attempt  or  enterprise  the  destruction,  invasion,  detriment,  or 
annoyance  of  this  oommonweiilth ;  and  to  use  and  exercise  over  the 
army  and  navy,  and  over  the  militia  in  actual  servioo,  the  law  mar- 
tial, in  time  of  war  or  Invasion,  and  also  in  time  of  rebellion  (de- 
clared by  the  Legislature  to  exist),  as  oecaaion  shall  necessarily  re- 
quire; and  to  take  and  surprise,  by  all  ways  and  means  whatsoever, 
all  and  every  such  person  or  persons  (with  their  ships,  arms,  ammu- 
nition, and  goods)  as  shaU,  in  a  hostile  manuer,  invade,  or  attempt 
the  invading,  conquering,  or  annoying  thia  commonwealth  ;  and  that 
the  Governor  be  intrusted  witli  all  these  and  other  powers  incident 
to  the  offices  of  captain -general,  and  commander-in-chief,  and  admi- 
ral, to  be  exercised  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Constitution,  and  the  Taws  of  the  land,  and  not  otherwise. 

Provided,  that  the  said  Governor  shall  not,  at  anv  time  hereafter, 
by  virtue  of  any  power  by  thia  Constitution  granted,  or  hereafter  to 
bo  granted  to  him  by  the  Legislature,  transport  any  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  commonwealth,  or  oblige  them  to  march  out  of  the 
limits  of  the  same,  without  tlieir  free  and  voluntary  consent,  or  the 
consent  of  the  General  Court ;  except  so  far  aa  may  be  necessary 
to  march  or  transport  them  by  land  or  water,  for  the  defense  of  auon 
part  of  the  State,  to  which  they  cannot  conveniently  have  acooss, 

8.  The  power  of  pardoning  offences,  except  such  as  persona  may] 
be  eonviotcd  of  before  the  Senate,  by  an  impeachment  of  ibe  House, 
shall  be  in  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Council ;  but 
no  charter  of  pardon,  granted  by  the  Governor,  with  advice  of  the 
Connoil,  before  conviction,  shall  avail  the  party  pleading  the  aamc, 
cotwitbataQdiDg  any  general  or  particular  expressions  contained 
therein,  descriptive  of  the  offence  or  offences  intended  to  bo  par- 
doned 

9-  All  judicial  offioera,  the  Attorney-Gonend,  the  Solicitor- Gene- 
ral, &U  cheriffi^  caroaers,  and  regut«ra  of  probate,  shall  bo  nominat- 
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•d  ftod  appointed  bj  the  (Jovemor,  bj  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council ;  and  every  such  nomination  shall  be  made  by  the 
Chnremor,  and  made  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  such  appointment. 

10.  The  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  militia  shall  be  elected  by 
the  written  votes  of  the  train  band  and  alarm  list  of  their  respective 
companies,  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards.  The  field  offi- 
cers of  raiments  shall  be  elected  by  the  written  votes  of  the  cap- 
tains and  subalterns  of  their  respective  regiments.  The  brigadiers 
shall  be  elected,  in  like  manner,  by  the  field  officers  of  their  respect- 
ire  brigades.  And  such  officers,  so  elected,  shall  bo  commissioned 
by  the  Governor,  who  shall  determine  their  rank. 

The  L^slature  shall,  by  standing  laws,  direct  the  time  and  man- 
ner of  convenin|f>  the  electors,  and  of  collecting  votes,  and  of  certify- 
ing to  the  Governor  the  officers  elected. 

The  major-generals  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  each  having  a  negative  upon  the  other ;  and  be 
oommissioned  by  the  Governor. 

And  if  the  electors  of  brigadiers,  field  officers,  captains,  or  subal- 
terns, shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  elections,  after  being  duly 
notified  according  to  the  laws  of  the  time  being,  then  the  Governor, 
with  advice  of  Uie  Council,  shall  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill 
such  offices. 

And  no  officer,  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the  militia, 
shall  be  removed  from  his  office,  but  by  the  address  of  both  houses 
to  the  (Governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial,  pursuant  to  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  time  being. 

The  commanding  officers  of  regin^ents  shall  appoint  their  adju- 
Isnts  and  quartermasters :  Ihe  brigadiers  their  brigade-majors  ;  and 
major-generals  their  aids :  and  the  Governor  shall  appoint  the  adju- 
taatrgeneraL 

The  (Jovemor,  with  advice  of  Council,  shall  appoint  all  officers  of 
the  oontinental  army,  whom  (by  the  confederation  of  the  United 
States  (it  is  provided  that  this  commonwealth  shall  appoint,  as  also 
all  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons. 

The  divisions  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments,  and  compa* 
meB^  made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in  force,  shall  be 
oonsidered  as  the  proper  divisions  of  the  militia  of  this  common- 
wealth, until  the  same  shall  be  altered  in  pursuance  of  some  future 
kw. 

11.  No  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  be  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as  may  be  ap- 

nriated  for  the  redemption  of  bills  of  credit  or  treasurer's  notM, 
T  the  payment  of  interest  arising  thereon)  but  by  warrant,  under 
the  hand  of  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and 
eonsent  of  the  Council,  for  the  necessary  defense  and  Support  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the 
inhahitsnts  thereof  agreeably  to  the  act  and  resolves  of  the  Gene* 
fslOovi 


lUO  CONSTITCTION   OF 

1'2.  All  public  boardB,  the  commissarj-geaeral.  all  euperiuteniUiig 
offioers  of  public  magaiincs  and  stores,  beloneing  to  this  conimoiv 
wealth,  and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons  within  ihe 
same,  Bholl,  once  in  ercry  three  months,  officially,  and  withoat  reqni- 
sition,  and  at  other  timoB  when  required  bj  the  Governor,  dsliver  to 
him  an  account  of  all  goods,  stores,  pTovisioDa.  ammnnition,  cannon, 
with  their  appendages,  and  Bmall  arms,  with  their  accoutrements,  and 
of  all  other  public  property  whatever,  under  their  care  roRpectiiely ; 
distinguishing  the  quantity,  number,  quality,  and  kind  of  each,  as 
particularly  as  may  oe;  togctherwith  the  condition  of  Euch  forts  and 

girrisoDS.  And  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
OTCrnor,  when  required  by  him,  true  and  exact  plana  of  such  forts, 
and  of  the  land  and  sea,  harbor  or  harbors,  adjacent. 

And  the  said  boards,  and  all  public  officers  shall  communicate  to 
the  Qovernor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  the  same,  all  dis- 
patches and  intelligence  of  a  public  nature,  which  shall  be  directed 
to  them  respectively. 

13.  As  the  public  good  requires  that  the  Governor  sboulil  not  be 
under  the  undue  influenco  of  any  of  the  members  of  the  General 
Court,  by  a  dependence  on  them  for  his  support :  that  he  should  in 
all  cases  act  with  freedom  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  ;  that  ha 
should  not  have  his  attention  necesanrily  diverted  from  tjiat  object 
to  bis  private  concerns  ;  and  that  he  should  maintain  the  dignity  of 
the  commonwealth,  in  the  character  of  its  chief  magistrate,  it  is  ne- 
cessary that  he  should  have  an  honorable,  stated  salary,  of  a  fixed 
and  permanent  value,  amply  sufficient  for  those  purposes,  and  «stal>- 
lished  by  standing  laws ;  and  it  sliall  be  among  the  first  act«  of  the 
General  Court,  allor  the  commencement  of  this  ConstitntioD,  to 
establish  such  aalnry  by  law  accordingly. 

Permanent  and  nonorablc  salaries  shall  also  he  established  by 
law  for  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

And  if  it  shall  bo  found  that  any  of  the  salaries  aforesaid,  so  es- 
tablished, are  insufficient,  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  bo  eutarged. 
as  the  General  Court  ahull  judge  proper. 

Sectios  II. — Limtcnanl-Gnrifntor. 

Abt.  1.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  a  Lioutenant-Govomor 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  whose  title  shall  bo,  Hi* 
Honor :  and  who  shall  bo  qualified,  in  point  of  religion,  property, 
and  residence  in  the  commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner  with  tlie 
Governor ;  and  the  day  and  manner  of  his  election,  and  the  qualifi- 
cations of  the  electors,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  reqnirod  in  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Governor,  The  return  of  the  votes  for  this  officer,  and  the 
declaration  of  bis  election,  shall  be  In  thu  same  manner :  and  If  no 
one  jitTson  shall  be  found  to  have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  return- 
ed, the  vacancy  shall  bo  filled  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reproson- 
tatircB.  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Quvcruor  is  to  be  eloetcd,  in  case 
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BO  one  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  people,  to  be 
Governor. 

2.  The  Qovemor,  and  in  his  absence  the  Licutenant-€U)vemor, 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council,  but  shall  have  no  vote  in 
Gonneil ;  and  the  Lientenant-Oovemor  shall  always  be  a  member  of 
the  Council,  except  when  the  chair  of  the  Governor  shall  be  vacant 

3.  Whenever  the  chair  of  the  (Governor  shall  be  vacant  by  reason 
of  his  death,  or  absence  from  the  commonwealth,  or  otherwise,  the 
Lieotenant-Oovemor  for  the  time  being  shall,  daring  such  vacancy, 
perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  Governor,  and  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  power  and  authorities  which,  by  this  Constitu- 
tion, the  Governor  is  vested  with,  when  personally  present. 

Section  III. 

CotmcUj  and  ike  manner  cf  settling  dedions  by  the  Legislature. 

Art.  1.  There  shall  bo  a  Council  for  advising  the  Governor  in 
the  executive  part  of  government,  to  consist  of  nine  persons,  besides 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  whom  the  Governor,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discre- 
tkm,  to  assemble  and  call  together :  and  the  Governor,  with  the  said 
counselors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall  and^nav,  from  time  to  time 
hold  and  keep  a  Council,  for  the  ordering  and  directing  the  affairs 
of  the  commonwealth,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

2.  Nine  counselors  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the  per- 
sons returned  from  the  counsdors  and  senators,  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day in  May,  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representatives, 
assembled  in  one  room :  and  in  case  there  shall  not  be  found,  upon 
the  first  choice,  the  whole  number  of  nine  persons,  who  will  accept 
a  seat  in  the  Council,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  by  the  electors 
aforesaid,  from  among  the  people  at  large ;  and  the  number  of  sen- 
ators left  shall  constitute  the  Senate  for  the  year.  The  seats  for  the 
persons  thus  elected  from  the  Senate,  and  accepting  the  trust,  shall 
De  vacated  in  the  Senate. 

3.  The  counselors,  in  the  civil  arrangements  of  the  commonwealth, 
shall  have  rank  next  after  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

4.  Not  more  than  two  counselors  shall  be  chosen  out  of  any  one 
district  of  this  commonwealth. 

5.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  the  Council  shall  be  recorded  in 
a  register,  and  signed  by  the  members  present :  and  this  record  may 
be  called  for  at  any  time  bv  either  house  of  toe  Legislature ;  and 
any  member  of  the  Council  may  insert  his  opinion,  contrary  to  the 
resolution  of  the  majority. 

6.  Whenever  the  office  of  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
shall  be  vacant,  by  reason  of  death,  absence,  or  otherwise,  then  the 
CouneiL,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  during  such  vacancy,  have 
foil  power  and  authority  to  do  and  to  execute  all  and  every  such 
sols,  matters,  and  things,  as  the  Governor,  or  Lieutenant-Governor 
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Sectiqs  it. — Secrdmryy  Tiremtmnrj  Ctmmittmry,  eft: 


Akt.  1.  The  SccfcUiy,,  Trasner.  mad  Sccemr-GoienL  and 
the  CoMBinarj-GeBcnlr  aotoriea  pdUift.  asd  BaTal  ofieers.  dnH  be 
ehoMn  annoallyy  bj  joint  ballot  of  tke  aenatofs  and  icpieaentatheiy 
in  one  room :  and  tku  tbe  citiaeBS  of  tUs  eoaunonmaltli  but  be 
asnured^  from  time  to  time,  tbal  tlie  moneyi  remaining  in  Uie  pnbfie 
treasorjf  npon  the  settlement  and  liqoidation  of  tbe  pohlic  aeoovntSy 
are  tbetr  property,  no  man  shall  be  digible  as  Treasarer  and  Be- 
eeirer-Geneni  more  than  fire  jears  niifcfiitly. 

2.  The  records  of  the  oommonwealth  shaD  be  kept  in  the  oftee 
of  the  Secrctarj,  who  maj  appoint  his  depvtieSy  for  whooe  conduct 
he  shall  be  accountable;  and  he  shall  attend  the  Goremor  and 
Comeily  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatires^  in  person,  or  by 
his  depvtiesy  as  they  shall  reqicetiTely  require. 

CHAPTEB  nL 


Amr  1.  The  tennre  that  all  commisBJonedolBecrs  shall  by  law  have 
in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective  eommissions; 
all  jadicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  commissioned,  and  sworn,  shall 
Im^q  their  offices  during  good  beharioar ;  excepting  soeh  concerning 
whom  there  is  different  provision  made  in  this  Oonstitation  :  Pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  the  Governor,  with  consent  of  the  Council,  may 
remove  them  apon  the  address  of  both  houses  c^  the  L^islature. 

2.  Each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  the  (jovemor  and 
OouDcil,  shall  have  authori^  to  require  the  opinions  of  the  justices 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  upon  important  questions  of  law, 
and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

3.  In  order  that  the  people  mav  not  suffer  from  the  long  oontin- 
uance  in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  fail  of  dis- 
charging toe  important  duties  of  h]#  office  with  ability  or  fidelitv, 
all  commissions  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  expire  and  become  void 
in  the  term  <^  seven  years  from  their  respeetive  dates ;  and  upon 
^^ '    'ion  of  any  commissioiii  the  same  laay,  if  necessary,  be 
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renewed,  or  another  person  Appointed,  as  shall  most  conduce  to  the 
wdl-being  of  the  commonwealtn. 

.  4.  The  judges  of  probates  of  wills,  and  for  granting  letters  of  ad- 
ministration, shall  hold  their  oonrts  at  such  plaoe  or  places,  on  fixed 
dajv,  as  the  conTenience  of  the  people  may  require :  and  the  Legis- 
lature shall,  from  time  to  time  heteafter,  appoint  such  times  and 
plaoes :  until  which  appointments,  the  said  courts  shall  be  holden  at 
IIm  times  and  places  which  the  respective  judges  shall  direct. 

5.  All  the  causes  of  marriage,  divorce,  alimony,  and  all  appeals 
from  the  judges  of  probate,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
Geremor  and  Council,  until  the  Legislature  shall,  by  law,  make 
other  provisions. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Delegaies  to  Ccngress. 

The  delegates  of  thi^  commonwealth  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  June  annually,  be  elected 
by  joint  ballot  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  assembled 
together  in  one  room ;  to  serve  in  Congress  for  one  year,  to  eom- 
Bienoe  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  then  next  ensuing.  They 
shall  have  commission  under  the  hand  of  the  Governor,  and  the 
great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  ;  but  may  be  recalled  at  any  time 
within  the  year,  and  x)thers  chosen  and  commissioned  in  the  same 
manner,  in  their  stead. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Th  ike  Universiiff  at  Cambridge^  and  EnamragemerU  of  LiUraiure,  4^. 

.  Section  I. — The  University. 

Art.  1.  Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  early  as  the 
year  one  thousan4  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  laid  the  foundation  of 
Harvard  College,  in  which  universitv  many  persons  of  great  emi- 
nence have,  by  the  blessing  of  Ood,  been  initiated  into  those  arts 
and  sciences  which  qualified  them  for  public  employments  both  in 
church  and  state  :  and  whereas  the  encouragement  of  arts  and  sci- 
ences, and  all  good  literature,  tends  to  the  honor  of  God,  the  advan- 
Xof  the  Christian  religion,  and  the  ffreat  benefit  of  this  and  the 
*  United  States  of  America,  it  is  declared  that  the  President  and 
fellows  of  Harvard  College  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  their 
SQOcessors  in  that  capacity,  their  officers  and  servants,  shall  have, 
hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjov,  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights, 
liberties,  privileges,  immunities,  and  franchises,  which  they  now 
have,  or  are  entitled  to  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy :  and  the 
same  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  unto  them,  the  said  Presi- 
dent and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to  their  successors,  and  to 
their  officers  and  servants,  respectively,  forever. 

2.  And  whereas  there  have  Deen,  at  sundry  times,  by  divers  per- 
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eons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tenements,  goods,  ofaat- 
tels,  legacies,  and  conyeyances,  heretofore  made,  either  to  Harvard 
College,  in  Cambridge,  m  New  England,  or  to  the  President  and 
fellows  of  Harvard  College,  or  to  the  sud  College,  by  some  other 
description,  under  several  charges  sncoessivelj — it  is  declared,  ^hat 
all  the  said  gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  oonveyances,  are 
hereby  forever  confirmed  onto  the  President  and  fellows  of  Har- 
vard College,  and  to  their  successors  in  the  capacity  aforesaid, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors, 
grantor  and  grantoris,  devisor  and  devisors. 

3.  And  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  Oeneral  Court  of  the  colony  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty- two,  the  Governor  and  Peputy-Govemor,  for  the  time 
being,  and  all  the  magistrates  of  that  jurisdiction,  were,  with  the 
President  and  a  number  of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described, 
constituted  the  overseers  of  Harvard  College :  and  it  being  neces- 
sary in  this  new  Constitution  of  government,  to  ascertiun  who  shall 
be  deemed  successors  to  the  said  Governor,  Deputy-Governor,  and 
magistrates,  it  is  declared  that  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Council,  and  Senate  of  this  commonwealth,  are  and  shall  be  deemed 
their  successors :  who,  with  the  President  of  Harvard  College,  for 
the  time  being,  together  with  the  ministers  of  the  Congregational 
ehurohes  in  the  towns  of  Cambridge,  Watertown,  Charlestown,  Bos- 
ton, Boxbury,  and  Dorchester,  mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shaJl  be, 
and  hereby  are,  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  authority  belonging, 
or  in  any  way  appertaining  to  the  overseers  of  Harvard  Col^e : 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Le- 
gislature of  this  commonwealth  fW>m  making  such  alterations  in  the 
government  of  the  said  university  as  shall  be  conducive  to  its  advan- 
tage, and  the  interest  of  the  republic  of  letters,  in  as  full  •  manner 
as  might  have  been  done  by  the  Legislature  of  the  late  province  of 
Massachusetts  Bay. 

Section  II. — Tkt  Encaura^emeni  tfldieraiure. 

Wisdom  and  knowledge,  as  well  as  virtue,  diffused  generally 
among  the  body  of  the  people,  being  necessanr  for  the  preservation  of 
their  rights  and  liberties,  and  as  these  depend  on  spreading  the  oppor^ 
tnnities  and  advantages  of  education  in  tne  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, and  among  the  different  orders  of  the  people,  it  snidl  bo  the  duty  (tf 
the  legislatures  and  magistrates,  in  all  future  periods  of  this  common- 
wealth, to  cherish  the  interest  of  literature  and  the  sciences,  and  all 
■eminaries  of  th  m :  especially  the  university  at  Cambridge,  public 
lohools,  and  grauimar  schools  in  the  towns ;  to  encourage  private 
aocieties  and  public  institutions,  by  rewards,  and  immunities  for  the 
promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades,  manufiuh 
tares,  and  a  natural  history  of  the  country ;  to  countenance  and  in- 
culcate the  principles  of  humanity  and  general  benevolence,  puUio 
and  private  charity,  indaatry  and  fmgality,  honesty  and  punctuality 
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in  all  their  dealings ;  sincerity,  good  humor,  and  all  social  affcc- 
iionB  and  generous  sentiments  among  the  people. 

CHAPTER  VL 

OtUhs  and  subteripiions ;  incampaiibiUiy  of,  and  exclusion  from^  offices  ; 
pecuniary  qualificatwns ;  commissions  ;  xoriis ;  cot^rmation  cflatos  ; 
habeas  corpus ;  the  enacting  style  ;  continuance  cf  officers  ;  provision 
for  a  future  revisal  of  the  Constitution^  4*^. 

Art.  1.  Any  person  chosen  Oovernor,  or  Lieutenant-Governor, 
counselor,  senator,  or  representative,  and  accepting  the  trust,  shall, 
before  he  proceed  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  place  or  office,  take, 
make,  and  subscribe,  the  following  declaration,  viz. : 

^  I,  A.  B.,  do  declare  that  I  believe  the  Christian  religion,  and 

have  a  firm  persuasion  of  its  truth ;  and  that  I  am  seized  and 

possessed,  in  my  own  right,  of  the  property  required  by  the 

Constitution,  as  one  qualification  for  the  office  or  place  to 

which  I  am  elected." 

And  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  counselors,  shall 

make  and  subscribe  the  said  declaration  in  the  presence  of  the  two 

houses  of  assembly;   and  the  senators  and   representatives  first 

elected  under  this  Constitution,  before  the  President  and  five  of  the 

Council  of  the  former  Constitution  ;  and,  forever  afterwards,  before 

the  Governor  and  Council  for  the  time  being. 

And  every  person  chosen  to  either  of  the  offices  aforesaid,  as  also 
any  person  appointed  or  commissioned  to  any  judicial,  executive, 
military,  or  other  office,  under  the  government,  shall,  before  he  enter 
on  the  discharge  of  the  business  of  his  place  or  office,  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  declaration  and  oaths,  or  affirmations,  viz. : 
"  I,  A.  B.,  do  truly  and  sincerely  acknowledge,  profess,  testify, 
and  declare,  that  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is,  and  of 
right  ought  to  be,  a  free,  sovereign,  and  independent  State ; 
and  I  do  swear  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the 
said  commonwealth,  and  that  I  will  defend  the  same  against 
traitorous  conspiracies,  and  all  hostile  attempts  whatsoever: 
and  that  I  do  renounce  and  abjure  all  allegiance,  sul^ection, 
and  obedience  to  the  King^  QueeujOr  government  of  Great  iBritain, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  every  other  foreign  power  whatsoever : 
and  that  no  foreign  prince,  person,  prelate,  state,  or  potentate, 
hath,  or  ought  to  nave,  any  jurisdiction,  superiority,  pre- 
eminence, authority,  dispensing  or  other  power,  m  any  matter, 
civil,  ecclesiastical,  or  spintua^  within  this  oc  junonwealth,  ex- 
cept the  authority  and  power  which  is  or  may  be  vested  by 
their  constituents  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States :  And 
I  do  further  testify  and  declare,  that  no  man  or  body  of  men 
hath  or  can  have  any  right  to  absolve  or  discharge  me  from  the 
obligaiion  of  ^is  oath^  declaration,  or  affirmation ;  and  that  I  do 
make  tUs  acknowledgment  profeission,  testimony,  declaration.

dfiDikl,  renunciation,  and  abjuration  heartily  and  truly,  accord- 
ing to  the  common  moaning  and  acceptation  of  the  foregoing 
words,  without  any  eijui vocation,  mental  evasion,  or  secret  re- 
aerration  whatsoever.  So  help  me  God. 
"  I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnlj  swear  and  uffirra,  that  I  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  dutibs  incumbent 

on  me  aa ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities 

and  understanding,  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regoJations  of 

tbe    Constitution,   and  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth.      So 

help  mf.  God." 

Provided  always,  that  when  any  person  chosen  or  appointed  as 

aforesaid  shall  be  of  tbe  denomination  of  the  people  called  Quakers, 

and  sball  decline  taking  the  said  oaths,  be  shall  make  his  affirmatioo, 

in  the  foregoing  form,  and  subscribe  the  same,  omitting  tbe  words, 

"  I  do  sv>e/ir,^'  "and  abjwrf"  ^'oalh,"  ^^  and  abjuration,"  in  the  first 

oath  ;  and  in  the  second  oath,  the  words  "  fwear  and,"  and  in  eaoh 

of  tbem  the  words  "  lo  help  me  God ;"  subjoining  instead  thereof, 

'■  This  I  do  urui'T  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury." 

And  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  subeori- 
bod  by  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-ftovornor,  and  counselors,  before 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  tbe  prcaenoe  of  tbe  two  houses  of 
assembly :  and  by  the  senators  and  representatives  6rat  elected 
under  this  Constitution,  before  the  President  and  five  of  the  Council 
of  the  former  Constitution;  and,  forever  afterwards,  before  the 
Qflvernor  and  Coundl  for  the  time  being ;  and  by  the  residue  of  the 
officers  aforesaid,  before  such  persona  as,  from  time  to  time,  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature. 

3-  No  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  judge  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  shall  bold  any  office  or  place  under  the  authority  of 
this  commonwealth,  except  such  as  by  this  Constitution  they  are 
admitted  to  hold,  saving  that  the  judges  of  the  (taid  Conrt  may  hold 
the  offices  of  justices  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State ;  nor 
shall  they  hold  any  other  place  or  office,  or  receive  any  pension  or 
salary,  from  any  other  Btate,  or  government,  or  power  whatever. 

No  person  shall  bo  capable  of  holding  or  exercising,  at  tbe  same 
time,  more  than  one  of  the  following  offices  within  this  State,  via 
judge  of  probate,  sheriff,  register  of  probate,  or  register  of  deeds : 
and  never  more  than  any  two  offices,  which  are  to  be  held  by  ap 

g ointment  of  the  Governor,  or  the  Governor  and  Council,  or  the 
enate,  or  the  House  of  llepresontatives,  or  by  election  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  at  large,  or  of  the  people  of  any  county  (military 
officer  and  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  excepted,)  shall  be  held 
by  one  person. 

No  person  holding  the  office  of  judge  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
Secretary,  Attorney-General,  Solicitor-General,  Treasurer,  or  Re- 
oeivor-Qeuorat,  jucige  of  probate,  Commissary-General,  Ftesident, 
professor,  or  instruotor  of  ffarvard  College,  Sheriff,  Clerk  of  tbo 
House  of  Beprcacntativcs,  register   of  prolmte,  register  of  deedo, 
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derk  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  olerk  of  the  inferior  court  of 
eommon  plems,  or  officer  of  the  customs,  (including  in  this  descrip- 
tion naval  officers,)  shall  at  the  same  time  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate 
or  House  of  RepresentatiTes ;  but,  their  being  chosen  or  appointed 
to^  and  accepting  the  same,  shall  opperate  as  a  resignation  of  their 
Mat  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives ;  and  the  place  so 
vacated  shall  be  filled  up. 

And  the  same  rule  shall  take  place  in  case  any  judge  of  the  said 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  or  judge  of  probate,  shall  accept  a  seat  in 
Council,  or  any  counselor  shall  accept  of  either  of  those  offices  or 
places. 

And  no  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in  the 
Legislature,  or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under  the  govern* 
ment  of  this  commonwealth,  who  shall  in  the  due  course  of  law 
have  been  convicted  of  bribery  or  corruption  in  obtaining  an  elec- 
tion or  appointment 

3.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned  in  this  Con- 
stitution, the  value  thereof  shall  bo  computed  in  silver,  at  six  shil- 
lings and  eight  pence  per  ounce :  and  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  from  time  to  time,  to  increase  such  qualifications,  as  to 
property  of  the  persons  to  be  elected  into  offices,  as  the  circum- 
stances  of  the  commonwealth  shall  require. 

4.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts ;  signed  by  the  Oovomor,  and  attested  by  the  Secre- 
tary or  his  deputy,  and  have  the  great  seal  of  the  commonwealth 
affixed  thereto. 

5.  All  writs  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office,  in  any  of  the  Courts 
of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ; 
they  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  Court  from  whence  they  issue ; 
thev  shall  bear  test  of  the  first  justice  of  the  Court  to  which  thev 
shall  be  returnable,  (who  b  not  a  party,)  and  be  signed  by  the  clerk 
<^  such  Court 

6.  All  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted,  used,  and 
approved  of  in  the  province,  colony,  or  State  of  Massachusetts  Bav, 
and  usuallv  practised  on  in  the  Courts  of  law,  shall  still  remain 
and  be  in  nm  force,  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature : 
such  parts  onlv  excepted  as  are  repugnant  to  the  rights  and  liberties 
contained  in  this  Constitution. 

7.  The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall 
be  enioyed  in  this  commonwealth  in  the  most  free,  easy,  cheap,  ex- 
peditious, and  ample  manner :  and  shall  not  bo  suspended  by^  the 
Legislature,  except  upon  the  most  urgent  and  pressing  occasions, 
and  for  a  limited  time,  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

8.  The  enacting  style,  in  making  and  passing  all  acts,  statutes, 
and  laws,  shall  he,  "^  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houm  af  Repre- 
teniativeSf  in  General   Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 


9.  To  the  end  there  may  be  no  failure  of  justice,  or  danger  arise 
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to  tbe  coram  on  wealth,  from  a  change  of  the  form  of  goTemmeot,  all 
officers,  civil  and  military,  holding  commisBionB  soder  the  gorem- 
mcot  and  people  of  Massachnsetta  Bay  io  New  England,  and  all 
other  officers  of  aiud  goverament  and  people,  at  the  time  this  Cod- 
gtitution  shall  take  e^t,  shall  have,  hold,  use.  exercise,  and  enjoy, 
all  the  powers  and  authority  to  them  granted  or  committed,  until 
other  persons  iihall  bo  appointed  in  their  stead ;  and  all  courts  of 
law  shall  proceed  in  the  esecution  of  the  boainess  of  their  respective 
departments :  and  all  the  eiecutife  and  legislative  officers,  nodie^ 
and  powers,  shall  continue  in  full  force  in  the  enjoyment  and  eier- 
eise  of  all  their  trusts,  employaienta,  and  authority,  until  the  Gene- 
ral Court,  and  the  Supreme  and  executive  officers,  under  this  Con- 
atitation,  are  designated  and  invested  with  their  respective  trusto, 
powers,  and  authority. 

10.  In  order  the  more  eSectuuUy  to  adhere  to  the  print^ples  of 
the  Constitution,  and  correct  those  violations  which  by  any  means 
may  be  made  therein,  as  well  as  to  form  such  alterations  as  from  es- 
perience  shall  be  found  necessary,  the  General  Court  which  shall  be 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
shall  issue  precepts  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  and  to  the 
assessors  of  the  unincorporated  plantations,  directing  them  to  con- 
venc  the  qualified  voters  of  their  respective  towns  and  plantations, 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  their  sentiments  on  the  necessity  or 
expediency  of  revising  the  Constitution,  in  order  to  amendments. 

And  if  it  shall  appear,  by  the  returns  made,  that  two-thirds  of 
the  qualified  voters  throughout  the  State,  who  shall  aaaomble  and 
vote  in  consequence  of  the  said  precepts,  are  in  favor  of  such  revi- 
sion or  amendment,  the  General  Court  shall  issue  precepts,  or  direct 
them  to  bo  issued  from  the  Secretary's  office,  to  the  several  towns,  to 
elect  delegates  to  meet  iu  convention,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.    . 

The  said  delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and  proportion, 
OS  their  representatives  io  the  second  branch  of  the  Lcgtslatore  are 
by  this  Constitution  to  be  chosen. 

1 1.  This  form  of  government  shall  be  enrolled  on  parchment,  and 
deposited  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  bo  a  part  of  the  lows  of  the 
land :  and  printed  copies  thereof  eball  be  prefixed  to  the  book  con- 
taining the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  in  all  future  editions  of  the 
said  lavi'. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION, 

Art  1  If  any  bill  or  reaolvo  shall  be  objected  to,  and  not  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Governor;  and  if  the  General  Court nhall  adjourn 
within  five  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  Gov- 
ernor for  Ilia  approbation,  and  thereby  prevent  his  returning  it,  with 
his  objoetinns,  ta  provided  by  the  Constitution ;  such  bill  or  resolve 
ahall  not  beoomo  a  law,  nor  have  force  as  such. 
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2.  The  General  Court  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  erect 
or  constitute  municipal  or  city  governments  in  any  corporate  town 
or  towns,  in  this  commonwealth,  and  to  srant  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof  such  powers,  privileffes,  and  immunities,  not  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution,  as  the  Generai  Court  shall  deem  necessary  or  ezpedi- 
ent  for  the  regulation  and  government  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the 
manner  of  calling  and  holding  public  meetings  of  the  inhabitants 
in  wards,  or  otherwise,  for  the  election  of  officers,  under  the  Consti- 
tation,  and  the  manner  of  returning  the  votes  given  at  such  meet- 
ings :  provided,  that  no  such  government  shall  be  erected  or  consti- 
tuted in  any  town  not  containing  twelve  thousand  inhabitants,  nor 
unless  it  be  with  the  consent,  and  on  the  application  of  a  majority 
of  the  inhabitants  of  such  town,  present,  ana  voting  thereon,  pursu- 
ant to  a  vote  at  a  meeting  duly  warned  and  holden  ror  that  purpose : 
and  provided,  also,  that  all  by-laws,  made  by  such  municipal  or  city 

Svemment,  shall  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to  be  annulled  by  the 
meral  Court 

3.  Every  male  citizen  of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  upwards, 
(excepting  paupers  and  persons  under  guardianship,)  who  shall  have 
resided  within  the  commonwealth  one  year,  and  within  the  town  or 
district,  in  which  he  may  claim  a  right  to  vote,  six  calendar  months 
next  preceding  any  election  of  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
senators,  representatives,  and  who  shall  have  paid,  by  himself  or 
his  parent,  master  or  guardian,  any  State  or  county  tax,  which  shall, 
within  two  years  next  preceding  such  election,  have  been  assessed 
upon  him,  in  any  town  or  district  of  this  commonwealth :  and  also 
every  citizen,  who  shall  be  by  law  exempt  from  taxation,  and  who 
shall  bo  in  all  other  respects  qualified  as  above  mentioned,  shall 
have  a  right  to  vote  in  such  election  of  Governor,  and  Lioutenant- 
Goremor,  senators,  and  representatives ;  and  no  other  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  sucn  election. 

4.  Notaries  public  shall  bo  appointed  by  the  Governor,  in  the 
same  manner  as  judicial  officers  are  appointed,  and  shall  hold  their 
offioes  during  seven  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Governor, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  upon  the  address  of  both 
houses  of  the  Legislature. 

In  ease  the  office  of  Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  become  vacant  from  any  cause,  during  the  recess  of  the  Gene- 
ral Court,  the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  shall  nomi- 
nate and  appoint,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law,  a  competent  and  suitable  person  to  such  vacant  offices,  who 
shall  hold  the  same  until  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Court 

Whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  commonwealth  shall  require  the 
appointment  €i  a  Commissary-General,  he  shall  be  nominated,  ap- 
pointed, and  commissioned,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may 
uj  law  preseribe. 

All  ofieeia  eommissioncd  to  command  in  the  militia,  may  bo  re- 
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moved  from  office  in  such  manner  aa  the  Legislature  may  b;  law 
{irescribe. 

5.  In  tlie  election  of  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  militia,  nil  the 
membera  of  tbeir  respective  companies,  as  well  thoBe  under  as  Uioso 
ftbore  the  age  of  twouty-one  years,  eboll  have  a  right  to  vote 

6.  Instead  of  the  oath  of  allegiance,  prescribed  by  the  Conatita* 
tion,  the  following  oath  shall  be  taken  and  su)»cribed  by  every  ptt- 
son  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the 
eoveromcnt  of  this  commonwealth,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  llw 
duties  of  his  office,  to  wit : 

"  I,  A.  B,,  do  solemnly  swear,  that  I  will  bear  tme  faith  and  alle- 
giance to  the  commonwealth  of  Massachuaetls,  and  will  support  the 
Constitution  thereof     So  help  me  Ood." 

Provided,  that  when  any  person  dhall  be  of  the  denomination 
called  Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  said  oath,  he  shall  make 
bia  affirmation  in  the  foregoing  form,  omitting  the  word  "swear," 
and  inserting,  instead  thereof,  the  word  "  affirm,"  and  omitting  the 
words  "  so  help  me  God,"  and  eubjoining,  instead  thereof,  the  words 
"this  I  do  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury." 

7.  No  oath,  declaration,  or  subscription,  excepting  the  oath  pre- 
scribed in  the  preceding  article  and  the  oath  of  office,  shall  be  re- 
quired of  the  tiovcraor,  Licutcnant-Qovernor,  counselors,  senators^ 
or  representatives,  to  qualify  them  to  perform  the  duties  of  iheir 
respective  offices. 

8.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  this  commonwcaKh,  (except  the  Court 
of  Sessions,)  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  autborit; 
of  the  United  States,  (poatraoBters  esceptcd,)  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  hold  the  office  of  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  coun- 
selor, or  have  a  scat  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Hepresentativcs  of 
this  commonwealth ;  and  do  judge  of  any  court  of  this  common' 
wealth,  (cieept  the  Court  of  Sessions,)  nor  the  Attomey-Geaeral, 
Solicitor-General,  county  attorney,  clerk  of  any  court,  sheriff,  treas- 
urer, and  receiver-general,  register  of  probate,  nor  register  of  deeds, 
Rhall  continue  to  hold  his  said  office  after  being  elected  a  member 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stales,  and  accepting  that  trust ;  but 
the  acceptance  of  such  trust,  by  an)-  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  of  his  said  offico ;  and 
judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall  hold  no  other  office  under 
the  government  of  this  eommoti wealth,  the  office  of  the  justice  of  the 
peace  and  militia  officers  excepted. 

9.  If,  at  any  time  hereafter,  any  specific  and  particular  amend- 
ment or  amendments  to  the  Constitution  be  proposed  in  the  Qene- 
ntl  Court,  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  senators,  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Uonsc  of  Representatives  present  and 
voting  thereon,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  the  two  honsea,  with  the  yeas  and  nat's 
taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  General  Court  then  next  to  bo 
ebosea,  and  shiJl  be  pnbliabeil ;  and  i^  in  the  Gcnaral  Court  then 
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next  ohoson,  as  aforesaid,  suoh  proposed  amendment  or  amendments 
■hall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  senators  and  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  Hoose  of  Representatives  present  and  voting 
thereon  ;  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Gourt  to  submit 
■ach  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people ;  and  if 
they  snail  be  approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
TOters  voting  tnereon,  at  meetings  IcgsJlj  warned  and  holden  for 
that  purpose,  they  shall  become  part  of  the  Constitution  of  this  com- 
monwealUL 


Ariide  cf  Amendmtni  adopted  March  24,  1837,  as  the  \^h  Article 

cfthe  Constiiuticn. 

In  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of  the  citizens  of  this 
commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  principles  of  equality,  a  census  of 
the  ratable  polls  in  each  city,  town,  and  district  of  the  common- 
wealth, on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into 
the  Secretary's  office,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  shall  pro- 
vide, within  the  month  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter 
in  the  month  of  May,  in  manner  aforesaid ;  and  each  town  or  city 
having  three  hundred  ratable  polls  at  the  last  preceding  decenni^ 
oensQfl  of  polls,  may  elect  one  representative,  and  for  every  four 
hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  in  addition  to  the  first  three  hun- 
dred, one  representative  more. 

Any  town  having  less  than  three  hundred  ratable  polls,  shall  be 
represented  thus:  the  whole  number  of  ratable  polls,  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding decennial  census  of  polls,  shall  be  multiplied  by  ten,  and  the 
prodoet  divided  by  three  nundred,  and  such  town  may  elect  one 
representative  as  many  years  within  ten  years  as  three  hundred  is 
contained  in  the  product  aforesaid. 

Any  city  or  town  having  ratable  polls  enough  to  elect  one  or 
more  representatives,  with  any  number  of  polls  beyond  the  neces- 
sary number,  may  be  represented  as  to  that  surplus  number  by  mul- 
tiplying such  surplus  number  b/ten,  and  dividing  the  product  by 
fimr  hundred  ana  fifty ;  and  such  city  or  town  may  elect  one  ad- 
ditional representative  as  many  years  within  the  ten  years  as  four 
hundred  and  fifty  is  contained  in  the  product  aforesaid. 

Any  two  or  more  of  the  several  towns  and  districts  may,  by  con- 
sent cdT  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  legal  meeting  in 
each  of  said  towns  and  districts  respectively,  called  for  that  purpose 
and  held  previous  to  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  in  which  the 
decennial  census  of  polls  shall  be  taken,  form  themselves  into  a 
representative  district,  to  continue  until  the  next  decennial  census 
of  polls,  for  the  election  of  a  representative  or  representatives  ;  and 
such  district  shall  have  all  the  rights,  in  regard  to  representation, 
which  woold  belong  to  a  town  containing  the  same  number  of  rata- 
Uepolls. 
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The  Goremor  and  Coancil  shall  asoertaia  and  determine,  within 
the  months  of  Jnly  and  Angnst,  in  the  year  ci  oar  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hnndred  and  thirty-ficren,  aooording  to  the  foregoing 
principles,  the  number  of  representatives  which  each  city,  town  and 
representative  district  is  entitled  to  elect,  and  the  number  of  yean 
within  the  period  of  ten  years  then  next  ensuing,  that  each  city, 
town  and  representative  district  may  elect  an  additional  representa- 
tive ;  and  where  any  town  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  polls  to 
elect  a  representative  each  year,  then  how  many  years  within  the 
ten  years  such  town  may  elect  a  representative ;  and  the  same  shall 
be  done  once  in  ten  years  thereafter,  by  the  GU>vernor  and  Council, 
and  the  number  of  ratable  polls  in  each  decennial  census  of  polls, 
shall  determine  the  number  of  representatives  which  each  city,  town 
and  representative  district  may  elect  as  aforesaid ;  and  when  the 
number  of  representatives,  to  be  elected  by  each  city,  town  or  repre- 
sentative district,  is  ascertained  or  determined  as  aforesaid,  the  Gov* 
emor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published  forthwith  for  the  infer* 
mation  of  the  people,  and  that  number  shall  remain  fixed  and  un- 
alterable for  the  period  of  ten  years. 

All  thfe  provisions  of  the  existing  Constitution,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby  wholly  annulled. 


Article  rf  Amendment,  adopted  April  17th,  1840,  as  the  ISth  Article  ef 

the  Constitutum. 

A  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town,  on  the  first  day 
ai  May,  shall  be  taken,  and  returned  into  the  Seocetarr's  office,  on 
or  before  the  last  day  of  June,  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty,  and  of  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  which  census 
shall  determine  the  apportionment  of  senators  and  representatives 
for  the  terni  of  ten  years. 

The  several  senatorial  districts  now  existing,  shall  be  permanent 
The  Senate  shall  consist  of  forty  members ;  and  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter, 
the  Governor  and  Council  shall  assign  the  number  of  senators  to  be 
ohosen  in  each  district,  according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  in 
the  same.  But,  in  all  cases,  at  least  one  senator  shall  be  assigned 
to  each  district 

The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  appor- 
tioned in  the  following  manner :  every  town  or  city  containing 
twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  may  elect  one  representative  ;  and  two 
thousand  four  hundred  inhabitants  shall  be  the  mean  increasing 
number  which  shall  entitle  it  to  an  additional  representative. 

Every  town  containing  less  than  twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect  a  representative  as  many  times,  within  ten  years, 
as  the  number  one  hundred  and  sixty  is  contained  in  the  number  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Such  towns  may  also  elect  one  representative  for  the  year  in 
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which  the  yaluatioD  of  estates  within  the  Commonwealth  shall  bo 
settled. 

Any  two  or  more  of  the  several  towns  may,  by  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  legal  meeting,  in  each  of  said 
towns  respectively,  called  for  that  purpose,  and  held  before  the  first 
day  of  Angust  in  the  year  one  thousand  eiffht  hundred  and  forty, 
and  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  form  themselves  into  a  representa- 
tive district,  to  continue  for  the  term  of  ten  years ;  and  such  district 
shall  have  all  the  rights,  in  regard  to  representation,  which  would 
belong  to  a  town  containing  the  same  number  of  inhabitants. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  which  shall  entitle  a  town  to  elect  one 
representative,  and  the  mean  increasing  number  which  shall  entitle 
m  town  or  city  to  elect  more  than  one,  and  also  the  number  by  which 
the  population  of  towns,  not  entitled  to  a  representative  every  year, 
is  to  be  divided,  shall  be  increased,  respectively,  by  one  tenth  of  the 
numbers  above  mentioned,  whenever  the  population  of  the  common- 
wealth shall  have  increased  to  seven  hundred  and  seventy  thousand, 
and  for  every  additional  increase  of  seventy  thousand  inhabitants, 
the  same  addition  of  one  tenth  shall  be  made,  respectively,  to  the 
said  numbers  above  mentioned. 

In  the  year  of  each  decennial  census  the  Gk>verfior  and  Council 
shall,  before  the  first  day  of  September,  apportion  the  number  of 
representatives  which  each  city,  town  and  representative  district  is 
entitled  to  elect,  and  ascertain  how  many  years,  within  ten  years, 
any  town  may  elect  a  representative,  which  is  not  entitled  to  elect 
one  every  year ;  and  the  Governor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished forthwith. 

Nine  counselors  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the  people 
at  large,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January,  or  as  soon  Uiereafter  as 
may  be,  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representatives  as- 
sembled in  one  room,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  in  like  manner, 
fill  up  any  vacancies  that  may  happen  in  the  Council,  by  death,  re- 
signation, or  otherwise.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  counselor, 
who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  commonwealth  for  the  term 
of  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  election  ;  and  not  more  than 
one  counselor  shall  be  chosen  from  any  one  senatorial  district  in  tho 
commonwealth. 

No  possession  of  a  freehold,  or  of  any  other  estate,  shall  be  re^ 
onired  as  a  qualification  for  holding  a  seat  in  either  branch  of  the 
General  Court,  or  in  the  Executive  Council 
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7.  No  peraon  sbnll  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capiUl  or  other  info' 
Dtous  crime,  unless  on  preseotment  or  indictDient  by  n  grand  jnrj, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  or  of  such  offences  as  are  cognin- 
bla  bv  a  juatioe  of  tbe  peace ;  or  id  oaiiea  arising  in  the  land  or 
nawl  forces,  or  m  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war 
or  public  danger.  No  person  shall,  after  an  acquittiU,  be  tried  for 
the  same  offence. 

8.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  im- 
posed, nor  cruel  punishments  inflicted ;  and  all  pauishmcats  oogUt 
to  l>e  proportioned  to  tbe  offence. 

fl.  All  persons  imprisoned  ought  to  be  bailed  by  sufficient  surety. 
unless  fur  offences  punishable  by  death  or  by  imprisonment  for  life, 
vrhen  tbe  proof  of  guilt  is  evident,  or  the  presumption  great.  The 
privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  auependod,  unless 
when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  tbe  public  safety  shall  require 
it  J  nor  ever  without  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly. 

10.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  tbe  accused  shall  enjoy  the  rigbt 
to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  ;  to  be  informed 
of  tbe  nature  and  cause  of  the  nccosation,  to  bo  confronted  with  tbe 
witnesses  agwnst  him,  to  haTe  compulsory  process  for  obtaining 
them  in  his  favor,  to  have  the  assistanee  of  counsel  in  his  defence, 
and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  apeak  for  himself;  nor  shall  he  be  deprived 
of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  unless  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or 
the  taw  of  the  land. 

1 1  Tbe  person  of  a  debtor,  when  there  is  not  strong  presumption 
of  fraud,  ought  not  to  be  continued  in  prison,  after  he  shall  have 
delivered  up  his  property  for  tbe  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  saoh 
manner  as  shall  b«  prescribed  by  law. 

12  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nr  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  ooo- 
tracts,  shall  be  passed. 

13.  No  man  in  a  court  of  common  law  shall  be  compelled  to  give 
evidence  criininating  himself 

14.  Every  man  being  presumed  innocent,  nntil  he  is  prononnoed 
guilty  by  the  law,  no  act  of  Be\'erity  which  is  not  necessary  to  secure 
an  accused  person,  shall  be  permitted. 

15    The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

16.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  uses,  without 
just  compensation 

17.  The  people  shall  continue  to  enjoy  and  freely  exercise  all  the 
rights  of  fishery,  and  tbe  privileges  of  the  shore,  to  which  they  have 
been  heretofore  entitled  nndcr  the  charter  and  usages  of  this  State. 
But  no  new  right  is  intended  to  be  granted,  nor  any  existing  right 
unpaired  by  this  declaration. 

15.  The  military  shall  bo  hold  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil 
anthority.  And  tbe  law  martial  (hall  be  used  and  exercised  in 
snefa  cases  only  as  occasion  shall  necessarily  rei^uire. 

19.  Ko  soldier  shall  be  quartered  in  any  house,  in  time  of  peace, 
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without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor,  in  time  of  war,  but  in  man- 
ner to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

20.  The  liberty  of  the  press  being  essential  to  the  security  of  free- 
dom in  a  state,  any  person  may  publish  his  sentiments  on  any  sub- 
ject, beioff  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty ;  and  in  all  trials 
for  libel,  both  civil  and  criminal,  the  truth,  unless  published  from 
malicious  motives,  shall  be  sufficient  defense  to  the  person  charged. 

21.  The  citizens  have  a  right  in  a  peaceable  manner  to  assemble 
for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested  with  the 
powers  of  government,  for  redress  of  grievances,  or  for  other  pur- 
poses,  hv  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

22.  The  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms,  shall  not  be 
infringed. 

23.  The  enumeration  ai  the  foregoing  rights  shall  not  be  con- 
Btmed  to  impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  ^e  people. 

ARTICLE    II. 

Of  the  Qu/dificaiion  cf  Electors, 

Sbc.  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  ai  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  had  his  residence  and  home  in  this  State 
lor  one  year,  and  in  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  may  claim  a  right  to 
vote,  six  months  next  preceding  the  time  of  voting,  and  who  is  really 
and  truly  possessed  in  his  own  right  of  real  estate  in  such  town  or 
eity  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  thirty>four  dollars  over  and 
above  all  incumbrances,  or  which  shall  rent  for  seven  dollars  per 
annum  over  and  above  any  rent  reserved  or  the  interest  of  any  in- 
eambrances  thereon,  being  an  estate  in  fee  simple,  fee  tail,  for  the 
life  of  any  person,  or  an  estate  in  reversion  or  remainder,  which 
qualifies  no  other  person  to  vote,  the  conveyance  of  which  estate,  if 
by  deed,  shall  have  been  recorded  at  least  ninety  days,  shall  there- 
after have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  election  of  all  civil  officers,  and  on  all 
questions  in  ill  legal  town  or  ward  meetings  so  long  as  he  continues 
■o  qualified.  And  if  any  person  hereinbefore  described  shall  own 
any  tuoh  estate  within  this  State  out  of  the  town  or  city  in  which 
lie  resides,  he  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  election  of  all  general 
officers  and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  in  the  town  or  city  in 
which  he  shall  have  had  his  residence  and  homo  for  the  term  of  six 
months  next  preceding  the  election,  upon  producing  a  certificate 
from  the  clerk  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  his  estate  lies,  bearing 
date  within  ten  days  of  the  time  of  his  voting,  setting  forth  that 
such  person  has  a  sufficient  estate  therein  to  qualify  him  as  a  voter  ; 
and  toat  the  deed,  if  any,  has  been  recorded  ninety  days. 

2.  Every  male  native  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  had  his  residence  and  home  in  this  State 
two  years  and  in  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  may  oflfer  to  vote,  six 
months  next  preceding  the  time  of  voting,  whose  name  is  registered 
pomuait  to  the  act  calling  the  convention  to  frame  this  Constitu-

15.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  from  time  to  time,  provide  for

17.  Hereafter,  when  any  bill  shall  be  presented  to  either  house  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  create  a  corporation  for  any  other  than  for 
'eligions,  literary,  or  charitable  purposes,  or  for  a  military,  or  fire 
xmipany,  it  shall  bo  continued  until  another  election  of  members  of 
iie  General  Assembly  shall  have  taken  place,  and  such  publio  notice 
»f  the  pendency  thereof  shall  be  given  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  two  houses  upon  the  request  of 
tither,  to  join  in  grand  committee  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Sena- 
on  in  Congress,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
ioribed  by  law  for  said  elections. 

ARTICLE  v.— Of  the  House  cf  BtpreserUatives. 

Sec.  1.  The  House  of  Bepresentatives  shall  never  exceed  seventy* 
wo  members,  and  shall  be  constituted  on  the  basis  of  population, 
ilways  allowing  one  representative  for  a  fraction  exceeding  half  the 
■alio ;  but  each  town  or  city  shall  always  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
nember ;  and  no  town  or  city  shall  have  more  than  one-sixth  of  the 
rbole  number  of  members  to  which  the  House  is  hereby  limited.

6.  In  oftoe  of  diqagreement  between  the  tro  honau  of  the  Oeii«ral 
Auembly,  respeoting  the  time  or  plaoe  of  adjonnmeDt,  oertifled  to 
him  by  either,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  and  place  as  he 
eball  think  proper  ;  provided  that  the  time  of  adjoumment  shall  not 
be  extended  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  stated  session. 

7.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General  As- 
sembly at  an^  town  or  city  in  this  State,  at  any  time  not  provided  for 
by  law ;  and  in  ease  of  danger  from  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  or  con-

ARTICLE   Yin.— qr  Eleciio7is, 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  senators,  representa- 
tivea,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney-General,  and  General  Treasurer, 
shall  be  elected  at  the  town,  city,  or  ward  meetings,  to  be  holden  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  April  annually ;  and  shall  severally  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  from  the  first  Tuesdav  of  May  next,  suc- 
ceeding, and  until  others  are  legally  chosen,  ana  duly  qualified  to  fill 
their  places.  If  elected  or  qualified  after  the  said  first  Tuesday  of 
]f  sy,  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  remainder  of  the  political 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified  to  act. 

2.  The  voting  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  Attornev-G^neral,  General  Treasurer,  and  representatives  to 
Congress,  shall  be  by  bidlot ;  senators  and  representatives  to  the 
General  Assembly,  and  town  or  city  officers,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
on  demand  of  any  seven  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  the  same ;  and 
in  all  cases  where  an  election  is  made  by  ballot  or  paper  vote,  the 
manner  of  balloting  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  required  in  voting 
for  general  officers,  until  otherwise  prescribed  by  law, 

3.  The  names  of  the  persons  voted  for  as  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Oovemor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney-General,  and  General  Treas- 
urer, shall  be  placed  upon  one  ticket,  and  all  votes  for  these  officers 
shall,  in  open  town  or  ward  meetings,  be  sealed  up  by  the  moderators 
and  town  clerks  and  by  the  wardens  and  and  ward  clerks,  who  shall 
certify  the  same  and  deliver  or  send  them  to  the  Secretary  of  State ; 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  securely  to  keep  and  deliver  the  same  to  the

5.  The  ballots  for  senators  and  representatives  in  the  several 
towns,  shall  in  each  case  after  the  polls  are  declared  to  be  closed,  be 
coiuted  by  the  moderator,  who  shall  announce  the  result,  and  the 
clerk  shall  give  certificates  to  the  persons  elected.  If,  in  any  case, 
there  bo  no  election,  the  polls  may  be  re-opened,  and  the  like  pro- 
osedingi  shall  be  had  until  an  election  shall  take  place :  Provided, 


however,  thftt  an  adjonmmeiit  or  adjournments  of  the  election  nu; 
be  made  to  a  time  not  exceeding  eeven  days  from  the  first  meetiiig. 

6.  Ill  tbe  city  of  Provideiiec,  the  polls  for  senator  and  reprewa- 
tfttirefl  shall  be  kept  open  daring  the  whole  time  of  voting  for  the 
day,  and  the  votes  in  tbe  several  nards  shall  be  sealed  np  at  the 
dose  of  the  meeting  by  the  wardens  and  ward  clerks  in  open  wtrd 
nieeting,  and  afterwards  delivered  to  the  city  clerk.  The  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  shall  proceed  to  count  said  votes  within  two  days 
from  the  day  of  election  ;  aad  if  no  election  of  senator  and  repre- 
sentatives, or  if  an  election  of  only  a  portion  of  the  representatives 
shall  have  taken  place,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  order 
a  new  election,  to  be  held  not  more  than  ten  days  from  the  day 
of  the  first  election,  and  so  on  antil  the  election  shall  be  comple- 
ted. Certificates  of  election  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city  clerk  to 
the  persons  chosen. 

7.  If  no  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  votes  for  Governor,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  grand  committee  to  elect  one  by  ballot  finom 
the  two  persons  having  the  highest  unmber  of  votes  for  the  office, 
except  when  such  a  result  is  produced  by  rejecting  the  enUre  vote 
of  any  town,  or  city,  or  ward,  for  informality  or  illegality,  in  which 
ease  a  new  election  by  the  electors  throughout  the  State  shall  be  or- 
dered :  and  in  case  no  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  votes  for 
Lieutenant-Governor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  grand  committee 
to  elect  one  by  ballot  from  ttie  two  persons  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  for  the  office. 

8.  In  case  an  election  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney-Gene- 
ral, or  General  Treasurer,  should  fail  to  he  made  by  the  electors  at  the 
annual  election,  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  in  grand  committee,  from  the  two  candidates  for  such 
office  having  the  greatest  number  of  the  votes  of  the  electors.  Or  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  either  of  said  offices  from  other  causes,  between 
the  BCBsions  of  the  General  Assembly,  tho  Governor  shall  appoint 
some  person  to  fill  the  same  un  tila  successor  elected  by  the  General  As- 
sembly is  qualified  to  act;  and  in  such  case,  and  also,  in  all  other 
eases  of  vacancies,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  tho  General  Assem- 
bly may  fill  the  same  in  any  manner  they  may  deem  proper. 

9.  Vacancies  from  any  pause  in  the  Senate  or  Honso  of  Bcpresen- 
tatives  may  be  filled  up  by  a  new  election.

ARTICLE  IX.— 0/  Qaali/UjUloMfor  Qfice. 

8kc.  I.  No  person  shidt  be  eligible  to  any  civil  office,  (except  the 
office  of  sohool  committee,)  unless  ho  be  a  qualified  elector  for  welt 
office. 

S.  Bvery  person  sJiall  be  diMualtfied  from  holding  any  offiw  10 
whioh  he  may  have  been  elected  if  ho  be  convictod  oiF  having  oAor* 
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ed  or  procured  any  other  person  to  offer,  any  bribe  to  secare  his 
eleetion,  or  the  election  of  any  other  person. 

3.  All  general  officers  shall  take  the  following  engagement  before 
thay  act  in  their  respective  offices,  to  wit :  You  being 
by  the  free  vote  of  the  electors  of  this  State  of  Rhode  Island  and 
ProTidcnce  Plantations,  elected  unto  the  place  of  do 
solemnly  swear  (or  affirm^  to  be  true  and  faithful  unto  this  State, 
And  to  support  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United 
States ;  tnat  you  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  all  the  du- 
ties of  your  idbresaid  office  to  the  best  of  your  abilities,  according  to 
law;  So  help  you  God.  Or,  this  affirmation  you  make,  and  give 
upon  the  perd  of  the  penalty  of  perjury. 

4.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  judges  of  all  the 
ooorts,  and  all  other  officers,  both  civil  and  military,  shall  be  bound 
by  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  this  Constitution,  and  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States. 

5.  The  oath,  or  affirmation,  shall  be  administered  to  the  (Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor,  senators  and  representatives,  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Attorney-General  The  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Attorney  General,  and  General  Treasurer,  shall  be 
engaged  by  the  Governor,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

6.  No  person  holding  any  office  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  other  State  or  country,  shall  act  as  a  general 
officer,  or  as  a  member  of  the  General- Assembly,  unless  at  the  time  of 
taking  his  engagement,  he  shall  have  resigned  his  office  under  such  gov- 
ernment ;  and  if  any  general  officer,  senator,  representative,  or  judge 
shall,  after  his  election  and  engagement,  accept  any  appointment 
under  any  other  government,  his  office  under  this  shall  be  immedi- 
ately vacated ;  But  this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
^pointed  to  take  depositions  or  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  or  other 
l^gal  instruments,  by  the  authority  of  any  other  State  or  country. 

ARTICLE  X.— ^  the  Judicial  Power. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the<3eneral  Assembly 
may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish. 

2.  The  several  courts  shall  have  such  jurisdiction  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  law.  Chancery  powers  may  be  con- 
ferred on  the  Supreme  Court,  but  on  no  other  court  to  any  greater 
extent  than  is  now  provided  by  law.->  *■  «     i  . »  ■  -'■  v  •  .  t    t  *  '  • 

3.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  in  all  trials,  instruct 
Ibe  jury  in  the  law.  They  shall  also  give  their  written  opinion  upon 
any  question  of  law,  whenever  requested  by  the  Governor,  or  by 
either  house  of  the  General  Assembly.  %  -^  ■*  ■   ^ 

4.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  two 
booses  in  grand  committee.  EUu)h  judge  shall  hold  his  office  until 
bk  place  be  declared  vacant  by  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assem- 
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Vtj  to  that  ^eet ;  whidi  resolution  riuJl  be  TOted  for  bj  a  majoritj 
of  ill  the  members  elected  to  the  house  in  which  it  may  originate, 
and  be  ooncorred  in  by  the  same  majority  of  the  other  honse.  Soch 
leaolntion  shall  not  be  entertained  at  any  other  than  the  annual 
session  for  the  election  of  puUic  officers ;  and  in  default  of  the  pas- 
nge  thereof  at  said  session,  the  judge  shall  hold  his  place  as  is  here- 
in provided.  But  a  judge  of  any  court  shall  be  removed  from  office, 
i^  upon  impeachment,  he  shall  be  found  guilty  of  any  official  misde- 
meanor. 

5.  In  case  of  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the 
State  or  from  office,  refusal  or  inability  to  serve,  of  any  ludge  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  the  office  may  be  filled  by  the  grand  committee, 
lutil  the  next  annual  election,  and  the  judge  then  elected  shall  hold 
his  office  as  before  provided.  In  cases  of  impeachment,  or  tempo- 
rafy  absence  or  inability,  the  Governor  may  appoint  a  person  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  during  the  vacancy  caused  thereby. 

6.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  receive  a  compensa- 
tion for  their  services,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their 
continuance  in  office. 

7.  The  towns  of  New  Shoreham  and  Jamestown  may  continue  to 
elect  their  wardens  as  heretofore.  The  other  towns  and  the  city  of 
Providence  may  elect  such  number  of  justices  of  the  peace,  resident 
therein,  as  they  may  deem  proper.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  iustioes 
and  wardens  shall  be  regulated  by  law.  The  justices  shall  be  com- 
missioned  by  the  GU)vernor. 

ARTICLE   XL— Of  Impeachments. 

Sec.  I.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
impeachments.  A  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  shall 
be  required  for  an  impeachment  of  the  Governor.  Any  officer  im- 
peached, shall  thereby  be  suspended  from  office  until  judgment  in 
the  case  shall  have  been  pronounced. 

2.  All  the  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate;  and  when 
sitUng  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation.  No 
person  shall  be  convicted  except  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers  elected.  When  the  Governor  is  impeached,  the  chief  or  pre- 
mdingjusticeof  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  time  being,  shall  preside, 
with  a  easting  vote  in  all  preliminary  questions. 

3.  The  (Governor  and  all  other  executive  and  judicial  officers,  shall 
be  liable  to  impeachment ;  but  judgment  in  such  cases  shall  not  ex- 
tend further  than  to  removal  from  office.  The  person  coilvicted,  shall, 
nevertheless,  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

ARTICLE  Xn— Qf  EdwuUum. 


i » 


Sbo.  1.  The  diffusion  of  knowledge,  as  well  as  of  virtue,  among  the 
people,  bmng  essential  to  the  preservation  of  their  rights  and  fiber- 
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ties,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  promote  pablio 
schools,  and  to  adopt  all  means  which  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper  to  secure  to  the  people  the  adyantages  and  opportunities  of 
education. 

2.  The  money  which  now  is,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  appropri- 
mted  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  fiind  for  the  sap- 
port  of  public  schools,  shall  be  securely  inyested  and  remain  a  per- 
petual fund  for  that  purpose. 

3.  All  donations  for  the  support  of  public  schools  or  .for  other  pur- 
poses of  education,  which  may  be  received  by  the  General  Assembly, 
shall  be  applied  according  to  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  donors. 

4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  all  necessary  proyisions  by 
law  for  carrying  this  article  into  effect.  They  shall  not  diyert  said 
money  or  fund  from  the  aforesaid  uses,  nor  borrow,  appropriate,  or 
use  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  any  other  purpose,  under  any 
pretence  whatsoeyer. 

ARTICE  XllL— On  Amendments. 

The  (General  Assembly  may  propose  amendments  to  this  Consti- 
tution by  the  yotes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
housQ.  Such  propositions  for  amendment  shall  be  published  in  the 
newspapers,  and  printed  copies  of  them  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  with  the  names  of  all  the  members  who  shall  haye 
TOted  thereon,  with  the  yeas  and  nays,  to  all  the  town  and  city  clerks 
in  the  State.  The  said  propositions  shall  be,  by  said  clerks,  inserted 
in  the  warrants  or  notices  by  them  issued,  for  warning  the  next  an- 
nual town  and  ward  meetings  in  April ;  and  the  clerks  shall  read 
said  propositions  to  the  electors  when  thus  assembled,  with  the 
names  of  all  the  representatives  and  senators  who  shall  have  voted 
thereon,  with  the  yeas  and  nays,  before  the  election  of  senators  and 
representatives  shall  be  had.  If  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  house,  at  said  annual  meeting,  shall  approve  any 
proposition  thus  made,  the  same  shall  be  published  and  submitted 
to  tne  electors  in  the  mode  provided  in  the  act  of  approval ;  and  if 
then  approved  by  three-fifths  of  the  electors  of  the  State  present,  and 
voting  thereon  in  town  and  ward  meetings,  it  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State. 

ARTICLE   XIY.—Cfihe  Adaption  (f  this  ConstUul'um. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution,  if  adopted,  shall  go  into  oneration  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-three.  The  first  election  of  Governor,  Lieutenaut-Govcrnor, 
Secretary  of  State,  Attorney-General,  and  General  Treasurer,  and 
of  senators  and  representatives  under  said  Constitution,  shall  be 
lud  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  April  next  preceding,  by  the  electors 
oualified  under  said  Constitution.     And  the  town  and  ward  meet-

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and  in  all  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  a  speedy 
public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury.  He  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
give  eyidence  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life^  liberty,  or 
property,  but  by  due  coarse  of  law.  And  no  person  shall  be  holden 
to  answer  for  any  crime,  the  punishment  of  which  may  be  death  or 
imprisonment  for  life,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  an  indictment  of 
a  grand  jury ;  except  in  the  land  or  naval  fbroes,  or  in  the  militia, 
when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war  or  public  danser. 

10.  No  person  shall  be  arrested,  detained,  or  punished,  except  in 
cases  dearly  warranted  by  law. 

1 1.  The  property  of  no  person  shall  be  taken  for  public  use,  with- 
out just  compensation  therefor. 

12.  An  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an  iinurv  done 
him  in  his  person,  property,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy  by  due 
course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered  without  sale, 
denial,  or  delay. 

13.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  im- 
posed. 

14.  All  prisoners  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailable  by  sufficient 
sureties,  except  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or 
the  presumption  great ;  and  the  privileges  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  case  of  rebellion  or 
invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  it ;  nor  in  any  case,  but  by 
the  Legislature 

15.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by  the 
Legislature. 

16.  The  citiiens  have  a  ri^ht,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to  assemble 
ibr  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested  with  the 
powers  of  government  for  redress  of  grievances,  or  other  proper  pur- 
poses, bv  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

17.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  defense  of  himself 
and  the  State. 

18.  The  military  shall,  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict 
subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

19.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  man- 
ner to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

20.  No  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges,  or  honors  shall  ever  be 
granted  or  conferred  in  this  State. 

21.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

ARTICLE  IL—Cfthe  Distrihutum  <f  Powers. 

The  powers  of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
departments,  and  each  of  them  confided  to  a  separate  magistracy,  to 
wit ; — these  which  are  legislative,  to  one :  those  which  are  executive, 
to  anoUier  \  and  those  which  are  judicial,  to  another. 
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designate,  by  ballot,  which  of  the  candidates  having  sach  equal  num- 
ber of  TOtes  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected.  The  return  of  votes, 
and  the  result  of  the  canvass,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  also  to  the  Senate,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
session  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  and  eadi  house  shall  be  the  final 
judge  of  the  election  returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members. 

7.  The  House  of  Representatives,  when  assembled,  shall  choose  a 
Speaker,  Clerk,  and  other  offioera  The  Senate  shall  choose  its  clerk 
sad  oilier  officers,  except  the  President  A  majority  of  each  house 
diall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  snudler  number 
may  adjourn  from  oay  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  each  house 
may  prescribe. 

8.  Each  house  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings, 
piiiiisk  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and,  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same 
cause ;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the 
legislature  of  a  free  and  independent  State. 

9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  ioumal  of  its  prooeediuffs,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  when  required  by  one-fifth  of  its  members,  except 
sach  parts  as,  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority,  require  secrecy.  The 
yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  house  shall,  at  the  desire  of 
one-fifUi  of  Uiose  present,  be  entered  on  the  journals.  . 

10.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall,  in  all  cases  of  civil 
process,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  for  four  days  before  the  commencement  and  after 
the  termination  of  any  session  thereof  And  for  any  speech  or 
debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

11.  The  debates  of  each  house  shall  be  public,  except  on  such 
ooessions  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  house  may  require  secrecy. 

ARTICLE  IV.—Cfthe  Executive  Department. 

Sec.  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Governor,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the 
State,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  May  next  succeeding  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  be 
duly  qualified.  No  person  who  is  not  an  elector  of  this  State,  and 
who  has  not  arrived  at  the  age  of  thirty,  shall  be  eligible. 

2.  At  the  meetings  of  the  electors,  in  the  respective  towns,  in  the 
month  of  April  in  each  year,  immediately  after  the  election  of  sena- 
tors, the  presiding  officers  shall  call  upon  the  electors  to  bring  in 
their  ballots  for  Um  whom  they  would  elect  to  be  Governor,  with 
his  name  fairly  written.  When  such  ballots  shall  have  been  received 
and  counted,  in  the  presence  of  the  electors,  duplicate  lists  of  the 
persons  voted  for,  ana  of  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each,  shall 
DO  made  and  certified  by  the  presiding  officer,  one  of  which  lists 
shaU  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  town  derk,  within  three 
dsj%  sad  the  other  within  ten  days  after  the  said  elecUon.  shall  be

4.  Tbe  compenmtions  of  the  Goremor,  LieateDant-Goremor, 
Mnatm,  and  representatives,  shall  be  establiGhed  bj  law,  and  shall 
not  be  varied  so  as  to  take  effect  until  after  an  election  vhich  shall 
next  TOcceed  the  passage  of  the  law  establishing  said  compeosalion. 

5.  The  Governor  shall  be  captain^general  of  the  milhta  of  tbe 
State,  eicept  when  called  Into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

6.  He  ma;  require  information,  in  writing,  from  tbe  officers  in 
the  eiecntive  department,  on  an;  snbject  rejating  to  tbe  datias  of 
their  respective  offices. 

7.  The  Gavemor,  in  case  of  a  disagreement  between  the  two  booses 
of  the  General  Assembly  respecting  the  time  of  adjoomment,  may 
ndjonrn  them  to  sacb  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  bevond  the 
day  of  the  neit  stated  Bession. 

fi-  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  Assembly  in- 
formation of  the  stale  of  the  government,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  sncfa  measares  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

•J.   He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  exeoated. 

10.  The  Governor  nhnll  hare  power  to  grant  reprieves,  after  o 


viction,  in  all  caaea  eicept  thooe  of  impeaehment,  nntil  the  end  of  j 

the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  no  longer.  / 

11.  All  commiaaions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  bjaatlioTity  of  the 
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State  of  Connecticut:  shall  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal,  signed  by 
the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

12.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  shall  be  presented  to  the  (Governor.  If  he  approve^ 
he  shall  sign  and  transmit  it  to  the  Secretary ;  bat  if  not,  he  shall 
return  it  to  the  boose  in  which  it  originated,  with  his  objections, 
which  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  house ;  who  shall  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  the  bill.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  that  house 
shall  again  pass  it,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other 
house,  which  shall  also  reconsider  it.  If  approved,  it  shall  become 
m  law.  But,  in  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  yeas  and  nays ;  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for 
and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house 
respectively.  If  the  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Oovemoi 
witoin  three  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented ts  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  ho  nad 
signed  it ;  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  adjournment,  pre- 
vent its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

13.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  have  when  in  committee  of  the  whole 
m  right  to  debate,  and,  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  to  give 
the  casting  vote. 

14.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve,  or  removal 
from  office  of  the  Governor,  or  of  his  impeachment,  or  absence  from 
the  State,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
mathority  appertaining  to  the  office  of  Governor,  until  another  be 
ehosen  at  tne  next  periodical  election  for  Governor,  and  be  duly 
qualified  ;  or  until  the  GU)vemor  impeached  or  absent  shall  be  ac- 
quitted or  return. 

15.  When  the  government  shall  be  administered  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  President  of  the 
Senate,  the  Senate  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  as  President 
pro  tempore.  And  if,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Governor, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  shul  die,  resign,  refuse  to  serve,  to  be  re- 
moved from  office,  or  if  he  shall  be  impeached,  or  absent  from  the 
State,  the  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore  shall,  in  like  manner, 
administer  the  government  until  he  be  superseded  by  a  Governor 
or  Lieutenant-Governor. 

16.  If  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  required  to  administer 
the  government,  and  shall,  while  in  such  administration,  die  or  re- 
sin during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  bo  the  duty 
Of  the  Secretary,  for  the  time  being,  to  convene  the  Senate  for  the 
pvrpose  of  choosing  a  President  pro  tempore. 

17.  A  Treasurer  shall  annually  be  chosen  by  the  electors  at  their 
meeting  in  April :  and  the  votes  shall  be  returned,  counted,  canvas- 
sed, and  declared,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  election 
of  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor ;  but  the  votes  for  the  Trea- 
surer shall  be  canvassed  by  tiie  Secretary  and  Comptroller  only 
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General  Assembly  ;  all  other  judges  and  justices  of  the  peace  shall 
be  appointed  annoally.  No  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be 
capaple  of  holding  his  office  after  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of 
eerent  J  years. 

ARTICLE  YL— Of  the  Qiuilificatians  tf  Electors. 

Sec.  1.  All  persons  who  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter,  previous  to 
the  ratification  of  this  Constitution,  be  admitted  freemen,  according 
to  the  existinff  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  electors. 

2l  Every  white  male  citiaen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  have 
gained  a  settlement  in  this  State,  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  resided  in  the  town  in  which  he  may  offer  himself  to  be 
admitted  to  the  privil^e  of  an  elector,  at  least  six  months  preceding, 
and  have  a  freehold  estate  of  the  yearly  value  of  seven  dollars,  in 
this  State ;  or  having  been  enrolled  in  the  militia,  shall  have  pcr^ 
formed  military  duty  therein,  for  the  term  of  one  year  next  preced- 
ing the  time  he  shall  offer  himself  for  admission,  or  being  liable 
thereto,  shall  have  been,  by  authority  of  law,  excused  therefrom ;  or 
shall  have  paid  a  State  tax  within  the  year  next  preceding  the  time 
he  shall  present  himself  for  such  admission,  and  snail  sustain  a  good 
moral  character,  shall,  on  his  taking  such  oath  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  be  an  elector. 

3.  The  privileges  of  an  elector  shall  be  forfeited,  by  a  conviction 
of  bribery,  forgeiy,  perjury,  duelling,  fraudulent  bankruptcy,  theft, 
or  other  offence,  for  which  an  in&mous  punishment  is  inflicted. 

4.  Every  elector  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  this  State,  except 
in  eases  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

5.  The  selectmen  and  town  clerk  of  the  several  towns  shall  decide 
on  the  qualifications  of  electors,  at  such  times,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  mav  be  prescribed  by  law. 

6.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  support  the  privO^e  of  free  suffrage,  pre- 
scribing the  manner  of  regulating  and  conducting  meetings  of  the  elec- 
tors, and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence 
therein,  from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  and  other  improper  conduct 

7.  In  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  State,  or  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by  ballot 

8  At  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  Sute,  or  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  electors  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  dur- 
ing their  attendance  upon,  and  going  to  and  returning  from,  the 
same,  on  any  civil  process. 

9.  The  meetings  of  the  electors  for  the  election  of  the  several 
State  officers,  by  law  annually  to  be  elected,  and  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State,  shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Mon* 
day  of  April  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VII.— or  Rdigii^ 

Sec.  I.  It  being  the  duty  of  all  men  to  worship  the  Supreme 
Bidng,  the  great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  their 
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b*  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  annually 
kmuter,  immediately  after  the  choice  of  representatives,  the  eloc- 
m  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  such  representatives, 
hall  De  called  upon,  by  the  presiding  officer  in  such  meeting,  in  the

■Hots  for  such  person  or  number  of  persons  to  be  senator  or  sena- 
n  for  such  districts  in  the  next  General  Assembly,  as  shall  by 
nr  be  allowed  to  such  districts  respectively ;  which  person  or  per- 

aat  the  time  of  holding  such  meetings,  shall  belong  to  and 
6  in  the  respective  districts  in  which  they  shall  be  so  balloted 
IT  u  albreaaid.  And  each  elector  present  at  such  meeting,  quali- 
•d  aa  aforesaid,  may  thereupon  brinff  in  his  ballot  or  suffrage  for 
wA  person  or  persons  as  he  shall  choose  to  be  senators  for  such 
itirict,  not  ezcecdinff  the  number  by  law  allowed  to  the  same,  with 
be  name  or  names  of  such  person  or  persons,  foirly  written'*  on  one 
lieee  of  paper.  And  the  votes  so  given  in  shall  be  received,  counted, 
anTasscd  and  declared,  in  the  same  manner  now  provided  by  the 
Joostitution  for  the  choice  of  senators.  The  person  or  persons  (not 
zeeeding  the  number  bv  law  allowed  to  the  aistricts  in  which  such 
vies  shall  bo  given  in,)  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be 
leelared  to  be  duly  elected  for  such  distriots.  "But  in  the  event  of 
n  eonality  of  votes  between  two  or  more  of  the  persons  so  voted 
VTj  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  in  the  manner  provided  for 
J  the  Constitution,  designate  which  of  such  person  or  persons  shall

ARTICLE  lY —Adapted  Nacemhtr,  1831. 

There  shall  annually  be  chosen  and  appointed  a  Lieutenant- 
leirenior,  a  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
irofided  in  the  second  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitu- 
ioB  of  this  State  for  the  choice  and  appointment  of  a  Governor. 

ARTICLE  y, -^Adapted  NarmUfer,  1836. 

A  Comptroller  of  public  accounts,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  the  electors, 
1  tlKir  meetinir  in  April,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
etary  are  chosen ;  and  the  votes  for  Comptroller  shall  be  returned  to,  and 
sented,  canvassed,  and  declared  by  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  yi.^Adnpt€d  November,  1836.

ivpresentative  or  representatives  to  which  such  town  shall  be  by  law  entitled. 

Pmrided,  that  in  all  elections  of  officem  of  the  State,  or  members  of  the 
Qoieral  Ancmblv,  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by  ballot,  either  written  or 
printed.

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right  tu  render  that  worsliip  in  the  mode  most  coDsisteot  with  the 
(lict4itce  of  their  conscicnoea :  no  person  ehitll,  hy  law,  be  compelled 
to  join  or  support,  nor  be  classed  with,  or  aasociated  to,  any  congro- 
gatioD,  church,  or  religious  association.  But  every  person  now  be- 
longing to  such  congregation,  church,  or  religious  association,  shall 
remain  a  member  thereof,  until  he  shall  have  separated  himself  there- 
from, in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  And  each  and  every  society 
or  denomination  of  Christians  in  this  State,  shall  have  and  enjoy  the

ARTICLE    VIII— 0/  Educalion. 

8ec.  1.  The  charUir  of  Yale  College,  as  modified  by  agraemcnr 
with  the  corporation  thereof^  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  OeDersI 
Assembly,  passed  in  May,  1792,  is  hereby  confirmed. 

'2.  The  fund,  called  the  Schj/ol  Fund,  shall  remain  a  perpetual  taoi, 
the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support 
and  encouragement  of  the  public  or  common  schools  Ihroughoat  the 
State,  and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people  thereof.  The  value 
and  amount  of  said  fund  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  ascertained 
in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  proscribe,  published, 
and  recorded  in  the  Comptroller's  ofEce;  and  nolaw  shall  ever  be  made 
authorizing  said  fund  to  be  diverted  to  any  other  use  than  the  en- 
eonragemcut  and  support  of  public  or  common  schools,  among  tlie 
several  school  sodeties,  as  justice  and  equity  shall  require. 
ABTICLE     IX.— or  ImpmcAiiumls. 

8e(;,  I.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeaching. 

2.  All  impeachments  shall  bo  tried  by  the  Senate.  No  person 
shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bcr»  present.  When  the  Governor  is  impeached,  the  chief  juslico 
shall  preside, 

3.  The  Governor,  and  all  other  executive  and  judicial  officers,  fhaH 
bo  liable  to  impeachment ;  but  judgment  in  such  cases  shall  oot  ex- 
lend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualifications  to 
hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  this  Stat«.  Tko 
party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject  to  indict- 
nent,  trial,  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

4.  TrMSon  Rgainst  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
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against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  com- 
fort No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testi- 
mony of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in 
open  court  No  conviction  of  treason  or  attainder  shall  work  cor- 
ruption of  blood  or  forfeiture. 

ARTICLE  X.— General  Provisions. 

Sec.  1.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  officers,  execu- 
tive, and  judicial,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective  offices,  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit : 

You  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,)  that  you 
will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  so  long  as  yon  continue  a 
citisen  thereof ;  and  that  you  will  faithfully  discharge,  according  to 

law,  the  duties  of  the  office  of to  the  best  of  your 

abilities.     iSSo  help  you  God. 

2.  Each  town  shall  annually  elect  selectmen,  and  such  officers  of 
local  police,  as  the  laws  may  prescribe. 

3.  The  rights  and  duties  of  all  corporations  shall  remain  as  if  this 
Constitution  had  not  been  adopted ;  with  the  exception  of  such  regu- 
lations and  restrictions  as  are  contained  in  this  Constitution.     All 
judicial  and  civil  officers  now  in  office,  who  have  been  appointed  bv 
the  General  Assembly,  and  commissioned  according  to  law,  and  all 
such  officers  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  Assembly,  and  com- 
missioned as  aforesaid,  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  May  next, 
shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  day  of  June  next, 
unless  they  shall,  before  that  time,  resiffQi  or  be  removed  from  office 
according  to  law.     The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  continue  in 
office  until  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  under  this 
Constitution.     All  military  officers  shall  continue  to  hold  and  exer- 
cise their  respective  offices,  until  they  shall  resign,  or  be  removed 
accordiuff  to  law.     All  laws  not  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with, 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until  they 
shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  shall  be  altered  or  repealed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  in  pursuance  of  this  Constitution.     The 
validity  of  all  bonds,  debts,  contracts,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of 
bodies  corporate,  or  the  State,  of  all  suits,  actions,  or  rights  of  action, 
both  in  law  and  equity,  shall  continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken 
place.     The  Governor,  Lieutenant-€k>vemor,  and  General  Assembly, 
which  is  to  be  formed  in  October  next,  shall  have,  and  possess,  all 
the  powers  and  authorities  not  repugnant  to,  or  inconsistent  with, 
this  Constitution,  which  they  now  nave  and  possess  until  the  first 
Wednesday  of  May  next 

4.  No  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  or  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Errors:   or  member  of  Conjrress;  no  person  holding  an^  office 
under  the  authority  of  the  United  States ;  no  person  holding  tho 
office  of  Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  Comptroller ;  no  sheriff  or  sheriff 
deputy ;  shall  be  a  member  of  the  G^eral  Assembly. 
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ARTICLE  XL— Of  Amendments  €f  the  CmstUtOian, 

Whenever  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes  ahall  deem 
it  necessary  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution,  they  may  propose 
such  alterations  and  amendments ;  which  proposed  amendments 
shall  be  continued  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  be  published 
with  the  laws  which  may  have  been  passed  at  the  same  session  ;  and 
if  two-thirds  of  each  house,  at  the  next  session  of  said  AssemUj, 
shall  approve  the  amendments  proposed,  by  yeas  and  nays,  said 
amendments  shall,  by  the  Secretary,  be  transmitted  to  the  town 
clerk  in  each  town  in  thb  State ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present 
the  same  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  their  consideration,  at  a 
town  meeting,  legally  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose  ;  ana  if  it 
shall  appear,  in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  that  a  majority  of 
the  electors  present  at  such  meetings  shall  have  approved  such 
amendments,  the  same  shall  be  valid,  to  aU  intents  and  purposes,  as 
a  part  of  this  Constitution.       

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONST TUTION. 

ARTICLE  1,— Adapted  November,  1828. 

From  and  after  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  the  Senate  of  this 
State  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eighteen,  nor  more  than  twenty, 
four  members,  and  be  chosen  by  districts. 

ARTICLE  11,— Adopted  November,  1828. 

The  General  Assembly  which  shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine,  shall  divide  the  State  into  districts  for  the  choice  of  senators, 
and  shall  determine  what  number  shall*  be  elected  in  each,  which 
districts  shall  not  be  less  than  eight,  nor  more  than  twenty-four  in 
number,  and  shall  always  be  composed  of  contiguous  territory,  and 
in  forming  them  no  town  shall  b^  divided ;  nor  shall  the  whole  or 
part  of  one  county  be  joined  to  the  whole  or  part  of  another  county, 
to  form  a  district ;  regard  being  had  to  the  population  in  said  ap 
portionment,  and  in  forming  said  districts  in  such  manner,  that  no 
county  shall  have  less  than  two  senators.  The  districts,  when  estab- 
lished, shall  continue  the  same  until  the  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly next  after  the  completion  of  the  next  census  of  the  United 
States ;  which  said  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  alter  the  same,  if 
found  necessary  to  preserve  a  proper  equuity  between  said  districts 
in  respect  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  therein,  according  to  the  prin* 
ciples  above  recited ;  after  which  said  districts  shall  not  be  altered^ 
nor  the  number  of  senators  altered,  except  at  any  session  of  the  Qtme-^ 
ral  Assembly  next  after  the  completion  of  a  census  of  the  United 
States,  and  then  only  according  to  the  principles  above  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  UL— Adopted  November,  1828. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  eleeton  on  the  first  Monday  d  April,  in 
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the  Tear  one  thonsiDd  eight  bandn^d  and  thirtT,  and  annuallT 
thereafter,  immediatelj  after  the  choice  of  represontativoji,  the  oUv- 
tors  qnalified  bv  law  to  rote  in  the  choice  of  such  n^proM^ntativos, 
shall  be  called  upon,  bv  the  presiding  officer  in  «uch  mivting.  in  the 
MTeral  towns  within  tkeir  aistricts  respectively,  to  bring  in  thoir 
ballots  for  sneh  perton  or  number  of  persons  to  be  senator  or  sena- 
tors for  such  districts  in  the  next  General  Assembly,  as  shall  In- 
law be  allowed  to  soch  districts  respectively ;  which  person  or  pt^r- 
s^^ns.  at  the  time  of  holding  such  meetings,  shall  belong  to  and 
reside  in  the  respective  districts  in  which  they  shall  be  so  balloted 
lor  as  aforesaid.  And  each  eleetor  present  at  snch  meeting,  iinali- 
fied  as  aforesaid,  may  thereapon  brinff  in  his  ballot  or  suffrage  f^r 
such  person  or  persons  as  he  shall  choose  to  be  senators  for  suoh 
district,  not  exeecdinc  the  number  by  law  allowed  to  the  same,  with 
the  name  or  names  of  snch  person  or  persons,  fiitirly  irriUm*  on  one 
piece  of  paper.  And  the  votes  so  given  in  shall  be  received.  et>unted. 
canvassed  and  declared,  in  the  same  manner  now  provided  by  the 
Constitution  for  the  ehoioe  of  senators.  The  person  or  persons  (not 
exceeding  the  nnmber  Inr  law  allowed  to  the  aistriots  in  whieli  such 
votes  shall  bo  given  in,)  naving  the  hichcst  number  of  votes,  shall  Ih> 
declared  to  be  duly  elected  for  snek  districts.  13ut  in  the  event  of 
an  e<iuality  of  votes  between  two  or  more  of  the  persons  so  voted 
for.  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  in  tho  manner  proviilecl  for 
by  the  Constitution,  designate  which  of  such  person  or  i>er.sons  shall 
Ih;  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

ARTICLE  IV.—Atlaptfd  Xorefnbrr,  1831. 

There  shall  annually  be  chosen  and  appointed  a  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  a  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  in  the  second  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State  for  the  choice  and  appointment  of  a  Governor. 

ARTICLE  y.-'Adapted  Ntnxmber,  1836. 

A  Comptroller  of  pablic  acconnts,  shall  he  annually  choAon  by  the  electors, 
in  iheir  meeting  in  April,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Trpasiiror  and  S(h>. 
ntary  are  chosen :  and  the  votes  for  Comptroller  shall  l)e  returned  to,  and 
coanted,  canvaasea,  and  declared  by  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  Yl^AilnpUd  Ntttember,  1836. 

The  electors  in  the  respective  towns,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each 
yrar,  mav  vote  for  Governor,  'Lieutenant-Governor,  Treasurer,  Reeretary,  sen- 
atorn  an^  rrpresentatives  in  the  Grcneral  Assembly,  successively,  ur  fur  any 
namber  of  said  officers  at  the  same  time.  And  tne  General  Assembly  shall 
hare  power  to  enact  laws,  re^latini^  and  prescri  bine  the  order  and  manner  of 
voting  for  said  officers;  aiMi  aUo  providing?  for  the  election  of  representatives, 
at  wrne  time  subsequent  to  the  first  Monday  of  April,  in  all  cases  when  it 
shall  so  happen  that  the  electors  in  any  town  sHall  ihii.on  that  day,  to  elect  the 
f '  prcsentative  or  representatives  to  which  such  town  shall  be  by  law  entitlod. 

Provided,  that  in  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  State,  or  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by  ballot,  either  written  or 
printed. _____^ 

•  Amendment,  1836. 
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CONSTITUTION. 

We  the  PeppU  cf  ike  SkUe  <f  NtwYork,  graUfmLto  Almighiy  God 
for  ma  frttdom  :  tn  order  to  secure  Us  blessings^  do  establish  this  Con- 
siitutum, 

ARTICLE  I. 

Sec  1.  No  member  of  this  State  sludl  be  disfranchised,  or  de- 
priTed  of  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  secured  to  any  citiien 
thereof,  unless  by  the  law  of  the  land,  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers. 

Z  The  trial  by  jury,  in  all  cases  in  which  it  has  been  heretofore 
oaed,  shall  remain  iuyiolate  forever.  But  a  jury  trial  may  be  waived 
bj  the  parties  in  all  civil  cases  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

3.  The  free  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and 
worship,  without  diserimination  or  preference,  shall  forever  be  al- 
lowed in  this  State  to  all  mankind ;  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered 
ineompatent  to  be  a  witness  on  account  of  his  opinions  on  matters 
of  religious  belief;  but  the  liberty  of  conscience  hereby  secured 
shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  excuse  acts  of  licentiousness  or  jus- 
tify practices  inconsistent  with  the  peace  or  safety  of  this  State. 

4.  The  privileffe  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
idety  may  require  its  suspension. 

5.  Exeesrive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  shall  cruel  and  unusual  punisnment  be  inflicted,  nor  shall  wit- 
Besiiei  be  unreasonably  detained. 

6.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise  in- 
hmtnoM  crime,  (except  in  cases  of  impeachment  and  in  cases  of  militia, 
when  in  actual  service ;  and  the  land  and  naval  forces  in  time  of 
war,  or  which  this  State  may  keep  with  the  consent  of  Congress  in 
tine  of  peace  ;  and  in  cases  of  petit  larceny,  under  the  regulation  of 
the  Legislature.)  unless  on  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand 
jmry :  and  in  any  trial  in  any  court  whatever,  the  party  accused  shall 
oe  allowed  to  appear  and  defend  in  person  and  with  counsel,  as  in 
dvil  actions.  No  person  shall  be  subject  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy 
fbr  the  same  offence ;  nor  shall  he  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case, 
to  be  a  witness  against  himself ;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or 
property,  without  due  prooess  of  law :  nor  shall  private  property 
M  taken  fbr  public  use  without  just  compensation. 

7.  When  private  property  shall  be  taken  for  any  public  use,  the 
eompensation  to  be  maoe  therefor,  when  such  compensation  is  not 
ouMle  by  the  State,  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury,  or  by  not  less 
than  three  commissioners  appointed  by  a  Court  of  Record,  as  shall 
be  prescribed  bv  law.  Private  roads  may  be  opened  in  the  manner 
to  be  prescribed  bv  law ;  but  in  every  case  the  necessity  of  the  road, 
Md  the  amount  oc  all  damages  to  be  sustained  by  the  opening  there- 
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«IL  shall  be  first  determiiwd  lij  a  jmrr  of  freeholders,  and  such 
aflMNiDt.  together  with  the  ejipeuaes  dF  Uie  proceeding  shall  be  paid 
bj  the  person  to  be  benefited. 

8.  ETerj  dtiien  maj  fredj  wpeaV,  vrifte  and  paUiah  his  aenti- 
■ents  on  all  sabjeeis.  b»ng  responathle  fiir  the  abase  of  that  right ; 
and  no  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  qweeh, 
or  of  the  press.  In  aD  criminal  proeecations  or  indictments  for 
libels,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  eridenee  to  the  jnry-;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  to  the  jnrj.  that  the  Matter  charged  as  libekms  is  trne^  and 
was  published  with  good  nM>tiTe8,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party 
shall  be  acquitted ;  and  the  jury  shall  have  a  right  to  determine  tlw 
law  and  the  fMci. 

9.  The  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  Id  eadi  branch 
of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  requisite  to  erery  Inll  appropriating  the 
public  moneys  or  property  for  local  or  priTate  purposes. 

10.  No  law  shall  be  passed,  abridging  the  right  of  the  peo|^ 
peaceably  to  assemble  and  to  petition  the  gOTemmeni,  or  any  de- 
partment thereof^  nor  shall  any  divorce  be  granted,  otherwise  than 
by  due  judicial  proceedings,  nor  shall  any  lottery  hereafter  be  au- 
thorised, or  any  sale  of  lottery  tickets  allowed  within  this  State. 

1 1.  The  people  of  this  State,  in  their  right  <tf  sovereignty,  are 
deemed  to  possess  the  original  and  ultimate  property  in  and  to  all 
lands  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State ;  and  all  lands  the  title  to 
which  shall  foil  from  a  defect  of  heirs,  shall  revert,  or  csoheat  to  the 
people. 

12.  AU  feudal  tenures  of  every  description,  with  all  their  inci- 
dents, are  declared  to  be  abolished,  saving  however,  all  rents  and 
services  certain  which  at  any  time  heretofore  have  been  lawfully  cre- 
ated or  reserved. 

1 3.  All  lands  within  this  State  are  declared  to  be  allodial,  so  ihat, 
subject  only  to  the  liability  to  escheat,  the  entire  and  absolute  prqh 
erty  is  vested  in  the  owners  according  to  the  nature  of  their  respec- 
tive estates. 

14.  No  lease  or  srant  of  agricultural  land,  for  a  longer  period 
than  twelve  years,  hereafter  made,  in  which  shall  be  reserved  any 
rent  or  service  of  any  kind,  shall  be  valid. 

15.  All  fines,  quarter  sales,  or  other  like  restndnts  upon  aliena- 
tion reserved  in  any  grant  of  land,  hereafter  to  be  made,  shall  be 
void. 

16.  No  purchase  or  contract  for  the  sale  of  lands  in  this  State, 
made  since  the  fourteenth  day  of  October  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  ;  or  which  may  hereafter  bo  made,  o^  or  with 
the  Indians,  shall  be  valid,  unless  made  under  the  authority,  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature. 

17.  Such  parts  of  the  common  law,  and  of  the  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  colony  of  New- York,  as  together  did  form  the  law  of 
the  said  colony,  on  the  nineteenth  day  cf  April  one  thousand  seven 
hondred  and  seventy-five,  nod  the  resolntioiia  of  the  GongroBS  of 
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the  Baid  colony,  and  of  the  Conyention  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  in 
ibrce  on  the  twentieth  day  <tf  April,  one  thousand  seTen  hundred  and 
■erenty-eeven,  which  have  not  since  expired,  or  heen  repealed  or  al- 
tered ;  and  such  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  as  are  now  in 
force,  shall  be  and  continue  the  law  of  this  State,  subject  to  such 
alterations  as  the  Legislature  shall  make  concerning  the  same.  But 
all  such  parts  of  the  common  law,  and  such  of  the  said  acts,  or  parts 
thereof,  as  are  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  arc  hereby  abrogated ; 
and  the  Legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  reduce  into  a  written  and  systematic  code  the  whole  body  of 
the  law  of  this  State,  or  so  much  and  such  parts  thereof  as  to  the 
Hud  oommissotiers  shall  seem  practicable  and  expedient.  And  the 
said  commissioners  shall  specify  such  alterations  and  amendments 
therein  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  they  shall  at  all  times  make 
reports  of  their  proceedings  to  the  Legislature,  when  called  upon  to 
do  so ;  and  the  Legislature  shall  pass  laws  regulating  the  tenure  of 
office,  the  filling  of  vacancies  therein,  and  the  compensation  of  the 
said  commissioners ;  and  shall  also  provide  for  the  publication  of 
the  said  code,  prior  to  its  being  presented  to  the  Legislature  for 
adoption. 

Id.  All  grants  of  land  within  this  State,  made  by  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  or  persons  acting  under  his  authority,  after  the  four- 
teenth day  of  October,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  shall  be  null  and  void  ;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  Consti- 
tution shall  affect  any  grants  of  land  within  this  State,  made  by  the 
authority  of  the  said  King  or  his  predecessors,  or  shall  annul  any  char- 
ters to  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  by  him  or  them  made,  before 
that  day ;  or  snail  affect  any  such  grants  or  charters  since  made  by 
this  State,  or  by  persons  acting  under  its  authority,  or  shall  impair 
the  obligation  of  any  debts  contracted  by  this  State,  or  individuals, 
or  bodies  corporate,  or  any  other  rights  of  property,  or  any  suits, 
actions,  rights  of  action,  or  other  proceedings  in  courts  of  justice. 

ARTICLE    IL 

Sec.  1.  Every  male  citiien  of  the  affe  of  twenty-one  vcars,  who  shall 
have  been  a  citisen  for  ten  davs,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  one 
year  next  preceding  any  election,  and  for  the  last  four  months  a  resi- 
dent of  the  county  where  he  may  offer  his  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  such  election  in  the  election  district  of  which  he  shall  at  the 
time  be  a  resident,  and  not  elsewhere,  for  all  officers  that  now  are 
or  hereafter  may  be  elective  by  the  people  ;  but  such  citisen  shall 
have  been  for  thirty  days  next  preoeaing  the  election,  a  resident  of 
the  district  from  which  the  officer  is  to  be  chosen  for  whom  he  offiors 
hia  vote.  But  no  man  of  oolor,  unless  he  shall  have  been  for  three 
jears  a  citisen  of  this  State,  and  for  one  year  next  preceding  any 
eleetion  shall  have  been  seised  and  possessed  of  a  freehold  estate  of 
the  value  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  over  and  above  all  debte 
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and  incumbrances  charged  thereon,  and  shall  have  been  admUj 
rated,  and  paid  a  tax  thereon,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  ele(^ 
tion.  And  no  person  of  oolor  shall  be  subject  to  direct  tazatioB 
unless  he  shall  De  seized  and  possessed  of  such  real  estate  as  afne- 
said. 

2.  Laws  may  be  passed  excluding  from  the  richt  of  suffrage  all 
persons  who  have  been  or  may  be  convicted  of  bribery,  or  larceny,  cr 
of  any  infamous  crime ;  and  for  depriving  every  person  who  shall 
make,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  bet  or  wa- 
ger depending  upon  the  result  of  any  election,  from  the  right  to  vote 
at  sucn  election. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
gained  or  lost  a  residence,  by  reason  of  his  presetfoe  or  absence, 
while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States ;  nor  while  en- 
inged  in  the  navi^tion  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  high  seas ;  nor  while  a  student  of  any  seminary  of 
learning ;  nor  while  kept  at  any  alms-house,  or  other  asylum,  at 
public  expense  ;  nor  while  confined  in  any  public  prison. 

4.  Laws  shall  be  made  for  ascertaining  by  proper  proofs  the  citi 
sens  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  suffrage  nereoy  established. 

5.  All  elections  by  the  citizens  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  for  such 
town  officers  as  may  by  law  be  directed  to  be  otherwise  chosen. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Senate  and  Assembly. 

2.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirW-two  members,  and  the  sena- 
tors shall  be  chosen  for  two  years.  The  Assemblv  shall  consist  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  members,  Who  shall  be  annually 
elected.

ARTICLE    IV. 

8ec,  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  GoTemor,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years ;  a  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be 
chosen  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same  term. 

2.  No  person,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  Ol)verDor.  nor  shall  any  person  bo  eligible  to 
that  office,  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
who  shall  not  have  been  fiva  years  next  preceding  his  eleeUon,  a 
resident  within  this  State. 

3.  The  GoTemor  and  Lieatenant-Govornor  shall  be  elected  at  the 
times  and  places  of  choosing  members  of  the  Assembly.  The  per- 
sons respeotivcly  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Qovenior 
and  Lieatenant-Govornor,  shall  be  elected;  but  in  case  two  or  more 
shall  have  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  GoTeroor. 
or  for  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  two  houses  of  the  Legislature,  at 
its  next  innnal  session,  shall,  forthwith,  by  joint  ballot,  choose  one 
of  the  said  persons  so  having  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  Governor,  or  Lieutenant-Governor. 

4.  The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  military  and 
naval  forces  of  the  State,  fie  shall  have  power  to  oonveno  the 
Legislature  (or  the  Senate  only)  on  extraordinary  oceasions.  il« 
shall  communicBle  by  message  to  the  Legislature,  at  every  session, 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  matters  to  them 
as  he  shall  judge  expedient.  He  shall  transaat  all  necessary  busi- 
ness with  the  officers  of  Oovomment,  eiril  and  military.  He  shall 
expedite*  all  sn<^  measures  as  may  be  roaolved  upon  by  the  Le^Ia- 
ture.  and  Hhall  take  care  that  the  laws  are  Ciitlifully  executed.  Ho 
shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a  compensation  to  be 
established  by  law,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished 
after  his  election  and  daring  bis  ooutinuanco  tn  office. 

5    The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  reprieves,  oommu-^ 
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totioDs  and  pardons  after  conyiotion,  for  all  offenoes  except  treason 
and  cases  of  impeachment,  upon  such  conditions,  and  with  snoh  re- 
strictions and  limitations,  as  he  may  think  proper,  subject  to  such 
regulation  as  may  be  provided  by  law  relative  to  the  manner  of  ap- 
laying  lor  pardons.  Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  shall  have  power 
to  Buspond  the  execution  of  the  sentence,  until  the  case  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  meeting,  when  the  Legislature 
•ball  either  pardon,  or  commute  the  sentence,  direct  the  execution  of 
the  sentence,  or  grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  annually  com- 
municate to  the  Legislature  each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation  or 
iMrdon  granted ;  stating  the  name  of  the  convict,  the  crime  of  which 
ne  was  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  com- 
\  mutation,  pardon  or  reprieve. 

6.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  or  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  said  office,  resignation  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant-G^ernor  for 
the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  the  disability  shall  cease.  But  when 
the  Governor  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  be  out  of  the 
State  in  time  of  war,  at  the  head  of  a  military  force  thereof,  he  shall 
continue  commander-in-chief  of  all  the  military  force  of  the  State. 

7.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications 
of  eligibility  for  office  as  the  Governor.  He  shall  be  president  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  only  have  a  casting  vote  therein.  If  during  a 
vacancy  of  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  oe 
impeaehed,  displaced,  resign,  die,  or  become  incapable  of  performing 
the  duties  of  his  office,  or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shall  act  as  Governor,  until  the  vacancy  be  filled,  or 
the  disability  shall  cease. 

8.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  while  acting  as  such,  receive  a 
compensation  which  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  which  shall  not  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

9.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Senate  and  Assembly, 
shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Grovernor:  if  he 
approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  ob- 
jections to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall 
enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  recon- 
sider it  If  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  bo  sent,  together  with  the  ob- 
jections, to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered ; 
and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present,  it  shall 
become  a  law,  notwithstanding  th^  objections  of  the  Governor.  But 
in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against 
the  bill,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively. 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days 
(Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the 
same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless 
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7.  The  Treasurer  may  be  suspended  from  office  by  the  Governor, 
Suing  the  recess  of  the  Legislatare,  and  until  thirty  days  after  the 
Mnunencement  of  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  whenever  it 
Attll  appear  to  him  that  such  Treasurer  has,  m  any  particular,  vio- 
lllad  hiB  duty.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  a  competent  person  to 
ttaoharge  the  duties  of  the  office,  during  such  suspension  of  the 
fcttMurer. 

8.  All  offices  for  the  weighing,  gauging,  measuring,  cullins  or 
iMpaoting  any  merchandise,  produce,  manufacture  or  commodity, 
vliatever,  are  hereby  abolishecf,  and  no  such  office  shall  hereafter  be 
oraated  by  law ;  but  nothing  in  this  section  contained,  shall  abrogate 
wmj  oflioe  created  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  health,  or  the 
iDtere«t8  of  the  State  in  its  property,  revenue,  tolls,*  or  purchases,  or 
of  supplying  the  people  with  correct  standards  of  weights  and  meas- 

or  shall  prevent  the  creation  of  any  office  for  such  purposes 
jr. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Bec.  1.  The  Assembly  shall  have  the  power  of  impeachment,  by 
tlftft  Tote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected.  The  court  for 
the  trial  of  impeachments,  shall  be  composed  of  the  President  of 
ihe  Senate,  the  senators,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  and  the  judges  of 
tlie  Court  of  Appeals,  or  the  major  part  of  them.  On  the  trial  of  an 
impeachment  against  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall 
aot  as  a  member  of  the  court  No  judicial  officer  shall  exercise  his 
office  after  he  shall  have  been  impeached,  until  he  shall  have  been 
aoqoitted  Before  the  trial  of  an  impeachment,  the  members  of  the 
court  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  truly  and  impartially  to  try 
the  impeachment,  according  to  evidence ;  and  no  person  shall  be  con- 
Tieted,  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to 
removal  from  office,  or  removal  from  office  and  disqualification  to 
hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  this  State  ; 
but  the  party  impeached  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  and  punish- 
ment according  to  law. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  Court  of  Appeals,  composed  of  eight  judges, 
at  whom  four  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  State  for  eight 
years,  and  four  selected  from  the  class  of  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  having  the  shortest  time  to  serve.  Provision  shall  be  made 
by  law,  for  designating  one  of  the  number  elected,  as  chief  judge, 
and  for  selecting  such  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  from  time  to 
time,  and  for  so  classifying  those  clectea,  that  one  shall  be  elected 
every  second  year. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  Supreme  Court  having  general  jurisdiction  in 
law  and  equity. 

4.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  eight  judicial  districts,  of  which 
the  city  of  New-Tork  shall  be  one ;  the  others  to  be  bounded  by 
oounty  lines,  and  to  be  compact  and  equal  in  population  as  nearly  as 
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raoommendmlion  of  Uie  Goreraor ;  but  no  rmoTal  shall  be  made  bj 
▼irtno  of  tkis  seetioii,  rnnkss  the  cause  thereof  be  entered  on  tha 
jovmala,  nor  unless  the  partr  complained  of,  shall  hare  been  serrod 
with  a  copj  of  the  com|diaint  against  him,  and  shall  hare  had  an 
opportanitj  of  being  heard  in  his  defense.  On  the  question  of  re- 
moimL  the  vjres  and  noes  shall  be  entered  on  the  jonmals. 

12.  The  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  dected  bj  the 
electors  of  the  State,  and  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  bj  the 
electors  of  the  sereral  judicial  districts,  at  such  times  as  may  be 
prescribed  bj  law. 

13.  In  case  the  office  of  anj  judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  or 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  become  Tacant  before  tlie  expi* 
ration  of  the  regular  term  for  which  he  was  elected*  the  Taoancj 
maj  be  filled  bj  appointment  bj  the  Ooremor.  until  it  shall  be  sup- 
plied at  the  next  general  election  of  judges,  when  it  shall  be  fiUed 
oj  election  for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 

14.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  of  the  counties  of  this  State, 
except  the  eitj  and  countj  of  New-Tork,  one  countj  judge,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years.  He  shall  hold  the  county  court, 
and  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  surrogate  The  county  court 
shall  haTC  such  jurisdiction  in  cases  arising  in  justices  courts,  and 
in  special  cases,  as  the  Legblature  may  prescribe  :  but  shall  hare  no 
original  civU  jurisdiction,  except  in  such  special  cases. 

The  county  judge,  with  two  justices  of  the  peace  to  be  designated 
aceordiuff  to  law.  may  hold  courts  of  sessions,  with  such  cnmtnal 
jurisdiction  as  the  L^slature  shall  prescribe,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

The  county  judge  shall  receive  an  annual  salary,  to  be  fixed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  which  shall  be  neither  increased  nor  di- 
minished during  his  continuance  in  office.  The  justices  of  the  peace, 
for  services  in  courts  of -sessions,  shall  be  paid  a  per  diem  allow- 
ance out  of  the  county  treasury. 

In  counties  having  a  population  exceeding  forty  thousand,  the 
Legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  of  a  separate  officer  to  per- 
ftrm  the  duties  m  the  office  of  surrogate. 

The  Legislature  may  confer  equity  jurisdiction  in  special  cases 
upon  the  county  judge 

Inferior  local  courts,  of  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction,  may  be 
established  Irv  the  Legislature  in  cities ;  and  such  courts,  except  for 
the  cities  of  rTew-York  and  Buffalo,  shall  have  an  uniform  organi- 
sation and  jurisdiction  in  such  cities. 

15.  The  Legislature  may,  on  application  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors, provide  for  the  election  of  local  officers,  not  to  exceed  two  in 
any  county,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  county  judge  and  of  surro- 
gate, in  cases  of  their  inability  or  of  a  vacancy,  and  to  exercise  such 
other  powers  in  special  cases  as  may  be  provided  by  Isw. 

IG.  The  Legislature  may  reorganise  tho  judicial  districts  at  the 
first  scssioD  after  the  return  of  every  enumeration  under  this  Cod- 
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ooarts  of  record  of  thii  State,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Legisla- 
tare,  subject  to  their  adoption  and  modification  from  time  to  time. 

25.  The  Legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  shall  proride  for  the  oiganisation  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
mJs,  and  for  transferring  to  it  the  Dusincss  pendine  in  the  Court 
tor  the  Correction  of  Errors,  and  for  the  allowance  of  writs  of  error 
and  appeals  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  from  the  judgments  and  de- 
crees of  the  present  Court  of  Chancery  and  Supreme  Court,  and  of 
the  court!  that  may  be  organixed  under  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

Sec.  1.  After  paying  the  expenses  of  collection,  superintondonoe 
and  ordinary  repairs,  there  shall  be  appropriated  and  set  apart  in 
each  fiscal  year,  out  of  the  rerenues  of  the  State  canals,  commencing 
on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six, 
the  sum  of  one  million  and  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  until 
the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-fiye,  and 
from  that  time  the  sum  of  one  million  and  seycn  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  each  fiscal  year,  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  pay  the  interest  and 
redeem  the  principal  of  that  part  of  the  State  debt  called  the  canal 
debt,  as  it  existed  at  the  time  first  aforesaid,  and  including  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  then  to  be  borrowed,  until  the  same  shall  be 
wholly  paid ;  and  the  principal  and  income  of  the  said  sinking  fund 
sh^  oe  sacredly  applied  to  that  purpose. 

2.  After  complying  with  the  proyisions  of  the  first  section  of  this 
article,  there  shall  be  appropriated  and  set  apart  out  of  the  surplus 
rerenues  of  the  State  canals,  in  each  fiscal  year,  commencing  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  until  the  time 
when  a  sufficient  sum  shall  haye  been  appropriated  and  set  apart, 
under  the  said  first  section,  to  pay  the  interest  and  extinguish  the 
entire  principal  of  the  canal  debt ;  and  after  that  period,  then  the 
sum  of  one  million  and  fiye  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  each  fi.scal 
year,  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  pay  the  interest  and  redeem  the  princi- 
pal of  that  part  of  the  State  debt  called  the  general  fund  debt,  in- 
elndinff  the  debt  for  loans  of  the  State  credit  to  railroad  companies 
which  haye  fiiled  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  also  the  contin- 
gent debt  on  State  stocks  loaned  to  incorporated  companies  which 
have  hitherto  paid  the  interest  thereon,  whenoyer  and  as  far  as  any 
part  thereof  may  become  a  charge  on  the  treasury  or  seneral  fund, 
until  the  same  shall  be  wholly  paid ;  and  the  principal  and  income 
of  the  said  last  mentioned  sinking  fund  shall  be  sacredly  applied  to 
the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and  if  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the  moneys 
to  the  said  sinking  fund  shall  at  any  time  be  deferred,  by  reason  of 
the  priority  recognised  in  the  first  section  of  this  article,  the  sum  so 
deferred,  with  quarterly  interest  thereon,  at  the  then  current  rate, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  last  mentioned  sinking  fund,  as  soon  as  it  can 
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ihall  bf  Miiaithilad  ;  and  after  that  debt  shall  be  paid,  or  the  aaid 
tianalK  aball  fw  nomplotod,  then  tho  anm  of  biz  hundred  and  serenty- 
two  thoiiwiid  Sto  liundrud  dollara,  or  ao  much  thereof  as  shall  be 
nw^>Rmry,  may  Iw  annually  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of

ids,  or  citl 
shall  prove  InoufBciunt  to  onablo  tho  State,  on  the  credit  of  snoh 
Aind,  111  pnwurc  tho  means  to  satiaiV  tho  claims  of  the  creditors  of 
the  HtatA  an  they  become  payable,  the  Le^slature  shall,  by  eqnita- 
blol«iioii,M)iiion<aso  tbo  ravenues  of  tho  aaidfaodaas  to  make  them, 
rcH|i(wtivoly,  luAolont  perfectly  to  preserve  the  poblie  faith.  Every 
contrlbutlau  or  adnuioe  to  the  oanala,  or  thur  dMtt,  from  any  sooioe, 
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Other  Uum  their  drreot  reyenaes,  shall,  with  quarterly  interest,  at 
the  rates  then  oorrent,  be  repaid  into  the  treasury,  for  the  use  of 
the  State,  out  of  the  canal  revenues,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  con- 
sistently with  the  just  rights  of  the  creditors  holding  the  said  canal 
debt 

6.  The  Legislature  shall  not  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
any  of  the  caaala  of  the  State ;  but  they  shall  remain  the  property 
of  the  State  and  under  its  management,  forever. 

7.  The  Legislature  shall  neyer  sell  or  dispose  of  the  salt  springs 
belonging  to  this  State.  The  lands  contiguous  thereto,  and  whidi 
may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  use  of  the  salt  springs, 
may  be  sold  by  authority  of  law  and  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioners of  the  land  office,  for  the  purpose  of  investinff  the  moneys 
arising  therefrom  in  other  lands  alike  convenient:  but  by  such 
oak  and  purchase  the  aggregate  quantity  of  these  lands  shall  not 
be  diminished. 

8.  No  moneys  shall  ever  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State, 
or  any  of  its  funds,  or  any  of  the  funds  under  its  management,  ex- 
oepi  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  by  law  ;  nor  unless  such  pay- 
ment bo  made  within  two  years  liext  after  the  passage  of  such  appro- 
priation act ;  and  every  such  law,  making  a  new  appropriation,  or 
continuing  or  reviving  an  appropriation,  shall  distinctly  specify  the 
sum  appropriated,  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied ;  and  it 
shall  not  be  sufficient  for  such  law  to  refer  to  any  other  law  to  fix 
such  sum. 

9.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not,  in  any  manner,  be  given  or 
loaned  to,  or  in  aid  of  any  individual  association  or  corporation. 

10.  The  State  may,  to  meet  casual  deficits  or  failures  in  revenues, 
or  for  expenses  not  provided  for,  contract  debts,  but  such  debt>s,  di- 
rect and  oontiuffent,  singly  or  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  one  miuion  of  dollars ;  and  the  moneys  arising  from  the 
loans  creating  such  debts,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  obtained,  or  to  pay  the  debt  so  contracted,  and  to  no  other 
purpose  whatever. 

1 1.  In  addition  to  the  above  limited  power  to  contract  debts,  the 
State  may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  or 
defend  the  State  in  war ;  but  the  money  arising  from  the  contract- 
ing of  such  debts  shall  be  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
raised,  or  to  repay  such  debts,  and  to  no  otner  purpose  whatever. 

12.  £xcent  the  debts  specified  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  sections 
of  this  article,  no  debt  shall  be  hereafter  contracted  by  or  on  behalf 
of  this  State,  unless  suoh  debt  shall  be  authorised  by  a  law,  for  some 
single  work  or  object,  to  be  distinctly  specified  threrein  ;  and  such 
law  shall  impose  and  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  direct  annual  tax 
to  pay,  and  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such  debt  as  it  falls  due, 
and  also  to  pay  and  discharge  the  principal  of  such  debt  within 
eighteen  years  from  the  time  of  the  contracting  thereof 

No  such  law  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall,  at  a  general  election, 
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hATa  been  submitted  to  tbe  people,  and  haTe  redenred  a  majoritj  of 
all  the  Yotoa  cast  for  and  against  it,  at  such  election. 

On  the  final  passage  of  snoh  bill  in  either  honse  of  the  Legiak- 
inre,  the  questidki  sh^l  be  tiJcen  by  ayes  and  noes,  to  be  duly  entered 
on  the  journals  thereof,  and  shall  he :  '^  Shall  this  bill  pass,  and 
ooght  the  same  to  receive  the  sanction  of  the  people  ?" 

The  Legislature  may  at  any  time,  after  the  approval  of  mieh  law 
by  the  people,  if  no  debt  shall  have  been  oontraoted  in  ponnanee 
thereof,  repeal  the  same ;  and  may  at  any  time,  by  law,  forbid  ihe 
contracting  of  any  forther  debt  or  liability  under .  such  law ;  bat 
the  tax  imposed  by  such  act,  in  proportion  to  the  debt  and  liabili^ 
which  may  have  been  contracted,  in  pursuance  of  such  law,  shall  re- 
main in  force  and  be  irrepealable,  and  be  annually  eolleoted,  until 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  have  made  the  provision  herein  before 
specified  to  pay  and  discharge  the  interest  and  principal  of  such 
debt  and  liability. 

The  money  arising  from  any  loan  or  stock  creatine  such  debt  or 
liability,  shall  be  applied  to  the  work  or  object  specified  in  the  act 
authorising  such  debt  or  liability,  or  for  the  repayment  of  such  debt 
or  liabilitv,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

No  such  law  shidl  be  submitted  to  be  voted  on,  within  three 
months  after  its  passage,  or  at  any  general  election,  when  any  other 
law,  or  any  bUl,  or  any  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be  sub* 
mitted  to  be  voted  for  or  against. 

13.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax,  shall 
distinctly  state  the  tax  and  the  obiect  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied ; 
and  it  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  rerer  to  any  other  law  to  fix  such  tax 
or  object' 

14.  On  the  final  passage,  in  either  house  of  the  Legislature,  of 
every  act  which  imposes,  continues,  or  revives  a  tax,  or  creates  a  debt 
or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  an  v  appropriation  of  publie 
or  trust  money  or  property,  or  releases,  discharffes,  or  oommutee  any 
daim  or  demand  of  the  State,  the  question  shdl  be  taken  by  ayes 
and  noes,  which  shall  be  duly  entered  on  the  journals,  and  three- 
fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  either  house,  shalL  in  all  such 
oases,  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  therein. 

ARTICLE  Vin. 

Sec.  1.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws;  but 
shall  not  bo  created  by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes, 
and  in  cases  whore  in  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature,  the  objects 
of  the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws.  All  gen- 
eral laws  and  special  acts  passed  pursuant  to  this  section,  may  be 
altered  from  time  to  time  or  repealed. 

2.  Dues  from  corporations  shall  be  secured  by  such  individual 
liability  of  tho  corporators  and  otiier  meapi  as  may  be  preaoribed 
bjlasr. 
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3.  The  term  corporations  as  used  in  this  article,  shall  be  con- 
stmed  to  include  all  associations  and  joint-stock  companies  having 
anj  of  the  powers  or  privileges  of  corporations  not  possessed  by  in- 
dividoals  or  partnerships.  And  all  corporations  shaU  have  the  right 
to  sue  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  sued  m  all  county  in  like  cases  as 
natural  persons. 

4.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  act  granting 
any  special  charter  for  banking  purposes ;  but  corporations  or  asso- 
ciations may  be  formed  for  such  purposes  under  general  laws. 

5.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  law  sanction- 
ing in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  suspension  of  specie 
payments,  by  any  person,  association  or  corporation  issuing  nank 
notes  of  anv  description. 

6.  The  Legislature  shaU  provide  by  law  for  the  registry  of  all 
bills  or  notes,  issued  or  put  in  circulation  as  money,  and  shall  require 
ample  security  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  in  specie. 

7.  The  stockholders  in  every  corporation  and  joint-stock  associa- 
tion for  banking  purposes,  issuing  iMink  notes,  or  any  kind  of  paper 
credits  to  oircmate  as  money,  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  shall  be  individually  responsible 
to  the  amount  of  their  respective  share  or  shares  of  stock  in  any 
such  corporation  or  association,  for  all  its  debts  and  liabilities  of 
every  kind,  contracted  after  the  said  first  day  of  January,  one  thou- 
Sana  eight  hundred  and  fifty. 

8.  Ld  case  of  the  insolvency  of  an^  bank  or  banking  association, 
the  bill-holders  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  preference  in  payment, 
over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank  or  association. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  the  organ- 
iiation  of  cities  and  incorporated  vUlages,  and  to  restrict  their  power 
of  taxation,  assessment,  Dorrowing  money,  contracting  debts  and 
loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to*  prevent  abuses  in  assessments,  and  in 
oontrae^g  debt  by  such  municipal  corporations, 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Sec.  1.  The  capital  of  the  common  school  fund ;  the  capital  of 
the  literature  fund,  and  the  capital  of  the  United  States  deposit  fund, 
shall  be  respectively  preserved  inviolate.  The  revenue  of  the  said 
common  school  fund  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of  commoB 
schools ;  the  revenues  of  the  saia  literature  fund  snail  be  applied  to 
the  support  of  academies,  and  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars Of  the  revenues  of  the  United  States  deposit  fund  shall  each 
year  be  appropriated  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  capital  of  the  said 
common  school  fund. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Sec.  1.  Sheriffs,  clerks  of  counties,  including  the  register  and 
derk  of  the  city  and  county  of  New- York,  coroners,  and  district  at- 

11 
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Unmoja,  shall  be  chosen,  by  the  eleeton  of  the  respeotiye  oounties, 
onoe  in  every  three  years  and  as  often  as  Tacandes  shall  happen. 
Sheriffs  shall  hold  no  other  office,  and  be  ineligiUe  for  the  next 
^ree  years  after  the  termination  of  their  offices.  They  may  be  re- 
anired  by  law,  to  renew  their  aeonrity,  from  time  to  time;  and  in 
aefault  of  giving  such  new  security,  their  offices  shall  be  deemed 
yacant  But  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  the  sheriff 

The  Governor  may  remove  any  officer,  in  this  section  mentioned, 
within  the  term  for  which  he  shaU  have  been  elected ;  living  to  sach 
officer  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard  in  his  defense. 

2.  All  county  officers  whose  election  or  appmntment  is  not  pro- 
vided for  by  this  Oonstitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of 
the  respective  counties,  or  appointed  by  the  boards  of  supervisors, 
or  other  county  authorities,  as  the  Legislature  shall  direct  All 
city,  town  and  village  officers,  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not 
provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  deotOTs 
of  such  cities,  towns  and  villaees,  or  of  some  division  thereof^  or  ap- 
pointed by  such  authorities  hereof,  as  the  Legislature  shaU  desig- 
nate for  that  purpose.  All  other  officers  whose  election  or  Jtppoin^ 
ment  is  not  provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  and  all  officers  whose 
offices  may  nereafter  be  created  by  law,  shall  be  elected  bj  the 
people,  or  appointed,  as  the  Legislature  may  direct 

3.  When  tne  duration  of  any  office  is  not  provided  by  this  Con- 
stitution, it  may  be  declared  bylaw,  and  if  not  so  declare^  sudi  office 
shall  be  held  during  the  pleasure  of  the  authority  making  tibe  ap- 
pointment. 

4.  The  time  of  electing  all  officers  named  in  this  artide  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

5.  The  L^i^lature  shall  provide  for  filling  vacancies  in  offioe,  and 
in  case  of  elective  officers,  no  person  appointed  to  fillsTacancj  shall 
hold  his  office  *by  virtue  of  such  appointment  longer  than  the  com- 
mencement of  the  political  year  next  succeeding  the  first  annual 
election  after  the  happening  of  the  vacancy. 

6.  The  politick  year  and  legislative  term,  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  January ;  and  tl^  Legislature  shall  every  year  assemble  on 

'the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  unless  a  different  day  shall  be  appoint 
ed  by  law. 

7.  Provisions  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  removal  for  miseoB* 
duct  or  malversation  in  office  of  all  officers  (except  judicial)  iribose 
powers  and  duties  are  not  local  or  legislative  and  who  shall  be  deeted 
at  general  elections,  and  also  for  supplying  vsoancies  created  by  swli 
removal. 

S.  The  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any  offioe  shall 
be  deemed  vacant,  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  purpose  in 
this  Constitution. 
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ARTICLE   XL 

Sec.  1.  The  militut  of  tUs  State  shall,  at  all  times  hereafter ,  be 
armed  and  diaciplined,  and  in  readiness  for  senrioe ;  but  all  such  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  of  any  religions  denomination  whateTer,  as 
from  somples  of  conscience  may  be  ayerse  to  bearing  arms,  shall  be 
ezensed  therefrom,  upon  such  conditions  as  shiJl  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

2.  Militia  officers  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  as  follows :— cap- 
tains, anbaltems  and  non-commissioned  omoers  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  written  yotes  of  the  members  of  their  respec^ye  companies. 
Field  officers  of  regiments  and  separate  battalions,  by  the  written 
Totea  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  respectiye  regiments  and 
separate  battalions ;  brigadier-generals  and  brigade  inspectors,  by 
the  field  officers  of  their  respectiye  brigades ;  major-generals,  briga- 
dier-generals and  commanding  officers  of  regiments  or  separate  bat- 
talions, shall  appoint  the  stan  officers  to  their  respectiye  diyisions, 
brigades,  regiments  or  separate  battalions. 

3.  The  Goyernor  shall  nominate,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate  appoint,  all  major-ffenerals  and  the  commissary-general. 
The  adjutant-general  and  other  chiefs  of  staff  departments,  and  the 
aids-de-camp  of  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Goyernor,  and  their  commissions  shall  expire  with  the  time  for  whidi 
the  Goyernor  shall  haye  been  elected.  The  commissary-general 
ahall  hold  his  office  for  two  years.  He  shall  ffiye  security  for  the 
faithfol  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  such  manner  and 
amount  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

4.  The  Legislature  shall,  by  law,  direct  the  time  and  manner  of 
electing  militia  officers,  and  of  certifying  their  elections  to  the 
Goyernor. 

5.  The  commissioned  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  commissioned 
by  the  Goyernor ;  and  no  commissioned  officer  shall  be  remoyed  from 
office,  unless  by  Uie  Senate  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Goyernor, 
stating  the  grounds  on  which  such  remoyai  is  recommended,  or  by 
the  decision  of  a  court  martial,  pursuant  to  law.  The  present 
officers  of  the  militia  shall  hold  their  oommissions  subject  to  remo- 
yai, as  before  prorided. 

6.  In  case  tne  mode  of  eleoUon  and  appointment  of  militia  officers 
hereby  directed,  shall  not  be  found  conduciye  to  the  improyement 
cf  the  militia,  the  Legislature  may  abolish  the  same,  and  proyide  by 
law  for  their  appointment  and  remoyai,  if  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present  in  each  house  shall  concur  therein. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

Sec.  1.  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  all  ofioers,  exeoutiye 
and  judicial,  exoept  such  inferior  officers  as  may  be  by  law  exempted, 
■half,  ht/fon  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  napectiye  offices,  take 
and  tabaeribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmatioii : 
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'^  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will 
sapport  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Gonstitntion 
of  the  State  of  New* York ;  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

And  no  other  oath,  declaration,  or  test  shall  be  required  as  a  quali- 
fication for  any  office  or  public  trust 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Sec.  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution  may 
be  proposed  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly ;  and  if  the  same  shall  be 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered 
on  their  journals  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred 
to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of  Sen- 
ators, and  shall  be  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time 
of  making  such  choice ;  and  if  in  the  Legislature  so  next  chosen,  as 
aforesaid,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  submit  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time 
as  the  Legislature  shall  prescnbe ;  and  if  the  people  shall  approve 
and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  by  a  majority  of  the 
electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature,  voting 
thereon,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  part  of  the 
Constitution. 

2.  At  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  and  in  each  twentieth  year  thereafter,  and  also  at  such 
time  as  the  Legislature  may  by  law  provide,  the  question,  ^'  Shall 
there  be  a  Convention  to  revise  the  Constitution,  and  amend  the 
same  ?"  shall  be  decided  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem 
bers  of  the  Legislature ;  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  electors  so 
dualified,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  decide  in  fiivor  of  m  Conven- 
tion for  such  purpose,  the  Legislature,  at  its  next  session,  shall  pro- 
vide by  law  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  such  Convention. 

ARTICLB  XIV. 

Sec.  ] .  The  first  election  of  senators  and  members  of  Assembly, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  hold  on  the 
Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven. 

The  senators  and  members  of  Assembly  who  may  be  in  office  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  and  including  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  following,  and  no  longer. 

2,  The  first  election  of  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  under 
this  GoQstitutioii,  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fi^-eigfat ; 
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and  the  Governor  and  Lieatenant-(}overnor  in  office  when  this  Con- 
Btitution  shall  take  effect,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  and 
including  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  that  year. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  State,  Comptroller,  Treasurer,  Attorney- 
General,  District- Attorney,  Surveyor-General,  canal  commissioners, 
and  inspectors  of  State  prisons,  in  office  when  this  Constitution  shall 
take  eftect,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  and  includinff  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  and  no  longer. 

4.  The  first  election  of  judges  and  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  county  judges,  shall  take  place 
at  such  time  between  the  first  Tuesdav  of  April  and  the  second 
Tuesday  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fbrtv-seven,  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  said  courts  shall  respectively  enter 
upon  their  duties  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  next  thereafter; 
but  the  term  of  office  of  said  judges,  clerk  and  justices,  as  declared 
bv  this  Constitution,  shall  be  deemed  to  commence  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight 

5.  On  the  first  Monday  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  jurisdiction  of  all  suits  and  proceedings  then  pending  in 
the  present  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of  Chancery,  and  all  suits  and 
proceedings  originally  commenced  and  then  pending  in  any  court  of 
common  pleas,  (except  in  the  city  and  county  of  New-York,)  shall  be- 
come vested  in  the  Supreme  Court  hereby  established.  Proceedings 
pending  in  courts  of  common  pleas  and  in  suits  originally  commenced 
in  justices'  courts,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  county  courts  provided 
for  in  this  Constitution,  in  such  manner  and  form  and  under  such  regu- 
lation as  shall  be  provided  by  law.  The  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer 
hereby  established,  shall,  in  their  respective  counties,  have  jurisdic- 
tion, on  and  after  the  day  last  mentioned,  of  all  indictments  and 
proceedings  then  pending  in  the  present  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer, 
and  also  of  all  indictments  and  proceedings  then  pending  in  the 
present  courts  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace,  except  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  except  in  cases  of  which  the  courts  of  sessions  here- 
by establiiriied  mav  lawfully  take  cognisance ;  and  of  such  indict- 
ments and  proceedings  the  courts  of  sessions  hereby  established  shall 
have  jurisdiction  on  and  after  the  day  last  mentioned. 

6.  The  Chancellor  and  the  present  Supreme  Court  shall,  respect- 
ive! v,  have  power  to  hear  and  determine  any  of  such  suits  and  pro-' 
ceedings  ready  on  the  first  Monday  of  Jul^,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  rortv-scvcn,  for  hearing  or  decision,  and  shall,  for  their 
services  therein,  be  entitled  to  their  present  rates  of  compensation 
until  the  first  dav  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
eight,  or  until  all  such  suits  and  proceedings  shall  be  sooner  heard 
and  determined.  Masters  in  chancery  may  continue  to  exercise  the 
functions  of  their  office  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  so  long  as  the 
Chancellor  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  functions  of  his  office  under 
the  provuuons  of  this  Constitution. 
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And  the  Supreme  Court  hereby  establislicd  shftU  also  h&Te  p 
to  hesr  &ail  detenniac  buvIi  of  said  suits  and  proceedings  as  majbe 
prescribed  by  lair. 

7.  In  case  &iiy  vaoancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  uf  Chancellor  or 
joBtice  of  the  presoDt  Supreme  Court,  previously  to  the  first  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  the  Gorernor 
way  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, a,ppoiut  a  proper  person  ta  fill  such  vacancj.  Any  judge  of 
the  Court  of  App^s  or  justiee  of  the  Supreme  Cfonrt,  elected  under 
thit  Constitution,  may  receive  and  hold  such  appointment. 

9.  The  offices  of  Chancellor,  justice  of  the  existing  Supreme 
Court,  circuit  judge,  vice-cbonectlor.  assistant  vico-chancellor,  judge 
of  the  exieting  coiinty  courts  of  each  county.  Supreme  Court  com- 
misaioner,  master  in  chancery,  examiner  in  chancery,  and  surrogate, 
(except  as  herein  otherwise  prOTided,)  arc  aboUsbed  from  and  after 
the  first  Monday  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fortj- 
aeven,  (1847.) 

'J.  The  Chancellor,  the  justiocH  of  the  present  Supreme  Coort,  and 
the  circuit  judges,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  scTerallj  eligible  to  an; 
office  at  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution. 

10.  Sheriffs,  clerks  of  counties  (including  the  register  and  clerk 
of  the  city  and  county  of  New-York)  and  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
coroners,  in  office  when  this  ConstitutJon  shall  take  effect,  shall  bold 
their  respective  offices  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which 
they  were  respectively  elected. 

11.  Judicial  o£Gcors  in  office  when  this  Constitution  shall  take 
effect,  may  continue  to  receive  such  fees  and  perquisites  of  office  as 
are  now  authorised  by  law,  until  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  twentieth  section  of  the  sixth  article  of  this  Constitution. 

12.  All  local  courts  established  in  any  city  or  village,  including 
the  snpcrior  court,  common  pleas,  sessions  and  surrogate's  courts  <a 
the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  shall  remain,  until  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Legislature,  witli  their  present  powers  and  jurisdic- 
tions; and  the  judges  of  such  courts,  and  any  clerks  thereof,  in  of- 
fice on  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  sltaU  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  their 
terms  of  office,  or  until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise  direct. 

13  This  Constitution  shall  be  in  force  from  and  including  ibe 
first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven, 
except  as  is  herein  othorwise  provided.

CONSTITUTION. 

Jti  ConiyenCioji,  begitn  at  Trenton^  on  Iht  fouTieailh  day  of  Jifap,  itfid 
amlinued  to  the  tvienty^nlh  day  of  Jutie,  in  the  year  tf  mtT  Ijird 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  four : 

Wc,  the  people  of  the  State  of  New- Jersey,  grateful  to  Almighty' 
Clod  for  tbe  civil  and  religious  liberty  which  tie  hath  so  long  ptr- 
mitled  us  to  enjoy,  and  looking  to  him  for  a  bleBaiug  upon  our  en- 
deavors to  secure  and  transmit  the  eame  unimpaired  to  Euccceding 
generations,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitntion. 

AKTICLE    I— Rights  and  PnviUgu. 
Sec.  I.  All  men  are  by  nature  bee  and  Independent,  and  have 
certain  natural  and  inalienable  rights,  among  which  are  those  of  en- 
joying and  defending  life  and  liberty,  ac<]uiring.  poesessing.  and  pro- 
tecting property,  and  of  pursuing  and  obtaining  safety  and  nappineeo. 

2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people. 
Govcmmont  is  instituted  for  the  protection,  security,  and  benefit 

of  the  people,  and  they  hare  the  right  at  all  times  to  alter  or  reform 
the  eanie,  whenever  the  public  good  may  require  it, 

3.  No  person  shall  be  deprived  of  the  inestimable  privilege  of 
worshiping  Almighty  God  in  a  manner  agreeably  to  the  dictate* 
of  his  own  coDScionee:  nor  under  any  pretence  whatever  be  com- 
pelled to  attend  any  place  of  worship  contrary  to  his  faith  and  judg- 
ment; nor  shall  any  person  bo  obliged  to  pay  tithes,  taxes,  or  other 
rates,  for  bnilding  or  repairing  any  church  or  churches,  place  or 
places  of  worship,  or  for  the  umiute nance  of  any  minisler  or  minis- 
try, contrary  Xft  what  he  believes  to  bo  right,  or  has  deliberately  and 
voluntarily  engaged  to  perform, 

4.  There  shall  be  no  establisliment  of  one  religious  sect  in  prefer- 
ence to  another  :  no  reli^ons  test  shall  be  required  as  a  qualificaUon 
for  any  office  or  public  trust ;  and  no  person  shall  be  denied  the  enjoy- 
ment of  any  civil  right  merely  an  account  of  his  religious  principles. 

5.  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  senti- 
raents  ou  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right. 
No  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speeoh, 
or  of  the  press.  In  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libel,  the 
truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  jury  that  the  matter  charged  as  libellous  is  true,  and  was  pab- 
lisbcd  with  good  motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shaH  bo 
aconitted  ;  and  the  jury  shall  bave  the  right  to  determine  the  taw 
and  the  fact 

6.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  scoure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects,  against  unreMonable  searches  and  seitures,  shall 
not  be  violated  ;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the 
place  to  be  searched,  and  the  papers  and  things  to  lie  soiled 
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7.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate:  bat  the 
Legislature  may  authorize  the  trial  of  civil  suits,  when  the  matter 
in  dispute  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  by  a  jury  of  six  men. 

8.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  the  right 
to  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jorr;  to  be  in- 
formed of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation ;  to  be  confronted 
with  the  witnesses  against  him  ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  ob- 
taining witnesses  in  nis  &Yor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel 
in  his  defense. 

9.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offense,  un- 
less on  the  presentment  of  indictment  of  a  ffrand  jury,  except  in 
cases  of  impeachment,  or  in  cases  cognizable  by  justices  of  the 
peace,  or  arising  in  the  army  or  navy,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  ac- 
tual service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

10.  No  person  shall,  after  acquittal,  be  tried  for  the  same  offence. 
All  persons  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sure- 
ties, except  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident,  or  pre: 
sumption  great. 

1 1 .  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety 
may  require  it 

12.  The  military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil 
powtf. 

13.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in  a 
manner  prescribed  by  law. 

14.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consbt  only  in  levying  war 
agminsi  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  com- 
fort No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testi- 
mony of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in 
open  eourt 

15.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  excessive  fines  shall 
not  be  imposed,  and  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  shall  not  be  in- 
flicted. 

16.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use  without 
just  compensation,  but  land  may  be  taken  for  public  highways  as 
Wetofore,  until  the  Legislature  shall  direct  compensation  to  be 
made. 

17.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  in  any  action,  or  on 
any  hidgment  founded  upon  contract,  unless  in  oases  of  fraud ;  nor 
ihall  anv  person  be  imprisoned  for  a  militia  fine  in  time  of  peace. 

18.  The  people  have  a  right  freely  to  assemble  together,  to  oon- 
lult  for  the  common  good,  to  make  known  their  opinions  to  their 
repreeentatives,  and  to  petition  for  redress  of  grievances. 

19.  This  enumeration  of  rights  and  privileges  shall  not  be  eon- 
itmed  to  impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  people.

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8.  As  soon  u  the  Senate  ahall  meet  after  the  first  election  to  be 
held  in  pnrsnanoe  of  this  (yonstitution,  they  shall  be  dmded  as  equal- 
It  af  may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the 
vit  dass  shall  be  Taeated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year :  of  the 
sseoed  dass  at  the  ex|Hration  of  the  second  year ;  and  dT  the  Uiird 
elaas  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year ;  so  that  one  class  may  be 
elected  every  year :  and  if  vacancies  happen,  by  resignation  or  other- 
wise, the  persons  elected  to  supply  such  vacancies  shall  be  elected 
for  the  unexpired  terms  only. 

Sec.  III. —  1.  The  General  Assembly  shall  be  composed  of  mem- 
bers annually  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  counties  respectively, 
who  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  said  counties  as  nearly  as  may 
be  according  to  the  number  of  their  inhabitants.  The  present  ap- 
portionment shall  continue  until  the  next  census  of  the  United 
States  shall  have  been  taken,  and  an  apportionment  of  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  shall  be  made  by  the  Legislature  at  its  first 
session  after  the  next  and  every  subsequent  enumeration  or  census, 
and  when  made,  shall  remain  unaltered  until  another  enumeration 
ohall  have  been  taken ;  provided,  that  each  county  shall  at  all  times 
be  entitled  to  one  member :  and  the  whole  number  of  members  shall 
never  exceed  sixty. 

Sec.  IV. — 1.  Each  house  shall  direct  writs  of  election  for  supply- 
ing vacancies,  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise ;  but  if 
no  vacancies  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  the  writi^ 
may  be  issued  by  the  Governor,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

*2.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  tlic  elections,  returns  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as 
each  house  may  provide. 

3.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  determine  the  rules 
of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and, 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  may  expel  a  member. 

4.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  mefn- 
bers  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fiftli 
of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

if.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days, 
nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  bo 
sitting. 

6.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  read  three  times  in  each 
house,  before  the  final  passage  thereof;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution 
shall  pass,  unless  there  be  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  each  body 
pvni'iually  present,  and  agreeing  thereto ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of

Sec.  Vll. — 1.  No  dirorve  shall  be  granted  by  the  Legislatonc- 

2.  Xo  lottery  shall  be  authoriied  by  this  State :  and  no  tiehet*  in 
asT  lottery  not  authoriied  by  a  law  oj*  this  State^  shall  be  bought  or 
at^  within  the  State. 

3.  The  Legislature  shall  not  nass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post 
bcto  law.  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  coutraotA,  or  depriving 
a  party  of  any  remc^dy  for  enforcing  a  contract*  which  exi;j^tod  when 
the  contract  was  made. 

4.  To  aToid  improper  influences  which  may  result  friun  intermix- 
ing in  one  and  the  same  acU  such  things  as  have  no  proper  relation 
to  each  other,  erery  law  shall  embrace  but  one  object^  and  that  shall 
be  expreflsed  in  the  title. 

5.  The  laws  of  this  State  shall  b^n  in  the  following  style :  '*  Be 
it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gener^  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey.*^ 

6.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  free  schools*  and  all  money,  stock, 
and  other  property,  which  may  hereafter  be  appropriattnl  for  that 

Eurpoee,  or  received  into  the  treasury  under  the  proviiiion  t^f  any 
iw  heretofore  passed  to  augment  the  said  fund,  shall  Xm  t^x^vwrAx 
invested,  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund;  and  the  income  thereof, 
except  so  much  as  it  may  be  judged  expedient  to  apply  to  an  in- 
erease  of  the  capital,  shall  be  annually  appropriated  to  the  sup|>ort 
of  DaUio  schools,  for  the  equal  benefit  of  aJi  the  people  of  the  ^tat4> ; 
ana  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  L^slature  to  borrow,  appro- 
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prlutc,  or  use  the  said  fund,  or  wij  part  thereof,  for  anj  other  po^ 
pose,  nndcr  aay  pretence  whatever. 

7.  No  private  or  special  law  sliall  be  passetl,  autborlzing  the  nie 
of  ony  lands  belonging  in  wbo)e  or  in  part  to  a  minor  or  minors,  or 
other  persons  nho  may  at  the  time  be  under  any  legal  disability  to 
aot  for  themselves. 

8.  The  assent  of  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  houe 
shall  be  requisite  to  the  passage  of  every  taw  for  granting,  codUdii* 
iog,  altering,  amending,  or  renewicg  chartors  for  banks,  or  monej 
corporations  ;  and  all  such  cLurt«rs  shall  be  limited  to  a  term  noi 
exceeding  twenty  years. 

0.  Indi^'iduals,  or  private  oorporations,  sbatl  not  be  authorited  to 
take  private  property  for  public  ufie,  without  just  compcnsalioD  firtt 
made  to  the  owners. 

10.  The  Legislature  may  vest  in  the  circuit  courts,  or  courts  of 
common  pleas,  withio  the  several  countjes  of  this  State,  cJianeerT 
powers,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  and  sale  of 
mortgaged  premises. 

Sec.  VIII, — 1.  Members  of  tlie  Legislature  shall,  before  they 
enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation  ; 

.  "  I  do  Bolemnly  swear,  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,)  that  I  will 
support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  acd  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the 
duties  of  senator  (or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  the  case 
may  be,}  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

And  m,caiber8  elect  of  the  Senate  or  General  Aescmbly.  are 
hereby  empowered  to  administer  to  each  other  the  said  oath  or 
affirmation. 

ARTICLE  V.—Ezeculive. 

Sec.  1 ,  The  eiecuUve  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Qovernor 

2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of  the 
State.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the 
Governor ;  but  if  two  or  more  shall  be  cqnal,  and  highest  in  TOtos, 
one  of  them  shall  be  choBen  Governor  by  the  voles  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  both  houses  in  joint  meeting.  Contested  elections 
for  the  office  of  Governor  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  the 
Legislature  shall  direct  by  law  When  a  Governor  ia  to  be  elected 
by  the  people,  such  election  stall  bo  held  at  the  time  when,  and  at 
the  places  where  the  people  shall  respectively  vote  for-members  of 
the  Legislature. 

3.  The  Governor  shall  hold  hii"  office  fur  three  years,  to  oom- 
mencc  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  January  next  ensuing  the  election 
for  Ooveroor  by  the  people,  uid  to  end  on  the  Monday  preceding 
the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  three  years  thereafler ;  and  he  sball 
be  incapable  of  holding  that  ofGoc  for  lliree  years  next  after  his  term 
of  servioc  ehall  have  expired  ;  and  no  appointment  or  nomination  to 
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office  shall  be  made  by  the  Oovernor  daring  the  last  week  of  his 
taid  term. 

4.  The  Governor  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  years  of  age,  and 
shall  have  been,  for  twenty  years,  at  least,  a  citiaen  of  the  United 
States,  and  a  resident  of  this  State  seven  years  next  before  hib  elec- 
tion, unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  daring  that  time,  on  the  public 
business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

5.  The  Governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a 
eompcnsation  which  shall  be  neither  increased  nor  diminished  daring 
the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

6.  He  shall  be  the  commander-in-chief  of  all  the  military  and 
naval  forces  of  the  State ;  he  shall  have  power  to  convene  the  Legis- 
lature, whenever,  in  his  opinion,  public  necessity  requires  it ;  he 
shall  communicate,  by  message,  to  tno  Legislature  at  the  opening  of 
each  session,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may  deem  necessary, 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he  may 
deem  expedient ;  he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  exe- 
cuted, and  grant,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  commissions  to 
all  such  officers  as  shall  be  reauired  to  be  commissioned. 

7.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor :  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall 
have  orignated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their 
journal,  and  proceed  to  re-consider  it ;  if.  after  such  re-consideration, 
a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  that  house  shall  asree  to  pass  the 
bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  tne  other  house, 
by  whom  it  shall  likewise  be  re-considered,  and  if  approved  of  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law ; 
but  in  neither  house  shall  the  vote  be  taken  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  bill  shall  be  returned  to  it '  and  in  all  such  cases  the 
votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  navs,  and  the 
names  of  th«  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  Governor,  within  five  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law, 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legislature  by  their 
adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

8.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  an  office,  under 
the  United  States,  or  this  State,  snail  exercise  the  office  of  Gov- 
ernor ;  and  in  case  the  Governor,  or  person  administering  the  gov- 
ernment, shall  accept  any  office  under  the  United  States,  or  this 
State,  his  office  of  Governor  shall  thereupon  be  vacant. 

9.  The  Governor,  or  person  administering  the  government,  shall 
.  have  power  to  suspend  the  collection  of  fines  and  ferfeitures,  and  to 
I  grant  reprieves,  to  extend  until  the  expiration  of  a  time  not  exoeed- 
i  tng  ninety  days  after  conviction ;  but  tnis  power  shall  not  extend  to 
'  eases  of  impeachment 

I     10.  The  Governor,  or  person  administciing  the  government,  the 
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GliuiGollor,  Mid  the  tlx  judges  of  the  Court  of  Errors  and  AppeaU, 
or  a  major  part  of  thcui,  of  whom  the  Governor,  or  the  person  ad> 
tiiinist«ring  thr  gioverDQient  shftll  be  one,  may  remit  fines  and  for- 
feitnros,  aud  grant  pardons  4ift«r  oonricUon,  in  all  c&ses  eicepi 
impoaohtnent 

II.  Thu  Governor,  and  all  otlior  civil  officers  under  this  SUl«, 
aball  b«  liable  to  impeachment  for  misdemeanor  in  office,  daiing 
thoir  continuanoL'  in  office,  and  for  two  jears  thereafter. 

la.  Incaa^  of  the  death,  rewgnalion.  or  removal  from  office  of  tie 
Governor,  the  powers,  duties,  and  emoluments  of  the  office  shall  de- 
volve upon  the  President  of  the  Senate;  and  incase  of  bb  death,  nsig- 
nation,  or  removal,  then  upon  the  Speaker  of  the  Uoosc  of  Aasemblr, 
for  the  time  being,  until  another  Governor  shall  be  elected  and  (jOili- 
fted ;  but  in  such  case,  another  Governor  shall  be  chosen  at  the  next 
vieetion  for  members  of  the  liCKisUtnre,  unless  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  shall  occur  within  thirty  days  immediately  preceding 
•nch  nest  election,  in  which  case  a.Oovernor  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
neeond  succeeding  clectiou  for  members  of  the  Legislature.  When 
avanuify  ha ppt^ns,  during  the  rceoss  of  the  Legislature,  in  any  office 
whieh  is  to  be  tilled  by  the  Governor  and  Senate,  or  by  the  Legisli- 
I  joint  meeting,  the  GoTemor  shall  till  such  vacancy,  and  the 
'sion  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Legif- 
m  less  a  successor  shall  bo  sooner  appointed:  when  a  vacancy 
t  in  the  office  of  clerk  or  surrogate  of  any  county,  the  Got- 
r  shall  fill  such  vnoancy,  and  the  commission  shall  expire  when 
a  suocessor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

13.  In  case  of  the  tmpeaohmeul  of  the  Governor,  his  absence 
tnm  the  Stat«,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the 
powers,  duties,  and  emolnmcnts  of  the  office  sbaU  devolve  upon  tb« 
Presldeut  ot  the  Senate  ;  and  in  ease  of  his  death,  resignation,  or 
removal,  then  upon  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  for  the 
tirao  being,  until  the  Governor,  absent  or  impeached,  shall  returu  or 
he  nnjuitt^K),  or  until  the  disqnalification  or  inability  shall  cease,  or 
until  a  new  Ooveruor  be  elected  and  qualified. 

I  i.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  QoTemor.  from  any  other 
eauio  than  heroin  cnumeratc^d,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  Gov- 
oroor  elect,  before  he  is  qualified  iote  office,  the  powers,  duties,  nnd 
emoluments  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  President  of  the 
Sonatn,  or  Spcnker  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  ns  above  provided 
for,  until  a  nciv  <!ovcrnor  be  elected  and  qualified. 

ARTICLE  YL.—JudieiaTy. 

Sec  I — 1.  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  ui  a  Court  of  E^ 
rors  and  Appeals,  in  the  last  resort  in  all  causes,  lui  heretofore;  a 
Court  for  the  trial  of  Imposohments  ;  a  Court  of  Chancery  ;  a  Pre- 
rogative Court ;  a  Supremo  Court ;  oircnit  courts,  and  such  inferior 
courts  as  now  exist,  and  as  may  be  hurenfter  ordutncd  and  cstah- 
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liflhed  by  law ;  whioh  inferior  courts  the  L^slatore  may  alter  or 
abolish,  as  the  public  good  shall  require. 

Sec.  II. — 1.  The  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  shall  consbt  of 
the  Chancellor,  the  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  six  judges,  or 
a  major  part  of  them ;  which  judges  are  to  be  appointed  fbr  six 
years. 

2.  Immediately  after  the  court  shall  first  assemble,  the  six 
jadsres  shall  arrange  themselves  in  such  manner  that  the  seat  of  one 
of  them  shall  be  vacated  every  year,  in  order  that  thereafter  one 
judge  may  be  annually  appointed. 

3.  Such  of  the  six  judges  as  shall  attend  the  court  shall  receive, 
respectively,  a  per  diem  compensation,  to  be  provided  by  law. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  clerk  of  this  court 

5.  When  an  appeal  from  an  order  or  decree  shall  be  heard,  the 
Cbanoellor  shall  inform  the  court,  in  writing,  of  the  reasons  for  his 
order  or  decree  ;  but  he  shall  not  sit  as  a  member,  or  have  a  voice 
in  the  hearing  or  final  sentence. 

6.  When  a  writ  of  error  shall  be  brought,  no  justice  who  has 
^ren  a  judicial  opinion  in  the  cause,  in  favor  of  or  against  any  error 
eomplained  of,  shall  sit  as  a  member,  or  have  a  voice  on  the  hearing, 
or  lor  its  affirmance  or  reversal ;  but  the  reasons  for  such  opinion 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  court  in  writing. 

Sec.  III. — 1.  The  House  of  Assembly  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeaching,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members ;  and  all 
impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate :  the  members,  when  sit- 
ting for  that  purpose,  to  be  on  oath  or  affirmation  '^  truly  and  im- 
partially to  try  and  determine  the  charge  in  question  according  to 
evidence  V  and  no  person  shall  be  conTictcd  without  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Senate. 

2.  Any  judicial  officer  impeached  shall  be  suspended  from  exer- 
eising  his  office  until  his  acquittal. 

3.  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  farther 
than  to  removal  from  office  and  to  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy 
any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust  under  this  State ;  but  the  party 
convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  and  pui^ 
ishment,  according  to  law. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  the  clerk  of  thiii  court. 

Sec.  IY. — 1.  The  Court  of  Chancery  shall  consist  of  a  Chancellor. 

2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  the  ordinary,  or  surrogate  general^ 
and  judffc  of  the  Prerogative  Court. 

3.  All  persons  aggrieved  bv  any  order,  sentence,  or  decree  of  the 
Orphans'  Court,  may  appeal  nrom  the  same,  or  from  any  part  there- 
of^ to  the  Prerogative  Court ;  but  such  order,  sentence,  or  decree  shall 
not  be  removed  into  the  Supreme  Court,  or  Circuit  Coart,if  the  sub- 
ject matter  thereof  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Orphans'  Court. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  the  register  of  the  Prerogative 
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ABTICLE  Vn.

8bc.  1.  TheL^ttUcorealttUpraTideliyUwforeiirolliiigfOrganiB- 
iB^  and  ftrming  the  militia. 

*2.  Captaina,  soibaltemB,  and  non-eommiasionad  officers  ithall  be 
dedted  hr  the  laemben  of  their  reapectiTe  eompaniea. 

3.  ViiM  offieers  of  regiments,  independent  hattalions  and  sqnad- 
rona.  shall  be  elected  by  the  eommissioned  officers  of  their  respective 
regimenta.  battalions,  or  sqnadrona 

4.  Br^gadiergenerals  shall  be  elected  by  the  field  offioers  of  their 
lespecvre  ungades. 

5.  Major-generab  shall  be  nominated  by  the  GoTemor«  and  ap- 
pointed by  him,  with  the  adTice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

6.  The  Legislatore  shall  provide,  b^  law,  the  time  and  manner  of 
Meeting  militia  officers,  and  of  certifying  their  elections  to  the  Oot> 
emor.  who  shall  grant  their  commissions  and  determine  their  rank, 
when  not  determined  by  law ; — and  no  eommissioned  officer  shall  be 
remored  frotn  office  but  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial,  pursuant 
to  lav. 

7.  In  ease  the  electors  of  subalterns,  captains,  or  field  officers, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  elections,  tne  Qovernor  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  such  officers,  and  to  fill  all  Tseaneies  caused 
bj  saeh  refusal  or  neglect 

8.  Brigade  inspectors  shall  be  chosen  by  the  field  offioers  of  their 
leapeetive  brigades. 

9.  The  Crovemor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general,  quartermas- 
lergeneral,  and  all  other  militia  officers  whose  appointment  is  not 
otherwise  prorided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

10.  Major-generals,  brigadier-generals,  and  commanding  officers 
of  r^ments,  indejpendent  battalions,  and  squadrons,  shall  appoint 
the  staff  offioers  of  their  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  independent 
battalions,  and  squadrons,  respectively. 

Civil  OffUtft, 

8bc.  n. — 1.  Justioes  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Chancellor,  and  judees 
of  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals,  shall  be  nominated  by  tne 
Governor,  and  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate. 

The  Justices  of  the  Supremo  Court,  and  Chancellor,  shall  hold 
their  offiees  for  the  term  of  seven  yean ;  shall,  at  stated  times,  re- 
eeivelbr  their  services  a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished 
during  the  term  of  their  appointments ;  and  they  shall  hold  no  other 
offioe  under  the  government  of  this  State,  or  the  United  States. 

2.  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  appointed  by 
Senate  and -General  Assembly,  in  joint  meeting. 

Th^  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years :  m%  when  appointed  to 
they  shall  hold  lor  the  unexpired  term  only. 
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3.  The  Sut«  Treasurer  unA  ttie  keeper  and  inspectors  of  tb« 
6UU  Priaon,  shall  be  nppoiatoil  b;  the  ScQate  and  (i^neral  Aasem- 
bljr.  to  joint  mcoting 

Thejr  shall  hold  tlitir  oEBoes  for  one  ;c&r,  and  until  theb  sucoei- 
>ors  shall  bo  iiuali&ed  into  office 

4.  The  AtlornflV-Gonoral,  proscoutors  of  the  pleas,  clerk  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  Seoretarr  of 
St«le,  shall  be  nouiinitod  by  the  GoTernor,  and  appointed  by  him, 
with  tho  advioe  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Thev  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years. 

5.  "the  law  ropurter  shall  heappointcd  by  the  justices  of  the  8n- 
nrenic  Court,  or  a  m^ority  of  them  ^  and  tlio  chancery  repOFt«t  shall 
be  anpointod  by  tho  Chancetlor. 

They  ahall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years 

fi.  Clerks  and  surrogates  of  counties  shall  he  elected  by  tlu  pec- 
pie  of  their  respective  counties,  at  the  annual  clootioD  for  memben 
of  the  Opnoral  Assembly. 

Tll^y  shall  he  coQuuisBloned  tiy  the  Oorernor,  and  hold  their  cA' 
ve«  (iir  five  years 

7  fhcriffs  and  coroners  shall  he  elected  annually  by  the  pe<9l« 
iif  th«ir  respective  count4es,  at  the  annual  elections  for  members  of 
the  Cioneral  Assembly. 

They  may  he  reelected  until  they  shall  have  served  three  yean, 
biit  no  lunger:  after  which,  three  years  must  elapse  before  thoy  oaa

S.  Justioos  of  the  pcaci:  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  auoital 
mcutiogs  of  the  townships  in  tti«  several  counties  of  the  Sl«t«,  and 
of  the  wards  in  cities  that  may  vote  iu  wards,  in  such  manner,  and 
under  such  tcifalations.  as  mav  ho  hereafter  provided  by  kw. 

TUcy  shall  be  cotniuissicnod  for  the  county,  and  their  commissions 
shall  hoar  date  and  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May  next  after 
their  election. 

They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years ; — except  when  elected 
to  fill  vacancies,  thojf  shall  hold  for  the  unexpired  term  only  ;  pro- 
PuUil,  that  the  commission  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  ahall  become 
vacant  upou  bis  ceasing  to  reside  iu  the  township  in  which  he  was 
d  acted. 

The  first  eloetion  for  justices  of  the  peace  shall  take  place  at  tho 
next  annual  town  meetings  of  the  townships  in  the  several  counties 
»f  the  State,  and  of  the  wards  in  cities  that  may  vote  in  wards. 

9.  All  other  officers,  whoso  appointments  arc  not  otbenrise  prtt- 
vided  for  by  law,  shall  bo  nominated  by  the  Governor,  and  appoint- 
cd  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate ;  and  they 
shall  hold  their  officer  for  the  time  proscritiud  by  law. 

10.  All  civil  officers  nomiuted  by  the  Governor,  and  appoinb.'d 
by  him,  with  the  advioo  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  M  earn- 
miaaioned  by  tho  Oari>mor 

1 1    The  term  of  office  of  all  officers  elected  or  apiiointej  pursu- 
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ftnt  to  the  proyisioDB  of  this  ConBtitution,  except  when  herein  other- 
wise directed,  shaU  commence  on  the  day  of  the  date  of  their  respec- 
ixwe  commissions ;  but  no  commission  for  any  office  shall  bear  date 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  incumbent  of  said  office. 

ARTICLE  Ylll  — General  Provistons. 

1.  The  Secretary  oi  State  shall  be  ex-officio  an  aaditor  of  the 
Meonnts  ci  the  Treasurer,  and,  as  such,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  assist 
the  Legislature  in  the  annual  examination  and  settlement  of  said 
accounts,  until  otherwise  prorided  by  law. 

2.  The  seal  of  the  State  shall  be  Kept  by  the  Oovemor  or  person 
administering  the  GoTemment,  and  used  by  him  officially,  and  shall 
be  called  the  great  seal  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

3.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the 
aathority  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  sealed  with  the  great  seal, 
signed  by  the  Oovemor,  or  person  administering  the  Oovernment, 
and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  run  thus : 

**  The  Sute  of  New  Jersey  to ,  greeting."    All  writs 

shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  State ;  and  all  indictments  shall  con- 
clude in  the  following  manner,  yii. :  ^'  against  the  peace  of  this  State, 
the  goyemment  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

4.  This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  and  go  into  operation  on 
the  second  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
•ight  hundred  and  forty-four. 

ARTICLE  lX.—AmendmefUs. 

Any  specific  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  Constitution  may 
be  propcNied  'in  the  Senate  or  General  Assembly,  and  if  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of 
the  two  houses,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
entered  on  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and 
referred  to  the  Legislature  then  next  to  be  chosen,  and  shall  be  pub- 
lished  for  three  months  previous  to  making  such  choice,  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  of  each  county,  if  any  be  published  therein ;  and  if 
in  the  Legislature  next  chosen,  as  aforesaid,  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Legislature  to  submit  to  such  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments ;  or  such  of  them  as  may  have  been  agreed  to  as  afore- 
sud  by  the  two  Legislatures,  to  the  people,  in  sneh  manner  and  at 
such  ume,  at  least  {out  months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legis- 
lature, as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe ;  and  if  the  people,  at  a 
special  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose  only,  shall  approve  and 
ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  or  any  m  them,  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature 
yoling  thereon,  sucb  amendment  or  amendments,  so  approved  and 
ratified,  shall  become  part  of  the  Constitution :  yromded^  tnat  if  more

President 
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7.  The  election  of  clerks  and  surrogates  in  those  counties  where 
tha  term  of  office  of  the  present  incumbent  shall  expire  previous  to 
the  general  election  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  shall  be  held 
at  the  general  election  next  ananiiiff  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 
tion ;  the  result  of  which  electidn  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  man- 
ner now  provided  by  law  for  the  dection  of  iheriflk 

8.  The  elections  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-four 
shall  take  place  as  now  provided  bylaw. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
<Aoe  happening  between  tha  adoption  of  this  Constitution  and  the 
first  session  of  the  Senate,  and  Qot  otherwise  provided  for ;  and  the 
oommissions  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  tha  fbrst  session  of  the  Sen- 
ate, or  when  a  successor  shall  be  eleoted  or  appointed  and  qualified. 

10.  The  restriction  of  the  pay  of  members  of  the  Legislature,  after 
forty  days  from  the  oommeneement  of  the  session,  snail  not  be  ap- 
plied to  the  first  L^gislatara  convened  under  this  Constitution. 

11.  Clerks  of  counties  shall  be  elerks  of  the  inferior  courts  of 
common  pleas  and  onarter  sessions  of  the  several  counties,  and  per- 
form the  duties,  and  be  subjeot  to  the  regulations  now  requirea  of 
them  by  law,  until  oUierwise  ordained  bj.the  Iiegislature. 

12.  The  Legislature  shaU  psM  all  lam  neoessary  to  carry  into 
eflRwt  the  provisions  of  the 
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pENNSTLTiKii  WEH  fii«  Bcnlecl  by  the  SwedM  in  1638,  wlio  purchased  U 
lerriiory  from  ihe  nfttiTes,  hut  they  were  conquered  by  the  Dnlch  in  IGG4. 
Ailht^  lime  lb?  English  look  New  rirtherland,  in  16G4,  the  Dutch  potsoslonr 
on  the  Delaware  river  fell  into  Uieir  hands  and  for  several  years  were  subjed 
to  the  Governor  of  New  York.  In  1681,  PennBylvania  was  grantni  b^ 
Charles  II.  to  William  Penn,  a  member  of  the  Soriety  of  Friends,  in  consi- 
cterration  of  Ihe  wrvicres  of  his  father  as  Britisii  Admiral.  In  IG8S,  Penn  dis- 
posed of  some  20.000  acres  lo  a  company  of  Friends  for  iC*0O  sterling.  ' 
colony  of  9000  came  ovct  about  Ihis  time  and  seilled  in  Philadelphia.

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CONSTITUTION. 

Wtj  the  People  cf  the  commomcealih  rf  Pennsylvania^  ordain  and 
establish  tkis  ConstUuiionfor  its  government, 

ARTICLE    I. 

Seo.  1.  The  Leffislative  power  of  this  commonwealth  shall  be 
Tested  in  a  General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and 
House  of  Represcntatiyes. 

2.  The  representatives  shall  be  chosen  aniftially,  by  the  citizens 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  each  county  respeotively,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  October. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  been  a  citixen  and  inhabitant 
of  the  State  three  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last 
Year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  in  and  for  which  he  shall 
be  chosen  a  representative,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the 
public  business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

4.  Within  three  years  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Crenend  Assem- 
bly, and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  seven  years,  an  enumera- 
tion of  the  taxable  inhabitants  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  directed  by  law.  The  number  of  representatives  shall  at  the 
several  periods  of  making  such  enumeration,  be  fixed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, and  apportioned  among  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  seve- 
ral ooonties,  according  to  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  in  each  ; 
aod  ahall  nerer  be  less  Uian  sixty  nor  greater  than  one  hundred. 
Saeh  oonnty  shall  have  at  least  one  representative,  but  no  county 
hereafter  created  shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate  representation  until  a 
■oficient  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  shall  be  contained  within  it 
to  entitle  them  to  one  representative,  agreeably  to  the  ratio  which 
ihail  then  be  established. 

5.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  for  three  years  by  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  and  of  the  several  counties,  at  the  same  time,  in  the 
■une  manner,  and  at  the  same  places  where  they  shall  vote  for  rep- 
resentatives. 

6.  The  number  of  senators  shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  makinff 
the  enumeration  before  mentioned,  be  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  and 
apportioned  among  the  districts  formed  as  hereinafter,  directed  ao- 
eording  to  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  in  each  ;  and  shall  never 
be  leas  than  one-fourth,  nor  greater  than  one-third  of  the  number 
of  representatives. 

7.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  in  districts,  to  be  formed  by  the 
Legislature ;  but  no  district  shall  be  so  formed  as  to  entitle  it  to  elect 
mom  than  two  senators,  unless  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants 
in  any  eity  or  county  shall,  at  any  time,  be  such  as  to  entitle  it  to 
eleet  more  tiian  two,  but  no  city  or  county  shall  be  entitled  to  elect 


more  UiaD  foar  eenators ;  when  a  district  shall  be  composed  of  1*4 
or  more  counties,  tlicj  shall  be  adjoiniag  ;  neither  the  city  of  Phili- 
delpbia  nor  an;  county  shall  Ic  divided  in  foruiine  a  district. 

S.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  a»Te  attained  t)i« 
age  of  twenty-five  ycara,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of 
the  State  fi>ur  years  next  before  his  election,  and  the  la^t  year 
thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  distriot  for  which  he  shall  be  cho^n, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  Unitrd 
States  or  of  this  State ;  and  no  person  elected  as  aforesaid  dull 
hold  said  office  after  be  shall  have  removed  from  such  distriot- 

9-  The  senators  who  may  be  elected  at  the  first  general  election 
after  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  tbu 
first  class  sliall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year:  of  th« 
second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  and  of  the  third 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year  ;  to  that  thereafter  one-third 
of  the  whole  oudiber  of  senators  may  be  chosen  every  year.  The 
senators  elected  before  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be 
adopted  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall 
respectively  have  been  elected. 

10.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
January,  in  every  year,  unless  sooner  convened  by  the  Govenjor 

11.  Kach  house  shall  choose  its  speaker  and  other  offioers;  and 
the  Senate  shall  also  choose  a  speaker  pro  tempore,  when  the  epeakn 
shall  eieroiae  the  office  of  Governor. 

12.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  its  memben. 
Contested  elections  shall  bedeterminedtiy  a  committee  to  beseleoted, 
formed  and  regulated  in  such  manner  as  shall  bo  directed  by  law 
A  msjorttv  of  eaeh  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busiuess , 
but  a  smaller  nnmber  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day.  and  may  be  oa- 
thorized  by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  iu  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  maybe  provided. 

13.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pun- 
ish its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  conourrencc 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same 
cause ;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of 
the  Legislature  of  a  free  State. 

14.  The  Legislature  shall  not  have  power  to  enact  laws  annulling 
the  contract  of  marriage  in  any  case  where,  by  law,  the  oourt«  <a 
this  commonwealth  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  empowered  to  dooroe  a 
divorce. 

\5.  Bach  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  pulr 
lish  them  weekly,  except  such  parts  as  rosy  require  secrecy  :  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  on  any  question  shall,  ni  the  derira 
of  any  two  of  them,  lie  entered  on  the  journals. 

10  The  doors  of  each  honso  and  of  oommittees  of  the  whole  shkll 
be  open,  unless  wheu  the  businn.ts  shall  b«  such  as  ought  to  bo  kept 
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17.  NmUier  hoiiM  tluJl,  without  tlia  consent  of  the  other,  adjonrn 
for  more  tiian  three  dmjs,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 
the  two  honiee  shall  be  sittihg. 

IS.  The  sesalors  and  lepreeentatiTes  shall  receiTe  a  compensation 
far  tUor  Mrrices  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasu- 
ry of  tho  commonwealth.  They  shidl  in  all  caaee,  except  treason, 
felony,  and  breach  or  sorety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective  housen, 
and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same.  And  for  any  speech 
or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  iil  any  other 
place. 

19.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
this  commonwealth  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments 
of  which  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time  ;  and  no  mem- 
ber of  Congress  or  other  person  holding  any  office,  (except  of  attor- 
ney-«t-law  and  in  the  militia)  under  the  United  States  or  this  com- 
monwealth, shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during  his  continu- 
ance in  Congress  or  in  office. 

20.  When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house,  the  speaker  shall 
israe  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

21.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  Honso  of 
Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments  as  in  other 
bOb. 

22.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  conse* 
qvence  of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

23.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve,  He  shall  sign  it,  but  if  he 
shall  not  approve,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house 
in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at 
larce  upon  their  journals,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after 
such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass 
Che  bilL  it  shall  be  sent  with  the  objections  to  the  Mher  house,  by 
which  likewise  it  shall  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  that  house,  it  shall  be  a  law.  But  in  sucn  eases  the  votes  of 
both. houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the 
jonmau  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  ro- 
tumed  by  the  Governor  witnin  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner 
as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  ad- 
joamment,  prevented  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law, 
unless  sent  oack  within  three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

24.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
both  houses  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment) 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Crovemor,  and  before  it  shall  take  effect, 
be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-

Thp  Oovcrnor  nhall  nt  stated  time*  receive  for  his  servioes  a

9.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  grant 
nprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment 

10.  He  may  require  information  in  writing,  from  the  officers  In 
tlie  azecntive  department,  on  any  subject  reUting  to  the  duties  of 
Ibttr  respective  offices. 

11.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  Assembly  in- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  commonwealth,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  expedient. 

12.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General  As- 
■embly ;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  with 
regpect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he 
ifaAll  think  proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

13.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

14.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  Governor,  or  his  ro- 
moTil  from  office,  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  shall  exercise  the  office

15.  The  Secretary  of  the  commonwealth  shall  keep  a  fair  register 
of  all  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor,  and  shall, 
when  required,  lay  the  same,  and  all  papers,  minutes  and  vouchers 
relative  thereto,  before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  enjoined  him  by  law.

The  judges  of  the  Supremo  Courts  and  the  preei- 
danti  o^  the  sieTeral  courts  of  common  pleas,  shall  at  stated  times 
igcciTe  for  their  services  an  adeonato  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by 
law.  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  ofKce ; 
\m%  they  shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites  of  otBce,  nor  hold  any 
other  ofiee  of  profit  under  this  commonwealth. 

3.  Until  otherwise  directed  by  law,  the  courts  of  common  plMs 
ahall  continue  as  at  present  esta*blished.  Not  more  than  five  conn- 
ties  shall  at  any  time  be  included  in  one  judicial  district  organised 
for  8ud  courts. 

4.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  extend  over  the 
Stale:  and  the  judges  thereof  shall  by  virtue  of  their  office,  bo  jus- 
tioea  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  genend  jail  delivery,  in  the  several 
aoanties. 

5.  The  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  each  county^ 
■hall,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  be  iustices  of  oyer  and  terminer  and 
general  jail  delivery,  for  the  trial  of  capital  and  other  offenders 
Uierein ;  any  two  of  said  judees.  the  president  being  one,  shall  bo  a 
monun ;  bat  they  shall  not  hold  a  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  or 
jmI  delivery  in  any  county,  when  the  judges  of  the  Supremo  Court, 
or  any  of  them  shall  be  sitting  in  the  same  county.  The  party  ac- 
cnsedL  as  well  as  the  commonwealth,  may,  under  such  regulations  as 
ahall  be  prescribed  by  law,  remove  the  indictment  and  proceedings, 
or  a  transcript  thereof,  into  the  Supreme  Court 

6.  The  Supreme  Court,  and  the  several  courts  of  common  pleas, 
shall,  beside  the  powers  heretofore  usually  exercised  by  them,  havo 
the  powers  of  a  Court  of  Chancery,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  perm>tu- 
atingof  testimony,  the  obtaining  of  evidence  from  places  not  within 
the  State,  and  the  care  of  the  persons  and  estates  of  those  who  are 
non  compos  mentis.  And  the  Legislature  shall  veKt  in  the  said 
eonrts  such  other  powers  to  grant  relief  in  equity,  as  shall  be  found 
neoenary ;  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  enlarge  or  dimininh  those 
powers  or  vest  them  in  such  other  courts  as  they  shall  judge  proper, 
for  the  due  administration  of  justice. 

7.  The  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  each  county,  any 
two  of  whom  shall  be  a  Quorum,  shall  compose  the  court  of  quarter 
•eiiions  of  the  peace,  and  orphans*  court  thereof ;  and  the  register 
of  wills,  together  with  the  said  judges,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall 
compose  the  register's  court  of  each  county.

leen  taken.  No  member  of  Congress  from  this  State,  or  any  person 
lolding  or  exercising  any  office  or  appointment  of  trust  or  profit 
inder  the  United  States,  shall  at  the  same  time  hold  or  exeroise 
ay  offiee  in  this  State,  to  which  a  salary  is,  or  fees  or  perquisites 
Te,  by  law,  annexed :  and  the  Legislature  may  by  law  declare  what 
^tate  offices  are  incompatible.  No  member  of  the  Senate  or  of  the 
loose  of  Representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  any 
tffioe  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

9.  All  officers  for  a  term  of  years  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
ems  respectively  specified,  only  on  the  condition  that  they  so  long 
tehave  themselves  well ;  and  shall  be  removed  on  oonviotion  of  mis* 
tehavior  in  offiee  or  of  any  infamous  crime.

6.  That  trial  by  jory  shall  be  aa  heretofore,  and  the  right  thetogf 
remain  inviolate  ' 
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7.  That  the  printing  presses  shall  be  free  to  every  person,  who 
undertakes  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature  or  any 
bnrnch  of  government :  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  to  restrain 
the  right  thereof.  The  free  communication  of  thoughts  and  opin- 
ions is  one  of  the  invalnable  rights  of  man  ;  and  every  citizen  may 
freely  speak,  write  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for 
the  abuse  of  that  liberty.  In  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  pa- 
pers, investigating  the  official  conduct  of  officers,  or  men  in  a  public 
otpacity,  or  where  the  matter  published  is  proper  for  public  informa- 
tion, the  truth  thereof  may  be  given  in  evidence ;  and,  in  all  indict- 
ments for  libels,  the  jury  shall  have  a  right  to  determine  the  law 
nnd  the  facts,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases.

Wt,  the  PnpU,  iertbf  ordaU  and  eaMitk  tUt  Cemtitutim  *f  got- 
emmnafor  Ihf  SbUt  «f  Dtiatparr. 
Thnmgh  dmne  goodneu  all  men  hara,  br  natntv,  tho  nitku  of 
votsliiiMiig  and  Bcrring  their  Creator  according  io  tho  dictatoa  d^ 
tlwir  coiuciences,  of  enjoying  and  defending  lite  and  lihorty,  nf  at>- 
qidring  and  protecting  repntation  and  propcrtjr,  and,  in  |p<ui>ral, 
of  attaininff  oDJeets  suitable  to  their  condition,  witbo«tt  injury  by 
mw  to  another  ;  and  as  these  rif;hL4  arc  esacntial  to  tbuir  wcKarc,

action  shall  be  tried  in  the  county  in  which  it  shall  be  commenced, 
imlest  when  the  judges  of  the  court  in  which  the  cause  is  to  be  tried, 
shall  determine  that  an  impartial  trial  therefor  cannot  be  had  in 
that  eoonty.  Suits  may  be  brought  against  the  State,  according  to 
Mich  regulations  as  shall  be  made  by  law. 

TO.  No  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised,  but  by  au- 
thority of  the  Legislature. 

11.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  im* 
poaed,  nor  cruel  punishment  inflicted :  and  in  the  construction  of 
jailfl,  a  proper  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  health  of  prisoners. 

12.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  unless 
for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  positive  or  the  presumption 
great :  and  when  persons  are  confined  on  accusation  for  such  offen- 
ces, their  friends  and  counsel  may  at  proper  seasons  have  access  to 
them. 

13.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  carpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended  unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it 

14.  No  commission  of  oyer  and  terminer  or  jail  delivery  shall  bo 
issued. 

15.  No  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  nor,  except  dur- 
ing the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate.  The  estates  of 
those  who  destroy  their  own  lives  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  case  of 
natural  death ;  and  if  any  person  be  killed  by  accident,  no  forfeiture 
■hall  be  thereby  incurred. 

16.  Although  disobedience  to  laws  by  a  part  of  the  people,  upon 
si^gestions  of  impolicy  or  injustice  in  them,  tends  by  immediate 
eroet  and  the  influence  of  example,  not  only  to  endanger  the  public 
wsl£ure  and  safety,  but  also  in  governments  of  a  republican  form, 
eontrayenes  the  social  principles  of  such  governments  founded  on 
eoBunon  oonsent  for  common  good ;  yet  the  citixens  have  a  right  in 
sa  orderly  manner  to  meet  together,  and  to  apply  to  persons  intrusted 
with  the  powers  of  government,  for  redress  of  grievances  or  other 
proper  purposes,  by  petition,  remonstrance,  or  address. 

17.  No  standing  army  shall  be  ke^t  up  without  the  consent  of  the 
Le^slature :  and  the  military  shall,  in  all  cases  and  at  all  times,  be 
in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

18.  No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in  any  house 
wiUiont  the  oonsent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  by  a  civil 
augistnte,  in  a  manner  to  be  pcesoribed  by  law. 
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and  the  Oeneral  Assemblj  is  not  in  session,  the  GoTcmor  shall  haro 
pover  to  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such  Tacancj ;  which  writ 
■lull  be  executed  as  a  writ  issued  by  a  speaker  of  either  house  in 
cue  of  Tacancj.] 

4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Janu* 
wrjj  bienniaUy,  unless  sooner  convened  by  the  Goremor. 

[The  first  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  under  this  amended 
Constitution,  shall  be  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  which 
flhall  be  the  commencement  of  the  biennial  sessions.] 

5.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  speaker  and  other  officers ;  and  also 
house,  whose  speaker  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Governor,  may 

a  speaker  pro  tempore. 

6.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifica- 
tions of  its  own  members ;  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a 

3norum  to  do  business:  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from 
ay  to  day,  and  shall  be  anthoriied  to  compel  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sent members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  shall  be 
deemed  expedient. 

7.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish 
any  of  ita  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  concurrence 
<if  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  neces- 
fluy  for  a  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  a  free  and  independent  State. 

8.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish 
them  immediately  after  every  session,  except  such  parts  as  may  re- 
qiiire  secrecy,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  on  any  question 
■nail,  at  the  desire  of  any  member,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

9.  The  doors  of  each  house,  and  of  committees  of  the  whole,  shall 
be  open,  unless  when  the  business  is  such  as  ought  to  be  kept  secret. 

10.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn 
for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 
the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

11.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  a  compensation 
for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  bv  law,  and  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  State ;  but  no  law  varying  the  compensation  shall 
take  effect,  until  an  election  of  the  representatives  shall  have  inter- 
vened. They  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of 
the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the 
sessions  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  same ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

12.  So  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
be  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  this 
State,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which 
shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time.  No  person  concerned 
in  any  army  or  navy  contracts,  nor  member  of  Congress,  nor  any 
person  holding  any  office  under  this  State  or  the  United  States, 
except  the  Attorney-General,  officers  usually  appointed  by  the  courts 
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immediaidy  deliyered  by  the  retaming  officers  of  the  seyend  ooan- 
tics  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  [or  in  case  of  the  yaeanoy  of  the 
olfioe  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  or  his  absence  from  the  State,  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,]  who  shall  keep  the  same  until  a  Speaker  of 
the  Senate  shall  be  appointed,  to  whom  they  shall  be  immediately 
deliyered  after  his  appointment,  who  shall  open  and  publish  the 
eune  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  both  houses  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. Duplicates  of  the  said  returns  shall  also  be  immediately 
lodged  with  the  prothonotary  of  each  county.  The  person  haying 
tke  kiffhest  number  of  yotes  shall  be  Goyemor :  but  if  two  or  more 
ahell  be  equal  in  the  highest  number  of  yotes,  the  members  of  the 
two  houses  shall,  by  joint  ballot,  choose  one  of  them  to  be  Ooy- 
emor ;  and  if,  upon  such  ballot,  two  or  more  of  them  shall  still  be 
aoual  and  highest  in  yotes,  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  shall  haye  an 
eaditional  casting  yote. 

Contested  elections  of  a  Ooyernor  shall  be  determined  by  a  joint 
committee,  consisting  of  one-third  of  all  the  members  of  each  branch 
of  the  Legislature,  to  be  selected  by  ballot  of  the  house  respectiyely : 
eyeiT  person  of  the  committee  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  that 
in  determining  the  said  election,  he  will  futhfully  discharge  the 
trust  reposed  in  him:  ajid  the  committee  shall  always  sit  with 
open  doors. 

3.  The  Gkyyemor  shall  hold  his  office  during  [four]  years  from 
tlie  third  Tuesday  in  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  shall 
not  be  [eligible  a  second  time  to  said  office.] 

4.  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  haye  been  a  dii- 
mtn  and  inhabitant  of  the  United  States  twelye  years  next  before 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Legislature  after  his  election,  and  the  last 
six  of  that  term  an  inhabitant  of  this  State,  unless  he  shall  haye 
been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State. 

5.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  person  holding  any  office 
under  the  United  States,  or  this  State,  shall  exercise  the  office  of 
Ooyernor. 

6.  The  Goyemor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receiye  for  his  senrices  an 
adequate  salary,  to  be  fixed  by  law,  which  shall  be  neither  increased 
nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  haye  been 
deoted. 

7.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  nayy  of  the 
State,  and  of  the  militia :  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the 
seryice  of  the  United  States. 

6.  He  shall  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by 
this  Constitution,  or  shall  be  established  by  law,  and  whose  appoint- 
ments are  not  herein  otherwise  proyided  for ;  but  no  person  shall 
be  appointed  to  an  office  within  a  county,  who  shall  not  haye  a 
right  to  yote  for  representatiyes,  and  haye  been  an  inhabitant 
therein  one  year  next  before  his  appointment,  nor  hold  the  office 
longer  than  he  continues  to  reside  in  the  county.     No  member  of

16.  [The  State  Treasurer  shall  be  appmnt

17.  No  aet  of  inoorporaUon,  except  for  the 
onpcsationa,  alull  be  hereafter  enacted  withov 
two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  Legistatare, 
power  of  revocation  by  1^  Lcculature ;  and  u 
iriiiDh.may  be  hweofter  enactM  shall  oonlinae 
period  Uian  twen^  ycus,  without  the  re-enactnu 
unless  it  be  an  incorporation  for  pnUic  improvt 
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tion  for  Ghyyemor  shall  be  held  at  the  next  general  election,  unless 
the  TBcancy  happen  within  six  days  next  preceding  the  election,  ex- 
elnaive  of  the  day  of  the  happening  of  tne  vacancy  and  the  day  of 
liie  election :  in  that  case,  if  an  election  for  QoYemor  would  not 
hare  been  held  at  said  election,  without  the  happening  of  such 
Tueancy,  no  election  for  Qoyemor  shall  be  held  at  said  election  in 
conaequence  of  such  yacancy.]  If  the  trial  of  a  contested  election 
ahall  continue  longer  than  until  the  third  Tuesday  of  January  next 
enauing  the  election  of  a  Goyemor,  the  Groyemor  of  the  last  year,  or 
the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes, 
who  may  then  be  in  the  exercise  of  the  executiye  authority,  shall 
ocmtinue  therein  until  a  determination  of  such  contested  election. 
The  Groyemor  shall  not  be  removed  from  his  office  for  inability,  but 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  'the  memberp  of  each 
hrmnch  of  the  Legislature. 

15.  A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  during  the 
Goremor's  continuance  in  office,  if  he  shall  so  long  behaye  himself 
wdL  He  shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  all  the  official  acts  and  pro- 
ttedimn  of  the  Ooyernor,  and  shall,  when  required  by  either  branch 
of  the  Legislature,  lay  the  same,  and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  yonchers, 
relative  thereto,  before  them,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  enjoined  him  by  law.  He  shall  have  a  compensation  for  his 
ierrioes,  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  [All  elections  for  Ooyernor,  senators,  representatives,  sher- 
iiE^  and  coroners,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  November, 
and  be  by  ballot :  and  in  such  elections  every  free  white  male  citizen  of 
the  age  of  twenty-two  years  or  upwards,  having  resided  in  the  State 
one  year  next  before  the  election,  and  the  last  month  thereof  in  the 
county  where  he  offers  to  vote,  and  having  within  two  years  next 
before  the  election  paid  a  county  tax,  which  shall  have  been  assessed 
at  least  six  months  before  the  election,  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an 
elector ;  and  every  free  white  male  citizen  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  under  the  age  of  twenty-two  years,  having  resided  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  without  payment  of  any  tax :  pro- 
vided, that  no  person  in  the  military,  naval,  or  marine  service  of  the 
United  States  shaU  be  considered  as  acquiring  a  residence  in  this 
State,  by  being  stationed  in  any  garrison,  barrack,  or  military  or 
naval  place  or  station  within  this  State ;  and  no  idiot,  or  insane  per- 
son, or  pauper,  or  person  convicted  of  a  crime  deemed  by  law  felony, 
shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an  elector ;  and  that  the  Legislature  may 
impose  the  forfeiture  of  the  right  of  su&age  as  a  punishment  for 
crime.] 

2.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason^  felony,  or  breach  of 
the  peace,  be  privileged  from  an  arrest  during  their  attendance  at 
eltetiona,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  them. 
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tkm  and  powers  vested  by  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the  Supreme 
Court  or  Court  of  Common  Pleas.] 

4.  [The  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  l^elivery 
•hall  be  composed  in  each  county  of  the  aanie  judp^s  and  in  the 
nine  manner  as  the  Superior  Court.  Two  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
One  maj  open  and  adjourn  the  Court.  This  Court  shall  have  all  the 
juriadiction  and  powers  vested  by  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the  Court 
of  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  l*eace  and  Jail  1K»1  ivory. ) 

6.  [The  Chancellor  shall  hold  the  Court  of  Chancery.  This  Court 
•hatt  naTe  all  the  powers  vested  by  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the 
Conirt  of  Chancery.] 

6.  [The  Coort  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  shall  consist  of  all  the 
judges  except  the  Chancellor.  Three  of  the  said  judges  shall  con- 
siitate  a  anorum.  One  may  open  and  adjourn  the  Court.  This 
Court  shall  exercise  the  jurisdiction  now  vested  in  the  courts  of  Oyer 
and  Terminer  and  General  Jail  Delivery  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Chief-Justice  the  senior  associate  present  hhall 
preside.] 

7.  [The  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  shall  have  juriMdictioii  t«i 
issue  writs  of  error  to  the  Superior  Court,  and  to  rf>ceivo  appeals 
from  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  to  determine  finally  all  matters  in 
error  in  the  judgment"^  and  proceedings  of  said  Superior  Cdurt,  aii<l 
all  matters  of  appeal  in  the  intcrlf)CUtory  or  final  decrees  and  pro- 
oeedings  in  chancery.  The  Court  of  Krrors  and  appeals  upon  a  writ 
of  error  to  the  Superior  Court  shall  consist  of  three  judges  at  least : 
that  ia  to  say,  the  Chancellor,  who  shall  preside,  the  associate  judge 
who  could  not  on  account  of  his  residence  sit  in  the  cause  b<!l<iw, 
and  one  of  the  judges  who  did  sit  in  the  said  cause.  The  judges  of 
the  Superior  Court  to  whom  it  appertains  to  hold  the  Superior  (Jourt 
in  each  county  shall  sit  alternately  in  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Ap- 
peals in  cases  in  error  brought  from  the  Superior  Court  held  in  such 
county,  according  to  the  following  rotation :  that  is  to  say,  if  the 
judgment  below  be  rendered  in  the  Court  in  New  Clastic  county  at 
the  first  term  of  the  said  Court  there,  the  Chief-Justice  shall  sit ;  if 
at  the  second  term  of  said  Court  there,  the  associate  judge  for  Kent 
roantv  shall  sit :  and  if  at  the  third  term  of  said  Court  there,  the 
aMociate  jndge  for  Sussex  county  shall  sit.  If  the  judgment  Ijclow 
be  rendered  in  the  Court  in  Kent  county  at  the  first  t(.Tm  of  said 
Court  there,  the  associate  judge  for  Sussex  county  shall  sit ;  if  at  the 
second  term  of  the  said  Court  tbore,  the  asso^Mate  judge  for  New  (*astl/) 
county  shall  sit ;  and  if  at  the  third  term  of  the  Oiurt  there,  the  Churf- 
Justice  shall  sit.  If  the  judgment  lielow  lie  rendered  in  the  Couri 
in  Su5.««ox  county  at  the  first  term  of  said  Court  there,  the  assrieiaV; 
judge  for  New  Ca.<<tle  county  shall  sit ;  if  at  the  second  term  of  said 
Court  there,  the  Chief- justice  shall  sit.  and  if  at  the  third  term  of  said 
Court  there,  the  associate  judge  for  Kent  county  shall  sit ;  and  (*o  frotii 
term  to  term,  in  every  snccee^ling  rotation,  the  judges  Ijcginning  and 
following  each  other  in  the  same  order     But  if  in  any  case  in  thi> 
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Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals,  the  jndge  wlio  aai  im  tW  esase  belov; 
aod  ought  according  to  this  proriaim  to  shim  tWCovri  of  ExTOfBaM 
Appeals,  be  absent,  unable,  or  disqualified,  thai  either  of  the  othsr  ^ 
judges  who  sat  in  the  cause  below  majnt;  and  the  Govri  shall  hicfe 
power  to  prefFcnt  any  inoonyenienee  or  Mxj  from  obeerving  the  xv- 
tation  abore  described,  bj  maldi^  an  order  or  regaklion  lor  either 
of  the  judges  who  sat  in  the  cause  below,  to  sit  in  svdi  eaase  ia  ^ 
Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals.  If  a  judge  did  not  sit  ib  the  oanas 
below,  he  shall  nt  in  the  said  cauoe  in  the  Co«ri  of  Errors  and  Ap- 
peals, unless  there  be  a  legal  exception  to  him;  but  the  Cowrt^  if  there 
DC  three  judges  present,  may  proceed  in  his  absoiee. 

Whenever  the  Superior  Court  consider  that  a  question  of  law  oq|^t 
to  be  decided  before  all  tiie  judges,  they  shall  hare  powor,  upon  the 
application  of  either  party,  to  direct  it  to  be  heard  in  the  Court  of 
Errors  and  Appeals ;  and  in  that  ease  the  ChanoeUor  and  four 
judges  shall  compose  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals,  the  Chan- 
cellor presiding,  and  any  four  of  them  being  a  ouorum ;  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Chief-Justice  shall  preside.  The 
Superior  Court  in  exercising  this  power  may  direct  a  eaaae  to  be 
proceeded  in  to  verdict  and  judgment  in  that  Court^  (Mr  to  be  oth- 
erwise proceeded  in,  as  shall  be  "best  for  expediting  justice. 

Upon  appeal  from  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  Court  of  Errors 
and  Appeals  shall  consist  of  the  Chief- Justice  and  three  asKwnate 
judges  ;  any  three  of  them  shall  be  a  quoruuL] 

8.  [In  matters  of  chancery  jurisdiction  in  which  the  Chancellor 
is  interested,  the  Chief- Justice  sitting  in  the  Superior  Court  without 
the  associate  judges,  shall  have  jurisdiction,  with  an  appeal  to  the 
Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals,  which  shall  consist  in  this  case  of  the 
three  associate  judges,  the  senior  associate  judge  presiding.] 

9.  [The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  commission  a  judge  ad  liiemj 
to  decide  any  cause  in  which  there  is  a  legal  exception  to  the  Chan- 
cellor, or  any  judge,  so  that  such  appointment  is  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum  in  either  court.  The  commission  in  such  case 
shall  confine  the  office  to  the  cause,  and  it  shall  expire  on  the  de- 
termination of  the  cause.  The  judge  so  appointed  snail  receive  a 
reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly. 
A  member  of  Congress,  or  any  person  holding  or  exercising  an 
office  under  the  United  States,  shall  not  be  disqualified  from  being 
appointed  a  judge  ad  litem.] 

10.  [The  Orphans'  Court  in  each  county,  shall  be  held  by  the 
Chancellor  and  the  associate  judge  residing  in  the  co'unty;  the 
Chancellor  being  president.  Either  of  them,  in  the  absence  of  the 
other,  may  hold  the  Court.  When  they  concur  in  opinion,  there 
shall  be  no  appeal  from  their  decision  except  in  matter  of  real 
estate.  When  their  opinions  are  opposed,  or  when  a  decision  is 
made  by  one  of  them,  and  in  all  matters  involving  a  right  to  real 
estate,  or  the  appraised  value  or  other  value  thereof,  there  shall  be 
an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  for  the  county,  which  shall  have 
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juvdiction  in  erery  rach  case.     This  Conrt  shall  have  all  the 
tioB  and  powers  Tested  by  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the  Or- 
Court] 

11.  [The  jnrii^liction  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  courts  shall  be  co-

12.  [The  General  Assembly,  notwithstanding  any  thing  contained

Tbnuner  and  General  Jail  Delivery,  or  to  the  Supreme  Court,  or  the 
Coui  of  Common  Pleas,  or  the  Court  of  General  Quarter  Sessions 

Peace  and  General  Jail  Delivery,  or  the  Orphans'  Court,  or  to 
Court  of  Chancery,  in  any  matter,  or  giving  any  power  to  either 
•ff  mid  eourta.  Until  the  General  Assembly  shall  otherwise  direct. 
tkere  ahall  be  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  in  all 
eMee  in  which  there  is  an  appeal,  according  to  any  act  of  the  Gene- 
tal  Aswmbly.  to  the  high  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals] 

13.  [Until  the  General  Assembly  shall  otherwise  provide,  the 
Cbftneellor  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  which  any  law  of  the  State 
veals  in  the  Chancellor  besides  the  general  powers  of  the  Conrt  of 
Chaaeerr :  and  the  Chief  Justice  and  associate  judges  shall  each 
mgij  exercise  all  the  powers  which  any  law  of  thb  State  vests  in  the 
jadges  singly  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Court  of  Common  Pleas.] 

14.  [The  Chancellor  and  judges  shall  respectively  hold  their 
often  during  good  behavior,  and  receive  for  their  services  a  com- 
peuMtion  which  shall  be  fixed  by  law  and  paid  quarterly,  and  shall 
aot  be  less  than  the  following  sums,  that  is  to  say : — the  annual 
•alary  of  the  Chief  Justice  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  of  one 
tlKMuand  two  hundred  dollars :  and  the  annual  salary  of  the  Chan- 
cellor shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  of  one  thousand  one  hundred 
doDan:  and  the  annual  salaries  of  the  associate  judges,  rcspec- 
tivelj,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  each. 
The^  shall  hold  no  other  office  of  profit,  nor  receive  any  fees  or  per- 
miaites  in  addition  to  their  salaries  for  business  done  by  them. 
The  Goremor  mav.  for  any  reasonable  cause,  in  his  discretion,  re- 
aaore  any  of  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
of  each  (ranch  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  all  cases  where  the 
Legislature  shall  so  address  the  Governor,  the  cause  of  removal  shall 
be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house.  The  jndge  against  whom 
tlie  Legislature  may  be  about  to  proceed,  shall  receive  notice  there- 
oC,  aoeompanied  witli  the  causes  alleged  for  his  removal,  at  lea.st  five 
dfaiya  before  the  day  on  which  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly

1 5.  [The  General  Assembly  may  by  law  give  to  any  inferior  courts 
bj  them  to  be  established,  or  to  one  or  more  justices  of  the  peace.

Orphan's  Court,  with  an  appeal  to  the  [Supi*riorJ  (Niurt,  whoNe  de- 
cisions shall  be  final. 
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5.  Attorncjs-st-law,  all  inferor  offices  in  the  treasury  department, 
Awtion  officers,  officers  relating  to  taxes,  to  the  poor,  and  to  high- 
tmjB,  'Constables  and  hundred  officers,  shall  be  appointed  in  such 
Muncr  as  is  or  may  be  directed  by  law. 

y  6.  All  salaries  and  fees  annexed  to  officers  shall  be  moderate;  and 
fto  officer  shall  receive  any  fees  whatever  without  giving  to  the  per- 
iion  who  pays,  a  receipt  for  them,  if  required,  therein  specifying 
pfferj  particular  and  the  charge  for  it 

7.  No  costs  shall  be  paid  by  a  person  accused  on  a  bill  being  re- 
lamed  ignoramus,  nor  on  acquittal  by  a  jury. 

8.  The  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  and  estates  of  religious  so- 
sieties  and  corporate  bodies  shall  remain  as  if  the  Constitution  of 
tfiu  State  had  not  been  altered.  No  [ordained]  clergyman  or  [or- 
dained] preacher  of  the  Gospel  of  any  denomination  shall  be  capa- 
llle  of  holding  any  civil  office  in  the  State,  or  of  being  a  member  of 
•ither  branch  of  the  Legislature  while  he  continues  in  the  exercise 
of  the  pastoral  or  clerical  functions. 

9.  All  the  laws  of  this  State  existing  at  the  time  of  making  this 
Constitution,  and  not  inconsistent  with  it,  shall  remain  in  force,  un- 
less they  shall  be  altered  by  future  laws ;  and  all  actions  and  pros- 
ecntions  now  pending  shall  proceed  as  if  this  Constitution  had  not 
been  made. 

10.  This  Constitution  shall  be  prefixed  to  every  edition  of  the 
laws  made  by  direction  of  the  Legislature. 

1 1.  The  Legislature  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  pro- 
irade  by  law  for  ascertaining  what  statutes  and  parts  of  statutes  shall 
continue  to  be  in  force  within  this  State ;  for  reducing  them  and  all 
ftcts  of  the  General  Assembly  into  such  order,  and  publishing  them 
in  such  manner,  that  thereby  the  knowledge  of  them  may  be  gener- 
mlly  diffused ;  for  choosing  inspectors  and  judges  of  elections,  and 
regulating  the  same  in  such  manner  as  shall  most  effectually  guard 
the  riffhts  of  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote ;  for  better  securing  per- 
sonal liberty,  and  easily  and  speedilv  redressing  all  wrongful  re- 
straints thereof;  for  more  certainly  obtaining  returns  of  impartial 
juries ;  for  dividing  lands  and  tenements  in  sales  by  sheriffs,  where 
thev  will  bear  a  division,  into  as  many  parcels  as  may  be  without 
spoiling  the  whole,  and  for  advertising  and  making  the  sales  in  such 
mmnner,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  render  them  most  ben- 
eficial to  all  persons  concernea ;  and  for  establishing  schools,  and 
promoting  arts  and  sciences. 

12.  [No  property  qualification  shall  be  necessary  to  the  holding 
of  any  office  in  this  State,  except  the  office  of  senator  in  the  General 
Assembly,  and  the  office  of  assessor,  inquisitor  on  lands,  and  levy 
eoart  commissioner,  and  except  such  offices  as  the  General  Assembly 
shall  by  law  designate.] 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

Members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers,  executive  and 
judicial,  shall  be  bound  by  oath  oi  affirmation,  to  support  the  Con- 
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itcn  which  will  expire  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  October,  in  the 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  are 

ibj  extended  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  in  that  year : 
4uid  the  terms  of  the  Senators  which  will  expire  on  the  first  Tues- 
iflj  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
itnd  and  thirtv-four,  are  hereby  extended  to  the  second  Tuesday 
tf  November,  in  that  year. 

c  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Janu- 
WfJ  next,  and  shall  not  be  within  the  amended  provision  respecting 
lienniml  sessions,  which  biennial  sessions  shall  commence  with  the  ses- 
ilon  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  in 
Hm  jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three. 

2.  The  offices  of  the  present  sherifis  and  coroners  shall  not  be  vaca- 
ted bj  any  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  made  in  this  Convention, 
nor  otherwise  affected,  except  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  sheriffof  Sus- 
982  county  is  hereby  extended  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  in 
die  Tear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and 
until  a  successor  be  duly  qualified  :  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  No- 
vember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  shall  be  the  first  election  for  sheriff  in  Sussex  county  under  this 
amended  Constitution.  And  the  term  of  the  present  coroner  for 
Snasex  county  is  hereby  extended  to  the  second  Tuesday  of  No- 
vember, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
tliirty-four,  and  until  a  successor  shall  be  duly  qualified  ;  and  on  the 
•md  last  mentioned  day  shall  be  the  first  election  for  coroner  in 
Bonex  county  under  this  amended  Constitution. 

The  terms  of  the  present  sheriffs  and  coroners  for  Kent  county 
and  New  Castle  county  are  hereby  extended  to  the  second  Tuesday 
of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-three,  and  until  successors  to  them  respectively  be  duly 
qoalified ;  and  on  or  after  the  first  Tuesday  of  November,  in  the 
jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  the 
Oovemor  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  sheriff  and  a  coroner  for 
New. Castle  county,  and  a  sheriff  and  coroner  for  Kent  county,  to 
eontinue  in  office  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  in  the 
jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and 
nntil  successors  to  them  respectively  be  duly  qualified.  And  on 
the  said  last  mentioned  dav  shall  be  the  first  election  for  sheriff  and 
for  coroner  in  New  Castle  county  and  in  Kent  county  under  this 
amended  Constitution,  unless  a  vacancy  happen  in  the  office  of 
aheriff  or  coroner  of  New  Castle  or  Kent  county,  or  of  coroner  for 
Sussex  county  before  the  second  Tuesday  of  Noveml)er,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two ;  in  which 
ease  an  election  shall  be  held  on  that  day  for  a  sheriff  or  a  coroner 
under  this  amended  Constitution,  in  place  of  the  sheriff  or  coroner 
whoso  office  had  become  vacant. 

3.  The  first  election  for  representatives  under  this  amended  C 
ititntion  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  in

Alao  at  the  biennial  election  to  be  held  in  the  scTcral  counties  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  Norcuiber,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoasand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-foar.  two  senators  shall  be  chosen  in  each 
county  for  fuur  years  each.  But  as  the  term  of  one  senator  in  eacb 
oonnty  will  expire  on  the  Bccond  Tuesday  of  November,  in  the  ye«r 
i)f  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  Aud  thirty-three,  when  no 
election  will  be  held  to  provida  for  this  epecial  case,  a  senator  shall 
be  chosen  in  each  county,  at  the  election  held  on  the  second  Toes' 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two,  fur  one  year,  to  succeed  the  senator  for  each 
county  whose  term  shall  expire  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Novem- 
ber, in  the  year  of  oar  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  and  to  continue  in  office  until  the  second  Tnesdiy  in 
November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  anil 
thirty-four,  when  two  senators  shall  be  chosen  in  each  county  u 
afore-provided.

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of  Common  Picas,  and  all  books,  records,  and  papers  of  the  said 
Courts,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Superior  Court  established  by 
this  amended  Constitution,  and   the  said  suits,  •  proceedings,  and 
matters  shall  be  proceeded  in  to  final  judgment  or  determination  in 
the  said  Superior  Court.     All  indictments,  proceedings,  and  mat- 
ters which,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  shall  be  depending  in 
the  Court  of  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  De- 
livery,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  proceeded  in  to  final  judgment 
and  determination  in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
and  Jail  Delivery,  established  by  this  amended  Constitution,  and 
all  books,  records,  and  papers  of  said  Court  of  General  Quarter  Ses- 
sions of  the  Peace  and  Jail  Delivery  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
said  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  Delivery.

6.  The  register's  courts  and  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed by  any  amendments  of  the  Constitution  made  in  this  Convention  ; 
but  the  said  courts  and  the  terms  of  office  of  registers  and  justices 
of  the  peace  shall  remain  the  same  as  if  said  amendments  had  not 
been  made. 

7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  make  any  law  ne- 
cessary  to  carry  into  effect  this  amended  Constitution. 

8.  The  provision  in  the  twentieth  section  of  the  sixth  article  of 
this  amended  Constitution  (being  the  thirtieth  section  of  the  sixth 
article  of  the  original  Constitution)  of  limitation  of  writs  of  error, 
shall  have  relation  to,  and  take  date  from,  the  twelfth  day  of  June, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  the  date  of  said  ori^nal  Constitution. 

9.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  election  to 
supply  vacancies  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly  that  have 
happened  or  may  happen. 

10.  It  is  declared  that  nothing  in  this  amended  Constitution 
gives  a  writ  of  error  from  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  to  the 
Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  or  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  and  Jail  Delivery,  nor  an  appeal  from  the  Court  of  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  Delivery.

But  an  the  term  of  one  senator  in  escb 
county  will  expire  on  the  eecond  Tuesday  of  November,  in  the  yenr 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  when  no 
election  will  be  held  to  provide  for  this  special  case,  a  senator  shall 
be  chosen  in  each  county,  at  the  election  held  on  the  second  Tum- 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two,  for  one  year,  to  snccced  the  senator  for  mck

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of  Common  Pleas,  and  all  books,  records,  and  papers  of  the  said 
Courts,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Superior  Court  established  by 
this  amended  Constitution,  and  the  said  suits,  ■  proceedings,  and 
matters  shall  be  proceeded  in  to  final  judgment  or  determination  in 
the  said  Superior  Court.     All  indictments,  proceedings,  and  mat- 
ters which,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  shall  be  depending  in 
the  Court  of  Greneral  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  De- 
livery, shall  be  transferred  to  and  proceeded  in  to  final  judgment 
ftnd  determination  in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
and  Jail  Delivery,  established  by  this  amended  Constitution,  and 
all  books,  records,  and  papers  of  said  Court  of  General  Quarter  Ses- 
sions of  the  Peace  and  Jail  Delivery  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
said  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  Delivery.     All 
suits,  proceedings,  and  matters  which  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Jan- 
uary, m  the  jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  shall  be  depending  in  the  Court  of  Ghanoery  or  in  the 
Orphans'  Court,  and  all  records,  books,  and  papers  of  said  courts 
respectively,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Court  of  Chanceir  or  Or- 
phans' Court  respectively,  established  by  this  amended  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  said  suits,  proceedings,  and  matters  shall  proceed  in 
to  final  decree,  order,  or  other  determination. 

6.  The  register's  courts  and  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed by  any  amendments  of  the  Gonstitotion  made  in  this  Convention  ; 
but  the  said  courts  and  the  terms  of  office  of  registers  and  justices 
of  the  peace  shall  remain  the  same  as  if  said  amendments  had  not 
been  made. 

7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  make  any  law  ne- 
cessans  to  carry  into  effect  this  amended  Constitution. 

8.  The  provision  in  the  twentieth  section  of  the  sixth  article  of 
this  amended  Constitution  (being  the  thirtieth  section  of  the  sixth 
article  of  the  original  Constitution)  of  limitation  of  writs  of  error, 
shall  have  relation  to,  and  take  date  from,  the  twelfth  day  of  June, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
'two,  the  date  of  said  original  Constitution. 

9.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  election  to 
supply  vacancies  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly  that  have 
happened  or  may  happen. 

10.  It  is  declared  that  nothing  in  this  amended  Constitution 
ffives  a  writ  of  error  from  the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  to  the 
Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  or  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the 
Peace  and  Jail  Delivery,  nor  an  appeal  frt)m  the  Court  of  General 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Jail  Deliveir. 

The  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  increasing  the  number  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  shall  remain  in  force  until  repealed  by  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly ;  and  no  office  shall  be  vacated  by  the  amendment  to 
this  Constitution,  unless  the  same  be  expressly  vacated  thereby,  or 
the  vacating  the  same  is  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  amendments. 
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In  lG3a,  Oram  C»l»en  (Lord  BaliimoraJ,  a  dlsiin^ished  Citholfc,  af 
plied  ro  Citaila  I.  fi>r  a  territory  north  of  Virginia,  for  the  purpow  of  »»■ 
lablialiiDg  h  coiony.  Before  the  grant  bad  passed  the  royal  wal,  Lord  B. 
died.  About  iwo  months  aflEnrards,  the  lemtoiT  »aa  granted  lo  Cecil  Cal- 
vert, oldest  urn  ofOeo..  now  Lord  B.  Inhonorof  HenTJeltB  Maria,*  it  was  call- 
ed Maryland.  I,eonard  Calvert,  brother  of  Lord  B.,  was  appointed  firw  Got. 
He,  with  Bboiil  300  Catholic  emigraDts,  came  orer  in  1G34,  and  located  theirt- 
selres  al  St.  Mary's.  Many  circanutances  jarored  llie  settlemeDt  and  in- 
crease of  Maryland.  The  Eoil  and  the  climate  were  inviiiog,  bul  what  added 
.more  to  iu  growth,  was  that  equal  protection  was  granted  lo  all  rrli|rio<u  de- 
noininatia08,-and  the  people  were  permitted  to  make  their  own  laws.  Tb« 
first  assembly  was  composed  of  all  the  freemen  in  the  colony.  In  1639,  tten 
was  a  change — the  House  of  Asat'mbly  was  made  up  of  represenlatlTei  chosm 
by  the  people.  In  ISSO,  there  was  another  change,  and  a  Coastiiutio: 
ed,  hy  which  Ihe  Legislature  was  divided  into  two  hou*es,  one  lo  be  ci  , 
of  rqittBentativei  chosen  by  the  people ;  Ihe  other  of  penmu  appointed  by 
the  proprletora.  But  ihere  was  no  permaaeni  goveniineni,  as  change*  wen 
eontlnuaJly  taking  place,  until  llie  bcginningof  the  Rerolution,  when  iho 
authority  fell  in  the  hands  of  the  people.  In  1776,  ihev  adopted  their  pttMOt 
ConntitDtion,  which  hai  frequenily  been  atoended.  Man''"'"!,  from  the  flnt,

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CONSTITUTION. 

I.  That  the  Legislature  consist  of  two  distinct  branches,  a  Senate 
and  House  of  Delegates,  which  shall  be  styled,  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland. 

II.  That  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following 
manner :  all  freemen  qualified  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  Octo- 
ber, seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  on  the  same  day  in 
every  year  thereafter,  assemble  in  the  counties  in  which  they  are 
respectively  qualified  to  vote ;  and,  when  assembled,  they  shall  pro- 
ceed to  elect  K>ur  delegates  for  their  respective  counties,  of  the  most 
wise,  sensible,  and  discreet  of  the  people,  residents  in  the  county 
where  they  are  to  be  chosen  one  whole  year  next  preceding  the  elec- 
tion, above  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  and  upon  the  final  casting  of  the 
polls,  the  four  persons  who  shall  appear  to  have  the  greatest  number 
of  legal  votes  shall  be  declared  and  returned  duly  elected  for  their 
respective  county. 

IV.  That  all  persons,  qualified  by  the  charter  of  the  city  of  An- 
napolis to  vote  for  burgesses,  shall,  on  the  same  first  Monday  of  Oc- 
tober, seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  on  the  same  day 
in  every  year  forever  thereafter,  elect,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  two 
delegates  qualified  agreeably  to  the  said  charter. 

y.  That  all  persons,  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  town,  and  having 
the  same  qualifications  as  electors  in  the  oounty,  shall,  on  the  same 
first  Monday  of  October,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and 
on  the  same  day  in  every  year  forever  thereafter,  elect,  by  a  majority 
of  votes,  two  delegates ;  but  if  the  said  inhabitants  of  the  town  shall 
so  decrease,  as  that  the  number  of  persons  having  a  right  of  suffrage 
therein  shall  have  been,  for  the  space  of  seven  years  successively, 
less  than  one-half  the  number  of  voters  in  some  one  county  in  this 
State,  such  town  shall  thenceforward  cease  to  send  two  delegates  or 
representatives  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  until  the  said  town  shall 
have  one-half  of  the  number  of  voters  in  some  one  county  in  this 
State. 

y  L  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  or  be  elected  delegates  for  Baltimore  county :  neither  shall  the 
inhabitants  of  Baltimore  countv,  out  of  the  limits  of  Baltimore  town, 
be  entitled  to  vote  for,  or  be  elected,  delegates  for  the  said  town. 

yil.  That,  on  refusal,  death,  disqualification,  resignation,  or  re- 
moval out  of  this  State,  of  any  delegate,  or  on  Liis  becoming  Gover- 
nor or  member  of  the  Council,  a  warrant  of  election  shall  issue  by  the 
Speaker,  for  the  election  of  another  in  his  place ;  of  which  ten  days' 
notice  at  the  least  (excluding  the  day  of  notice  and  the  day  of  elao- 
tion)  ahall  be  given. 

YlII.  That  no  less  than  a  maiority  of  the  delegates,  with  their 
Speaker,  (to  be  chosen  by  them  by  ballot,)  oonstitute  a  house  for 
the  tranaaotion  id  any  business,  other  than  that  of  adjourning.

XIII.  That  the  treasurers  (one  for  the  western,  and  another  for 
Che  eastern  shore)  and  the  commissioners  of  the  loan  office,  may  be 
appointed  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  during  their  pleasure ;  and, 
in  case  of  a  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  removal 
ont  of  the  State,  of  any  of  the  said  commissioners  or  treasurers,  in 
the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Governor,  with  the  advioe 
of  the  Council,  may  appoint  and  commission  a  -fit  and  proper  person 
to  such  vacant  office,  to  hold  the  same  until  the  meeting  of  the  next 
General  Assembly. 

XIV.  That  the  Senate  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner:  all 
persons  qualified  to  vote  for  countv  delegates,  shall,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  September,  178 1,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fifth  year  for- 
ever thereafter,  elect,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  two  persons  K)r  their 
lespeetive  counties  (qualified  to  be  elected  county  delegates)  to  be 
eleotora  of  the  Senate :  And  all  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  dele- 
gates for  the  city  of  Annapolis  and  Baltimore  town,  shall,  on  the 
same  first  Monday  of  September,  1781,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every 
fifth  year  forever  thereafter,  elect  by  a  majority  of  votes,  one  per- 
son for  the  said  city  and  town  respectively,  qualified  to  be  elected  a 
delegate  for  the  said  city  and  town  respectively ;  the  said  election  to 
be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  delegates  for  the  said 
city  and  town  :  the  right  to  elect  the  said  electors,  with  respect  to 
Baltimore  town,  to  continue  as  long  as  the  right  to  elect  delegates 
for  the  said  town. 

XV.  That  the  said  electors  of  the  Senate  meet  at  the  city  of 
Annapolis,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  be  appointed  for  convening 
the  Legislature,  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1781,  and  on 
the  same  day  in  every  fifth  year  forever  thereafter ;  and  they,  or 
any  twenty-four  of  them,  so  met,  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot, 
either  out  of  their  own  body,  or  the  people  at  large,  fifteen  senators, 
(nine  of  whom  to  be  residents  on  the  western,  and  six  to  be  resi- 
dents on  the  eastern  shore,)  men  of  the  most  wisdom,  experience, 
end  virtue,  above  twenty-five  years  of  age,  residents  of  toe  State 
above  three  whole  years  next  preceding  the  election. 

X  VL  That  the  senators  shall  be  balloted  for  at  one  and  the  same 
time ;  and  out  of  the  gentlemen,  residents  of  the  western  shore, 
who  shall  be  proposed  as  senators,  the  nine  who  shall,  on  striking 
the  ballots,  appear  to  have  the  greatest  numbers  in  their  favor,  shall 
be  accordingly  declared  and  returned  duly  elected  ;  and  out  of  the 
gentlemen,  residents  on  the  eastern  shore,  who  shall  be  proposed  as 
■enators,  the  six  who  shall,  on  striking  the  ballots,  appear  to  have 
the  greatest  numbers  in  their  favor,  snail  be  accordingly  declared 
end  returned  duly  elected ;  and  if  two  or  more,  on  the  same  shore, 
■hall  have  an  oaual  number  of  ballots  in  their  favor,  by  which  the 
choioe  shall  not  oe  determined  on  the  first  ballot,  then  the  electors  shall 
again  ballot  before  they  separate,  in  which  they  shall  be  confined  to 
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XXXYIII.  That  eTcry  Governor,  senator,  delegate  to  Assembly , 
and  member  of  the  Council,  before  he  acts  as  snch,  shall  take  an 
oath,  "  that  he  will  not  receive,  dircctlv  or  indirectly,  at  any  time. 
any  part  of  the  profits  of  any  office  held  by  any  other  person,  dur- 
ing his  acting  in  his  office  of  Governor,  senator,  delegate  to  Assem- 
bly, or  member  of  the  Council,  or  the  profits,  or  any  part  of  the 
pn^ts,  arising  on  any  agency  for  the  supply  of  clothing  or  provis- 
ions  for  the  army  or  navy." 

XXXIX.  That  if  anv  senator,  delegate  V>  Assembly,  or  member 
of  the  Council,  shall  hold  or  execute  any  office  of  profit,  or  receive, 
directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time,  the  profits,  or  any  part  of  the 
profits,  of  any  office  exercised  by  any  ouier  person,  during  his  act- 
ing as  senator,  delegate  to  Assembly,  or  member  of  the  Council — 
his  seat  (on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law,  by  the  oath  of  two  credible 
witnesses)  shall  be  void ;  and  he  shall  suffer  the  punishment  for 
wilful  ana  corrupt  perjury,  or  be  banished  this  State  forever,  or  dis- 
qualified forever  from  holding  any  office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit, 
as  the  Court  may  adjudge. 

XL.  That  the  Chancellor,  the  Attorney-General,  the  clerks 
of  the  county  courts,  the  registers  of  the  land  office,  and  the  regis- 
ters of  wills,  shall  hold  their  commissions  during  good  behavior, 
removable  only  for  misbeha\ior,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law. 

XLI.  That  there  be  a  register  of  wills  appointed  for  each 
county,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  (jovernor,  on  the  joint 
recommendation  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Belegates ;  and  that, 
upon  the  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  removal  out  of  the 
county,  by  any  register  of  wills,  in  the  recess  of  the  Gt)neral  Assem- 
bly, the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  may  appoint  and 
commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  such  vacant  office,  to  hold  the 
same  until  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

XLII.  That  sheriffii  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  by  ballot,  every 
third  year ;  that  is  to  say,  two  persons  for  the  office  of  sherifi*  for 
each  county,  the  one  of  whom  having  the  majority  of  the  votes,  or 
if  both  have  an  equal  number,  either  of  them,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Governor,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  for  the  said  office ; 
and  having  served  for  three  years,  such  person  shall  be  ineligible  for 
the  four  years  next  succeeding ;  bond  with  security  to  be  taken 
every  year  as  usual :  and  no  sherifi*  shall  be  qualified  to  act  before 
the  same  be  given.  In  case  of  death,  refusal,  resignation,  disquali- 
fication, or  removal  out  of  the  county,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
three  years,  the  other  person,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  commis- 
■ioned  by  the  (lovemor  to  execute  the  said  office  for  the  residue  of 
^e  said  three  years,  the  said  person  giving  bond  with  security  as 
aforesaid  ;  and,  in  aase  of  his  death,  refusal,  resignation,  disqualifi- 
eation,  or  removal  out  of  the  county,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
said  three  years,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  may 
nominate  and  commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  execute  the  said 
office  for  the  residue  of  the  said  three  years,  the  said  person  giving 
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XXXVIII.  Tliat  every  Qovernor,  senator,  delegate  to  Assembly, 
■ad  member  of  the  Coaneil,  before  he  acts  u  snoh,  shall  take  an 
ouihj  ^  thai  ho  will  not  reoeiTe,  directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time, 
■ay  part  of  the  profita  of  any  office  held  by  any  other  person,  dur- 
ing iifl  aotinff  in  his  office  of  Oovemor,  senator,  delegate  to  Assem* 
Uj,  or  member  of  the  Council,  or  the  profits,  or  any  part  of  the 
pfofita,  arising  on  any  agency  for  the  supply  of  clothing  or  provis- 
ions  for  the  army  or  navy." 

XXXIX.  That  if  any  senator,  delegate  V>  Assembly,  or  member 
of  the  Council,  shall  hold  or  execute  any  office  of  profit,  or  recoiye, 
directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time,  the  profits,  or  any  part  of  the 
profits,  of  any  office  exercised  by  any  other  person,  during;  his  act- 
ing as  senator,  delegate  to  Assembly,  or  member  of  the  Council — 
his  scat  (on  conyiction  in  a  court  of  law,  by  the  oath  of  two  credible 
witnesses^  shall  be  yoid ;  and  he  shall  suficr  the  punishment  for 
wilful  ana  corrupt  perjury,  or  be  banished  this  State  foreycr,  or  dis- 
i|ualificd  forever  from  holding  any  office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit, 
as  the  Court  may  adjudge. 

XL.  That  the  Chancellor,  the  Attomey-Gkneral,  the  clerks 
of  the  county  courts,  the  registers  of  the  land  office,  and  the  resis- 
ters  of  wills,  shall  hold  their  commissions  during  good  behayior, 
remoyable  only  for  misbehavior,  on  conyiction  in  a  court  of  law. 

XLL  That  there  be  a  register  of  wills  appointed  for  each 
county,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Oovemor,  on  the  joint 
reeommcndation  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Belegates ;  and  that, 
upon  the  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  removal  out  of  the 
county,  by  any  register  of  wills,  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, the  Govemor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  may  appoint  and 
commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  such  vacant  office,  to  hold  the 
same  until  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

XLII.  That  sheriffi)  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  by  ballot,  every 
third  year ;  that  is  to  say,  two  persons  for  the  office  of  sheriff*  for 
each  county,  the  one  of  whom  having  the  majority  of  the  yotes,  or 
if  both  have  an  equal  number,  cither  of  them,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Governor,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  G-overnor,  for  the  said  office ; 
and  having  served  for  three  years,  such  person  shall  be  ineligible  for 
the  four  years  next  succeeding ;  bond  with  security  to  be  taken 
every  year  as  usual :  and  no  sheriff  shall  be  qualified  to  act  before 
the  same  be  given.  In  case  of  death,  refusal,  resignation,  disquali- 
fication, or  removal  out  of  the  county,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
three  years,  the  other  person,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  Grovemor  to  execute  the  said  office  for  the  residue  of 
fhe  said  three  years,  the  said  person  giving  bond  with  security  as 
aforesaid  ;  and,  in  ease  of  his  death,  refusal,  resignation,  disqualifi- 
cation, or  removal  out  of  the  county,  before  the  expiration  of  the 
said  three  years,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  may 
nominate  and  commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  execute  the  said 
office  for  the  residue  of  the  said  three  years,  the  said  person  giving 
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bond  and  security  as  aforesaid.  The  election  shall  be  held  «i  the 
lame  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  election  of  del^atee.  No 
person  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  sheriff  for  &  coontj,  bat  an  in- 
habitant of  the  said  county,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  yean.  The 
justices  shall  examine  the  ballots ;  and  the  two  candidates  properlr 
qualified,  having  in  each  county  the  majority  of  legal  ballots,  shafi 
be  declared  duly  elected  for  the  office  of  sheriff  for  suoh  ooonty,  and 
returned  to  the  Govemor  and  Council,  with  a  certifioate  of  the  mn- 
ber  of  ballots  for  each  of  them. 

XLIII.  That  every  person  who  shall  offer  to  vote  for  delegates,  or 
for  the  electors  of  the  Senate,  or  for  the  sheriff^  shall,  (if  reqairtsd  by 
any  three  persons  qualified  tq  vote,)  before  he  be  admittMi  to  poll 
take  such  oath  or  affirmation  of  support  and  fidelity  to  the  State,  as 
this  Convention  or  the  Legislature  shall  direct 

XLIY.  That  a  justice  of  the  peace  may  be  eligible  as  a  senator, 
delegate,  or  member  of  the  Council,  and  may  oontinne  to  aoi  as  a 
justice  of  the  peace. 

XLVI.  That  all  civil  officers,  hereafter  to  be  appointed  for  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  shall  have  been  residents  of  the  county 
respectively  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  six  months  next  be- 
fore their  appointment ;  and  shall  continue  residents  of  their  county 
respectively  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

ALVII.  The  judges  of  the  oounty  courts  may  appoint  the  deria 
of  their  respective  courts ;  and,  in  case  of  refusal,  death,  reeignation, 
disqualification,  or  i^moval  out  of  the  oounty,  of  any  of  die  said 
oounty  clerks,  in  the  vacation  of  the  county  court  of  whioh  he  if 
clerk — the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  may  i^pcHnt 
and  commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  such  vacant  oBSnoe  re^Met- 
ivelv,  to  hold  the  same  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  oonntj  eourt, 
as  the  case  mav  be. 

XLYIII.  That  the  Governor  for  the  time  beinff,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council,  may  appoint  the  ChanoelYor,  and  all  judges 
and  justices,  the  Attomey-Genem,  officers  in  the  regular  land  and 
sea  service,  officers  of  the  militia,  registers  of  the  land  office,  ma- 
veyors,  and  all  other  civil  officers  of  government,  (assessor^  consta- 
bles, and  overseers  of  the  roads  only  excepted,)  and  may  also  sos- 
pond  or  remove  any  civil  officer,  who  has  not  a  commission  dnriog 
good  behavior;  and  may  suspend  any  militia  officer  for  one  month; 
and  may  also  suspend  or  remove  any  regular  officer  in  the  land  or 
•ea  service ;  and  the  Governor  may  remove  or  suspend  any  militk 
officer,  in  pursuance  of  the  judgment  of  a  court-martiaL 

XLIX.  That  all  civil  officers,  of  tiie  appointment  of  the  Goreraor 
and  Council,  who  do  not  hold  commissions  during  good  behavior, 
ahall  be  appointed  annually.  But,  if  any  of  them  uiall  be  re-qh 
pointed,  tney  may  continue  to  act  without  any  new  commispioii  or 
salification ;  and  every  offioer,  though  not  re-appointed,  shall  oon- 
timie  to  act  until  the  person  who  shall  be'  ^pointed  and  '~ 
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L.  That  the  (jorernor,  eyery  member  of  the  Coancil,  and 
every  judge  and  jasticc,  before  they  act  as  such,  shall  respectively 
take  an  oath  ^^  that  he  will  not,  through  favor,  affection,  or  partiality, 
vote  for  any  person  to  office,  and  that  he  will  vote  for  such  person  as 
in  his  judgment  and  conscience  he  believes  most  fit  and  best  quali- 
fied for  the  office :  and  that  he  has  not  made,  nor  will  make,  any 
promise  or  engagement  to  give  his  vote  or  interest  in  fitvor  of  any 
person." 

LL  That  there  be  two  registers  of  the  land  office,  one  upon 
the  western,  and  the  other  upon  the  eastern  shore ;  that  short  ex- 
tracts of  the  grants  and  certificates  of  the  land  on  the  western  and 
eastern  shores  respectively  be  made  in  separate  books,  at  the  public 
expense,  and  deposited  in  the  offices  of  the  said  registers,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  hereafter  be  provided  by  the  General  Assembly. 

LII.  That  every  chancellor,  judge,  register  of  wills,  commis- 
sioner of  the  loan  office,  attorney-general,  sheriff^  treasurer,  register 
of  the  land  office,  register  of  the  chancery  court,  and  every  clerk  of 
the  common  law  courts,  surveyor,  and  auditor  of  the  public  accounts, 
before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath,  "  that  he  will  not,  directly 

or  indirectly,  receive  any  fee  or  reward  for  doing  his  office  of , 

but  what  is,  or  shall  be,  allowed  by  law ;  nor  wul,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, receive  the  profits  or  any  parts  of  the  profits  of  any  office  held 
by  any  person ;  ana  that  he  does  not  hold  the  same  office  in  trust,  or 
for  the  Dencfit  of  any  other  person." 

LIIL  That,  if  any  Grovemor,  chancellor,  judge,  register  of  wilb,  at- 
torney-general, roister  of  the  land  office,  commissioners  of  the  loan 
office,  register  of  Uie  chancery  court,  or  any  clerk  of  the  common  law 
courts,  treasurer,  sheriff^  surveyor,  or  auditor  of  public  accounts,  shall 
receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time,  the  profits  or  any  parts  of 
the  profits  of  an  office,  held  by  any  other  person,  during  his  acting  in 
the  office  to  which  he  is  appointed,  his  election,  appointment,  and 
commission,  (on  conviction  m  a  court  of  law,  by  Uie  oath  of  two  cred- 
ible witnesses,)  shall  be  void,  and  he  shall  sufJer  the  punishment  for 
wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  or  be  banished  this  State  forever,  or  dis- 
qualified forever  from  holding  any  office  or  plaoe  of  trust  or  profit, 
as  the  court  may  adjudge. 

LIV.  That,  if  any  person  shall  give  any  bribe,  present,  or  reward,  \ 
or  any  promise,  or  any  security  for  the  payment  or  delivery  of  any  i 
money,  or  any  other  thing,  to  obtain  or  procure  a  vote,  to  be  Gov- 
ernor, senator,  delegate  to  Assembly,  member  of  the  Council,  or 
judge,  or  to  be  appointed  to  any  one  of  the  said  offices,  or  to  any 
office  of  profit  or  trust,  now  created,  or  hereafter  to  be  created,  in 
this  State — the  person  giving,  and  the  person  receiving  the  same, 
(on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law,)  shall  be  forever  disqualified  to 
hold  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State. 

LV.  That  every  person  appointed  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust, 
shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  execution  thereof,  take  the  following 
oath,  to  wit:  '^I,  A  B.,  do  swear,  that  I  do  not  hold  myself  bound 
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in  allegiance  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  that  I  will  be  &itli- 
fiil,  BiUd  bear  true  uUegiaQee,  to  the  State  of  Maryland  ;"  and  ihall 
also  iubscribe  a  declaration  of  his  belief  to  the  Christian  religtoD- 

LVI.  That  there  be  a  Court  of  Appeals,  coinpoBeid  of  pcnoiu 
of  integrity  and  sound  judgment  in  the  law,  wboae  jadgnient  shall 
be  ftual  and  conclusivo  ia  oil  cases  of  appeal,  and  that  one  ptsrson  of 
integrity  and  sound  judgment  in  the  law  be  appoiuted  Chanc>;llnr 

LVII,  That  the  style  of  all  laws  run  thus :  "  Be  it  enacted  bv 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland ;"  that  all  public  comiuisBtciii« 
iind  grants  run  thus :  "The  State  of  Maryland,"  dLo.,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Chancellor,  with  the 
seal  of  the  Stale  annexed — eioept  military  and  militia  commisnoas, 
which  shall  not  be  attested  by  tne  Chancellor,  or  have  the  m«I  of 
the  State  annexed  ;  that  all  writs  shall  run  in  the  same  atyk,  and 
be  tested,  sealed,  and  signed  as  usual ;  that  all  indictments  shall 
uonoludo,  "  against  the  peaue,  government,  and  dignity  of  the  State  " 

LVIII.  That  all  penalties  and  forfeitures,  heretofore  going  totfa« 
King  or  proprietary,  shall  go  to  the  State — save  only  aueh  as  ili« 
Ijoncral  Assembly  may  abolish  or  otherwise  provide  for. 

LIX.  That  this  form  of  government,  and  the  declaration  of  rights, 
and  no  part  thereof,  shall  be  altered,  changed,  or  abolished,  vnlcai  ■ 
bill  so  to  alter,  change,  or  abolish  the  same,  shall  pass  the  Oeoenl 
Assembly,  and  be  pablisbod  at  least  three  months  before  a  newola> 
tion,  and  shall  bo  confirmed  by  the  General  Assembly,  after  a  ne« 
election  of  delegates,  in  the  first  session  after  such  new  election 
Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  form  of  government,  which  relates  M 
the  eastern  shore  particularly,  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  altered, 
unless  for  the  alteration  and  confirmation  thereof,  at  least  two-third) 
of  all  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
concur. 

liX.  That  every  bill  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  when  en- 
grossed, shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, in  the  Senate,  to  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  wbo  shall 
sign  the  same,  and  thereto  affix  the  great  seal,  in  the  presence  of 
the  members  of  both  hoascs  :  every  law  shall  be  recorded  and  in 
due  lime  printed,  published,  and  certified  under  the  great  seal,  to 
the  several  county  courtB,  in  the  same  manner  as  hath  bean  herctn- 
fore  used  in  this  State. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  II.  Be  it  enatrtod  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
thit  no  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office  of 
trust,  or  profit,  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  cupablo  of  having 
a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  heing  an  elector  of  the  Sonato, 
or  holding  any  office  of  trust,  or  profit  under  this  State ;  and  if  any 
member  uf  the  Oeneral  Aasombly,  elector  of  the  Senate,  or  penoa 
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holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  State,  shall  take  his 
seat  iu  Congress,  or  accept  of  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the 
United  States,  or  being  elected  to  Congress,  or  appointed  to  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  not  make  his  resig- 
nation of  his  seat  in  Congress,  or  of  his  office,  as  the  case  may  be, 
within  thirty  days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appointment  to  office, 
na  aforesaid,  his  seat  in  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  or  as  elector  of 
the  Senate,  or  of  his  office  held  under  this  State  as  aforesaid,  shall  bo 
void :  Provided,  that  no  person  who  is  now  or  may  be  at  any  time 
when  this  act  becomes  part  of  the  Constitution,  a  member  both  of 
Congress  and  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  or  who  now  holds,  or 
may  nold,  at  the  time  when  this  act  becomes  part  of  the  Constitution, 
an  office  as  aforesaid,  both  under  this  State,  and  the  United  States, 
shall  be  effected  by  this  act,  if,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  same  shall 
become  part  of  the  Constitution,  he  shall  resign  his  seat  in  Congress, 
or  his  office  held  under  the  United  States. — Passed  1791,  ch.  80 
—confirmed  1792,  ch.  22. 

III.  That  every  person  being  a  member  of  either  of  the  religious 
scots  or  societies  called  Quakers,  Menonists,  Tunkers,  or  Nicolites, 
or  New  Quakers,  and  who  shall  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of 
taking  an  oath  on  any  occasion,  being  otherwise  qualified  and  duly 
elected  a  Senator,  delegate  or  elector  of  the  Senate,  or  being  other- 
wise qualified  and  duly  apppointed  or  elected  to  anv  office  of  profit 
or  trust,  on  making  affirmation  instead  of  taking  the  several  oaths 
appointed  by  the  Constitution  and  form  of  Government,  and  the 
several  acts  of  Assembly  of  this  State  now  in  force,  or  that  here- 
after may  be  made,  such  persons  may  hold  and  exercise  any  office 
of  profit  or  trust  to  which  he  may  be  appointed  or  elected,  and  may, 
by  such  affirmation,  qualify  himself  to  take  a  seat  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  to  act  therein  as  a  member  of  the  same  in  all  cases  what- 
soever, or  to  be  an  elector  of  the  Senate,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  man- 
ner, to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatever,  as  persons  are  now  compe- 
tent and  qualified  to  act,  who  are  not  conscientiously  scrupulous  of 
taking  such  oaths. — Passed,  1794,  ch.  49— confirmed  1795,  ch.  11. 

y . — Sec.  1 .  That  the  people  called  Quakers,  those  called  Nicolites, 
or  New  Quakers,  those  <»dled  Tunkers,  and  those  called  Menonists, 
holding  it  unlawful  to  take  an  oath  on  any  occasion,  shall  be  allowed 
to  make  their  solemn  affirmation  as  witnesses, in  the  manner  that  Qua- 
kers have  been  heretofore  allowed  to  affirm,  which  affirmation  shall 
be  of  the  same  avail  as  an  oath,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatever. 

2.  Before  any  of  the  persons  aforesaid  shall  be  admitted  as  a  wit- 
ness in  any  court  of  justice  in  this  State,  the  court  shall  be  satisfied, 
by  such  testimony  as  they  may  require,  that  such  person  is  one  of 
those  who  profess  to  be  oonscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  aa 
oath.— Passed  1797,  ch.  118— confirmed  1798,  ch.  83.

cannot  be  had  in  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  such  suit  or 
action  is  depending,  shall  and  may  order  and  direct  the  record  of 
their  proceedings  in  such  suit  or  action,  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
judges  of  any  county  court  within  the  district,  for  trial,  and  the 
judges  of  such  countv  court,  to  whom  the  said  record  shall  bo  trans- 
mitted, shall  hear  and  determine  the  same  in  like  manner  as  if  such 
rait  or  action  had  been  originally  instituted  therein ;  provided,  never- 
theless, that  such  suggestion  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid,  before  or 
daring  the  term  in  which  the  issue  or  issues  may  be  joined  in  said 
rait  or  action  ;  and  provided,  also,  that  such  further  remedy  may  be

the  commencement  of  the  session  next  ensuing  such  election. 

22.  Of  the  persons  voted  for  as  Governor  at  any  such  election, 
the  person  having,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  the  highest  num- 
ber of  legal  votes,  and  possessing  the  leffal  qualifications,  and  resi- 
dent as  aforesaid,  in  the  district  from  which  the  Governor  at  such 
election  is  to  be  taken,  shall  be  Governor,  and  shall  qualify  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be,  and  all  questions  in  relation  to  the  number  or  legality  of 
the  votes  given  for  each  and  any  person  voted  for  as  Governor,  and 
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in  relslJon  to  tlie  returns,  snd  in  roUtion  to  tbe  qn&lifioations  of 
ponone  voted  for  aa  Governor,  sball  be  decided  by  the  Senste,  ud 
in  case  two  or  more  persona,  legally  qnnlified  according  to  the  pro- 
viaiona  of  thia  act,  shall  have  so  equal  number  of  legal  votes,  then 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  upon  joint  ballot,  shall  deter 
mine  which  one  of  them  shall  be  Governor,  and  the  one  which,  npon 
oonnting  the  ballota,  fhall  have  the  highest  number  of  yo(«s,  abtU 
be  Governor,  and  shall  qualify  aooordingly. 

23.  No  person  who  shall  ba  elected,  and  ehall  act  as  GovernoiT 
shall  be  again  eligible  for  the  next  succeeding  term. 

24.  The  elections  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight ;  and  for  the  election  of  delegates  oD  the  asme 
day  in  every  year  thereafter,  for  the  election  of  Governor  on  the 
same  day  in  every  third  year  thereafter,  and  for  the  election  of  sen- 
ators of  tbe  first  class,  on  tbe  same  day,  in  the  Bocond  ycAr  afUr 
their  election  and  elasaificatton,  and  on  the  same  day  in  cverv  siilli 
year  thereafter;  and  for  the  election  of  Benatora  of  the  second  elu>& 
on  the  same  day  in  the  fourth  year  after  their  election  and  claasifi- 
oation,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  sixth  year  thereafter  ;  ajid  fn 
tbe  election  of  senators  of  the  third  class,  on  tlie  same  day,  in  the 
sixth  year  after  their  election  and  claastficatiun,  and  ou  the  sunii 
day  in  every  aiith  year  thereafter, 

'25.  In  all  elections  for  Governor,  the  city  of  Annapolis  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  as  part  of  Annc-Arundel  county. 

26.  The  relation  of  master  and  slave,  in  this  State,  shall  not  be 
abolished,  unless  a  bill  so  to  abolish  the  same  shall  be  passed  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  shall  bo  published  at  least  three  months  before  a  new 
election  of  delegates,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  a  unanimous  vot«  i^ 
the  members  of  eaob  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  next 
regular  constitutional  session  after  such  new  election,  nor  then, 
without  full  compensation  to  the  master  for  the  property  of  which 
he  aball  be  thereby  deprived 

27.  The  city  of  Annapolis  shall  continue  to  bo  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  place  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals for  the  Western  Shore,  and  the  high  Court  of  Chancery. 

28.  If  this  act  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Assembly,  after 
a  new  election  of  delegates,  in  the  first  session  after  snch  new  elec- 
tion, agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  form  of 
government,  then  and  in  such  case,  thia  act,  and  the  alterations  and 
amendments  of  tbe  Constitution  therein  contained,  shall  be  taken 
and  conaidcred,  and  shall  constitute  and  be  valid,  as  a  part  of  said 
Constitution  and  form  of  government,  anything  in  the  said  Const)- 
tutjon  and  form  of  government  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

7    That  all  power  of  Etupcnding  lawa,  or  the  exeentioii  of  lawa, 
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br  any  ftiithoritj,  withoat  oonsent  of  the  represenUtives  of  the  peo- 
ple, is  injnrioiiB  to  their  iight8|  and  ought  not  to  be  exercised. 

8.  That  in  all  eapital  or  criminal  proseoations,  a  man  hath  a  right 
to  demand  the  cause  and  natore  of  his  accusation,  to  be  confronted 
with  the  aocosers  and  witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence  in  his  favor,  and 
to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage,  without  whose 
unanimous  consent  he  cannot  be  found  guilty ;  nor  can  ho  bo  compell- 
ed to  give  evidence  affaiost  himself;  that  no  man  be  deprived  ot  his 
liberty  except  by  the  law  of  the  land,  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers. 

9.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

1 0.  That  general  warrants,  whereby  an  officer  or  messenger  may 
be  commanded  to  search  suspected  places  without  evidence  of  a  fact 
committed,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  persons  not  named,  or  whose 
offence  is  not  particularly  described  and  supported  by  evidence,  are 
grierons  and  oppressive,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

1 1 .  That  in  controversies  respecting  property,  and  in  suits  between 
man  and  man,  the  ancient  trial  by  jury  is  preferable  to  any  other, 
and  ought  to  be  held  sacred. 

12.  That  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  great  bulwarks 
of  liberty,  and  can  never  be  restrained  but  by  despotic  governments. 

13.  That  a  well  regulated  militia,  composed  of  the  body  of  the 
neople,  truned  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural,  and  safe  defense  of  a 
free  State ;  that  standing  armies,  in  time  of  peace,  should  be  avoided, 
as  dangerous  to  libert^r ;  and  that,  in  all  cases,  the  military  should 
be  under  strict  subordination  to,  and  governed  by  the  civil  power. 

14.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  uniform  government;  and. 
therefore,  that  no  government  separate  from,  or  independent  of  the 
government  of  Virginia^  ought  to  be  erected  or  established  within 
the  limits  thereof. 

15.  That  no  free  government,  or  the  blessings  of  liberty,  can  be 
preserved  to  any  people,  but  by  a  firm  adherence  to  justice,  modera- 
tion^ temperance,  fru^ity,  and  virtue,  and  by  frequent  recurrence 
to  fiindamental  principles. 

16.  That  religion^  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  Creator,  and 
the  manner  of  discharging  it  can  be  directed  only  by  reason  and 
conviction,  not  by  force  or  violence ;  and  therefore  all  men  are  equal- 
ly entitled  to  the  free  exercise  of  religion,  according  to  ,the  dictates 
A  eonscienoe,  and  that  it  is  the  mutual  duty  of  all  to  practise  Chris- 
tian forbearance,  love,  and  charity  towards  each  other.

3.  The  other  house  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  called  the 
Senate,  and  shall  consist  of  thirty- two  members,  of  whom  thirteen 
shall  be  chosen  for  and  by  the  counties  lying  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
of  mountains,  and  nineteen  for  and  by  the  counties,  cities,  towns, 
and  boroughs  lying  east  thereof ;  and  for  the  election  of  whom,  the 
counties,  cities,  towns,  and  boroughs  shall  be  divided  into  thirty-two 
districts,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Each  county  of  the  respective 
districts,  at  the  time  of  the  first  election  of  its  delegate  or  delegates 
under  this  Constitution,  t^hall  vote  for  one  senator ;  and  the  sheriffs 
or  other  officers  holding  the  election  for  each  county,  city,  town  or 
borough,  within  five  days  at  fartbcii^t  after  the  last  county,  city,  town,  or 
borough  election  in  the  district,  shall  meet  at  some  convenient 
place,  and  from  the  polls  so  tulcon  in  their  respective  counties,  cities, 
towns,  or  boroughs,  return  as  a  senator  the  person  who  shall  have 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  in  the  whole  district  To  keep  up  this 
Assembly  by  rotation,  the  districts  shall  be  equally  divided  into  four 
classes,  and  numbered  by  lot.  At  the  end  of  one  year  after  the 
first  general  election,  the  eight  members  elected  by  the  first 
division  shall  be  displaced,  and  the  vacancies  thereby  oooasioned, 
Buppplied  from  such  class  or  division  by  new  election  in  the 
manner  aforesaid.

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  to  ro-apportitni,  oaoe 
in  ten  years,  to  wit :  in  the  year  1841,  and  every  ten  years  there- 
after, the  representation  of  the  counties,  cities,  towns,  and  boroughs, 
of  this  commonwealth,  in  both  of  the  legislative  bodies  :  Prorided, 
however,  that  t)ic  number  of  delegates  from  the  aforesaid  great  dis- 
triote,  and  the  number  of  senators  from  the  aforesaid  two  great  di- 
visions, respectively,  shall  neither  be  increased  or  diminished  l^ 
Nuch  reapportionment.  And  -when  a  now  county  shall  hereafter  be 
iTcated,  or  any  city,  town,  or  borough,  not  now  entitled  to  »cpar»te 
representation  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  shall  have  so  increased  in 
population  as  to  be  entitled,  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  At- 
.sembly.  to  such  representation,  it  shall  b«  the  duty  of  the  G^nersl 
Assembly  to  make  provision  by  law  for  securing  to  the  people  of 
such  new  county,  or  such  cily,  town  or  borough,  an  ade.juate  repre- 
sontation.  And  if  tho  objcat  cannot  otherwiss  bu  offectud.  it  shall 
b«  oorapoteiit  to  the  General  Assembly  to  ro-apportion  th«  wkole 
represeuiation  of  the  grcnt  district  containing  such  new  rounty,  or 
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■aoh  city,  town,  or  borough,  within  its  limits ;  which  ro-appointment 
ffaall  oontinno  in  force  till  the  next  regular  decennial  re  apportion- 
ment 

5.  The  General  Assembly,  after  tlie  year  1841,  and  at  interrals 
thereafter  of  not  less  than  ten  years,  shadl  have  authority,  two-thirds 
of  each  house  concurring,  to  make  re-apportionments  of  delegates 
and  senators,  throughout  the  commonwealth,  so  that  tho  number  of 
delegates  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  150,  nor  of  senators  36. 

6.  The  whole  number  of  members  to  which  the  State  may  at  any 
time  be  entitled  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  apportioned  as  nearly  as  may  be,  amongst  the  soYcral 
counties,  cities,  boroughs,  and  towns  of  the  State,  according  to  their 
respeotiye  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the 
whole  number  of  persons,  including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term 
of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other 
persons. 

7.  Any  person  may  be  elected  a  senator  who  shall  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  shall  be  actually  a  resident  and  free 
holder  within  the  district,  qualified  by  virtue  of  his  freehold  to  vote 
for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  according  to  this  Constitu- 
tion. And  any  person  may  be  elected  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Delegates,  who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and 
shall  be  actually  a  resident  and  freeholder  within  the  county,  oitv, 
town,  borough,  or  election  district,  qualified  by  virtue  of  his  freehold 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assemblv  according  to  this 
Constitution :  provided,  that  all  persons  holding  lucrative  offices,  and 
ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  priests  of  every  denomination,  shall  be 
incapable  of  being  elected  members  of  either  House  of  Assembly. 

8.  The  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  receive  for  their  services  a 
compensation  to  be  ascertained  bv  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  public 
treasury :  but  no  law  increasing  the  compensation  of  tho  members 
shall  tdke  effect  until  the  end  of  the  next  annual  session  after  such 
law  shaU  have  been  enacted.  And  no  senator  or  delegate,  shall,  during 
the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any 
eivil  office  of  profit  under  the  commonwealth,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  dur- 
ing such  term,  except  such  offices  as  may  be  filled  by  elections  by 
the  people. 

9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  once  or  oftcner  every  year. 
Neither  house,  dnrinf  the  session  of  the  Legislature  shall,  wiuiout 
the  oonsent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to 
any  other  place  than  that  in  whieh  the  two  houses  shall  bo  sitting. 
A  majoritv  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business : 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be 
authorised  to  oompel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide.  And 
eaeh  house  shall  choose  its  own  speaker,  appoint  its  own  officers,  set- 
tle its  own  rules  of  proceeding,  and  direct  writs  of  election  for  sup-

1 1.  Tbe  prnrilese  St  tbe  writ  <if  kaiaa  torpas  sliall  not  in  urt 
cue  be  anspended  Tbe  Lcclslatare  aball  not  pa«a  any  bill  of  il- 
taiader :  or  any  tx  jKOtJiitfin  uw ;  or  anj  Uw  impairing  tbe  obliga- 
tion of  contneta ;  or  any  law,  wherebj  prirate  propertj  shall  be 
taken  for  pnbUc  naea,  vithont  just  compensation  ;  or  aaj  law  abnd|- 
ing  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press.  No  man  aball  be  com- 
pelled to  frequent  or  sapport  any  religions  worship,  place,  or  miitij- 
try  wbataoever ;  nor  shall  any  nmn  be  enforced,  restrained,  molei ted, 
or  hnrtiiened  in  hia  body  or  goods,  or  otherwise  Buffer,  on  atcoottt 
of  his  religions  opinions  or  belief:  but  all  men  shall  be  &ee  to  pr»- 
feas,  and  by  argameot  to  maintain  tbeir  opinions  in  matters  of  reli- 
gion, and  the  same  shall  in  no  wise  affect,  diminish,  or  enlarge  their 
civil  capacities.  And  tbe  Legislature  shall  not  prescribe  any  reli^ons 
teat  whatever;  nor  confer  any  peculiar  privileges  or  advantages  od 
any  one  sect  or  denominatian ;  nor  puss  aDV  bw  requiring  or  antbor- 
iiing  any  religious  society,  or  tbe  people  of  any  district  within  this 
commonwealth,  to  levy  on  themselves  or  others  any  tax  for  the  eree- 
tioD  or  repair  of  soy  house  fur-  pabtic  worship,  or  for  the  snpport 
of  any  church  or  miutstry ;  but  it  shall  be  left  free  to  every  person  to 
•elect  his  religious  instructor,  and  make  for  bis  support  snch  pri- 
vate contract  as  he  shall  please. 

12.  The  Legislature  may  provide  by  law  that  no  person  shall  be 
capable  of  holding  or  being  elected  to  any  post  of  profit.  tnuL  nr 
eniolmnent,  civil  or  military,  Icj^islative,  executive,  or  judicial,  under 
the  government  of  this  commonwealth,  who  shall  hereafter  fight  » 
duel,  or  send  or  aooept  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  the  probable  lasne 
of  which  may  be  the  death  of  the  challenger  or  challenged,  or  who 
shall  be  a  second  to  either  party,  or  shall  in  any  mauner  aid  or  oaaist 
in  Buoli  duel,  or  shall  be  knowingly  the  bearer  of  snch  ohDilenge  or 
aooeptancc ;  but  no  person  shall  be  so  disqualified  by  reason  of  his 
having  heretofore  fought  such  duel,  or  soot  or  accepted  such  chal- 
lenge, or  been  a  second  in  such  duel,  or  bearer  of  such  chnilcngo  or 
aoeeptance. 

13.  Tbe  Governor,  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  Su 
poriot  Courts,  and  all  others  offending  a^inst  the  State,  either  bv 
maladniinistration,  corruption,  neglect  of  dnty,  or  any  other  bieti 
crime  or  misdcmennor,  shall  bo  impeiohablu  by  the  Bouse  of  DuTe- 
gato* ;  suoL  impoaobmcut  to  be  piosecuted  before  tbe  Senate,  which 
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ffhall  have  the  dole  power  to  cry  ail  imp<KichmentH.  \V!ipn  -littin^f 
for  that  parp«)«e.  the  Menace  shail  be  on  'lath  '»r  .-jiffirmatinn  ;in(i  no 
persoQ  shall  be  'lonvititeil  withunt  the  i?nncTirronr;e  if  rwf»-t.hirdft  of 
the  mt?mbors  present.

15,  In  all  elections  in  thb  commonwealth  tuanj  office  or  pl&ceof 
trnst,  honor,  or  profit,  the  voUts  shall  be  given  openly,  or  rira  Mcr, 
nd  not  by  ballot 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  chief  executive  power  of  this  commonwealth  shall  b* 
vested  in  a  Governor,  to  be  cleclod  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  two  houM 
of  the  General  Assembly.  He  nhall  hold  his  office  daring  the  Um 
of  three  vears,  to  conunence  on  the  first  day  of  Janaary  nest  stK- 
ceeding  bis  election,  or  on  such  other  day  as  may  from  time  to  tins 
be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  he  shall  be  ineligible  to  that  office  for 
three  years  next  after  his  term  of  service  shall  have  expired. 

2.  No  pcrEon  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor,  aniesi  be 
sball  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  shall  be  a  native  dtiien 
of  the  United  States,  or  shall  have  been  a  citizen  thereof  at  the 
adoption  of  the  federal  Conetitntion,  and  shall  have  been  a  citijen 
of  tnis  commonwealth  for  five  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

3.  The  Governor  shall  receive  for  bia  services  a  compensation  to 
be  fixed  bj  law,  which  shall  be  neither  increased  nor  diminiMd  dur- 
ing his  continuance  in  office. 

4.  He  shall  take  caro  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  execnted,  shall 
communicate  to  the  Legislature,  at  every  session,  the  condition  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  recommend  to  their  conttideration  such  n 


Bures  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  He  shall  be  common dcr-in-ohtof 
of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  State.  He  shall  have  power  la 
embody  the  militia,  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  public  safety  shall  re- 

Snire  it ;  to  convene  the  Legislature,  on  application  of  a  majority  of 
le  membere  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  when,  in  his  opinion,  the 
intoreit  of  the  commonwealth  may  require  it ;  to  grant  repri«v«a  \ 
and  pardons,  except  where  the  prosecution  shall  have  been  carried  1 
on  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  the  law  shall  otherwise  particular-  J 
ty  direct ;  to  conduct,  either  in  person  or  in  such  manner  as  shall 
bo  prescribed  by  law.  all  intercourse  with  other  and  foreign  States; 
nua  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  to  fill,  pro  tempore,  all  va- 
cancies in  those  offices,  which  it  may  be  the  duty  of  the  Lcgislainre 
to  fill  permanently :  Provided,  that  his  appointments  to  sncn  vmod- 
cios  shall  be  by  commissions  to  expire  at  the  cud  of  the  nest  stiff- 
ceoding  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

6-  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  State,  to  consist  of  three  members, 
any  one  or  more  of  whom  may  act.  They  shall  be  elected  by  joint 
vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  remain  in  office 
throe  years.  But  of  tbusf  first  elected,  one.  to  be  designated  by  lot, 
NhaU  remain  in  office  one  year  only,  and  one  other,  to  be  designated 
in  like  manm^r.  shall  remain  in  offiee  for  two  years  only.  Vaoanclea 
occarring  by  expiration  of  the  term  of  sorricc,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
mpplied  by  elections  made  in  like  manner.  The  Governor  shall, 
■    IS  any  disoreticnary  power  conferred  on  him  1^  the 
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Constitution  and  laws,  require  the  advioe  of  the  Council  of  State,' 
which  advice  shall  be  registered  in  books  kept  for  that  purpose, 
signed  by  the  members  present  and  consenting  thereto,  and  laid  be- 
fore the  General  Assembly  when  called  for  by  them.  The  Council 
fihall  appoint  their  own  clerk,  who  shall  take  an  oath  to  keep  secret 
such  matters  as  he  shall  be  ordered  by  the  board  to  conceal.  The 
senior  counselor  shall  be  Lieutenant-Grovemor,  and  in  case  of  death, 
resignation,  inability,  or  absence  of  the  GoTemor  from  the  seat  of 
government,  shall  act  as  Governor. 

6.  The  manner  of  appointing  militia  officers  shall  be  provided  for 
by  law ;  but  no  officer  below  the  rank  of  a  brigadier-general  shall  be 
appointed  hj  the  General  Assembly. 

7.  Commissions  and  grants  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  and  bear  teste  by  the  Governor,  with  the  seal  of 
the  commonwealth  annexed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supremo  Court  ^ 
of  Appeals,  in  such  superior  courts  as  the  Legislature  may  from  * 
time  to  time  ordain  and  establish,  and  the  judges  thereof,  in  the 
county  courts,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace.  The  Legislature  may 
also  vest  such  jurisdiction  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in  corpora- 
tion courts ;  and  in  the  magistrates  who  may  belong  to  the  corporate 
body.  The  jurisdiction  of  these  tribunals,  and  of  the  judges  there- 
of^ shall  be  regulated  by  law.  The  judges  of  the  Su]»'eme  Court  of 
Appeab  and  of  the  superior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
good  behavior,  or  until  removed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this 
Constitution ;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time  hold  no  other  office,  ap- 
pointment, or  public  trust ;  and  the  acceptance  thereof  by  cither  of 
them  shall  vacate  his  judicial  office. 

2.  No  law  abolishing  any  court  shall  be  construed  to  deprive  a 
Judge  thereof  of  his  office,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each 
house  present  concur  in  the  passing  thereof;  but  the  Legislature 
may  assign  other  judicial  duties  to  the  judges  of  courts  abolished 
by  any  law  enacted  by  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each 
house  present 

3.  The  present  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  of  the 
General  Court,  and  of  the  supreme  courts  of  chancery,  shall  remain 
in  office  until  the  termination  of  the  session  of  the  first  L^islature 
elected  under  this  Constitution,  and  no  lonser. 

4.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  and  of  the  supe- 
rior courts  shall  be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

5.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  and  of  the  supe- 
rior courts  shall  receive  fixed  and  adequate  salaries,  which  shall  not 
be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

6.  Judges  may  be  removed  from  office  by  a  concurrent  vote  of 
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Sia  RoiUT  Hbath,  in  1S30  obtained  a  enut  of  ft  CcrriloiT  Kmlh  of  Tlr- 
Kinia,  «rtiich  wa«  luunecl  CaroliDa.  The  &gt  Mttlemenl  made  in  this  State 
waa  at  Albemarle,  br  cmlgranta  from  Virsiuia.  These  peraoni  fled  from 
idigiov*  penecation  la  Virginia,  and  here  for  manr  rean  thej  eajojed  &ee- 
dont  and  plenw.  Aa  Sir  R.  Heath  had  not  compiled  with  the  conditions  of 
his  title,  in  1<m3  this  lerritory  was  granted  to  Lord  Clarendon  and  olhers. 
Tbrr  d^aiaed  a  gOTemmeni  on  very  liberal  ptinciptes,  and  adopted  a  Con- 
stitnlion  which  vat  prepared  by  the  celebrated  Joim  Locke.  This  Conititn- 
IkM)  prorided  that  the  Qovemor  should  hold  Itls  oflSce  durinf  life,  and  that  the 
irfBce  should  be  heteditarv.  This  Coitsiiratioti  eieated  great  disorder  in  the 
coloDV,  and  waa  abolished  In  lfl93!  Id  1TS9  the  Crown  purchased  from  the 
proprietors  the  Caroliius  for  jel7,B00  stertinff ,  and  establisbed  two  separate 
^Temmenu,  called  Nonb  and  Sonth  CartSna.  In  IT76  this  State  adopted 
itsCoiutltDlion,  which,  with  a  tew  modiAcatlaais,  ccolinuea  to  the  present  tune.

CONSTITUTION. 

Akt.  I.  The  legialatiTa  uthoritj  ibtll  be  TMted  in  two  distinet 
branches,  both  dependent  on  the  people,  to  wit,  a  Senate  and  Hoiue  tf 
Commons. 

II.  The  Senate  ihsll  be  composed  of  represenUtiTes,  aonaall; 
eboeen  bv  ballot,  one  for  eacb  cotmtj'  in  the  State. 

III.  The  Botue  of  Commoni  dull  be  eompoaed  of  reproMnta- 
ttnt,  Mutttlly  chcMD  tty  ballot,  two  tut  each  ooontf,  ana  one  for 
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riydl  take  an  oath  to  the  State :  and  all  officers  shall  take  an  oath- 
of  office. 

XIII.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  ioint  ballot  of  both  hooees, 
appoint  judges  of  the  supreme  courts  of  law  and  eouity,  judges  of 
admiralty,  and  attorney-general,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Goremor,  and  hold  their  offices  during  good  behayior. 

XIV.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  shaU  have  power  to 
appoint  the  generals  and  field  officers  of  the  militia,  and  au  officers 
of  the  T^ular  army  of  this  State. 

XV.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Commons,  jointly,  at  their  first 
Bieeiing  after  each  annual  election,  shall  by  ballot,  elect  a  Grorer- 
nor  for  one  year,  who  shall  not  be  eligible  to  that  office  longer  than 
three  years,  in  six  successive  years ;  that  no  person  under  thirty 
years  of  age,  and  who  has  not  been  a  resident  in  this  State  above 
five  years,  and  having,  in  the  State,  a  freehold  in  lands  and  tene- 
ments, above  the  value  of  one  thousand  pounds,  shall  be  eligible  as 
a  Governor. 

XVI.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Commons,  jointly,  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  each  annual  election,  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  seven  per- 
sons to  be  a  Council  of  State  for  one  year ;  who  shall  advise  the 
(Jovemor  in  the  execution  of  his  office:  and  that  four  members  shall 
be  a  quorum ;  their  advice  and  proceedings  shall  be  entered  in  a 
joumaL  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  only,  and  signed  by  the  mem- 
bers present;  to  any  part  of  which  any  member  present  may  enter 
his  dissent  And  sucn  iournal  shall  be  laid  before  the  General  As- 
sembly when  called  for  oy  them. 

XY  II.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  as  occasion  may  require ;  and 
shall  be  called,  the  greai  seal  of  the  SiaU  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall 
be  affixed  to  all  grants  and  commissions. 

XVIII.  The  Governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  captain-gen- 
eral and  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia ;  and  in  the  recess  of  the 
General  Assembly,  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council  of  State,  to  embody  the  militia  for  the  public  safety. 

XIX  The  Governor,  for  the  time  beins,  shall  have  power  to  draw 
for  and  apply  such  sums  of  money  as  shuL  be  voted  by  the  General 
Assembly,  for  the  oontingenoies  of  government,  and  be  accountable 
to  them  for  the  same.  He  also  may,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council  of  State,  lay  embargoes,  or  prohibit  the  exportation  of  any 
commodity,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  at  any  one  time 
in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  shall  have  the  power  of 
granting  pardons  and  reprieves,  except  where  the  proseoution  shall 
;  be  carriea  on  bv  the  General  Assembly,  or  the  law  shall  otherwise 
direct ;  in  which  case  he  may,  in  the  recess,  grant  a  reprieve  until 
the  next  sitting  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  he  may  exercise  all 
the  other  executive  powers  of  government,  limited  and  restrained, 
as  by  this  Constitution  is  mentioned,  and  according  to  the  laws  of 
\  the  State.     And,  on  his  death,  inability,  or  absence  from  the  State, 
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the  Speftkei  of  the  Senate,  for  the  time  beinr,  kad  in  case  of  ka 
deatb,  ioabitity,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  Speaker  of  the  QmN 
of  Oommous,  ehaU  exeroise  the  powers  of  govcrnmeDt,  aflet  iwi 
death,  or  duriDK  sooh  absence  or  inabilitj  of  the  Governor,  v 
Speaker  of  the  Senate,  or  nntit  a  new  nomination  is  made  bj  tU 
Qeneral  Assembly. 

XX.  In  e<rory  case  where  any  officer,  the  tight  of  whose  appoint 
oent  is  bj  this  Conetitution  vested  in  the  General  Aasembly,  sbiQ, 
during  their  recess,  die,  or  hia  office  by  other  means  beoomo  tuuI. 
the  Governor  shall  have  power,  with  the  advice  of  the  Gonocil  of 
Stat«,  to  fill  up  soch  vacancy,  by  granting  a  temporary  commisdon. 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Geaenl 
Assembly. 

XXI.  The  Governor,  jadgea  of  the  enprcme  court  of  law  ui 
eiraitjT,  judges  of  admiralty,  and  attorney-general,  shall  have  ndeqatu 
suanes,  during  their  continuAuce  in  office. 

XXII.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  joint  bnllot  of  both  houM, 
annually  appoint  a  treasurer  or  treasurers  for  this  State. 

XXIII.  The  Governor,  and  other  officers  oSeading  against  Ibc 
StKte,  by  violating  any  part  of  this  Constitution,  maladininistntioii, 
or  oormption,  may  be  prosecuted,  on  the  impeacbmoDt  of  the  Qene- 
ral  Assembly,  or  presentment  of  the  grand  jury  of  any  ooort  of  (■• 
preme  jurisdiction  in  this  State. 

XXIV.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  joint  ballot  of  both 
Louses,  triennially  appoint  a  Secretary  for  this  State. 

XXV.  No  persons  who  heretofore  have  been,  or  hereafter  may  be 
receivers  of  public  moneys,  shall  Ldvo  a  seat  tn  either  bouse  of  Oea^ 
ral  Assembly,  or  bo  eligible  to  any  office  in  this  State,  nutJl  suck 
person  shall  have  fully  accounted  for,  and  paid  into  the  tre&snry,  aU 
stung  for  which  they  may  be  accountable  and  liable. 

XXVI.  No  treasurer  shall  have  a  scat,  cither  in  the  SenaM, 
House  of  Commons,  or  Council  of  State,  daring  his  eontiDuanc*  in 
that  office,  or  before  he  shall  have  finally  settled  bis  acconnts  with 
the  public,  for  all  the  moneys  which  may  bo  in  bis  haoda,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  his  office,  belonging  to  the  State,  and  hath  paid  the  saws 
into  the  hands  of  the  Euccecding  treasurer. 

XXVU.  No  officer  in  the  regolar  army  or  navy,  in  tho  Mrrioe 
and  pay  of  the  United  States,  of  this  State,  or  any  o^er  State,  nor 
any  contractor  or  agent  for  supplying  such  army  or  navy  with  cloth- 
ing or  provisions,  shall  have  a  seat  either  in  the  Souate,  House  of 
Commons,  or  Council  of  State,  or  be  eligible  thereto ;  and  any  mem 
ber  of  the  Senate,  House  of  Commons,  or  Council  of  State,  being  mf 
pointed  to.  and  accepting  of  snoh  office,  shall  thereby  vacate  bis  seat 

XXVIII  No  member  of  th«  Counoil  of  State  ehall  have  a  seat, 
vitber  in  the  Senate  or  [louse  of  Commons. 

XXIX.  No  judge  of  the  snprome  court  of  l_ i— v. 

judge  of  admiralty,  shall  have  a  scat  in  the  Senate,  HOBiaaf  C 
mons,  or  Council  of  State. 
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XXX.  No  Seoretary  of  this  State,  Attorney-General,  or  clerk  of 
iy  oourt  of  record,  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  House  of  Com- 
mons, or  Council  of  State. 

XXXI.  No  clergyman,  or  preacher  of  the  gospel,  of  any  denomi- 
nation, shall  be  capable  of  being  a  member  of  either  the  Senate, 
House  of  Commons,  or  Council  of  State,  while  he  continues  in  the 
exercise  of  his  pastoral  function. 

XXXII.  No  person  who  shall  deny  the  being  of  Qod,  or  the  truth 
of  the  Protestant  religion,  or  the  divine  authority  of  either  the  Old 
or  New  Testaments,  or  who  shall  hold  religious  principles  incompati- 
ble with  the  freedom  and  safety  of  the  State,  shall  do  capable  of 
holding  any  office,  or  place  of  trust  or  profit,  in  the  civil  department, 
within  this  State. 

XXXIII.  The  justices  of  the  peace,  within  their  respective  coun 
ties  in  this  State,  shall  in  future  be  recommended  to  tue  Govemoi 
for  the  time  being,  by  the  representatives  in  General  Assembly ; 
and  the  (Governor  shall  commission  them  accordingly :  and  the  jus- 
tices, when  so  commissioned,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  be- 
havior, and  shall  not  be  removed  from  office  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, unless  for  misbehavior,  absence,  or  inability. 

XXXIV.  There  shall  be  no  establishment  of  any  one  religious 
ehurch  or  denomination  in  this  State,  in  preference  to  any  ouier ; 
neither  shall  anv  person,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  be  compelled 
to  attend  any  plaoe  of  worship  contrary  to  his  own  &ith  or  judg- 
ment, nor  be  ooliged  to  pay  for  tiie  purchase  of  any  glebe,  or  the 
building  of  any  house  of  worship,  or  for  the  maintainance  of  any 
minister  or  ministry,  contrary  to  what  he  believes  right,  or  has  vol- 
untarily and  personally  engaged  to  perform ;  but  all  persons  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  exercise  their  own  mode  of  worship :  provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  preachers  of 
treasonable  or  seditious  discourses,  from  legal  trial  and  punishment. 

XXXV.  No  person  in  the  State  shall  hold  more  than  one  lucra- 
tive office  at  any  one  time ;  provided  that  no  appointment  in  the 
militia,  or  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  be  considered  as 
a  lucrative  office. 

XXXVI.  All  commissions  and  mnts  shall  run  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  bear  test,  and  be  signed  by  the 
Governor.  All  writs  shall  run  in  the  same  manner,  and  bear  test, 
and  be  signed  by  the  clerks  of  the  respective  courts.  Indictments 
shall  conclude,  against  ike  peace  and  dignity  ff  the  State, 

XXXVII.  The  delegates  for  this  SUte  to  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, while  necessary,  shall  be  chosen  annuall^y  the  General  As- 
sembly, by  ballot ;  but  may  be  superseded,  in  Uie  mean  time,  in  the 
same  manner ;  and  no  person  shall  be  elected  to  serve  in  that  ca- 
pacity for  more  than  three  years  successively. 

XXXVIII.  There  shall  be  a  sheriff^  coroner,  or  coroners,  and 
oonstables,  in  each  county  within  this  State. 

XXXIX.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  whore  there  is  not  a  stiong  pre- 
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Bomption  of  fraud,  ihall  not  be  continned  in  prison  after  d«lrTeni^ 
up,  boiutjide,  &11  his  eetate.  real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  his  credi- 
tors, in  such  manner  a?  Hhall  bere&fter  be  regulated  by  ta«.  All 
ptiHonern  Hholl  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  unless  for  nnul 
oSencea,  nrhea  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presumption  ^reat 

XL  Every  foreigner  who  comes  to  settle  in  Uus  8tat«,  lisn^^ 
first  taken  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  same,  maj  pnrclimM,  or  b) 
other  just  means,  acquire,  hold,  and  trausfcr  land,  or  otber  real  » 
tate,  and  after  one  jear's  reeideoce  be  deemed  a  free  citisen. 

XLI.  A  school  or  schools  shall  be  established  b;  tlie  Legifl* 
tore,  fur  the  oonvement  instractioD  of  youth,  with  each  salaries  \a 
the  maaterij,  paid  by  the  pnblic,  as  may  enable  them  to  toatmct  at 
low  prices ;  and.  all  nseful  learning  shall  be  duly  enconraged  aad 
promoted  in  ooe  or  more  nniTcreitios. 

XLII.  No  purchase  of  lands  shall  be  made  of  the  Indian  natiTei, 
but  on  behalf  of  the  public,  by  aathority  of  the  General  AaeomblT 

XLIIL  The  future  Legislature  of  this  State  thall  regulat«  en- 
tails,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  perpetuiUes. 

XLIV.  The  declaration  of  rights  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  ought  never  to  be  violateii  on 
any  pretence  whatsoever. 

XLV.  Any  member  of  either  house  of  General  Asseinblj  shall 
have  liberty  to  dissent  from  and  protest  against  any  act  or  resolvA 
which  he  may  think  injurious  to  the  public,  or  any  individual,  and 
have  the  reasons  of  bis  dissent  entered  on  the  joumals. 

XLVI.  Neither  house  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  prooMd 
upon  public  business,  UDless  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  sudi 
house  are  aotoally  present ;  and  that  upon  a  motion  made  and  sM- 
ouded,  the  yeas  and  nays,  opon  any  question,  shall  be  taken  and  ca- 
tered on  the  journals  :  and  tliat  the  jonmals  of  the  proceedings  of 
both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  printed,  and  made 
public,  immediately  after  their  adjournment. 

This  Oonstitntion  is  not  intended  to  preclude  the  present  Con- 
gress from  making  a  temporary  provision,  for  the  well  ordering  of 
this  Sute,  until  tie  General  Assembly  shall  establish  govemBieDt 
agreeable  to  the  mode  herein  before  described.

«.  ARTICLE  t 

Bbc.  I. — 1.  The  Senate  of  this  State  shall  consist  of  fifty  reprt- 

sentatives,  biennially  chosen  by  ballot,  and  to   bu  elected  by  ois- 

trials;  which  districts  shall  be  laid  off  by  the  General  Aasembly, 

at  ita  first  session  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

forty-one ;  aad  afterwards,  at  Its  first  session  after  the  year  one 

Ihonaand   eight  hundred  and    fifty «u«;   and    then   every  twenty 
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jeMTB  thereafter,  in  proportion  to  the  public  taxes  paid  into  the 
treasary  of  the  State;  bj  the  eitiiena  thereof;  and  the  aycrofc  of 
the  ramie  taxes  paid  by  each  oonHty  into  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
tor  toe  five  years  preceding  the  Uyinff  off  of  the  districts,  shall  be 
considered  as  its  proportion  of  the  public  taxes,  and  constitute  the 
basis  of  apportionment :  Provided  that  no  county  shall  be  diyidcd 
in  the  formation  of  a  senatorial  district.  And  when  there  are  one 
or  more  counties  having  an  excess  of  taxation  above  the  ratio  to 
form  a  senatorial  district,  adjoining  a  county  or  counties  deficient 
in  such  ratio,  the  excess  or  exce&ses  aforesaid  shall  be  added  to  the 
taxation  of  the  county  or  counties  deficient ;  and  if,  with  such  addi- 
tion, the  county  or  counties  receiving  it  shall  have  the  requisite  ratio, 
such  county  and  counties  each  shall  constitute  a  senatorial  district 

2.  The  House  of  Commons  shall  be  composed  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  representatives,  biennially  chosen  by  ballot,  to  be  elected  by 
counties  according  to  their  federal  population,  that  is,  according  to 
(heir  respective  numbers,  which  shaU  be  determined  by  adding  to 
the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to  service 
for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of 
all  other  persons  ;  and  each  county  shall  have  at  least  one  member 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  although  it  may  not  contain  the  requi- 
site ratio  of  population. 

3.  This  apportionment  shall  be  made  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  at 
the  respective  times  and  periods  when  too  districts  for  the  Senate 
are  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  laid  oflf;  and  the  said  apportionment 
shall  be  made  according  to  an  enumeration  to  be  ordered  by  the 
General  Assembly,  or  according  to  the  census  which  may  be  taken 
by  order  of  Congress,  next  preceding  the  making  such  apportionment. 

4.  In  making  the  apportionment  in  the  House  of  Commons,  the 
ratio  of  representation  shall  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  amount 
of  federal  population  in  the  State,  after  deducting  that  compre- 
hended within  those  counties  which  do  not  severally  contain  the  one 
hnndred-and-twentieth  part  of  the  entire  federal  population  afore- 
said, by  the  number  of  representatives  less  than  the  number  assigned 
to  the  said  oounties.  To  each  county  oontaining  the  said  ratio, 
and  not  twice  the  said  ratio,  there  shall  be  assigned  one  representa- 
tive ;  to  each  county  containing  twice,  but  not  three  times  the  said 
ratio,  there  shall  be  assigned  two  representatives,  and  so  on  progres- 
sively ;  and  then  the  remaining  representatives  shall  be  assigned 
severally  to  the  counties  having  the  largest  fractions.

3.  The  General  Aissembly  shall  have  power  to  pass  general  laws 
regalating  divorce  and  alimony,  but  shall  not  have  power  to  grant 
a  divorce  or  secure  alimony  in  any  individual  case. 

4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  have  power  to  pass  any  private 
law  to  alter  the  name  of  any  person,  or  to  legitimate  any  persons 
not  bom  in  lawful  wedlock,  or  to  restore  to  the  rights  of  citizenship 
any  person  convicted  of  an  infamous  crime ;  but  shall  have  power 
to  pass  general  laws  regulating  the  same. 

5.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any  private  law,  unless 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  thirty  days  notice  of  application  to 
pass  such  law  shall  have  been  given,  under  such  directions  and  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

6.  If  vacancies  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  writs  may  be  issued  by 
law.  the  Governor,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 

7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  bienniallv,  and  at  each  bien- 
nial session  shall  elect,  by  Joint  vote  of  the  two  houses,  a  Secretary 
of  State,  Treasurer,  and  Council  of  State,  who  shaU  continue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  for 
the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  at  such  time  and  places  as 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  are  elected. 

2.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  time  of 
his  installation,  and  until  another  shaU  be  elected  and  qualified ;  but 
he  shall  not  be  eligible  more  than  four  years  in  any  term  of  six  years. 

3.  The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor  shall  be  sealed  up 
and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  bv  the  retumine  officers, 
directed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  open  and  publish 
them  in  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  both  houses 
of  the  General  Assembly.  The  person  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  Governor ;  but  if  two  or  more  shall  be  equal  and 
highest  in  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  joint  vote 
of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  Contested  elections  for  Governor  shall  bo  determined  by  both 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  such  manner  as  shall  oe  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

5.  The  Governor  elect  shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  the  office  on

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ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  I. — 1.  No  conyention  of  the  people  shall  be  called  by  the 
General  Assembly,  unless  by  the  conourrence  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 

2.  No  part  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State  shall  be  altered,  un- 
less a  bill  to  alter  the  same  shall  haye  been  read  three  times  in  each 
house  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  agreed  to  by  three-fifths  of  the 
whole  number  of  members  of  each  house  respectiyely ;  nor  shall  any 
alteration  take  place  until  the  bill  so  agreed  to  shall  haye  been  pub- 
lished six  months  preyious  to  a  new  election  of  members  to  the 
General  Assembly.  If,  after  such  publication,  the  alteration  pro- 
posed by  the  preceding  Ckneral  Assembly  shall  be  agreed  to  in  the 
nrst  session  thereafter,  by  two  thirds  of  the  whole  representation  in 
each  house  of  the  (General  Assembly,  after  the  same  shall  haye  been 
read  three  times  on  three  seyeral  days,  in  each  house,  then  the  said 
General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  a  mode  by  which  the  amendment 
or  amendments  may  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  yoters  of  the 
House  of  Commons  throughout  the  State ;  and  if,  upon  comparing 
the  yotes  giyen  in  the  whole  State,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of 
the  yoters  haye  approyed  thereof^  then,  and  not  otherwise,  the  same 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  II.  The  thirty-aeoond  section  of  the  Constitution  shall  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  No  person  who  shall  deny  the  being 
of  God,  or  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  or  the  diyine  authority 
of  the  Old  or  New  Testament,  or  who  shall  hold  religious  principles 
incompatible  with  the  fireedom  or  safety  of  the  State,  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  holding  any  office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit  in  the  ciyil  de- 
partment within  this  State. 

Sec.  III. — 1.  Capitation  tax  shall  be  equal  throughout  the  State, 
upon  all  indiyiduals  subject  to  the  same. 

2.  All  firee  males  oyer  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  under  the 
age  of  forty-fiye  years,  and  all  slayes  oyer  the  age  of  twelye  years, 
and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  shall  be  subject  to  capitation  tax, 
and  no  other  person  shall  be  subject  to  such  tax :  provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  preyent  exemptions  of  taxable  polls, 
as  heretofore  prescribed  by  law,  in  oases  of  bodily  infirmity. 

Sec.  IV.  No  person  who  shall  hold  any  offiee  or  place  of  trust  or 
profit  under  the  United  States,  or  any  department  tnereo^  or  under 
this  State,  or  any  other  State  or  goyemment.  shall  hold  or  exercise 
any  other  office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  authority  of  this 
State,  or  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  either  house  of  the  Ckneral  Assem- 
bly :  proyided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  officers 
in  the  militia  or  jostioea  of  the  peace.

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CONSTITUTION. 

We,  the  Delegates  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina^  in 
general  Convention  metj  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution 
for  its  government. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  authority  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in 
a  General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives. 

2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members 
chosen  by  ballot,  every  second  year,  by  the  citiiens  dT  this  State, 
qualified  as  in  this  Constitution  is  provided. 

3.  The  several  election  districts  in  this  State  shall  elect  the  fol- 
lowing number  of  representatives,  viz. :  Charleston,  including  St. 
Philip  and  St.  Michael,  fifteen  members ;  Christ  Church,  three 
members ;  St.  John,  Berkley,  three  members ;  St  Andrew,  three 
members;  St  George,  Dorchester,  three  members:  St  James, 
Goose  Creek,  three  members;  St  Thomas  and  St  Dennis,  three 
members ;  St.  Paul,  three  members ;  St  Bartholomew,  throe 
members;  St  James,  San  tee,  three  members;  St  John,  Colleton, 
three  members;  St  Stephen,  three  members;  St  Helena,  three 
members ;  St  Luke,  three  members ;  Prince  William,  three  mem- 
bers ;  St.  Peter,  three  members ;  All  Saints,  (including  its  ancient 
boundaries,)  one  member ;  Winyaw,  (not  including  any  part  of  All 
Saints,)  three  members ;  Kingston,  (not  including  any  part  of  All 
Saints,)  two  members ;  Williamsburg,  two  members ;  Liberty,  two 
members ;  Marlborough,  two  members ;  Chesterfield,  two  members ; 
Darlington,  two  members;  York,  three  members;  Chester,  two 
members ;  Fairfield,  two  members ;  Richland,  two  members ;  Lan- 
caster, two  members;  Kershaw,  two  members;  Claremont,  two 
members;  Clarendon,  two  members;  Abbeville,  three  members; 
Kdgefield,  three  members ;  Newberry,  (including  the  fork  between 
Broad  and  Saluda  rivers,)  three  members ;  Laurens,  three  mem- 
bers; Union,  two  members;  Spartan,  two  members;  Greenville, 
two  members ;  Pendleton,  three  members ;  St  Matthew,  two  mem- 
bers ;  Orange,  two  members ;  Winton,  (inolnding  the  district  be- 
tween  Savannah  river,  and  the  north  fork  of  Bdisto,)  three  members ; 
Saxe  Gotha,  three  members. 

4.  Every  free  white  man,  of  the  »b  of  twenty-one  years,  being  a 
citisen  of  this  State,  and  having  resiaed  therein  two  years  previous 
to  the  day  of  eleotion,  and  who  hath  a  freehold  of  fifty  acres  of  land, 
or  a  town  lot  of  which  he  hath  been  legally  seiied  and  possessed,  at 
leaj(t  »ix  months  before  such  election,  or,  not  having  such  freehold 
or  town  lot,  hath  been  a  resident  in  the  eleotion  district,  in  which 
ho  offers  to  give  his  vote,  six  months  before  the  said  election,  and 
hath  paid  a  tax  the  preoeding  year  of  throe  shilliDgs  sterling  towards 


thB  eupport  of  this  goTemmeDt,  elul!  have  a  right  to  rote  far  a 
member  or  members,  to  serve  in  either  branch  of  the  LegulatnTC, 
for  the  election  district  in  nhich  he  holds  such  property,  or  ia  m 
resident. 

5.  The  retarniDg  officer,  or  any  other  person  present,  entitled  to 
vote,  may  require  any  person  who  shall  offer  his  vote  at  an  «tectioii, 
to  produce  a  certificate  of  his  citizenship,  and  a  receipt  from  the 
tax  collector  of  his  having  pMd  a  tax.  entitling  him  to  vote,  or  la 
swear,  or  affirm,  that  he  is  duly  qualified  to  vole  agreeably  to  this 
Constitution. 

6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Rc^^ 
sentativee.  anleas  he  is  a  free  white  man,  of  the  ,^ge  ef  twenty-ons 
years,  and  hath  been  a  citizen  and  resident  in  this  State  three  yean 
previous  to  bis  election.  If  a  resident  in  the  election  dintrict,  he 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  BepresentatiTw, 
anless  be  be  legally  seized  and  possessed,  in  hia  own  right,  <^  a 
settled  freehold  estate  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  ten 
negroes  ;  or  of  a  real  estulo,  of  the  value  of  ono  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  sterling,  clear  of  debt.  If  a  non-resident,  he  shall  be  legally 
seised  and  possessed  of  a  settled  freehold  estate  therein,  of  tb« 
value  of  five  hundred  pounds  sterting,  clear  of  debt 

7.  The  Senate  shall  be  composed  of  members  to  be  chosen  for 
fonr  years,  in  the  following  pmportiona,  by  the  citizens  of  this  Stale, 
qualified  to  elect  members  lo  the  House  of  Representatives,  at  the 
same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  places,  where  they 
shall  vote  for  representatives,  viz. :  Charleston,  (including  St  PhiUp 
and  St  Michael,)  two  members ;  fJhrist  Church,  one  member ;  8t 
John,  Berkeley,  one  member;  St  Andrew,  one  member;  St.  George, 
one  member;  St.  James,  Goose  Creek,  one  member;  St  Thomas 
and  St.  Dennis,  one  member ;  St.  Panl,  one  member ;  St.  Bartholo- 
mew, one  member;  St  James,  Santee,  one  member;  St.  John,  Col- 
leton, one  member;  St.  Stephens,  one  member;  St  Helena,  one 
member;  St  Luke,  onemember;'Prinee  William,  one  member;  St 
Peter,  one  member ;  All  Saints,  one  member ;  Winyaw  and  Wil

Greenville,  one  member ;  Pendleton,  one  member ;  St.  Matthew  and 
Orange,  one  member  ;  Winton,  (including  the  district  between  8a- 
Tsnuah  river  and  the  north  fork  of  Edisto,)  ono  member ;  Saxe 
Ootha,  ono  member, 

9.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a  scat  in  the  Senate,  unless  he  is 
a  ftee  white  man,  of  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  hath  boon  a  citizen 
and  resident  in  this  State  five  )-oars  previous  to  his  election      If  a 
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resident  in  the  election  district,  be  shall  not  be  eligible  nnless  he 
be  legally  seized  and  possessed,  in  his  own  right,  of  a  settled  free- 
hold estate  of  the  value  of  three  hundred  pounds  sterling,  clear  of 
debt  If  a  non-resident  in  the  election  district,  he  shall  not  be  eli- 
gible unless  he  be  legally  seised  and  possessed,  in  his  own  right,  of 
a  settled  freehold  estate,  in  the  said  district,  of  the  value  of  one 
thousand  pounds  sterling,  clear  of  debt 

9.  Immediately  after  the  senators  shall  be  assembled,  in  conseauence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  two  classes. 
The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the 
expiration  of  the  second  year,  and  of  the  second  class,  at  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year :  so  that  one-half  thereof,  as  near  as  possible,  may 
be  chosen,  forever  thereafter,  every  second  year,  for  the  term  of 
four  years. 

10.  Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
be  chosen  on  the  second  Monday  in  October  next,  and  the  day  fol- 
lowing :  and  on  the  same  days  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  in 
such  manner,  and  at  such  times,  as  are  herein  directed ;  and  shall 

^  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  November  annually,  at  Columbia, 
'  (which  shall  remain  the  seat  of  government  until  otherwise  deter- 
mined, by  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  both  branches  of  the 
whole  representation,)  unless  the  casualties  of  war,  or  contagious 
disorders  should  render  it  unsafe  to  meet  there ;  in  either  of  which 
eases,  the  Grovernor  or  commander-in-chief  for  the  time  being  may, 
by  proclamation,  appoint  a  more  secure  and  convenient  place  of 
meeting. 

1 1.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  Qualifi- 
cations of  its  own  members ;  and  a  majority  of  each  house  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorised  to  compel  the  attendance 
of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  may 
be  provided  by  law. 

12.  Each  house  shall  choose  by  ballot  its  own  officers,  determine 
its  rules  of  proceeding,  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior, 
and,  with  the  oonourrence  of  two-ihirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
second  time  for  the  same  cause. 

13.  Each  house  may  punish,  bv  imprisonment,  during  sitting,  any 
person,  not  a  member,  wno  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  house, 
by  any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence — or  who, 
during  the  time  of  its  sitting,  shall  threaten  harm  to  body  or  estate 
of  any  member,  for  anvthing  said  or  done  in  either  house ;  or  who 
shall  assault  any  of  them  werefor ;  or  who  shall  assault  or  arrest 
any  witness  or  other  person  ordered  to  attend  the  house,  in  his  goinff 
to  or  returning  thercomn ;  or  who  shall  rescue  any  person  arrested 
by  order  of  the  house. 

14.  The  members  of  both  houses  shall  be  protected  in  their  per- 
sons and  esutes,  during  their  attendanee  on,  going  to,  and  returning 
fh>m  the  Legislature,  and  ten  days  previous  to  their  sitting,  and  ten

ARTICLE  IL 

Sec.  1.  The  executive  authority  of  this  State  shall  be  invested  in 
a  Governor,  to  be  chosen  in  manner  following :  as  soon  as  may  be, 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
and  at  every  first  meeting  of  the  House  of  Representatives  thereaf- 
ter, when  a  majority  of  both  houses  shall  be  present,  the  Senate  and 
HooM  of  Representatives  shall,  jointly,  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, choose,  by  ballot,  a  Governor,  to  continue  for  two  years,  and 
until  a  new  election  shall  be  made. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor,  unless  he 
hath  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  hath  resided  within  this 
State,  and  been  a  citiien  thereof  ten  years,  and  unless  he  be  seised 
and  possessed  of  a  settled  estate  within  the  same,  in  his  own  right, 
of  the  value  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  sterling,  clear  of  debt 

No  person,  having  served  two  years  as  Governor,  shall  be  re-eligible 
to  that  office,  till  after  the  expiration  of  four  years. 

No  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  Ck>vemor,  or  any  other  office  or 
commission,  civil  or  military,  except  in  the  militia,  either  in  this 
State  or  under  any  State,  or  the  United  States,  or  in  any  other 
power,  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

3.  A  Lieutenant-Crovernor  shall  be  chosen  at  the  same  time,  in 
the  same  manner,  continue  in  office  for  the  same  period,  and  be  pos- 
sessed of  the  same  qualifications,  as  the  Governor. 

4.  A  member  of  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives,  being 
chosen,  and  acting  as  Governor  or  Lieutenant4Gk>vemor,  shall  va- 
cate his  seat,  and  another  person  shall  be  elected  in  his  stead. 

5.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  or  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor shall  succeed  to  his  offiee.  And  in  case  of  the  im- 
peachment df  the  Lieiitenant-(}ovemor,  or  his  removal  from  offiee, 
death,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the  President  of  the 
Senate  shdl  succeed  to  his  office,  tUl  a  nomination  to  those  offices 
respectively  shall  be  made  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, for  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  which  the  officer  so  impeach- 
ed, removed  from  ofiioe,  dying,  resigning,  or  being  absent,  was 
dected. 

6.  The  Governor  shall  be  oommander-iiHihief  of  the  army  and 
navj  of  this  State,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they  shall  be 
called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States.

which  I  have  been  njipoiiiLed,  qdJ  will  to  tho  best  of  my  abilities, 
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discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  preserre,  protect,  and  defend  the 
Constitution  of  this  State,  and  of  the  Unitea  States.'' 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  That  the  House  of  Representatiyes  shall  have  the  sole 
power  of  impeaching ;  but  no  impeachment  shall  be  made,  unless 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  When  sit- 
ting for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  on  oa£h  or  or  affirma- 
tion :  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  Uie  members  present. 

3.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant-Qovernor,  and  all  the  civil  officers, 
shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office ;  but 
judgment  in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  a  removal 
from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust, 
or  profit,  under  this  State.  The  party  convii^ted  shall,  nevertheless, 
be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according 
to  law. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sec.  1 .  The  judges  of  the  superior  courts,  the  commissioners  of 
the  treasury,  Secretary  of  the  State,  and  Surveyor-Oeneral,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  joint  ballot  of  both  houses,  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. The  commissioners  of  the  treasury.  Secretary  of  this 
State,  and  Surveyor-General,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  four  years : 
but  shall  not  be  eligible  again  for  four  years  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

2.  All  other  officers  shall  be  appointed  as  they  hitherto  have  been, 
until  otherwise  directed  by  law ;  but  sheriffs  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  four  years,  and  not  be  again  eligible  for  four  years  after  the 
term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

3.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  State, 
and  be  signed  by  the  Governor. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

All  laws  in  force  in  this  State  at  the  passing  of  this  Constitution, 
shall  so  continue  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature ;  ex- 
cept where  they  are  temporary,  in  which  case  they  shall  expire  at 
the  times  respectively  limited  for  their  duration,  if  not  continued  by 
act  of  the  Legislature. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

Sec.  1.  The  free  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religions  profession 
and  worship,  without  discrimination  or  preference,  shall,  forever 
hereafter,  be  allowed  within  this  State  to  all  mankind :  Provided, 
that  the  liberty  of  conscience  thereby  declared,  shall  not  be  so  ooa- 
strued  as  to  excuse  acts  of  licentiousness,  or  justify  practices  incon* 
si!*tcnt  with  the  peace  or  safety  of  this  State.

5.  The  Lneislaturo  shall,  as  aoon  as  may  be  eonrenicnt,  pass  laws

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ARTICLE  XI. 

No  oonyention  of  the  people  sliaU  be  called,  unless  by  the  concur- 
renee  of  two-thirds  of  both  Vranohes  of  the  whole  representation. 

No  part  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  altered,  unless  a  bill  to  alter 
the  same  shall  have  been  read  three  times  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  three  times  in  the  Senate,  and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds 
of  both  branches  of  the  whole  representation  ;  neither  shall  any  al- 
teration take  place  until  the  bill  so  agreed  to  be  published  three 
months  preyions  to  a  new  election  for  members  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatiyes ;  and  if  the  alteration  proposed  by  the  Legislature  shiul 
be  agreed  to  in  their  first  session  by  two-thirds  of  the  whole  repre- 
sentation in  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  after  die  same  snail 
baye  been  read  three  times,  on  three  seyeral  days  in  each  house,  then 
and  not  otherwise,  the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  ratified  December  17,   1808. 

The  following  sections,  in  amendment  of  the  third,  seyenth,  and 
ninth  sections  of  the  first  article  of  the  ConsUtution  of  this  State, 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  yalid  parts  of  the  said 
Constitution ;  and  the  said  tnird,  seyenth,  and  ninth  sections,  or  such 
parts  thereof  as  are  repugnant  to  such  amendments,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed and  made  yoid. 

Sec.  1.  The  House  of  Representatiyes  shall  consist  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  four  members,  to  be  apportioned  among  the  several 
election  districts  of  the  State,  according  to  the  number  of  white  in- 
habitants contained,  and  the  amount  of  all  taxes  raised  by  the  Leg- 
islature, whether  direct  or  indirect,  or  of  whatever  species,  paid  in 
each,  deducting  therefrom  all  taxes  paid  on  account  of  property  held 
in  any  other  district,  and  adding  thereto  all  taxes  elsewhere  paid  on 
account  of  property  held  in  such  district  An  enumeration  of  the 
white  inhabitants,  for  this  purpose,  shall  be  made  in  the  year  one 
thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  nine,  and  in  the  course  of  every  tenth 
year  thereafter,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  by  law  directed :  and 
representatiyes  shall  be  assigned  to  the  different « districts  in  the 
alx>ye  mentioned  proportion,  by  act  of  the  L^slature,  at  the  ses- 
sion immediately  succeeding  the  above  numeration. 

2.  If  the  enumeration  herein  directed  should  not  be  made  in  the 
coarse  ci  the  year  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  these  amendments, 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Oovemor  to  have  it  eiEMted  as  soon 
thereafler  as  shall  m  praefieaUe. 

3.  In  aasigiiiiig  repvesentativii  to  the  seveial  distriots  of  the

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State,  the  Legislature  shall  allow  one  representative  for  everj 
sixtj-seoond  part  of  the  whole  nnmher  of  white  inhabitants  in  the 
State ;  and  one  representative  also  for  every  sixty-second  part  of  the 
whole  taxes  raised  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  The  Jje^psHA- 
ture  shall  further  allow  one  representative  for  such  fractions  of  the 
sixty-second  part  of  the  white  inhabitants  of  the  State,  and  of  the 
sixty*8econd  part  of  the  taxes  raised  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Stale, 
as,  when  added  together,  form  a  unit 

4.  In  every  apportionment  of  representation  under  these  amend* 
ments,  which  ^all  take  place  after  the  first  apportiotuneiit,  the 
amount  of  taxes  shall  be  estimated  from  the  average  of  the  ten  preeed* 
ing  years;  but  the  first  apportionment  sh4ll  be  foundea  upon 
the  tax  of  the  preceding  year,  excluding  ttoin  the  amount  thereof 
the  whole  produce  of  the  tax  on  sales  at  public  auction. 

5.  If,  in  the  apportionment  of  representatives  underthese  amend- 
ments, any  election  district  shall  appear  not  to  be  entitled)  firom  its 
population  and  its  taxes,  to  a  representative,  such  election  district 
shall,  nevertheless,  send  one  representative  ;  and,  if  there  should  be 
still  a  deficiency  of  the  number  of  representatives  required  by  these 
amendments,  such  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  by  assigning  repre- 
sentatives to  those  election  districts  having  the  largest  surplus 
fractions  ;  whether  those  fractions  consist  of  a  combination  of  popu- 
lation and  of  taxes,  or  of  ponulation  or  of  taxes  separately,  until  the 
number  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  members  be  provided. 

6.  No  apportionment,  under  these  amendments  shall  be  con- 
strued to  take  eflfect,  in  any  manner,  until  the  general  election 
which  shall  succeed  such  apportionment. 

7.  The  election  districts,  for  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, shall  be  and  remain  as  heretofore  established,  except  Saxe 
Gotha  and  Newberry  ;  in  which  the  boundaries  shall  be  altered,  as 
follows,  viz  :  That  part  of  Lexington  in  the  fork  of  Broad  and  Sa- 
luda rivers,  shall  no  longer  compose  a  part  of  the  election  district 
of  Newberry,  but  shall  be  henceforth  attached  to,  and  form  a  part 
of  Saxe  Gotha.  And,  also,  except  Orange  and  Barnwell,  or  Winton, 
in  which  the  boundaries  shall  be  altered  as  follows,  viz. :  That  part 
of  Orange  in  the  fork  of  Edisto  shall  no  longer  compose  a  part  of 
the  election  district  of  Barnwell,  or  Winton,  but  shall  be  henceforth 
attached  to,  and  form  a  part  of.  Orange  election  district. 

8.  The  Senate  shall  be  composed  of  one  member  from  each  elec- 
tion district,  as  now  established  for  the  election  of  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  except  the  district  formed  by  the  par- 
ishes of  St.  Philip  and  St.  Michael,  to  which  shall  be  allowed  two 
senators,  as  heretofore. 

9.  The  seats  of  those  senators  who  under  the  Constitution  shall 
represent  two  or  more  election  districts,  on  the  day  preceding  the 
second  Monday  of  October,  which  will  be  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ten,  shall  be  vacated  on  that  day,  and  the  new 
senators  who  shall  represent  such  districts  under  these  amend- 
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iiients,  shall,  immediately  after  they  shall  have  been  assembled  un- 
der the  first  election,  be  divided  by  lots  into  two  classes  ;  the  seats 
of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration 
of  the  second  year,  and  of  the  seoond  class,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
fourth  year ;  and  the  number  in  these  daines  shall  be  so  propor- 
tioned, that  one-half  of  the  whole  number  of  senators  may,  as  nearly 
aa  possible,  continue  to  be  chosen  thereafter  every  second  year. 

10.  None  of  these  amendments  becoming  parts  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State  shall  be  altered,  unless  a  bill  to  alter  the  same 
shall  have  been  read  on  three  several  days  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  on  three  several  days  in  the  Senate,  and  agreed  to 
ftt  the  second  and  third  reading  by  two-thirds  of  the  whole  repre- 
sentation in  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  ;  neither  shall  anv  alter- 
ation take  place,  until  the  bill  so  agreed  to  be  publi/died  three 
months  previous  to  a  new  election  for  members  to  the  House  of 
Bepresentatavea ;  and  if  the  alteration  proposed  by  the  Legislature 
aluul  be  agreed  to  in  their  first  session,  by  two-thurds  of  the  whole 
representation,  in  each  branch  ci  the  Legislatare,  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  read  on  three  several  days  in  each  house,  then,  and 
not  otherwise,  the  same  shall  beoome  a  ]Mirt  of  the  Oonstitution. 

Amoidmad  ratified  December  19,  1816. 

That  the  third  section  of  the  tenth  article  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  be  altered  and  amended  to  read  as  follows :  The  judges 
shall,  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  act  of  the 
Lepslature  of  this  State,  meet  and  sit  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
and  determining  all  motions  which  may  be  made  for  new  trials, 
and  in  arrest  ai  judgment,  and  such  points  of  law  as  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  them. 
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2.  Tho  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  two  separate  and  dis- 
tinct branches,  to  wit :  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  to 
be  styled  ''  the  General  Assembly." 

3.  The  Senate  shall  be  elected  annoallj,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  nntil  such  day  of  election  be  altered  by  law ;  and  shall 
be  composed  of  one  member  from  each  oonnty,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
electors  thereof. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
affe  of  twenty-five  years ;  and  have  been  nine  years  a  citisen  of  the 
Ijnited  States,  and  three  years  an  inhabitant  of  this  State,  and  shall 
have  usually  resided  within  the  county  for  which  he  shall  be  returned, 
at  least  one  year  immediately  preceding  his  election,  except  persons 
who  may  have  been  absent  on  public  business  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,)  and  is,  and  shall  have  been  possessed,  in  his  own 
right,  of  a  settled  freehold  estate  of  the  value  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  of  taxable  property  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
within  the  county,  or  for  one  year  preceding  his  election  ;  and  whose 
estate  shall,  on  a  reasonable  estimation,  be  fully  competent  to  tho 
discharge  of  his  just  debts,  over  and  above  that  sum. 

5.  The  Senate  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  a  president  out  of  their  own 
body. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation : 
and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment 
shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  office  and  disqualification 
to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  within  this 
State ;  but  the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  to  in- 
dictment^ trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

7.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members 
from  all  the  counties  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  included 
within  this  State,  according  to  their  respective  numbers  of  free  white 
persons,  and  including  three-fifths  of  all  the  people  of  color.  The 
actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  two  years,  and  within  every 
subsequent  term  of  seven  years  liiereafter,  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  this  Convention  may  direct  Each  county  containing 
three  thousand  persons,  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  plan  of  enumera- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  two  members:  seven  thousand  to  three 
members ;  and  twelve  thousand  to  four  members ;  but  each  county 
shall  have  at  least  one,  and  not  more  than  four  members ;  the  rep- 
resentatives shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
vember, until  such  day  of  election  be  altered  by  law.  Until  the 
aforesaid  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  several  counties  shall  bo 
entitled  to  the  following  number  of  representatives,  respectively :

SI  ixsi  stcm^  or  for  ten  days  after  the  rising  thereof,  except  for  trea* 
■■.  ^amj.  or  breach  of  the  peace;  nor  shul  any  member  be  liable 
la  sniper  ftir  any  thing  spoken  in  debate  in  either  housef  in  any 
wart  "W  pbee  elsewliere ;  but  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  to  answer 
&r  pczjoorr.  bribery,  or  corruption. 

l>    Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  pub- 
Ina  caem  immediately  after  their  adjournment ;  and  the  veas  and 
if  the  members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two 
hers*  be  entered  on  the  journals. 
Id  Ail  bills  for  raising  revenue  or  appropriating  moneys,  shall 
itfna^  in  the  House  of  Representatives ;  but  the  Senate  shall 

or  concur  with  amendments,  as  in  other  bills. 
c7  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  and  on  three  scpurate 
Inyi.  in  eaeh  branch  of  the  Qencnd  Assembly,  before  it  shall  pass, 
wcM  in  eases  of  actual  invasion  or  insurrection  ;  nor  shall  any  law 
It  <irdiBaiice  pass,  containing  any  matter  diflferent  from  what  is  ex* 
III  I  Ml  il  in  the  title  thereof ;  and  all  acts  shall  be  signed  by  the 
riTiiilint  in  the  Senate,  and  Speaker  in  the  House  of  HcnresentA- 
Xo  bill  or  ordinance  which  shall  have  been  rejected  oy  either 
shall  be  brought  in  sgain  during  the  session,  under  the  same 
other  title,  without  the  consent  of  two>thirds  of  each  branch. 
1$.'  Eaeh  senator  and  representative  before  ho  be  permitted  to

hiliticfl  or  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

19.  Every  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentatiTOS 
fhalL  before  he  takes  his  seat,  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation, 
to  wit :  ^  L  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be) 
thai  I  have  not  obtained  my  election  bv  bribery,  treats,  canvassing, 
or  other  undue  or  unlawful  means,  used  bv  myself,  or  others  bv  my 
desire  or  approlMition,  for  that  purpose ;  that  I  consider  nnrself  ood- 
stitutionaliy  qualified  as  a  Senator  or  Representative ;  and  that,  on 
ail  questions  and  measures  which  may  come  before  me,  I  will  give 
my  vote,  and  so  conduct  myself,  as  may,  in  my  jud^ent,  appear 
most  conducive  to  the  interest  and  prosperity  of  this  State ;  and

21.  Neither  house,  dnring  the  MaaoD  "f  the  Geocral  As^cmblj, 
shdl,  without  the  oonaent  M  the  otber,  a<lj<ium  for  more  thui  thnw 
dnys,  nor  to  anj  other  ptaoe  than  -tha;  ^t  wliich  the  two  braaetiM 
shall  be  sitting;  and  in  case  of  disagriviiiirni.  between  tbe  S«nate 
and  Hoose  of  RepresentatiTee,  with  lerpcct  to  their  adjoomaicDt, 
the  Ooremor  may  adjonm  them. 

22.  The  General  Assembly  shall  hare  power  to  mako  all  law! 
and  ordinances  which  they  shall  deem  neoeaaarj  and  ptmer  for  tb* 
good  of  the  State,  which  shall  not  be  repngnaat  to  ttiis  C<Huti- 

23.  They  shall  have  power  to  alter  the  boondariee  of  the  present 
eonnties,  and  lay  off  new  ones,  as  well  ont  of  the  oonnttea  already 
lud  off^  u  ont  of  the  other  territory  brionging  to  the  State ;  b<rt 
the  property  of  the  eoil,  in  a  free  goremment,  being  one  of  ikt  ee- 
sential  rights  of  a  free  people,  it  is  neoessaiy,  in  order  to  avtnd  dia- 
pntes,  that  the  limits  of  thu  State  ahbnld  be  aaon-tained  wilh  pie- 
cision  and  exactness  ;  and  this  Oonrention,  eomposed  of  the  inime- 
dittto  repreaentatives  of  the  people,  chosen  by  them  to  assert  their 
rights,  to  rcTiBC  the  powers  given  by  them  to  the  government,  and 
from  whose  will  all  ruling  authority  of  right  flows,  doth  assert  and 
declare,  the  boundaries  of  this  State  shall  be  as  follows,  that  is  to 
nay :  tbe  limitn,  boundaries,  juried ictions,  and  snthority  of  the  State 
of  QcorKia,  do,  and  did,  and  of  right  ought  to,  extend  from  the  sea 
or  mouth  of  the  river  Savannah,  along  the  northern  branch  or 
stream  thereof,  to  the  fork  or  confluence  of  the  rivers  now  called 
Tugalo  and  Kcowee,  and  from  thence  along  the  moat  northern 
branch  or  stream  of  the  said  river  Tugalo,  till  it  intersect  the  north- 
ern boundary  line  of  South  Carolina,  if  the  said  branch  or  stream  of 
Tugalo  extends  so  far  north,  reserving  all  the  islands  in  the  said 
river  Savannah  and  Tugalo  to  Georgia  ;  but,  if  the  head  spring  or 
Nource  of  any  branch  or  stream  of  the  said  river  Tugalo  does  not 
extend  to  the  north  boundary  line  of  South  Carolina,  then  a  west 
line  to  the  Mississippi,  to  be  drawn  from  the  head  spring  or  source 
of  tho  said  branch  or  stream  of  Tugalo  river,  whieh  extends  to  the 
highest  northern  latitude  ;  thence,  down  tbe  middle  of  the  said  river 
MisHiHtiippi,  until  it  shall  intersect  the  northernmost  part  of  the  thirty- 
flrnt  degree  of  north  latitude ;  south,  by  a  line  drawn  due  cast, 
friim  the  termination  of  tho  line  last  mentioned,  in  the  latitude  of 
tliirty-nno  ilcgrees  north  of  the  equator,  to  the  middle  of  the  river 
A  pnlaehinolu,  or  Chatahoochee  ;  thence,  along  the  middle  thereof,  to 
itx  junction  with   Flint  river ;  thonce,  straight  to  the  head  of  St.

In  ca«e  the  jnstic<!«  of  the  inferior  courts  should  fail  to  make  such

jristiees  in  any  c?ounty,  then  the  justices  of  the  peace,  or  any  three  of 

them,  shall  hare  and  excrrisc  like  powers  and  authority  respecting 

tho  ffflid  fonsiis  ;  and  if  thf>  census  or  enumeration  of  any  county  shall 

rifif.  }»o  fwi  Uikvu  and  rrtiirnod,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  General  A»- 

sf«mhly  shjill  apportion  the  representation  of  such  county  according  to 

the  best  nvidenre  in  their  power,  relative  to  its  population. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Hff^  I  The  exorutivo  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor,  who 
ofiflll  hnid  his  office  during  the  terra  of  two  years,  and  until  such 
♦  I  fill'  na  ri  surM'essur  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified.  He  shall  have  a 
'  'frtpctent  salary,  established  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or 
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dimiDislied  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  ; 
neither  shall  he  repeire,  within  that  period,  any  other  cmolnment 
from  the  United  States,  or  either  A  them,  or  from  any  foreign 
power. 

2.  The  Ooyemor  shall  be  elected  br  the  General  Assembly,  at 
their  second  annual  session  afier  the  rising  of  this  Convention,  and 
at  every  second  annual  session  thereafter,  on  the  second  day  after 
the  two  houses  shall  be  organized  and  competent  to  proceed  to  bu- 
siness. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  who  shall 
not  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  twelve  years,  and  an 
inhabitant  of  this  State  six  years,  and  who  hath  not  attained  to  the 
affe  of  thirty  vears,  and  who  does  not  possess  five  hundred  acres 
of  land,  in  his  own  right,  within  this  State,  and  other  property 
to  the  amount  of  four  thousand  dollars,  and  whose  estate  shall  not, 
on  a  reasonable  estimation,  be  competent  to  the  discharge  of  his 
debts,  over  and  above  that  sum. 

4.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  disability  of  the  Governor, 
the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  exercise  the  executive  powers  of 
government  until  such  disability  be  removed,  or  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

5.  The  Governor  shalL  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  *'  I  do  solemly  swear  (or  af- 
firm, as  the  case  may  he)  that  I  will  fidthfully  execute  the  office  of 
Governor  to  the  State  ot  Georgia ;  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  abil- 
ities, preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  said  State,  and  cause  justice 
to  be  executed  in  mercy  therein,  according  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  thereof.'' 

6.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this 
State,  and  of  the  militia  thereof 

7.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  offences  against  the 
;  State,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  to  grant  pardons  or  to 
.  remit  any  part  of  a  sentence,  in  all  cases  after  conviction,  except  for 

treason  or  murder,  in  which  cases  he  may  respite  the  execution,  and 
make  report  thereof  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  by  whom  a  par- 
\  don  may  be  mnted. 

8.  He  shflol  issue  writs  of  eleotioB  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that 
hiq>pen  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Bopresentatives ;  and  shall  have 
power  to  convene  the  General  Assembly  on  extraordinary  occasions ; 
and  shall  give  Uiem,  from  time  to  time,  information  of  the  state  of 
the  repubuo,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures 
M  he  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient 

9.  When  any  office  shall  become  vacant  by  deaih,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  the  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  such  vacancy ; 
and  persons  so  appointed  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  successor 
is  appointed,  agreeably  to  the  mode  pointed  out  by  this  Constitution 
or  by  the  Legislature. 

lU.  He  sh^  have  the  revision  of  all  bills  passed  by  both  housesy 
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before  the  same  shall  become  Inrs ;  but  two-thirds  of  botli  kouK-; 
Duiy  pus  a  law  notwitiutandiiig  bis  dissent;  and  if  any  bill  ^ool'l 
not  te  returned  by  the  Go?eroor  within  five  d*jB  after  it  bath  b«ii 
pres«Tited  to  bin),  the  aamc  slall  be  a  law  anleas  the  General  As- 
setubly,  b;  their  adjoommeDt,  ahall  prevent  its  return. 

1 1.  Every  vote,  resolution,  or  order,  to  which  the  coneomnce  n/ 
both  houses  may  be  necessary,  exeepl  on  a  question  of  adjooniment, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Qoreroor ;  and,  hefore  it  shall  take  effect. 
be  approved  by  him ;  or.  being  disapproved,  may  be  repassed  bj 
two-tliirds  of  both  hoascs,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  pre- 
scribed in  ease  of  a  bilL 

I'i,  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  of  the  Slate,  a  Treasurer,  and  t 
Surveyor-General,  appointed  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  sanv 
session  of  the  Legislature,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  tbt 
like  period  as  the  Governor,  and  shall  have  a  competent  salary,  b- 
eluding  such  emolumenta  as  may  be  esUiblished  by  law,  which  tihail 
not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  thej 
shall  have  been  elected. 

13.  The  great  seal  of  the  State  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  not  bo  affixed  to  any  instnunenl 
of  writing,  but  by  order  of  the  Governor  or  General  Assembly ;  and 
the  General  Assembly  ahall.  at  their  first  session  after  the  rising  of 
this  Convention,  cause  the  great  seal  to  be  altered  by  law. 

14.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  appoint  his  own  secre- 
taries. 

ARTICLE  ni 

Sec.  1 .  The  judicial  powers  of  this  State  shall  be  vestod  in  a  8a- 
perior  Coort,  and  in  sucli  inferior  jarisdictious  as  the  Legislatnrt 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The  judges  of  the 
Superior  Court  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years,  remov- 
able by  the  Governor,  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  both  hoosci 
for  that  purpose,  or  by  impeachment  and  connction  thereon  The 
Saperior  Court  shall  have  exclasiTc  and  final  jurisdiction  in  all 
criminal  oasi:a  which  shall  be  tried  in  the  county  wherein  the  crime 
was  committed,  and  in  all  cesca  reepccting  titles  to  land,  which  shall 
be  tried  in  the  county  where  the  land  lies;  and  shall  have  power  to 
correct  errors  in  inferior  judicatories  hy  writs  of  rcrtioTari,  as  well 
as  errors  in  the  superior  oonrte,  and  to  order  new  trials  on  proper 
and  legal  grounds ;  Provided,  that  such  new  trials  ahall  be  dot«T- 
mined,  and  such  errors  corrected,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the 
county  in  which  such  action  originated.  And  the  said  Court  shall 
also  have  appellative  jurisdiction  in  suck  other  cases  as  the  Legi^la- 
tare  may  by  law  direct,  which  shall  in  no  ease  tend  to  remove  the 
cause  from  the  county  in  which  the  action  originated ;  and  tJie  judge* 
thereof,  in  alt  cases  of  application  for  new  trials,  or  correclion  of 
error,  shall  enter  their  opinions  on  the  minutes  of  the  Court  The 
inferior  oourU  ahall  have  cognisance  of  all  other  civil  oases,  which 
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shall  be  tried  in  the  county  whefcin  the  defendant  resides,  except 
in  cases  of  joint  obligers,  residing  in  different  counties,  which  may 
be  commenced  in  either  county :  and  a  copy  of  the  petition  and 
process,  served  on  the  party  or  parties  residing  out  of  the  county 
m  which  the  suit  may  be  commenced,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  ser-  < 
vice,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Legislature  may 
direct ;  but  the  Legislature  may,  by  law,  to  which  two-thirds  of  each 
branch  shall  concur,  give  concurrent  jurisdiction  to  the  superior 
courts.  The  superior  and  inferior  courts  shall  sit  in  each  county 
twice  in  every  year,  at  such  stated  times  as  the  Legislature  shall 
appoint. 

2.  The  judges  shall  have  salaries  adequate  to  their  services,  estab- 
lished by  law,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during 
their  continuance  in  office ;  but  shall  not  receive  any  other  perqui- 
sites or  emoluments  whatever,  from  parties  or  others,  on  account  of 
any  duty  required  of  them. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  State's  attorney  and  solicitors  appointed  by 
Uie  Legislature,  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years,  unless  removed  by  sentence 
on  impeachment,  or  by  the  Governor,  on  the  address  of  two-thirds 
of  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly.  They  shall  have  salaries 
aqeduate  to  their  services,  established  by  law,  which  shall  not  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

4.  Justices  of  the  inferior  courts  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  and  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  hold 
their  commissions  during  good  behavior,  or  as  long  as  they  respec- 
tively reside  in  the  oounty  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  unless 
removed  by  sentence  on  impeachment,  or  by  the  Crovemor,  on  the 
address  of  two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly. 
They  may  be  compensated  for  their  services  in  such  manner  as  the 
Legislature  may  by  law  direct 

5.  The  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  nominated  by  the  inferior 
courts  of  the  several  counties,  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor ; 
and  there  shall  be  two  justices  of  the  peace  in  each  captain's  district, 
either  or  both  of  whom  shall  have  power  to  try  all  oases  of  a  civil 
nature  within  their  distaiot,  where  the  debt  or  litigated  demand 
does  not  exceed  thirty  dollars,  in  such  manner  as  the  Leffislature 
may  by  law  direct  They  shall  hold  their  appointments  dunng  good 
behavior,  or  until  they  shall  be  removed  by  conviction,  on  indictment 
in  the  Superior  Court,  for  nuJpractioe  in  office,  or  for  any  felonious 
or  infiunoos  erime,  or  by  the  Ghovemor,  on  the  address  of  two-thirds 
of  eaoh  branch  of  the  Iiegislature. 

6.  The  powers  of  a  ooui  of  ordinary,  or  register  of  probates,  shall 
be  investea  in  the  inferior  ooorts  of  each  county,  from  whose  decis- 
ion there  may  be  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court,  under  such  re- 
■trictious  and  regulations  as  the  General  Assembly  may  by  law 
direct ;  but  the  inferior  court  shall  have  power  to  vest  the  care  <^

8.  Within  fiye  jeara  after  die  adopdon  of  this  CoaatibttinK,  iht

■rrmaged  ODder  proper  heads,  and  proinnlgated  in  snoh  ntMuer  M 
the  LcKi^lstnre  tntj  direct ;  ukd  no  peraon  shall  be  debuned  froa 
adroeating  or  defending  bis  cause,  before  an;  eonri  or  Iribmal, 
Mther  bf  himself  or  eonnsel.  or  both. 

9.  Divorces  shall  not  be  granted  by  the  Legislature,  nntil  the  par 
ties  shall  have  had  a  &ir  trial  before  the  Snperior  Court,  and  a  nt- 
dict  shall  bare  been  obtained,  aatboriring  a  divorce  upon  legal  pfin- 
eiples.  And  in  aocb  c^aea,  liro-thirds  of  each  branch  of  iIk  L«^ 
Utnre  ma;  pass  acts  of  divorce  accordingly. 

10.  The  clerks  of  tbe  superior  and  inferior  courts  shall  be  ap- 

Kinled  in  snch  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  by  lav  dinwt.  shaD 
commissioiied  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  continno  in  office  dtiriog 
good  beharior. 

11-  Sheriffs  shall  be  appointed  in  snch  msDiier  as  the  Genonl 
Asaombljr  may  by  law  direct,  and  shall  hold  their  appointmenU  for 
the  term  of  two  years  unless  sooner  removed  by  seatenoe  on  im- 
peachment, or  by  the  Governor  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the 
justices  of  the  inferior  court  and  of  tbe  peace  in  the  oonntj  ;  hat  u> 
person  shall  be  twioe  elected  Bheriff  within  anv  term  of  four  years; 
and  no  ronntv  officer  after  the  aezl  election  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
time  of  electing  a  senator  or  representative.

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2.  All  eleotions  by  the  Gkneral  ABsemblj  shall  be  by  joint  ballot 
of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature ;  and  when  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  unite  for  the  purpose  of  electing,  they 
shall  meet  in  the  representative  chamber,  and  the  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  in  such  case  preside,  receive  the  ballots,  and  declare  the 
person  or  persons  elected.  In  all  elections  by  the  people,  the  elec- 
tors shall  vote  viva  voce^  until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise  direct. 

3.  The  general  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  elected  by  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Gk>vemor.  All 
other  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  elected  in  such  manner  as  the 
Legislature  may  direct,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor ; 
and  all  militia  officers  now  in  commission,  and  those  which  may  be 
hereafter  commissioned,  shall  hold  their  commissions  during  their 
usual  residence  within  the  division,  brigade,  regiment,  battalion,  or 
company  to  which  they  belong,  unless  removed  by  sentence  of  a  court- 
martial,  or  by  the  Governor,  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly. 

4.  All  persons  appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  fill  vacancies  shall 
eontinue  in  office  only  so  long  as  to  complete  tiie  time  for  which  their 
predecessors  were  appointed. 

5.  Freedom  of  the  press,  and  trial  by  jury,  as  heretofore  used  in 
this  State,  shall  remain  inviolate ;  and  no  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be 
passed. 

6.  No  person  who  heretofore  hath  been,  or  hereafter  may  be,  a 
eolleotor,  or  holder  of  public  moneys,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office 
in  this  State,  until  sucn  person  shall  have  accounted  for  and  paid 
into  the  treasury  all  sums  for  which  he  may  be  accountable  or  liable. 

7.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  a  strong  presump- 
tion of  fraud,  shall  not  be  detained  in  prison  after  delivering  up, 
bonAfidtj  all  his  estate,  real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  his  creditors, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  hereafter  regulated  by  law. 

8.  Convictions  on  impeachments  which  have  heretofore  taken  place, 
are  hereby  released,  and  persons  lying  under  such  convictions  re- 
stored to  citisenship. 

9.  The  writ  of  kabeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when 
in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety  may  require  it 

10.  No  person  within  the^  State  shall,  upon  any  pretence,  be  de- 
prived of  the  inestimable  privilege  of  wonuiiping  God  in  a  manner 
agreeable  to  his  own  conscience,  nor  be  oompeUed  to  attend  any 
puce  of  worship  contrary  to  hip  own  fiuth  and  ludgment ;  nor  shall 
Ae  ever  be  obli^d  to  pay  tithes,  taxes,  or  any  other  rate  for  the  build- 
ing or  repairing  any  place  of  worship,  or  for  the  maintenance  of  any 
minister  or  minis^,  contrary  to  what  he  believes  to  be  riffht,  or 
bath  voluntarilT  ennged  to  da  No  one  religioua  society  shall  ever 
be  established  m  this  State,  in  preference  to  any  other ;  nor  shall 
any  person  be  denied  the  enjoyment  of  any  civil  right,  merely  on  ac- 
ooant  of  his  religions  principles. 

11.  There  shiOl  be  no  future  importation  of  slaves  into  this  State, 
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elected  animallj :  and  a' pari  of  the  seyenth  section  of  the  first  ar- 
ticle is  in  the  following  words :  The  representatives  shall  bo  chosen 
annually ;  and  a  part  of  the  twelfth  seetion  of  the  first  article  is  in 
the  following  words :  The  meeting  of  the  (General  Assembly  shall 
bo  annually ,  and  whereaa  a  part  <?  the  third  seotion  of  the  third 
article  is  in  the  followioff  woraa :  There  shall  be  a  State's  Attorney 
and  Solicitor  appointed  bv  the  Legislature  and  oommiasioned  by  the 
Governor,  who  anall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years ; 
and  a  part  of  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  fourth  article  is  in  the  fol- 
lowing words :  The  same  shall  be  published  at  least  six  months  pre- 
vious to  the  next  ensuing  annual  election  for  members  of  the 
General  Assembly ;  and  whereas  the  before-reoited  elanaes  require 
amendments. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tivcs  of  the  State  of  Oeoma,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted,  by  the  autaerity  of  the  same,  that,  so  soon  as  this 
act  shall  have  passed,  ajneeably  to  the  reaoisitionB  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  following  shaU  be  adopted  in  lieu  of  the  foregoing  clau- 
ses :  In  the  third  seotion  of  the  first  arttole,  the  foUowing,  to  wit : 
The  Senate  shall  be  elected  bienniaUfj  after  the  passage  of  this 
act — the  first  eleotion  to  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  in  1 843.

shall  be  a  State  Attorney  and  Solicitor  elected  by  the  Legislature, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  four  years ;  and  in  lieu 
of  the  clause  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  fourth  article,  the  follow-

'■17 .  That,  to  guard  against  transgressioDS  upon  the  rights  of  the 
l«">plc.  we  decbre  that  everything  in  this  article  is  ezoepted  out  of 
li.';  gtneral  powers  of  goTernmeat,  and  shall  forerer  remain  inrio- 
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ABTIGLS  I.— Deciaraium  (f  Rights. 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free  gOTem- 
ment  may  be  reccMrniied  and  established,  we  deoliffe : 

Six;.  1.  That  aU  freemen,  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are 
eaoal,  and  have  certain  inherent  and  indefeasible  rights,  among 
which  are  those  of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty ;  of  ao- 
quiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property  and  reputation ;  and  of 
pnrsaing  their  own  happiness. 

2.  That  all  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free 
governments  are  founded  on  their  authority,  and  established  for 
their  benefit ;  and  therefore  they  haye,  at  aU  times,  an  inalienable 
and  indefeasible  right  to  alter  or  abolish  their  form  of  government 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  expedient 

3.  ^  That  all  men  have  a  natural  ana  inalienable  right  to  worship 
Almif  hty  Grod  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  conscience ; 
and  that  no  preference  shall  ever  be  given  by  law  to  any  religious 
establishment,  or  mode  of  worship,  in  this  State. 

4.  That  all  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal,  and  that  no  property 
qualification  for  eligibility  to  office,  or  for  the  right  of  suffirage,  shall 
ever  be  required  in  this  State. 

5.  That  every  citixen  may  feely  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  sen- 
timents, on  all  subiects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  lib- 
erty ;  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  curtail,  abridge,  or  restrain 
the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press. 

6.  That  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  forever  remain  inviolate. 

7.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches :  and  that 
no  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seise  any  person  or  tning,  shall 
issue,  without  describing  tne  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  person  or 
thing  to  be  seised,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation 

8.  That  no  freeman  shall  be  taken,  imprisoned,  or  disseised  of  his 
freehold,  liberties,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in  any  manner  destroyed, 
or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  property,  but  by  the  law  of  the 
land. 

9.  That  all  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an  injury 
done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  reme- 
dy by  due  course  of  law ;  and  right  and  justice  administered  without 
sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

10.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right  to 
bo  heard,  by  himself  or  counsel,  or  both  *  to  demand  the  nature  and 
cause  of  the  accusation ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
him ;  to  have  compulsorv  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  fa- 
vor ;  and  in  all  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  presentment,  a  speedy 
and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  county  or  district  where 
the  oflfenoe  was  committed ;  and  shiul  not  be  compelled  to  give  evi- 
dence against  himself 
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1 1 .  That  all  persons  shall  be  bailable,  bj  sufficient  securities,  un- 
less in  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption 
strong;  and  the  priyiiege  of  habeas  carpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  iuTasion,  the  public  safety  may 
require  it. 

12.  That  excessiye  bail  shall  in  no  case  be  required  j  nor  shall 
ezcessiye  fines  be  imposed,  nor  shall  cruel  or  unusual  punishments 
be  inflicted. 

13.  That  no  person  shall,  for  the  same  offence,  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  life  or  limb. 

14.  That  private  property  shall  not  be  taken  or  applied  to  public 
use,  unless  just  compensation  be  made  therefor. 

15.  That  in  all  prosecutions  and  indictments  for  libel,  the  truth 
may  bo  given  in  evidence ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury  that 
the  libel  is  ^ue,  and  published  with  good  motives,  and  for  justifiable 
ends,  the  truth  shall  be  a  justification ;  and  the  jury  shall  be  the  judges 
of  the  law  and  facts. 

16.  That  no  person  shall  be  put  to  answer  any  criminal  charge, 
but  by  presentment,  indictment,  or  impeachment. 

17.  That  no  conviction  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  forfeit- 
ure of  estate. 

18.  That  retrospective  laws,  punishing  acts  committed  before  the 
existence  of  such  laws,  and  by  tnem  only  declared  penal  or  criminal, 
are  oppressive,  unjust,  and  incompatible  with  liberty ;  wherefore  no 
ez  post  facto  law  shall  ever  be  made. 

19.  That  no  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts  shall  ever 
be  passed. 

20.  That  the  people  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to  as- 
semble together  to  consult  for  the  common  good  ;  and  to  apply  to 
those  invested  with  the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  griev- 
ances, or  other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

21.  That  the  free  white  men  of  this  State  shall  have  a  right  to 
keep  and  to  bear  arms  for  their  common  defense. 

22.  That  no  soldier,  in  time  of  peace,  shall  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in 
a  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

23.  That  no  standing  army  shall  be  kept  up,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Legislature ;  and  the  military  shall,  in  all  cases,  and  at  all 
times,  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

24.  That  perpetuities  and  monopolies  are  contrary  to  the  genius 
of  a  free  State^  and  ought  not  to  be  allowed. 

25.  That  no  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges,  or  honors,  shall 
ever  be  granted  or  conferred  in  this  State. 

26  That  frequent  recurrence  to  fundamental  principles  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  preserve  the  blessings  of  liberty. 

•27.  That,  to  guard  against  transgressions  upon  the  rights  of  the 
people,  we  declare  that  everything  in  this  article  is  excepted  out  of 
the  general  powers  of  government,  and  shall  forever  remain  invio- 
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lato ;  and  that  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or  to  the  following  provi- 
siona,  shall  be  void. 

ABTICLE  U.—DisiribuHan  of  ike  Powers  of  Ginemmeni. 

Sec.  1.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Florida 

.shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them 

confided  to  a  separate  bodv  of  magistracy,  to  wit :  those  which  are 

legislative,  to  one,  those  which  are  executive,  to  another,  and  those 

which  are  judicial,  to  another. 

2.  No  person,  or  collection  of  persons,  being  of  one  of  those  de- 
partments, shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of 
the  others,  except  in  the  instances  expressly  provided  in  this  Con- 
stitution. 

ARTICLE  in.— ExeaOive  Deparlment. 

Sec.  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  chief 
magistrate,  who  snail  be  styled  tne  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Florida. 

2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  for  four  years,  by  the  qualified 
electors  at  the  time  and  place  where  they  shall  vote  for  representa- 
tives ;  and  shall  remain  in  office  until  a  successor  be  chosen  and 
qualified  ;  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  a  re-election  until  the  expira- 
tion of  four  years  thereafter. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  unless  he 
shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  shall  have  been  a  citiaen 
of  the  United  States  ten  years,  or  an  inhabitant  of  Florida  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  (being  a  citisen  of  the 
United  States),  and  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  Florida  at  least 
five  years  next  preceding  the  day  of  election. 

4.  The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor  shall  be  sealed  up 
and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  directed  to  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  who  shall,  during  the  first  week  of 
the  session  open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence  of  both  houses 
of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  the  person  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  be  Governor.  But  if  two  or  more  shafi  be  equal, 
and  highest  in  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the 
joint  vote  of  the  two  houses ;  and  oontested  elections  for  Governor 
shiJl  be  determined  by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  b^  law. 

5.  He  shalL  at  stated  times,  reoeive  a  compensation  far  his  ser- 
vices, which  snail  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

6.  He  shall  be  eommander-in-ehief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this 
State,  and  of  the  militia  thereof 

7.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  of  the 
executive  denartment^  on  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  omces. 

8.  He  may,  by  proclamation,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene

lU.  He  ihail  take  oare  thai  the  lawi  be  fhithfol^r  e^Eeoitod. 
11.  In  all  orimuial  and  pemd  eaiea  (exeept  of  treann 
peaohment),  alter  eonrietion,  he  ahafl  hare  power  to  grant 
and  pardona,  and  remit  finea  and  furfeiturea,  onder  soch  m&s  and 
regnlatiooa  aa  ■hall  be  preaexibed  by  law ;  and  in  caaea  of 
he  ahall  hare  power,  by  and  with  the  adrice  and  conaent  of  the  Sen- 
ale«  to  grant  reprierea  and  pardona ;  and  he  maj.  in  Ae  reeeaa  of ' 
the  Senate,  respite  the  lentence  nntil  the  end  of  the  next  aeaaum  of 
the  (General  Aaaembly. 

13.  There  ahall  be  a  seal  of  the  State,  which  shall  be  ken*  bj  the 
(loTemor,  and  nsed  by  him  officially,  with  soeh  derioe  aa  Ihe  €iaT- 
emor  first  elected  may  direct ;  and  the  present  seal  of  the  terntory 
shall  be  the  seal  of  the  State,  until  otherwise  directed  by  tba  Gen- 
oral  Assembly. 

13  All  (commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  anthority 
of  tin'  Sfiito  of  Florida,  1h»  sealed  with  the  State  seal,  and  signed  by 
tho  Oovrrnor.  iind  rittoHtod  bv  the  Socretarv  of  State. 

I  I,  Tht'rr  Mhftll  be  a  Secretary  of  State  appointed  by  a  joint  vote 
(if  Iniih  hoiiHos  of  the  (jeneral  Assembly,  who  ahall  continue  in  office 
during  thu  term  of  four  years;  and  he  j^hall  keep  a  fair  register  of 
tho  oAcittl  livtM  and  proceedings  of  the  (fovornor,  and  shall,  when 
HMjiiinMl.  hiy  the  same  and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  rcla- 
tivft  therntd,  b(»fore  the  Genefal  A.ssembly,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  dntii'M  as  may  be  reijuired  of  him  by  law. 

l.'S  Vaeancii'M  that  happen  in  offices  the  appointment  of  which  is 
▼entrd  in  the  Ueni'ral  Assembly,  or  pven  to  the  Governor  with  the 
advi(M)  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor 
during  the  rere«H  of  the  General  Assembly,  by  granting  commissions, 
whirh  "ihall  c^xpirc  at  the  end  of  the  next  session 

M)  Kv'Ty  bill,  wlu<'h  nhall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the  Gen- 
rral  AHHiTubly,  shall  l)e  presented  to  the  Governor  ;  if  he  approve, 
he  ihall  si^  it ;  but  if  not.  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to 
t\\r  hoiisr  ill  whirh  it  hhall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  ob- 
j<'<'tif»nH  nt  lar^re  upon  the  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it;  and 
if,  aft<T  su<'h  n'oonsidcration.  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  elected 
to  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the 
of.jfctioiiH,  to  tlie  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsid- 
ers <l  iiud  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  elected  to 
th.it  house,  it  nhall  become  a  law.

17.  Eyery  order,  resolution,  or  yote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  questions  of  adjournment, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Goyernor ;  and,  befere  it  shall  take  effect, 
be  approyed  by  him,  or,  being  disapproyed,  be  repassed  by  both 
booses,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a 
bill 

18.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Goyernor,  his  remoyal  from 
office,  death,  refusal  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State, 
the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  exercise  all  the  power  and  author- 
ity appertaining  to  the  office  of  Goyernor,  during  the  term  for  which 
the  Goyernor  was  elected  ;  unless  the  General  Assembly  shall  pro- 
Tide  by  law  for  the  election  of  a  Goyernor  to  fill  such  yacancy,  or 
ontil  the  Goyernor  so  absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or  be  ac- 
quitted. 

19.  If,  during  the  yacancy  of  the  office  of  Goyernor,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shall  be  impeached,  remoyed  from  office,  refuse  to  qual- 
ify, resign,  die,  or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Bepresentatiyes  shall,  in  like  manner,  administer  the  goyernment 

20.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  or  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bep- 
resentatiyes, during  the  time  he  administers  the  goyernment,  shall 
receiye  the  same  compensation  which  the  Goyernor  would  haye  re- 
eeiyed. 

21.  The  Goyernor  shall  always  reside,  during  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  at  the  place  where  their  sessions  are  held,  and  at 
all  other  times,  whereyer,  in  their  opinion,  the  public  good  may  require. 

22.  No  person  shall  hold  the  office  of  GK>yernor,  and  any  other  office 
or  oommission,  ciyil  or  military,  either  in  this  State,  or  under  any 
State,  or  the  United  States,  or  any  other  power,  at  one  and  the  same 
time,  except  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
€i  Bepresentatiyes,  when  he  shall  hold  the  offioe,  as  aforesaid. 

23.  A  State  treasorer  and  comptrdler  of  pobUo  aocoonts  shall  be 
elected  by  joint  yote  of  both  booses  of  the  General  Assembly,  at 
each  regolar  session  thereof 

ABTICLE  TY.—Legiilaiive  Department. 

Sec.  1.  The  legisIatiTe  power  of  this  State  shall  be  yested  in  two 
distinct  branches — ^tbe  one  to  be  styled  the  Senate,  the  other  the 
Hoose  of  Bepresentatiyes,  and  both  together  ^the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Bute  of  Florida ;"  and  the  style  of  the  laws  shall  be,  "^  Be  it 
enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoose  of  Bepresentatiyes  of  the  State  of 
Florida  in  Qenoral  Assembly  cooyened." 


2.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representtitires  sbAll  be  d 
hy  llie  jualifietl  voters,  and  eh&li  serve  for  the  term  of  one  jeac 
the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  ^icDsral  election,  and  do  la 
and  the  sessions  of  the  Geoerikl  Asseiably  shall  be  aoatud,  sod  tat- 
mence  on  the  fourth  Monday  io  NoTemW,  in  each  yoar,  ut  at  toA 
other  times  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

3.  The  rcpreseotatives  shikll  be  chosen  every  year,  on  the  fint 
Monday  in  the  month  of  October,  until  othenrise  directed  by  U« 

4.  No  person  shall  bo  a  representative  unless  he  be  a  wbil«  maa. 
a  citiicn  of  the  United  Stat«a,  and  shall  have  beea  an  inhabitant «! 
the  State  two  years  next  preoeding  his  election,  and  the  Un  yor 
thereof  a  resident  of  the  county  for  which  be  shall  be  chossn,  lad 
shall  hove  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 

5.  The  seoatora  shall  be  cLoseu  by  the  qoallGed  electors  for  tbc 
term  of  two  years,  at  the  xame  time,  in  the  ssma  maimer,  and  in  ikt 
same  places,  where  tbey  vote  for  members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives ;  and  no  man  shall  be  a  senator  unless  he  be  a  white  man. 
a  oitixen  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  been  an  inbabitant  of 
this  State  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  j«a 
thereof  a  resideut  of  the  district  or  county  for  which  he  ahaU  bt 
chosen,  and  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-fire  years. 

(i.  The  senators,  after  their  first  election,  shall  be  divided  bj  lot 
into  two  classes ;  and  the  scats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  ckas  shall 
be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  of  the  seoond  ^itm 
at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  so  that  one-half  thereof,  as  Bor 
as  possible,  may  be  chosen  forever  thereafter,  annually,  for  the  term 
of  two  Tears. 

7.  Tne  House  6t  Beprescatatives,  when  assembled,  shall  ohoona 
Speaker  and  its  other  officers  ;  and  the  Senate  a  President  and  iu

1 1  Kach  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  eaOM 
the  same  to  be  published  immediately  after  its  adjournment;  and 
the  yeaa  and  nays  of  the  motubers  of  oaoh  house  shall  be  taken  and 
entered  upon  uiu  journals,  upon  the  final  passage  of  every  bill,  and 
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may  bj  any  two  membors,  be  required  upon  any  other  question ;  and

vened ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not 
be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

13.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  provision  by  law  for  filling 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  either  house,  oy  the  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  of  any  of  its  members. 

14.  The  doors  of  each  house  shall 'be  open,  except  on  such  occa- 
sions as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  house,  the  public  siiety  may  imperi- 
ously rMuire  secrecy. 

15.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn 
for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 
they  mxj  be  sitting. 

16.  iTills  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  all  biUs  passed  by  one  house  may  be  discussed,  amended,  or  re- 
jected by  the  other ;  out  no  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  law  until,  on 
three  several  days,  it  be  read  in  each  house,  and  free  discussion  be

18.  The  number  of  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
shall  never  exceed  sixiy.

■oeh  cases  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  on 
the  journals  of  each  house  respectively. 

13.  The  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  derks  of  the  courts 
of  chancery,  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly :  and  the 
elerks  of  the  circuit  courts  shall  be  eleeted  by  the  qualif(ea  electors, 
in  such  mode  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

14.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  chancellors,  and  judges 
of  the  circuit  courts,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State,  and  justices  of  the  peace  in  their 
respective  counties. 

15.  The  style  of  all  processes  shall  be,  « the  State  of  Florida : '' 
and  all  criminal  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name  of  tno 
State  of  Florida,  and  all  indictments  shall  oonclude,  ^  against  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  same.** 

16.  There  shall  be  an  Attomey-Ctoneral  for  the  State,  who  shall 
reside  at  the  seat  of  government  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  all 
sessions  of  the  Genenl  Assembly,  and,  upon  the  passage  of  any  act, 
to  draught  and  submit  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  same  session, 
all  neoessary  forms  of  jproeeodings  under  such  laws,  which,  when 
approved,  shall  be  published  therewith ;  and  he  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  oe  elected  by 
joint  vote  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  four  years ;  but  may  be  removed  by  the  Governor, 
on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the  two  liouses  of  the  General  As- 
sembly ;  and  shall  reoeive  for  his  serrices  a  compensation  to  be  fixed 
bjlaw.

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4.  The  (General  Assemblj  shall  haye  power  to  exolade  from  everj 
office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  within  the  State,  and  from  the  right 
of  sofrage,  all  persons  conyicted  of  bribery,  perjury,  or  other  infa- 
mous crime. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  capable  of  holding,  or  of  being  elected  to 
any  post  of  honor,  profit,  trust,  or  emolument,  civil  or  military,  leg- 
islative, executive  or  judicial,  under  the  government  of  this  State, 
who  shall  hereafter  fight  a  duel,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  to 
fight  a  duel,  the  nrobable  issue  of  which  may  be  the  death  of  the 
challenger  or  challenged,  or  who  shall  be  a  second  to  either  party,  or 
who  sh^  in  any  manner  aid  or  assist  in  such  duel,  or  shall  be  know- 
ingly the  bearer  of  such  challenge  or  acceptance,  whether  the  same 
occur  or  be  committed  in  or  out  of  the  State. 

6.  No  person  who  may  hereafter  be  a  collector  or  holder  of  pub- 
lic moneys,  shall  have  a  seat  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, or  be  eligible  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  State, 
until  he  shall  have  accounted  for,  and  paid  into  the  treasury,  all 
sums  for  which  he  may  be  accountable. 

7.  No  Governor,  member  of  Congress,  or  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State,  shall  receive  a  fee,  be  engaged  as  counsel,  agent,  or 
attorney,  in  any  civil  case  or  claim  against  this  State,  or  to  which 
this  State  shall  be  a  party,  during  the  time  he  shall  remain  in  office. 

8.  No  Governor,  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  chancellor,  or 
judge  in  this  State,  shall  be  eligible  to  election  or  appointment  to 
any  other  and  different  station,  or  office,  or  post  of  honor  or  emolu- 
ment, under  this  State,  or  to  the  station  of  senator  or  representa- 
tive in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  from  this  State,  until  one 
year  after  he  shall  have  ceased  to  be  such  governor,  justice,  chan- 
cellor, or  judge. 

9.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  anv  civil  office  of  profit 
under  this  State,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments 
of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  such  term,  except  such 
offices  as  may  be  filled  by  elections  bv  the  people. 

10.  No  minister  of  the  gospel  shall  be  elinUo  to  the  office  of  gov- 
ernor, senator,  or  member  of  the  House  dT  Representatives  of  this 
SUte. 

1 1.  Members  of  the  Genera]  Assembly,  and  all  officers,  civil  and 
military,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respective 

offices,  rimU  take  ue  foUowing  oath  or  affirmation :   ^  I. ,  do 

swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am  duv  qualified,  aooording  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  State,  to  exercise  the  office  to  whieh  I  have  been  elected 
for  appointed),  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  discharge  the 
duties  thereof,  and  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  and  of  the  United  States." 

12.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  serving  as  governor, 
•enator,  representative,  or  from  holding  any  other  office  of  honor  or 
profit  in  this  State,  for  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
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wko  ahidl  hvr^  been  oooTiotod  of  haying  giyen  or  o£Eered  an j  bribe 
to  proenre  hia  eleeiion. 

13.  Laws  shall  be  made  bj  the  Qeneral  AasemUj,  to  ezelndfi 
from  office  and  from  suffiraffe  those  who  shall  haTe  been,  or  nan 
thereafter  be,  conTicted  of  bribery,  peijnry,  forgery,  or  other  hi^ 
crime  or  misdemeanor ;  and  the,  priyil^^  of  soffiiige  shall  be  siqh 
ported  by  laws  regulating  elections,  and  prohibiting,  under  adequate 
penalties,  all  undue  influence  thereon  £ram  power,  bribery,  tumult^ 
or  other  improper  practices. 

14.  All  ciTii  officers  of  the  State  at  large  shall  reside  within  the 
State,  and  all  district  or  county  officers  widiin  their  respectiTC  dis- 
tricts or  counties,  and  shall  keep  their  re8pecti?e  offices  at  sudi 
places  therein  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  regulate  by 
law  in  what  cases  and  what  deduction  from  the  salaries  of  puUib 
officers  shall  be  made  for  neglect  of  duty  in  their  official  capacity. 

16.  Returns  of  elections  for  members  of  Gouffress  and  tne  Gene- 
ral Assembly  shall  \)e  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  manner  to 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

17.  In  all  elections  by  the  General  Assembly,  the  yote  shall  be 
tfiva  voce ;  and  in  all  elections  by  the  people,  the  yote  shall  be  by 
ballot 

18.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  or  exercising  any 
office  of  profit  under  the  Unitea  States,  or  under  any  foreign  power, 
shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State, 
or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  profit  under  the  State ;  and  no  per- 
son in  this  State  shall  ever  hold  two  offices  of  profit  at  the  same 
time,  except  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace,  notary  public,  consta- 
ble, and  militia  offices. 

19.  The  General  Assembly  shall  by  law  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment or  election  and  the  removal  from  office,  of  all  officers,  civil  and 
military,  in  this  State,  not  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

20.  The  power  of  impeachment  shall  be  vested  in  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

21.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate;  and  when 
sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion ;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

22.  The  Governor,  and  all  civil  officers,  shall  be  liable  to  impeach- 
ment for  any  misdemeanor  in  office:  but  judgment  in  such  cases 
shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualifi- 
cation to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  this  State  : 
but  the  parties  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  and 
punishment,  according  to  law. 

ARTICLE  YlL-^MUUia. 
All  militia  officers  shall  be  elected  by  those  persons  who  are  sub- 
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ject  to  military  duty,  within  their  respective  companies,  regiments, 
or  battalions. 

ARTICLE  Ylll.— Taxation  and  Revenue. 

No  greater  amount  of  tax  or  revenue  shall  be  levied,  than  may  bo 
required  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  government.  A  regular 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  the  public  moneys 
shall  1)6  published  annually,  with  the  laws  of  the  General  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  article  provides  for  the  taking  of  the  census  every  ten  years, 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State ;  and  that  to  the  whole  number  of  free 
white  inhabitants  shall  be  added  three-fifths  of  the  number  of  slaves ; 
and  that  the  representatives  shall  be  equally  apportioned  in  the  dif- 
ferent counties,  according  to  such  enumeration :  each  county  shall 
have  at  least  one  representative,  and  increase  in  a  uniform  ratio  of 
population.  The  State  is  divided  into  sixteen  senatorial  districts : 
each  district  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  senator;  the  number  of 
senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one-fourth,  nor  more  than  one-half,  of 
the  whole  number  of  representatives,  and  chosen  in  the  same  manner. 

ARTICLE  X.'Sducaiion. 

The  proceeds  of  all  lands  granted  by  the  United  States,  for  the 
use  of  schools,  shall  remain  a  perpetual  fund — ^the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  said  schools,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XL 

This  article  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  provide 
for  the  safety,  security,  and  appropriation  of  the  proceeds  of  the  pub- 
lic lands.  And  it  iQso  provides  for  the  encouragement  of  such 
internal  improvements  as  are  essential  to  the  development  of  the 
resources  of  the  country. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

This  article  refers  only  to  the  extent  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Florida, 
embracing  the  territory  ceded  to  the  United  States  in  1819. 

ARTICLE  XUL— Banks  and  oiher  Corporations, 

No  act  of  inoorporation  shall  be  passed,  or  altered,  except  by  the 
assent  of  two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  Legislature.  No  oank 
charter  shall  be  granted  for  more  than  twenty  years,  nor  shall  it  be 
extended,  or  renewed.  The  capital  of  a  bank  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars ;  nor  shall  a  dividend  be  made  exceeding 
ten  ner  cent,  a  year.  Stockholders  shall  be  individually  liable  for 
the  aebts  of  the  bank ;  and  no  note  shall  be  issued  for  less  than  five 
dollars.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  pledged  in  aid  of  any 
oorporation  whatsoever.

8ec.  I.  Thkt  all  ftvemen,  when  the;  fotm  &  loeial  oompaot,  an 
equal  in  righta ;  and  that  no  nun  w  Bet  of  men  an  entitled  (o  excln- 
■ire,  aepuate  pablio  emtJninenti  m  privil^ea,  bnt  in  oonrideratiou 
of  pnblic  Krvicea. 

2.  All  political  power  ■•  inherent  in  the  peinik,  and  all  free  eot- 
tfnnranti  are  fbnnded  on  their  mthority,  and  inatitat«d  for  their 
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of  life  or  limb ;  nor  shall  any  person's  property  be  taken  or  applied 
to  pablio  use,  unless  just  compensation  be  made  therefor. 

14.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an  injury  done 
liim,  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy  by 
due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered  without  sale, 
denial,  or  delay. 

15.  No  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised,  except  by 
the  General  Assembly,  or  its  authority. 

16.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  reonired,  nor  excessive  fines  im- 
posed, nor  cruel  punishments  infliotea. 

1 7.  All  persons  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailablei,  by  sufficient 
securities,  except  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident,  or 
the  presumption  sreat :  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  ^^  habeas 
corpus"  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion,  or 
invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require  it 

18.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  presumption 
of  fraud,  shall  not  be  detained  in  prison,  after  delivering  up  his  es- 
tate for  the  bepefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre- 
seribed  by  law. 

19.  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  con- 
tracts, shall  be  made. 

20.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by  the  General 
Assembly.  No  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  nor  for- 
feiture of  estate. 

2 1 .  The  estates  of  suiddes  shall  desoend  or  vest  as  in  cases  of  nat- 
ural death ;  if  any  person  shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  be 
no  forfeiture  by  reason  thereof 

22.  The  citixens  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to  assemble 
together  for  their  oommon  good,  and  to  apply  to  t)iose  invested  with 
the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  grievances,  or  other  proper 
purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

23.  Every  citixen  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  defense  of  himself 
and  the  State. 

24.  No  standing  army  shall  be  kept  up  without  the  eonsent  of 
the  Qeneral  Anembly ;  and,  in  tiiatoase,  no  appropriation  of  money 
for  its  support  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year ;  and  the 
military  shall,  in  all  eases,  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subordina- 
tion to  the  civil  power. 

25.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a 
manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

26.  No  title  of  nobility,  or  hereditary  distinction,  privilege,  honor, 
or  emolument,  shall  ever  be  granted  or  conferred  in  this  State ;  nor 
shall  any  office  be  created,  the  appointment  of  which  shall  be  for  a 
longer  term  than  during  sood  behavior. 

27.  Emigration  from  this  State  shall  not  be  prohibited,  nor  shall 
any  citixen  be  exiled. 

28.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remdn  inviolate.

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provided,  also,  that  no  elector  shall  be  entitled  to  Yoto  except  in 
the  county,  city,  or  town,  (entitled  to  separate  representation,)  in 
which  he  may  reside  at  the  time  of  the  election. 

6.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  in  those  of  treason,  felony, 
or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privilegea  from  arrest  during  their  at- 
tendance at  elections,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

7.  In  all  elections  by  the  people,  the  electors  shiul  vote  by  ballot, 
until  the  General  Assembly  shall  otherwise  direct. 

8.  Elections  for  representatives  for  the  several  counties  shall  be 
held  at  the  place  of  holding  their  respective  courts,  and  at  such  other 
places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law :  Provided,  that  when  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  General  Assembly  that  any  city  or  town  shall  have  a 
number  of  white  inhabitants  equal  to  the  ratio  then  fixed,  such  city 
or  town  shall  have  a  separate  representation,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  white  inhabitants  therein ;  which  shall  be  retained  so  long  as 
such  city  or  town  shall  contain  a  number  of  white  inhabitants  equal 
to  the  ratio  which  may  from  time  to  time  he  fixed  by  law ;  and  there- 
after, and  during  the  existence  of  the  right  of  separate  representa- 
tion, in  such  city  or  town,  elections  for  the  county  in  which  such  citv 
or  town  (entitled  to  such  separate  representation)  is  situated,  shall 
not  be  held  in  such  city  or  town ;  but  it  is  understood  and  hereby 
declared,  that  no  city  or  town  shall  be  entitled  to  separate  repre- 
sentation, unless  the  number  of  white  inhabitants  in  tne  county  in 
which  such  city  or  town  is  situated,  residing  out  of  the  limits  of  said 
city  or  town,  be  equal  to  the  existing  ratio ;  or  unless  the  residuum 
or  fraction  of  such  city  or  town  shall,  when  added  to  the  white  in- 
habitants of  the  county  residing  out  of  the  limits  of  said  city  or 
town,  be  equal  to  the  ratio  fixed  for  law  by  one  representative ;  and 
provided,  that,  if  the  residuum  or  fraction  of  any  city  or  town,  enti- 
tled to  separate  representation,  shall,  when  added  to  the  residuum  of 
the  county  in  which  it  may  lie,  be  equal  to  the  ratio  fixed  by  law  for 
one  representative,  then  the  aforesaid  county,  city,  or  town,  having 
the  largest  residuum,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  representation :  and 
provided,  also,  that  when  there  are  two  or  more  counties  adjoining, 
which  have  residuums  or  fractions  over  and  above  the  ratio  then 
fixed  by  law,  if  said  residuums  or  fractions,  when  added  together, 
will  amount  to  such  ratio,  in  that  ease  one  representative  shall  be 
added  to  that  countv  having  the  largest  residuum. 

9.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  and  in  the 
vcars  one  thousand  eieht  hundred  and  twenty,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-tnree,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twentv- 
six,  and  every  six  years  thereafter,  cause  an  enumeration  to  be  made

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16.  Eaoh  houso  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings, 
punish  members  for  disorderly  behayior,  and  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  expel  a  member ;  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same, 
eause ;  and  shall  haye  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of 
the  Legislature  of  a  free  and  independent  State. 

17.  £ach  house  during  the  session,  may  punish  bj  imprisonment, 
any  person  not  a  member,  for  disrespectful  or  disorderly  behayior 
in  its  presence,  or  for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings :  Proyided, 
that  such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  forty-eight 
hours. 

18.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  published  immediately  after  its  adjournment,  except- 
ing such  parts  as,  in  its  judgment,  may  require  secrecy ;  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  house,  on  any  question,  shall 
at  the  desire  of  any  two  members  present,  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nals. And  any  member  of  cither  house  shall  hayc  liberty  to  dissent 
from,  or  protest  against,  any  act  or  resolution  which  he  may  think 
injurious  to  the  public  or  an  indiyidual,  and  haye  the  reasons  of  his 
dissent  entered  on  the  journals. 

19.  Senators  and  representatiyos  shall,  in  all  oases,  except  treason, 
felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  priyileged  from  arrest  during  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  same  :  allowing  one  day  for  eycry  twenty  miles  such  mem- 
bers may  reside  from  the  place  at  which  the  General  Assembly  is 
oonyened ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  liable  to  answer  for  anything 
spoken  in  debate  in  either  house,  in  any  court  or  place  elsewhere. 

20.  When  yacancics  happen  in  either  house,  tlio  Goyernor,  or  the 
person  exercising  the  powers  of  the  Goyernor,  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  yacancies. 

21.  The  doors  of  each  house  shall  be  open,  except  on  such  occa- 
sions as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  house,  may  require  secrecy. 

22.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn 
for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 
they  may  be  sitting. 

23.  Bills  may  oriffinate  in  either  house,  and  be  amended,  altered, 
or  rejected  by  the  otner :  but  no  bill  shall  haye  the  force  of  a  law 
until  on  three  seyeral  days  it  be  read  in  eaoh  house,  and  free  discus- 
sion be  allowed  thereon,  unless  in  cases  of  urgency,  four-fifths 
of  the  house  in  which  the  bill  shall  be  depending  may  deem  it  ex- 
pedient to  dispense  with  this  rule :  and  eyery  bill,  haying  passed 
Doth  houses,  snail  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  President  of  their 
respeetiye  houses :  proyided  that  all  bills  for  raising  royenue  shall 
originato  in  the  House  of  Representatiyos,  but  die  Senate  may 
amend  or  reject  them  as  other  bills. 

24.  Each  member  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  reoeiye  from  the 
pnblio  treasury  such  compensation  for  his  seryioee  as  may  be  fixed 
by  law;  bat  no  inorease  of  compensation  shall  take  effect  during  the 
Msaion  at  whkk  lueh  increase  aJudl  haye  been  made.

4.  The  Governor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years 
from  the  time  of  his  installation,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  du- 
ly qualified,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  four  years  in  any 
term  of  six  years :  he  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  shall  be  a 
native  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  shsdl  have  resided  in  this 
State  at  least  four  years  next  preceding  the  day  of  his  election. 

5.  He  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  a  compensatioi;^  for  his  servi- 
ces, which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

6.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this 
State,  and  of  the  militia  thereof,  except  when  they  shall  be  called 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States.  And  when  acthiff  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  the  General  Assembly  shall  nx,  his  rank. 

7.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  in  the 
executive  depaitment  on  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices. 

8.  He  may,  by  proclamation,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene 
the  General  Assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different 
place,  if  that  shall  have  become,  since  their  last  adjournment,  dan- 
gerous from  an  enemv  or  from  contagious  disorders ;  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement between  the  two  houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  ad- 
journment, he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  prop- 
er, not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

9.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  General  Assembly  in- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  government,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

10.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

11.  In  all  criminal  and  penal  cases,  except  in  those  of  treason 
and  impeachment,  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  par- 
dons, and  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  In  cases  of  treason  he  shall 
have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to 
grabt  reprieves  and  paordons ;  and  he  may,  in  the  recess  of  the  Sen- 
ate, respite  the  sentence  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assemblv. 

12.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially,  and  the  present  seal  of  the 
territory  shall  be  the  seal  of  the  State,  until  otherwise  directed  by 
the  Genera]  Assembly. 

13.  All  oommissions  shall  be  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority 
of  tlic  State  of  Alabama,  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal,  signed  by 
the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

Should  a  va- 
cancy occur  subsequent  to  an  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, as  in  other  cases,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue 
in  offiice  until  the  next  general  election,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  qualified  electors,  and  the  sheriff  then  elected  shall 
continue  in  office  for  three  years. 

MUiiia. 

Sec.  I.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  or- 
gan iiing  and  disciplining  the  militia  of  this  State,  in  such  manlier 
as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  not  incompatible  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  in  relation  thereto. 

2.  Any  person  who  conscientiously  scruples  to  bear  arms  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  do  so,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  personal 
service. 

3.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  call  forth  the  militia  to  exe- 
cute the  laws  of  the  State,  to  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel 
invasions. 

4.  All  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law :  Provided,  that  the  Gkneral 
Assembly  shall  not  make  any  such  elections  or  appointments,  other 
than  those  of  adjutants-general,  and  quarter-masters-generaL 

5.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  his  aids-d^-eamp ;  majors-general, 
their  aids-de-camp,  and  all  other  division  staff-officers ;  brigadiers- 
general  Ahall  appoint  their  aids,  and  all  other  brigade  staff-officers ; 
and  colonels  shall  appoint  their  regimental  staff-officers. 

6.  The  General  Assemblv  shall  fix  by  law  the  method  of  dividing 
the  militia  into  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  battidions,  and  com- 
panies :  and  shall  fix  the  rank  of  all  staff-officers. 

ARTICLE  Y.— Judicial  DepartmaU. 
Bbc.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  one 
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10.  A  competent  namber  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  appoint- 
ed in  and  for  each  conntj,  in  such  mode,  and  for  such  term 
of  office,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct  Their  jurisdiction 
in  civil  cases  shall  be  limited  to  causes  in  which  the  amount 
in  controversy  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars.  And  in  all  cases,  tried 
by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  right  of  appeal  shall  be  secured,  under 
Buch  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

11.  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  circuit  courts,  and  courts  of 
ehancery,  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compen- 
sation, which  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  shall  not  be  diminished 
during  their  continuance  in  office :  but  they  shall  receive  no  fees  or 
perquisites  of  office,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
this  State,  the  United  States,  or  any  other  power. 

12.  Chancellors,  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  judges  of  the  cir- 
cuit courts,  and  judges  of  the  inferior  courts,  shall  be  elected  by 
joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 

13.  The  judges  of  the  several  courts  in  this  State  shall  hold  their 
offioes  during  good  behavior ;  and  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  other 
reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  be  sufficient  ground  for  impeach- 
ment, the  Governor  shall  remove  any  of  them,  on  the  address  of 
two-thirds  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly ;  provided  how- 
ever, that  the  cause  or  causes  for  which  such  removal  shall  be  re- 
quired, shall  be  stated  at  length  in  such  address,  and  entered  on 
tne  journals  of  each  house ;  and  provided  further,  that  the  cause  or 
causes  shall  be  notified  to  the  judge  so  intended  to  be  removed,  and 
he  shall  be  admitted  to  a  hearing  in  his  own  defense,  before  any 
vote  for  such  address  shall  pass ;  and  in  all  such  cases  the  vote  shall 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  on  the  journals  of  each 
house  respectively ;  and  provided  also,  that  the  judges  of  the  seve- 
ral circuit  courts  who  shall  be  appointed  before  the  commencement 
of  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  which  shall  be  begun 
and  held  after  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five,  shall  only  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behavior,  until  the  end  of  the  said  session,  at  which 
time  their  commissions  shall  expire. 

1 4.  No  person  who  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  seventy  years 
shall  be  appointed  to.  or  continue  in  the  office  of  judge  in  this  State. 

15.  Clerks  of  the  circuit  and  inferior  courts  in  this  State  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  in  each  county,  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  may  De  removed  from  office  for  such  cause,  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  should  a  vacancy  occur, 
fiubseqaent  to  an  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  or  judges 
of  the  courts  in  which  such  vitoancy  exists ;  and  the  person  so  ap- 

^'  ted  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  election ;  provi- 
however,  that  after  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe  a  different  mode 
ef  appointment,  but  shall  not  make  such  appointment 

16.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  ahaU,  by  virtue  of  their

4.  Krerj  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  or 
place  of  honor  or  profit,  under  the  aathoritj  of  the  State/who  shall 
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be  ooDYicted  of  having  given  or  offered  any  bribe  to  procure  his 
election  or  appointment. 

5.  Laws  snail  be  made  to  exclude  from  office,  from  suffrage,  and 
from  serving  as  jurors,  those  who  shall  hereafter  be  convicted  cf 
bribery,  perjury,  forgery,  or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors. 
The  privilege  of  free  suffrage  shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating 
elections,  and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influ- 
ence thereon,  from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  conduct. 

6.  In  all  elections  by  the  General  Assembly,  the  members  thereof 
shall  vote  viva  voce,  and  the  voteiEf  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

7.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  an  appropriation  made  by  law ;  and  a  regular  statement 
and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  moneys 
shall  be  published  annually. 

8.  All  lands  liable  to  taxation  in  this  State,  shall  be  taxed  in 
proportion  to  their  value. 

9.  The  Greneral  Assembly  shall  direct,  by  law,  in  what  manner, 
and  in  what  courts,  suits  may  be  brought  against  the  State. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  regulate  by 
law,  the  cases  in  which  deductions  shall  be  made  from  the  salaries 
of  public  officers,  for  neglect  of  duty  in  their  official  capacities,  and 
the  amount  of  such  deduction. 

1 1.  Absence  on  business  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  or 
on  a  visit,  or  necessary  private  business,  shall  not  cause  a  forfeiture 
of  a  residence  once  obtained. 

12.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  any  person  holding  any  office 
of  profit  or  trust  under  the  United  States,  (the  office  of  postmaster 
excepted,)  or  either  of  them,  or  any  foreign  power,  shall  hold  or  ex- 
ercise any  office  of  profit  under  this  State. 

13.  Divorces  from  the  bonds  of  matrimony  shall  not  be  granted 
but  in  cases  provided  for  by  law,  by  suit  in  chancery :  and  no  decree 
for  such  divorce  shall  have  effect  until  the  same  shall  be  sanctioned 
by  two- thirds  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 

14.  In  prosecutions  for  the  publishing  of  papers  investigating  the 
official  conduct  of  officers  or  men  in  public  capacity,  or  when  the 
matter  published  is  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth  thereof 
may  be  given  in  evidence  :  and  in  all  indictments  for  libels,  the  jury 
shall  have  a  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  courts. 

1 5.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  officers  who  are  to  be  commissioned 
by  the  Gt>vemor.  and  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

lt>.  No  new  conntv  shall  be  established  by  the  General  Assembly, 
which  shall  redooe  the  conntv  or  counties,  or  either  of  them,  from 
which  it  shall  be  taken,  to  a  less  content  than  nine  hundred  square 
miles  ;  nor  shall  any  county  be  laid  off  of  less  contents.  Every  new 
county,  as  to  the  right  of  suffrage  and  representation,  shall  be  con* 
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hj  the  United  States  to  this  State,  for  the  snpport  of  a  seminary  of 
^ming,  and  the  moneys,  which  may  be  raisea  from  such  lands,  by 
rent,  lease,  or  sale,  or  from  any  other  quarter,  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, shall  be  and  remain  a  fund  for  the  exclusive  support  of  a  State 
University,  for  the  promotion  of  the  arts,  literature,  and  the  scien- 
ees;  and  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  early  as 
may  be,  to  provide  effectual  means  for  the  improrement  and  perma 
nent  security  of  the  funds  and  endowments  a£  such  institution. 

Estahliskmeni  cf  Banks. 

One  State  bank  may  be  established,  with  such  number  of 
branches  as  the  General  Assembly  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  ex- 
pedient :  Provided,  that  no  branch  hink  shall  be  established,  nor 
Dank  charter  renewed,  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly ; 
and  provided,  also,  that  not  more  than  one  bank  nor  branch  bank 
shall  be  established,  nor  bank  charter  renewed,  at  any  one  session 
of  the  General  Assembly ;  nor  shall  any  bank  or  branch  bank  be 
established,  or  bank  charter  renewed,  but  in  conformity  with  the 
following  rules : 

Ist.  At  least  two-fifths  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  reserved  for 
the  State. 

2d.  A  proportion  of  power  in  the  direction  of  the  bank  shall  be 
reserved  to  the  State,  equal  at  least  to  its  pronortion  of  stock  therein. 

3d.  The  State,  and  the  individual  stockholders,  shall  be  liable  re- 
spectively, for  the  debts  of  the  bank,  in  proportion  to  their  stock 
holden  therein. 

4th.  The  remedy  for  collecting  debts  shall  be  reciprocal,  for  and 
against  the  bank. 

5th.  No  bank  shall  commence  operations  until  half  of  the  capital 
stock  subscribed  for  be  actually  paid  in  gold  or  silver,  which 
amount  shall,  in  no  cifee  be  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

6th.  In  case  any  bank  or  branch  bank  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay, 
on  demand,  any  biU,  note,  or  obligation,  issued  by  the  corporation, 
according  to  the  promise  therein  expressed,  the  holder  of  any  such 
note,  bil^  or  obligation,  shaQ  be  entitled  to  reoeive  and  recover  in- 
terest thereon,  until  the  same  shall  be  paid,  or  specie  payments  are 
resumed,  by  said  bank,  at  the  rate  of  twehre  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  such  demand,  unless  the  General  Assembly  shall 
sanction  such  suspension  of  specie  payments ;  and  the  General  As- 
sembly shall  have  power,  after  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to  adopt  such 
measures  as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  protect  and  secure  the  rights 
of  all  concerned :  and  to  declare  the  charter  of  suoh  bank  forfeited. 

7th.  After  the  establishment  of  a  general  State  bank,  the  banks  of 
this  State  now  existing;  may  be  admitted  as  branches  thereof^  upon 
■och  terms  as  the  Legislature  and  the  said  bulks  may  agree,  subject 
nevertheless  to  the  preceding  roles. 
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2.  That  all  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free 
gorenxments  are  fonnded  on  their  anyranty  and  estaUished  for  their 
benefit ;  and,  therefore,  thej  fasvB  ai  all  times  an  inalimaMe  and 
indefeagible  right  to  idter  or  abolirii  thdr  form  of  goremment,  in 
foch  manner  as  they  may  ^nk  oqpedbnl 

3.  The  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religions  pn^fesnon  and  wor- 
riiip,  without  discriminatioii,  AaR  fbrefer  ba  free  to  all  persons  in 
this  State :  Provided,  that  the  r^ht  hereby  dedared  and  established 
shall  not  be  so  constroed  as  to  ezeaae  aets  of  lieentioiiBnesSiy  or  jus- 
tify practices  inconsistent  witii  the  peace  ind  safety  of  tite  State. 

4.  No  preference  shall  erer  be  ffiwrnt  by  Isnr  to  any  rdigioas 
sect,  or  mode  of  wondiip. 

5.  That  no  person  shall  be  mdested  fe  Ui  opiniooa  on  any  sub- 
ject iHiateTer,  nor  suffer  any  civil  mr  po^ksal  incapacity,  or  ac- 
c[nire  say  civil  or  pdi^cal  advantage,  in  conaeqiieBoa  of  soi^  opin- 
ions, except  in  cases  provided  fer  in  ^is  CoBStrtntioB. 

6.  Every  citizen  may  free^  i^eak,  write  sad  pnUirii  hk  senti- 
ments on  all  snbjecta;  being  responoble  fer  the  abuse  of  that 
liberty. 

7.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  eurtail  or  restrain  the  liberty 
a(  speech,  or  of  the  press. 

8.  In  sll  prosecutions  or  incBslments  fer  libd,  the  truth  may  be 
given  in  evidence ;  and  if  it  shaBippear  to  the  jury  that  the  matter 
rhargcd  as  libelloiis  is  true,  and  was  published  with  good  motivra 
and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted  ;  and  the  jury 
shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts. 

9.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  possessions  from  unreasonable  seizures  and  searcl^es  ;  and  that  no 
warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  things  shall 
isHuc  without  describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  person  or 
thing  to  be  seized,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

10  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right  to 
bo  heard,  by  himself  or  counsel,  or  both ;  to  demand  the  nature  and 
cause  of  the  accusation  ;  to  be  confronted  by  the  witnesses  against 
him  ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 
favor ;  and  in  all  pro5?ecutions  by  indictment  or  information  a 
speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  county  where 
the  offence  was  committed  :  that  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  give 
evidence  against  himself,  nor  can  he  be  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty 
or  property,  but  by  due  course  of  law. 

1  I .  No  person  shall  be  accused,  arrested  or  detained,  except  in 
cases  ascertained  by  law,  and  according  to  the  form  which  the  same 
has  prescribed  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  punished  but  in  virtue  of  a 
law  r^Htaldished  and  promulgated  prior  to  the  offence,  and  legally 
applied. 

I'i  That  no  person  shall,  for  any  indictable  offence,  be  pro- 
ooodcd  agairst  criminally  by  information  :  except  in  cases  arising  in 
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Ix  1716  the  French  formed  a  settlement  at  Natchez,  and  claimed  the  terrl- 
lanr  m  beloogiiLEr  to  Loniiiuia.  Thi<i  colony  irns  mniwacred  bj  the  Indians 
in  1739.  In  170  it  wait  ceded  to  ihe  Briiish.  and  north  of  the  Slsi  decree  of 
north  UlitaJe,  was  in  the  chutered  iimiu  of  Geoncifi ;  wutli  of  that  belong 
to  West  Florida.  Thia  pan  was  ceded  to  the  United  Suies  by  Spain,  in 
1796.  In  1800  tbia  State,  with  Alabama,  was  coDMituted  a  WrrituiT.  In  1  KIT 
MinindRri  wa*  •enaiated  fmn  Alabama,  and  became  an  indewndent  State. 
It  adopted  In  flm  CotutUodoD  in  1817,  which  wa*  reriMd  in  1833. 


CONSTITUTION. 

ABTICLE  l.—jDtdaratw*  if  Sig}iU. 

That  tbo  gtnenl,  tnmi  and  easenlial  priDciple*  of  liberty  and 

free  gOTenment  mayle  recognised  «nd  eatablialwd,  we  declare: — 

Src.  1.  That  all  freemen,  when  thej  form  a  social  eompaot,  are 

equal  in  righti ;  and  that  no  man.  or  set  of  men,  are  entitled  to  eiola- 

'  am,  uparate  pnblie  emolamenta  or  piinteges  firom  the  commnnit^ , 

bat  in  c(»iiid«r»tioD  of  publio  serrioet. 
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the  Und  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  ser^'icc,  or 
bj  leave  of  the  court,  for  misdemeanor  in  office. 

13.  No  person  shall,  for  the  same  offence,  be  twice  pat  in  jeopardy 
of  life  or  limb :  nor  shall  any  person's  property  bo  taken  or  applied 
to  paUic  use  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  and  without  just 
compensation  being  first  made  therefor. 

14.  That  all  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person  for  an  injury 
done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  reme- 
dy by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered  with- 
out sale,  denial  or  delay. 

15.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised,  except 
bj  the  Legislature,  or  its  autnority. 

16.  That  excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  inflicted. 

17.  That  all  prisoners  shall  before  conviction  be  bailable  by  suf- 
ficient securities,  except  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evi- 
dent, or  the  presumption  great ;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless,  when  in  case  of  rebel- 
lion or  invasion,  the  public  safetv  may  require  it 

18.  That  the  person  of  a  debtor,  when  there  is  not  strong  pre- 
(nimption  of  fraud,  shall  not  be  detained  in  prison,  after  delivering 
np  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

19.  No  conviction  for  any  offence  shall  work  corruption  of  blood 
or  forfeiture  of  estate :  T^e  Legislature  shall  pass  no  oill  of  attain- 
der, ex  post  facto  law,  nor  law  impairinff  the  obligation  of  contracts. 

20.  No  property  qualification  for  eligibility  to  office,  or  for  the 
'right  of  suffrage,  shail  ever  be  required  by  law  in  this  State. 

21.  That  the  estates  of  suicides  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  cases 
of  natural  death :  and  if  any  person  shall  be  killed  by  casualty, 
there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  by  reason  thereof 

22.  That  the  citizens  have  a  right  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to  as- 
semble together  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  vested 
with  the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  grievances,  or  other 
proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address  or  remonstrance. 

23.  Every  citisen  nas  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  defense  of  himself 
and  of  the  State. 

24.  No  standing  army  shall  be  kept  up  without  the  consent  of  the 
Legislature ;  and  the  military  shall  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  be 
in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

25.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peaoe,  bo  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  or  in  time  of  war,  but  in 
manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

20.  That  no  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges  or  honors  shall 
ever  be  granted  or  conferred  in  this  State. 

27.  Emigration  from  this  State  shall  not  be  prohibited,  nor  shall 
any  free  white  citisen  of  this  State  ever  be  ezued  under  any  pre- 
tenoe  whatever. 
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28.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inTiolate. 

29.  No  person  shall  be  debarred  from  prosecuting  or  defending 
any  civil  cause  for  or  against  him  or  herself  before  any  tribanal  in 
this  State,  by  him  or  herself,  or  counsel  or  both. 

30.  No  person  shall  ever  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any  office  in 
this  State  for  life  or  during  good  behavior ;  but  the  tenure  of  all 
offices  shall  be  for  some  limited  period  of  time,  if  the  person  ap- 
pointed or  elected  thereto  shall  so  long  behave  welL 

Conclusion. 

To  guard  against  transgressions  of  the  high  povrers  herein  dele- 
gated, we  declare,  that  everything  in  this  article  is  excepted  out  of 
the  general  powers  of  government,  and  shall  forever  remain  invio- 
late ;  and  that  all  laws  contrary  thereto  or  to  the  following  provis- 
ions, shall  bo  void. 

ARTICLE  11.— Distribution  of  Potters. 

Sec.  1 .  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Mississip- 
pi, shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  c^eh  of 
them  confided  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy ;  to  wit :  those 
which  arc  legislatiye  to  one,  those  which  are  judicial  to  another,  and 
those  which  are  executive  to  another. 

2.  No  person,  or  collection  of  persons,  being  of  one  of  these  de- 
partments, sliall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of 
the  others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or 
permitted. 

ARTICLE  111.— LpgisMive  Department. 

Sec.  1 .  Every  free  white  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  or  upwards,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall  have  resided  in  this  State  one  year  next  preceding  an  election, 
and  the  last  four  months  within  the  county,  city  or  town  in  which 
he  offers  to  vote,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector.  And  any  such 
qualified  elector  who  may  happen  to  be  in  any  county,  city  or  town 
other  than  that  of  his  residence  at  the  time  of  an  ejection,  or  who 
shall  have  removed  to  any  county,  city  or  town  within  four  monthii 
preceding  the  election,  from  any  county,  city  or  town,  in  which  he 
would  have  been  a  qualified  elector  had  he  not  so  removed,  may 
vote  for  any  State  or  district  officer  or  member  of  Congress,  for 
whom  he  could  have  voted  in  the  county  of  his  residence,  or  the 
county,  city  or  town,  from  which  he  may  have  so  removed. 

2.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  in  those  of  treason,  felony 
or  breach  of  the  peace,  l)c  privileged  from  arrest,  during  their  at- 
tendance on  elections,  and  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same 

3.  The  first  election  shall  be  by  Iwllot,  and  all  future  elections, 
by  the  people,  shall  be  regulated  by  law. 

^  4.  The  legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  two  dis- 
tinct branches ;  the  one  to  be  styled  "  the  Senate,"  the  other  ^  the 
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House  of  llcprescntatiycs ;"  and  both  together,  "  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Slississippi."  And  the  style  of  their  laws  shall  be,  '^  Be 
it  enackd  by  the  Legislatwre  rf  the  State  of  Mississippi" 

5.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  qualified  electors,  and  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
from  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  general  election,  and  no 
longer. 

6.  The  representatiyes  shall  be  chosen  every  two  years,  on  the 
first  Monday  and  day  following  in  November. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State 
two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  a 
resident  of  the  county,  city  or  town  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen ; 
and  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

8.  Elections  for  representatives  for  the  several  counties,  shall  be 
held  at  the  places  of  holding  their  respective  courts,  or  in  the  seve- 
ral election  districts  into  which  the  county  may  l>e  divided ;  Provi- 
€lei^  That  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  Legislature  that  any  city  or 
town  hath  a  number  of  free  white  inhabitants  equal  to  the  ratio 
then  fixed,  such  city  or  town  shall  have  a  separate  representation, 
according  to  the  number  of  free  white  inhabitants  therein,  which 
shall  bo  retained  so  long  as  such  city  or  town  shall  contain  a  num- 
ber of  free  white  inhabitants  equal  to  the  existing  ratio,  and  there- 
after and  during  the  existence  of  the  right  of  separate  representation 
in  such  city  or  town,  elections  for  the  county  m  which  such  city  or 
town  entitled  to  a  separate  representation  is  situated,  shall  not  be 
held  in  such  city  or  town.  Awl  provided^  That  if  the  residuum  or 
fraction  of  any  city  or  town  entitled  to  separate  representation  shall, 
when  added  to  the  residuum  in  the  county  in  which  it  may  lie,  be 
e(^ual  to  the  ratio  fixed  by  law  for  one  representative ;  then  the  afore- 
said county,  city  or  town,  having  the  largest  residuum,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  such  representation :  Arul  provided  also,  That  when  there 
are  two  or  more  counties  adjoining,  which  have  residuums  over  and 
above  the  ratio  then  fixed  by  law,  if  said  residuums,  when  added 
together,  will  amount  to  such  ratio,  in  that  case  one  representative 
shall  be  added  to  that  county  having  the  larsest  residnum. 

9.  The  Legislature  eball  at  their  first  session,  and  at  periods  of 
not  less  than  every  four,  nor  more  than  every  six  years,  until  the 
year  1845,  and  thereafter  at  periods  of  not  less  than  every  four,  nor 
more  than  every  eight  years,  cause  an  enumeration  to  be  made  of 
all  the  firce  white  inhabitants  of  this  State,  and  the  whole  number 
of  representatives  shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  making  such 
enumeration,  be  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  and  apportioned  among 
the  several  counties,  cities  or  towns,  entitled  to  separate  representa- 
tion, according  to  the  number  of  free  white  inhabitants  in  each,  and 
ahall  not  be  less  than  thirty-six  nor  more  than  one  hundred :  Pro- 
ridtd^  kowtre.r.  That  each  county  shall  always  be  entitled  to  at  least 
one  representative. 
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10.  The  whole  number  of  senators  shall,  at  the  several  periods  of 
making  the  ennmeration  before  mentioned,  be  fixed  by  the  LegisU- 
ture,  and  apportioned  among  the  several  districts  to  be  established 
by  law,  according  to  the  number  of  free  white  inhabitants  in  eieh. 
and  shall  never  be  less  than  one-fourth,  nor  more  than  one-third  of 
the  whole  number  of  representatives. 

11.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  bj  the  qualified  electors,  for 
four  years,  and  on  their  being  convened  in  consequence  of  the  first 
election,  they  shall  be  divided  by  lot  from  their  respective  districts 
into  two  classes  as  nearly  equal  as  can  be. — And  the  seats  of  the 
senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the 
second  year. 

12.  Such  mode  of  classifying  new  additional  senators  shall  be  ob- 
served as  will  as  nearly  as  possible  preserve  an  equality  of  numbers 
in  each  class. 

13.  When  a  senatorial  district  shall  be  composed  of  two  or  more 
counties,  it  shall  not  be  entirely  separated  by  any  county  belonging  to 
another  district ;  and  no  county  shall  bo  divided  in  forming  a  aia- 
trict. 

14.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  unless  ho  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  four 
years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  a  resi- 
dent of  the  district  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen,  and  have  attained 
tiie  age  of  thirty  years. 

15.  The  House  of  Representatives,  when  assembled^  shall  choose 
a  Speaker  and  its  other  officers,  and  the  Senate  shall  choose  a 
President  and  its  officers,  and  each  house  shall  judge  of  the  qaali- 
fications  and  elections  of  its  own  members :  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed 
by  law.  A  majoritv  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide. 

16.  Each  house  maj  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings, 
punish  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause : 
and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  a  free  and  independent  State. 

17.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  pub- 
lish the  same ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 
house,  on  any  question,  shall  at  the  desire  of  any  three  members 
present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

18.  When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house,  the  Governor,  or  the 
person  exercising  the  powers  of  the  Governor,  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

19.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  in  all  cases,  except  of  trea- 
son, felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  daring 
the  Besmon  of  Uie  L^^gislaiare,  and  in  going  to  and  retoming  from 
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tlie  Bkiue.  adlawin^  out  dbj  for  every  nrentr  milef  FUi'h  memW-T

the  Legislature.

•2^  N'.»  person  who  hath  horotoforo  Kvn,  or  hereafter  nw\  Iv.  n 
collector  or  holder  of  public  moneys,  shall  haye  aaeat  in  citbor  hou>e 
of  the  Legislature,  until  such  person  shall  hayi^  acci^unted  for.  niiil 
paid  into  the  treastiry,  all  sums  for  which  he  maj  be  aeoi>untablo 
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29.  The  first  election  for  senators  and  representatives  hhail  he 
general  throughout  the  State,  and  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Mondij 
and  day  following  in  November,  1833 ;  and  thereafter,  there  shiU 
be  biennial  elections  for  senators  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose 
term  of  service  may  have  expired. 

30.  The  first  and  all  future  sessions  of  the  Legislature  shall  l»e 
held  in  the  town  of  Jackson,  in  the  county  of  Hinds,  until  the  year 
1850.  During  the  first  session  thereafter,  the  Legislatare  shall  hare 
power  to  designate  by  law  the  permanent  seat  of  government :  Pto- 
vided^  however^  That  unless  such  designation  be  then  made  by  law. 
the  seat  of  government  shall  continue  permanently  at  the  town  of 
Jackson.  The  first  session  shall  commence  on  the  third  Monday  in 
November,  in  the  year  1833  ;  and  in  every  two  years  thereafter, 
at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

31.  The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  Auditor  of 
public  accounts,  and  Attorney-Cxeneral,  shall  reside  at  the  scat  of 
government. 

ARTICLE  lY.— Judicial  Department, 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this'State  shall  be  vested  in  one 
High  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals,  and  such  other  courts  of  law  and 
equity  as  are  hereafter  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

2.  The  High  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  shall  consist  of  three 
judges,  any  two  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Legislature 
shall  divide  the  State  into  three  districts,  and  the  qualified  electors 
of  each  district  shall  elect  one  of  said  judges  for  the  term  of  six 
years. 

3.  The  office  of  one  of  said  judges  shall  be  vacated  in  two  years, 
and  of  one  in  four  years,  and  of  one  in  six  years,  so  that  at  the  ex- 
piration of  every  two  years,  one  of  said  judges  shall  be  elected  afl 
aforesaid. 

4.  The  High  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  shall  have  no  jurisdic- 
tion, but  such  as  properly  belongs  to  a  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeak 

5.  All  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  said  court,  from  death,  resig- 
nation, or  removal,  shall  be  filled  by  election  as  aforesaid :  ProvideS, 
however,  that  if  the  unexpired  term  do  not  exceed  one  year,  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  executive  appointment. 

6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge  of  the  High 
Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals,  who  shall  not  have  attained,  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  the  age  of  thirty  years. 

7.  The  Higli  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  shall  be  held  twice  in 
cacli  year,  at  such  place  as  the  Legislature  shall  direct,  until  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  afterwards  at  the  seat  of 
government  of  tlie  State. 

8.  The  Secretary  of  State,  on  receiving  all  the  official  returns  of 
the  first  election,  shall  proceed,  forthwith,  in  the  presence  and  with 
the  assistance  of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  to  determine  by  lot  among 
the  three  oandidates  haTing  the  hignest  number  of  Totes^  which  of

AKTICLE  X.—Exemfive  DrpartmnU. 

Six*.  1  The  chief  executire  power  of  this  State  shall  be  rested 
in  a  GoTemor  .  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years  frt>m  the  time 
of  his  installation. 

2.  The  <ioTemor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State  The  returns  of  erery  election  for  Governor,  shall  be  sealed 
«p  and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  government,  directed  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  who  shall  delirer  them  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Repref^ntAtiTes.  at  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the  Legislature, 
daring  the  first  week  of  which  session  the  Speaker  shall  open  and 
pafalish  them  in  the  presence  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 
The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Governor  : 
bot  if  two  or  more  shall  be  equal  and  highest  in  votes,  then  one  of 
them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the  joint  ballot  of  bi>th  houM>s  of 
the  Legislature  Contested  elections  for  Governor  shall  be  deter- 
mined hy  both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  in  such  manner  as  shall  bo 
prescribed  by  law. 

3  The  Governor  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age.  shall  have 
been  a  citiien  of  the  United  States  for  twentv  vears,  shall  have  re^^i- 
ded  in  this  State  at  least  five  vears  next  preceding  the  day  of  his 
election,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  the  office  more  than 
fiwr  years  in  any  term  of  six  years. 

4.  He  shall  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a  compensa- 
tion which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term  for 
iriiich  he  shall  be  elected. 

5.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  in  this 
State,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the 
aervice  of  the  United  States. 

6.  He  may  require  information  in  writing,  from  the  nffioors  in  the 
ezeeative  department,  on  any  subject  relating  %o  the  duties  of  their 
respective  ofteea. 

7    He  may,  in  eases  of  emergency,  convene  the  1«egisUlure  at  Ui«» 
seat  of  government,  or  at  a  diffenrnt  place,  if  that  shall  havf«  Ihhmuu\ 
nnce  their  last  adjournment,  dangenms  fr^tm  an  enemy  or  tfwm  din 
ease :  and  in  case  of  disagreement  belwoen  the  two  housiMi  with  n^ 
qwet  to  the  time  of  adjournments  aAlj«»ttrn  them  to  suoh  time  as  he 
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shall  think  proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  stated  meeting 
of  the  Legislature. 

8.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Legislature  information 
of  the  state  of  the  government,  and  recommend  to  their  considera- 
tion such  measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient. 

9.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

10.  In  all  criminal  and  penal  cases,  except  in  those  of  treason  sad 
impeachment,  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardous. 
and  remit  fines  ;  and  in  cases  of  forfeiture  to  stay  the  collection  until 
the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  remit  forfeit- 
ures by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  In  case?  of 
treason  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  but  may  respite  the  sentence  aotil 
the  end  of  tlie  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

11.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Mississippi ;  be  sealed  with  the  great  seal  sad 
signed  by  the  Governor,  and  be  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  Sute 

12.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially,  and  shall  be  called  the  great 
seal  of  the  State  of  Mississippi. 

13.  All  vacancies  not  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  shall  be 
filled  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe. 

14.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  elec- 
tors of  the  State,  and  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  term  of 
two  years.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  rcgist<?r  of  all  the  official  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  Governor,  and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same, 
and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  relative  thereto,  before  the 
Legislature,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  law. 

1 5.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor ;  if  he  approve,  ho  shall 
sign  it,  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house 
in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objections  at 
large  upon  their  journals,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after 
such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  the  house  shall  agree  to  pa^  the 
bill,  it  shull  be  sent  with  the  objections  to  the  other  house,  by  which 
it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered  :  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that 
house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  Buc  in  such  case  the  votes  of  both 
houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the 
members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  jour 
nals  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
by  the  (lovernor  within  six  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him.  the  same  shall  become  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.  unless  the  Legislature  by  their  ad- 
journment prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  become  a  law. 

16.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  resolutions  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  the  joint  action  of  both  nodses,  and  on  questions  of  id- 
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jaanmiiint.  ihall  he  prRsenreft  ro  *he  <T«iTemiir.  ind  hnAkm  x  ^hull 
etflwr.  hfi  ippmrefl  by  'lim,  ir  Vimr  -iiMpprmwHL  -ttiuil  fM  rn- 
fi  Sv  ooth  diiiuefi  urrtniinir  ro  che  raimi  xad  limiuitiiin.!  on- 
in  die  ram  •)!'  ;i  hill.

3,  The  Grovernor,  and  all  civil  offieera,  shall  be  liable  to  iiDp«<k 
ment  for  any  misdemeauor  in  office,  but  judgment  io  such  casMihii 
not  extend  further  than  to  removal  tVoin  office,  and  disquAlifieatkB 
to  bold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  State ;  bet  4i 
party  convioted  shall,  nevcrtLeleBs,  be  liable  aad  subject  to  indiat' 
ment,  trial,  and  punishment,  according  to  law,  oa  ia  otber  cum. 

ARTICLE  Vll.— General  Prorisioru. 
Sec.  1.  Members  of  the  Legiatntnre,  and  all  officers,  aeratiTe 
and  jndicial,  before  thej  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  rcspectin 
offioeB,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit  r  '^  I  sol' 
emnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  he)  that  I  will  rapport  d« 
Gonetitation  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Conslitation  of  the  Stu« 
of  Mississippi,  bo  long  as  I  continue  a  citizen  thereof,  and  that  I 
will  faithfully  discharge  to  the  best  of  my  abilitica  the  duties  ol  tha 
office  of ,  according  to  law.      .So  help  «u  GotL" 

2.  The  Legislature  shall  pfkss  such  laws  to  prevent  the  evil  pne- 
tiee  of  duelling  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  reqniK  til 
officers,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respectiTe  affie««.tn 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  "  I  do  solemnlr  ewear  (or 
affirm,  as  the  cose  may  be]  that  I  have  ijbt  been  engaged  in  a  dad, 
by  sending  or  accepting  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  or  by  figktuj 
a  duel  since  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  onr  Lord  oa» 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty'three,  nor  wilt  I  be  m  engaged 
during  my  continuance  in  offic*.     A<)  Mp  on  Gid." 

3.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  mr 
against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  eon- 
fort  No  person  shall  be  coavicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  tMtl- 
mooy  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  bis  own  confunoa 
in  opeu  court 

4.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  an  offioe  or 

eoe  of  honor  or  profit  under  the  authority  of  this  State,  who  shall 
convicted  of  having  given  or  offered  any  bribe  to  procure  his  elefr 
tion.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office  and  from  snffi«g« 
those  who  shall  thereafter  be  convicted  of  bribery,  perjury,  forgery,  or 
other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors.  The  privilege  of  free  snffiage 
shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections,  and  prohibiting,  na- 
der  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  infiuence  therein  &om  power,  bri- 
bery, tumult,  or  other  improper  condact. 

5.  No  person  who  denies  the  being  of  a  God,  or  a  future  stat*  of 
rewards  and  punishments,  shall  hold  any  office  in  the  civil  depart- 
ment of  this  State. 

6.  No  law  of  a  general  nature,  unless  otherwise  providod  fv, 
shall  he  enforced  until  sixty  davs  after  the  passage  thereof 

7.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  oonseqoenee 
of  an  appropriation  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropriation  of  money 
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i  £    Tut  irtpciassrc-  aaaL  aarf  ivMvar  to  adiaii  to  all  tar  r;^l.u  afi». 
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gnvileges  of  free  witite  citiiens  of  this  State,  all  snch  pcTBani  of  ^ 
hootaw  ind  Chickasaw  tribes  of  Indians,  as  shall  choose  to  nmiin 
in  thU  State,  upon  such  terms  aa  the  Legislature  ma;  &om  lime  to 
time  deem  proper. 

Slavei. 
Sec.  1,  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  paas  laws  for  tit 
amanoipation  of  slaves  without  the  oonsent  of  their  owners,  nnlai 
where  the  slave  sball  have  rendered  to  the  Stat«  some  distiuBBijktd 
Berrice;  in  which  case  the  owner  shall  be  paid  a  fitll  eqniTalenlfM 
the  slave  so  emancipated.  They  shall  have  no  power  to  prereui 
emigrants  to  ibis  State  from  liringiug  with  them  soch  penoniti 
are  deemed  slaves  by  the  laws  of  any  one  of  the  United  Stato,  fo 
long  as  any  person  of  the  same  age  or  deaoriptton  sluJl  be  conthnwl 
in  slavery  by  the  laws  of  this  State ;  Provided,  that  such  peraoo  tr 
slave  be  the  bona  fide  property  of  such  «mignnta ;  and  prond«d 
also,  that  laws  may  bo  passed  to  prohibit  thb  introdaotioo  into  thii 
Slate  of  siaveB  who  may  have  committed  high  crimes  in  other  Stat« 
They  shall  have  power  to  pass  laws  to  permit  tlie  awnerg  of  slaves  te 
emancipate  them,  saving  the  rights  of  creditors,  and  preventing  thcffl 
from  becoming  a  public  charge.  They  shall  have  fnl]  power  to  oUiga 
the  owners  of  slaves  to  treat  thom  with  humanity ;  to  provide  for 
them  necessary  olothine  and  provisions  ;  to  abstain  from  all  injuria 
to  them,  extending  to  life  or  limb;  and  in  case  of  their  neglect  or 
refusal  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  such  laws,  to  have  such  shn 
or  alares  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  owner  or  owners 

2.  The  introduotion  of  slaves  into  this  Stat«  as  merchandit*.  or 
for  sale,  shall  be  prohibited  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  H^, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three:  Provided,  that  the  actual  s«Uler 
or  settlers  shall  not  be  prohibited  from  purchafling  slaves  in  an; 
State  in  this  Union,  and  bringing  them  into  this  State  for  their  mn 
individual  use,  until  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forly-five. 

3.  In  the  prosecution  of  slaves  for  crimes  of  which  Uie  puAJih- 
ment  is  not  capital,  no  inquest  by  a  grand  jury  shall  be  nea«aauXi 
but  the  proceedings  in  such  cases  shall  be  regulated  by  law 

Mode  of  revising  the  ComliliUum. 
Whenever  two-thirds  of  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  shall  decs 
any  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  neoeasary  to  this  Constitnbw, 
such  proposed  change,  altc  rat  ion,  or  amendment  shall  be  r«ad  uid  M>- 
Bcd  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  each  house  respectively  on  each  ^, 
for  three  several  days.  Public  notice  thereof  shall  then  be  nren  bj 
the  Secretary  of  Stale,  at  least  six  months  preceding  the  next  gen- 
eral election,  at  which  the  qualified  electors  slall  vote  directly  for  or 
against  such  change,  alteration,  or  amendment ;  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  voting  fur  memben  of 
the  Legislature,  sball  have  voted  for  tbe  proposed  change,  alteration, 
or  amendment,  then  it  shall  be  inaerted  oy  the  next  snoouoding 
L^ialature,  as  a  part  of  tljig  Conslitutioa,  and  not  otherwise.

14.  The  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of 
ioar  jears.  The  Senate,  when  assembled,  shall  hare  the  power  to 
choose  its  oficers  ererj  two  years. 

15.  The  Legislature,  in  erery  Tear  in  which  thej  shall  apportion 
representation  in  the  Honse  of  "bepresentatirea^  shall  diTide  the 
State  into  senatorial  districts.  No  parish  shall  be  dirided  in  the 
formation  of  a  senatorial  district  except  Orieans.  Tbe  number  of 
senators  shall  be  thirty-two,  and  ther  shall  be  apportioned  aniong 
the  senatorial  districts  according  to  tke  total  pomuntion  contained 
in  the  sereral  districts :  prarided.  that  no  parish  uall  be  entitled  to 
vkon  than  one-eigbth  of  tbe  whole  number  of  senatora 

16.  In  all  apportionments  of  the  Senate,  tbe  poDuUtion  of  the  citj 
of  New  Orleans  shall  be  deducted  from  the  population  of  the  whole 
State,  and  the  remainder  of  the  population  dinded  by  the  number 
twenty-eighty  and  the  result  produeed  by  this  dirision  shall  be  tha 
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MiMtorUl  Tttio  SDUUiag  a  eeitaboriAt  district  to  a  senkUir.  Sa^ 
or  contigioits  psriehes  sball  be  formed  into  districtn  lunag  a  pcf*- 
latjon  the  nearest  possibie  to  ^e  number  entitling  a  dtsbiel  to  ■ 
aenalor  ;  and  if  in  the  apportionment  to  be  nude,  a  pariBh  or  di» 
triet  tail  sbort  of  or  exceed  the  ratio  one-SfUi.  then  a  disttiM  mtj 
be  formed  hanng  not  more  than  two  eenators,  but  not  otharwtae. 

17.  At  the  first  sesaioa  of  tho  General  Aseembl;  after  tUi  Om- 
aUtaticm  takes  effect,  the  eenaton  ahall  be  eqo^y  dirkled,  bj  Im, 
into  two  olnseea ;  tbe  seats  ot  the  senators  of  the  first  elsae  stull  k 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  seoond  elan  at 
the  expiration  of  the  fourth  vea^ ;  so  that  oae  half  jihtkll  be  ehMn 
every  two  years,  and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  np  perpetoallj  U 
case  any  diEtrict  shall  have  elected  two  or  more  Mnatora,  aaidfeiii- 
tora  shall  vacate  tbetr  scats  ruspectively  at  the  end  of  two  and  tmi 
years,  and  lots  shall  be  drawn  between  them. 

18.  No  person  sball  be  a  senaU>r  who  at  the  tjrae  of  hb  eleetjoB, 
has  not  been  a  oitiien  of  the  United  States  ten  years  and  who  bu 
not  attained  the  age  of  twenty-seven  years,  and  resided  in  the  Stau 
foor  years  next  preceding  bis  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in 
the  lUstrict  in  which  he  may  be  chosen. 

19.  The  first  election  for  senatora  shall  be  general  throoghont  tli« 
State,  and  at  the  eamo  time  that  the  general  election  for  ref>r«se8t- 
aUves  is  held ;  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  biennial  elections  to  fill 
the  place  of  those  whose  time  of  service  may  have  expired. 

20.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  membcre  of  each  house  of  th« 
Qeneral  Asaembly  shall  form  a  i]uorum  to  do  basiness :  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  shall  be  aatborized  by  law 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

21.  Each  house  nf  the  General  Assembly  shall  judge  of  the  qual- 
ification, election  aud  returns  of  its  members ;  but  a  contested  elec- 
tion, shall  be  determined  in  suoh  manner  as  shall  be  direotcd  by 
bw. 

22.  Each  house  of  the  General  Aasombly  may  dclenaine  the  mles 
of  itn  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  behavior,  and 
irith  the  ooncurrenue  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second 
time  for  the  sume  oficnce. 

23.  Each  house  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  keep  and  publish 
a  weekly  journal  of  its  proceedings  ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  tiia 
members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them, 
be  entered  on  the  journal. 

•ii  Each  house  may  pnnish  by  imprisonrnent  any  person  not  a 
member  for  disorderly  t>ehavior,  snch  imprisonment  not  to  exceed 
ten  days  for  any  one  ofienco. 

25.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
■hall  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
day*,  nor  to  any  plaoe  than  that  in  whieh  they  may  be  silting. 

£6,  The  mumbera  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  receive  from  the 
public  troamry  a  compensation  for  their  services  which  shall  be  four 
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dollars  per  day  daring  their  attendance,  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  scsBion  of  their  respcctiTe  houses.  The  compensation  may  be 
increased  or  diminished  by  law  ;  but  no  alteration  shall  take  effect 
daring  the  period  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives by  whom  such  alteration  shall  be  made.  No  session 
shall  extend  to  a  period  beyond  sixty  days,  to  date  from  its  com* 
mencement  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  first  Legislature 
which  is  to  convene  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution. 

27.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  all  cases,  ex- 
cept treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective 
houses,  and  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  any  speech  or 
debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

28.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or  elected 
to  any  civil  ofBce  of  profit  under  this  State,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased  durine 
the  time  such  senator  or  representative  was  in  office,  except  to  such 
offices  or  appointments  as  may  be  filled  by  the  election  of  the 
people. 

29.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
clergyman,  priest,  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion,  society  or 
Beet,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly. 

30.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of  taxes, 
or  who  may  have  been  otherwise  entrusted  with  public  money,  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust 
under  the  State  government,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  discharge 
for  the  amount  of  such  collection,  and  for  all  public  moneys  with 
which  he  may  have  been  entrusted. 

31.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until,  on  three  several 
days,  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
free  discussion  allowed  thereon ;  unless  in  case  of  urgency,  fbur-fifUis 
of  the  house  whero  the  bill  shall  be  pending,  may  deem  it  expedient 
to  dispense  with  this  role. 

32.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments  as  in  other 
bilb ;  provided  they  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter  under  color 
of  an  amendment,  which  does  not  relate  to  raising  revenue. 

33.  The  General  Aisembl]^  shall  reffolate  by  law  bv  whom,  and  in 
what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacanoiea 
which  may  happen  in  either  branch  there<^ 

34.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  eleoted  to  the  Senate  shall  be 
required  for  the  oonfinnation  or  rejection  of  officers,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  with  the  adviee  and  consent  of  the  Senate ;  and 
the  Senate  in  deciding  thereon  shall  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  senators  voting  for  and  against  the  appointments,  res- 
pectively, shall  be  entered  on  a  journal  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  nMoe  public  at  the  end  of  each  aeflnon,  or  beftn^

AiT.  S^  The  mreae  execatiTe  power  of  the  State  ahall  be 
fwtid  ia  a  chief  vHifistrates  ^^  shall  be  styled  the  GoTemor  of  the 
Stale  of  IxMMMiia.  He  dhall  hold  hia  ofce  dnring  the  term  of

39  No  piTSou  shall  Iv  eliirihle  to  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty-five 
vear*,  been  fifteen  years  a  ciliien  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resi- 
dent  within  the  State  for  the  same  space  of  time  next  preceding  his 
election 

40  The  Governor  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election. 

41  The  Governor  shall  be  ineligible  for  the  succeeding  four 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected. 

4*2  No  member  of  Congress  or  person  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States,  or  minister  of  any  religious  society,  shall  be 
eligible  to    the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant-Governor. 

43.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  ab- 
sence from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  for  the  residue  of  the  term, 
or  until  the  Governor  absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or  be  ac- 
quitted The  Legislature  may  provide  by  law  for  the  case  of  re- 
moval, impeachment,  death,  resignation^  disability,  or  refusal  to  quali- 
fy, of  both  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor,  declaring  what 
officer  shall  act  as  Governor ;  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly, 
until  the  disability  be  remoyed,  or  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 
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44.  The  Licutenant-GoTernor,  or  other  ofBcer  discharginff  the  dn* 
ties  of  Governor,  shall,  during  his  administration,  receive  tne  same 
compensation  to  which  the  Governor  would  have  been  entitled,  had 
he  continued  in  office. 

45.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  bo 
President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote  therein. 
Whenever  he  shall  administer  the  government,  or  shiol  bo  unable  to 
attend  as  President  of  the  Senate,  the  senators  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  members  as  President  of  the  Senate  for  the  time  being. 

46.  While  he  acts  as  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Lieutenant- 
Crovemor  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensation  which 
ahall  for  the  same  period  be  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  and  no  more. 

47.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  all  of- 
fences against  the  State,  and  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  have  power  to  grant  pardons  and  re- 
mit fines  and  forfeitures,  after  conviction.  In  cases  of  treason,  he 
may  grant  reprieves,  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  (}ene- 
ral  Assembly,  in  which  the  power  of  pardoning  shall  be  vested. 

48.  The  Governor  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  his  services  a 
eompenaation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

49.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navv  of  this 
Stale,  and  of  the  militia  thereol^  except  when  th^  shall  be  called 
inso  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

50.  He  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  araoint  all  officers  whose  officea  are  established  by  this 
CoDstitation,  and  whoee  appointment  is  not  therein  otherwise  pro- 
vided for :  provided,  however,  that  the  Legislature  shall  have  a  right 
to  prescribe  the  mode  of  appotntment  to  all  other  officea  establiahed 
bylaw 

51.  The  (jovemor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  hap- 
pen daring  the  reeess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  sssnon.  vnlcas  otherwise  provid- 
ed for  in  this  CoDStitvtioii :  hvl  no  persoD  who  has  been  nominated 
fofr  office,  and  icjeeted  by  the  8eaata,shan  be  ^fonted  to  the  same

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63.  The  Supreme  Court,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  proyided, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  jurisdiction  shall  extend 
to  all  cases  when  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  exceed  three  hundred 
dollars,  and  to  all  cases  in  which  the  constitutionality  or  legality 
of  any  tax,  toll,  or  impost  of  any  kind  or  nature  soever,  shall  be  in 
contestation,  whatever  may  be  the  amount  thereof;  and  likewise  to 
all  fines,  forfeitures,  and  penalties  imposed  by  municipal  corpora- 
tions, and  in  criminal  cases  on  questions  of  law  alone,  wnenever  the 
punishment  of  death  or  hard  laoor  may  be  inflicted,  or  when  a  fine 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  is  actually  imposed. 

64.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  composed  of  one  Chief-Justice, 
and  of  three  associate-justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  ouorum.  The  Chief- Justice  shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  thousand 
dollars,  and  each  of  the  associate-judges  a  salary  of  five  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  annually.  The  Court  shidl  appoint  its  own 
clerks.     The  judges  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  eight  years. 

65.  When  the  first  appointments  are  made  under  this  Constitution, 
the  Chief- Justice  shall  be  appointed  for  eight  years,  one  of  the  asso- 
ciate-judges for  six  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  two  years ; 
and  in  the  event  of  the  death,  reugnation,  or  removal  of  any  of  said 
judffes  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  he  was  appoint- 
ed, his  successor  shall  be  appointed  only  for  the  remainder  of  his 
term ;  so  that  the  term  of  service  of  no  two  of  said  judges  shall  ex- 
pire at  the  same  time. 

66.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  New  Orleans 
from  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  of  November  to  the  end'  of  the 
month  of  June,  inclusive.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  fix 
the  sessions  elsewhere  during  the  rest  of  the  year ;  untu  otherwise 
provided,  the  sessions  shall  be  held  as  heretofore. 

67.  The  Supreme  Court,  and  each  of  the  judges  thereof,  shall 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpis^  at  the  instance  (^  all 
persons  in  actual  custody  under  process,  in  all  oases  in  which  they 
may  have  appellate  jurisdiction. 

68.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  judges  shall  be  equally  divided  in 
opinion,  the  judgment  appealed  from  shall  stand  affirmed ;  in  which 
case  each  of  the  judges  shall  give  his  separate  opinions  in  writ- 
ing. 

69.  All  ludges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  oonsenrators  ni 
the  peace  throoffhoat  the  State.  The  style  of  all  prooeaaes  shall  be, 
^  The  State  of  Looiaiana"  All  prosecations  shall  be  carried  on  in 
the  name  and  bv  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Ti^^iaUn^  and  con- 
clude, MMBsi  the  peace  and  ugnity  of  the  aame. 

70.  The  jadgci  of  all  the  ooorta  within  this  State  shall,  as  often 
as  it  may  be  poesiUe  so  to  do,  in  every  definite  judgment,  reCur  to 
the  particular  law  in  virtue  of  which  aooh  jvd^mrat  mav  be  ren- 
dered, and  in  all  easei  adduoe  the  reasons  on  which  their  judgment 
isfiranded.

75.  The  first  L^slatare  afsembled  under  thb  ConstitiitMii  dvU 
diride  the  State  into  jadici&l  diatricta,  which  ifaall  reiaaia  aadaa^ei 
for  tax  yeara,  snd  be  eobject  to  re-orguusation  every  sixth  year 
thereafter. 

Tbe  nnmber  of  diitrictfl  Bfa«n  not  be  lees  than  twelve,  nar  more 
than  twenty. 

For  each  dUtrict  one  judge,  teamed  in  tbe  law,  shall  be  appointed, 
except  in  the  districts  in  which  tbe  ciUea  of  New  Orleaoe  and  hk- 
fsyettc  ore  aitaat«d,  in  which  the  LegisUtnre  nay  est^dish  as  many 
district  courts  as  the  public  interest  may  require. 

76.  Baah  of  the  Baid  JDdgeg  shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by 
law,  which  shall  not  be  iocrcased  or  diminished  during  his  term  H 
ofiioo,  and  shall  never  be  less  tban  two  ChouBand  fire  hnndred  dol- 
lars annually.  Ho  mnst  be  a  citisen  of  the  United  States,  overthe 
ago  of  thirty  years,  and  have  resided  in  the  State  for  six  years  next 
preceding  his  appointment,  and  have  practised  law  therein  for  the 
space  of  five  years 

77.  The  judges  of  the  district  courts  shall  hold  their  offoe«  for 
the  term  of  six  years.  The  judges  first  appoiuted  shall  be  divided 
by  lot  into  three  classes,  as  nearly  equal  as  can  bo,  and  the  term  of 
offioe  of  the  judges  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  two 
yoars,  of  the  second  class  at  the  end  of  four  years,  and  of  the  third 
class  at  tbe  end  of  six  years. 

78.  The  district  oourta  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  dvQ 
oases,  when  the  amount  in  diftpute  exoeeds  fifty  dollars.  eioluslTO  of 
intereiL  In  all  criminal  oases,  and  in  all  matters  connected  with 
BuooeMions,  their  jurisdiction  shall  be  unlimited. 

79.  The  Legidature  ahall  Uavc  power  to  vest  in  clerks  of  ooorte 
authority  to  grant  such  orders,  anil  to  do  such  acta  as  may  be  deem- 
ed DOeetisuy  far  tliu  furtherance  of  the  administration  of  justice, 
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and  in  all  cases  the  powers  thus  granted  shall  be  specified  and  de- 
termined. 

80.  The  clerks  of  the  several  courts  shall  be  removable  for  breach 
of  good  behavior  by  the  judges  thereof ;  subject  in  all  cases  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

81.  The  jurisoiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  never  exceed, 
in  civil  cases,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest^ 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  District  Court  in  such  oases  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  by  law.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
each  parish  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall  have  such  criminal 
jurisaiction  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  law. 

82.  Clerks  of  the  district  courts  in  this  State  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors  in  each  parish,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and 
should  a  vacancy  occur  subsequent  to  an  election,  it  shall  be  filled 
by  the  judge  of  the  court  in  which  such  vacancy  exists,  and  the 
person  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general 
election. 

83.  A  sheriff  and  a  coroner  shall  be  elected  in  each  parish,  by 
the  qualified  voters  thereof,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  unless  sooner  removed. 

Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  either  of  these  offices  subsequent  to  an 
election,  it  shall  be  fiUed  hj  the  €k>vemor ;  and  the  person  so  ap* 
pointed  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  sncoessor  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified. 

TITLE  Y.—ImpeaehmerU. 

•   « 

Art.  84.  The  power  of  impeachment  shall  be  vested  in  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

85.  Impeachments  of  the  Oovemor,  Lieutenant-Cbvemor,  Attor- 
ney-General, Secretary  df  State,  State  Treasurer,  and  of  the  judges 
of  the  district  courts,  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate :  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  the  senior  judge  thereof,  shall  preside 
during  the  trial  of  such  impeachment.  Impeachments  of  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  When  sitting 
as  a  court  of  impeachment,  the  senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affir- 
mation, and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  senators  present 

86.  Judgments  in  eases  of  impeachments  shall  extend  only  to  re- 
moval from  office  and  disqnalinoation  from  holding  any  office  of 
honor  trust  or  profit  under  this  State;  but  the  parties  convicted 
shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment 
according  to  law. 

87.  All  officers  against  whom  articles  of  impeachment  may  be 
preferred,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  their  functions 
during  the  pendency  of  such  impeachment;  the  appointing  power 
may  make  a  provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended 
ofioer  until  the  decision  on  tne  impeachment 

88.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  Cor  the  trial,  punish-

96.  The  duration  of  all  offices  not  fixed  by  this  Constitution  shall 
neyer  exceed  four  years. 

97.  All  civil  officers,  except  the  Governor  and  judges  of  the  Su- 
preme and  district  courts,  shall  be  removable  by  an  address  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  both  houses,  except  those  the  removal 
of  whom  has  been  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Constitution. 

98.  Absence  on  the  business  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States, 
shall  not  forfeit  a  residence  once  obtained,  so  as  to  deprive  any  one 
of  the  right  of  suffrage,  or  of  beinff  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  the  exceptions  contained  in  this  Constitution. 

99.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  by  law  for 
deductions  from  the  salaries  of  public  officers  who  may  be  guilty  of 
a  neglect  of  duty. 

100.  The  Legislature  shall  point  out  the  manner  in  which  a  per- 
son coming  into  the  State  shall  declare  his  residence. 

101.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  in  all  elections  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
jointly  or  separately,  the  vote  shall  bo  given  vina  voce. 

102.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  person  holding  or  exeroisinff 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either  of 
them,  or  under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  trust  or 
profit  under  the  State. 

103.  The  laws,  public  records,  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  of  the  State  shall  be  promulgated,  preserved 
and  conducted  in  the  language  in  which  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  is  written. 

104.  The  Secretarv  of  the  Senate,  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  shall  be  conversant  with  the  French  and  English 
languages,  and  members  may  address  either  house  in  the  French  or 
English  language. 

105.  The  Greneral  Assembly  shall  direct  bylaw  how  persons  who 
are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become  sureties  for  public  officers,  may  be 
discharged  from  such  suretyship. 

106.  No  power  of  suspending  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  ex- 
ercised, unless  by  the  Legislature  or  by  its  authority. 

107.  Prosecutions  shall  be  by  indictment,  or  inrormation.  The 
accused  shall  have  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of 
the  vicinage :  he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  give  endenoe  against 
himself:  he  shall  have  the  right  of  being  heard  by  himself  or  coun- 
sel :  he  shall  have  the  right,  unless  he  shall  have  fled  from  justice, 
of  meeting  the  witnesses  fkce  to  fiice.  and  shall  have  compulsory 
process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  fkvor. 

108.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  bv  sufficient  soroties,  unless 
for  capital  oflbnces,  where  the  proctf  is  evident  or  presumption  great ;

After  the  year  1848,  all  property  on  which  takes  may  be  levied  in 
this  State,  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained 
M  directed  by  law.  No  one  species  of  property  shall  be  taxed  higer 
than  another  species  of  property  of  equal  value,  on  which  taxes  shall 
be  levied ;  the  jLegislature  shall  have  power  to  levy  an  income  tax, 
and  to  tax  all  persons  pursuing  any  occupation,  trade  or  profes- 
sion. 

128.  The  citiiens  of  the  citv  of  New  Orleans  shall  have  the  right 
of  appointing  the  several  public  officers  necessary  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  police  of  the  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of  elec- 
tions which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature ;  provided,  that 
the  mayor  and  recorders  shall  be  ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the  Oeneral 
Assembly ;  and  the  mayor,  reoordert,  and  aldermen  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Oovemor  as  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  Legis- 
lature may  vest  in  them  such  criminal  juiisdiotion  as  may  be  neoes- 
sary  for  the  punishment  of  minor  crimes  and  offences,  and  as  the 
police  and  good  order  of  said  city  may  reouire. 

129.  The  Legislature  may  nrovide  by  law  in  what  eases  officers 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  auties  of  their  ofiees  untQ  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have'  been  inducted  into  office. 

130.  Any  citiien  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons,  with  a  eitisen  of  this 
State,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  to  D|^t  a  duel  with  deadly 
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ifeapODB,  either  within  thia  St&te  or  oot  of  it,  with  k  cititen  of  tUi 
State,  or  who  shall  act  as  second,  or  knoinngly  aid  or  kssiat  in  uj 
mtnner,  those  thus  offending,  sh&ll  be  deprived  of  holdiug  uiT  of- 
fice of  profit,  and  of  enjoying  tlie  right  of  suffrage  ander  this  Cm- 
stitutiou. 

131.  TBo  Legislature  sholi  have  power  to  extend  UuB  Contlita- 
tion,  and  the  juriBdiction  of  thla  State  over  any  territory  aoqninJ 
by  oompaet  with  any  state,  or  with  the  Unit«d  Suttea,  the  an 
being  done  bj  the  coDSent  of  the  United  States. 

132.  The  GonetitDtion  and  laws  of  this  State  sliall  be  promalgil- 
ed  in  the  English  and  French  languages.

TITLE  Vm. 

Mode  (jf  Revising  the  CanstihUion. 

Art.  140.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution 
may  be  proposed  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  RepresentatiYes,  and  if 
the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  house,  and  approved  by  the  Ck>Temor,  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their  journals  with  the 
yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  published,  three  months  before  the  next  seneral  elec- 
tion, in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  French  and  English,  m  every  par- 
ish in  the  State  in  which  a  newspaper  shall  be  puUished ;  ana  if 
in  the  Legislature  next  afterwards  chosen,  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  house,  the  Seeretary  of  State  shall  cause  the 
same  again  to  be  published  in  the  manner  aforesud,  at  least  three 
monUis  previous  to  the  next  general  election  for  representatives  to 
the  State  Legislature,  and  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  at  said  election ;  and  if  a  majority 
of  the  qualified  electors  shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or 
amendments,  the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution ;  if 
more  than  one  amendment  be  submitted  at  a  time,  they  shall  be 
sabmitted  in  such  manner  and  form  that  the  people  may  vote  for  or 
against  each  amendment  separately.

In  tW 
it  was  admitted  into  the  onioD  as  a  State.  Its  CoasiitoiioiifWhicfa  vaa  Iha 
adopted,  was  revised  aod  amended  in  1835.

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  l.—Dedaraiio7i  <^  Righls. 
Sec.  1.  That  all  power  ib  ioheront  in  the  peo{>le,  and  all  tne  nr- 
ernments  are  founded  on  their  nuthority,  and  institated  for  t&«ii 
peace,  safety,  and  happiness :  for  the  adTaaccineDt  of  Ihoae  enda. 
tbey  have,  at  all  times,  an  inaiioDable  and  indefeasible  right  to  al- 
ter, reform  or  aboligh  the  guvernmont  in  euch  manner  as  they  maj 
think  proper. 

2.  That  govertimeDt  being  institated  for  the  ooramoD  beneflL 
the  doctrine  of  tjon-resietanee  against  arbitrary  power  and  opm*- 
aion,  is  absard,  Blavish,  aod  destroctive  to  the  good  and  bappUMM 
of  maokind. 

3.  That  alt  men  have  a  aatoraJ  and  indefeasible  right  to  worskif 
Almighty  God  aooording  to  the  diotates  of  their  t 
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that  no  man  can,  of  right,  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support 
any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  minister  against  his  con- 
sent ;  that  no  human  authority  can,  in  any  case  whatever,  control  or 
interfere  with  the  rights  of  conscience ;  and  that  no  preference  shall 
erer  be  given,  by  law,  to  any  religious  establishment  or  mode  of 
worship. 

4.  That  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification 
to  any  office  or  public  trust  under  this  State. 

5.  That  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal 

6.  That  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

7.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seisures ;  and  that 
general  mrrants,  whereby  an  officer  may  be  commanded  to  search 
suspected  places,  without  evidence  of  the  feet  committed,  or  to  seize 
any  person  or  persons  not  named,  whose  offi^nees  are  not  particular- 
ly described  and  supported  by  evidence,  are  dangerous  to  liberty, 
and  ouffht  not  to  be  granted. 

8.  That  no  free  man  shall  be  taken  or  imprisoned,  or  disseized  of 
his  freehold,  liberties,  or  privil^es,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled^  or  in  any 
manner  destroyed  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  property,  but 
by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of  the  bind. 

9.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right  to 
be  heard  by  himself  and  his  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and 
oause  of  the  accusation  against  him,  and  to  have  a  copy  thereof ;  to 
meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  ob- 
taining witnesses  in  his  favor ;  and  in  prosecutions  by  indictment 
or  presentment,  a  speedy  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the 
county  or  district  in  which  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed  ; 
and  shaU  not  be  compeUed  to  give  evidence  against  himself 

10.  That  no  person  shall,  for  the  same  o&noe,  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  life  or  limb. 

11.  That  laws  made  fer  the  punishment  of  hcta  committed  pre- 
vious to  the  existence  of  such  laws,  and  by  them  only  declared  crim- 
inal, are  contrary  to  the  principles  of  a  free  government ;  wherefore 
no  ex  postfado  law  shall  be  made. 

12.  That  no  conviction  shall  work  oormption  of  blood  or  forfeit- 
ure of  estate.  The  estate  of  sueh  persons  as  shall  destroy  their  own 
lives  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  case  of  natural  death,  if  any  per- 
son be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  in  consequence 
thereof 

13.  That  no  person  arrested  or  eonfined  in  jail,  shall  be  treated 
with  unneoessanr  rigor. 

1 4.  That  no  freeman  shall  be  put  to  answer  any  oriminal  oharge 
but  by  presentment,  indictment,  or  impeachment 

15.  That  all  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  un- 
less for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption 
great.     And  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be

''•  Tloit  flio  froe  wiiite  men  of  this  State  hare  a  right  to  keep 
HJi'l  to  Im'hf  tuinf?  for  their  common  defense. 
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27.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in 
%  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

28.  That  no  citiscn  of  this  State  shall  be  compelled  to  bear  arms, 
provided  he  will  pay  an  equivalent,  to  be  ascertained  by  law. 

20.  That  an  equal  participation  of  the  free  navigation  of  the  Mis- 
Bissippi,  is  one  of  the  inherent  rights  of  the  citiEens  of  this  State : 
it  cannot,  therefore,  be  conceded  to  any  prince,  potentate,  power, 
person  or  persons  whatever. 

30.  That  no  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges,  or  honors,  shall 
ever  be  granted  or  conferred  in  this  State. 

31.  That  the  limits  and  boundaries  of  this  State  be  ascertained, 
it  is  declared  they  are  as  hereafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say :    Be- 
ginning on  the  extreme  height  of  the  Stonp  mountain,  at  the  place 
where  the  line  of  Virginia  intersects  it,  in  latitude  thirty-six  degrees 
and  thirty  minutes  north ;  running  thence  along  the  extreme  height 
of  the  said  mountain  to  the  place  where  Watauga  river  breaks 
through  it ;  thence  a  direct  course  to  the  top  of  the  Yellow  moun- 
tain, where  Bright's  road  crosses  the  same ;  thence  along  the  ridge 
of  said  mountain  between  the  waters  of  Doe  river  and  the  waters  of 
Book  creek,  to  the  place  where  the  road  crosses  the  Iron  mountain ; 
from  thence  along  the  extreme  height  of  said  mountain,  to  the  place 
where  Nolichucky  river  runs  through  the  same :  thence  to  the  top  of 
the  Bald  mountain ;  thence  along  the  extreme  height  of  said  moun- 
tain, to  the  Painted  Rock,  on  French  Broad  river ;  thence  alonsr  the 
highest  ridge  of  said  mountain,  to  the  place  where  it  is  called  the 
Great  Iron  or  Smoky  mountain  ;  thence  along  the  extreme  height 
of  said  mountain,  to  the  place  where  it  is  called  Unicoi  or  Unaka 
mountain,  between  the  Indian  towns  of  Cowee  and  Old  Chota;  thence 
alonff  the  main  ridge  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  southern  boundary 
of  this  State,  as  described  in  the  act  of  cession  of  North  Carolina  to 
the  United  States  of  America :  and  that  all  the  territory,  lands,  and 
waters  lying  west  of  the  said  line,  as  before  mentioned,  and  contained 
within  the  chartered  limits  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  are  within 
the  boundaries  and  limits  of  this.  State,  over  which  the  people  have 
the  right  of  exercising  sovereignty  and  the  right  of  soil,  so  fiir  as  is 
consistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  reoognizinff 
the  articles  of  confederation,  the  bill  of  riffhta,  and  Constitution  o« 
North  Carolina,  the  cession  act  of  the  said  State,  and  the  ordinance 
of  Congress  for  the  government  of  the  territory  north-west  of  the 
Ohio :  provided^  noUiing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  afiect  the 
claim  or  claims  of  individuals,  to  any  part  of  the  soil  which  n  recog- 
niicd  to  them  by  the  aforesaid  oession  act :   and  provided  aUoj  that 
the  limits  and  jurisdiction  of  this  State  shall  extend  to  any  other 
land  and  territory  now  acquired,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  acquired 
by  compact  or  agreement  with  other  States  or  otherwise,  aluough 
such  land  and  territory  are  not  inoluded  within  the  boundaries  here* 
inbefore  mentioned. 
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10.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  unless  he  shall  be  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  shall  have  resided 
three  years  in  this  State,  and  one  year  in  the  county  or  district, 
immediately  preceding  the  election.  No  senator  or  representative 
shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  eligible  to  any 
office  or  place  of  trust,  the  appointment  to  which  is  vested  in  the 
executive  or  the  General  Assembly,  except  to  the  office  of  trustee 
of  a  literary  institution. 

11.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  when  assembled, 
shall  each  choose  a  speaker  and  its  other  officers,  be  judges  of  the 
qualifications  and  election  of  its  members,  and  sit  upon  its  own 
adjournments  from  day  to  day.  Two-thirds  of  each  house  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  and  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  absent  members. 

12.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pun- 
ish its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same 
offence ;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of 
the  Legislature  of  a  free  State. 

1 3.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason, 
felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  airest  during  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  same ;  and,  for  any  speech  or  deh^te  in  either  house,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

14.  Each  house  may  punish  by  imprisonment,  during  its  session, 
any  person  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the 
house,  by  any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence. 

15.  When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house,  the  GK)vemor  for  the 
time  being  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

16.  Neither  house  shall,  during  its  session,  adjourn  without  eon- 
sent  of  the  other  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place 
than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

17.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house,  but  may  be  amended, 
altered,  or  rejected  by  the  other. 

18.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  onoe  on  three  different  days,  and  be 
passed  each  time  in  the*  house  where  it  originated,  before  transmis- 
sion to  the  other.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law,  until  it  shall  be  read 
and  passed  on  three  diffarent  days  in  each  house,  and  be  signed  by 
the  respective  speakers. 

19.  After  a  bill  has  been  rejected,  no  bill  containing  the  same 
substance  shall  be  passed  into  a  law  during  the  same  session. 

20.  The  style  of^the  laws  of  this  Bute  shall  he^  ""Beii  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  StaU  of  Tmneuoe.*' 

21.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  prcoeedings,  and  pub- 
lish it,  except  such  parts  as  the  welfiu^  of  the  State  may  require  to 
be  kept  secret ;  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  in  each  house 
upon  the  final  passage  of  every  bill  of  a  general  oharaoter,  and  bilb 
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laid,  in  such  manner  and  of  such  an  amount,  as  maj  be  prescribed 

by  law. 

29.  The  Oencral  Assembly  shall  ha^e  power  to  authoriie  the  sey- 
eral  counties  and  incorporated  towns  in  this  State,  to  impose  taxes 
for  county  and  corporation  purposes  respectively,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  all  property  shall  be  taxed  accord- 
ing to  its  yalue,  upon  the  principles  established  in  regard  to  State 
taxation. 

30.  No  article  manufactured  of  the  produce  of  this  State  shall  be 
taxed  otherwise  than  to  pay  inspection  fees. 

31.  The  Qeneral  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  laws  for 
the  emancipation  of  slaves,  without  the  consent  of  their  owner  or 
owners. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Sec.  1.  The  supreme  exccutiye  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  (}ovemor. 

2.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  times  and  places  where  they  shall 
respectively  vote  for  the  members  thereof.  The  returns  of  every 
election  for  (Governor  shall  be  sealed  up,  and  transmitted  to  the  seat 
of  government,  by  the  returning  officers,  directed  to  the  Speaker  of 
the  Senate,  who  shall  open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 
The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  (Governor ; 
but  it  two  or  more  shall  be  ecnial,  and  highest  in  votes,  one  of  them 
shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly.  Contested  elections  for  Governor  shall  be  determin- 
ed by  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

3.  He  shall  he  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  have  been  a  citisen  of  this  State  seven  years 
next  before  his  election. 

4.  The  Governor  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  He  shall  not  be  eligible 
more  than  six  years  in  any  term  of  eight 

5.  He  shall  be  commander-in-ohief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this 
State,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States. 

I  6.  He  shsU  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  afler  con- 
Ivietion,  exoeni  in  eases  of  impeachment 

'  7.  He  shaiL  at  stated  times,  receive  a  compensation  for  his  servi- 
ces, which  shau  not  be  inoreased  or  diminished  during  the  period  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

8.  He  may  require  information  in  writing^  from  the  officers  in  the 
executive  department,  upon  any  snbjeot  reliSing  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  omoes. 

9.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  oeossions,  convene  the  General  As- 
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2.  Laws  mAj  be  ptfiseo  excindloig  from  the  rigbt  of  5a£Er»ge,  per- 
■ODB  wbo  HUT  be  ccinTiru*d  of  inikmoiis  criiDefi. 

3.  Electors  sbtll  is  mil  cases,  except  treaitoB.  fekmj  or  breadi  of 
the  peace,  be  privilefed  from  arrest  or  funmoiiB  during  tbeir  at- 
lendanoe  at  electiona.  aod  in  going  to  and  reCnning  from  tbem. 

4.  Id  aU  elections  to  be  mMde  by  the  General  Aieembly,  the  mem- 
bers thereof  shall  rote  riva  roce  ;  and  their  toIcs  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal     All  other  elections  shall  be  by  ballot 

ARTICLE  V. 

8gc.  1.  The  Honse  of  Representatires  shall  hare  the  sole  power 
of  impeachment 

2.  All  impeachmentA  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate :  when  sitting 
for  thAt  porpose,  the  senators  shall  be  npon  oath  or  affirmation.  No 
person  shall  be  conricted  without  the  concorrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  senators  sworn  to  try  the  officer  impeached. 

3.  The  House  of  Representatires  shall  elect  from  their  own  body, 
three  members,  whose  daty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute  impeachments. 
No  impeadiment  shall  be  tried  nntil  the  LegisJatore  shall  haTO  ad* 
jonmcMl  nmt  dU^  when  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  try  sach  im- 
peachment 

4.  The  Goremor,  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  judges  of  inferior 
courts,  chanoellors.  attorneys  for  the  State,  and  Secretary  of  State, 
■hall  be  liable  to  impeachment,  whenerer  they  may,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  House  of  RepresentatiTes,  commit  any  crime  in  their  official 
capacity,  which  may  require  disqualification ;  but  judgment  shall 
omy  extend  to  removal  m>m  office,  and  diaqualification  to  fill  any 
office  thereafter.  The  perty  shall,  nerertheless,  be  liable  to  indict- 
ment, triaL  judgment,  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

5.  Justices  of  the  peace,  and  other  civil  officers,  not  hereinbefore 
mentionedL  for  crimes  or  misdemeanors  in  office,  shall  be  liable  to 
indictment  in  such  courts  as  the  L^islature  mar  direct ;  and  upon 
eonviction,  shall  be  removed  from  office,  by  said  court,  as  if  found 
guilty  on  impeachment ;  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  other  punish- 
ment as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  thia  State  shall  be  vested  in  one 
Supreme  Court,  in  such  inferior  oourta  as  the  Legislature  shall  from 
lime  to  time  ordain  and  eetaUish,  and  the  judges  thereof^  and  in  jus- 
tieee  of  the  peace.  The  Legislature  may  also  vest  such  jurisdietton 
aa  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  corporation  courts. 

2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  composed  of  three  iudges,  one  of 
whom  shall  reside  in  each  of  the  grand  divisions  of  the  State  :  the 
eonourrenee  of  two  of  said  judges  shall  in  every  case  be  necessary  to 
a  decision.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Court  shall  be  appellate  only,  un< 
der  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
prcaoribed  by  law ;  but  it  may  passem  such  other  jnriadiotion  as  ia 
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12.  The  Btjle  of  all  process  shall  he,  Tke  StaU  cf  Ohio;  and  all 
proseeations  shall  he  carried  on  in  the  name  and  hj  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Ohio:  and  all  indictments  shall  conclude  ^against  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  In  all  elections,  all  white  male  inhahitants,  ahove  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  having  resided  in  the  State  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  and  who  have  paid,  or  are  charged  with,  a  State 
or  county  tax,  shall  enjoy  the  rignt  of  an  elector ;  hut  no  person 
shall  he  entitled  to  Tote,  except  in  the  county  or  district  in  which 
he  shall  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  the  election. 

2.  All  elections  shall  he  hy  hallot 

3.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of 
the  peace,  be  priyileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  elec- 
tions, and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  them. 

4.  The  Legislature  shall  have  full  power  to  exclude  from  the 
privilege  of  electing,  or  being  elected,  any  person  convicted  of  bri- 
Dery,  perjury,  or  any  other  in&mous  crime. 

5.  r^othing  contained  in  this  article  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  white  male  persons,  above  the  age  of  twentv-one  years,  who 
are  compelled  to  labor  on  the  roads  of  their  respective  townships  or 
counties,  who  have  resided  one  year  in  the  State,  from  having  the 
right  of  an  elector. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  Captains  and  subalterns  in  the  militia  shall  be  elected  by 
those  persons  in  their  respective  company  districts  subject  to  mili- 
tary duty. 

2.  Majors  shall  be  elected  by  the  captains  and  subalterns  of  the 
battalion. 

3.  Colonels  shall  be  elected  by  the  majors,  captains,  and  subalt- 
erns of  the  regiment. 

4.  Brigadiers-general  shall  be  elected  by  the  commissioned  offi- 
cers of  their  respective  brigades 

5  Majors-general  and  quarter-masters-general  shall  be  appointed 
by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 

G.  Tlie  Governor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general.  The  majors- 
general  sliall  appoint  their  aids,  and  other  division  officers.  The 
brigadiers  their  majors  ;  the  brigade-majors  their  staff  officers  ;  com- 
manders of  regiments  shall  appoint  their  adjutants,  quarter-masters, 
and  other  regimental  staff  officers  ;  and  the  captains  and  subalterns 
shall  appoint  their  non-commissioned  officers  and  musicians. 

7  The  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  artillery  and  cavalry  shall 
be  rltH'U'd  by  the  persons  enrolled  in  their  respective  corps,  and  the 
majors  and  colonels  shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  by  law.     The  colonels  shall  appoint  their  regimental  staff,

bsTe  proBided  in  any  inferior  conrt,  except  bj  consent  of  all  the  par- 
ties. In  case  all  or  any  of  the  judges  of  the  Supremo  Court  shall 
he  thus  disqualified  from  presiding  on  the  trial  of  any  cause  or  causes, 
the  court,  or  the  judges  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  and  he  shall  forthwith  specially  commission  the 
requisite  number  of  men  of  law-knowledge,  for  the  trial  and  deter- 
mination thereof  In  case  of  sickness  of  any  of  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  or  inferior  courts,  so  that  they  or  any  of  them  are  unable 
to  attend,  the  Legislature  shall  be  authorized  to  make  proTision  by 
the  general  laws,  that  special  judges  may  be  appointed  to  attend 
said  courts. 

12.  All  writs  and  other  process  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee ;  and  bear  test,  and  be  signed  by  the  respective  clerks. 
Indictments  shall  conclude,  ^^  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the 
State." 

13.  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  appoint  their  clerks,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  period  of  six  years.  Chancellors  (if 
courts  of  chancery  shall  be  established,)  shall  appoint  their  clerxs 
and  masters,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  period  of  six  years. 
Clerks  of  such  inferior  courts  as  may  be  hereafter  established,  which 
shall  be  required  to  be  holden  in  the  respective  counties  of  this  State, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  for  the  term  of  four 
years ;  they  shall  be  removed  from  office  for  malfeasance,  inoompeten- 
ey  or  neglect  of  duty,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

14.  No  fine  shall  be  laid  on  any  citizen  of  this  State,  that  shall 
exceed  fifty  dollars ;  unless  it  shall  be  assessed  by  a  jury  of  his  peers, 
who  shall  assess  the  fine  at  the  time  they  find  the  fact,  if  they  think 
the  fine  should  be  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

15.  The  different  counties  in  this  State  shall  be  laid  off  as  the 
General  Assembly  may  direct,  into  districts  of  convenient  size,  so 
that  the  whole  number  in  each  county  shall  not  be  more  than  twenty- 
five,  or  four  for  every  hundred  square  miles.  There  shall  be  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  one  constable  elected  in  each  district,  by 
the  qualified  voters  therein,  except  districts  including  oountr  towns, 
whicti  shall  elect  three  justices  and  two  constables.  The  jurisdiction 
of  said  officers  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county.  Justices  of 
the  peace  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  six.  and  constables  for  the 
term  of  two  years.  Upon  the  removal  of  either  of  said  officers  from 
the  district  m  which  he  was  elected,  his  office  shall  become  vacant 
from  the  time  of  such  removal.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  admtional  number  of  justices  of 
the  peace  in  incorporated  towns.

2    No  jH>rsi>n  who  denies  the  being  of  a  God,  or  a  future  6tat€  of 
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rewards  and  puniBhnieiiti,  shall  hold  any  office  in  the  civil  depart- 
ment of  this  State. 

3.  Any  person  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
fight  a  dnel,  or  knowingly  be  the  bearer  of  a  challenge  to  fight  a 
duel,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  for  that  purpose,  or  be  an  aider 
or  abettor  in  fighting  a  duel,  shsfi  be  depriTed  of  the  right  to  hold 
any  office  of  honor  or  profit  in  this  State,  and  shall  be  punished 
otherwise,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may-  prescribe. 

ARTICLB  X. 

Sec.  1.  Every  person  who  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  to  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit,  under  this  Constitution,  or  any  law  made  in 
pursuance  thereof,  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  thereof,  take 
an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  uiis  State,  and  of  the  United 
States,  and  an  oath  of  office. 

2.  Each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentativw 
shall,  before  they  proceed  to  business,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation, 
to  support  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United  States, 

and  also  the  followins  oath:  ^I, ,  do  solemnly  swear,  (or 

affirm,)  that,  as  a  member  of  this  General  Assembly,  I  will,  in  all 
appointments,  vote  without  faror,  affiMtion,  partiality,  or  prejudice ; 
and  that  I  will  not  propose  or  assent  to  any  bill,  vote  or  resolution, 
which  shall  appear  to  me  injurious  to  the  people,  or  eonsent  to  any 
act  or  thing  wnatever,  that  shall  have  a  tenaenoy  to  lessen  or  abrid^^ 
their  rights  and  privileges,  as  declared  by  the  Gonstitation  of  this 
SUte." 

3-  Any  elector  who  shall  receive  any  eift  or  reward  for  his  vote, 
in  meat,  drink,  money,  or  otherwise,  shafi  suffisr  such  punishmefit 
as  the  laws  shall  direct  And  any  person  Who  shall  directly  or  in- 
directly give,  promise,  or  bestow  any  such  reward  to  be  elected,  shall 
thereby  be  rendered  incapable,  for  six  years,  to  serve  in  the  offioe 
for  which  he  was  elected,  and  be  subject  to  such  further  punishment 
as  the  Legislature  shall  direct 

4.  New  counties  may  be  established  by  the  Legislatare,  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  three  hundred  and  fifty  square  miles,  and  which 
shall  contain  a  population  of  four  hundred-and  fif^  qualifM  voters. 
No  line  of  such  county  shall  approach  the  court-house  of  any  old 
eoonty  from  which  it  may  be  taken,  nearer  than  twelve  miles.  No 
part  of  a  county  shall  oe  taken  to  form  a  new  oounty  or  a  part 
ihereol^  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  oualified  voters  in 
such  part  taken  o£  And  in  all  cases  where  an  old  county  may  be 
reduced  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  one,  the  seat  of  justice  in 
said  old  county  shsll  not  be  removed  without  tiie  oonourrenoe  of 
two-thirds  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  nor  shall  said  old 
oounty  be  reduced  to  less  than  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  square 
miles :  prcvidUd^  however,  that  the  county  of  Bedford  may  be  re- 
daoed  to  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  square  miles ;  and  there 
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shall  not  be  laid  off  more  tb&D  one  new  coantj  on  tlie  west,  and  one 
on  the  east,  adjoining  tbe  county  of  the  dividing  line  ;  a  majaril; 
of  tbe  qualified  Tot«rB  of  said  county  voting  in  faTor  of  aud  dirifdon 
the  connties  of  Carter,  Bhea,  and  HantphreTS  shall  not  be  divided 
into  more  than  tiro  coanties  each;  nor  shall  more  than  one  new 
county  be  taken  out  of  the  territory  now  composing  tbe  eountiei  of 
Tipton  and  Dyer ;  nor  shall  the  sealB  of  justice  in  the  conotiea  of 
Rhea,  Carter.  Tipton,  and  Dj«r  be  remoTed.  without  tbe  cononr- 
rence  of  two  thirds  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature.  The  coumy 
of  Sulliyan  may  be  reduced  below  the  contents  of  six  hundred  an^ 
twenty-five  square  miles,  but  the  line  of  wiy  new  coant;  which  miT 
bereaft«r  be  laid  off  shall  not  approach  the  coanty  seat  of  nU 
oonntj  nearer  than  ten  miles.  The  counties  of  Marion  and  Bledra 
shall  not  be  reduced  below  one  thonsand  qualified  Toters  aacli,  ti 
forming  a  new  county  or  connties. 

5.  The  citiiena  who  may  be  incladed  in  any  new  county,  sbtll 
Totewiththecountyorcountiesfromwhicb  they  may  hare  b««aitlU- 
en  off,  for  membcrsof  Congress,  for  Governor  and  n>rmombenrf(ki 
General  Assembly,  until  the  aest  apportionment  </  members  to  8m 
QenersI  Assembly  after  tbe  establishment  of  suoh  new  ooun^. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

8ec.  1.  All  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  and  use  in  Urn 
State,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  shall  continiM  in  forw 
and  use  until  thoy  shall  expire,  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  hqpt- 

2.  Nothinff  contained  in  this  Constitution  shall  impair  the  valid- 
ly of  any  dcDts  or  contracts,  or  affect  any  rights  of  property,  or  aay 
•mts,  actions,  rights  of  action,  or  other  proceedings  in  courts.  <ii 
justioe. 

3.  Any  amendment  or  amandmenls  to  this  Constitution  may  b« 
proposed  in  the  Senat«  or  House  of  Representatives;  and  if  thr 
Rime  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  M  the  members  elected  to 
each  of  the  two  houses,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendmenU 
shall  be  entered  on  their  journdx,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon, 
and  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  then  next  to  be  chosen :  and 
shall  be  published  for  six  months  previous  to  the  time  of  makinc 
icuch  choice.  Andif  in  tbeGeaeral  Assembly  next  chosen  as  aforesaid. 
Buch  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  tbe 
dnty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  submit  such  proposed  amendment 
or  amendments  to  tbe  people,  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  time,  ai 
the  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  And  if  the  people  shall  ap- 
prove and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  by  a  majority  of 
nil  the  citiiens  of  the  State  voting  for  representatives,  voting  in 
their  favor,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  part  of 
thin  Constitution.     When  any  amendment  or  amendments  to  ths 
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Gonstitttiioii  shall  be  proposed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
Tisions,  the  same  shall  at  each  of  the  said  sessions  be  read  three 
times  on  three  sereral  days  in  eaoh  house.  The  Legislature  shall 
not  propose  amendments  to  the  Gonstitiition  oftener  than  once  in 
six  years. 

4.  The  Le^lature  shall  haye  no  power  to  grant  diyorces,  but 
may  authorise  the  courts  of  justioe  to  grant  them  for  such  causes  as 
may  be  specified  by  law :  provided,  that  such  laws  be  general  and 
uniform  m  their  operation  throughout  the  State. 

5.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  authorise  lotteries  for 
any  purpose,  and  shall  pass  laws  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  lottery  tick- 
ets in  this  State. 

6.  The  Legislature  shall  fix  the  rate  of  interest ;  and  the  rate  so 
established  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State. 

7.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  suspend  any  general 
law  for  the  benefit  of  any  particular  individual,  nor  to  pass  any  law 
for  the  benefit  of  individuals  inconsistent  with  the  general  laws  of 
the  land ;  nor  to  pass  any  law  granting  to  any  individual  or  individ- 
uals, riffhts,  privileges,  immunises,  or  exemptions,  other  than  such 
as  may  De,  by  the  same  law,  extended  to  any  member  of  the  com- 
munity, who  may  be  able  to  bring  himself  within  the  provisions  of 
such  law :  provided  always,  ike  Legislature  shall  have  power  to 
grant  such  charters  of  corporation  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for 
the  public  ffood. 

8.  The  Legislature  shall  have  the  right  to  vest  such  powers  in 
:he  courts  of  justice,  with  regard  to  private  and  local  affidrs,  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient. 

9.  A  well  regulated  system  of  internal  improvement  is  calculated 
to  develop  the  resources  of  the  State,  and  promote  the  happiness 
and  prosperity  of  her  citizens  ;  therefore  it  ought  to  be  encouraged 
by  the  Gleneral  Assembly. 

10.  Knowledge,  learning,  and  virtue,  being  essential  to  the  pres- 
ervation of  republican  institutions,  and  the  diffusion  of  the  opportu- 
nities and  advantages  of  education  throughout  the  different  portions 
of  the  State,  being  highly  conducive  to  Uie  promotion  of  this  end ; 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  all  future  periods 
of  this  ffovemment,  to  cherish  literature  and  science.  And  the  fund 
called  the  common  school  fund,  and  all  the  lands  and  proceeds  there- 
of, dividends,  stocks,  and  other  property  of  every  description  what- 
ever, heretofore  by  law  appropriated  bv  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State  for  the  use  of  common  schools,  and  all  such  as  shall  here- 
after be  appropriated,  shall  remain  a  pervdiuUfund,  the  principal  of 
which  shall  never  be  diminished  by  legislative  appropriation,  and  the 
interest  thereof  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  common  schools  throughout  the  State,  and  for 
the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people  thereof ;  and  no  law  shall  be 
made  authorising  said  fond,  or  any  part  thereof^  to  be  diverted  to 
any  other  use  than  the  support  ana  encouragement  of  common

ARTICLE  IL 
I  h'*  jKJwers  of  the  governraont  of  Indiana  shall  be  divided  into 
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entitle  it  to  ono  representative,  and  when  the  adjacent  county  or 
eonnties  may  not  have  a  rcsidnnm  or  residuums,  which,  when  added 
to  the  small  county,  would  entitle  it  to  a  separate  representation,  it 
shall  then  be  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  join  two  or  more 
together,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  a  representative ;  Provided, 
that  when  there  are  two  or  more  counties  adjoining,  which  have  ro- 
iidaums  over  and  above  the  ratio  when  fixed  bv  law,  if  said  residu- 
nms  when  added  together  will  amount  to  such  ratio,  in  that  case 
one  representative  shall  be  added  to  that  county  having  the  largest 
retiduuuL 

7.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  its  Speaker  and 
ether  officers. 

8.  In  all  elections  for  representatives,  every  free  male  citisen  (ne- 
groes, mulattoes,  and  Indians  excepted)  who,  at  the  time  being,  hath 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  resided  in  the  State 
two  years,  or  the  county  or  town  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  one  year 
next  preceding  the  election,  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an  elector ;  but 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  except  in  the  county  or  town  in 
which  he  may  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  the  election,  except  as  is 
herein  otherwise  provided.  Electors  shalL  in  all  cases,  except  trea- 
son, felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at,  going  to,  and  returning  from  elections. 

9.  The  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of 
taoT  years ;  and  when  assembled,  shall  have  the  power  to  choose  its 
effioers  annually. 

10.  At  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  afber  this  Con- 
flitution  takes  effect,  the  senators  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally 
as  may  be,  into  four  classes :  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first 
elasa  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year ;  of  the  se- 
cond class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  of  the  third  class, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year ;  and  of  the  fourth  class,  at  the 
expiration  of  the  fourth  year ;  so  that  one-fourth  shall  be  chosen 
every  year,  and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually. 

11.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  members  at  least, 
and  for  every  three  members  above  fifty-eight,  which  shall  be  added 
to  the  House  of  Representatives,  one  menioer  shall  be  added  to  the 
Senate. 

12.  The  same  number  of  senatorial  districts  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  be  established  by  the  Legislature,  as  there  may  then  be  sena- 
tors allotted  to  the  State ;  which  shall  be  so  formed  as  to  contain, 
as  near  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  free  male  inhabitants  in  each, 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  so  that  no  oounty  shall  be 
divided,  or  form  more  than  one  district ;  and  where  two  or  more 
counties  compose  a  district,  they  shall  be  adjoining. 

13.  When  an  additional  senator  may  be  added  to  the  Senate,  he 
shall  be  annexed  bv  lot  to  one  of  the  four  classes,  so  as  to  keep 
them  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  poisible. 

14.  One  MDator  for  each  district  aball  be  elected  by  those  quali- 
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be  •ttablbhed  by  law,  according  to  the  number  of  white  male  inhab> 
ilanta,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  in  each,  and  shall  nerer  \m 
less  than  one-third,  nor  more  than  one^half  of  the  number  of  repr»- 
sentatiyes. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  unless  he  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty- five  years,  and  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States ; 
and  shall,  next  preceding  the  election,  have  resided  two  years  in 
this  State,  tho  last  twelve  months,  of  which,  in  the  county  or  district 
in  which  he  may  be  elected,  if  the  county  or  district  shall  have  been 
so  long  erected ;  but  if  not,  then  within  the  limits  of  the  county  or 
counties,  district  or  districts,  out  of  which  the  same  shall  have  been 
taken  ;  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of 
the  United  States,  or  this  State,  and  shall  moreover  have  paid  a 
State  or  county  tax. 

8.  The  House  of  Representatives,  when  assembled,  shall  choose  a 
speaker  and  its  other  officers ;  and  the  Senate  shall  choose  its  officers, 
exoept  the  president ;  and  each  shall  be  judges  of  the  qualifications 
and  elections  of  its  members,  and  sit  upon  its  own  adjournments ; 
two-thirds  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ; 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members. 

9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish 
them.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members,  on  any  question,  shall, 
at  the  request  of  any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

10.  Any  one  member  of  eitlier  house  shall  have  liberty  to  dissent 
from  and  protest  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  he  may  think 
injurious  to  the  public,  or  any  individual  or  individuals,  and  have 
the  reason  of  his  dissent  entered  on  the  journals. 

1 1.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pun- 
ish its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence 
of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a' second  time  for  the  same 
cause ;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of 
the  Legislature  of  a  free  and  independent  State. 

12.  When  vacancies  happen  in  either  branch  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, tho  Governor,  or  the  person  exercising  the  power  of  Gov- 
ernor, shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

1  o.  Senators  and  Kopresentatives  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason, 
felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  bo  privileged  from  airest  during  tho 
session  of  tho  (icncral  Assembly,  and  in  going  to  or  returning  from 
the  same;  and  for  any  speccli  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall 
not  be  (luestioued  in  any  other  place. 

14.  Kach  house  may  punish,  by  imprisonment,  during  their  ses- 
sion, any  person,  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to 
the  hou.so,  by  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  pres- 
ence ;  Provided,  such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  ex- 
ceed twciitvfour  hours. 

I  ■»  Ttio  doors  of  each  house,  and  of  committees  of  the  whole,  shall 
bo  kept  opon,  except  in  such  cases  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  house, 
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toy  Bpeeoh  or  debate,  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  bo  questioned 
u  any  other  place. 

25.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or  elected 
to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  commonwealth,  which  shall 
have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  in- 
creased, during  the  time  such  Senator  or  Representative  was  in  of- 
ice,  except  to  such  offices  or  appointments  as  may  be  made  or  filled 
by  the  elections  of  the  people. 

26.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
clergyman,  priest,  or  teacher  of  an^  religious  persuasion,  society,  or 
sect ;  nor  wnilst  he  holds  or  exercises  any  office  of  profit  under  this 
commonwealth,  shall  bo  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly ;  except 
attomeys-at-law,  justices  of  the  peace  and  militia  officers  :  Provided, 
that  justices  of  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  shall  be  ineligible 
so  lonff  as  any  compensation  may  be  allowed  them  for  their  services  * 
Provided,  also,  that  attorneys  for  the  commonwealth,  who  receive  a 
fixed  annual  salary  from  the  public  treasury,  shall  bo  ineligible. 

27.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of  taxes 
fbr  the  State,  or  the  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  collector,  shall  be 
•ligible  to  the  General  Assembly  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  qui- 
etus for  the  amount  of  such  collection,  and  for  all  public  moneys 
for  which  he  mav  be  responsible. 

28.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until  on  three  several 
days  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
me  discussion  allowed  theron ;  unless,  in  cases  of  urgency,  four-fifths 
of  the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  depending,  may  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  dispense  with  this  rule. 

29.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in 
other  bills :  Provided,  that  they  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter, 
wider  the  color  of  an  amendment,  which  does  not  relate  to  raising 
a  revenue. 

30.  The  General  Assembly  shall  reeulate,  by  law,  by  whom  and 
in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof 

ARTICLE  III. 

Concerning  the  ExeaUive  Departmeni. 

Sec.  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  commonwealth  shall 
be  vested  in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Governor 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

2.  The  (Governor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  by 
the  citiiens  entitled  to  suffrage  at  the  time  and  places  where  they 
shall  respectively  vote  for  representatives.  The  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Governor  \  but  if  two  or  more

which  he  may  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  the  eleetioD,  except  as  is 
herein  otherwise  provided.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  trea- 
son, felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  pesce,  be  priviWed  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at,  going  to,  and  retoming  from  elections. 

9.  The  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of 
four  years ;  and  when  assembled,  shall  have  the  power  to  choose  its 
officers  annually. 

10.  At  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  after  this  Con- 
stitution takes  effect,  the  senators  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally 
as  may  be,  into  four  classes :  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year ;  of  the  se- 
cond class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year ;  of  the  third  class, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year ;  and  of  the  fourth  class,  at  the 
expiration  of  the  fourth  year ;  so  that  one-fourth  shall  be  chosen 
every  year,  and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually. 

1 1.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  members  at  least, 
and  for  every  three  members  above  fifty-eight,  which  shall  be  added 
to  the  House  of  Representatives,  one  membm  shall  be  added  to  the 
Senate. 

12.  The  same  number  of  senatorial  districts  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  be  established  by  the  Legislature,  as  there  mav  then  be  sens* 
tors  allotted  to  the  State ;  which  shall  be  so  formed  as  to  contain, 
as  near  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  free  male  inhabitants  in  each, 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  so  that  no  county  shall  be 
divided,  or  form  more  than  one  district ;  and  where  two  or  more 
counties  compose  a  district,  they  shall  be  adjoining. 

13.  When  an  additional  senator  may  be  added  to  the  Senate,  he 
shall  be  annexed  bv  lot  to  one  of  the  four  classes,  so  as  to  kieep 
them  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  possible. 

li.  One  senator  for  each  distriet  shall  be  elected  by  those  quali- 
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%nj  speecb  or  debate,  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  other  place. 

25.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or  elected 
to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  commonwealth,  which  shall 
have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  in- 
creased, during  the  time  such  Senator  or  Representative  was  in  of- 
fice, except  to  such  offices  or  appointments  as  may  be  made  or  filled 
by  the  elections  of  the  people. 

26.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
clergyman,  priest,  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion,  society,  or 
sect ;  nor  wnilst  he  holds  or  exercises  any  office  of  profit  under  this 
commonwealth,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly ;  except 
attorney s-at-law,  justices  of  the  peace  and  militia  officers :  Provided, 
that  justices  of  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  shall  be  ineligible 
so  long  as  any  compensation  may  be  allowed  them  for  their  services  * 
Provided,  also,  that  attorneys  for  the  commonwealth,  who  receive  a 
fixed  annual  salary  from  the  public  treasury,  shall  be  ineligible. 

27.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of  taxes 
for  the  State,  or  the  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  collector,  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  General  Assembly  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  qui- 
etus for  Uie  amount  of  such  collection,  and  for  all  public  moneys 
for  which  he  mav  be  responsible. 

28.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until  on  three  several 
days  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
free  discussion  allowed  theron ;  unless,  in  cases  of  urgency,  four-fifths 
of  the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  depending,  may  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  dispense  with  this  rule. 

29.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Representatives ;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in 
other  bills :  Provided,  that  they  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter, 
under  the  color  of  an  amendment,  which  does  not  relate  to  raising 
a  revenue. 

30.  The  General  Assembly  shall  regulate,  by  law,  by  whom  and 
in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  eiUier  branch  thereoC 

ARTICLE  in. 

Ccnueming  the  Executive  DeparimeiU. 

Sao.  1.  The  supreme  ezeontive  power  of  the  eommonwealth  shall 
be  vested  in  a  ohief  maffistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  (Governor 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

2.  The  Gt)vemor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  by 
the  citiiens  entitled  to  suffrage  at  the  time  and  places  where  they 
shall  respectively  vote  for  representatives.  The  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Governor  \  but  if  two  or  more 
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13.  He  Bhall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  General  Assembly  in- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  commonwealth,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  snoh  measores  as  he  shall  deem  expedient 

14.  He  may  on  extraordinary  occasions  convene  the  General  As- 
sembly at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place,  if  that 
should  have  become,  since  their  last  adjournment,  dangerous  from 
an  enemy,  or  from  contagious  disorders ;  and  in  case  of  disagree- 
ment between  the  two  houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjourn- 
ment, adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  ho  shall  think  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding four  months. 

15.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

16.  A  Lieutenant-Gt>vemor  shall  be  chosen  at  every  election  for 
a  Gt>vemor,  in  the  same  manner,  continue  in  office  for  the  same  time, 
and  possess  the  same  Qualifications.  In  voting  for  Governor  and 
Lieutenant-Governor,  tne  electors  shall  distinguish  whom  they  vote 
for  as  Governor,  and  whom  as  Lieutenant-Governor. 

17.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  Speaker  of  the  Senate, 
have  a  right,  when  in  committee  of  the  whole,  to  debate  and  vote 
on  all  subjects ;  and  when  the  Senate  are  equally  divided,  to  give  the 
casting  vote. 

18.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  refusal  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the 
State,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  exercise  all  the  power  and  au- 
thority appertaining  to  the  office  of  Governor,  until  another  be  duly 
qualified,  or  the  Governor  absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or  be 
acquitted. 

19.  Whenever  the  government  shall  be  administered  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  Speaker  of  the 
Senate,  the  senators  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  members  as  Speak- 
er, for  that  occasion.  And  if^  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of 
Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  impeached,  removed 
from  office,  refuse  to  qualify,  resign,  die,  or  be  absent  from  the  State, 
the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  shall,  m  like  manner,  administer  the  gov- 
ernment. 

20.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  while  he  acts  as  Speaker  to  the 
Senate,  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensation  which 
shall  for  the  same  period  be  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  no  more ;  and  during  the  time  he  administers 
the  ffovemment  as  Governor,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
which  the  Governor  would  have  received  and  been  entitled  to,  had 
he  been  employed  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 

21.  The  speaker  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  during  the  time  he 
administers  toe  government,  shall  receive  in  like  manner  the  same 
compensation  which  the  Governor  would  have  received  had  he  been 
employed  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 

22.  If  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  called  upon  to  adminis- 
ter the  government,  and  shall,  while  in  such  administration,  resign, 
die,  or  1^  absent  from  the  State  during  the  recess  of  the  Genml

Sko  1 .  Every  person  who  shall  b^  ohoeen  or  apnomted  to  any 
oAee  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  aothority  of  thk^ate,  aImII,  be- 
fore entering  on  the  dnties  of  said  offiee,  take  an  oaAboraflbiBalioB, 
before  any  person  lawfallv  anthoriied  to  ndminiater OBtfa%  to  auppori 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  Statesy  and  t^  Constitiitian  of  this 
State,  and  also  an  oath  of  oftee.

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6.  That  the  ancient  mode  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  held  sacred, 
and  the  right  thereof  remain  inviolate. 

7.  That  printinff  presses  shall  be  free  to  every  person  who  under- 
takes to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature,  or  any  branch 
of  government ;  and  no  law  shiQl  ever  be  made  to  restrain  the  right 
thereof  The  free  communication  of  thoughts  and  opinions  is  one 
of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man,  and  every  citiien  may  ft^ely  speak, 
write,  and  print,  on  any  8ab)eot,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  liberty. 

8.  In  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  papers  investigating  the 
official  conduct  of  officers,  or  men  in  a  public  capacity,  or  where  the 
matter  published  is  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth  thereof 
may  be  given  in  evidence ;  and  in  all  indictments  for  libels,  the 
jury  shall  have  a  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under 
the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in  other  oases. 

9.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches ;  and  that 
no  warrant  to  search  any  place  or  to  seise  any  person  or  thing,  shall 
issue  without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without 
probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

10.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right  to 
be  heard  by  himself  and  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause 
of  the  accusation  against  him :  to  meet  the  witnesses  hce  to  face ; 
to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor ;  and, 
in  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  a  speedy  public  trial, 
by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicinage ;  that  he  cannot  be*  compelled 
to  give  evidenoe  against  himself;  nor  can  he  be  deprived  of  his  life, 
liberty,  or  property,  unless  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law 
of  the  land. 

1 1.  That  no  person  shall,  for  any  indictable  offence,  be  proceeded 
against  eriminally  by  information,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land 
or  naval  forces,  or  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war 
or  public  danger,  by  leave  of  the  court,  for  oppression  or  misde- 
meanor in  office. 

12.  No  person  shall,  for  the  same  offinioe,  be  twioe  put  in  jeopardy 
of  his  life  or  limb,  nor  shall  any  man's  property  be  taken  or  appHed 
to  public  use  without  the  consent  of  his  representatives,  and  with- 
out just  compensation  being  previously  Biade  to  him. 

13.  That  all  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person  for  an  injury 
done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  reme- 
dy by  the  due  course  of  law ;  and  right  and  justice  administered 
without  sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

1 4.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised,  unless 
by  the  Legislature  or  its  autnorit^. 

15.  That  excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  infiicted. 

16.  That  all  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  securities, 
unless  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident,  or  presumption 
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great :  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shaU  not  b« 
suspended,  unle&d  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  inTasion.  the  pahik 
safety  may  require  it 

17.  That  the  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  rre- 
snmption  of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison  after  delirennf 
up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  manner  as  shiD 
be  prescribed  bj  law. 

18.  That  no  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  contracts, 
shall  be  made. 

10.  That  no  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by  the 
Legislature. 

20.  That  no  attainder  shall  work  oormption  of  blood,  nor.  ex- 
cept durine  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to  the 
commonwealth. 

2 1 .  That  the  estates  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy  their  own  lire$. 
shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  ease  of  natural  death  ;  and  if  any  per- 
son shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  by  rea- 
son thereof. 

22.  That  the  citizens  have  a  right  in  a  peaceable  manner  to  as^m- 
blc  together  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  inve^te-i 
with  the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  gricTances  or  other 
proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

23.  That  the  rights  of  the  citizens  to  bear  arms  in  defense  of 
themselves  and  the  State  shall  not  be  questioned. 

24.  That  no  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  kept  up 
without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature ;  and  the  military  shall,  in 
all  cases  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power 

25.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  anj 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in 
a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

26.  That  the  Legislature  shall  not  grant  any  title  of  nobility  or 
hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office,  the  appointment  to  which 
shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  during  good  behavior. 

27.  That  emigration  from  this  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 

2S.  To  guard  against  transgressions  of  the  high  powers  which  we 
have  delegated,  we  declare,  that  every  thing  in  this  article  is  excepted 
out  of  the  general  powers  af  government,  and  shall  forever  remain 
inviolate ;  and  that  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or  contrary  to  thii 
Constitution,  shall  be  void.

ABTICLE  L 

Sec.  t .  The  I wisUtiTe  anthority  of  this  SUt«  shall  be  rested  in  » 
G«iieral  AnemblV,  which  shall  consist  of  »  Senate  snd  HoUH  t£ 
BeproMDtatiTea,  both  to  be  elected  by  the  people. 

2.  Within  one  year  after  the  first  meetiog  of  Ute  Oenaral  AssemUj, 
snd  within  enry  labseqiient  term  of  four  years,  an  eDumentioii  ac 
all  the  white  male  inhahitaala  above  twenty-one  yesisof  age  shall  be 
made,  tn  each  matmet  as  shall  1m  directed  by  law.  The  number  ef 
represenlatiTSS  shall,  at  the  seretal  periods  m  making  mob  enumera- 
tion, be  fixed  by  the  L^jislatnre,  and  Hmoitioned  among  the  sorertl 
eonnties,  seoording  to  the  nnmber  at  wmte  male  inhslntaDtB  of  abore 
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twont j-one  years  of  age  in  each  ;  and  shall  nerer  be  less  than  twentj^ 
ftmr  nor  greater  than  thirty-six,  until  the  number  of  white  male  in 
habitants  of  above  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall  be  twenty-two  thou 
sand ;  and  after  tbat  eyent^  at  such  ratio  that  the  whole  number  of 
representatives  shall  never  be  less  than  thirty-six,  nor  exoeed  seventy- 
two. 

3.  The  representatives  shall  be  ehesen  annually,  by  the  citixens  of 
each  oounty  respectively,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Oetober. 

4.  No  person  shatt  be  a  representaUve  who  shall  nothaveat- 
tained  the  age  of  twenty-five  yssrs,  and  be  a  citiien  of  the  United 
States,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  State ;  shall  also  have  resided  within 
the  limits  of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen,  one  year  next 
preceding  his  election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  Uie  public 
Dusiness  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  have  paid 
a  State  or  county  tax. 

5.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  biennially,  bf  qualified  voters  for 
representatives ;  and,  on  their  beinff  convened  m  oonaeqiBenoe  of  the 
fint  election,  they  shall  be  divided  by  lot  firom  their  respective  coun- 
ties or  districts,  as  near  as  can  be,  into  twodasses;  the  seats  of  the 
senators  x>f  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expinttaon  of  the 
first  year,  and  of  the  seeond  class  at  the  expirstion  of  the  second 
year ;  so  that  one-half  thereod^  as  near  as  posdUe,  may  be  chosen 
annually  forever  thereafkeR 

6.  The  number  of  senators  shall,  at  ihe  several  periods  of  making 
the  enumeration  before  mentioned,  be  fixed  by  the  Le^slature  and 
apportioned  among  the  several  counties  or  districts  to  be  established 
1^  law,  according  to  the  number  of  white  male  inhabitants  of  the 
affe  of  twenty-one  years  in  each,  and  shall  never  be  less  than  one- 
third  nor  more  than  one-half  of  the  number  of  representatives. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  has  not  amved  at  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  and  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States ;  shall  have  resi* 
ded  two  years  in  the  district  or  county  immediatcdy  preceding  the 
election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  moreover  have  {Sud  a 
State  or  county  tax. 

8.  The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  when  assembled, 
shall  each  choose  a  Speaker  and  its  other  officers,  be  judges  of  the 
qualifications  and  elections  of  its  members,  and  sit  upon  its  own  ad- 
journments ;  two-thirds  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

9.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish 
them.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members,  on  any  question,  shall, 
ftl  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

10.  Any  two  members  of  either  house  shall  have  liberty  to  dissent 
ftom  and  protest  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  they  may  think 
Uurious  to  the  public  or  any  individual,  and  have  the  reasons  of 
«lMr  diaseai  snisnd  SB  tiM  journils. 
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11.  EmIi  koDM  may  determine  the  roles  of  its  proceedings, 
pnnisb  its  members  fiir  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds,  ezpd  a  member,  bat  not  a  second  time  for  the  same 
cause ;  and  ^lall  haye  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the 
Legislature  of  a  free  and  independent  State. 

12.  When  Taoandes  happen  in  either  house,  the  (}oTemor  or  the 
person  exercising  the  powers  of  the  Goremor,  AaXL  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  Taoandes. 

13.  Senators  and  representatives  shall,  in  all  cases,  exoept  treason, 
felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  ouring  t^e 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  same ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate,  in  either  house,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  anv  other  place. 

14.  Each  house  may  punish,  by  imprisonment,  during  thdr  ses- 
sion, any  person,  not  a  member,  who  snail  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to 
the  house,  by  any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  pres- 
ence ;  provided  such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  ex* 
ceed  twenty-four  hours. 

15.  The  doors  of  each  house,  and  of  committees  of  the  whole, 
shall  be  kept  open,  except  in  such  cases  as,  in  the  ojpinion  of  the 
house,  may  require  secrecy.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  eon- 
sent  cff  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  two  days^  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

16.  Bills  may  orimiate  in  dther  house,  but  may  be  altered| 
amended,  or  rejected  by  the  other. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days,  in  each  house, 
unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  three-fourths  of  the  house  where  such  bill 
is  so  depending  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense  with  this  rule ; 
and  every  bill  having  passed  boUi  houses,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
speakers  of  their  respective  houses. 

18.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  hey  ^^  Be  it  enaded  hy 
ike  General  Assembly  cfihe  StaU  of  Ohio." 

19.  The  Legislature  of  Hub  State  shall  not  allow  the  following 
oflkers  of  government  ^poster  annual  sdbries  than  as  follows,  untu 
the  year  one  thousand  ei^t  hundred  and  eight,  to  wit;  the  Gover- 
nor not  more  than  <»e  thousand  ddlars ;  the  juages  of  the  Supreme 
Court  not  more  than  one  thousand  ddUars  eiwBh ;  the  presidents  of 
Uie  courts  of  common  pleas  not  more  than  eight  hundred  dollars 
each ;  the  Seoretarv  of  State  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars ; 
titf  auditor  of  jpnbuo  aeoounts  not  more  than  seven  hundred  and 
fifiv  ddlsrs;  the  treasnrer  not  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifl^ 
doUars;  no  member  of  the  Lcgidatore  shall  reodve  more  than  two 
dollars  per  day  during  his  attendance  on  the  Legidatare,  nor  more 
for  every  twenty-five  miles  he  shall  travd  in  going  to  and  returning 
firom  the  Geneial  Assembly. 

20.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appomted  to  any  dvil  office  under 
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of  the  Oeneral  AatemUy,  on  ibe  leoond  Tuesday  of  October,  at  the 
same  idaoes  and  in  the  same  manner  that  they  shall  respectiyely 
Yote  for  memben  thereof  The  retums  of  every  election  for  Gbrer- 
nor  shall  be  sealed  np  and  tranimittod  to  the  seat  of  goyemment, 
by  the  returning  officers,  direetad  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate, 
who  shall  open  and  pnUish  them  in  the  presence  of  a  majority  oi 
the  members  of  eaob  house  of  the  General  Assembly;  the  person 
haying  the  highest  number  of  yotes  shall  be  Goyemor ;  but  if  two 
or  more  shall  be  equal  and  highest  in  yotes,  then  one  of  them  shall 
be  chosen  Goyemor  by  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Contested  elections  for  Goyemor  shall  be  determined 
by  both  houses  of  the  General  AssemUy,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

3.  The  first  Goyemor  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Monday 
of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fiye,  and  until 
another  Gk>yemor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  to  office ;  and  for- 
oyer  after,  the  Goyemor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  terra  of  two 
years,  and  until  another  Gt>yemor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified ; 
but  he  shall  not  be  eligible  more  than  six  years  in  any  term  of  eight 
years.  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  haye  been  a 
oitisen  of  the  United  States  twehre  years,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State  four  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

4.  He  shall  from  tune  to  time,  giye  to  the  General  Assembly  in- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  goyemment,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient 

I      5.  He  shall  haye  the  power  to  grant  reprieyes  and  pardons,  after 
I  eonyiction,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment 

6.  The  Goyemor  shall,  at  stated  times,  reoeiye  f<v  his  senrices  a 
oompensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished 
during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  haye  been  elected. 

7.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers  in 
the  executiye  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respectiye  offices,  and  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  &ith- 
fiilly  executed. 

8.  When  an  officer,  the  right  of  whose  appointment  is,  by  this 
Constitution,  yested  in  the  General  Assembly,  shall,  during  the  re- 
eess,  die,  or  his  office  by  any  means  become  yacant,  the  Goyemor 
shall  haye  power  to  fill  such  yacancy,  by  granting  a  commission, 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  L^giidatnre. 

9.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  conyene  tiie  General  As- 
semUy  bj  prodamation,  and  shall  state  to  them,  when  assembled, 
the  puraose  ibr  whioh  they  shall  haye  been  conyened. 

10.  Me  shall  be  oomnander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  nayy  of  thu 
State,  and  of  the  militia,  exeept  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the 
senrice  of  the  United  States. 

11.  In  eases  of  disagreeBMBt  between  the  two  houses,  with  respect 
to  the  time  of  adjounuBOBi,  the  Goyemor  shall  haye  the  power  to 
•djouns  the  Gmnl  AsssnUj  to  SMh  tisM  ■•  he  thinks  proper.. 
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compose  the  conrt  of  common  plems,  which  court  sh^l  have  common 
law  and  chancery  jurisdiction,  m  all  such  cases  as  diall  bo  directed 
by  law ;  proyided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  the  Legislature  from  increasing  the  number  of  circuits 
ana  presidents  after  the  term  of  fire  years. 

4.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  court  of  common  pleas, 
shall  have  complete  criminal  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  pointed  out  by  law. 

5.  The  court  of  common  pleas  in  each  county  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  probate  and  testamentary  matters,  granting  administra- 
tion, and  the  appointment  of  guaroians,  and  such  other  cases  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

6.  The  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall,  within  their  re- 
spcctiye  counties,  haye  the  same  powers  with  the  judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  to  issue  writs  of  certiorari  to  the  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  cause  their  proceedings  to  be  brought  before  them,  and  the  like 
right  and  justice  to  be  done. 

7.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  by  yirtue  of  their 
offices,  be  conservators  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  pres- 
idents of  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  offices, 
be  conservators  of  the  peace  in  their  respective  circuits,  and  the 
ludges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall,  by  yirtue  of  their  offices, 
be  conservators  of  the  peace  in  their  respective  counties. 

8.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  presidents,  and  the  as- 
sociate judees  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  shall  be  appointed  by 
a  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  if  so  long  they  behave 
well.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  presidents  of  the 
courts  of  common  pleas,  shall,  at  stated  timet,  receive  for  their  ser- 
yices  an  adequate  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  law,  which  shall  not 
be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office ;  but  they  shall  re- 
ceive no  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  profit 
or  trust  under  tne  authority  of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

9.  Each  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  for  the  term  of  seven 
years ;  but  no  person  snail  be  appointed  clerk,  except  pro  tempore, 
who  shall  not  produce  to  the  court  appointing  him  a  certificate  from 
a  majority  of  tne  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that  they  judge  him 
to  be  well  qualified  to  execute  the  duties  of  the  office  of  clerk  to  any 
court  of  toe  same  dignity  with  that  for  which  he  offers  himself. 
They  shall  be  removable  for  breach  of  good  behavior,  at  any  time, 
by  the  judgea  of  the  respective  courts. 

10.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  held  once  a  year,  in  each  county; 
and  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall  be  holden  in  each  county  at 
such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  preacribed  by  law. 

1 1.  A  competent  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  eleotora  in  eaeh  township  in  the  several  counties, 
and  shall  eontume  in  oSoe  three  yean ;  whose  powers  and  dutiea 
shall  fh»  tiae  to  ftiine  bo  regulated  and  defined  by  law. 
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may  require  seorecj.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  two  days,  nor  to  any  other  place 
than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

16.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house,  but  may  be  altered, 
amended,  or  rejected  by  the  other. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  di£ferent  days  in  each  house, 
unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  two-thirds  of  the  house  where  such  bill 
may  be  depending  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense  with  this 
rule ;  and  every  bill,  having  passed  both  houses,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  speaker  of  their  respective  houses. 

18.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  he^^'Beii  enaded  by 
the  General  AsKfMy  af  the  State  cf  Indiana, 

19.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  bat  the  Senate  may  amend  or  reject  as  in  other 
biU& 

20.  No  person  holding  any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  Pre- 
sident of  tne  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  militia  officers  except- 
ed, shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  either  branch  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, unless  he  resign  his  office  previous  to  his  election ;  nor  shall 
any  member  of  either  branch  of  Uie  General  Assembly,  during  the 
time  for  which  he  is  elected,  be  eligible  to  any  office,  the  appoint- 
ment of  which  is  vested  in  the  General  Assembly :  Provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any 
member  of  the  first  session  of  the  first  General  Assembly  from  ac- 
cepting any  office  that  is  created  by  this  Constitution,  or  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  the  salaries  of  which  are  estab- 
liabed. 

21.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  conse- 
quence of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

22.  An  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
public  money  shall  be  attached  to  and  published  with  the  laws,  at 
every  annual  session  of  the  Creneral  Assembly. 

23.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
impeaching,  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  must  concur 
in  such  impeachment  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Sen- 
ate, and  when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  tlie  senators  shall  be  upon 
oath  or  affirmation  to  do  justice  according  to  law  and  evidence ;  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  senators  elected. 

24.  The  Governor,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  State,  shall  be  re- 
moved from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and  conviction  of,  treason, 
bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors ;  but  judgment  in 
meh  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  office,  and 
disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust,  under 
tills  State.  The  party,  whether  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall  nevcr^ 
thelets  be  liable  to  indiotment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment  ao- 
eording  to  law. 

25.  The  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  commence  on 
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t.  Befure  he  entcn  upoo  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirmatioo,  to  wit :  "  I  do  solemnly  swear  for  affirm]  that  I  will  fiiith- 
fullj  execute  the  duties  appertainiiw  to  the  office  of  goTemor  of  the  state  of  llli- 
nois ;  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state;  and  will,  also^  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States.** 

7.  He  Hhall,  from  time  to  time,  gire  the  general  assembly  mformation  of  the 
state  of  the  goTemment,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration,  such  measures 
as  he  nhall  deem  expedient 

8.  The  govemor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieyes,  commutations,  and  par- 
dons, after  conviction,  for  all  offences,  except  treason  and  cases  of  impeachment, 
upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  he  may  think 
proper,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  prox^ded  by  law,  relative  to  the 
manner  of  applying  for  pardons  Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  shall  have 
power  to  Huspeiid  the  execution  of  the  sentence,  until  the  case  shall  be  reported 
to  the  general  aM«mbly  at  it**  next  meeting,  when  the  general  assembly  shall 
pardon  the  convict,  conmiute  the  sent^ice,  direct  the  execution  thereof^  or  grant 
a  further  reprieve.  He  shall,  bieimially,  communicate  to  the  general  assembly 
each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation,  or  pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  of  the 
fonvict,  the  crime  for  which  he  was  convicted,  uie  sentence  ami  its  date,  and  the 
date  of  commutation,  pardon,  or  reprieve. 

9.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  in  the  executive 
department,  upon  any  subject  relating^  to  tlw  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  shall  tiJce  care  that  the  laws  be  iaithftilly  executed. 

10.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occaskms,  convene  the  general  assembly  by 
proclamation,  and  shall  state,  in  said  nrodamatioo,  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  to  convene ;  and  the  general  Ikssemoly  shall  enter  on  no  legislative  business, 
except  that  for  whidi  they  were  specially  called  together. 

1 1.  He  shall  be  commander-in-diief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this  atate,  and 
of  the  militia,  exoept  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 

12.  The  governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  (a  majority  of  all  the  senators  concurring,)  appoint  all  officers  whose 
offices  are  eHtablished  by  this  constitution,  or  which  may  oe  created  by  law,  and 
whose  appointments  are  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  and  no  such  officer  shall 
be  appomted  or  elected  by  the  general  assembly. 

18.  In  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  with  respect  to  the  time 
of  adjournment,  the  governor  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  general  assembly 
to  sudi  time  as  he  thinks  proper,  provided  it  be  not  to  a  period  beyond  the  next 
constitutional  meeting  of  the  same. 

14.  A  lieutenantr^vemor  shall  be  diosen  at  every  election  of  governor,  in 
the  same  manner,  continue  in  office  for  the  same  time,  and  possess  the  same 
aualificatianB.  In  voting  for  governor  and  lieutenant  govemor,  the  electors  shall 
oistinguish  whom  they  vote  for  as  governor,  and  whom  as  lieutenant^vemor. 

15.  The  lieatenant^gotvemor  sfaaU,  by  virtue  of  hb  office,  be  speaker  of  the 
senate,  have  a  right,  when  in  committee  of  the  whole,  to  debate  ioA  vote  on  all 
subjects,  and,  whenever  the  senate  are  eanally  divided,  to  give  the  casting  vote. 

10.  Whenever  the  government  shall  be  adminiatered  ^  the  lieuteoant^ov- 
emor.  or  he  diall  be  unable  to  attend  as  speaker  of  the  senate,  the  senators  dudl 
elect  one  of  their  own  number  as  speaker  for  that  Ofinsion ;  and  ii^  during  the 
vacancy  of  the  office  of  governor,  the  Ueatenantgovanar  shall  be  impeMshed, 
removed  from  office,  reliiM  to  (|ualiff ,  or  resign,  or  die,  or  be  absent  from  the 
state,  the  speaker  of  the  senate  shall,  in  like  manner,  administer  the  government 

17.  The  lieutenant-governor,  while  he  acts  as  speaker 'of  the  senate,  shall  re- 
ceive for  his  services  the  same  eomponsation  which  shall,  for  the  same  period, 
be  allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repreeentativeB,  and  no  more. 

18.  If  the  lieutenantrgovemor  shall  be  oauad  upon  to  administer  the  govern*

ARTICLE  y.'-Cftke  Jydieiary  Departmmt, 

Sio.  1.  TIm  jtidieud  power  of  this  state  ihall  be,  and  is  hereby,  vested  in  one 
tnprcine  court,  in  circuit  courts,  in  county  courts,  and  in  iustices  of  the  peace : 
Provided,  that  inferior  local  courts^  of  ctTil  and  criminal  jurisdiction,  may  be 
establii^ied  by  the  general  assembly  in  the  etties  of  this  state»  but  such  courts 
shall  have  a  uniform  organiiatioQ  and  jurisdictian  in  such  cities^ 

2.  The  supreme  court  shall  coosist  of  three  judges,  two  of  iriiom  shall  form  a 
quorum ;  and  the  concurrence  of  two  of  said  judges  shall  in  all  cases  be  neces- 
sary to  a  decision. 

3.  The  Htate  shall  be  divided  into  three  grand  dirisiooa,  as  nearly  equal  as 
may  be,  and  the  qualified  electors  of  each  dirisioo  diall  elect  one  of  the  said 
jud^  for  the  term  of  nine  years :  Provided,  that  after  the  first  election  <^  such 
jiid^o>(,  th(.>  ^tMicral  assorobly  may  have  the  power  to  provide  by  law  for  their 
election  by  the  whole  state,  or  by  divisioos,  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient. 

4.  The  office  of  one  of  said  judges  diall  be  vacated,afber  the  first  election  heki 
under  this  article,  in  three  years ;  of  one,  in  six  years ;  and  of  one,  in  nine  years ; 
to  be  decided  by  lot«  so  t^t  one  of  said  judges  shall  be  elected  once  in  every 
three  years,  "nie  judge  having  the  longest  term  to  serve  diall  be  the  first  chief- 
justice  ;  after  which,  the  judge  having  the  oldest  eommiasion  shall  be  chief- 
justice. 

6.  The  supreme  court  may  have  origmal  jurisdictioD  in  cases  relative  to  the 
revenue,  m  cases  of  mandamuM,  kmbems  corjmM,  and  in  such  cases  of  impeachment 
as  may  be  by  law  directed  to  be  tried  before  it,  and  diall  have  i^pellate  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  o&er  cases. 

6.  The  supreme  oourt  shall  hold  one  term  annaallT  in  eadi  of  the  afoiesaid 
grand  divisioos,  at  such  time  and  place,  in  each  of  said  divisioas,  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  by  law. 

I.  The  state  shall  be  divided  into  nine  judicial  districts ;  in  eadi  of  whidi  one 
circuit  judge  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  nz  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  comnussioned  and 
qualified:  Provided,  that  the  general  assembly  may  increase  the  number  of  dr- 
cuits  to  meet  the  future  exigencies  of  the  state. 

8.  Tliere  shall  be  two  or  more  terms  of  the  circuit  court  held,  annually,  in  eadi 
county  of  this  state,  at  such  times  as  shall  be  provided  by  law ;  and  said  courts 
shall  nave  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  at  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  cases  of  appeals 
from  all  inferior  courts. 

9.  All  vacancies  in  the  supreme  and  circuit  courts  shall  be  filled  by  election  as 
aforesaid :  Provided,  koteever,  that  if  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one 
year,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  executive  appointment 

10.  TIm  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twrive  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  and  no  more.  The  judges  of  the  dreuit 
courts  snail  receive  a  salary  of  one  thonsand  doQan  per  anoom,  payaUe  quar- 
teriy ,  and  no  more.  The  judges  of  tiie  supreme  and  circuit  courts  shall  not  be 
eligtble  to  any  other  office  or  piblielmat,  of  profit,  in  thb  state  or  the  United 
States,  during  the  term  for  whidi  they  are  elseted,  nor  for  one  year  thereafler. 
All  votes  for  either  of  them  for  any  elective  office  (except  that  of  judge  of  the 
supreme  or  circuit  eonrt),  givco  by  the  general  assembly,  or  the  people,  shall  be 
void.

tioneerB,  brokers,  hawken,  merchants,  coounission  merchsnts,  showmen,  jugglera 
inn-keepers,  groeery-keepers,  toll-bridges  snd  fiarries,  and  persons  usin^  and 
sonrasmg  fraiwhisesaad  privileges,  in  soch  manner  as  they  shall  from  tune  to 
tmedurect.

majority  of  the  qualified  voters  interested  in  such  commons  or  any  of  them. 

ARTICLE  XlL^Amendnunti  to  the  ConMtit%aum. 

Sxa  1.  Whenever  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the 
general  assembly  eiudl  think  it  necessary  to  alter  or  amend  this  eonstitution, 
uiey  shull  recomiiiond  to  the  electors  at  the  next  election  of  members  of  the 
general  ast«enibly,  tu  vote  for  or  against  a  convention ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
a  majority  of  all  the  electors  of  the  state  voting  for  representatives  have  voted 
for  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session,  call  a  conven- 
tion, to  consist  of  as  many  membere  as  the  house  of  representatives  at  the  time 
of  making  said  call,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  at  the  same  place,  and  by 
the  same  electors,  in  the  same  districts  that  chose  the  memben  of  the  house  of 
representatives ;  and  whidi  oonventioo  shall  meet  within  three  months  after  the 
said  election,  for  the  purpose  of  revising,  altering;  or  amending  this  constitution. 

2.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  proposed  in 
either  branch  of  the  general  assembly ;  and  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by 
two-thirds  of  all  the  membere  elect  m  each  of  the  two  houses,  sudi  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  refened  to  the  next  reffular  session  of  the 
general  assembly,  and  shall  be  published  at  least  three  monUis  previous  to  the 
time  of  holding  the  next  election  for  membere  of  the  house  of  representatives ; 
and  it  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  said  election,  a 
majority  of  all  the  membere  elect  in  each  branch  of  the  general  assembly  shall 
agree  to  said  amendment  or  amendments,  then  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  submit 
the  same  to  the  people  at  the  next  general  election  for  their  adoption  or  rejec- 
tion, in  such  manner  as  tomj  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  if  a  minority  of  all  the

21.  Tliat  the  people  have  a  right  to  assemble  together  in  a  peaceable  manner 
k>  consult  lor  their  common  good,  to  instruct  their  repreeentatiTes,  and  to  apply 
fo  the  flraneral  assembbr  for  redress  of  grieranoes.

ance, since  the  adoption  of  the  coufstitution ;  and  that  I  will  not  be  so  engaged 
or  concerned,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  or  aborut  any  such  duel,  during  my  contin- 
uance in  office.

rapport  of  anj  minister  of  the  gospd  or  tesdwr  of  nfigiott. 

5.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  liianiij  Ibr  the  boieit  of 
religiona  soeieties,  or  theolsgieal  or  rdiflows  ssminariesL 

6.  The  cirfl  and  politieal  rt^ti^  prrmcses^  and  eapndties  of  no 
individnal  shall  be  diminished  or  enlarged  on  account  of  his  opin- 
ions or  belief  concerning  matters  of  religion. 

7  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write,  aud  publish  his  senti- 
ments on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right ; 
and  no  laws  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of 
speech  or  of  the  press.  In  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libels, 
the  trath  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury  :  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  jury,  that  the  matter  charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and 
was  published  with  good  motives  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party

AKTICLE  11— Electors. 

Sec.  1.  In  all  elections,  everv  white  male  citixen  above  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  having  resided  in  the  State  six  months  next  pre- 
ceding any  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election ;  and 
every  white  male  inhabitant  of  the  age  aforesaid,  who  may  be  a  resi- 
dent of  the  State  at  the  time  of  ihe  signing  of  this  Constitution,  shall 
have  the  right  of  voting  as  aforesaid ;  but  no  such  citixen  or  inhabit- 
ant shall  be  entitled  to  vote  except  in  the  district,  county,  or  town- 
ship, in  which  he  shall  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  such  election. 

2.  All  votes  shall  be  given  by  ballot,  except  for  such  township 
officers  as  may,  by  law,  be  directed  to  be  otherwise  chosen. 

3.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of 
the  peace,  be  pririleged  from  arrest  auring  their  attendance  at  eleo- 
tions,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same.

2.  The  DittDber  of  ^  members  of  the  House  of  BqiresentaliTes 
shall  nerer  be  less  than  fortj^eif^t,  nor  more  than  one  hmdred : 
and  the  Benate  shall,  at  all  times,  equal  in  number  one-tiiird  of  the 
Houw  of  HcproHentatives.  as  nearly  as  may  be 

3  Thi'  Li'irinlature  shall  provide  by  law  for  an  enumeration  of 
the  inliftbltunts  of  tluH  State  in  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-wven,  and  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-fire,  and  every  ten 
vearB  aft-er  the  said  last  mentioned  time;  and  at  their  first  session 
after  each  enumeration  so  made  as  aforesaid,  and  also  after  each 
enumeration  made  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  the  Le- 
gislature shall  apportion  anew  the  representatives  and  senators 
among  the  Fcveral  counties  and  districts,  according  to  the  number 
of  white  inhabitants 

4.  The  representatives  shall  be  chosen  annually  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  November,  and  on  the  following  day,  by  the  electors  of  the 
several  counties  or  districts  into  which  the  State  shall  be  divided 
for  that  purpose  Each  organized  county  shall  be  entitled  to  at 
least  nnt'  reprfscntativc  :  but  no  county  hereafter  organized  shall 
}»e  ( iitithMl  to  a  separate  representative,  until  it  shall  have  attained 
a  population  e<jual  to  the  ratio  of  representation  hereafter  estab- 
lished 

5  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  for  two  years,  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  representatives  are  required  to  be 
chosen  At  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature  under  this  Constitu- 
tion, they  shall  be  divided  by  lot  from  their  respective  districts,  as 
nearly  as  may  be.  into  two  equal  classes;  the  seats  of  the  senators 
>»t"  the  first  clasa  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year, 
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and  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  seoond  year ;  so 
that  one-half  thereof,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  shall  be  chosen  annually 
thereafter. 

6.  The  State  shall  be  divided,  at  each  new  apportionment,  into  a 
number  of  not  less  than  four,  nor  more  than  eight,  senatorial  dis- 
trictj),  to  be  always  composed  of  contiguous  territory,  so  that  each 
district  shall  elect  an  equal  number  of  senators  annually,  as  nearly 
as  may  be ;  and  no  county  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  such 
districts. 

7.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  be  citiiens  of  the  United 
States,  and  be  qualified  electors  in  the  respective  counties  and  dis- 
tricts  which  they  represent ;  and  a  removal  from  their  respective 
counties  or  districts  shall  be  deemed  a  vacation  of  their  seats. 

8.  No  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  State,  officers  of  the  militia,  justices  of  the  peace,  associate  jud- 
ges of  the  circuit  and  county  courts,  and  posttna.stcrs  excepted,  shall 
be  eligible  to  either  house  of  the  Legislature. 

9.  Senators  and  representatives  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason, 
felony,  or  breach  of  tne  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest,  nor  shall 
they  be  subject  to  any  civil  process,  during  the  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, nor  for  fifteen  days  next  before  the  oommencement  and  after 
the  termination  of  each  session. 

10.  A  majority  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide.  £aoh  house  shall 
choose  its  own  officers. 

1 1.  Each  house  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  and 
judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  its  own  members ; 
and  may.  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected,  expel  a  member  ;  but  no  member  shall  be  expelled  a  second 
time  for  the  same  cause,  nor  for  any  cause  known  to  his  constituents 
antecedent  to  his  election. 

12.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  pub- 
lish the  same,  except  such  parts  as  may  require  secrecy ;  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  of  ihe  members  of  either  house,  on  any  ouestion,  shall, 
at  the  reauest  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  oe  entered  on 
the  journal  Any  member  of  either  house  shall  have  liberty  to  dis- 
sent from  and  protest  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  he  may 
think  injurious  to  the  public  or  an  individual,  and  have  the  reasons 
of  his  dissent  entered  on  the  journal 

13.  In  all  elections  by  either  or  both  houses,  the  votes  shall  be 
given  tira  voce ;  and  all  votes  on  nominations  made  to  the  Senate 
shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  published  with  the  journals  of 
its  proceedings. 

14.  The  doors  of  each  house  shall  be  open,  except  when  the  pub- 
lic welfare  «hall  require  secrecy ;  neither  house  snail,  without  the 
oonsent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any 
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United  Bttles,  md  a  randentof  this  Stale  two  jmn  next 
theeleetioiL 

3.  The  Governor  and  Lienteiiant^lafenior  shall  be  elected  by  the 
electors  at  the  times  and  places  of  ehoosing  members  of  the  L^ia- 
lature.  The  persons  hanng  the  Ugbeai  nomber  of  votes  for  Qovr 
ernor  and  Lientenant^jkrrNiior  shalf  be  eleeted ;  but  in  case  two  or 
more  have  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  (Governor 
or  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  Lji^lature  shall  bv  joint  vote  choose 
one  of  the  said  persons,  so  having  an  "equal  and  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  for  Oovemor  or  Lieutenant-Governor. 

4.  The  returns  of  every  eleetion  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant- 
Governor  shall  be  sealed  up  and  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  ffovem- 
ment,  by  the  returning  officers,  directed  to  the  President  of  £e  Sen- 
ate, who  shall  open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence  of  the  mem- 
bers of  both  houses. 

5.  The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia,  and 
of  the  army  and  navy  of  this  State. 

6.  He  uiall  irauMet  all  executive  business  with  the  officers  of 
Government,  civil  and  military;  and  may  require  isfcrmation,  in 
writing,  from  the  offieen  in  toe  exeeuthe  d«partaMnt,  upon  any 
subjeot  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

7.  He  shall  take  oare  that  the  laws  be  Aithfully  executed. 

8.  He  riktll  have  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  on 


nary  oceasiona  He  shall  communicate  bv  message  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  Stata,  and  recommend 
such  matters  to  them  as  he  shall  deem  expedient         * 

9.  He  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  Legislature  to  such  time 
as  he  may  think  proper,  in  case  of  a  diasgreement  between  the  two 
houses  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  but  not  to  a  period 
beyond  the  next  annual  meeting. 

10.  He  may  direct  the  Legislature  to  meet  at  some  other  place 
than  the  seat  of  government,  if  that  shall  become,  after  ita  adjourn- 
ment, dangerous  from  a  common  enemy  or  a  oontagious  disease. 

I  1 1.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  after 
^conviction,  except  in  eases  of  impeachment 

13.  When  any  office,  the  appointment  to  which  is  vested  in  the 
€k»vemor  and  Cfenate^  or  in  tb  Lmslatura,  beooaiea  vacant  duriiur 
the  receaa  of  the  Legislature,  the  Wfemor  shall  have  power  to  ill 
such  vacaney  by  fnafAnf  a  commisaioii,  which  shall  expire  at  the 
end  of  the  suceeedinj^  sessidn  of  the  L^gialatnre. 

1 3.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal  from 
office,  death,  resignatioii,  or  afaaence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  office  shaU  devolve  upon  the  LieutenantrGevemor  until 
such  disability  shall  cease,  or  the  vacancy  be  filled.   • 

14.  If,  dttring  the  vacancy  of  the  office  cf  Governor,  the  Lieutan- 
ant-Governor  sbdl  be  impeaohed,  diqJaced,iemgn,die,  or  be  absent 
from  the  State,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  pro  tempore,  shall  act 
aa  GoverDCTy  ntfl  tiw  vaeaocy  be  Hied.

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  of  SUte,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  two  years,  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  keep  a 
fiur  record  of  the  official  acts  of  the  L^nslative  and  executive  de-

2.  A  State  Treasurer  shall  be  i4)pointed  by  a  joint  vote  of  the 
two  houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  snail  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  two  vears. 

3.  There  shall  be  an  auditor-general  and  an  Attomev-General  for 
the  State,  and  a  prosecuting  attorney  for  each  of  the  respective 
counties,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  who  studl  bel 
appointed  by  the  Qovernor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  and  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

4.  There  shaU  be  a  soerifl^  a  county  treasurer,  and  one  or  more 
coroners,  a  register  of  deeds,  and  a  eounty  surveyor,  chosen  by  the 
electors  in  ea&of  the  several  counties  once  in  every  two  vears,  and 
as  often  as  vaoandes  shall  hmpen.  The  sheriff  shall  hola  no  other

Sac.  1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shaU  have  the  solo  power

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Bueh  aniold  IaucU,  ihall  bo  ioYiolably  appropriated  to  the  support 
of  echoole  throoffhout  the  State. 

3.  The  Leffiabtore  shall  provide  for  a  sjstom  of  oommon  sohools,

5.  The  Legislature  shall  take  measures  for  the  protection,  im- 
provement, or  other  disposition  of  such  lands  aa  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  reserved  or  granted  by  the  United  States  to  this  State 
for  the  support  of  a  nniversitv;  and  the  ftuds  aoeruing  from  the 
rents  or  safe  -of  such  lands,  or  from  any  oUier  souroe  tor  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  shall  be  and  remain  a  permanent  ftud  for  the  support  of 
said  university,  with  such  branehea  aa  the  pablio  eouvenienoe  majr 
hereafter  demand  for  the  promotion  of  literature,  the  arts  and  sci- 
ences, and  aa  may  be  anthoriied  by  the  terms  of  sueh  grant  And 
it  shUl  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  aa  soon  aa  may  be,  to  provide 
eflfectual  means  for  the  improvement  and  permanent  security  of  the 
funds  of  said  university.

Sec.  1.  We  do  dsolin,  MUUuh,  ntify  ud  oonfirm  the  following 
u  the  permuieDt  boondHiai  of  the  Sute  of  HfiMnnri  :  "  BeginiUDg 
in  the  middle  of  the  HiMiMinnriTCr,  on  the  psnllal  of  tbirtr-nx  de- 
grees of  north  Iatitvde;thsnee  west  luns  the  Midpanllel  ofutitvdo 
to  the  St  Freneni  rirer,  thenee  np  end  fallowing  the  conrae  of  thiit 
riTer,  in  the  middle  of  the  main  ohnnnel  thereof  to  the  punllal  of  lit- 
itode  of  thir^-rix  degrees  sad  thir^  minntei ;  Uienoe  weet  along  the 
same,  to  k  point  iriiore  the  asid  psnllel  is  interseeted  bj  a  mendiao 
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Monday  in  AngiiBt,  and  shall  be  held  biennially,  and  the  eleotors  in 
all  cases  except  of  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  peace,  shall  be  priyi- 
leged  from  arrest  during  their  continuance  at  elections,  and  in  going 
to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

9.  The  Governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies 
as  may  occur  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 

10.  Every  free  white  male  citiscn  of  the  United  States,  who  may 
have  attained  the  age  of  twentv-one  years,  and  who  shall  have  re- 
sided in  Uiis  State  one  year  before  an  election,  the  last  three  months 
whereof  shall  have  been  in  the  countv  or  district  in  which  he  offers 
to  vote,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector  of  all  elective  officers ; 
where  a  county  shall  be  districted,  any  person  who  is  otherwise  qual- 
ified and  shall  have  resided  in  a  representative  district  for  one  month, 
shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  such  district ;  and  until  he  acquires  a 
right  to  vote  in  the  district  to  which  he  has  removed,  he  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote  in  the  district  from  which  he  removed  :  provided^ 
that  no  soldier,  seaman,  or  mariner,  in  the  regular  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States*  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  this 
State.  No  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  any  felonious  or  infamona 
crime  in  any  foreisn  country,  or  any  State  of  this  Union,  or  who  has 
become  a  fugitive  from  justice  from  such  country  or  State,  on  account 
of  the  commission  of  such  crime,  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  in  this 
State.  This  disqualification  shall  not  extend  to  any  offence  (^  a  po- 
Utical  nature,  nor  to  any  offence  which  would  not  be  considered  fe- 
lonious or  infiuBOus  in  this  State. 

1 1.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  Secretary  of  State, 
Attorney-deneral,  State  auditor.  State  or  county  treasurer,  register, 
or  recorder,  clerk  of  any  court  of  record,  sheriff^  coroner,  member 
of  Congress,  or  other  person  holding  any  lucrative  office  under  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  militia  officers,  justices  of  the  peaoe, 
and  postmasters  excepted,  shall  be  eligible  to  either  house  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

12.  No  person  who  now  is,  or  hereafter  may  be,  a  collector  or 
holder  of  public  money,  nor  anv  assistant  or  deputv  of  such  collector 
or  holder  of  publio  money,  shall  be  eligible  to  either  house  of  th« 
General  Assembly,  nor  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  unless  he  shalL 
prior  to  his  eleetion  or  appointment.,  have  accounted  for  and  paid  uL 
sums  for  which  he  may  be  accountable. 

,13.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
bishop,  priest,  or  clergyman  or  teacher  of  any  religions  persuasion, 
denomination,  society,  or  sect  whatever,  shall  be  eligiUe  to  the  offioa 
ci  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  to  either  house  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  nor  to  the  office  of  judge  in  any  oourt  of  record. 

14.  The  deneral  Assemblv  shall  have  power  to  exclude  from  every 
office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit,  within  this  State,  and  from  the  right 
of  suffrage,  all  persons  convicted  of  bribery  or  other  infamous  crime. 

15.  Every  person  who  shall  direotly  or  indirectly  give,  or  cSht 
•nj  bribe  lo  proeve  Ui  elaotiim  or  appmntment  to  any  office,  or 
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free  white  inhabitants  of  this  State  to  be  made,  and  at  the  first  ses- 
sion  after  the  enumeration  shall  apportion  the  number  of  represen- 
tatives among  the  several  counties  as  directed  bj  the  second  section 
^  this  article.  And  every  fourth  year  thereafter  they  shall  cause  a 
like  enumeration  to  be  made,  and  shall  apportion  the  representatives 
among  the  several  counties  according  to  the  same  section,  except  that 
two-thirds  of  the  ratio  shall  be  required,*  instead  of  three-fifths,  to 
entitle  a  county  to  one  member. 

5.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  for  the 
term  of  four  years.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  who  shall  not  be  a  free  white 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  not  have  been  an  inhab- 
itant of  this  State  four  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  of 
the  district  which  he  may  bo  chosen  to  represent  one  year  next  be- 
fore his  election,  if  such  district  shall  have  been  so  long  established; 
but  if  not,  then  of  the  district  or  districts  from  which  the  same 
shall  have  been  taken,  and  who  shall  not  moreover  have  paid  a  State 
or  county  tax  within  one  year  next  preceding  his  election. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more 
than  thirty-three  members,  for  the  election  of  whom  the  State  shall 
be  dividea  into  convenient  districts,  which  may  be  altered  from 
time  to  time,  and  new  districts  established^  as  public  oonvenienee 
may  require ;  and  the  senators  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  seve- 
ral districts  according  to  the  number  of  permanent  free  white  inhab- 
itants in  each :  provided^  that  when  a  senatorial  district  shall  be 
oomposed  of  two  or  more  counties,  the  counties  of  which  such  district 
consists,  shall  not  be  entirely  separated  by  any  county  belonging  to 
another  district,  nor  shall  said  district,  so  composed  oi  two  or  more 
counties,  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  senator ;  and  no  county  shall 
be  divided  in  forming  such  a  district,  except  a  county  whose  popula- 
lation  shall  entitle  it  to  two  or  more  senators,  in  which  case  said  county 
riiall  be  divided  by  the  tribunal  transacting  oounty  business  as  soon 
alter  each  apportionment  as  is  practicable,  into  as  many  districts  as 
it  may  be  entitled  to  senators,  which  districts  shall  not  be  chanced 
until  after  the  succeeding  apportionment,  each  of  which  districts 
shall  contain  as  near  as  may  be  an  equal  number  of  permanent  free 
white  inhabitants,  and  elect  one  senator ;  and  any  person  otherwise 
qualified,  who  has  lived  in  such  senatorial  district  one  month, 
snail  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  same,  and  until  he  shall  acquire  Uie 
riffht  to  vote  in  such  district,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  dis- 
tnot  from  which  he  removed. 

7.  At  the  first  session  of  the  (General  Assembly,  the  senators 
shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally  as  may  be,  into  two  classes.  The 
seats  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  end  of  the  second  year, 
and  the  seats  of  the  second  class  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  so 
that  one  half  of  the  senators  shall  be  chosen  every  seoond  year. 

&  After  the  first  day  of  January  one  thousand  eig^t  himdrad 
9mA  ftrtjr-e^i^  all  geDeral  ekettons  ihall  eomnenee  on  Ab  trU 
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Monday  Iq  AugoBt,  and  shall  be  held  biennially,  and  the  electors  in 
all  cases  except  of  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  peace,  shall  be  priyi- 
Icged  from  arrest  dorinff  their  oontinuance  at  elections,  and  in  going 
to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

9.  The  Governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies 
as  may  occur  in  either  house  of  the  Gkneral  Assembly. 

10.  Every  free  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  may 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  shall  have  re- 
sided in  this  State  one  year  before  an  election,  the  last  three  months 
whereof  shall  have  been  in  the  county  or  district  in  which  he  offers 
to  vote,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector  of  all  elective  officers ; 
where  a  county  shall  be  districted,  any  person  who  is  otherwise  qual- 
ified and  shall  have  resided  in  a  representative  district  for  one  month, 
shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  such  district ;  and  until  he  acquires  a 
right  to  vote  in  the  district  to  which  he  has  removed,  he  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote  in  the  district  from  which  he  removed  :  provided^ 
that  no  soldier,  seaman,  or  mariner,  in  the  regular  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  this 
State.  No  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  any  felonious  or  infamous 
crime  in  any  foreisn  country,  or  any  State  of  this  Union,  or  who  has 
become  a  fugitive  from  justice  from  such  country  or  State,  on  account 
of  the  commission  of  such  crime,  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  in  this 
State.  This  disqualification  shall  not  extend  to  any  offence  of  a  po- 
etical nature,  nor  to  any  offence  which  would  not  be  considered  fe- 
lonious or  infamous  in  this  State. 

1 1.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  Secretary  of  State, 
Attorney-General,  State  auditor.  State  or  county  treasurer,  register, 
or  recorder,  clerk  of  any  court  of  record,  sheriff,  coroner,  member 
of  Congress,  or  other  person  holding  any  lucrative  office  under  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  militia  officers,  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  postmasters  excepted,  shall  be  eligible  to  either  house  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

12.  No  person  who  now  is,  or  hereafter  may  be,  a  collector  or 
holder  of  public  money,  nor  anv  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  collector 
or  holder  of  public  money,  shall  be  eligible  to  either  house  of  the 
General  Assembly,  nor  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  unless  he  shalL 
prior  to  his  election  or  appointment,  have  accounted  for  and  paid  all 
sums  for  which  he  may  be  accountable. 

13.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
bishop,  priest,  or  clergyman  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion, 
denomination,  society,  or  sect  whatever,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  to  either  house  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  nor  to  the  office  of  ludge  in  any  court  of  record. 

1 4.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  exclude  from  every 
office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit,  within  this  State,  and  from  the  right 
of  suffrage,  all  persons  convicted  of  bribery  or  other  infamous  crime. 

15.  Every  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  give,  or  offer 
any  bribe  to  procure  his  electioii  or  appointment  to  any  office,  or 
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the  election  or  appointmeQt  of  any  other  pemo^slimll,  on  eonTiction, 
he  disqualified  for  an  elector,  and  for  any  ofioe  of  lumor,  pnit  or 
Imst  ander  thia  State. 

16.  No  senator  or  repreeentative  shalL  during  tlie  term  for  which 
he  afaall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  onder 
this  State,  daring  said  term,  except  soch  offices  aa  shall  be  filled  bj 
eleetiona  by  the  people. 

17.  The  General  Aasembly  shall  hare  power  to  pass  laws  ngalat- 
ing  proceedings  in  cases  of  contested  elections  of  senators  and  rtf- 
nssntatives.  Each  honse  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  and  sUl 
jsdge  of  the  qnalifications,  elections  and  returns  of  its  own  membcn 
A  majorit  V  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  q[uorum  to  do  businos. 
hut  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  cos- 
pel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  and  under 
such  penalties,  as  each  house  may  provide. 

18.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pus- 
ish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  with  the  eoncurrenee 
ef  two- thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expel  any  member,  but  no 
member  shall  be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause.  They 
shall  each,  from  time  to  time,  publish  a  journal  of  their  proceeding 
SKCept  such  parts  as  may  in  their  opinion  require  secrecy ;  and  Ute 
ysas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  at  the 
desire  of  any  five  memDers. 

19.  The  doors  of  each  house,  and  of  committees  of  the  whole,  shsll 
be  kept  open,  except  in  cases  which  may  require  secrecy,  and  each 
house  may  punish  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  any  person  not  a  mem- 
ber, who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  house,  by  any  disorderly 
or  contemptuous  behavior  in  their  presence,  during  their  session : 
Provided,  that  such  fine  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  and 
S«eh  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  forty-eight  hours  for  one  oflbnce. 

20.  Neither  house  shall  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn 
for  more  than  two  days  at  any  one  time,  nor  to  any  other  fdaoe  thsa 
to  that  in  which  the  two  houses  may  be  sitting. 

21.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house,  and  may  be  altered, 
amended  or  rejected  by  the  other,  except  bills  for  raising  rerenue, 
which  shall  originate  only  in  the  House  of  Representatiyes :  and 
eyery  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days  in  each  house,  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  house  where  the  same  is  depending,  shall  dispense 
with  this  rule.  And  every  bill  having  passed  both  houses,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes,  and  by  the 
president  of  the  Senate. 

22.  When  any  officer,  civil  or  military,  shall  be  appointed  by  s 
joint  or  concurrent  vote  of  both  houses,  or  by  the  separate  vote  of 
either  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  votes  shul  be  publicly 
given  vivfi  voce  and  entered  on  the  journals ;  the  whole  list  of  mem- 
bers shall  be  called,  and  the  names  of  absentees  shall  be  noted  and 
pMbUshed  with  the  joorosls. 

S8.  nie  senators  and  Tepnsentatiyesy  In  sS  eases^  esoept  ef 
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on,  felony  or  breach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest, 
durinff  me  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  for  fifteen  days 
next  before  the  commencement  and  after  the  termination  of  each 
session,  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not 
be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

24.  The  members  of  the  Ueneral  Assembly  shall  severally  receive 
from  the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services,  which 
may  from  time  to  time  be  increased  or  diminished  by  law :  but  no 
alteration,  increasing  or  tending  to  increase  the  compensation  of 
members,  shall  take  efkct  during  the  session  at  which  such  altera- 
tion shall  be  made ;  and  no  session  shall  continue  longer  than  sixty 
days. 

25.  The  General  Assembly  shall  direct  by  law.  First,  In  what 
manner  and  in  what  courts  suits  may  be  brought  against  the  State ; 
Second,  The  cases  in  which  deductions  shall  be  made  from  the 
salaries  of  public  officers  for  neglect  of  duty  in  their  official  capacity, 
and  the  amount  of  such  deductions. 

26.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  laws.  First, 
For  the  emancipation  of  slaves  without  the  consent  of  their  owners, 
and  without  paving  them,  before  such  emancipation,  a  full  equivsr 
lent  for  such  slaves  so  emancipated,  and  removing  such  slaves  so 
emancipated  out  of  this  State ;  Second,  To  prevent  bona  fide  immi- 
grants to  this  State,  or  actual  settlers  therein,  from  bringing  firom 
any  of  the  United  States  or  from  their  territories,  such  persons  as 
may  there  be  deemed  to  be  slaves,  so  long  as  any  persons  of  the  same 
description  are  allowed  to  be  held  as  slaves  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 

27.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  pass  laws,  First, 
To  prohibit  the  introduction  into  this  State  of  any  slaves  who  may 
have  committed  any  high  crime  in  any  other  State  or  Territory. 
Second,  To  prohibit  the  introduction  of  any  slave  for  the  purpose 
of  speculation,  or  as  an  article  of  trade  or  merchandize.  Third,  To 
prohibit  the  introduction  into  this  State  of  any  slave,  or  the  offspring 
of  any  slave,  who,  heretofore,  may  have  been,  or  who,  hereafter,  may 
be  imported  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  United  States  or  any 
territory  thereof,  in  contravention  of  any  existing  statute  of  the 
United  States ;  and  Fourth,  To  permit  the  owners  of  slaves  to  eman- 
cipate them  (saving  the  rights  of  oreditors)^  where  the  persons  so 
emancipating  will  give  security  that  the*  slaves  so  emancipated  shall 
l>e  forthwith  removed  out  of  the  State. 

28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  to  pass  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary.  First,  To  prevent  free 
negroes  and  mulattoes  from  coming  to  and  settling  in  this  State, 
under  any  pretext  whatever :  provided^  that  nothing  in  this  Consti- 
tution shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  first 
clause  of  the  second  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.  Second,  To  obli^  the  owners  of  slaves  to 
treat  them  with  humanity,  and  to  abstain  from  all  injuries  to  them, 
extending  to  life  or  limb. 
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joint  resolution,  and  an  accnnte  sooount  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures of  the  public  money  shall  be  annuaUv  published. 

88.  The  appointment  of  all  officers  not  otherwise  directed  by  this 
Constitution,  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law ;  and  all  officers,  both  evnl  and  military,  under  the  authority 
of  this  State,  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  respectiTe 
offices,  take  an  oatn  or  affirmation  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  to  aemean  themselyes  fiiithfuUy 
in  office.  Any  person  who,  after  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution, 
shall  be  engaged  in  a  duel  either  as  principal,  seoond,  surgeon,  ac- 
cessory, or  abettor,  or  in  giving,  accepting,  or  knowingly  carrying  a 
challenge  to  fight  a  dud,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  civil 
or  military  office  or  appointment  in  this  State,  and  if  any  person 
thus  disqualified  shall  receive  an  appointment,  election,  or  commis- 
sion, the  same  shall  be  void. 

39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly  to  provide  by 
law,  for  the  mode  and  manner  in  which  the  survivor  of  a  duel,  and 
his  estate,  shall  be  rendered  responsible  to,  and  be  charged  with  a 
compensation  for  the  wife  and  children  of  the  deoessefi,  whom  he 
has  slain. 

40.  The  Oeneral  Assembly  shall  meet  on  tiie  first  Monday  of 
November,  1848,  and  thereuter  the  Oeneral  Assembly  shall  meet 
once  in  every  two  years,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Hon- 
day  ci  November,  unless  a  different  day  be  fixed  by  law. 

41.  No.oounty  now  established  by  law,  shall  ever  be  reduced  by 
the  establishment  of  new  counties,  or  otherwise,  to  less  than  twentv 
miles  square :  nor  shall  any  county  hereafter  be  established  which 
shall  contain  less  than  five  hundred  square  miles,  nor  shall  any  new 
county  be  hereafter  organised,  so  as  to  entitle  such  county  to  separ- 
ate representation,  unless  the  number  of  permanent  free  white  in- 
habitants therein,  shall  at  the  time  be  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  ratio 
of  representation  then  being,  but  may  oe  orffaniied  with  a  smaller 
number  for  all  other  purposes,  civil  and  military.  But  residuums 
€i  territory  upon  the  norwem  boundary  of  the  State,  containing  four 
hundred  square  miles,  may  have  county  organisation. 

42.  No  person  holding  an  office  of  profit  nnder  the  United  StateSi 
ahall,  dnrinff  his  oontmuanee  in  ofiUse,  be  daeled  or  aj^inted  to^  or 
hold  any  office  of  pofit.  nnder  this  State. 

43.  Within  ten  years  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  all 
the  statute  laws  of  a  general  nature,  Doih  civil  and  criminal,  shall 
be  revised,  digested  and  promulgated,  in  sooh  manner  as  the  Oeneral 
Assembly  shiul  by  law  direct ;  and  a  like  revision,  dicest  and  pro- 
mulgation, shall  he  made  at  the  expiration  of  every  simeqnent  pe- 
riod of  sixteen  yearn. 

44.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  Stale  shsU  be,  ''Be  it  enacted 
bj  the  Oenenl  Assembly  ci  the  State  <tf  Missoori." 
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■hall  Ve  in  like  manner  reconaideTed ;  and,  if  approTed  by  a  majoritj 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  honse,  it  shall  become  a  law.  In 
aU  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  taken  hj  yeas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bfll 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house,  respectively.  If  any 
bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  (Governor  within  four  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall 
become  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  Governor  had  signed  it ;  un- 
less the  General  Assemblv,  by  its  adjournment,  shall  prevent  its  re- 
turn, in  which  case  it  shaU  not  become  a  law. 

1 1.  Every  resolution,  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Kepresontatives  may  be  necessary,  except  in  cases  of  ad- 
joumment)  shall  be  presented  to  the  (Governor,  and,  heiore  tiie  same 
uiaU  take  effect,  shall  be  proceeded  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
the  case  of  a  bill. 

12.  There  shall  be  an  auditor  of  public  accounts,  whom  the  (Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point He  shaU  continue  in  office  four  years,  and  until  his  successor 
18  duly  appointed  and  qualified ;  and  uiall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  utw.  His  office  shall  be  kept  at  the  seat  of 
government 

13.  The  Governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
an  adequate  salary,  to  be  fixed  bv  law ;  which  shall  neither  be  in- 
creased nor  diminished  alter  his  election  and  during  hia  continuance 
in  office. 

14.  There  shall  be  a  Lieutenant-Governor,  who  shall  be  elected 
at  the  same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  for  the  same  term,  and  shall 
possess  the  same  qualifications  as  the  Governor.  The  electors  shall 
distinguish  for  whom  ihey  vote  as  Governor  and  for  whom  as  Lieu- 
tenant-€k)vemor. 

15.  The  Lieutenant-(jk>vemor  shall,  1^  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
President  of  the  Senate.  In  committee  of  the  whole,  he  may  debate 
on  all  questions ;  and,  when  there  is  an  equal  division,  he  shall  give 
the  casting  vote  in  the  Senate,  and  also  in  ioint  vote  of  both  houses. 

16.  When  the  office  of  Governor  shall  become  vaeant,  by  deaih, 
reaignatioii,  abaenoe  from  Uie  State,  removal  from  office,  refiisal  to 
qualify,  impeMhment,  or  otherwise,  tiie  Lieutenant-Governor,  or,  in 
case  &[  like  disability  on  his  part,  the  President  of  the  Senate  pro 
tempore,  or  if  there  be  no  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore,  the 
Speaker  of  the  Hoose  of  Representatives  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  Governor,  and  shall  receive  for  his 
services  the  like  compensation,  un^  such  vaoanev  be  filled,  or  the 
Governor,  so  absent  or  impeached,  shall  return  or  be  aoquitted  *  and 
ii^  at  any  time,  the  Presiaent  of  the  Senate  or  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  be  the  acting  Governor,  another  presiding 
offioer  shall  be  chosen  in  his  plaoe  by  the  bodvover  iriiioh  he  presided 

17.  Whenever  the  office  of  Governor  shaU  beoome  vacant,  by 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  offioe,  or  othenriie,  the  Lienten 
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Gcremor,  or  other  perMn  ezereiaiiig  the  power  of  Goivemor  fi>r  the 
time  being,  shaU,  as  soon  a«  maj  b^  cause  an  deelion  to  be  held  to 
fill  sneh  yaeanej,  giring  three  months  prerkms  notice  thereof;  and 
Ae  person  elected  shall  not  thereby  be  rendered  ineligible  to  the 
office  of  Goremor  for  the  next  sncceeding  term.  Nererthcdcss,  if 
snch  irmcaney  shall  happen  within  ei^teen  months  of  the  end  of  the 
term  for  which  the  late  Gtnremor  shall  hare  been  elected,  the  same 
shall  not  be  filled. 

18.  The  Lientenant^jknremor  or  President  of  the  Senate  fro 
tempore^  while  presiding  in  the  Senate,  shall  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation as  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bep- 
resentatiyes. 

19.  The  returns  of  all  elections  of  Govemor  and  Lieotenant- 
Goyemor,  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  such  manner 
as  maj  be  prescribed  by  law. 

20.  Contested  elections  of  Gtiyemor  and  Lientenant-Goyemor, 
shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  yote  of  both  houses  of  the  General 
Assembly,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

21.  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  of  State,  whom  the  Goyemor.  by 
and  with  the  adyice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoinl  He 
■hallUiold  his  office  daring  the  continuance  in  office  of  the  Goyemor 
appointing  him,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  qualified;  un- 
less sooner  remoyed  on  impeachment  He  shall  keep  a  register  of 
all  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor,  and  when  ne- 
^;cHj<ary  shall  attest  the  same  :  and  he  shall  lay  the  same,  together 
with  all  papers  relative  thereto,  before  either  house  of  the  General 
Assembly,  whenever  required  bo  to  do;  and  shall  pcrfyrm  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  on  him  by  law. 

22.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  the  seal  of  State,  with  such 
onibleniH  and  devices  as  are  directed  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  change.  It  shall  be  called  the  "  great  seal  of  the  State  of 
Missouri;"  and  all  official  acts  of  the  Governor,  his  approbation  of 
the  laws  excepted,  shall  be  thereby  authenticated. 

23.  There  shall  be  elected,  in  each  county,  by  the  qualified  elec- 
tors, at  the  time  and  place  of  electing  representatives,  a  sheriff  and 
a  coroner.  They  shall  serve  for  two  years,  and  until  a  successor  be 
duly  (jualific'd,  unless  sooner  removed  for  misdemeanor  in  office:  and 
shall  b(j  irujligible  four  years  in  any  period  of  eight  years.  The 
sluTifF  and  coroner  shall  each  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law  Whenever  a  county  shall  be  hereafter  established,  the  Govern- 
or shall  appoint  a  sheriff  and  coroner  therein,  who  shall  each  con- 
tinue in  ortico  until  the  next  succeeding  general  election,  and  until 
•A  successor  shall  be  duly  qualified. 

'M  Wlicnevor  vacancies  shall  happen  in  the  office  of  sheriff  or 
f  "loner,  the  judges  of  the  tribunal  transacting  county  business,  or 
;<  niajority  of  them,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  an  election  to  be 
In  1  1  to  fill  such  vacancy,  giving  fifteen  days  previous  notice  thereof; 
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said  judges  haying  the  power,  in  the  meantime,  of  making  tempora- 
ry appointments ;  and  the  person  elected  shall  continue  in  office 
until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified.  Nevertheless,  if  such  vacancy 
shall  happen  within  six  months  of  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  the 
late  sheriff  or  coroner  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed,  the  said 
judges  or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  in  their  discretion,  order  such 
election  or  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  and  the  sheriff  or  cor- 
oner so  elected  or  appointed,  shall  not  thereby  be  rendered  ineligi- 
ble for  the  next  succeeding  term. 

25.  In  all  elections  of  sheriff  and  coroner,  when  two  or  more  per- 
sons have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  and  a  higher  number  than  any 
other  person,  the  circuit  courts  of  the  counties  shall  five  the  casting 
vote.  And  all  contested  eleotions  shall  be  decided  by  the  circuit 
oourts  respectively,  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may 
by  law  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  Y,—CfJudicud  Powers. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power,  as  to  matters  of  law  and  equity,  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  circuit  courts,  county  oourts,  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  such  other  tribunals  inferior  to  the  circuit  courts, 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  estab- 
lish. 

2.  The  Supreme  Court,  except  in  cases  otherwise  directed  by  this 
Constitution,  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  shall  be 
oo-extensive  with  the  State,  under  the  restrictions  and  limitations 
in  this  Constitution  provided. 

3.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  a  general  superintending  con- 
trol over  all  inferior  courts ;  it  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of 
habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  prohibition,  quo  warranto,  information  in 
the  nature  of  writs  of  quo  warranto,  certiorari,  and  other  original 
remedial  writs,  and  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

4.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  three  judges,  any  two  of 
whom  shall  be  a  quorum  ;  it  shall  hold  two  sessions  annually,  at  the 
seat  of  government,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law. 

5.  The  Gt)vemor  shall  nominate,  and  by  ana  with  the  adrice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court : 
each  judge  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  twelve  ^ears ;  and 
every  appointment  to  fill  a  vaoancv  shall  be  for  the  residue  of  the 
term  only ;  but  in  all  oases  the  judge  shall  hold  over  until  a  succes- 
sor shall  be  appointed  and  qual&ed. 

6.  The  judges  of  the  Supremo  Court  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peaee  throughout  the  State ;  they  shall  receive  at  stated  times  an 
adequate  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  fixed  by  law ;  which 
shall  not  be  diminished  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have 
been  appointed. 

7.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  anv  two  of  them,  shall 
appoint  the  elerk  of  said  oonrt,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  six  years,  and  until  Us  suicewor  is  i^pointed  and  qualified. 
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16.  The  Supreme  Court  and  Circuit  Court  shall  exorcise  chancery 
jurisdiction,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  restrictions  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

17.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or 
elected  judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  unless  he  shall  be  a  citisen  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  old,  and  shall  have  re- 
sided  five  years  in  this  State. 

18.  The  clerks  of  the  Circuit  and  county  courts  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for 
the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified ;  and  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office,  they  shall  be  liable  to 
be  tried  and  removed  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  shall 
proTide  by  law ;  and  if  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  olerk  of  the 
Circuit  or  county  court  shall  happen  within  one  year  next  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  six  years,  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  court 
shall  fill  the  same — ^but  in  aU  other  cases  a  yaoanoy  shall  be  filled 
by  an  election. 

19.  There  shall  bo  in  each  county  a  county  court,  with  power  to 
transact  county  business,  and  to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

20.  There  shall  be  in  each  township  of  every  oounty,  chosen  by 
the  qualified  electors  thereof,  as  many  justices  of  the  peace  as  the 
public  good  may  require ;  their  powers,  duties,  compensation,  liabil- 
ities and  tenure  of  office  shall  be  regulated  by  law. 

21.  There  shall  be  a  day  appointed  by  law,  for  the  election  of  ju- 
dicial officers  and  clerks,  distinct  from  Uie  day  of  any  other  election 
in  this  State. 

22.  The  Goyernor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  shall  appoint  an  Attorney-General,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  tour  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 
and  qualified ;  he  shall  receive  at  stated  times  such  compensation  as 
shall  De  allowed  him,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  law. 

23.  The  proceedings  of  all  courts  and  tribunals  shall  be  conduct- 
ed and  their  records  kept  in  the  English  language,  except  that  the 
proper  and  known  names  of  processes,  and  technical  woras,  may  be 
expressed  in  the  lanenaffe  heretofore  and  now  commonly  used ;  all 
writs  and  processes  shall  run,  and  all  the  prosecutions  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri ;  all  writs  shall  be  tast- 
ed by  the  clerk  of  the  court  from  which  they  issue,  and  all  indict- 
ments shall  conclude,  ^  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State." 

24.  Any  judge  of  the  Supreme  or  Circuit  Court  may  be  removed 
from  office  on  the  address  of  three-fifths  of  each  house  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  Governor  for  that  purpose ;  but  each  house  shall 
state  on  its  journal  the  cause  for  which  it  may  desire  the  removal  of 
such  judge,  and  give  him  notice  thereof,  and  he  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  heard  in  hui  defense  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assemblj 
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BIX,  entitled  ^  An  act  to  regulate  the  deposits  of  the  public  money : 
Provided,  That  if  said  money  be  called  for  by  the  United  States,  it 
shall  be  refunded  accordingly. 

Fourth^  The  proceeds  and  income  of  the  five  hundred  thousand 
acres  of  land  granted  by  the  United  States  to  this  State,  by  act  of 
Congress,  approved  September  the  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-one :  Provided,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall 
assent  to  this  disposition  of  said  five  hundred  thousand  acres ;  and^ 
provided  further^  That  the  interest  which  may  arise  from  the  portion 
of  the  school  fund  in  this  subdivision  mentioned,  shall  be  appropri- 
ated among  the  several  counties  in  this  State,  share  and  share  alike. 
And  the  appropriations  in  this  section  provided,  shall  be  held  by 
the  State  as  a  loan,  and  shall  be  and  remain  a  permanent  fund,  on 
which  the  State  shall  pay  an  interest  of  at  least  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  annually  appropriated  to  the  sup- 
port of  such  schools,  and,  if  not  expended,  shall  be  added  to  and  be- 
oome  a  part  of  the  principal ;  and  this  appropriation  shall  remain 
inviolable. 

5.  All  moneys,  including  principal  and  interest,  arising  from  the 
sales  which  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  made  of  any  lands  grant- 
ed by  the  United  States  to  this  State,  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of 
learning,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  such  lands  remaining  unsold,  and 
the  proceeds  of  all  donations  that  may  hereafter  be  made  for  that 
purnose,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  upon  which  the  State 
shall  pay  an  annual  interest  of  at  least  six  per  cent.,  which  shall  be 
appropriated  to  the  seminary  of  learning  established  for  the  promo- 
tion of  literature,  and  the  arts  and  sciences,  by  an  act  of  the  Creneral 
Assembly  of  this  State,  approved  February  the  eleventh,  Anno  Do- 
mini one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  by  the  name  of 
'*  the  curators  of  the  university  of  the  State  of  Missouri,''  and  lo- 
cated in  the  town  of  Columbia,  in  the  county  of  Boone. 

ARTICLE  Yll— Of  the  Seat  cf  GavemmefU. 

The  seat  of  government  is  hereby  permanently  established  at  the 
eity  of  Jefferson,  in  the  county  of  C(ue. 

ARTICLE  YIIL— Of  Banks  and  Carparalums. 

Sec.  1.  No  corporate  body  shall  hereafter  be  created,  renewed  or 
extended,  with  the  privilege  of  making,  issuing,  or  putting  in  circu- 
lation, any  bill,  check,  ticket,  certificate,  promissory  note  or  other 
paper,  or  the  paper  of  any  other  bank,  to  circulate  as  money. 

2.  No  corporation,  except  for  political  or  municipal  purposes,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  education  or  of  charity,  shall  bo  created,  unless 
the  bill  creating  the  same  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the  charter 
of  such  corporation  may  be  repealed  and  annulled  by  a  majority  of 
both  houses  of  the  Gkneral  Assembly.  And  the  stockhohlers  in  aU 
private  corporations,  oxoept  corporations  for  the  purpose  of  e<lunation 
and  of  charity,  shall  be  responsible,  in  their  inaividual  and  private 
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the  oitisens  of  this  State  and  the  United  States,  without  any  tax, 
duty,  impost  or  t611  therefor  imposed  hy  this  State. 

ARTICLE  X.—Mode  of  amending  the  CanOiitUian. 

The  General  Assembly  may,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  propose  such  amendments  to 
this  Constitution,  as  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
house  shall  deem  expedient,  and  the  vote  upon  each  proposition  shall 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays  in  each  house ;  and  the  €K>vernor  shall  cause 
such  amendments  to  be  published  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each 
county  in  this  State,  where  a  newspaper  is  published,  at  least  six 
months  before  the  next  succeeding  general  election.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  several  officers  in  this  State,  who  shall  make  out 
poll-books  for  the  general  election  for  that  year,  to  put  in  each,  two 
oolumns  for  each  amendment,  headed  one  for,  and  tne  other  against, 
the  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  officers  conducting  said  elections,  to  take  the  vote  of  each  voter, 
for  or  affainst  such  amendments  separately,  and  to  have  the  same 
recorded  in  appropriate  columns.  When  said  poll-books  are  returned 
to  the  officer  authorized  by  law  to  receive  them,  said  officer  shall 
make  out  and  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  ten  days 
after  he  receives  such  poll-books,  an  abstract  of  the  votes  given,  for 
and  against  each  of  said  amendments,  together  with  an  abstract  of 
the  whole  number  of  votes  oast  in  their  respective  counties,  cities  or 
districts,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  votes  for  Governor  and  Lieu- 
tenant-Gh)vernor :  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  at  said 
election  are  in  favor  of  any  one  of  said  amendments,  the  Governor 
shall  issue  his  proclamation,  declaring  the  same  to  be  a  part  of  the 
Constitution,  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  proclamati<Mi. 

ARTICLE  Xl.^DeclaraHan  of  Rights. 

That  the  general,  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free 
government  may  be  recognized  and  estaDlished,  we  declare : 

Sec.  1.  That  all  political  power  is  vested  in  and  derived  from  the 
people. 

2.  That  the  people  of  this  State  have  the  inherent,  sole,  and  ex- 
clusive right  of  regulatinff  the  internal  government  and  police 
thereof  and  of  ahenng  and  abolishing  their  Constitution  and  form 
of  government,  whenever  it  may  be  necessary  to  their  safety  and 
happiness. 

3.  That  the  people  have  the  right  peaceably  to  assemble  for  their 
common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  vested  with  the  powers  of  gov- 
ernment for  redress  of  grievances,  by  petition  or  remonstrance ; 
and  that  their  right  to  bcHir  arms  in  defense  of  themselves  and  of 
the  State  cannot  be  questioned. 

4.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  rig^t  to  worship 
Almighty  God,  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences ; 
that  no  man  can  be  compelled  to  ereot,  support,  or  attend  any  place

12.  That  excessive  bail  shall  Dot  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

13.  That  the  people  ought  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  papers, 
houses  and  effects,  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures ;  and 
no  warrant  to  search  any  place  or  seize  any  person  or  thing,  can 
issue  without  describing  tno  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  person 
or  thing  to  be  seized,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  probable 
cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

14.  That  no  person  can,  for  an  indictable  offence,  be  proceeded 
against  criminally  by  information,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land 
or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  the  time 
of  war  or  puUio  danger,  or  by  leave  of  the  court,  for  oppression  or 
misdemeanor  in  office. 

15.  That  tretflOD  against  the  State  can  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giTing  them  aid  and 
comfort ;  that  no  person  can  be  convicted  of  treason  nnlcss  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  his  own  con- 
fession in  open  conrt ;  that  no  person  can  be  attainted  of  treason 
or  felony  by  the  Ckneral  Assemblv ;  that  no  oonyiotion  can  work 
corruption  of  blood  or  foifeitore  of  estate ;  that  the  estates  of  such 
persons  as  may  destroy  their  own  lives,  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in 
cases  of  natnral  death ; .  and  when  any  person  shall  be  killed  by 

casualty,  there  ought  to  be  no  forfeiture  bj  reason  thereof 

16.  TKat  the  free  oommimieetioo  of  thoughts  end  opinions  la  one  of  the  invalu- 
able rights  of  man,  and  tbat  every  pereon  may  freely  apeak,  write  and  print  on  any 
subject,  being  reoponilble  for  the  aouae  of  that  liberty  i  and  In  all  proeecutions  for 
UbelBf  the  troth  theieof  may  be  given  in  evidenee^  and  the  jvy  may  determine  tlie 
law  and  the  fiuts  under  the  direetfoo  of  the  Court. 

17.  That  no  ex  post  &cto  law,  nor  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  or 
retrospective  in  ita  operation,  can  be  paaeed ;  nor  can  the  person  of  a  debtor  be  im- 
prisoned for  debt  after  he  ahall  havo  sunendered  his  property  for  the  benefit  of  his 
creditors,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

18.  That  no  person,  who  is  religiously  scrupulous  of  bearing  arms,  can  be  com- 
pelled to  do  so,  but  may  bo  corapraed  to  pay  an  equivalent  for  military  scn'icea,  in 
euch  manner  as  ahaO  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  that  no  priest,  preacher  of  the  gos- 
pel, or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion  or  sect,  regulariy  ordained  as  such,  be 
sobiect  to  military  duty,  or  compelled  to  bear  arma. 

19.  That  aU  property  subject  to  taxation  in  this  Sute,  shall  be  taxed  fai  propor- 
tion to  ite  value. 

20.  That  BO  title  of  nobility,  hereditary  emolument,  privilege  or  distinction,  shall 
be  granted  v  nor  any  office  created,  the  duration  of  wmch  sludl  bo  longer  than  the 
good  behavior  of  the  officer  appointed  to  fill  die  same. 

21.  That  migration  from  thie  Sute  cannot  be  prohibited. 

22.  That  the  military  is,  and  In  all  cases  and  at  all  timc8  shall  be,  in  strict  suboi^ 
dination  to  the  civil  power ;  that  no  soldier  can.  In  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in 
any  house  without  the  coneent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  In  soeh  man- 
ner as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  t  nor  can  any  appropriation  for  the  support  of  an 
anny  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  two  yeara. 

21  That  everything  m  this  article  is  excepted  out  of  the  general  powera  of  gov- 
ernment, and  ahall  forever  remain  inviobte,  and  that  ell  acU  of  the  Legielature  con- 
trary to  this  or  any  other  article  of  this  Constitution  ahaH  be  void. 
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ARTICLE  L—Of  Boundaries, 

Wc  do  declare  and  establish,  ratify  and  confirm,  the  following  as  the  permap 
nent  boundaries  of  said  State  or  Arkansas,  that  is  to  say :  Beginning  in  the  main 
channel  of  the  Mississippi  river,  on  the  parallel  of  thir^-six  degrees  north  lat- 
itude ;  running  from  thence  west,  with  tne  said  parallel  of  latitude,  to  the  St. 
Francis  river ;  thence  up  the  middle  of  the  mam  channel  of  said  river  to  the 
parallel  of  thirty-six  degrees  thirty  minutes  north ;  from  thence  west,  to  the 
^outh-west  comer  of  the  State  of  Missouri;  and  thence  to  be  bounded  on  the 
west,  to  the  north  bank  of  Red  river,  as  by  acts  of  Congress  and  treaties  here- 
tofore defining  the  western  limits  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas ;  and  to  be  bound- 
ed on  the  sou3i  side  of  Red  river  by  the  Mexican  boundary  line,  to  the  north- 
west comer  of  the  State  of  Louisiana ;  thence  east,  with  the  Louisiana  State 
line,  to  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  up  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the  thirty-sixth  degree  of  north  lat- 
itude, the  point  of  beginning. 

ARTICLE  U.^Declaraiufn  of  Rights. 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free  government  may 
be  recognized  and  imalterably  established,  we  declare : 

Sec.  L  That  all  freemen,  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are  equal,  and 
have  certain  inherent  and  indefeasible  rights^  among  whidi  are  Uiose  of  eiy'oy- 
ing  and  defending  life  and  liberty ;  of  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protecting 
property  and  reputation ;  and  of  pursuing  their  own  hajminess. 

S.  That  all  power  is  inherent  in  the  people :  and  all  free  governments  are 
founded  on  their  authority,  and  instituted  for  tneir  peace,  safety,  and  happiness. 
For  the  advancement  of  tnese  ends,  they  have^  at'all  times,  an  imqualified  nght  to 
alter,  reform,  or  abolish  their  government,  m  such  manner  as  they  may  think 
proper. 

3.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to  worship  Almighty 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences ;  and  no  man  can  of 
right  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  main- 
tain any  ministry,  against  his  consent  That  no  noman  authority  can,  in  any 
case  whatever,  interfere  with  the  rights  of  conscience;  and  that  no  preference 
shall  ever  be  given  to  any  religious  establishment  or  mode  of  worship. 

4.  That  the  civil  rights,  privileges,  or  capacities  of  any  citizen  shall  in  no- 
wise be  diminished  or  enlarged,  on  account  of  his  religion. 

5.  That  all  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal. 

6.  That  the  ri^t  of  trial  by  iury  shall  remain  inviolate. 

7.  That  printing  presses  shall  be  free  to  every  person ;  and  no  law  shall  ever 
be  nuide  to  restrain  the  rights  thereof.  The  free  communication  of  thoughts 
and  opinions  is  one  of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man,  and  every  citizen  may 
freely  speak,  write,  and  print,  on  any  sobject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse 
of  that  liber^. 

8.  In  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  papers  investigating  the  official  con- 
duct of  officers  or  men  in  public  capacity,  or  where  tne  matter  published  la 
proper  for  public  information,  the  truth  thereof  may  be  nven  in  evidence ;  and 
m  all  indictments  for  libels,  the  jury  may  have  the  rignt  to  determine  the  law 
and  the  fa':ts. 

9.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  hoiiaes,  papers,  and  poa- 
sessions,  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures;  sind  that  general  warrants, 
whereby  any  officer  may  be  commanded  to  search  suspected  places,  without  evi- 
dence of  the  fact  committed,  or  to  seiae  any  person  or  persons  not  named,  whose 
offences  are  not  particularly  described,  ana  supportea  by  evidence,  are  danger- 
ous to  liberty,  and  shall  not  be  granted. 

10.  That  no  freeman  shall  be  taken  or  imprisoned,  or  disMixed  of  his  free- 
hold, liberties,  or  privileges,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in  any  marmer  destrojred 
or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  property,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or 
the  law  of  the  land. 
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elective  under  thiB  State  or  the  United  States:  Provided,  that  no  soldier,  .,..«- 
man,  or  marine  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to 
Tote  at  any  election  within  this  State. 

Tifite  of  choosing  jflepreientaHves. 

3.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  members  to  be  chosen  every 
second  year  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  several  counties. 

Qu€dificaiions  of  a  Representative, 

4.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  who  shall 
not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years;  who  uiall  not  be  a  free  white 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States ;  who  shall  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
have  an  actual  residence  in  the  county  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent 

QluaUfications  of  a  Senator. 

5.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  members  to  be  chosen  eveiy  four  years  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  several  districts. 

6.  No  oerson  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years;  wno  shall  not  be  a  free  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States;  who 
shall  not  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  one  year ;  and  who  shall  not.  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  have  an  actual  residence  in  the  district  he  may  be  cho- 
sen to  represent. 

Meeting  of  the  Oeneral  AaaemHiif. 

7.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  everv  two  jrears.  on  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  at  the  seat  or  government,  until  altered  by  law. 

TV  Mode  of  Election,  and  Time,  and  PrivUege  of  Electors, 

8.  All  general  elections  shall  be  viva  voce,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law, 
and  shall  conunence  and  be  holden  every  two  years,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
October,  until  altered  by  law ;  and  the  electors  in  all  cases,  except  in  cases  of 
treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  privile^ied  from  arrest  during 
their  attendance  on  elections,  and  m  going  to  and  returning  therefirom. 

Duif  of  Cfovtmor, 

9.  The  Governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election,  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  shall 
occur  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly. 

10.  No  judge  of  the  Supreme,  Circuit,  or  inferior  courts  of  law  or  equity. 
Secretary  of  state,  Attorney  for  the  United  States,  State  auditor  or  treasurer, 
register  or  recorder,  clerk  of  anv  court  of  record,  sheriflf,  coroner,  member  oi 
Congress,  nor  any  other  nerson  folding:  an^  lucrative  office  under  the  United 
Sutes,  or  this  State,  (muitia  officers,  justices  of  the  peace,  postmasters,  and 
judges  of  the  county  courts,  excepted,)  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  either  house 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

11.  No  person  who  now  is,  or  shall  be  hereafter,  a  collector,  or  holder  of 
public  money,  nor  any  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  holder  or  collector  of  public 
money,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  either  house  of  the  General  Assembfv,  nor 
to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  until  he  shall  have  accounted  for  and  paid  over 
all  sums  for  which  he  may  have  been  liable. 

12.  The  General  Assembly  shall  exclude  from  every  office  of  trust  and  profit, 
and  from  the  right  of  suffrage  within  this  State,  all  persons  convicted  of  bribe- 
ry, penury,  or  other  infamous  crime. 

13.  Every  person  who  shall  have  been  conyictedof'directly  or  indirectly 
giving  or  off*ering  anv  bribe,  tonrocure  his  election  or  appointment,  shall  w 
disqualified  from  holaing  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State ;  and  any 
person  who  shall  give  or  ofier  any  bribe  to  procure  the  election  or  appointment 
of  any  person,  sluul,  on  conviction  thereof,  oe  disoualified  from  being  an  elect- 
or, or  from  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  unoer  this  State.

33.  The  ratio  01'  represenution  in  tlie  Senate  shall  be  ifteea  bundled  Oee 
white  male  inhabitants  to  each  senator,  until  the  senators  amoont  to  tweaty- 
ire  in  number;  and  t^en  they  shall  be  equally  appottioiMd  upon  the  same  basia 
throoahoot  the  State,  ia  sia^b  ratio  as  the  iacreased  noiabers  of  6ee  white  male 
mhatMfanf  mAj  require,  witboot  increasing  the  senators  to  a  greater  number 
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9.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  gire  the  General  Assembly  information  of 
the  state  of  the  TOvemment,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration,  sach  mea»> 
nres  as  he  may  deem  expedient 

10.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfVilly  executed. 

11.  In  all  criminal  and  penal  cases,  except  in  those  of  treason  and  impeach- 
ment he  shall  have  power  to  grant  pardons  after  convictions,  and  remit  fines 
and  forfeitures,  mider  such  roles  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 
In  eases  of  treason,  he  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons :  and  he  may,  in  the  recess  of 
the  Senate,  respite  the  sentence  until  the  end  or  the  next  tesdon  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

19.  There  shall  be  a  seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Governor, 
and  used  by  him  officially;  and  the  present  seal  of  the  texritory  shall  be  the 
seal  of  the  State,  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  General  Assemuy. 

13.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  b^  the  authoritr  of  the  State 
of  Arkansas :  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  State,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

14.  There  shall  be  a  Secretary  of  State  elected  \(Sf  a  joint  vote  of  both  houses 
of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  until  his  successor  in  office  be  duly  qualified.  He  shall  keep  a  fair 
roister  of  all  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Gtovemor,  and  shall, 
when  required,  lay  the  same,  and  ail  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  relative 
thereto,  before  the  General  Assembly;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  a» 
may  be  required  by  law. 

15.  Vacancies  that  may  happen  in  offices,  the  election  to  which  is  vested  in 
the  (General  Assembly,  shall  be  filled  br  the  Governor  during  the  recess  of  the 
General  Assembly,  by  granting  commisaions,  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
the  next  session. 

16.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Governor;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sifn  it;  but  if  he  shall  not  approve  it,  he 
shall  return  it.  with  nis  obiectiona,  to  tne  house  in  which  it  shall  nave  origin- 
ated, who  shall  enter  his  objections  at  laige  upon  their  journals  and  proceed  to 
reccmsider  it  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  with  the  ob- 
jections to  the  other  house,  by  which,  likewise,  it  shall  be  reconsidered ;  and. 
if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall 
be  a  law:  but  in  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  bv 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  Governor  within  three  days.  Sundays  excepted,  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its 
return ;  in  such  cases  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

17.  Every  cider  or  resolution  to  which  the  concurrence  of  both  houses  may 
be  necessary,  except  on  questions  of  adioumment,  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Governor,  and  before  it  shall  take  efiSsct,  be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disap- 
proved, shall  be  repassed  by  both  houses,  aocoraing  to  mt  rules  and  limitations 
prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  MIL 

18.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal  from  office, 
death,  refusal  to  Qualify,  resignation,  or  absenee  from  the  State,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shaO  exercise  lUl  the  author!^  appertaining  to  the  office  of  Gov- 
ernor, until  another  Gkivemor  shall  have  been  elected  imd  qualified,  or  until 
the  Governor  absent  or  impeached,  return  or  be  acquitted. 

19.  If,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Govenior,  the  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  impeached,  removed  from  office,  refuse  to  qualify,  resign,  die, 
or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
in  like  manner  administer  the  Government 

90.  The  President  of  the  Senate  and  &>eaker  of  the  House  of  Repre!^ent». 
tires^  doriDf  the  time  they  respectiTely  administer  the  govenunent,  shall  re- 
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inferior  and  other  courts  of  law  and  equity.  It  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs 
of  error  and  supersedeas,  certiorari,  and  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  and  quo 
warranto,  and  other  remedial  writs,  and  to  hear  and  determine  the  same.  Said 
judges  shall  be  conservators  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State,  and  shall  sever- 
ally  have  power  to  imue  any  of  the  aforesaid  writs. 

3.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  criminal  cases, 
which  shall  not  be  otherwise  provided  for  by  law;  and  exclusive  original  ju- 
risdiction of  ail  crimes  amounting  to  felony  at  common  law :  and  original  ju- 
risdiction of  all  civil  cases  which  shall  not  be  cognizable  before  justices  of  the 
oeace,  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  Greneral  Assembly;  and  original  juris- 
4iction  in  all  matters  of  contracts,  where  the  sum  in  controversy  is  over  one 
himdred  dollars.  It  shall  hold  its  terms  in  such  place  in  each  county  as  may 
6e  by  law  directed. 

4.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  convenient  circuits,  each  to  consist  of  not 
less  than  five,  nor  more  than  seven  counties,  contiguous  to  each  other,  for  each 
of  which  a  judge  fthall  be  elected ;  who,  during  h&  continuance  in  office,  shall 
reside  and  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  the  circuit  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected. 

5.  The  circuit  courts  shall  exercise  a  superintending  control  over  the  county 
courts,  and  over  justices  of  the  peace,  in  each  county  in  their  respective  cir- 
cuits, and  shall  have  jwwer  to  issue  all  the  necessary  writs  to  carry  into  effect 
their  general  and  specific  powers. 

6.  Until  the  General  Assembly  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  establish  courts  of 
chancery,  the  circuit  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  matters  of  equity,  subject 
to  appeid  to  the  Supreme  Court,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prascribed  by  law. 

7.  The  Gkneral  Assembly  shall,  by  joint  vote  of  both  nouses,  elect  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  and  circuit  courts,  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  in  joint  vote 
being  necessary  to  a  choice.  The  judses  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  bie  at  least 
thirty  years  of  age.  They  shall  hold  tneir  offices  ouring  the  term  of  eight  years 
from  tne  date  of  their  commiMions.  Immediately  B&r  such  election,  by  the 
first  Greneral  Assembly,  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  proceed,  by  lot,  to  divide  the  judges  into  three  classes. 
The  commission  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  four  years ;  of  the 
second  class  at  the  end  of  six  years ;  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  end  of  eight 
years  ^  so  that  one-third  of  the  whole  ncunber  shall  be  chosen  every  four,  six, 
and  eight  years.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  court  shall  be  at  least  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  and  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  date  of 
their  commission.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  aj^int  its  own  clerks  for  the 
term  of  four  years.  The  qiialified  voters  of  each  county  shall  elect  a  clerk  of 
the  circuit  court  for  their  respective  counties,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
term  of  two  years ;  and  courts  of  chancery,  if  any  be  estabUshed,  shall  appoint 
their  own  clerks. 

8.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  circuit  courts  shall,  at  stated  times,  re- 
ceive a  eompensatioo  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law.  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected.  They  shall  not 
be  allowed  any  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  nor  hold  any  other  office  of  trust  or 
profit  under  this  State  or  the  United  States.  The  State  attorneys  and  clerks  of 
the  Supreme  and  circuit  courts,  and  courts  of  chancery,  if  any  such  be  estab- 
lished, shall  receive  for  their  services  such  salaries,  fees,  ana  perquisites  of 
office,  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  fixed  by  law. 

9.  There  shall  be  established,  in  each  county  in  the  State,  a  court  to  be  hold- 

m  by  the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  called  the  counhr  court,  which  shall  have 

jurisdiction  in  all  matters  relating  to  county  taxes,  dMbarsements  of  money  for 

*ounty  purposes,  and  in  every  other  case  that  may  ba  necessary  to  the  internal 

improvement  and  local  concerns  of  the  respective  coimties. 

10.  There  shall  be  elected,  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  respective  coun- 
ties, a  presiding  jucL^  of  the  county  court,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Gknremor. 
and  hold  his  omce  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  He  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  that  may  be  required  of  him 
by  law,  as  a  presiding  judge  of  ihe  county  court,  be  a  judge  of  probate,  and 
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ARTICLE  lX,^General  Pnrtmons^^EducaJtUm, 

Sic.  1.  Knowledge  and  learning,  generally  difilised  tbrooffh  a  community, 
being  essential  to  the  preservation  of  a  free  government,  ana  diffusing  the  op- 
portunities and  advantages  of  education  through  the  various  parts  of  the  State 
Deing  highly  conducive  to  this  end,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  provide  by  law  for  the  improvement  of  such  lands  as  are  or  hereaAer 
may  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  this  State  for  the  use  of  schools,  and 
to  apiHy  any  funds  which  may  be  raised  from  such  land,  or  from  any  other 
aource,  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  for  which  they  are  or  may  be  in- 
tended. The  General  Assemnly  shall  mmi  time  to  time  pass  such  laws  as 
ahall  be  calculated  to  encourage  intellectual,  scientific,  and  agricultural  im- 
provements, by  allowing  rewards  and  immunities  for  the  promotion  and  im- 
provement of  arts,  science,  commerce,  mancUactures^  and  natural  history ;  and 
coantenmnce  and  encourage  the  principles  of  humanity,  industry,  and  morality. 

EmanapaHon  of  Slava, 

Sec.  1.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  laws  for  the 
emancipation  of  slaves,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners.  They  shall  have 
no  power  to  prevent  emigrants  to  this  State  trom  bringing  with  them  suchper- 
sons  as  are  deemed  slaves  by  the  laws  of  any  one  of  the  United  States.  Tliey 
shall  have  power  to  jfuus  laws  to  permit  the  owners  of  slaves  to  emancipate 
them,  saving  the  ri^ts  of  creditois,  and  preventing  them  from  becoming  a 
public  charge.  They  shall  have  power  to  prevent  slaves  fh>m  being  brought 
to  this  State  as  merchandize,  and  also  to  oUige  the  owners  of  daves  to  treat 
them  with  humanity. 

9l  Treatoo  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against  it,  or 
adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  oomf<»rt  No  person  shall  be 
coQvictM  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same 
overt  act,  or  his  own  confession  in  open  court 

3.  No  person  who  denies  the  being  of  a  God  shall  hold  any  office  in  the  civil 
department  of  this  State,  nor  be  allowed  his  oath  in  any  court 

4.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  consequence  of  an  ap- 
propriation by  law.  nor  shall  any  appropriation  of  money  for  the  support  of 
an  army  be  made  for  a  longer  term  tnan  two  years:  and  a  regular  statement 
and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  moneys  shall  he 
published  with  the  promulgation  of  the  laws. 

5.  Absence  on  business  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  on  a  visit 
of  necessary  private  business,  shall  not  cause  a  forfeiture  of  a  residence  once 
obtained. 

6.  No  lottery  shUl  be  authorized  by  this  State,  nor  shall  the  sale  of  lottery 
tickets  be  allowed. 

7.  Internal  improvements  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  government  of  this 
Sute,  and  it  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assemblv^  as  soon  as  may  be,  to 
make  provision  by  law  for  ascertaining  the  proper  objects  of  improvements 
in  relation  to  roaiw,  canals,  and  navigable  waters ;  and  it  shall  also  be  their 
duty  to  provide  by  law  for  an  equal,  svstematic,  and  eccmomical  application 
Ot  the  fand  whicn  mav  be  appropriated  to  these  objects. 

8.  Returns  for  all  elections  for  officers  who  are  to  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor,  and  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  made  to  the 
Seoetary  of  State. 

9.  Within  five  years  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  the  laws,  civil, 
and  criminal,  shall  be  revised,  digested,  and  arranged,  and  promulgated  in 
such  maimer  as  the  General  Aissembly  shall  direct,  and  a  Hke  revision,  digest, 
and  promulgation  shall  be  made  within  every  subsequent  period  of  ten  years. 

10.  In  the  event  of  the  annexation  of  any  territory  to  this  State,  by  a  cession 
from  the  United  States,  laws  may  be  passed  extending  to  the  inhabitants  of 
such  territory  all  the  r^hts  and  privile^  which  may  be  required  by  the  terms 
of  such  cession,  anjrthing  in  his  Constitution  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

CONSTITUTION.

sJlL  Xo  Duwer  of  smynding  laws  in  this  Staat  ahafl  be  cieicised,  except  by 
die  LQDsuttare  or  its  aathuricjr. 

A.  To  gnazd  against  CEaasfzesHflBs  of  the  hi^  powers  hciein  delegated,  we 
dedaie  that  everything  in  this  "*  bill  of  righfis  "  is  excepiBd  ocu  of  the  general 
powers  of  Oovemment,  and  shall  forever  remain  inviMaie;  aad  all  laws  con- 
crary  thereto,  or  to  the  fioUowing  proTisioDSv  ihall  be  void. 

ARTICLE  n. 

8bc.  I.  The  powersof  the  government  of  the  State  of  Texas  ahaU  be  divided 
ioio  three  distinct  departmeativ  and  each  ofthem  be  eosincd  to  a  separate  body 
of  magiacraey,  to  wit:  those  which  are  legislative,  to  oae ;  those  which  are  ex* 
ecQtrve,  to  another;  and  those  which  are  judicial  to  another;  and  no  persoti, 
or  eoUeetion  of  persoBs,'  being  of  one  of  those  departments,  shall  exercise  any 
ly  atfarheri  to  eSher  of  the  otheis^  except  in  the  iastances  herein 
lyper 

ARTICLE  UL—Ligislmtin  ikputmmi. 

Sec.  I.  Every  free  male  petson  who  shall  hare  attained  the  age  of  twenty* 
one  years,  and  who  shall  be  a  citiKn  of  the  United  Stales,  or  who  is,  at  the 


time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  br  the  Con^peas  of  the  United  Suies, 
acitiaenof  the  republic  of  Texas,  and  shall  have  resided  in  this  Suie  one  year 
next  preceding  an  election,  and  the  last  six  months  within  the  district,  county, 
city,  or  town,  in  which  he  offers  to  Tote  (Indians  not  taxed,  Africans  and  de- 
scendants of  Africans,  excepted),  shall  be  deemed  a  qoalified  elector;  andshonld 
such  qoalified  ele^or  happen  to  be  in  any  other  coimty  sitaaled  in  the  districi 
in  which  he  resides  at  the  time  of  an  election,  be  shall  be  nennitted  to  vote  for 
any  district  ofllcer :  jprvridcd^  that  the  qoalified  eleclon  shall  be  permitted  to 
role  anjrwbere  in  the  State  for  Sttte  officers:  esd  jprsvidsdL/HrtAfr,  that  no  sol- 
dier, seaman,  or  marine,  in  the  army  or  navy  of  tlie  United  States,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vole  at  any  election  created  by  this  Constitntion. 

2.  All  free  male  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  ^Indians  not  taxed, 
Africans  and  descendants  of  Africans,  exceplecf),  who  shall  have  resided  six 
months  in  Texas,  immediately  preceding  the  acceptance  of  this  Constitution 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  deemed  qualified  electors. 

3.  Electors  in  all  cases  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attend- 
ance at  elections,  and  in  going  to  and  reluming  from  the  same,  except  in  cases 
of  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace. 

4.  The  Wgislattre  powers  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  two  distinct  branch- 
es; the  one  to  be  stywd  the  Senate,  and  the  other  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  both  together  the  "  Legislature  of  the  Suie  of  Texas.*'  The  style  of  all 
laws  shall  be,  '*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Texas." 

5.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Reproentatives  shall  be  choeen  by  the  quali- 
fied electors,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  fhm  the  day  of  the 
general  election;  and  the  sessions  of  the  Legialature  shall  be  biennial,  at  such 
Smes  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

6.  No  person  shall  be  a  represenutive,  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
Slates,  or  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  a  dtiaen  of  the  repub- 
lic of  Texas,  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  Slate  two  3reani  next 
preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  a  dtiaea  of  the  county,  city,  or 
town  for  which  be  shall  be  chosen,  and  shall  have  atlatnert  the  age  of  nrenty- 
one  years  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

7.  AU  elecliops  by  the  people  shall  be  held  at  sveh  time  and  places,  in  the 
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campemiatiaa  for  h»  terrvm.  vliieK  aof  be  iccnaAfd  or  dtminiBhed  hy  law ; 
but  DO  incrcaae  of  compeiuatioa  ilull  take  edbn  dmini;  the  wmiun  At  which 
rach  increaife  ^hall  be  made. 

M.  Xo  flcnafor  or  repremtatiTe  shall,  durinif  the  term  0^  which  h«;  may  be 
elected,  be  elijpbie  to  aaj  cxtU  oAce  of  prufic  onder  this  Suti;,  which  iiiiall 
kaTe  been  crsaced,  or  iIm  emoiumenta  of  whkh  matr  hare  been  incn'SMHl,  dur- 
Id^  the  term ;  and  no  member  of  either  hocue  of  ite  Lei^laturi?  fthall,  dtirinic 
the  term  for  wh^  he  m  ekcted,  he  elijpble  to  any  oAce  or  pUc**,  thr  appuiut- 
meni  to  which  may  be  made,  in  whole  fjt  in  part,  by  either  branch  ut'  thf*  Le^- 
iaUtiire ;  nor  shall  the  memJ^n  tJMreof  t^  capable  of  ToCini;  for  a  mfrulrr  of 
their  own  bodr.  for  any  odi/x  whaterer,  except  it  be  in  such  caani  an  are  h(*rfin 
prtmded.  Tne  Praiiiclent  for  the  time  bjeini^  of  the  Senate,  and  Bpeaker  ol  the 
Honae  of  Repreaentatira,  shall  be  elected  from  their  respectirc  bc«iie«. 

9ft.  No  jniUfe  of  any  coort  of  law  r<  equity,  Nerreury  of  staie^  ailomey'fen- 
eraJ,  clerk  of  any  ooort  of  record,  iherifl;  or'collecuir,  tjr  any  peraon  huldinK  a 
loaratiTe  oOee  under  the  Cniied  Statt*.  or  thiji  State,  or  any  loreiipi  ffuvernment, 
shall  be  eligible  to  tlws  lieipalatare,  nrjr  shall  at  the  same  time  htm  or  cxerciaa 
any  two  oOcen.  afenines,  or  appointmeai*  of  tnurt  or  profit  under  this  State : 
proTided,  that  offices  of  the  miliiia,  to  whM  there  is  attached  no  annual  salary, 
or  the  oOoe  of  jortice  of  the  peace,  shall  not  be  deemed  lucrative. 

96.  No  penoii,  who  at  any  time  mar  hare  been  a  collector  of  taxes,  or  who 
may  hare  been  otherwise  entrusted  with  public  money,  shall  be  eliffible  to  tha 
Legialature,  or  to  any  office  tjl  profit  or  trust  under  the  Stale  jpiraminent,  until 
he  shall  hare  rkAAxn^  a  dischanpc  lor  the  amount  of  such  collections,  and  for 
all  public  moneys  with  which  he  may  hare  been  entrusted. 

97.  Minfarters  of  the  fnnpel  Iwinf  by  their  pmfeasion  dedicated  to  Oud  and 
the  care  of  souls,  oui^t  not  u»  h^e  direncd  from  the  |(reat  duties  of  their  ftinr- 
tions;  therefore  no  minister  tA  the  gospel,  or  priest  A  any  demmiinatlou  whai- 
er«r,  shall  be  elii^ble  to  the  L^ialature. 

98.  Eleetioiis  (tx  wetMUjn  and  representaiirea  shall  be  general  throUKhout  the 
State,  and  shall  be  reipilaied  \fy  law. 

99.  The  Lei^atnre  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  and  In  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  fkUy.  and  erery  eight  years  ih«*rt^alter, 
cause  an  enumeration  to  be  made  <jf  all  the  (ree  inhabiuuita  (Indians  not  laied, 
Africans  and  descendants  of  Africans,  eicepied)  of  the  State,  designating  |)ar* 
ticularir  the  ntunber  of  qualified  elecumi;  and  the  whole  number  of  represent- 
atires  shall,  at  the  sereral  periods  of  making  such  enumeration,  be  flxcNl  by  the 
Legislature,  and  apportioned  am/mg  the  sereral  counties,  cities  or  towns,  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  free  pt^pulation  in  each ;  and  shall  not  lie  li*ss  than 
fortr-fire,  nor  more  than  ninety. 

30.  Until  after  the  first  enumeratirin  and  apportbHiment  under  tlils  C«»nstitu- 
tion,  the  following  shall  be  the  appfirtionment  of  represenutlres  amungM  the 
sereral  counties,  riz. : 

The  county  of  MontMnery  shall  elect  (fiur  representatires ;  ilie  counties  ol 
Red  Rirer,  Harrison,  Nacogdoches,  Harris,  and  Washingt«m,  shall  elect  thnw 
representatires  each ;  the  counties  of  Fannin,  Lamar,  B^jwir,  Hhrlby,  Han  Au- 
gustine, Rusk,  Houston,  Sabine,  Liberty,  Roljertrnm,  Galvesum,  Hroaiiria.  Fay- 
ette, Colorado,  Austin,  Gonzales,  and  Bexar,  two  re|ireseniatirc*s  each )  Ian 
counties  of  Jeflersoo,  Jasper,  Braaos,  Milan,  Bastrop,  Travis,  Matagiinia, 
Jackson,  Fort  Bend,  Victoria,  ReAigio,  Ooliad,  and  Ban  J'atrlclu,  one  rupRw 
sentatire  each. 

31.  The  whole  number  o(  senators  shall,  at  the  neit  session  after  the  several 
periods  of  making  the  enumeration,  be  fixed  1^  the  Legislature,  ami  appor- 
tioned among  the  sereral  districts  to  be  establUhed  by  Taw,  at^ronling  to  the 
number  of  qualified  electors,  and  shall  nerer  be  less  than  ninriren,  ntir  more 
than  thirty-three. 

39.  Until  the  first  enumeration,  as  prorided  for  by  thIsConstltulion,  the  sen- 
atorial districts  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :  The  counties  of  Fannin  and  l^iuar 
shall  constitute  the  first  district,  and  elect  one  senator;  the  rtiuniirfi  df  Ited 
Rirer  and  Bowie,  the  second  district,  and  elect  one  senator ;  the  counllrs  uf 
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compel  a  judge  of  the  district  court  to  proceed  to  trial  and  judgment  in  a  cause ; 
and  the  Supreme  Ck)urt  shall  hold  its  sessions  once  every  year,  between  the 
months  of  October  and  June,  inclusive,  at  not  more  than  three  places  in  the 
State. 

4.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerks,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  four  years,  and  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  said  Court  for  neglect 
of  duty,  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  such  other  causes  as  may  be  prescribe  by 
law. 

5.  The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and,  bv  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  dis- 
trict courts,  and  thev  shall  hold  their  offices  for  six  years. 

6.  The  State  shall  bo  divided  into  convenient  mdicial  districts.  For  each 
district  there  shall  be  appointed  a  judge,  who  shall  reside  in  the  same,  and  holJ 
the  courts  at  one  place  m  each  county,  and  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

7.  The  iudges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  receive  a  salary  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  annually,  and  the  judges  of  the  district  court  a  salary  not 
less  than  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually ;  and  the  salaries  of  the 
judges  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

8.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  district  courts  shall  be  removed  by  the 
Governor,  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  house  of  the  Legislature,  for 
wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  other  reasonable  cause  which  shall  not  be  sufficient 
ground  for  impeachment;  provided,  however,  that  the  cause  or  causes  for 
which  such  removal  shall  be  required,  shall  be  stated  at  length  in  such  address, 
and  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house :  and  nrovided,  furtl^r.  that  the  cause 
or  causes  shall  be  notified  to  the  judge  so  intenoed  to  be  removed ;  and  he  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  hearing  in  his  own  defense,  before  a  vote  for  any  such  address 
shall  pass;  and,  in  all  such  cases,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house  respectively. 

9.  All  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  district  courts  shall,  by  virtue  of  their 
offices,  be  conservators  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all 
writs  and  processes  shall  be,  **  The  State  of  Texas."  ^  prosecutions  shall  be 
carried  on  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  <'  State  of  Texas,"  and  con- 
clude, "  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  mt  State.** 

10.  The  district  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  of  all  criminal  cases, 
of  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  State  to  recover  penalties,  forfeitures,  and  escheats, 
and  of  all  cases  of  divorce,  and  of  all  suits,  complaints,  and  pleas  whatever, 
without  regard  to  any  distinction  between  law  and  equity,  when  the  matter  in 
controversy  shall  be  valued  at,  or  amount  to,  one  hundred  dollaxs,  exclusive  of 
interest ;  and  the  said  courts,  or  the  judges  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue 
all  writs  necessary  to  enforce  their  own  jurisdiction,  and  give  them  a  general 
superintendence  and  control  over  inferior  jurisdictions. 

And  in  the  trial  of  all  criminal  cases,  the  jury  trying  the  same  shall  fine  and 
assess  the  amount  of  punishment  to  be  inflicted,  or  fine  imposed,  except  in  cap- 
ital cases,  and  where  the  punishment  or  fine  imposed  shall  be  specifically  im- 
posed bv  law. 

11.  Tliere  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  district  court  for  each  county,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  for  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  who  shall 
bold  his  office  for  four  years,  subject  to  removal  by  infonnation,  or  by  present- 
ment of  a  grand  jury,  and  conviction  of  a  petit  jury.  In  case  of  va  »mcy,  the 
judge  of  the  district  shall  have  the  power  to  a|^int  a  clerk  until  a  r^[ular 
election  can  be  held. 

12.  The  Governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
oi*  two-thirds  of  the  Senate,  appoint  an  Attorney-General,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  two  jrears ;  and  there  shall  be  elected,  by  joint  vote  of  both  houses  of 
the  Legislature,  a  district^attomey  for  each  district,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years ;  and  the  duties,  salaries,  and  perqiusites  of  the  Attorney-General 
and  disoict-attomejrs,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

13.  There  shall  be  appointed  for  each  county  a  convenientnumber  of  justices 
of  the  peace,  one  sherifl,  one  coroner,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  constables, 
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of  the  State  of  Texas,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Conatitmion,  and  shall 
have  resided  in  the  same  three  yean  immediately  preceding  his  election. 

&  He  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  a  compensation  for  ms  services,  which 
ahall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term  lor  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected.  The  first  Governor  shall  receive  an  annaal  salary  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  no  more. 

6.  The  Governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  this 
Sute.  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States. 

7.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers  of  the  executive 
denartment,  on  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

8.  He  may,  by  proclamation,  onextra<^inary  occasions,  convene  the  Legis- 
lature at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place,  ii'Uiat  riioold  be  in  the 
actual  possession  of  a  public  enemy ;  in  case  of  dtM^^reement  between  the  two 
houses  with  respect  to  the  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as 
be  shall  think  proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Legislature. 

9.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Legislature  information,  in  writing, 
of  the  state  of  the  government,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  mea- 
sures as  he  may  deem  expedient 

10.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 
U.  In  all  criminal  cases,  except  in  those  of  treason  and  impeachment,  he 

shall  have  power,  after  ccmviction,  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons;  and,  under 
such  rules  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe,  he  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines 
and  forfeitures.  In  cases  of  treason,  he  shall  have  power,  oy  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  j  and  he  may, 
in  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  respite  the  sentence  until  the  end  or  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature. 

id.  There  shall  also  be  a  Lieutenant-Governor,  who  shall  be  chosen  at  every 
election  for  Governor  by  the  same  persons,  and  in  the  same  manner,  continue 
in  office  for  the  same  time,  and  possess  the  same  qualifications.  In  voting  fbr 
Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  electors  shall  distincnish  for  whom 
they  vote  for  as  Governor  and  for  whom  as  Lieutenant^Sovemor.  The 
Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  President  of  the  Senate, 
and  have,  when  in  committee  of  the  whole,  a  right  to  debate  and  vote  on  all 

7[ucstions,  and,  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divkted,  to  give  the  casting  vole, 
n  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  nom  office,  inability  or  refusal  of  the 
Governor  to  serve,  or  of  hii  impeachment  or  absence  from  tbie  State,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  appertaining  to  the 
office  of  GofWnor,  until  another  be  chosen  at  the  periodical  election  for  Qow- 
emor,  and  be  duly  qualified,  or  until  the  Governor  impeached,  absent,  or  disa- 
bled, shall  be  acquitted,  return,  or  his  disabilitv  be  removed. 

13.  Whenever  the  government  shall  be  admrnistcred  by  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Senate 
shall  elect  one  of  their  own  members  as  President  for  the  time  being.  And  if. 
during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall 
die,  resign,  refuse  to  serve,  or  be  removed  from  office,  or  be  unable  to  serve,  or 
if  he  shall  be  impeached,  or  absent  from  the  State,  the  President  of  the  Senate 
for  the  time  being  shall,  in  like  manner,  administer  the  government  until  he 
shall  be  superseded  by  a  Governor  or  Lieutenant-Governor;  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  shall,  whilst  he  acts  as  President  of  the  Soiate,  receive  for  his  ser- 
vices the  same  compensation  which  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  no  more ;  and  daring  the  time  he  administers 
the  government  as  Governor,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  which  the 
Governor  would  have  received  had  he  been  employed  in  tne  duties  of  his  office, 
and  no  more.  The  President  for  the  time  being  of  the  Senate  shall,  during  the 
time  he  aaministen  the  government,  receive  in  like  manner  the  sam^  compen- 


sation which  the  Governor  would  have  received  had  he  been  employed  in  the 
doties  of  his  office.  If  the  Lieotenant-Goveraor  shall  be  required  to  adminis- 
|<T  the  government,  and  shall,  whilst  in  such  administmtion,  die,  resign,  or  be 
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CT  dial]  be  filkd  br  the  Qomwr.  vkidi  amioOMtit  shall  cvMteue  until  tS* 
cMM  of  tLe  next  flevfoB  of  the  LegMatBTP  tkenaAer.

The  LefrisUtare  thaU  provide  br  law  ior  omnudn^  aad  Hwipliaii^* 
the  militia  of  this  State,  in  such  Baaner  as  ther  shaR  iktnn  f'Si^'ilieal,  not  i»> 
compaiible  vith  the  Conatitatioa  aad  laws  of  'the  UaiM  Stales  in  relatioA 
therrlo. 

&  ABTpenoii  who  conscientioQslT  temples  «>  bear  aims,  shall  iMt  be  cuhi- 
pelM  10  do  so,  bat  shall  pa j  an  eqaiTaleat  for  pemaal  serrice« 

3.  No  licensed  minister  of  the  gospel  shall  be  required  lo  perform  miliiaiy 
dotr.  work  on  roads,  or  senre  on  juries,  in  this  Stale. 

4.  The  Goremor  shall  hare  power  to  call  forth  the  militia  lo  execuie  Iha 
laws  of  the  Slate,  to  soppress  insurrections,  and  lo  repel  inrasions. 

ARTICLE  YlL-^Ofmerml  PhN-tMNi^ 

Sec  1.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  otRcers,  before^  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  the  following  oath  ih'  attinnation :  "  I,  A.  B«,

since  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  by  the  Congren  of  the  Vniied  Ststra^  ( 
being  a  citizen  of  this  State,  hate  not  fought  a  duel  with  deadly  weanms  within 
this  State,  or  out  of  it;  nor  have  I  sent  or  accepted  a  challeiige  to  nghl  a  duel 
with  deadly  weapons:  nor  have  I  acted  as  second  in  carrying  a  chailengv,  or 
aided,  adnsed,  or  assisted  sny  person  thus  offlmding :  so  help  me  Gtvl.** 

3l  Treason  against  this  State  shall  consist  onlr  in  levying  war  against  it,  or 
in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort;  and  no  pemm  shall 
be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  lo  the  sam* 
overt  act,  or  his  own  confession  in  men  court. 

3.  Eve^  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office  of  trust  \yt  prolii 
in  this  State,  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  havug  given  or  offi^rcd  a  Wibn 
lo  procure  his  election  or  appointment. 

4.  Laws  shall  be  made,  to  exclude  from  office,  serving  on  Juries,  and  l>Tvn 
the  right  of  suffiage,  those  who  shall  hereafter  be  convicted  of  briberr,  p«*r)ury. 
forgery,  or  other  high  crimes.  The  privilege  of  (Iree  suAVage  shall  be  supp«Mtrd

5.  Any  citiien  of  this  State,  who  shall,  alter  the  adoption  of  this  ConMilntion, 
ight  a  diuel  with  deadly  weapons,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  to  Aghi  a  \\wi 
with  deadly  weapons,  either  within  the  State  or  out  of  it,  «ir  who  shsll  act  ■• 
second,  or  knowinffly  aid  and  assist,  in  any  manner,  those  thus  offipnding,  shall 
he  deprived  of  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  prodt  under  this  State. 

6.  In  all  decdoos  by  the  people,  the  vole  iliall  be  bv  balKn,  until  the  li/rgt»^ 
latnre  shall  otherwise  direct ;  and  in  all  elections  by  &e  Senale  and  ll«««i*e  «4

M.  Every  law  enacted  by  the  Legislature  shall  embrace  but  one  otject,  and 
dMit  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

flft.  No  law  snail  be  revised  or  amended  by  reference  to  its  title ;  but,  in  such 
tmdf  the  act  revised  or  section  amended,  shall  be  re-enacted  and  publiahed  at 
leMOi. 

SBu  No  person  shall  hold  or  exercise,  at  the  same  time,  more  than  one  civil 
office  of  emolument,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace. 

97.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State.  All  property 
in  this  State  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  vahie,  to  be  ascertained  as  di- 
rected by  law ;  except  such  property  as  two-thirds  of  both  houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature mav  think  proper  to  exempt  from  taxation.  The  Legislature  shall  have 
power  to  lay  an  income  tax,  ana  to  tax  all  persons  pursuing  aiiv  occupation, 
tnde,  or  profe^ion :  jfrorided^  that  the  term  **  occupation,"  shall  not  be  con- 
fltmed  to  apply  to  pursuits  either  agricultural  or  mechanical. 

96.  The  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  provide  hj  law  for  exempting  from 
taxation  two  nundred  and  fifty  aoUars'  worth  of  the  household  furniture,  or 
ottdBr  property  belonging  to  each  family  in  this  State. 

99.  The  assessor  and  collector  of  taxes  shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner, 
and  imder  such  regulations,  as  the  Legislature  may  oirect 

90.  No  corporate  body  shall  hereafter  be  created,  renewed,  or  extended,  with 
banking  or  discounting  privileges. 

31.  No  private  corporation  shall  be  created,  unless  the  bill  creating  it  shall 
be  passed  by  two-thirds  of  both  houses  of  the  Legislature ;  and  two-thirds  of 
the  L«^lature  shall  have  power  to  revoke  and  repeal  all  private  corporations, 
by  making  compensation  for  the  franchise.  Ana  the  State  shall  not  be  part 
owner  of  the  stock  or  property  belonging  to  any  corporation. 

99.  The  Legislature  shall  prohibit,  by  law,  individuals  from  issuing  bills, 
checks,  promissory  notes,  or  other  paper,  to  circulate  as  money. 

33.  Tnc  aggregate  amount  of  debts  hereafter  contracted  by  the  Legislature 
•hall  never  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  except  in  case  of 
war,  to  repel  invasions,  or  suppress  insurrections.  And  in  no  case  shall  any 
amount  be  borrowed,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  houses  of  the  Le- 
gislature. 

34.  The  Legislature  shall,  at  the  first  session  thereof,  and  may,  at  any  snlv 
sequent  session,  establish  new  counties  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants 
of  such  new  countv  or  counties:  provided^  that  no  new  coun^  shall  be  estab- 
lished, which  shall  reduce  the  county  or  counties,  or  either  of  them,  from  which 
it  shall  be  taken,  to  a  less  area  than  nine  hundred  square  miles  (except  the 
county  of  Bowie),  unless  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Legislature ;  nor  shall 
any  county  be  laid  ofi"  of  less  contents.  Every  new  county,  as  to  the  right  of 
sumage  and  representation,  shall  be  considered  as  part  of*^  the  county  or  coun- 
ties from  which  it  was  taken,  imtil  entitled,  by  numbers,  to  the  right  of  sepa- 
rate representation. 

35.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  the  house,  or  within 
the  enclosure,  of  any  individual,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time 
of  war,  but  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

36.  The  salaries  of  the  Governor  and  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  district 
courts  are  hereby  fixed  at  the  minimum  established  in  the  Constitution,  and 
shall  not  be  increased  for  ten  years. 

37.  Mode  of  amending  the  ConstUuHon. — The  Legislature,  whenever  two- 
thirds  of  eacn  house  shall  deem  it  necessary,  may  propose  amendments  to  this 
Constitution ;  which  proposed  amendments  shall  be  duly  published  in  the  pub- 
lic prints  of  the  State,  at  least  three  months  before  the  next  general  election  of 
representatives,  for  the  consideration  of  the  pecmle :  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  several  returning  officers,  at  the  next  elecrion,  which  shall  be  thus  hoiden, 
to  open  a  poll  for,  and  make  a  return  to,  the  Secretary  of  State,  of  the  names 
ofaU  those  voting  for  representatives,  who  have  voted  on  such  proposed  amend- 
ments ;  and  if  thereupon  it  shall  appear  that  a  majoritv  of  all  the  citizens  of 
this  State,  vodng  (or  representative,  have  voted  in  lavor  of  such  proposed 
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8.  The  Legislature  shall,  as  earlr  as  practicable,  establish  free  schools 
throughout  the  State,  and  shall  furnish  means  for  their  support,  by  taxation  on 
property ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  set  apart  not  less  than 
one-tenth  of  the  annual  revenue  of  the  State  derivable  from  taxation,  as  a  per- 
petual fund,  which  fund  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  free  puolic 
schools ;  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  diverting  said  fund  to  any  other  use  | 
and  until  such  time  as  the  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  establishment  ot 
such  schools  in  the  several  districts  of  the  State,  the  fVmd  thus  created  shall  re- 
main as  a  charge  against  the  State,  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  free  common- 
school  fund. 

3.  All  public  lands  which  have  been  heretofore,  or  which  ma^  hereafter  be, 
granted  for  public  schools,  to  the  various  counties,  or  oUier  political  divisions 
in  this  Stated  shall  not  be  alienated  in  fee,  nor  diroosed  of  otherwise  than  by 
lease,  for  a  tisrm  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  in  sucn  manner  as  the  Legislature 
may  direct        ' 

4.  The  several  counties  in  Ifais  Stale,  which  have  not  received  their  quan- 
tum of  lands,  for  the  purposes  of  education,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  quan- 
tity heretofore  appropnated  by  the  Congress  of  the  republic  of  Texas  to  other 
counties. 

ARTICLE  XL 

1.  All  certificates  for  bead-right  elaims  to  lands  iasned  to  fictitious  persons, 
or  whidi  were  foraed,  and  all  locatioBS  and  surveys  tbsnon,  are,  and  tne  same 
were,  ntlD  and  void  firom  tbe  beginning. 

2.  The  district  courts  shall  be  evened  until  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thou- 
sand eight  himdred  and  ibrtv-seven,  for  the  establishment  of  certificates  for 
head-rights  not  recommendea  by  the  commissioners  aroointed  under  the  act  to 
detect  fraudulent  land  certificates,  and  to  provide  for  issuing  patents  to  legal 
claimants ;  and  the  parties  suing  shall  proouce  the  like  proof;  and  be  subjected 
to  the  requisitions  which  were  necessarv  and  were  prescribed  by  law,  to  sus- 
tain the  original  ^plication  for  the  said  certificates;  and  all  certificates  above 
referred  to.  not  established  or  sued  noon  before  the  period  limited,  shall  be  bar- 
red ;  and  tne  said  certificates,  and  all  locations  ana  surveys  thereon,  shall  be 
forever  null  and  void ;  and  ail  re-locatkms  made  on  such  survey,  shall  not  be 
disturbed  until  the  certificates  are  established  as  above  directed. 

ARTICLE  Xn.^ldmd  Qfet, 

There  shall  be  one  general  land  office  in  the  State,  which  shall  be  at  the  seat 
of  government,  where  all  titles  which  have  heretofore  emanated,  or  may  here- 
after emanate,  from  government,  shall  be  registered.  And  the  Legislature 
nay  esuUish,  from  time  to  time,  such  suboidmato  oAoes  as  they  may  deem 
requisite. 
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1820,  crosses  the  said  middle  of  the  main  chamiel  of  the  said  Des  Moines  river , 
thence  westwardly,  alonc^  the  said  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, as  established  at  the  time  aforesaid,  until  an  extension  of  said  line  in- 
tersect the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  river ;  thence  up  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  Misbouri  river,  to  a  point  opoosite  the 
middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Big  Sioux  river,  according  to  Nicollefa 
map ;  thence  up  the  main  channel  of  the  said  Bi^  Sioux  river,  according  to  said 
map,  until  it  is  intersected  by  the  parallel  of  lorty-three  degrees  and  thirty 
minutes  north  latitude ;  thence  east  along  said  parallel  of  forty-three  degrees 
and  thirty  minutes,  until  said  parallel  intersect  the  middle  of  the  main  channel 
of  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  said 
Mississippi  river,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

ARTICLE  U.^Bill  of  Rights, 

Sec.  1.  All  men  are  by  nature  free  and  independent,  and  have  certain  in- 
alienable rights,  among  which  are  those  of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and 
liberty,  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property,  and  pursuing  and  ob- 
taining safety  and  happiness. 

S.  AJl  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.  Government  is  instituted 
for  the  protection,  security,  and  benefit  of  the  people ;  and  they  have  the  ri|^t, 
at  all  times,  to  alter  or  reform  the  same,  whenever  the  public  good  may  re- 
quire it. 

3.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishiiient 
of  rellspon,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  nor  shall  any  person  be 
compelled  to  attend  any  place  of  warship,  pay  tithes,  taxes,  or  other  rates  tor 
builoing  or  repairing  places  of  worship,  or  tor  the  maintenance  of  any  minis- 
ter or  ministry. 

4.  No  relieious  test  shall  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  office  or  pub- 
lic trust,  and  no  perscm  shall  be  deprived  of  any  of  his  rights,  privileges  or  cip 
pacities,  or  disqualified  from  the  performance  of  any  of  Ids  public  or  private 
duties,  or  rendered  incompetent  to  nve  evidence  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity, 
in  consequence  of  his  opinions  on  me  subject  of  religion. 

5.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  may  hereailer  be  engaged,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  a  duel,  either  as  principal  or  accessary  before  the  fact,  shall  ror* 
ever  be  disqualified  from  holdmg  any  office  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State. 

6.  All  laws  of  a  general  nature  shall  have  a  uniform  operation. 

7.  Every  person  may  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  sub- 
jects, being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right  No  law  shall  be  passed  to 
restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  In  all  prosecutions  or 
indictments  for  libel,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if  it 
appear  to  the  jury  that  the  matter  char^  as  libellous  was  true,  and  was  pub- 
lished with  good  motives,  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted. 

8.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers  and 
effects,  against  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches,  shall  not  be  violated,  and 
no  warrant  shall  Issue,  but  on  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmatioii, 
particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  tearehed,  and  the  papers  and  things  to 
be  seized. 

9.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  Inviolate ;  but  the  G^eral  Aswm- 
biy  may  authorize  trial  by  jury  of  a  less  n!imber  than  twelve  men  in  inferior 
courts. 

10.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  a  speedy 
trial  by  an  impartial  jury,  to  be  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him,  to  l!e 
contronted  witn  the  witncMcs  against  him,  to  have  compulsoi^  process  for  his 
)wn  wimesses,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel. 

11.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offimce,  unless  on  present- 
ment or  indictment  by  a  grand  jury,  except  In  cases  cognisable  by  justices  of 
the  peace,  or  arising  in  tne  army  or  navy,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual 
service  in  time  of  war  or  public  oanger. 

18.  No  person  shall,  after  acquittal,  be  tried  for  the  uune  offence.    All  per- 
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Legislative  Department 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  aathority  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  which  shall  be  designated  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  or  Iowa,  and  tne  stjle  of  their  laws  shall  commence  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner :  "  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Iowa. 

S.  The  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  biennial,  and  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  of  December  next  ensuing  Uie  election  of  its  mem- 
bers; tmless  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall,  in  the  interim,  convene  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  by  proclamation. 

3.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  every  se- 
cond year,  by  the  qualified  electors  or  their  respective  districts,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  two  years  from  the  day 
of  the  general  election. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  who  shall 
not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  be  a  free  white  male  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  or  territory  one  year 
next  preceding  his  election ;  and  at  the  time  of  his  election,  have  an  actual 
residence  of  tJairty  days  in  the  county  or  district  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent. 

5.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years,  at  the  same  time  and 
place  as  representatives ;  they  shall  be  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  possess  ^e 
qualifications  of  representatives  as  to  residence  and  citizenship. 

6.  The  number^of  senators  shall  not  be  less  than  one-third  nor  more  than 
one-half  the  representative  body,  and  at  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly ai\er  this  Constitution  takes  efiect,  the  senators  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as 
equally  as  may  be,  into  two  classes :  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  or  the  second  year,  so  that  one-half  shall  be 
chosen  every  two  3rears. 

7.  When  the  number  of  senators  is  increased,  they  shall  be  annexed  by  lot 
to  one  of  the  two  classes,  so  as  to  keep  them  as  nearly  equal  in  niunber  as 
practicable. 

8.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  own  ofilcers  and  judge  of  the  qualificatibn, 
election,  and  return  of  its  own  members.  A  conte^ed  election  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

9.  A  majority  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a 
smaller  number  mav  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  compel  the  attendance 
of  absent  members  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may 
provide. 

10.  Each  house  shall  sit  upon  its  own  adjournments,  keep  a  journal  of  its 
proceedinffs,  and  publish  the  same;  determme  its  rules  of  proceedings,  punish 
members  lor  disoraerly  behavior,  and  with  the  consent  of  two-thiids,  expel  a 
member,  but  not »  aecond  time  for  the  same  ofience,  and  shall  have  all  other 
powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  of  a  free  and  inde- 
pendent State. 

11.  Every  member  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  hare  the  liberty  to  dissent 
from  or  protest  against  any  act  or  resolution  which  he  may  think  injiuious  to 
the  public  or  an  individuaj,  and  have  the  reasons  for  his  dissent  entered  on  the 
journals ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  house,  on  any 
Question,  shall,  at  tM  desire  of  any  two  members  present,  be  entered  on  the 
journals. 

13.  Senators  and  representatives  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  the  session  of  tne  General 
Assembly,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

13.  When  vacancies  occur  in  either  house,  the  Governor  or  the  person  exercis- 
ing the  Amotions  of  the  Governor,  shaH  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  ra- 
cancfes. 

14.  The  doors  of  each  house  shall  be  qten,  except  on  tuch  occasions  aS|  In 
the  opinion  of  the  boose,  may  require  tecreey. 
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26.  Every  law  shall  embrace  but  one  object,  which  shall  be  expressed  in  this 
title. 

S7.  No  law  of  the  Greneral  Assembly,  of  a  public  nature,  shall  take  effect 
until  the  same  shall  be  published  and  circulated  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
State,  by  authority.  If  the  General  Assembly  shall  deem  any  law  of  imme- 
diate importance,  they  mav  provide  that  the  same  shall  take  effect  by  publica- 
tion in  newspapers  in  the  State. 

98.  No  divorce, shall  be  granted  by  the  General  Assemblv. 

29.  No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  by  this  State,  nor  shall  the  sale  of  lottery 
tickets  be  allowed. 

30.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  du- 
ties of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirma- 
tion :  I  do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm  (as  the  case  may  be),  that  I  will  support 
the  Constitution  oi  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Iowa,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  senator  (or  representa- 
tive as  the  case  may  he\  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  And  members 
of  the  Greneral  Assembly  are  hereby  empowered  to  administer  to  each  other 
the  said  oath  or  affirmation. 

31.  Within  one  year  aAer  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution,  and  within 
every  subsequent  term  of  two  years,  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  an  enomera- 
tioa  of  all  the  white  inhabitants  of  this  Sute  shall  be  madie.  In  such  manner 
as  shall  be  directed  by  law.  The  number  of  senatofs  and  repraentatives  shall, 
at  their  fiift  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly  after  such  enumeration, 
be  fixed  by  law,  and  apportioned  among  the  several  coimties  according  to  the 
number  of  white  inhabitants  in  each :  and  shall  also,  at  eveiy  subsequent  retru- 
lar  session,  apportion  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  every  other  regular 
session  the  Senate,  for  eight  years ;  and  the  House  of  Reprepentatives  shall 
never  be  less  than  twenty-six,  nor  sreater  than  thirty-nine,  until  the  number  of 
white  inhabitants  shall  be  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand;  and  after 
that  event,  at  such  ratio  that  the  whole  number  of  representatives  shall  never 
be  less  than  thirty-nine  nor  exceeding  seventy-twa 

33.  When  a  congressional,  senatorial,  or  representative  district  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  or  more  counties,  it  shall  not  be  entirely  separated  by  any  county 
belonging  to  anoth^  district;  and  no  county  shall  be  divided  in  farming  a  ooo- 
gressionu,  senatorial,  or  representative  dismct 

33.  In  all  elections  by  the  General  AssemUy,  the  members  thereof  shall  vote 
viva  voce^  and  the  voles  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

34.  For  the  first  ten  years  after  the  organization  of  the  Kovemment  the  an- 
nual Balanr  <^  the  Governor  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars;  Secretary 
of  State,  nve  hundred  dollars;  treasurer,  four  hundred  dollars;  auditor,  six 
hundred  dollars ;  judges  of  the  Supreme  and  district  courts,  each  ooe  thoo- 
aanddoHars. 

ARTICLE  y,—Exteuiio€  IkpwrtmaiL 

Sic.  1.  The  teaptemt  executive  power  of  this  Slate  shall  be  vested  in  t  chief 
magirtrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Iowa. 

2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  at  the  time  and  plaee 
of  voting  for  members  of  the  General  Assemldy.  and  shall  hold  his  office  fbor 
years  from  the  time  of  his  Installafion,  and  imai  his  successor  shall  be  quali- 
fied. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor,  who  has  not  been  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident  of  the  State  two  years  next  preced- 
ing the  election,  and  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years  at  the  time  of  saMelee- 
tkm. 

4.  The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor  shall  be  sealed  up  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  seat  of  government,  directed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  who  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  t&e  session,  open  and  pub- 
lish them  in  proence  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  pcrsoii 
Having  the  h^hest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Governor;  but  in  ease  any  two 
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9l  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief-Justice  and  two  associates, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  to  hold  Court 

3.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  joint  vote  of  both 
branches  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Oeneral  Assembly  may  direct,  and  hold  their  offices  lor  six 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  and  shall  be  in- 
eli^Ue  U}  any  other  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  may  be  elected. 
The  Supreme  Court  shall  hare  appellate  jurisdiction  only  in  all  cases  in  chan- 
cery, and  shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  correction  of  errors  at  law,  under 
sach  restrictions  as  the  General  Assembly  may  by  law  prescribe.  The  Su- 
preme Court  shall  have  power  to  issue  all  writs  and  processes  necessary  to  do 
jostioe  to  parties,  and  exercise  a  supenrisoiy  control  over  all  inferior  judicial 
tribunals,  and  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  throughout  the  State. 

4.  The  district  court  shall  consist  of  a  judge,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qual* 
ified  voters  of  the  district  in  which  he  resides,  at  the  township  election,  and 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected 
and  qualified,  and  shall  be  inelifibie  to  any  other  office  during  the  term  for 
which  he  may  be  elected.  The  district  court  shall  be  a  court  of  law  and  equi- 
ty, and  have  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  and  criminal  matters  arising  in  their  re- 
spective districts,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  The  judm 
of  the  district  courts  shall  be  conservators  of  the  peace  in  Jheir  respective  dis- 
tricts. The  first  session  of  the  GJeneral  Assembly  shall  divide  the  State  into 
four  districts,  which  may  be  increased  as  the  exigencies  require. 

5.  The  qualified  voters  of  each  county  shall,  at  the  general  election,  elect 
one  prosecuting  .attorney  and  one  clerk  ot  the  district  court,  who  shall  be  resi- 
dents therein,  and  who  shall  hold  their  several  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

6.  The  style  of  all  processes  shall  be,  **  the  State  of  lowa^"  and  all  proseco- 
tioos  shall  be  conducted  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VU.—AmOM. 

Sac.  1.  The  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  composed  of  all  able-bodied  white 
male  citizens  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  except  such  as 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  tne  United  States  or  of  this 
State,  and  shall  •  be  armed,  equipped,  and  trained,  as  the  General  Assembly 
may  provide  by  law. 

2.  lio  person  or  persons  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  bearing  arms,  shall  be 
compellea  to  do  militia  duty  in  time  of  peace :  Provided^  that  such  person  or 
persons  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  such  exemption,  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  citizens. 

3.  All  commissioned  officers  of  the  militia  (stafiT-officers  excepted)  shall  be 
elected  by  the  persons  liable  to  perform  military  doty,  and  shall  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  uoremor. 

ARTICLE  YllL-StaU  DebU. 

The  Oeneral  Assembly  shall  not  in  any  manner  create  any  debt  or  debts,  lia- 
bility  or  liabilities,  which  shall  singly  or  in  the  segregate,  with  any  previous 
debts  or  liabilities,  exceed  the  sum  m  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  except  in 
cose  of  war,  to  repel  invasioii,  or  suppress  insurrection,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  authorized  by  some  law  for  some  single  object,  or  work  to  be  distinctly  spe- 
:ified  therein,  which  law  shall  provide  ways  anid  means,  exclusive  of  loans, 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  such  debt  or  liability  as  it  falls  due,  and  also 
to  pay  ana  discharge  the  principal  of  such  de^t  or  liability  within  twenty  ^rs 
Crom  the  time  of  the  contracting  thereof,  and  shall  be  urepealable  until  the 
principal  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  and  discharged ;  but  no  such  law 
shall  take  effect  until  at  a  general  election  it  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the 
people,  and  have  received  a  majority  of  all  the  voces  cast  for  and  against  it  at 
sucn  election,  and  all  money  raised  ny  authority  of  such  law,  shall  l)c  applied 
only  to  the  specific  object  therein  stated,  or  to  the  payment  uf  the  debt  theieligr

ARTICLE  XI.— AmmiMMtt  of  tke  CansUMion. 

If,  at  any  time,  the  General  Assembly  shall  think  it  necessary  to  revLsc 
or  amend  this  Constitution,  they  shall  prmde  by  law  for  a  vote  of  the  people 
for  or  against  a  convention,  at  the  next  ensuing  dection  for  members  of  the 
General  Assembly ;  in  case  a  majority  of  the  people  vote  in  &Yor  of  a  conven- 
tion, said  Genend  Assembly  shall  provide  for  an  electkm  of  delegates  to  a 
convention,  to  be  hdd  within  six  months  after  the  vote  of  the  people  in  favor

ARTICLE  XIL— JfiMtoMMM. 

Sec.  I.  The  jwisdietioii  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  extend  to  all  civil 
cases  (except  eases  in  dianoery  and  cases  iHiere  fhe  qMtfon  of  tide  to  any  real 
estate  may  ariseV.  where  (he  amount  in  contioffetsy  does  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  oy  the  consent  of  parties  may  be  extended  to  any  amount  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  doUan. 

3.  No  new  coonhr  shall  be  laid  off  hereaAer,  nor  old  county  reduced,  to  less 
contents  than  four  nundied  and  thirty-two  square  mites. 

3.  The  Gener.ll  Assembly  shall  not  locate  anj  of  the  public  lands,  which 
have  been  or  may  be  giuted  by  Conatess  to  thai  Stale,  and  the  location  of 
which  may  be  given  to  the  General  Assembly,  Wfoa  Muds  actually  settled, 
without  the  consent  of  the  oeeimBt.  The  extent  of  the  claim  of  such  occu- 
pant so  exempted  shall  not  exeeM  diree  hnndied  and  twenty  acres.

ARTICLE  l.'^Btdaratum  of  RigkU, 

Snx  1.  AH  men  are  bom  eqnallj  finee  and  mdepeDdent^  and  hare  certain 
inherent  rights:  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  ana  the  porniit  of  happiness. 
To  secure  these  nshta,  goreraments  are  institiitad  among  men,  derrni^  their 
JQst  powers  firam  the  consent  of  the  goreroed. 

2.  There  shall  be  neither  slarerj  nor  inTohmtarr  servitude  in  this  state,  other- 
wise than  for  the  ponishment  of  crime,  whereof  toe  part]r  shall  hare  been  du^f 
convicted. 

S.  Every  person  majr  freelj  sneak,  write,  and  pobUsh  his  sentiments  on  all 
nabjects,  bemg  responsible  for  tne  abuse  of  that  right ;  and  no  laws  shall  be 
pamed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  (/the  press.  In  all  criminal 
proeecotioos  or  indictments  for  libel,  the  truth  may  be  given  ia  evidence ;  and 
if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury  that  tiie  matter  chamd  as  Ubellous  be  true,  and 
was  pnUisbea  with  good  motives  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be 
acquitted;  and  the  Jury  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the 
feet 

4.  The  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble  to  consult  for  the  common 
ffood,  and  to  petition  toe  government,  or  any  department  thereoi^  shall  never 
be  abridged. 

5.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remam  inviolate ;  and  shall  extend  to  all 
cases  at  law,  without  regara  to  the  amount  in  controversy ;  but  a  jury  trial  may 
be  waived  bj  the  parties  in  all  cases,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

A.  Exoeanve  bau  shall  not  be  required;  nor  shall  excessive  fines  be  imposed; 
nor  shall  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  be  inflicted. 

7.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  be  heard 
by  himself  and  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accosatixm 
against  him ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  fece  to  fece ;  to  have  compulsory  process  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  in  his  bdialf :  and  in  prosecutions  oy  indict- 
ment or  information,  to  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  iury  of  the  county 
or  district  wherein  the  offence  shall  have  been  conmiitted,  wni^  county  or  dis- 
trict shall  hare  been  previously  ascertamed  by  law. 

8.  No  person  shall  be  helci  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offence,  unless  on  the 
presentment  or  indictment  of  a  nand  jury,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  or 
m  eases  ciogninble  by  justices  of  the  peace,  or  ansmg  in  the  army  or  navy,  or  in 
the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  cr  public  dan^;  and  no  per- 
son for  the  same  offence  shall  be  put  twice  in  Jeopardy  of  punishmeot,  nor  snail 
be  compelled  in  any  crinunal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himsel£  All  persons 
shall  before  conviction  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capitiQ  oflRm- 
ces,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great;  snd  the  privilege  of 
the  writof  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended  unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion 
or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require. 

9.  Every  person  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remedy  in  the  laws,  for  all  injuries  or 
wrongs  whioi  he  may  receive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character ;  he  ought  to 
obtain  justice  fireely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it ;  completely  and 
without  doiud,  promptly  and  without  delajr.  conformably  to  the  lawsi 

la  Treason  agunst  the  state  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  aminst  the 
same,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort    No  person 
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down  the  main  channel  of  the  Montreal  riyer  to  the  middle  of  lake  Superior; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  lake  Superior  to  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Louis  river ;

coosin ;  and  if  the  same  shall  be  a^^sented  and  agreed  to  bjr  the  congress  of  the 
United  States,  then  the  same  shall  be  and  for  ever  remain  obligatory  on  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  vix :  Leaving  the  aforesaid  boundary  line  at  tEe  foot  of  the 
rapids  of  the  St  Louis  river ;  thence  in  a  direct  line,  bearing  south-westerly  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Iskodewabo,  or  Rum  river,  where  the  same  empties  into  the 
Mississippi  river ;  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  the  said  Mississippi  river, 
as  prescnbed  in  the  aforesaid  boundary.

4th.  Civilised  persons  of  Indian  descent,  not  memben  of  any  tribe.  Pnmdtdt 
That  the  legidature  may  at  any  time  extend  by  law  the  right  of  iuflfrage  to  per- 
sons  not  herein  enumerated ;  out  no  soch  law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  at  a  general  election,  and 
approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  sudi  election.

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riyJl  be  pitmded  bj  law,  oooe  in  eadi  year,  and  not  oftener,  unlen  ooDvened  hf 
the  goyemor. 

12.  No  member  of  the  legislature  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was 
dected,  be  appointed  or  eledted  to  any  dyil  office  in  the  state,  which  shall  hare 
been  created  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased  during  the 
term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

18.  No  person  being  a  member  of  conyroes,  or  holding  any  military  or  dyil 
office  under  the  Unit^  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  m  the  legislaturo ;  and 
if  anf  person  shall,  after  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  legislature,  be  elected 
to  QODgresB,  or  be  appointed  to  any  otRoty  dyil  or  military,  under  the  goycrn- 
mmoA  of  the  United  States,  his  acceptance  thereof  shall  yacate  his  seat 

14.  The  TOyemor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  sudi  yacandes  as  may 
oecor  in  dther  house  of  the  legislature. 

16.  Members  of  the  legislature  shall  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  and 
breach  of  the  peace,  be  priyileged  from  arrest,  nor  shall  tney  be  subject  to  any 
dyil  process  during  the  session  of  the  legislature,  nor  for  fifteen  days  next  before 
the  commencement  and  after  the  termination  of  each  session. 

10.  No  member  of  the  legislature  shall  be  liable  in  any  dyil  action  or  crimi- 
nal prosecution  whateyer,  ror  words  spoken  in  debate. 

17.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  the  state  shall  be,  **The  people  of  tlic  state  of 
Wisconsin  represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  ;**  and  no  law 
shall  be  ena<^ed  except  by  bill. 

18.  No  priyate  or  local  bill,  which  may  be  passed  by  the  legislature,  shall 
embrace  more  than  one  Bubje<^  and  that  snail  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

19.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  and  a  bill  passed 
by  one  hoQse  may  be  amended  by  the  other. 

20.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  dther  house,  on  any  question,  shall 
at  the  request  of  one-dxth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal 

21.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  reodye  for  his  seryices,  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance  during  the  session,  and  ten  cents  for 
eyery  mile  he  shall  trayel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  the  meet- 
ing  of  the  legislature,  on  the  most  usual  route. 

22.  The  legislature  may  confer  upon  the  boards  of  supenrisors  of  the  seyeral 
counties  of  the  state,  sadi  powers  or  a  local,  legislatiye,  and  administratiye  char- 
acter, as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

28.  The  legislature  shall  establish  but  one  system  of  town  and  county  goycm- 
ment,  which  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  practicable 

24.  The  legislature  shall  neyer  authoriae  any  lottery,  or  grant  any  diyorce. 

25.  The  legislature  shall  proyide  by  law,  that  all  stationery  required  for  the 
use  of  the  state,  and  all  printing  authorised  and  required  by  them  to  be  done 
for  thdr  use,  or  for  the  state,  shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder ;  but 
the  legislature  may  establish  a  maximnm  price.  No  member  of  the  legislature, 
or  otl^  state  offloer,  ahidl  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  such 
contract 

26.  Tbm  legidatara  AaJl  neyer  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any  pubUe 
cffioer,  agent  servant  or  contractor,  after  the  seryices  shall  haye  been  rendered 
or  the  contract  entered  inta  Nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  public  officer 
be  increased  or  diminiehed  during  his  term  of  office. 

27.  The  legislature  AaJl  direct  by  law,  in  what  mamer  and  in  what  courts 
suits  may  be  brought  agaiiMt  the  state. 

28.  Members  of  the  Tegiilatare  and  all  officers,  erecutiye  and  indidal,  except 
•och  inferior  officers  as  may  be  by  law  exempted,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  thdr  respectiye  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to 
sonport  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Comtitution  of  the  state 
of  WiscoQsin,  and  fiuthfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  re^pectiye  offices  to 
the  best  of  their  ability. 

29.  The  legislature  shall  determine  what  penons  shall  coiwtitute  the  militia 
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from  the  state,  the  secretaiy  of  state  shall  act  as  goTenwr  until  the  ra- 
shall  be  filled,  or  the  diaabihtj  shall  oease. 
•.'The  lieuteiuuit-goYenior  shall  receive  double  the  per  diem  aUowanoe  of 
eoibera  of  the  senate,  for  every  day's  attendance  as  president  of  the  senate, 

the  same  mileage  as  shall  be  allowed  to  members  of  the  legislature. 
la  Every  bill  wmch  shall  have  passed  the  legislature,  shall,  Iwfore  it  beoomee 
m  law,  be  presented  to  the  governor.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  bouse  in  which  it  shall  have  orig- 
ioated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  hurge  upon  the  journal,  and  proceed  to 
re-ooosider  it  It,  after  such  re-consideraticm,  two>thirds  of  the  members  pree- 
«ai  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to 
the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewi^  be  re-oonsidered,  and  if  approved  by 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  ca- 
■ea,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
of  the  members  voting  for  or  against  the  bill,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
J  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  gov- 
within  three  days  (Sundays  excepted)  afl«r  it  shall  have  been  presented 
n,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  unless  the  legislature  shall,  by  their  adjouro- 
prevent  its  return ;  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

ARTICLE  Vl^Adminitiraiive, 

1.  Iliere  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  electora  of  the  state,  at  the  timet 
and  places  of  choosing  the  members  of  the  legislature,  a  secretary  of  state,  trea- 
aorer,  and  an  attorney-general,  who  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  lor  the  tenn 
of  two  years. 

2.  Tile  secretary  of  state  shall  Jceep  a  fiur  record  of  the  official  acts  of  the 
legislature  and  executive  department  of  the  state,  and  shall,  when  required,  lay 
the  Mme  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  before  either  branch  of  the  legislatoreu 
He  shall  be  ex-cfieio  auditor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  ba 
MHgned  him  by  law.  He  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  his  aerfices,  yev- 
ly,  audi  sum  aa  shall  be  provided  by  law,  and  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  aeat 
Of  government 

8.  The  powers,  duties,  and  compensation  of  the  treasurer  and  attorney-gene- 
ral shall  be  prescribed  hj  law. 

4.  Sherifls,  coroners,  registers  of  deeds,  and  district-attorneys  diall  be  choacD 
by  the  electors  of  the  respective  coontiea,  once  in  every  two  years,  and  as  often 
aa  vacancies  shall  happen.  Sheriffs  shall  hold  no  other  office,  and  be  ineligible 
for  two  years  next  succeeding  the  termination  of  their  offices.  They  may  be 
required  by  law  to  renew  their  security  from  time  to  time ;  and  in  defitult  of 
giving  Hudn  new  security,  their  offices  shall  be  deemed  vacant  But  the  county 
shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  acts  of  the  sheriff  The  governor  may  re- 
move any  offieer  in  this  section  mentioned,  giving  to  such  offirar  a  copy  of  the 
charges  againat  hfan,  and  an  opportunity  of  oeing  heard  in  his  defooce. 

ARTICLE  YTL'-JudieUry, 

Sac  1.  Hie  eoort  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  shall  be  composed  of  the  sen- 
ate. The  booae  of  representatives  shall  have  the  power  of  impeaching  all  civil 
offioefH  of  this  slate,  fior  corrupt  conduct  in  office,  or  for  crimes  and  niMdeniean- 
fim ;  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  shall  concur  in  an  impeachment 
(Jn  the  trial  of  an  impeachment  against  the  governor,  the  lieotenant-govcmtir 
shall  not  act  aa  a  member  of  the  court  No  judicial  offieer  tbaXX  excrriiie  his 
ijffikw  after  he  shall  have  been  impeached,  until  his  aeouittaL  Before  the  trial 
of  an  impeadwient  the  memben  of  the  coort  «hall  tale  an  oath  or  affimiatitw 
truly  ana  impartialljr  to  try  the  impeachment,  acoocding  to  evidence ;  and  no 
|imMiri  fihall  be  cun^icted  without  the  concurrence  of  twivthirds  of  thi*  momhcnr^t 
|Nrui>nt  Judgment  in  casw  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  thiui  to 
retiioval  frum  office,  or  aemoval  from  office  and  dkqnalification  to  bold  any  office 
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shall  be  chooen  and  qualified ;  and  after  he  shall  hare  been  elected,  he 
shall  reside  in  the  circuit  for  which  he  was  elected.  One  of  said  judges  shall  be 
deeignated  as  chief  justice,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  shall  provide.  And 
the  legislature  shall,  at  its  first  session,  provide  by  law,  as  well  for  the  election 
<il^  M  for  classifying,  the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  to  be  elected  under  this  Con* 
stitotion,  in  suot  manner  tluit  one  of  said  judges  shall  go  out  of  office  in  two 
jaars,  one  in  three  years,  one  in  four  years,  one  in  fire  years,  and  one  in  six  yeara, 
and  thereafter  the  judge  elected  to  fill  the  office  shall  hold  the  same  for  six 


ft.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  matters,  civil  and 
criminal,  within  this  state,  not  excepted  in  this  constitution,  and  not  hereafter 
prohibited  by  law,  an  appellate  jurisoiction  from  all  inferior  courts  and  tribunals, 
■od  a  supervisory  control  over  the  tauhc.  They  f^hall  also  have  the  power  to  is- 
■ue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunction,  quo  warranto,  certiorari,  and 
•11  other  writs  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  their  orders,  judjpnents,  and  decrees, 
■ad  give  them  a  general  control  over  inferior  courts  and  juruKlictions. 

9.  When  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  office  of  judge  of  the  supreme  or  cir- 
cuit courts,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  appointment  of  the  governor,  which 
thidl  continue  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified ;  and  when  eliHited,  such 
aoocessor  shall  hold  his  office  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  There  Hhall  be 
no  election  for  a  judge  or  judges  at  any  general  election  for  state  or  county  offi- 
cers, nor  within  thirty  days  either  before  or  after  such  election. 

10.  Each  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  and  circuit  courts  shall  receive  a  sal- 

2ft  payable  quarterly,  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annu- 
y ;  tfiey  shall  receive  no  fees  of  office,  or  other  compensation  than  their  sala- 
ries ;  they  shall  hold  no  office  of  public  trust,  except  a  judicial  office,  during  the 
term  for  which  they  are  respectively  elected,  and  all  votes  for  either  of  them, 
for  any  office  except  a  judicial  office,  given  by  the  legislature  or  the  people,  shall 
be  void  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge,  who  shaU  not,  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  be  a  citiaen  of  the  United  States,  and  have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-five  years,  and  be  a  qualified  elector  within  the  jurisdiction  for  whidi 
ha  maybe  chosen. 

1 1.  The  supreme  court  shall  hold  at  least  one  term  annually,  at  the  seat  of 
government  of  the  state,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  provided  by  law,  and  the  leg- 
islature JDMj  provide  for  holding  other  terms,  and  at  other  plaoes,  when  they 
may  deem  it  necessair.  A  circuit  court  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  in  each 
year,  in  each  county  of  this  state,  organixed  for  judicial  purposes  The  judges 
of  the  circuit  court  may  hold  courts  for  each  other,  and  snail  do  so  when  requir- 
ed by  law. 

12.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  dioeen  in  each  coimty  organised 
for  judicial  purposes,  by  the  qualified  electors  therooC  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years,  subject  to  removal  as  shall  be  provided  by  law.  In  ca.<te  of  a  va- 
cancy, the  judge  of  the  drcuit  court  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  clerk, 
until  the  vacaooj  shall  be  filled  by  an  election.  The  clerk  thus  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, shall  eive  such  security  as  the  legialature  may  require ;  and  when  elect- 
ed, shall  hold  his  office  for  a  full  term.  Tne  supreme  court  shall  appoint  its  own 
clerk,  and  the  clerk  of  a  cnrcult  court  may  be  appointed  clerk  of^  the  supreme 
court 

13.  Any  judge  of  the  supreme  or  drcuit  court  may  be  removed  fi:om  o6ke 
hf  address  of  both  houses  or  the  legislature,  if  two>thvds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  house,  concur  therein ;  but  no  removal  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
of  this  section,  unless  the  judge  eomplained  of  shall  have  been  served  with  a 
copy  of  the  charges  against  him,  as  the  ground  of  address,  and  shall  have  had 
an  o]^)ortunity  of  being  hoard  in  his  defence.

renews  an  i^ipropriatim  of  poblie  or  troti  mooej.  or  leleasoSk  diechai|rsa,  or 
eommntes  a  claim  or  demana  of  the  state,  the  qneetion  shall  be  taken  bv  reas 
and  nay«»  whadi  shall  be  dnlj  entered  on  the  journal ;  and  three-Afths  of  all  the 


members  elected  to  such  house,  shall  in  all  sodi  cases  be  re<}uired  to  constitate 
a  <|Qorum  thereiiL 

9.  No  scrip,  eeitificata,  or  other  evidence  of  state  debt  whatsoerer,  shall  ba 
issued,  exeepi  for  sodi  debts  as  are  authorimd  hj  the  sixth  and  serenth  sections 
of  this  artioei 

10.  The  state  shall  nerer  contract  any  debt  for  woriB  of  internal  improvemeiit, 
or  be  a  partj  in  canying  on  sudi  works ;  but  wheneTer  grants  of  land  or  other 
property  shall  bare  been  made  to  the  state,  especially  dedicated  by  the  grant 
to  particular  worics  of  internal  improvement,  the  stats  may  oarry  on  such  par* 
ticular  works,  and  shall  devote  thereto  the  avails  of  such  grants,  sind  may  pledge 
or  appropriate  the  revenues  derived  frtxn  sudi  woriEi  in  aid  of  their  cunipletion. 

ARTICLE  JX.—Emineni  Domain  and  Property  e/  f A«  Kref#. 

Sbol  1.  The  state  shall  have  concurrent  Jurisdictian  on  all  rivers  and  lakee 
bordering  on  this  state,  so  fiur  as  such  rivers  or  lakes  shall  form  a  oiHnnM«i  boun- 
darv  to  the  state  and  any  other  state  or  territory  now  or  herosfter  t<>  \w  formed 
ana  bounded  by  the  same.  And  the  river  Mississippi  and  tlie  navigable  waters 
leading  into  the  MissisBippi  and  8t  Lawrsnoe,  and  the  earrying  plaees  between 
the  same,  shall  ba  onmmon  highways,  and  inrever  fr«e  as  well  to  the  iiihabiteflts 
of  the  stat^aa  to  the  eitiaens  of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  impost,  or 
duty  therolbr. 

2.  The  title  to  all  bmds  and  other  property  whkh  have  aeemail  to  the  terri- 
tory of  Wisconsin,  by  grant,  gift,  purchase,  Ibrfeitiire,  escheat,  or  otherwise,  shall 
vest  in  the  state  of  wiseoiMia 

8.  The  people  of  the  state  in  their  right  of  sovweiga^,  are  deelared  to  po» 
sess  the  ultimate  property  fai  and  to  all  lands  within  ths  Juriailetion  of  the  stote ; 
and  all  Umds,  the  title  to  wfaiflh  shall  &U  from  a  daCwi  of  hairs,  shall  revert,  er 
escheat  to  the  people. 

AHTIOLE 


Stc.  1.  Tlie  superviskm  of  public  instnietkm  shall  he  veated  In  a  state  svper- 
intendent,  and  sodi  other  eOeersM  the  legislalara  Ann  dlraet  The  state  super- 
intendent shall  be  chosen  by  the  ({ualiflild  eteeters  of  the  state,  to  euch 
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the  sum  remaining  unpaid,  with  seven  per  cent  interest  thereon,  payable  annu- 
ally at  the  office  of  the  treasurer.  The  oonuniBsioners  ahall  be  authorixed  to 
execute  a  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  to  all  purchasers  of  such  lands,  and  to 
discharge  any  mortgages  taken  as  security,  when  the  sum  due  thereon  ohidl  have 
been  paid.  The  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  withhold  from  sale  any 
portion  of  such  lands  when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient ;  and  shall  invest  all 
moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  such  lands,  as  well  as  all  other  university  and 
school  funds,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  shall  provide,  and  nhall  ^ve  such 
•ecurity  for  the  fiiithful  performance  of  their  duties  at  may  be  required  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XL—CorporoHotu. 

Swo,  1.  Corporations  without  banking  powers  or  privileges  may  be  formed 
tinder  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  act«  exeept  for  municipal 
purposes,  and  in  cases  where,  in  the  judgment  or  the  legislature,  the  objects  of 
the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws.  All  general  laws  or 
special  acts  enacted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be  altered  or  repeal- 
ed by  the  legislature  at  any  tmie  after  their  passage. 

2.  No  municipal  corporation  shall  take  private  proper^  for  public  use  against 
the  consent  of  the  owner,  without  the  necessity  thereof  being  first  estabushed 
by  the  verdict  of  a  jury. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to 
provide  fur  the  organisation  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  ana  to  restrict 
their  power  of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and 
loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to  prevent  abuses  in  assessments  and  taxation,  and  in 
contracting  debts  by  such  municipal  corporations. 

4.  The  legislature  shall  not  have  power  to  create,  authorise,  or  incorporate,  br 
anjT  general  or  special  law,  any  bank  or  banking  power  or  privilege,  or  any  insti- 
tution or  corporation,  having  any  banking  power  or  privilege  whatever,  except  as 
provided  in  this  article. 

6.  The  legislature  may  submit  to  the  voters  at  any  general  election,  the  ques- 
tion of  **  bank  or  no  bank  ;**  and  if  at  any  such  election,  a  number  of  votes  equal 
to  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  electioo  on  that  subject  shall  be  m  fii- 
vor  of  banks,  then  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to  grant  bank  charters,  or  to 
pass  a  general  banking  law,  with  such  restrictions  and  under  such  regulations  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  bill-hoMers :  /Vo- 
vitM^  ifkat  no  such  grant  or  law  Mall  have  any  foroe  or  effect  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  state  at  some  general 
election,  and  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  that  subject  at 
such  election. 

ARTICLE  XIL—Amendmenti. 

Sic.  1.  Any  amendment  or  amemlments  to  this  constitution  may  be  proposed 
in  either  house  of  the  iM^lature,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  oy  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  elected  to  eadt  of  the  two  houses,  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their  journals  with  the  yeas  snd  naya 
taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  gencval 
election,  and  shall  be  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  holdiw 
Huch  election.  And  ii  in  the  legislature  so  next  chosien,  such  proposed  amenf 
ment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  house,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  submit  such 
propowd  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  pieople,  in  rach  manner  and  at  sush 
time  as  the  legislature  shall  prescribe,  and  if  the  people  shall  approve  and  ratiiy 
such  amendment  or  amendment<t  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereof 
such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  become  part  of  the  constitution :  Pre- 
wkkd,  Tliat  if  more  than  one  amendment  be  submitted,  the  v  shall  be  submitted 
in  sQch  manner  that  the  pe(^  may  vote  for  or  against  such  amendments  sepa- 
rately.
